FOREWORD 


The  State  Department  of  Archives  and  History  published 
eight  volumes  of  Records  of  the  Moravians  in  North  Carolina 
during  the  years  1922  through  1954.  Lack  of  funds  and  the 
need  to  publish  other  documentary  materials  relating  to  the  his- 
tory of  North  Carolina  resulted  in  a  decision  to  end  the  series 
of  Moravian  records  with  the  eighth  volume. 

In  the  fall  of  1960,  the  Moravian  Archives,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Mr.  Charles  N.  Siewers,  Chairman,  proposed  that  the 
Department  continue  the  series,  stating  that  funds  could  prob- 
ably be  obtained  to  finance  the  project.  The  suggestion  was  ac- 
cepted and  plans  were  made  to  implement  the  idea.  A  generous 
grant  from  the  Z.  Smith  Reynolds  Foundation,  Inc.,  enabled  the 
Moravian  Archives  and  the  State  Department  of  Archives  and 
History  to  proceed  with  plans  for  two  additional  volumes. 

Dr.  Minnie  J.  Smith,  who  had  retired  from  the  faculty  of 
Salem  College,  undertook  the  job  of  translating  from  German 
and  editing  the  material  to  be  included  in  Volume  IX.  Dr.  Smith 
completed  most  of  the  work  prior  to  her  death  on  July  22,  1962. 
Miss  Grace  L.  Siewers,  Archivist,  Moravian  Archives,  and  the 
Rev.  William  A.  Cranford  of  the  Archives  staff  finished  prepar- 
ing copy ;  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Holloway,  Mrs.  Brenda  C.  Whicker,  and 
Mrs.  Catherine  G.  Barnhart  of  the  staff  of  the  Division  of  Pub- 
lications assisted  in  seeing  the  volume  through  the  press. 

The  State  Department  of  Archives  and  History  is  pleased  to 
co-operate  with  the  Moravian  Archives  in  publishing  Volume  IX 
and  planning  for  Volume  X  of  the  Records  of  the  Moravians  in 
North  Carolina.

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PREFACE 


It  was  a  challenging  task  to  take  up  a  continuation  of  the 
work  done  by  such  capable  scholars  as  Dr.  Adelaide  L.  Fries  and 
Dr.  Douglas  L.  Rights  in  their  Records  of  the  Moravians  in 
North  Carolina,  but  it  has  been  a  rewarding  experience  to  ac- 
quire knowledge  and  understanding  of  the  continued  develop- 
ment of  life  among  the  people  of  Salem  and  outlying  Moravian 
communities  and  most  of  all  to  feel  the  spirit  and  devotion  of 
these  people. 

The  sources  for  material  used  in  Volume  IX  are  largely  the 
same  as  those  for  previous  volumes :  diaries  and  memorabilia  of 
the  various  congregations,  minutes  of  church  boards,  a  few  other 
documents  and  a  very  few  personal  letters. 

The  selection  of  material,  since  obviously  the  mass  of  records 
was  too  great  to  be  used  in  toto,  was  necessarily  subjective.  In 
general  the  following  items  have  been  emphasized :  genealogical 
facts,  economic  factors  of  importance  in  the  community,  par- 
ticularly the  slavery  question  in  this  decade  most  intensely  of 
importance  in  1845,  the  shift  from  the  German  language  to  the 
English  with  evidence  of  restiveness  on  the  part  of  the  younger 
people  over  the  use  of  German  in  church  services,  relations  with 
churches  of  other  denominations,  occasional  individual  clashes 
with  authority  of  the  church,  and  extension  of  Moravian  church- 
es in  the  direction  of  New  Philadelphia  and  Kernersville.  Of 
course  there  are  many  items  of  interest  that  cannot  be  classified 
in  the  above  but  which  help  to  paint  the  picture  of  Moravian 
life  in  the  mid-nineteenth  century. 

Volume  IX  was  compiled  and  published  under  the  author- 
ization of  the  members  of  the  Archives  Committee,  who  have 
given  loyal  support  to  the  project;  their  encouragement  and 
interest  have  been  greatly  appreciated.  Members  of  this  com- 
mittee were  the  late  Dr.  H.  A.  Pfohl,  Mr.  Charles  N.  Siewers, 
the  Rt.  Rev.  W.  Herbert  Spaugh,  Mrs.  Robert  A.  McCuiston, 
the  Rev.  Herbert  Weber,  Mr.  James  A.  Gray,  and  Miss  Grace  L. 
Siewers. 

Acknowledgment  of  gratitude  for  help  rendered  must  go  first 
of  all  to  Miss  Grace  L.  Siewers,  Archivist  of  the  Moravian 
Archives.  Her  encouragement  was  steadfast  all  the  time  and 
her  help  in  mechanical  details  of  publication  invaluable.  In  this 
latter  connection,  too,  a  debt  of  gratitude  is  owed  to  Mrs.  Elmer 
L.  Frye.

[In  the  year  1838  Martin  Van  Buren  was  President  of  the 
United  States.  There  had  been  a  panic  in  the  previous  year,  and 
the  disturbed  condition  in  regard  to  the  banks  in  the  whole 
country  continued. 

There  were  difficulties  in  Mexico  in  which  various  European 
countries  were  involved.  Among  other  events  concerned  here  the 
Castle  of  San  Juan  d'Ulloa  was  taken  by  the  French. 

The  troubles  of  the  Cherokees  with  the  United  States  govern- 
ment were  of  great  interest  and  concern  to  the  congregation  in 
Salem  because  of  the  mission  work  of  the  Moravians  done  among 
that  tribe  and  elaborate  reports  are  found  especially  in  the  min- 
utes of  the  Provincial  Heifer  Conferenz.  During  this  year  Gen- 
eral Winfield  Scott  was  sent  to  remove  forcibly  the  Cherokees 
to  the  west  of  the  Mississippi  River  in  accordance  with  the 
Treaty  of  1835. 

New  York  welcomed  its  first  ocean  steamship,  the  "Sirius," 
on  April  12  of  this  year  and  several  other  such  steamers  ap- 
peared the  same  year.] 

Memorabilia  of  the  Congregation  in  Salem,  North  Carolina  in 

the  year  1838. 

Although  the  year  now  ending  was  marked  by  no  extraordi- 
nary events  in  our  church,  yet  the  usual  proofs  of  the  protection 
of  our  Heavenly  Father  and  the  continuing  blessings  of  our 
merciful  Saviour  make  no  less  demands  on  quiet  gratitude  and 
on  general  praise.  While  there  broke  out  on  the  borders  of  our 
widely  extended  federation  of  states  now  and  again  restless  con- 
ditions of  war,  yet  there  remained  for  us  in  the  interior  of  the 
country  the  gift  of  uninterrupted  peace.  The  disturbance  still 
felt  of  business  matters  in  the  larger  commercial  centers  has 
had  a  less  disadvantageous  effect  on  business  and  professions 
here  and  we  with  our  fellow  citizens  look  hopefully  toward  a 
more  favorable  future.  Even  if  deadly  epidemics  prevailed  else- 
where we  were  graciously  spared  and  enjoyed  greatly-to-be- 
desired  good  health.  To  be  sure  through  an  unusually  large 
number  of  funerals  (14)  in  our  God's  Acre  we  were  repeatedly 
reminded  of  our  mortality  and  asked  to  give  heed  to  earnest 
preparation  for  eternity.  But  the  incidents  of  death  were  not 
brought  on  by  any  epidemics  and  concerned  in  part  persons  from 
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our  rather  close  neighborhood  who  did  not  belong  to  our  congre- 
gation and  mostly  those  who  were  ours  were  such  as  advanced 
age  or  long  suffering  made  their  release  to  be  expected  and  even 
highly  desirable.  Among  the  latter  were  three  brothers  who  had 
faithfully  served  the  Lord  among  Christians  or  the  heathen,  two 
of  these  to  be  sure  in  the  Unity  of  the  Brethren  and  one  in  the 
Lutheran  Church.  The  good  health  generally  enjoyed  was  so 
much  the  more  remarkable  and  worthy  of  gratitude  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  the  summer  was  marked  by  an  extraordinary  heat 
and  dryness,  here  as  well  as  in  the  whole  country.  Through  the 
rains  that  followed  in  the  fall  the  lack  of  water  that  had  been 
extreme  had  been  relieved  to  some  extent  so  that  the  mills  could 
again  deliver  the  flour  that  was  needed  which  had  in  part  had 
to  be  obtained  from  a  distance. 

This  somewhat  unusual  weather  caused  anxiety  about  the  later 
vegetables  as  the  frost  had  done  already  in  the  spring  in  regard 
to  the  fruit.  However,  the  lack  of  faith  was  put  to  shame  by  the 
result  which  was  favorable  beyond  expectation.  Not  only  was 
there  an  exceptionally  good  crop  of  wheat  but  also  the  crop  of 
Welschcorn1  was  better  than  had  been  feared  and  likewise  there 
was  no  lack  of  fruit;  so  that  we  were  able  to  bring  to  the  Lord 
at  our  thanksgiving  festival  a  well-laden  sacrifice  of  praise. 

In  the  long  continued  period  of  drought  the  protection  af- 
forded us  from  the  danger  of  fire  was  the  more  impressive  since 
just  at  that  time  a  devastating  conflagration  fell  upon  the  dear 
congregation  in  Lititz ;  a  disaster  which  had  to  incline  us  at  the 
same  time  to  sincere  gratitude  to  the  Lord  for  His  undeserved 
protection  and  to  active  sympathy  for  the  loss  of  our  suffering 
brothers  and  sisters.  In  addition  to  the  continued  building  of 
houses  still  required  in  the  area  of  the  cotton  factory  situated 
near  us  there  have  been  completed  in  the  place  a  dwelling  house, 
also  an  addition  to  the  home  of  the  school  inspector  as  well  as 
some  improvements  on  the  chief  building  of  the  Girls'  Boarding 
School.  On  the  whole  the  flourishing  condition  of  this  flowering 
educational  institution  and  the  progress  made  with  the  just 
mentioned  factory  (it  numbers  now  a  personnel  of  115)  are 
beneficial  to  the  external  welfare  of  our  town. 

We  should  like  to  acknowledge  surely  these  temporal  advan- 
tages very  thankfully  and  turn  very  conscientiously  to  the  honor 
of  God  and  to  our  own  well-being  and  that  of  others ;  indeed  by 
all  means  in  business  and  industrial  activities  not  to  miss  the

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One  Necessity  but  always  make  the  latter  the  chief  matter  in 
our  lives. 

In  the  administration  of  spiritual  and  heavenly  possessions 
there  has  been  lacking  on  the  part  of  our  dear  Lord  this  just 
as  little  as  in  physical  benefits.  Without  disturbance  the  meet- 
ings of  Sunday  and  weekdays  have  been  held,  the  holy  sacra- 
ments administered,  the  ecclesiastical  as  well  as  the  congrega- 
tional festivals  celebrated  and  to  the  praise  of  the  grace  and 
kindliness  of  our  faithful  and  forbearing  Saviour  we  may  re- 
member more  than  one  especially  blessed  meeting  of  festival 
celebration  at  which  His  rule  among  us  was  to  be  comfortingly 
felt. 

One  such  was  the  confirmation  service  held  this  year  on  Palm 
Sunday  for  19  persons  of  whom  on  the  previous  Sunday  a  public 
examination  on  saving  Christian  truths,  in  which  they  had  been 
instructed,  was  held  in  a  solemn  congregational  meeting. 

The  confirmation  service  itself  was  distinguished  in  a  remark- 
able way  for  our  dear  young  people  by  the  circumstance  that 
during  it  a  young  man  confirmed  just  a  year  before  was  accepted 
into  the  adult  congregation.  On  this  day  a  chancel  constructed 
in  our  church  Saal,  for  the  preaching  of  the  divine  word,  was 
dedicated  with  fervent  prayer. 

For  the  celebration  of  the  Easter  festival  there  came  a  large 
number  of  outsiders,  some  of  them  from  a  distance. 

Through  some  minor  changes  an  effort  was  made  to  stimulate 
the  attendance  at  the  daily  meetings  held  on  weekday  evenings. 
In  this  matter  we  are  indeed  very  conscious  that  only  a  new 
outpouring  of  the  spirit  from  above  can  awaken  a  taste  for  our 
beautiful  divine  services  and  make  them  a  necessity  and  source 
of  enjoyment  for  the  heart.  We  ought  to  pray  for  such  a  visita- 
tion of  grace  with  united  earnestness  and  believing  support  so 
that  we  may  bear  fruit  more  beautiful  for  the  Lord  and  also 
work  for  the  spread  of  His  Kingdom  among  Christians  and  the 
heathen  and  that  we  may  shine  more  brightly  as  a  light  for  the 
immediate  neighborhood. 

The  societies  (5)  existing  in  our  circle  which  have  been 
united  for  this  purpose  celebrated  in  the  course  of  the  year  their 
respective  festivals  or  conventions  under  the  gracious  manifesta- 
tion of  the  Lord  who  does  not  leave  their  activity  unblessed. 
The  visits  of  one  brother  into  the  mountain  region  of  Virginia 
and  some  sections  of  North  Carolina  have  been  continued  and

have  not  been  without  success.  He  had  a  good  opportunity  to 
dispense  Bibles  and  tracts.  The  number  of  Sunday  Schools  in 
our  community  was  increased  by  the  establishment  of  one  for 
the  young  people  working  in  the  cotton  factory.  There  was  de- 
livered in  the  Saal  a  rousing  address  by  the  agent  of  the  Amer- 
ican Sunday  School  Union  and  the  contributions  collected  in 
connection  with  this  matter  witnessed  the  not  to  be  extinguished 
interest  of  our  brothers  and  sisters.  The  little  negro  congrega- 
tion was  served  in  the  last  half  of  the  year  by  Br.  S.  Thomas 
Pfohl  after  Br.  Joh.  Renatus  Schmidt  had  answered  a  call  for 
present  service  with  the  Cherokee  mission. 

This  mission  was  so  much  the  more  an  object  of  our  sincere 
concern  since  the  events  wavering  so  long  in  uncertainty  were 
approaching  their  clearing  up.  After  Br.  Miles  Vogler  had  been 
here  at  Easter  and  had  received  anew  his  appointment  for  serv- 
ice at  this  mission,  in  which  the  Single  Br.  Gottlieb  Hermann 
Rude  was  assigned  as  his  assistant,  these  brothers  in  company 
with  Br.  J.  R.  Schmidt  who  had  received  the  assignment  under 
the  confused  circumstances  prevailing  then  and  with  the  pro- 
spective transfer  of  the  mission  to  the  West,  as  an  older  and 
more  experienced  missionary  to  work  with  them  for  that  time, 
started  on  their  journey  from  here  to  Tennessee  on  May  7  ac- 
companied by  our  best  wishes  for  their  blessing.  After  all  efforts 
of  representatives  of  the  nation  to  arrive  at  a  change  of  the 
agreement  once  made  by  the  government  of  the  United  States 
had  failed,  nothing  remained  for  them  to  do  except  to  carry  out 
the  immediate  transfer  of  this  whole  tribe  to  the  Arkansas  area. 
Before  the  departure  of  the  remnant  of  our  Cherokee  brethren 
of  whom  the  greater  part  had  moved  to  the  West  already  in  the 
spring,  Br.  George  Hicks,  having  received  permission,  decided  to 
bring  his  two  daughters  here  for  their  education  and  paid  us  a 
visit  and  we  had  the  joy  of  seeing  this  man  in  our  midst  at  the 
festival  of  August  13.  After  our  three  brothers  on  September  16, 
had  made  a  solemn  conclusion  of  the  38  years'  work  of  our  mis- 
sionaries among  this  Indian  tribe  east  of  the  Mississippi,  they 
left  the  next  day  for  the  Western  territory  of  the  tribe.  They  ar- 
rived happily  there  on  October  27  and  were  received  with  sincere 
affection  by  our  people  who  had  gone  on  ahead  there  as  well  as 
by  other  Christian  friends  with  great  joy,  and  have  already 
made  a  purchase  of  land  in  the  midst  of  our  Cherokee  brethren 
on  an  arm  of  the  Illinois  River. 

We  want  urgently  to  commend  to  the  Saviour  the  further 
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progress  of  this  southern  Indian  mission  of  ours  as  well  as  the 
northern  now  partly  transferred  to  the  West.  May  He  be  will- 
ing to  keep  safe  the  remnant  of  the  Delaware  congregation, 
small  as  it  is,  still  remaining  in  Canada,  in  the  disturbances 
that  have  broken  out  as  well  as  our  little  Cherokee  group  in 
Arkansas — the  new  post  on  the  Kansas  River  in  the  Missouri 
area — and  bring  light  to  many  tribes  still  heathen.  For  that 
purpose  may  He  be  willing  in  his  time  to  call  and  send  out  many 
true  messengers  to  the  heathen  who  have  been  prepared  in  our 
congregations. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Henry  G.  Clauder  formerly  serving  in  the  Chero- 
kee mission  received  in  the  first  months  of  this  year  a  call  to 
service  in  the  little  congregation  of  Hope  here  but  for  the  time 
being  are  still  staying  in  Salem  where  Br.  Clauder  has  been  sub- 
stituting in  the  place  of  Br.  Schmidt  as  the  third  teacher  in  the 
local  Boys'  School.  In  the  place  of  Br.  Geo.  Fr.  Bahnson  who 
has  been  called  to  Bethlehem  in  the  course  of  the  spring  Br. 
Julius  Theod.  Bechler  was  assigned  to  the  service  of  the  con- 
gregations in  Bethania  and  Bethabara  and  here  on  May  2  at  the 
same  time  with  Br.  Miles  Vogler  in  a  solemn  meeting  of  the  con- 
gregation they  were  ordained  as  deacons  of  the  Brethren's 
Church.  On  the  same  occasion  our  Br.  John  Christian  Jacobson, 
Inspector  of  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  here,  and  an  assistant 
pastor  of  the  Salem  congregation,  was  ordained  as  presbyter. 

The  congregation  here  took  special  interest  in  the  50  year 
Jubilee  festival  held  on  November  25  and  26  with  the  dedication 
of  the  church  Saal  in  Bethabara.  There  were  on  hand  on  the 
latter  day  all  the  pastors  of  the  Wachovia  congregations  as  well 
as  a  number  of  brothers  and  sisters  from  Salem  and  other  places 
to  share  in  this  Church  dedication  and  Jubilee  festival  of  the 
mother  congregation  in  North  Carolina  with  great  blessing,  and 
to  help  pray  for  a  new  pouring  out  of  grace.  Likewise  on  June 
17  the  dedication  of  the  new  church  in  Hope  in  Indiana  claimed 
our  interest. 

We  remained  in  loving  union  with  our  congregations  in  Penn- 
sylvania and  the  bordering  states  through  the  exchange  of  let- 
ters and  visits. 

Here  in  April  three  new  members  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium2 
were  chosen  namely:  the  Brothers  John  Vogler,  Jacob  Blum 
and  Jacob  Fr.  Siewers.  In  the  place  of  the  first  named  the 
Gemein  Vorsteher,  Br.  S.  Thos.  Pfohl,  took  the  position  of  Cur- 
ator of  the  Single  Sisters'  Choir.

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With  our  Boys'  School  in  which  later  in  the  place  of  Br.  Sam. 
Ephraim  Brietz,  Br.  Francis  Raymond  Holland  took  a  position 
as  teacher,  was  held  on  May  30  a  public  examination  which  went 
off  with  the  satisfaction  of  the  parents  present  and  of  other  in- 
terested brothers  and  sisters.  In  the  course  of  the  year  9  little 
boys  left  from  the  school  but  14  were  taken  in.  The  present  num- 
ber of  pupils  is  41 ;  among  them  8  outside  boys  who  attend  the 
school  have  been  included. 

The  Infant  School  in  which  Sr.  Sophia  Pfohl  for  some  time 
fulfilled  the  duties  of  the  teacher,  Sr.  S.  Steiner,  who  was  absent 
on  a  visit  in  Pennsylvania,  numbers  now  29  of  these  infants  of 
whom  22  have  come  in  in  the  course  of  the  year.  On  the  contrary 
15  have  entered  for  the  second  time. 

In  the  Girls'  School  are  35  little  girls  among  them  three  from 
away  from  here.  Six  have  entered  this  year  and  5  have  finished 
their  schoolwork. 

The  Girls'  Boarding  School  has  had  reason  to  rejoice  this  year 
because  of  the  blessing  of  God  bestowed  in  an  exceptional  man- 
ner both  internally  and  externally.  The  confidence  of  the  public 
in  this  institution  not  only  continues  to  last  but  seems  to  in- 
crease from  year  to  year,  so  that  it  is  becoming  more  and  more 
difficult  to  take  care  of  the  large  number  of  pupils.  In  spite  of 
all  efforts  in  this  connection  the  number  of  the  same  ran  to  200 
in  the  course  of  the  summer  and  because  of  this  a  temporary  use 
of  another  building  was  made  necessary.  Also  this  was  the  rea- 
son that  the  Single  Sister  Therese  Peterson  at  the  beginning  of 
August  was  engaged  as  teacher.  Also  earlier  in  the  place  of  Sr. 
Henriette  Shober  Sr.  Rahel  Byhan  had  come. 

A  severe  cough,  not  unlike  whooping  cough,  which  threatened 
to  spread  among  the  pupils  was  quickly  controlled.  With  that 
exception  teachers  and  pupils  have  enjoyed  an  almost  undis- 
turbed good  health.  Acknowledgement  of  this  is  made  to  the 
Lord  with  the  most  sincere  thanks.  This  is  true  partly  because 
the  number  of  pupils  is  so  large  and  on  the  other  part  since 
because  of  the  dryness  and  heat  of  the  summer  lasting  an  un- 
usually long  time  there  was  caused  an  unfavorable  influence  on 
the  health  to  be  feared  with  the  change  of  weather  in  the  fall. 
Also  the  members  of  the  school  family  were  graciously  pro- 
tected from  any  other  harm  and  some  buildings  were  con- 
structed in  this  summer.  At  the  public  examination  of  this  insti- 
tution on  May  17  and  18  in  which  the  local  Girls'  School  also 
took  part  there  were  present  a  very  large  number  of  relatives 
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of  the  pupils  and  other  visitors,  among  them  7  Methodist  min- 
isters some  of  whom  gave  sermons  in  the  Gemein  Saal  in  the 
evening. 

This  annual  school  examination  showed  also  the  beautiful 
fruits  of  the  industry  of  the  pupils  and  the  faithful  effort  of  the 
teachers  and  encouraged  those  who  have  dedicated  themselves 
to  the  great  business  of  education  to  continue  with  new  devotion 
in  their  work,  as  those  who  are  deemed  worthy  to  serve  the 
Lord  in  his  beloved  ones.  Still  more  encouraging  were  the  evi- 
dences of  good  impressions  received  from  here  which  are  re- 
vealed after  the  return  of  the  pupils  to  their  own  people  and 
those  which  are  expressed  by  some  from  former  times  who  are 
now  mothers  in  their  wishes  to  entrust  their  daughters  to  the 
congregation  here,  so  that  they  may  enjoy  the  same  training. 
The  number  of  pupils  at  the  end  of  the  year  is  173  and  19 
teachers  are  employed  in  their  instruction.

Diary  of  the  Congregation  at  Salem  in  the  Wachovia  of  1838. 

{Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  1.  On  New  Year's  Day  before  the  sermon  we  brought 
in  prayer  before  Him,  whose  years  never  cease,  ourselves,  the 
whole  Unity  of  the  Brethren  and  their  missions,  the  church  of 
Christ  everywhere  and  all  institutions  for  the  spread  of  His  king- 
dom on  earth,  our  country  and  its  government,  in  fact  all  human- 
kind, and  asked  His  blessing.  Instead  of  the  usual  meetings  of 
the  several  choirs  held  on  this  day  the  whole  congregation  had 
in  the  evening  in  association  with  the  monthly  hour  of  prayer  a 
general  service  with  a  sermon  and  prayer  on  the  knees.  Br.  Van 
Vleck  had  preached  and  Br.  Schulz  conducted  the  final  meeting. 

Jan,  2.  In  the  forenoon  at  ten  o'clock  was  the  solemn  open- 
ing of  all  the  conferences  here  at  which  all  the  pastors  and  their 
wives  of  the  Wachovia  congregations  except  Br.  and  Sr.  Byhan 
who  were  kept  away  by  the  illness  of  Br.  Byhan  were  able  to 
be  present.  In  the  evening  Br.  Pfohl  conducted  the  singing. 

Jan.  4.  Yesterday  and  today  several  of  the  pastors  here  went 
by  carriage  or  horseback  to  Friedland  to  visit  our  dear  Br. 
Byhan  who  seemed  to  be  restored  to  good  health  again.  There- 
fore the  daughter,  Sr.  Rachel  Byhan,  who  lived  with  her  parents 
was  able  to  accept  the  oifer  to  enter  the  Girls'  School  here  as  a 
teacher. 

Jan.  7.  At  three  the  Women's  Missionary  Society  had  its  an- 
nual meeting.  In  the  evening  Br.  Jacobson  sang  a  liturgy  for  the 
Missionary  festival  with  the  congregation. 

Jan.  12.  In  the  evening  at  10 :30  the  life  of  the  married  bro- 
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ther  Christian  Friedrich  Denke  was  ended  quickly  and  gently 
shortly  after  he  had  gone  to  bed.  He  was  62  years  old. 

Jan.  13.  Br.  Schaaf  held  the  meeting  in  the  Sisters*  House. 
An  unusually  large  flock  of  doves  flew  over  here  in  the  forenoon. 

Jan.  lb.  Br.  Van  Vleck  prayed  the  English  litany  and 
preached  later  in  the  chapel  of  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  in 
the  same  language,  while  Br.  Jacobson  gave  the  German  sermon. 
The  latter  also  held  the  communion  lovefeast  at  two  in  the  after- 
noon. After  that  with  Br.  Schaaf  giving  the  liturgy  the  congre- 
gation for  the  first  time  in  the  new  year  enjoyed  the  holy  com- 
munion at  which  the  Single  Br.  Johan  Friedrich  Gorke  at  his 
urgent  request  was  permitted  to  take  part  as  a  guest. 

Jan.  15.  At  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  was  held  the  funeral 
of  Br.  Chr.  Fried.  Denke  who  died  on  the  12th  of  the  month. 
He  had  served  a  long  time  as  missionary  to  the  Northern  Indians 
and  later  as  pastor  for  the  congregations  in  Hope  and  Fried- 
berg.  Br.  Van  Vleck  spoke  to  the  numerous  attendants  at  the 
funeral  in  German  on  Mark  13 :37  and  then  in  English  on  Mat- 
thew 24 :42.  Br.  Jacobson  prayed  at  the  grave  the  English  burial 
litany.  The  evening  service  was  omitted. 

Jan.  20.  Meeting  in  the  Single  Sisters'  House.  At  the  con- 
clusion it  was  announced  that  a  new  Curator  was  to  be  named 
in  the  place  of  Br.  John  Vogler  who  had  asked  for  his  release. 

Jan.  25.  Br.  Schulz  read  the  revised  fire  regulations  to  the 
congregation. 

Jan.  31.  Br.  Van  Vleck  was  called  to  a  nonresident  member 
of  the  congregation  who  for  some  time  was  excluded  from  com- 
munion and  now  seemed  very  much  embarrassed  and  likewise 
to  a  sick  girl  in  the  factory  who  prayed  for  grace  and  he  sought 
to  serve  both  with  exhortation  from  the  gospel. 

Feb.  2.  It  was  announced  to  the  Single  Sisters  at  the  con- 
clusion of  their  meeting  by  Br.  Schulz  that  Br.  Thomas  Pfohl 
has  consented  to  take  over  the  office  of  Curator  of  the  Single 
Sisters  which  Br.  John  Vogler  had  resigned. 

Feb.  7.  In  the  afternoon  at  two  o'clock  was  held  the  funeral 
of  a  single  person  named  Esther  Wendel  who  had  worked  in  the 
cotton  factory  here  and  who  died  suddenly  on  Thursday  at  the 
age  of  20  years. 
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Feb.  18.  Br.  Jacobson  preached  in  English.  In  the  afternoon 
he  baptized  a  little  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Hausler  with  the 
name  of  Marie  Antoinette  and  in  the  evening  held  the  service. 

Feb.  20.  Today  in  Bethania  the  marriage  of  the  pastor  of 
that  place,  the  widowed  brother  George  Friedrich  Bahnson,  and 
the  Single  Sister  Paulina  Ann  G.  Conrad  of  the  congregation 
there  was  performed  by  Br.  Van  Vleck  in  the  home  of  the 
parents  of  the  bride  in  the  presence  of  most  of  the  pastors  in 
Wachovia. 

Feb.  2A.  Br.  Van  Vleck  was  in  Hope  today  where  he  intro- 
duced Br.  and  Sr.  Clauder  to  the  small  congregation  there  as 
their  pastor  and  wife. 

Feb.  26.  The  special  instruction  of  those  to  be  confirmed  be- 
gan after  in  the  previous  week  the  talks  about  the  history  of 
the  Brethren  before  a  group  of  single  brothers  and  older  boys 
and  another  of  single  sisters  and  older  girls  had  been  finished. 
In  the  evening  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  a  little  daughter  of  Br. 
and  Sr.  Joseph  Stauber  with  the  name  Sophia  Louisa. 

March  1.  The  meeting  had  to  be  canceled  because  of  snow. 

March  U.  In  the  afternoon  at  one  Br.  Schulz  held  the  prepara- 
tory sermon  for  communicants  in  which  also  the  memorial  day 
of  March  1  was  mentioned.  In  another  snowstorm  at  three 
o'clock  was  held  the  funeral  of  a  girl  Matilda  Loggins  who 
worked  in  the  local  cotton  factory  and  who  had  died  day  before 
yesterday  after  an  illness  of  four  to  five  weeks  during  which 
she  was  visited  repeatedly.  She  was  seventeen  years  old.  Br. 
Van  Vleck  spoke  in  English  on  Matthew  5:8  and  Br.  Jacobson 
prayed  the  burial  litany  at  the  grave. 

March  7.  There  was  held  the  funeral  of  a  third  person  from 
the  factory,  namely  of  the  boy  John  Henry  Collins  who  died 
suddenly  on  the  fourth  at  the  age  of  fifteen.  The  English  sermon 
was  given  by  Br.  Van  Vleck. 

March  18.  Br.  Schaaf  prayed  the  German  litany.  Br.  Van 
Vleck  preached  in  English.  In  the  afternoon  at  one  Br.  Jacobson 
held  the  reading  and  at  2:30  the  local  Tract  Society  held  its 
yearly  meeting.  Brn.  Schulz  and  Pfohl  were  in  Bethania  today 
for  the  celebration  of  the  congregation  festival  there. 

March  25.  Our  children  had  their  prayer  day  after  they  had 
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heard  a  preparatory  talk.  Br.  Pfohl  took  charge  of  the  reading. 
Br.  Jacobson  preached  in  German  and  Br.  Van  Vleck  in  the 
Academy  in  English.  At  two  in  the  afternoon  the  children  had 
their  lovefeast  where  there  were  present  between  80  and  90. 
Afterwards  there  was  a  special  meeting  for  the  schoolchildren 
with  a  talk  and  then  they  knelt  in  prayer.  Br.  Van  Vleck  held 
this  service  and  Br.  Jacobson  the  lovefeast.  In  the  evening  in  the 
congregational  meeting  Br.  Van  Vleck  spoke  on  the  subject  of 
the  present  day,  March  25,  as  the  festival  of  all  choirs.  After- 
ward 8  single  brothers  were  given  the  rules  of  the  congregation 
and  these  were  impressed  on  their  hearts.  Br.  Schulz  was  in 
Friedberg  today  to  help  his  son  who  was  ill. 

March  31.  The  Stokes  County  Sunday  School  Union  had  its 
annual  meeting  in  the  morning  in  Salem  and  Br.  Van  Vleck 
closed  it  with  an  address  and  a  prayer.  In  the  evening  Br.  Schaaf 
held  the  meeting  in  the  Sisters'  House.  Our  aged  married  brother 
Christian  Thomas  Pfohl  became  so  seriously  ill  in  these  days 
that  his  release  might  be  expected. 

April  2.  In  the  monthly  prayer  meeting  Br.  Van  Vleck  shared 
something  from  a  letter  from  Pastor  Linder  about  the  Diaspora 
matter  of  the  brethren  in  France.  Afterward  in  the  presence  of 
the  Aufseher  Collegium  there  were  pledged  to  the  rules  of  the 
congregation  the  two  brothers  Joseph  Edwin  Beitel  and  John 
H.  Wagemann  who  had  received  permission  to  join  the  local  con- 
gregation. Those  also  were  pledged  who  were  received  into  the 
Single  Brothers'  choir  in  the  last  year. 

April  3.  Soon  after  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  the  married 
brother  Christian  Thomas  Pfohl  after  a  short  but  severe  illness 
went  to  sleep  gently  and  blessedly  in  the  arms  and  bosom  of 
Jesus. 

April  If.  Very  serious  mischances  befell  the  youth,  Edward 
Rude,  who  was  already  suffering  earlier  and  he  was  frequently 
visited  and  prayers  were  offered  for  him. 

April  5.  At  one  p.m.  was  conducted  the  funeral  of  the  de- 
parted married  brother,  Christian  Thomas  Pfohl,  a  presbyter 
of  the  Brethren's  Church,  which  many  from  Bethania  attended 
in  addition  to  the  local  residents,  since  he  had  served  that  con- 
gregation with  blessing  for  more  than  20  years.  Br.  Van  Vleck 
preached  in  German  with  an  English  conclusion  on  II  Tim.  4 :7, 
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8  and  also  a  memoir  for  the  most  part  written  in  his  own  hand 
was  read.  A  numerous  cortege  accompanied  the  body  to  God's 
Acre  where  Br.  Jacobson  prayed  the  burial  litany.  Several  pas- 
tors of  the  Wachovia  congregations  had  gathered  here  today  for 
their  monthly  conference  and  were  present  at  the  funeral  of  this 
venerable  servant  of  Christ.  The  evening  meetings  were  not  held 
this  week  since,  after  a  long  considered  decision  of  the  Congre- 
gation Council  work  was  being  done  on  the  erection  of  a  chancel 
in  the  Saal  by  which  it  is  hoped  there  will  be  some  relief  both 
for  the  speakers  and  listeners  from  the  frequent  overcrowding 
of  the  room.  Also  the  number  of  benches  was  again  increased 
by  an  addition  to  them. 

April  8.  Palm  Sunday.  Br.  Jacobson  prayed  the  litany  of  the 
life,  suffering  and  death  of  Jesus  at  the  beginning  of  Passion 
Week.  Now  for  the  first  time  the  new  steps  in  front  of  the  chan- 
cel on  which  stood  a  newly  covered  table  were  used.  After  a 
musical  prelude  by  the  choir  and  the  singing  by  the  congrega- 
tion of  hymn  No.  1  at  the  time  of  the  sermon  Br.  Van  Vleck 
with  a  heartfelt  prayer  to  the  triune  God  for  the  proclamation 
of  His  word,  first  stepped  up  onto  the  chancel  and  solemnly  con- 
secrated it.  The  first  sermon  was  preached  in  the  German  lan- 
guage before  a  large  audience  with  some  concluding  remarks 
in  English  as  well  as  singing  and  prayer  in  this  language.  May 
the  Lord  graciously  reveal  himself  in  this  place  also  in  the 
future  as  He  has  in  the  past  for  the  proclamation  of  His  word ! 
In  the  afternoon  at  three  o'clock  in  a  public  and  solemn  meet- 
ing, after  a  sermon  to  the  communicants  on  the  text  for  Maundy 
Thursday  and  an  address  to  the  19  confirmands  on  the  day's  Old 
Testament  text,  the  latter  answered  questions  put  to  them,  7  on 
the  brothers'  side  in  English  and  12  on  the  sisters'  side  in  the 
German  language,  and  then  the  latter  also  (in  the  name  of  all) 
made  known  their  intention  by  the  singing  of  two  verses  in  a 
touching  manner.  Then  they  were  all  confirmed  in  their  baptis- 
mal covenant  by  the  laying  on  of  hands  and  while  they  knelt  they 
were  presented  with  fervor  to  the  heart  of  their  Saviour.  Just 
when  this  blessed  gathering  was  ended  the  youth,  Friedrich 
Edward  Rude,  who  had  been  confirmed  the  year  before  on  Palm 
Sunday  died  unexpectedly  suddenly  and  crossed  over,  as  we  may 
hope,  from  the  struggling  to  the  conquering  church.  We  hope 
that  this  circumstance  made  a  deep  impression  on  our  dear 
youth. 
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April  9.  At  four  in  the  afternoon  had  to  be  conducted  the 
funeral  of  Friedrich  Edward  Rude,  the  young  man  who  died 
yesterday  in  his  18th  year,  at  which  Br.  Van  Vleck  spoke  in 
English  with  heartfelt  concern  chiefly  to  the  numerous  young 
people  on  Amos  4 :12. 

April  lb.  Great  Sabbath.  In  the  forenoon  at  ten  o'clock  the 
funeral  of  a  neighbor,  the  married  Jane  Waterson,  was  held  at 
which  Br.  Van  Vleck  spoke  in  English.  In  the  afternoon  at  two 
was  the  lovefeast  for  the  whole  congregation  which  Br.  Schaaf 
held,  at  which  time  a  new  ode  was  chanted.  In  the  evening  Br. 
Jacobson  held  a  meeting  in  the  school  and  Br.  Van  Vleck  at  7 :30 
held  in  the  congregation  hall  the  general  evening  service  which 
was  somewhat  disturbed  by  the  crowd  of  strangers. 

April  15.  At  the  Easter  service  there  was  present  a  great 
throng  of  strangers  from  near  and  far,  part  of  whom  had 
camped  nearby  in  the  woods  overnight,  for  the  praying  of  the 
Easter  litany  at  a  quarter  of  six.  Br.  Jacobson  had  charge  of 
the  service  in  God's  Acre  whose  fence  had  been  painted  white 
on  the  front  side.  At  the  festival  sermon  at  nine  o'clock  which 
Br.  Van  Vleck  preached  in  English  the  church  was  filled  to  over- 
flowing with  many  strangers  present  but  it  went  off  in  rather 
orderly  fashion. 

April  16.  In  the  evening,  Br.  Jacobson  held  a  congregational 
service  as  a  conclusion  of  these  blessed  festival  days.  The  single 
brother,  Miles  Vogler,  by  invitation  had  arrived  from  Brainerd. 

The  rest  of  the  meetings  were  omitted  this  week  since  much 
was  still  to  be  finished  and  painted  in  the  church.  With  a  bad 
spell  of  weather  that  came  on,  as  it  became  very  cold  again  and 
also  there  was  much  frost,  several  brothers  and  sisters  became 
ill  in  these  days.  Most  of  all  the  situation  of  the  married  sister 
Burkhardt  who  had  long  been  subject  to  epileptic  seizures  and 
had  a  few  weeks  earlier  fallen  in  the  fire  claimed  our  sympathy. 

April  22.  Br.  Van  Vleck  preached  in  German.  At  12 :30  there 
was  a  meeting  of  the  Widows'  Choir  to  announce  their  festival 
for  next  Sunday  and  at  one  o'clock  the  baptism  of  a  little  daugh- 
ter of  Br.  and  Sr.  Timothy  Vogler  by  the  name  of  Mary  Jane. 
Br.  Schaaf  suffered  at  this  time  from  threatening  symptoms  of 
dropsy  and  was  an  object  of  loving  sympathy. 

April  23.  The  widowed  sister,  Sus.  Schulz,  with  her  grand- 
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children  Romulus  and  Louisa  started  on  a  trip  to  Pennsylvania 
as  also  earlier  (March  3  and  12)  the  single  sisters  Sar.  and  El. 
Steiner,  and  others  too  for  a  shorter  time  on  business. 

April  2Jf.  In  the  evening  there  was  to  be  a  Congregation 
Council  but  it  was  postponed  as  only  a  few  brothers  came. 

April  26.  In  a  meeting  of  the  Congregation  Council  were 
chosen  as  members  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium  Brn.  John  Vogler, 
Jacob  Blum  and  Jacob  Siewers  in  place  of  Brn.  Is.  Boner,  Wm. 
and  Franz  Fries  who  had  resigned. 

April  28.  In  the  evening  Br.  and  Sr.  Bechler  who  had  been 
called  in  the  place  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Bahnson,  with  her  mother,  the 
widowed  sister  Schmidt  of  Nazareth,  arrived  here  after  a  satis- 
factory trip.  The  former  went  on  at  once  on  the  following  morn- 
ing to  Bethania  to  be  introduced  to  the  congregation  there  by 
Br.  Theodore  Schulz. 

April  29.  Our  widowed  sisters  held  their  festival  under  the 
tender  acknowledgement  of  our  dear  Lord.  The  widowed  Sister 
Schmidt  of  Nazareth  and  also  the  widowed  Sister  Feiser  of 
Bethabara  took  part  in  it.  At  1  p.m.  Br.  Joh.  Renatus  Schmidt 
gave  a  farewell  sermon  to  the  negro  church  here  as  a  conse- 
quence of  his  call  to  further  service  with  the  Cherokee  mission. 
Also  today  a  slight  attempt  was  made  to  organize  a  Sunday 
School  for  the  young  people  working  in  the  factory  here.  At  two 
o'clock  the  Widows'  lovefeast  with  the  ode  of  1833  was  held  by 
Br.  Schaaf.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  congregational  meeting  the 
festival-celebrating  choir  was  commended  to  the  congregation  in 
a  verse  of  blessing  to  the  Saviour  by  Br.  Jacobson  who  also  an- 
nounced the  calling  of  Brn.  John  Renatus  Schmidt,  Miles  Vogler 
and  Herman  Rude  to  service  with  the  Cherokee  Mission. 

May  2.  At  7 :30  p.m.  there  was  a  solemn  meeting  for  the  adult 
members  of  the  congregation  with  the  addition  of  the  older  boys 
and  girls  in  which  after  a  sermon  of  Br.  Van  Vleck  on  the  day's 
text  a  threefold  ordination  took  place,  namely :  of  our  dear  bro- 
ther Johann  Christian  Jacobson,  presbyter  of  the  Renewed 
Brethrens'  Church,  who  had  been  appointed  by  the  Provincial 
Elders  Conference  as  Inspector  of  the  Girls'  Boarding  School 
here  and  temporary  assistant  of  the  minister,  and  of  Br.  Julius 
Theodore  Bechler,  just  appointed  pastor  of  the  congregations  in 
Bethania  and  Bethabara,  and  Miles  Vogler  newly  appointed  as 
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missionary  to  the  Cherokees  as  deacon.  It  was  an  occasion  on 
which  the  Saviour  showed  his  grace. 

May  3.  At  the  monthly  L.A.C.,3  Br.  and  Sr.  Bechler  entered 
this  circle  and  went  the  next  day  to  Bethania,  their  new  post. 

May  7.  Early  there  started  on  their  journey  Br.  and  Sr.  Bahn- 
son  with  their  little  daughter  in  whose  company  the  single  sister 
Elis.  Crist,  for  many  years  a  teacher  in  the  school  here,  went  to 
Bethlehem  with  the  post  and  soon  after  noon  the  three  brothers, 
Schmidt,  Vogler  and  Rude  left  for  Tennessee.  They  were  accom- 
panied for  a  short  distance  by  some  brothers  and  sisters  who 
then  after  the  singing  of  some  verses  took  a  heartfelt  farewell 
of  them.  In  the  evening  in  the  monthly  prayer  meeting  in  which 
letters  from  Br.  Jesse  Vogler  in  Missouri  and  Br.  Martin  Hauser 
in  Indiana  were  read,  Br.  Van  Vleck  commended  once  more  the 
dear  missionaries  and  the  mission  work  among  the  Indians  to 
the  Saviour  in  prayer.  Today  the  private  examinations  began  in 
the  Girls'  School. 

May  13.  Br.  Pfohl  preached  today  for  the  first  time  in  the 
negro  church  which  will  be  served  by  him  and  other  brethren. 

May  15.  Since  already  a  number  of  strangers  in  expectation 
of  the  Girls'  School  examination  to  be  held  this  week  had  ar- 
rived here,  in  the  evening  there  was  a  Singstunde  in  English 
with  a  short  sermon  and  prayer  by  Br.  Van  Vleck. 

May  16.  The  evening  meeting  was  canceled  on  account  of  the 
turning  over  of  the  Gemein-Saal4  for  the  previously  mentioned 
school  examination. 

May  17.  There  was  in  the  presence  of  many  visitors  among 
whom  were  7  Methodist  ministers  the  public  examination  of  the 
pupils  of  our  Girls'  School,  170  in  number  with  an  additional 
30  local  girls,  200  pupils  altogether.  In  the  evening  one  of  the 
ministers  just  mentioned  by  the  name  of  Burton  preached  and 
another  by  the  name  of  Reed  closed  with  prayer.  The  final  ex- 
amination was  concluded  on  the  18th  and  seemed  to  have  been 
completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  parents  who  were  present. 
In  the  evening  again  one  of  the  Methodists  by  the  name  of  Moor- 
man preached  and  another,  Tillett  by  name,  gave  the  conclud- 
ing prayer. 

May  20.  The  representative  of  the  American  Sunday  School 
Union,  by  name  Ballard,  preached  in  English  and  gave  a  talk

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to  the  congregation  and  others  from  the  region  assembled  as 
friends  interested  in  Sunday  Schools  in  connection  with  this 
great  work.  Mr.  Ballard  visited  the  Sunday  School  started  at 
the  cotton  mill  recently  and  then  attended  the  Bible  hour  in  the 
Sisters'  House. 

May  21+.  On  Ascension  Day  at  three  o'clock  Br.  Van  Vleck  held 
an  English  meeting  for  the  girls  of  the  school  that  were  remain- 
ing during  the  vacation.  This  was  in  the  little  Saal  since  in  the 
school  building  some  changes  and  repairs  had  been  begun  at  this 
time.  Br.  Jacobson  started  out  yesterday  in  company  with  Srs. 
Nancy  Bagge,  E.  Meinung,  and  Dor.  Schulz  and  his  little  son 
Eugene  on  a  visit  to  Pennsylvania.  In  the  small  Saal  before  a 
small  company  the  marriage  of  the  single  brother  Franz  Levin 
Fries  to  the  Single  Sister  Lisette  Maria  Vogler  was  performed 
by  Br.  Van  Vleck. 

May  27.  A  little  attempt  for  a  Sunday  School  for  the  older 
boys  and  apprentices  as  outsiders  in  the  place  was  made  today. 

May  29.  The  meeting  was  canceled  on  account  of  the  arrange- 
ments for  the  public  examination  of  the  pupils  in  our  local  Boys' 
School. 

May  30.  The  examination  was  held  in  the  Saal  in  the  presence 
of  the  Elders'  Conference,  the  Aufseher  Collegium,  the  parents 
and  other  interested  parties,  forenoon  and  afternoon  in  four 
sittings.  It  resulted  to  the  satisfaction  of  those  present.  There 
were  32  pupils  in  this  school,  six  nonresident.  The  teachers  are 
Brn.  Wm.  L.  Meinung,  Saml.  Ephr.  Brietz  and  Henry  C.  Clauder. 
The  last  named  who  serves  the  congregation  in  Hope  had  been 
willing  to  take  over  the  work  taught  previously  by  Br.  Joh. 
Renatus  Schmidt. 

June  7.  At  ten  a.m.  was  held  the  funeral  of  a  girl,  Rebecca 
Stolz,  who  had  worked  a  short  time  in  the  local  cotton  factory 
and  had  died  after  a  long  illness  during  which  she  seemed  to 
anticipate  her  end,  on  the  fifth  of  the  month  at  the  age  of  ap- 
proximately 15  years  and  as  we  hope  she  had  died  with  hope  of 
bliss.  Br.  Van  Vleck  preached  the  funeral  in  English. 

June  10.  In  addition  to  the  Single  Sister  Sarah  Frederica 
Lothrop  who  immediately  after  her  baptism  and  the  Single  Br. 
John  Henry  Wagemann  and  the  Single  Sister  Charity  Geiger 
who  had  both  before  their  confirmation  and  admission  to  holy

Gottlieb  Schober  (1756-1838),  organist,  teacher,  tinsmith,  paper  mill  owner, 
lawyer,  ordained  Lutheran  minister 
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communion  received  permission  to  be  admitted  to  the  congrega- 
tion, the  Single  Br.  Christian  Fre.  Sussdorf  to  whom  at  his  re- 
peated request  the  same  permission  had  been  provisionally  given 
was  commended  to  blessed  remembrance  to  the  congregation. 

June  17.  Br.  Schulz  had  charge  of  the  reading  and  at  the 
same  time  Br.  Pfohl  in  the  little  Saal  gave  the  English  litany 
for  the  pupils  in  the  Boarding  School.  At  one  p.m.  was  the  bap- 
tism of  a  little  daughter  of  the  married  Joseph  and  Maria 
Noting,  m.n.  Rothrock,  with  the  name  of  Susan  Constantina  by 
Br.  Van  Vleck.  The  parents  live  near  Salem  and  the  mother  be- 
longs to  the  congregation  at  Friedberg.  Special  mention  was 
made  of  its  being  the  Memorial  Day  of  the  Brothers'  Unity  in 
general  and  also  of  the  little  congregation  in  Hope,  Indiana, 
where  today  the  new  church  was  to  be  dedicated. 

June  2Jf.  Since  the  married  sister  Burkhardt  was  becoming 
weaker  and  weaker  from  more  frequently  recurring  epileptic  at- 
tacks, the  blessing  of  the  Lord  for  her  home  going  was  admin- 
istered to  her  at  her  own  wish.  Many  grown  people  and  children 
suffered  at  this  time  from  an  epidemic  which  was  very  severe 
and  among  them  was  the  elderly  sister  Opitz  who  together  with 
her  aged  husband  was  brought  to  this  place  yesterday  for  better 
care. 

June  26.  Early  today  the  long  and  sorely  tried  Sister  Burk- 
hardt attained  the  longed-for  goal  of  her  sufferings  at  the  age 
of  fifty  years. 

June  28.  At  9  A.M.  was  held  the  funeral  of  our  late  Sister 
Christina  Elisabeth  Burkhardt,  m.n.  Ackermann.  The  Single  Br. 
Christian  Fr.  Sussdorf  experienced  today  a  gracious  protection 
inasmuch  as  he  was  thrown  in  a  dangerous  way  from  his  horse 
without  being  seriously  injured. 

June  29.  In  the  forenoon  there  fell  asleep  after  a  brief  illness 
the  widowed  brother  Gottlieb  Schober  to  whom  was  adminis- 
tered early  in  the  morning  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  for  his  home 
going.  He  fell  gently  asleep  in  the  82nd  year  of  his  life. 

July  1.  At  10  o'clock  the  funeral  was  held  of  the  remains  of 
our  late  departed  Br.  Gottlieb  Schober  who  for  a  long  time  had 
served  as  a  Lutheran  preacher  for  several  congregations  of  this 
region.  Br.  Van  Vleck  spoke  to  the  large  congregation  at  the 
funeral  first  in  German  and  then  in  English  on  Rev.  22 :3.  Br. 
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Jacobson  prayed  the  English  burial  litany  in  God's  Acre  where 
the  body  had  had  to  be  carried  previously. 

July  2.  In  the  monthly  prayer  meeting  Br.  Schulz  shared 
many  things  from  interesting  letters  of  Brn.  Renatus  Schmidt 
and  Miles  Vogler  among  the  Cherokees  and  mentioned  in  prayer 
our  three  missionaries  and  our  little  group  scattered  among  this 
nation. 

July  3.  There  arrived  the  chief  of  these  people,  Mr.  John 
Ross,  along  with  other  representatives  of  these  poor  people  who 
now  had  to  go  to  Arkansas.  They  were  returning  from  a  trip 
to  Washington  and  to  them  our  three  brethren  were  commended 
once  more. 

July  Jf.  On  the  celebration  day  of  the  Declaration  of  Independ- 
ence of  the  United  States  Br.  Van  Vleck  preached  by  request  at 
7:30  p.m  in  connection  with  this  celebration  on  John  8:36  in 
English.  Mr.  Ross  was  present  and  then  continued  his  journey 
with  the  next  post. 

July  8.  At  one  P.M.  Br.  Jacobson  baptized  a  little  daughter  of 
Br.  and  Sr.  A.  Butner  with  the  name  of  Sarah  Louisa. 

July  15.  After  a  rather  long  vacation  on  account  of  the  im- 
provements in  the  school  building  the  pupils  had  reassembled  in 
considerable  numbers  and  the  schools  had  begun  again. 

At  ten  o'clock  in  the  evening  as  consequence  of  a  stroke  the 
married  Br.  John  Leinbach  fell  asleep  in  a  very  gentle  manner 
after  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  and  the  congregation  had  been  ad- 
ministered to  him.  His  age  was  70  years,  6  months  and  4  days. 

July  17.  At  9  A.M.  the  funeral  was  held  of  the  late  Br.  Jo- 
hannes Leinbach  when  Br.  Van  Vleck  spoke  in  German  and  Eng- 
lish on  Psalm  31:5,6  and  Br.  Jacobson  prayed  the  burial  litany. 

July  20.  In  the  evening  the  little  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Heinrich 
SchafTner  was  baptized  with  the  name  John  Francis.  Br.  Van 
Vleck  officiated. 

July  28.  The  reading  was  canceled  on  account  of  a  storm. 
After  a  short  interruption  the  oppressive  heat  set  in  again, 
which  has  been  exceptional  elsewhere  this  summer. 

July  29.  In  the  evening  before  the  liturgy  Br.  Jacobson  read 
a  letter  from  Br.  Peter  Wolle  in  Lititz  where  on  the  16th  of  the 
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month  5  dwellings  and  outlying  buildings  were  the  prey  of 
flames  and  6  families  lost  the  greatest  part  of  their  possessions. 
These  severely  tried  brethren  were  commended  to  the  congrega- 
tion here  for  sympathy  and  help. 

Aug.  2.  In  the  evening  there  was  a  meeting  of  the  heads  of 
households  in  order  to  consider  some  propositions  in  regard  to 
our  Boys'  School.  Also  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  whose  pupils 
have  increased  to  190  gave  cause  for  many  considerations.  A 
ninth  room  was  of  necessity  set  up  temporarily  in  the  former 
Brothers'  House. 

Aug.  6.  At  the  monthly  prayer  service  letters  from  Br.  Martin 
Hauser  in  Hope,  Indiana,  and  Herman  Rude  among  the  Chero- 
kees  were  read  by  Br.  Van  Vleck. 

Aug.  11.  Toward  evening  there  arrived  here  the  Cherokee 
Br.  George  Augustus  Hicks  from  Tennessee  with  his  daughters 
Delilah  and  Ellen  who  are  to  be  educated  in  the  school  here  in 
hope  of  future  usefulness.  It  was  very  pleasant  that  this  dear 
brother  in  this  fashion 

Aug.  12.  could  be  present  at  the  festival  of  the  13th  of 
August. 

Aug.  16.  After  a  blessed  and  pleasant  visit  here  our  dear  Br. 
Geo.  A.  Hicks  left  accompanied  by  our  best  wishes  and  after  a 
heartfelt  farewell.  In  the  morning 

Aug.  17.  of  the  17th.  On  their  choir  festival  today  our  dear 
children  had  their  morning  service  at  8:15  and  at  9:30  the 
sermon.  At  2  p.m.  was  the  festival  lovefeast  with  the  ode  of  1836. 
At  this  festival  the  few  boys  here  and  those  living  in  the  neigh- 
borhood who  were  attending  the  school  (8  in  number)  were  in- 
cluded. 

The  married  sister  Fries,  who  lives  outside  experienced  a  for- 
tunate protection  today  when  she  had  a  dangerous  fall  from  her 
horse  without  being  severely  injured. 

Aug.  21.  There  was  held  the  baptism  of  the  little  son  of  Br. 
and  Sr.  Traugott  Chitty  with  the  name  of  William  Edward.  Br. 
Van  Vleck  officiated. 

Sept.  S.  In  the  morning  at  8  o'clock  there  died  the  married 
Sister  Maria  Christina  Opitz  to  whom  the  day  before  the  bless- 
ing of  the  Lord  had  been  administered  for  her  departure.  She 
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was  86  years  old  and  was  the  oldest  member  of  the  congregation 
here. 

After  the  great  heat  the  thermometer  fell  about  40  degrees. 

Sept.  5.  At  1  p.m.  the  funeral  was  held  of  the  late  Sister  Maria 
Chris.  Opitz,  m.n.  Jorde. 

Sept.  7.  Br.  Van  Vleck  was  called  to  a  man  living  in  Waugh- 
town  by  the  name  of  Kennedy  who  in  the  previous  night  had 
been  stabbed  in  the  groin  by  another  evil  man  from  that  section 
and  in  expectation  of  death  found  himself  in  great  concern  over 
his  soul.  He  was  talked  with  earnestly  and  lovingly  because  of 
his  situation  and  prayer  was  offered  for  him.  Thereupon  he  cried 
for  mercy  repeatedly  and  the  opportunity  was  used  also  for 
others  present  to  speak  to  him  in  heart-to-heart  fashion. 

Sept.  9.  The  Married  Peoples  Festival  at  which  the  widowers 
are  also  accustomed  to  be  present  was  held  at  nine  by  Br.  Schulz 
and  at  the  conclusion  the  school  children  sang  some  verses  of 
blessing  for  their  parents. 

Sept.  12.  Br.  Van  Vleck  officiated  at  the  baptism  of  two  chil- 
dren namely:  a  little  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Fried. 
Siewers  by  the  name  of  Margaret  and  a  little  son  of  Br.  and  Sr. 
Sam.  Tho.  Pf  ohl  by  the  name  of  Christian  Thomas. 

Sept.  16.  At  one  the  baptism  of  a  little  daughter  of  the  non- 
resident Br.  and  Sr.  David  Spach  with  the  name  of  Susan  Caro- 
line was  held  by  Br.  Schulz. 

Sept.  20.  The  reading  was  omitted  since  finally  after  an  un- 
usually long  and  dry  spell  we  had  today  a  much  wished  for  rain. 
The  need  had  become  very  great  as  everything  in  the  gardens 
and  fields  seemed  to  be  drying  up  and  the  mills  could  scarcely 
grind  the  most  necessary  flour.  Because  of  that  one  had  to  send 
away  forty  miles  to  get  flour.  Thanks  to  God  for  his  help. 

Sept.  21.  In  the  evening  was  the  baptism  of  a  little  son  of  Br. 
and  Sr.  Charles  Brietz  with  the  name  of  Charles  Henry.  Br. 
Jacobson  officiated. 

Sept.  25.  The  annual  School  Festival  was  celebrated.  Br. 
Jacobson  held  the  morning  service  at  8:30  and  Br.  Van  Vleck 
at  10  the  festival  sermon,  both  in  the  chapel  of  the  school.  At 
2  p.m.  in  the  Gemeinsaal  the  lovefeast  was  held  by  Br.  Jacobson 
with  the  ode  of  the  previous  year.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  even-

ing  sermon  Br.  Van  Vleck  commended  this  blossoming  school  of 
tender  plants  who  now  number  about  200  pupils  to  the  congre- 
gation in  blessed  remembrance  before  the  Lord. 

Sept.  30.  At  the  after  celebration  of  the  Angels'  Festival  the 
children  had  an  early  meeting  at  8 :30. 

Br.  S.  Ephr.  Brietz  who  intended  to  leave  in  the  course  of  the 
week  was  still  present  at  the  meeting  today  as  was  Br.  Francis 
R.  Holland  for  the  first  time.  He  has  taken  the  position  as  teach- 
er in  the  Boys'  School. 

Oct.  3.  The  local  Society  for  the  Furthering  of  the  Gospel 
among  the  Heathen  held  its  annual  meeting.  According  to  news 
received  today  our  three  brothers  had  finished  their  mission 
service  among  the  Cherokees  this  side  of  the  Mississippi  on 
September  16  and  were  to  start  on  their  journey  to  Arkansas 
on  the  next  day. 

Oct.  13.  At  nine  in  the  evening  the  widowed  sister  Mary 
Wohlfahrt,  here  on  a  visit,  after  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  had 
been  administered  to  her  for  her  departure  in  consequence  of  a 
sudden  attack  died.  She  was  42  years  old  less  14  days.  The 
widowed  sister  Nancy  Bagge  returned  from  a  visit  to  Penn- 
sylvania with  the  little  Eugene  Jacobson.  With  her  came  the 
girl  Caroline  Levering  whom  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacobson  are  taking 
into  their  home. 

Oct.  16.  At  one  p.m.  was  held  the  funeral  of  the  late  Sister 
Mary  Wohlfahrt,  m.n.  Towle. 

Oct.  21.  At  two  p.m.  the  latter  (Br.  Van  Vleck)  held  the  com- 
munion lovefeast  and  then  Br.  Jacobson  the  communion  when 
Br.  Transu  from  West  Tennessee  was  present  as  a  guest. 

Oct.  31.  Br.  Van  Vleck  gave  a  talk  on  the  daily  texts  in  con- 
nection with  the  anniversary  today  of  the  beginning  of  the  Re- 
formation of  Luther.  Then  he  baptized  a  little  son  of  Br.  and 
Sr.  Wm.  Winkler  with  the  name  of  Charles  Augustus. 

Nov.  5.  In  the  monthly  prayer  meeting  Br.  Van  Vleck  re- 
ported the  latest  news  of  our  three  Cherokee  Brothers  on  their 
journey  to  Arkansas  and  also  a  letter  from  Br.  William  Prince 
in  Jamaica  and  asked  urgently  for  a  special  blessing  next  Sun- 
day for  the  celebration  of  the  Elders'  Congregational  Festival. 
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Nov.  9.  The  body  of  a  negro  who  lived  at  the  home  of  Br. 
and  Sr.  Zevely  and  had  attained  a  very  great  age,  a  native-born 
African,  by  the  name  of  Tim  was  buried  in  the  negro  grave- 
yard here.  In  the  evening  Br.  Van  Vleck  held  the  German  Sings- 
tunde.  He  made  the  first  effort  according  to  the  regulation  that 
had  been  made  to  use  for  it  verses  which  had  been  learned  by 
the  children  and  young  people  attending  the  school  and  at  the 
Bible  instruction  class.  This  was  done  partly  to  avoid  the  con- 
fusing reading  out  of  verses  and  partly  to  encourage  the  young 
people  in  the  industrious  learning  of  verses  and  attendance  at 
the  Singstunde. 

Nov.  11.  We  celebrated  ahead  the  important  memorial  day  of 
November  13  and  at  the  same  time  the  congregational  festival. 
At  9 :30  was  the  first  meeting  with  a  talk  by  Br.  Van  Vleck  on 
the  daily  text  of  the  13th  and  then  the  congregation  knelt  in 
prayer.  Mention  was  made  of  the  dear  congregation  in  Nazareth 
which  is  also  celebrating  its  anniversary  today.  At  the  end  of 
the  meeting  was  read  a  letter  of  gratitude  for  the  assistance 
sent  to  Lititz  for  the  families  burnt  out  there.  It  amounted  to 
$500  of  which  half  had  been  contributed  by  the  members  and 
the  other  half  by  the  deacons  and  the  school.  At  the  second  meet- 
ing Br.  Schulz  read  an  account  of  the  beginning  of  the  Salem 
community  and  the  chief  events  of  the  first  fifty  years  here.  At 
2  p.m.  the  festival  lovefeast  was  held  with  the  ode  of  1834,  con- 
ducted by  Br.  Schaaf  and  in  the  evening  Br.  Jacobson  concluded 
the  festival  with  an  hour  of  music  and  song. 

Nov.  18.  In  the  Thanksgiving  sermon  which  Br.  Van  Vleck 
gave  in  German  and  English  we  brought  to  our  heavenly  Father 
gratitude  for  the  harvest  turning  out  beyond  expectation  in 
spite  of  long  drought. 

Nov.  19.  Early  today  at  six  the  Single  Sister  Verona  Reich 
fell  asleep  after  long  suffering  at  the  age  of  57  years  and  six 
months.  In  the  evening  Br.  Van  Vleck  reported  on  the  American 
Sunday  School  Union  and  its  activities. 

Dec.  10.  Br.  Van  Vleck  reported  in  the  large  Saal  on  the  let- 
ters received  yesterday  from  our  3  Cherokee  missionaries  which 
announce  their  happy  arrival  and  friendly  reception  in  Arkansas 
and  he  closed  with  thanksgiving  and  prayers. 

Dec.  18.  At  6  o'clock  in  the  evening  in  the  little  Saal  was  held 
the  marriage  of  Br.  Samuel  William  Leinbach  to  the  Single 
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Sister  Sarah  Rebecca  Hauser  which  was  performed  by  Br.  Van 
Vleck. 

Dec.  2U.  In  celebration  of  Christmas  Eve  the  children  had  a 
lovefeast  at  5  o'clock  which  Br.  Jacobson  held.  At  seven  the  con- 
gregation was  gathered  in  large  numbers  and  after  an  intro- 
ductory talk  and  prayer  of  Br.  Van  Vleck  had  the  reading  of 
the  great  account  of  the  human  birth  of  our  Immanuel  and  then 
a  happy  lovefeast  at  which  the  ode  of  1835  was  used  again. 

Dec.  25.  On  Christmas  Day  Br.  Van  Vleck  had  the  German 
festival  sermon.  At  12:30  was  a  meeting  for  the  little  children 
in  the  little  Saal.  It  was  held  by  Br.  Schaaf  who  also  sang  a 
Christmas  liturgy  with  the  congregation  in  the  evening.  The 
cold  was  gripping. 

Dec.  26.  The  little  girls  of  the  community  in  German  and  the 
pupils  of  the  boarding  school  in  English  gave  their  Christmas 
recitations  before  various  groups  and  sang  happy  carols  to  the 
baby  in  the  manger. 

Minutes  of  Church  Boards. 
Minutes  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium,  1838. 

{Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  15.  The  Elders'  Conference  agrees  wholly  with  the 
opinion  expressed  by  the  Collegium  concerning  those  brethren 
who  wish  to  open  stores  in  Salem  privately.  It  states  that  it  is 
desirable  to  consider  each  case  arising  in  the  respect  individual- 
ly. This  does  not  exclude,  however,  the  observation  of  the  Con- 
gregation Orders. 

The  appointed  brethren  report  that  they  have  inspected  the 
houses  of  the  Salem  community  and  that  generally  they  found 
everything  in  order.  Wherever  it  was  found  necessary  people 
were  reminded  of  their  duty  in  this  respect. 

The  appointed  committee  for  revision  of  the  fire  orders  pre- 
sented its  report  as  well  as  a  new  list  of  various  duties  Salem 
citizens  have  to  perform  in  case  of  a  fire  emergency. 

The  board  of  directors  of  the  cotton  factory  has  turned  in  a 
request  to  the  Collegium  that  the  old  fire  engine  be  kept  in  the 
future  on  the  grounds  of  the  factory.  The  corporation  is  will- 
ing to  build  a  special  shed  for  this  purpose.  The  Collegium 
grants  its  approval  of  this  request  since  the  market  hall  is  too 
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small  to  store  both  engines  without  running  the  risk  of  both 
being  injured  some  day  and  furthermore  the  engine  would  be 
at  hand,  if  there  should  ever  be  a  fire  in  the  upper  part  of  the 
community. 

The  Elders'  Conference  wishes  to  know  whether  we  are  to 
abide  by  the  old  rule  that  a  curator  for  the  Single  Sisters  is 
to  be  elected  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  that  choir  or 
whether  the  curator  is  to  be  chosen  by  the  Workers  of  the 
Sisters'  Choir  and  then  approved  by  the  Elders'  Conference. 
This  is  the  custom  in  the  Pennsylvania  communities  on  the  sup- 
position that  not  the  various  individuals  of  that  choir  but  the 
workers  will  have  to  have  dealings  with  the  curator.  The  Col- 
legium holds  the  view  that  nothing  should  be  forced  in  this  re- 
spect but  that  it  rather  should  be  left  to  the  sisters  themselves 
to  choose  their  curator  in  whatever  way  they  please. 

Jan.  29.  Concerning  the  appointment  of  a  new  curator  for 
the  Sisters'  Choir  it  was  reported  that  the  Single  Sisters  have 
left  the  decision  of  this  matter  to  the  choir  workers  and  the 
Elders'  Conference. 

Upon  the  request  of  the  Inspector  of  the  local  Boys'  School 
the  Collegium  voiced  its  opinion  concerning  the  admission  of 
boys  from  other  places  and  beliefs.  Whereas  we  have  formerly 
planned  to  admit  those  boys  in  order  to  help  the  local  Boys' 
School  out  of  its  financial  plight  we  now  maintain  that  this  pro- 
ject can  be  dropped  immediately,  if  those  boys  are  of  harm  to 
our  own  children,  or  as  is  the  case  at  present,  are  not  kept 
under  the  due  supervision  during  their  out  of  school  hours 
which  on  one  hand  is  our  duty  and  on  the  other  hand  the  wish 
of  the  parents  who  send  their  children  to  us.  There  is  no  hope 
of  improvement  on  the  supervision  of  the  boys  and  as  their 
number  increases  there  might  be  danger  for  the  Girls'  Boarding 
School.  The  Collegium  advises  therefore  not  to  admit  any  more 
boys  at  the  present  moment  and  especially  none  older  than 
twelve  years  old. 

Br.  Meinung  maintains  that  he  is  not  able  to  supply  us  with 
any  carriage  for  convenient  transportation  of  the  fire  hose  be- 
longing to  the  engine  under  the  price  of  $40.  We  shall  therefore 
have  to  try  to  find  some  other  wheelwright  working  at  more 
moderate  prices. 

Feb.  26.  The  young  man  Edward  Ruede  who  has  worked  for 
Br.  Benj.  Warner  so  far,  is  struck  with  rheumatism  so  badly 
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that  Br.  Warner  cannot  keep  him  in  employment  any  longer. 
Ruede  thus  would  like  to  learn  the  tailor  trade.  Since  Br.  Edwin 
Beitel,  the  best  tailor  of  the  community,  does  not  yet  have  per- 
mission to  employ  any  person,  Collegium  now  grants  him  this 
privilege,  if  Ruede  wishes  to  become  his  apprentice. 

The  Single  Sister  Mary  Tesch  from  Friedberg  has  entered 
service  in  the  household  of  Br.  Jacobson.  The  Single  Sr.  Charity 
Spach  from  Friedberg  works  at  present  in  the  tavern  and  Eliza 
Holder  from  Friedberg  together  with  Harriet  Stolz  from  Beth- 
ania  in  the  factory. 

March  26.  We  shall  have  to  furnish  gravestones  for  those 
people  who  die  in  the  factory.  In  the  present  year  this  cannot 
be  done  before  Easter  since  we  seem  to  lack  the  necessary 
stones  in  the  community. 

The  Single  Edward  Ruede  has  moved  to  his  brother-in-law 
Em.  Reich  since  our  last  meeting  in  order  to  learn  from  him 
the  shoemaker  trade. 

Br.  Phil.  Reich  asked  to  announce  that  he  has  employed  a 
certain  Joshua  Ball  who  wishes  to  learn  from  him  the  tinsmith's 
trade  during  the  period  of  two  years.  He  has  employed  him  un- 
der the  express  condition  that  if  he  does  not  suit  himself  to  our 
Congregation  Orders  he  will  be  fired  immediately.  The  Collegium 
does  not  wish  to  stop  this  brother  from  instructing  the  above- 
mentioned  young  man.  However,  it  expresses  its  deep  grief  over 
the  fact  that  so  many  strangers  work  in  trades  of  the  com- 
munity and  thus  diminish  the  chances  to  find  good  places  for 
our  own  young  people. 

The  widowed  Sr.  Elis.  Herbst  is  going  to  board  the  Single 
Sr.  Elis.  Stauber  from  Bethania,  who  is  going  to  work  for  the 
Girls'  Boarding  School  mainly.  The  Collegium  does  not  like  the 
idea  that  Sr.  Herbst  admits  such  a  mixed  group  of  people  to 
assemble  in  her  house  since  other  persons  of  either  sex  are 
boarding  there  already.  The  Collegium  will  not  take  any  meas- 
ures against  this  since  the  affair  of  her  house  is  going  to  be 
decided  upon  within  a  few  weeks. 

Contrary  to  regulations  there  is  frequent  shooting  in  and  near 
the  community  and  even  in  the  graveyard.  This  is  done  by  ap- 
prentices and  schoolboys.  This  is  to  be  brought  up  at  the  next 
session  of  the  Congregation  Council  and  the  old  regulation  shall 
be  presented  strictly  to  housefathers  and  trademasters. 

The  Collegium  started  now  its  discussion  of  the  very  sad  and 
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unpleasant  circumstances  in  which  the  Single  Br.  Thomas  Boner 
is  involved.  Br.  Boner  has  suffered  himself  to  be  drawn  into  a 
legal  procedure  and  after  being  tried  twice  is  now  accused  by 
the  County  Court  of  being  the  father  of  a  child  born  by  a  maid 
who  worked  for  his  parents  and  who  at  present  is  not  in  our 
community.  He  maintains  this  to  be  untrue.  Though  there  is  a 
possibility  of  his  innocence  the  court  has  given  its  verdict  of  his 
being  guilty  and  thus  he  must  pay  the  legal  sustentation  fees 
for  the  child.  The  Collegium  thought  it  even  more  difficult  to 
make  any  decision  on  the  matter.  Consideration  was  given  to 
the  idea  of  asking  Br.  Boner  to  make  an  open-hearted  explana- 
tion to  the  Brethren  of  this  group,  according  to  which  a  deci- 
sion might  be  reached.  However,  this  suggestion  was  dismissed 
since  we  cannot  revolt  against  the  decisions  taken  by  the  legal 
court  in  its  procedures  and  chiefly  because  Thomas  Boner  tried 
all  he  possibly  could  do  to  prove  his  innocence  but  the  jury  was 
not  able  to  do  otherwise  than  to  pronounce  him  guilty.  Though 
the  Collegium  feels  deeply  for  the  parents  of  the  accused  bro- 
ther, it  cannot  act  as  judge  in  this  case  nor  act  against  legal 
decision  while  acting  our  part  as  loyal  citizens  nor  can  we  evade 
regulations  of  our  Congregation  Orders  which  Thomas  Boner 
has  pledged  himself  to  by  signing  them.  In  consideration  of  the 
duty  and  responsibility  of  the  Collegium  as  being  the  organ  to 
watch  over  discipline  and  good  morals  among  the  members  of 
the  congregation,  the  Collegium  thus  unanimously  declares:  For 
the  above-mentioned  reasons  the  Br.  Thomas  Boner  will  no 
longer  be  considered  as  belonging  to  the  congregation  nor  will 
he  be  tolerated  among  us.  We  were  not  able  to  act  otherwise, 
since  we  will  have  to  maintain  the  Congregation  Orders  and 
prevent  all  future  bad  consequences. 

March  29.  The  present  members  of  the  Collegium  were  in- 
formed that  the  Elders'  Conference  agrees  wholly  with  the  deci- 
sion taken  in  the  Collegium  as  regards  the  affair  of  Thomas 
Boner,  namely  that  the  afore-mentioned  young  man  is  to  be  ex- 
cluded from  the  congregation  and  must  leave  Salem.  This  ver- 
dict shall  be  carried  through  now  that  the  Elders*  Conference 
has  agreed  to  it. 

The  Collegium  therefore  asked  Br.  Theod.  Schulz  and  Br.  Th. 
Pfohl  to  inform  Boner  about  the  result  of  our  deliberations.  He 
is  given  a  period  of  four  weeks  during  which  he  will  have  to 
leave  Salem. 
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April  2.  The  Collegium  did  not  have  a  quorum  today  so  no 
business  could  be  transacted.  Br.  Schulz  remarked  that  he  to- 
gether with  Br.  Pfohl  informed  Thomas  Boner. 

April  23.  It  was  reported  that  in  spite  of  the  warning  that 
was  given  to  Br.  Butner  against  opening  a  private  tavern,  he 
seems  to  be  making  arrangements  for  one.  Br.  Th.  Schulz  is 
going  to  talk  to  him  again. 

Circumstances  forced  us  to  go  into  the  Thomas  Boner  affair 
once  more:  Soon  after  being  informed  about  the  resolution  of 
the  two  congregational  conferences,  Boner  went  to  his  Choir 
worker  and  swore  before  a  witness  that  he  was  innocent.  This 
statement  signed  by  the  witness  was  turned  in  to  the  Collegium. 
The  Elders'  Conference  and  the  Collegium  were  not  according 
to  Congregation  Orders  able  to  withdraw  their  verdict.  There 
is  a  possibility  that  Thomas  Boner  is  really  innocent  though  the 
court  had  to  decide  against  him  in  the  case.  The  Elders'  Con- 
ference suggests  leaving  the  decision  on  this  question  to  a  meet- 
ing of  masters  and  housefathers  (according  to  a  synod  ruling 
in  1836)  that  the  verdict  be  modified  at  least  in  respect  to  let- 
ting him  stay  in  the  congregation.  The  Conference  does  not  wish 
to  make  any  decision  on  this  but  rather  wishes  to  hear  the 
opinion  of  the  Collegium  on  the  matter  under  the  express  con- 
dition that  this  procedure  is  considered  an  extraordinary  case 
to  which  the  synod  decisions  and  the  congregation  orders  do 
not  apply.  The  Collegium  did  not  make  any  decision  on  the  sug- 
gestion of  the  Elders'  Conference  since  not  all  members  were 
present. 

April  30.  In  view  of  the  vast  number  of  people  that  flock  to 
our  lovefeasts  the  Congregation  Council  decreed  that  nobody 
from  outside  the  congregation  should  be  admitted  except  the 
children  from  the  Boarding  School. 

Being  questioned  Br.  A.  Butner  has  declared  that  he  cannot 
deny  intending  to  set  up  a  private  tavern.  He  stated  that  in 
spite  of  the  negative  answer  that  came  officially  to  him  from 
the  Collegium  individual  brethren  of  that  body  have  encouraged 
him  to  work  on  his  plan. 

We  started  to  discuss  first  of  all  the  Thomas  Boner  affair  in 
great  detail:  The  Collegium  ran  into  many  difficulties;  one  of 
the  main  ones  being  the  fact  that  this  procedure  might  be  con- 
sidered a  precedent  for  the  future.  Moreover  we  would  thus  en- 
danger the  strict  observance  of  the  Congregation  Orders  and 
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the  Collegium  holds  the  view  that  such  a  suggestion  should  not 
have  come  from  the  Elders'  Conference  but  rather  from  the  per- 
son involved  in  the  problem.  Since  however  there  was  a  con- 
viction that  such  a  dictum  of  masters  and  housefathers  could 
serve  to  put  the  two  conferences  more  at  ease  in  this  very  diffi- 
cult situation,  namely  a  modification  of  our  church  rules,  or,  in 
a  negative  case,  carrying  through  the  decision,  the  Collegium 
agrees  with  the  exception  of  one  brother  to  have  such  a  decision 
made  by  a  meeting  of  housefathers  and  trade  masters.  We  rely 
in  this  matter  wholly  on  the  spirit  of  our  congregation.  At  such 
a  meeting  the  vote  was  to  be  a  written  one,  answering  the  ques- 
tion with  yes  or  no,  rather  than  with  a  standing  vote  as  is  usual. 

May  7.  We  discussed  once  more  the  Thomas  Boner  case,  and  in 
spite  of  our  former  decision  it  was  suggested  and  weighed  as  to 
whether  we  should  not  make  an  investigation  on  our  own  part 
before  the  meeting  of  the  housefathers  and  trademasters.  We 
did  not  find  sufficient  cause,  however,  to  deny  the  dictum  of  the 
law  to  which  we  are  subject  and  in  accordance  to  which  we  have 
stated  our  opinion  on  the  case.  If  however  the  housefathers  and 
trademasters  should  insist  on  an  investigation  for  further  sup- 
port, this  should  be  held  and  the  final  decision  of  the  matter 
would  have  to  be  left  to  some  later  meeting.  If  such  an  investi- 
gation, however,  shows  clearly  the  guilt  of  the  defendant,  no 
further  meeting  is  to  take  place. 

The  meeting  of  housefathers  and  trademasters  in  no  case  is 
to  be  considered  a  court  of  appeals  but  merely  a  joint  meeting 
with  the  Elders'  Conference  and  the  Collegium,  in  which  case 
both  conferences  do  not  renounce  their  right  to  weigh  any  deci- 
sion taken  with  their  votes.  In  case  this  decision  taken  should 
state  that  Thomas  Boner  is  allowed  to  continue  living  in  the 
Salem  Congregation  as  a  stranger,  it  can  be  approved  only  un- 
der the  modification  that  he  transfers  his  shop  and  improve- 
ments to  another  brother  agreed  upon  by  the  direction  of  the 
Congregation. 

A  clear  statement  of  the  case  along  with  the  discussions  held 
so  far  on  the  subject  were  read  to  the  Collegium  and  are  to  be 
presented  to  the  housefathers  and  the  masters  at  their  meeting. 
It  was  finally  agreed  to  call  the  meeting  tomorrow  night. 

May  19.  Some  days  ago  Br.  Isaac  Boner  appeared  before  the 
brethren  of  the  Elders'  Conference  and  declared  that  he  and 
the  whole  family  of  the  defendant  ask  for  further  investigation 
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of  the  case  and  also  demanded  that  his  son  may  continue  to 
carry  on  his  trade  in  his  shop  and  keep  his  improvements  as  a 
stranger  in  the  congregation.  Br.  Boner,  moreover,  presented 
statements  by  four  persons  who  testified  that  if  they  had  been 
on  the  jury  they  would  not  have  pronounced  the  verdict  of  guilty 
on  Thomas  Boner. 

The  Collegium  discussed  thoroughly  this  statement  of  Br. 
Isaac  Boner  and  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  we  are  not  go- 
ing to  overthrow  the  decision  ruled  by  the  housefathers  and 
masters'  conference.  That  conference  has  voted  with  a  great 
majority  (24  to  4)  against  an  investigation  of  the  case.  He  is 
allowed  to  live  and  work  under  the  roof  of  his  father  as  a  simple 
stranger  and  will  have  to  give  up  his  shop  and  improvements. 
In  case  the  designated  Thomas  Boner  is  not  willing  to  accept 
the  conditions  of  this  decision,  the  housefathers'  and  masters' 
meeting  will  have  been  of  no  result  and  the  first  decision  will 
be  valid  again,  ruling  namely  that  Thomas  Boner  has  to  leave 
the  Congregation. 

Br.  Is.  Boner's  request  for  taking  over  the  shop  of  his  son 
was  taken  into  consideration. 

The  Single  Agnes  Morrow  also  asked  repeatedly  for  admis- 
sion to  our  congregation.  She  was  formerly  in  Ireland  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Episcopal  Church  and  has  received  a  very  good  recom- 
mendation from  her  former  minister.  The  Collegium  advises  to 
acquaint  her  with  our  Congregation  Orders  before  any  further 
steps  are  taken. 

Dr.  Keuhln  asked  to  announce  that  he  is  going  to  employ  the 
Single  Sr.  Elis.  Schor  from  Bethabara  for  some  time  to  come. 
This  caused  the  discussion  of  the  sad  fact  that  some  of  our  bre- 
thren employ  servants  without  being  much  concerned  about  the 
former  way  of  life  of  those  people.  There  are  especially  several 
maids  in  the  congregation  who  just  recently  have  shown  their 
great  lack  of  discipline  and  moral  conduct.  We  have  serious  rea- 
son to  fear  that  they  are  of  danger  to  our  young  people.  We 
agreed  once  more  that  utmost  care  is  necessary  with  the  ad- 
mission of  stranger  servants  to  our  congregation.  Sr.  Benigna 
Boner  is  to  be  asked  to  dismiss  her  maid. 

Br.  John  Chitty  applies  for  the  northeastern  part  of  the  12 
acre  field  as  well  as  for  a  small  patch  of  mountainous  woodland 
between  this  field  and  Br.  Winkler's  orchard,  where  he  wishes 
to  establish  a  butcher  shop  and  finally  he  applied  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  house  on  the  lot  north  of  Br.  Micke.  The  Col- 
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legium  is  not  unwilling  to  grant  this  brother  the  requested  lots. 
We  wish  however  to  have  further  information  as  to  how  he 
plans  to  build  his  house  and  with  what  means  he  is  going  to 
carry  through  the  construction.  The  Congregation  Warden  is 
asked  to  talk  to  Br.  Chitty  about  this  item. 

May  28.  The  appointed  committee  talked  last  Saturday  in  the 
absence  of  Br.  Schober  to  Mr.  Chr.  Fr.  Sussdorf  on  the  subject 
of  his  admission  to  the  Salem  Congregation.  He  states  that  he 
does  not  have  any  secondary  aim  in  his  application  for  member- 
ship, that  he  was  never  married  nor  ever  promised  marriage  to 
any  girl  and  that,  in  case  he  should  be  allowed  to  live  in  Salem, 
he  would  make  his  living  in  carrying  on  his  profession,  namely 
landscape  gardener.  He  would  sell  seeds,  trees  and  plants  of  var- 
ious kinds  and  tune  pianos  in  Salem  or  any  other  place  or  ad- 
joining state.  Collegium  did  not  have  any  reason  to  doubt  the 
statements  of  Mr.  Sussdorf  and  moreover,  so  far  his  moral  con- 
duct has  been  without  any  flaw.  Therefore  the  Collegium  recom- 
mends his  person  to  the  Elders*  Conference. 

Br.  Chitty  was  granted  the  requested  town  building  ground, 
the  size  of  which  will  have  to  be  determined  by  a  committee.  It 
was  decided  that  4  lots  of  100  feet  width  each  should  be  surveyed 
between  Br.  Micke  and  Belew's  Creek  Path.  This  procedure  will 
move  the  afore-mentioned  path  about  200  feet  further  north 
toward  Main  Street  and  have  a  much  more  favorable  situation 
than  now. 

Br.  Chitty  turned  in  the  following  plan  for  his  house:  to  be 
a  one-storied  frame  building,  30  by  20  feet,  with  the  gable  to- 
ward the  street.  He  intends  to  divide  the  house  into  three  parts ; 
the  rear  part  is  to  form  the  kitchen  with  a  chimney  on  the  out- 
side of  the  house.  The  middle  part  is  to  be  used  for  living  room 
and  bedroom  and  the  front  for  special  usage.  In  the  basement 
a  wash-kitchen  is  to  be  arranged.  The  Collegium  does  not  have 
any  objection  against  the  plan. 

Br.  Van  Vleck  would  like  to  hold  a  Sunday  School  for  older 
boys  on  Sunday  afternoons  in  our  music  hall.  The  Collegium  is 
pleased  at  this  suggestion  but  thinks  that  the  room  next  to  the 
music  hall  towards  the  yard  would  be  more  suitable  for  the 
purpose  proposed  since  various  and  sundry  musical  instruments 
are  usually  kept  in  our  music  hall. 

Some  weeks  ago  the  crank  of  the  waterworks  broke  again 
after  being  used  for  only  one  year.  In  this  connection  Mr.  Th. 
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Sidall,  machinist  at  the  factory,  has  stated  that  a  wheelwork  to 
drive  the  pumps  would  be  much  more  durable  and  thus  in  the 
long  run  also  much  cheaper.  We  appointed  therefore  a  commit- 
tee consisting  of  Br.  Jacob  Blum,  John  Vogler,  Jac.  Siewers  and 
Nath.  Vogler  who  are  going  to  discuss  the  matter  with  Mr. 
Sidall  and  make  their  report  to  the  Collegium. 

June  9.  No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  letter  written 
to  Br.  Isaac  Boner  by  the  Elders'  Conference  and  the  Collegium. 
In  the  name  of  the  proprietor  it  is  to  be  announced  to  his  son 
Thomas  in  writing  that  he  will  have  to  give  up  his  shop  immedi- 
ately. 

Br.  L.  F.  Eberhardt  gave  up  the  administration  of  the  water- 
works on  account  of  ill  health.  We  therefore  had  the  idea  that 
we  may  be  able  to  find  a  suitable  successor  to  Br.  Eberhardt  who 
would  be  employed  for  the  term  of  one  year  and  when  not  oc- 
cupied with  the  waterworks  could  serve  for  other  tasks. 

June  18.  The  Chairman  announces  that  the  Elders'  Confer- 
ence suggests  having  a  brotherly  face-to-face  talk  with  Br.  Isaac 
Boner  before  the  written  declaration  in  the  name  of  the  proprie- 
tor saying  that  Thomas  Boner  has  to  give  up  his  shop  and  leave 
the  Congregation  is  made  legally  valid.  The  Collegium  cannot 
agree  to  this  suggestion  since  we  hold  the  view  that  all  persons 
involved  are  thoroughly  informed  and  such  a  meeting  would  be 
of  no  avail. 

Br.  Sussdorf  plans  to  build  a  brick  house  on  the  lot  granted 
him  of  the  same  dimensions  as  the  house  of  the  manager  of  the 
cotton  factory.  The  Collegium  rules  against  this  in  that  so  far 
no  Single  Brother  has  been  given  permission  to  build  a  big  house 
on  his  lot  but  rather  a  small  workshop  and,  moreover,  Br.  Suss- 
dorf has  to  be  warned  to  be  careful  with  his  planning,  since  his 
business  has  not  been  tried  in  our  congregation  so  far  and  we 
do  not  know  by  experience  with  how  much  success  it  could  be 
operated.  For  this  reason  the  Collegium  cannot  agree  that  he 
may  obtain  the  site  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Opitz  for  which  he  also  makes 
a  request.  When  he  has  planted  his  lot  for  a  year  or  two  there 
will  be  ample  time  then  to  decide  whether  he  may  have  more 
land  or  not.  The  Collegium  agrees  with  the  idea  of  the  Elders' 
Conference  that  he  should  not  be  permitted  to  establish  in  his 
gardens  something  like  nine-pin  alleys,  nor  to  sell  drinks  or  ar- 
range any  pleasure  parties.  Br.  Th.  Schulz  and  Th.  Pfohl  are 
going  to  inform  him  about  these  regulations. 
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The  Collegium  stated  that  Br.  Edwin  Beitel  is  entitled  accord- 
ing to  the  decision  made  on  February  26  to  employ  journeymen 
or  apprentices. 

Dr.  Schumann  applies  for  a  few  acres  of  woodland  adjacent 
to  one  part  of  his  southern  borderline  where  he  would  like  to 
cut  timber  for  fences.  He  states  that  it  is  rather  inconvenient 
for  him  to  transport  the  timber  from  the  other  side  of  his  plan- 
tation. Since  we  were  informed  that  various  neighbors  are  only 
waiting  until  such  additional  tracts  of  land  are  given  to  the 
plantations  in  order  to  turn  in  their  applications  for  more  land 
too,  the  Colleigum  had  to  refuse  Dr.  Schumann's  request. 

June  21.  We  read  a  letter  written  by  Br.  Adam  Butner  in 
which  he  describes  his  situation  and  declares  at  the  same  time 
that  he  would  operate  only  a  temperance  house.  We  repeated  the 
opinion  of  the  Collegium  as  recorded  in  former  minutes.  Though 
we  recognize  the  poor  situation  the  afore-mentioned  brother 
finds  himself  in,  we  do  not  see  any  reason  for  discarding  the 
decision  taken  once  firmly,  that  only  one  tavern  is  to  be  operated 
in  our  community,  and  it  should  be  directly  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Congregational  Diacony,5  since  all  former  objec- 
tions against  establishment  of  a  second  tavern  still  hold  good. 

Appointed  brethren  have  talked  to  Br.  Sussdorf  and  he  has 
stated  that  he  does  not  intend  to  arrange  for  anything  of  the 
sort  mentioned  in  his  garden,  since  it  would  only  be  to  his  per- 
sonal disadvantage.  By  the  advice  of  the  Collegium  he  withdrew 
his  plan  of  building  a  house  but  applied  at  the  same  time  for 
Salem  citizenship.  Though  we  generally  held  the  view  that  this 
comes  rather  suddenly  after  his  admission  to  the  congregation, 
his  application  was  granted. 

We  are  informed  that  the  woman  who  has  been  employed  by 
the  widowed  Sr.  Benigna  Boner  is  harmful  to  our  young  people 
and  the  Collegium  decided  to  announce  to  Sr.  B.  that  she  must 
be  fired  at  once. 

July  2.  Br.  Brietz  would  like  to  know  whether  he  may  pur- 
chase for  $1000  Spanish  hides  and  northern  sole  leather  for 
which  purpose  he  would  have  to  make  a  trip  to  Philadelphia  and 
New  York.  Collegium  does  not  dare  to  rule  in  this  case  but  rather 
leaves  it  to  the  discretion  of  his  father,  Br.  Christ.  Brietz.  We 
shall  try  to  help  him  with  our  advice  if  possible. 

Br.  Adam  Butner  would  like  to  know  whether  the  Diacony 
would  be  willing  to  take  over  his  house  and  other  buildings. 


6  Diacony:  The  business  organization  of  a  congregation  or  choir. 
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According  to  the  rule,  this  brother  should  try  to  sell  it  to  an- 
other purchaser  approved  by  the  Collegium.  We  believe  that 
there  are  other  possibilities  for  Br.  Butner  to  make  a  living  for 
himself  and  his  family  that  do  not  mean  he  must  sell  his  prop- 
erty and  move  away  from  Salem. 

July  16.  Br.  Th.  Schulz  and  Th.  Pfohl  talked  to  Boner  in  the 
presence  of  Br.  H.  Leinbach  about  his  surrendering  his  shop 
and  improvement.  He  replied  that  he  would  certainly  give  up 
both  but  was  not  able  to  state  whether  this  would  be  the  case  al- 
ready on  October  1,  since  their  establishment  in  Br.  Chitty's 
house  would  perhaps  take  until  the  end  of  October.  At  the  same 
time  he  asked  whether  he  may  sell  his  improvements  to  a  pur- 
chaser approved  of  by  the  Congregation  Diacony.  This  was 
answered  with  a  Yes. 

There  have  been  repeated  complaints  about  the  service  offered 
to  strangers  in  our  tavern.  We  discussed  the  situation  and  real- 
ized that  in  spite  of  all  his  good  qualities  Br.  Sensemann  seems 
to  lack  a  certain  something  which  makes  the  stay  for  travelers 
in  our  tavern  more  comfortable  and  pleasant.  We  shall  have  to 
appoint  another  tavern  keeper  in  the  course  of  time,  so  much  is 
certain.  However,  before  this  step  is  taken,  we  are  going  to  try 
to  make  up  for  Br.  Sensemann's  missing  tavern  keeper's  qual- 
ities by  appointing  a  skillful  barkeeper.  If  this  fails,  it  will  be 
time  to  find  another  tavern  keeper.  Br.  Schober  is  going  to  talk 
to  Br.  Sensemann  in  detail  about  this  matter.  He  also  named  a 
man  of  this  neighborhood  to  the  Collegium,  who,  as  Br.  Schober 
thinks,  would  be  a  good  barkeeper. 

The  Sisters  find  it  necessary  to  have  a  small  10  by  14  feet 
brick  house  constructed  between  the  woodshed  and  the  laundry 
house,  where  they  will  store  their  meat  supply. 

Br.  David  Clewell  would  like  to  purchase  or  lease  a  plot  of 
land  of  about  ten  acres  near  the  paper  mill  pond  and  adjoining 
Mr.  Atwood's  land.  He  would  like  to  start  a  mulberry  plantation 
there  and  establish  himself  with  another  brother  from  this  con- 
gregation in  the  cultivation  of  natural  silk.  The  Collegium  de- 
clined this  application  since  we  are  not  willing  to  give  up  any 
other  land  but  the  plots  already  surveyed. 

July  30.  The  Single  Br.  Edward  Reich  was  given  permission 
to  establish  himself  in  his  tinsmith  trade,  under  the  express  con- 
dition that  he  cannot  yet  purchase  a  shop  or  a  house.  He  is  per- 
mitted to  rent  a  house  or  shop. 
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Br.  Schober  has  talked  to  Br.  Sensemann  about  his  adminis- 
tration of  the  Salem  Tavern.  This  caused  another  long  discus- 
sion of  the  subject,  the  result  of  which  was  that  Br.  Schober 
was  asked  to  talk  once  more  to  the  host,  telling  him  that  the 
Collegium  has  decided  to  have  our  tavern  administered  in  an 
orderly  way  and  that  if  he  is  not  going  to  get  a  good  barkeeper 
within  a  short  time  we  are  going  to  get  one  for  him. 

The  roof  of  Br.  Jos.  Stauber's  smithy  is  in  a  most  ruinous 
condition  and  will  catch  fire  easily.  He  shall  be  admonished  to 
give  his  smithy  a  new  roof  as  soon  as  possible,  and  if  he  could 
manage,  with  roof  tiles.  It  was  also  remarked  that  the  late  cus- 
tom of  mounting  balloons  could  easily  start  a  fire  in  the  com- 
munity and  it  must  be  advised  that  this  is  to  be  discontinued. 

This  was  enough  cause  to  talk  in  detail  of  our  devices  for  ex- 
tinguishing fire.  It  was  suggested  that  one  of  our  fire  engines  be 
changed  into  a  suction  engine.  It  was  recalled  that  the  cisterns 
for  gathering  rain  water  have  to  be  repaired. 

The  Collegium  could  not  approve  a  suggestion  of  Br.  Edward 
Belo  which  provides  for  the  construction  of  a  horse  stable  and 
cow  shed  along  the  avenue  leading  to  the  Graveyard.  We  regret 
very  much  that  without  asking  the  Collegium  various  citizens 
of  the  upper  part  of  the  community  have  built  their  stables  right 
along  this  alley  which  is  a  great  disadvantage  because  our  bre- 
thren like  to  use  the  avenue  for  their  walks. 

July  31.  The  reason  for  today's  extra  meeting  is  Br.  Jacob- 
son's  application  for  several  rooms  in  the  second  story  of  the 
former  Brothers'  House  where  he  would  like  to  house  a  number 
of  girls  under  the  supervision  of  a  teacher  for  a  few  months. 
They  could  receive  their  meals  with  Br.  and  Sr.  H.  G.  Clauder 
since  there  are  too  many  girls  in  the  school.  There  is  doubt  about 
this  problem  since  the  house  is  situated  along  a  public  street  and 
at  a  place  where  most  of  our  youngsters  from  the  community 
usually  gather.  We  would  rather  have  the  Inspector  help  him- 
self in  another  way.  For  the  time  being  the  Collegium  grants 
him  the  use  of  the  rooms,  rent  free,  under  the  following  con- 
ditions : 

1.  The  Inspector  is  to  have  all  damages  repaired  which  the 
house  might  suffer  from  his  students. 

2.  On  December  1  the  rooms  will  have  to  be  vacated. 

3.  This  enlargement  of  his  space  shall  not  be  reason  for  him 
to  admit  new  students  and  thus  create  new  problems. 

The  Collegium  does  not  want  to  assume  any  right  to  judge 
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the  Girls*  Boarding  School,  but  we  consider  it  our  responsibility 
to  look  after  the  welfare  of  the  school  as  well  as  the  whole  com- 
munity and  must  express  our  doubt  about  the  immense  increase 
of  students — there  are  about  200  enrolled  now — and  we  fear  that 
such  a  number  of  girls  cannot  be  supervised  adequately.  This 
might  mean  a  loss  of  reputation  and  actual  value  of  the  Salem 
Girls'  Boarding  School.  The  Collegium  considers  it  necessary 
therefore  to  remind  the  trustees  of  the  school  to  try  to  reduce 
the  institution  to  normal  limits.  The  trustees  will  also  have  to 
consider  the  health  and  capacity  of  the  instructors  who  are  over- 
whelmed with  work  and  who  will  not  be  able  to  do  their  best  if 
so  many  children  are  in  one  classroom.  We  agreed  that  the  num- 
ber of  students  in  our  school  should  not  surpass  120  judging 
from  the  space  at  hand. 

We  discussed  Br.  A.  Butner's  request  of  July  2  that  the  Con- 
gregational Diacony  should  take  over  his  house.  The  Collegium 
believes  that  we  will  create  a  precedent  if  we  take  over  his  house 
now  without  any  objection,  so  that  each  citizen  who  finds  him- 
self unsuccessful  in  his  business  will  burden  the  Diacony  with 
his  house.  Since  Br.  Butner  does  not  want  to  leave  Salem  espe- 
cially on  account  of  his  children's  education,  we  debated  whether 
we  could  help  him  in  some  other  way.  It  was  suggested  that 
perhaps  he  could  take  a  number  of  students  of  the  Girls'  Board- 
ing School  under  supervision  of  a  teacher  into  his  house  for 
board  and  room,  under  the  condition  that  the  number  of  stu- 
dents is  not  increased  in  the  school  on  this  account.  We  wish  that 
those  students  who  are  in  Salem  now  might  be  given  more  room 
and  comfort.  This  would  enable  Br.  Butner  to  keep  his  house 
and  support  his  family  well  enough.  The  Collegium  presented 
this  suggestion  to  the  trustees. 

Br.  Edward  Belo  does  not  seem  inclined  to  make  any  change 
of  his  plan  to  construct  a  stable  along  the  Graveyard  Avenue. 
He  promised,  however,  that  there  would  not  be  a  door  toward 
the  avenue,  nor  is  he  going  to  ride  his  hay  loads  through  it. 

Without  even  asking  the  Collegium  Br.  Hall  has  employed 
two  journeymen  of  bad  reputation.  He  will  be  asked  to  dismiss 
both  of  them.  Br.  Em.  Reich  will  receive  a  reproof  for  not  hav- 
ing announced  his  employing  of  a  strange  apprentice  in  his  shop. 

The  Single  Philip  Lagenauer  who  has  been  away  from  Salem 
for  about  10  years,  has  asked  now  for  readmission  to  the  Con- 
gregation and  at  the  same  time  asked  for  permission  to  carry 
on  his  trade  as  tailor  here.  The  Collegium  will  have  to  use 
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all  prudence  in  this  case,  since  many  young  people  have  been 
corrupted  during  their  absence  from  Salem.  Phil.  Lagenauer  is 
to  be  asked  to  have  patience. 

Aug.  18.  The  trustees  did  not  approve  of  the  suggestion  to 
board  a  few  students  in  Br.  A.  Butner's  house.  He  therefore 
urged  a  definite  answer  as  to  whether  the  Diacony  can  take  over 
his  house  and  improvements.  As  this  would  break  Congrega- 
tional Orders  the  Diacony  is  not  going  to  take  over  the  house. 

Aug.  27.  Br.  Isaac  Boner  would  like  to  buy  part  of  Phil. 
Blum's  plantation  which  he  has  been  renting  together  with  an 
adjoining  piece  of  woodland  bordering  on  Jac.  Rothaas'  planta- 
tion. He  wishes  to  grow  silkworms  there,  and  finds  it  unsafe  to 
establish  such  an  enterprise  on  rented  ground.  The  Collegium  is 
not  willing  to  sell  this  land,  since  this  would  set  a  precedent.  It 
is  willing  to  agree  that  in  case  the  land  he  is  now  renting  should 
ever  be  sold,  it  would  be  offered  to  him  first  at  a  moderate  price. 

It  must  be  announced  to  Phil.  Lagenauer  that  his  request  for 
readmission  to  the  congregation  cannot  be  granted. 

Sept.  2Jf.  Dr.  Schumann  has  dropped  hints  that  he  wishes  to 
give  up  his  plantation,  as  soon  as  the  harvest  has  been  brought 
in.  The  Collegium  decided  that  this  land  should  then  be  surveyed 
and  divided  into  smaller  lots,  which  could  be  rented  to  citizens 
of  the  Salem  Congregation.  Nothing  definite  was  decided  and 
Br.  Schulz  was  asked  to  talk  once  more  to  Dr.  Schumann  to  find 
out  whether  he  really  meant  what  he  said. 

The  Elders'  Conference  makes  the  suggestion  that  it  may  be 
advisable  not  to  permit  any  single  brother  to  own  a  house  or  a 
shop.  This  was  the  rule  in  former  years.  But  on  account  of  the 
discontinuing  of  the  Brothers'  House,  it  was  necessary  to  give 
up  this  rule  and  it  would  not  be  difficult  to  reintroduce  it.  The 
Elders'  Conference  advises  that  each  brother  that  wishes  to 
carry  on  a  trade  for  himself  be  required  to  sign  the  Congrega- 
tional Orders  first. 

Oct.  22.  Dr.  Schumann  was  asked  once  more  and  stated  that 
he  is  determined  to  return  the  plantation  to  the  Diacony  but  he 
would  like  to  rent  the  house,  the  free  place  in  front  of  the  house, 
the  tract  of  land  between  the  creek  and  the  millbrook  and  a  field 
of  about  5  acres  behind  the  house  where  he  has  planted  mostly 
fruit  trees.  The  opinion  of  the  Collegium  is  that  this  plantation 
should  be  cut  up  into  small  tracts  and  rented  to  various  citizens. 
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It  did  not  want  to  precipitate  matters  and  decided  to  inspect  the 
plantation  before  dividing  it. 

In  the  course  of  next  week  the  land  assured  to  the  cotton  fac- 
tory is  to  be  surveyed  in  the  presence  of  a  few  brethren. 

Sr.  Margaret  Waterson  wishes  to  get  a  room  in  the  old  Bro- 
thers' House  for  her  relative  Agnes  Morrow.  The  application 
had  to  be  rejected  since  there  are  no  rooms  at  present  in  the 
Brothers'  House,  and  especially  not  for  persons  who  do  not  yet 
belong  to  our  congregation. 

Br.  Gottfried  Oehmann  from  Bethania  would  like  to  move  to 
Salem  with  his  family.  Collegium  holds  the  opinion  that  he 
would  be  better  off  to  stay  in  Bethania  since  he  does  not  have 
any  prospect  here  in  Salem  for  making  a  living.  We  had  to  de- 
cline his  request. 

Last  week  a  show  was  given  in  one  of  the  shops.  This  can 
easily  start  a  disorder  all  over  the  community,  so  it  would  be 
desirable  to  stop  these  things.  All  shows,  exhibitions,  etc.  with 
the  exception  of  those  that  are  really  valuable  shall  not  be  al- 
lowed in  our  community. 

Nov.  5.  The  land  to  be  granted  to  the  factory  has  been  sur- 
veyed and  amounts  to  about  77  acres  for  which  the  manufactur- 
ing company  is  going  to  pay  the  annual  nominal  rent  of  $1.00 
to  the  Diacony.  The  Diacony  does  not  forego  the  right  to  use 
the  timber  on  this  land.  The  manufacturing  company  will  have 
to  pay  the  usual  sum  if  any  timber  should  be  cut  for  its  use. 

The  question  was  raised  as  to  whether  it  would  not  be  suit- 
able to  hire  a  salaried  organist  who  would  be  obliged  to  play 
the  organ  at  all  meetings  of  the  congregation.  The  Collegium 
would  rather  wait  until  the  new  third  teacher  takes  over  Br. 
Clauder's  place  in  the  Boys'  School.  Since  he  will  have  to  teach 
music  too  the  Elders'  Conference  is  asked  to  see  to  it  that  the 
new  teacher  has  these  qualifications. 

Various  complaints  about  the  local  tavern  were  raised.  The 
Collegium  agreed  that  we  could  prevent  many  of  those  com- 
pliants,  if  we  furnished  the  tavern  on  the  outside  and  inside 
with  a  more  pleasant  aspect  and  made  some  arrangements  for 
more  comfort  of  the  guests.  It  was  agreed  to  inspect  the  build- 
ings soon  and  to  make  plans  for  improving  and  beautifying  our 
tavern. 

Nov.  19.  The  President  Br.  Th.  Schulz  gave  all  young  bre- 
thren admitted  last  year  into  the  Single  Brothers'  Choir  a  heart-

felt  address  and  then  they  in  return  gave  their  pledge  to  observe 
the  Congregational  Orders.  They  were  August  Ruede,  George 
Blum,  Robert  Wagemann,  Alexander  Ackermann,  Edmund 
Schulz  and  Lewis  Rights. 

The  Single  Sisters  newly  admitted  to  their  choir  were :  Louisa 
Emilie  Belo,  Lucinda  Paulina  Blum,  Carolina  B.  Burkhardt, 
Maria  Theresia  Petersen,  Sarah  Louisa  Blum,  Susanna  Elis. 
Rights,  Julia  Sus.  Blum  and  Melinda  Carolina  Sensemann. 

Br.  Em.  Schober  has  bought  the  corner  house  near  the  store. 
He  wishes  the  iron  stove  in  the  house  to  be  included  in  the  pur- 
chase price.  The  Collegium  holds  the  opinion  that  the  old  rule 
has  to  be  valid  here  that  loose  household  goods  do  not  belong 
to  the  house  and  cannot  be  included  in  the  purchase  price.  If 
Br.  Schober  wishes  to  own  the  stove,  he  will  have  to  pay  sep- 
arately for  it. 

Dec.  3.  Br.  Will.  Oppelt  from  Bethlehem  is  applying  for  per- 
mission for  one  of  his  apprentices  by  the  name  of  Charles  Rauch 
who  is  learning  chairmaking  to  operate  his  trade  here.  We  do 
not  have  this  trade  represented  here  and  it  is  uncertain  whether 
Peter  Fetter  who  went  north  several  years  ago  to  perfect  him- 
self in  that  trade  is  going  to  come  back  to  Salem,  so  the  Col- 
legium was  willing  to  grant  the  permission  requested.  The 
Elders'  Conference  will  inquire  into  the  character  of  the  young 
man. 

Br.  Joshua  Boner  is  going  to  rent  the  large  rear  room  in  the 
second  story  of  the  former  Brothers'  House  where  he  will  dis- 
play pianos  for  sale. 

Dec.  17.  Br.  Jac.  Siewers  and  Nath.  Vogler  have  estimated 
Thomas  Boner's  improvements  at  the  value  of  $400  with  the 
recommendation  that  in  order  to  avoid  further  trouble  we  should 
give  him  $450.  The  Elders'  Conference  agreed  to  this  and  this 
price  was  paid  to  Thomas  Boner. 

Br.  Edward  Reich  is  going  to  rent  Boner's  shop  and  carry  on 
his  trade. 

Br.  Henry  Winkler  would  like  to  establish  himself  as  a  citizen 
in  his  business.  The  Collegium  realizes  that  the  moral  conduct 
of  this  brother  is  not  as  it  should  be,  which  renders  permission 
more  difficult.  Knowing,  however,  that  in  case  he  does  receive  a 
negative  reply  he  will  leave  Salem  and  run  right  into  moral  ruin, 
it  appears  necessary  to  grant  his  request.  Before  he  is  given 
permission  two  brethren  of  his  circle  of  friends  are  going  to 
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talk  plainly  with  him,  Br.  Chr.  and  Br.  Jac.  Blum,  who  were 
asked  to  do  this. 

The  widowed  brother  David  Clewell  plans  to  marry  the  Single 
Sister  Dorothea  Schulz  soon.  On  account  of  his  economic  plight 
Br.  Clewell  had  the  idea  of  concluding  a  marriage  contract  with 
his  future  wife  in  order  that  her  property  may  stay  in  the 
family.  She  does  not  seen  willing  to  do  this.  The  question  arose 
as  to  whether  the  Collegium  could  advise  her  to  do  so  and  this 
was  answered  by  Yes. 

Dec.  31.  Br.  Chr.  Blum  reports  that  he  has  talked  to  H. 
Winkler  who  promises  to  improve  his  conduct.  The  Collegium 
hopes  for  the  best  and  cannot  do  otherwise  than  grant  Br.  Wink- 
ler permission  to  establish  himself.  He  is  to  be  advised  to  fire 
Jac.  Christmann  who  influences  his  character  for  the  worse. 

Congregation  Council  Minutes,  1838. 
[Extracts  translated.} 

April  26.  The  question  was  raised  as  to  whether  the  Council 
has  any  objection  to  permission  being  given  to  neighbors  to 
bury  their  dead  in  the  Salem  graveyard.  So  far  the  Elders'  Con- 
ference and  the  Aufseher  Collegium  have  considered  and  decided 
each  individual  case.  Recently  the  decision  was  left  to  the  Aufs. 
Coll.  entirely  with  the  condition  that  it  is  quite  clear  that  chil- 
dren in  the  boarding  school,  workers  from  the  cotton  mill  and 
strangers  staying  in  the  Salem  Tavern  can  be  buried  in  the 
Salem  graveyard.  Two  dollars  are  to  be  paid  for  any  burial  in 
the  graveyard,  a  regular  tombstone  is  to  be  bought  and  the 
funeral  is  to  be  held  by  a  Salem  minister. 

This  matter  was  discussed  in  detail  and  finally  the  following 
suggestion  was  made:  (1)  The  Conference  is  to  be  asked  to  take 
the  necessary  precautions  as  in  the  past  and  to  give,  if  possible, 
a  negative  answer  to  the  applicants.  The  majority  of  the  Council 
agreed  to  this  suggestion.  (2)  Only  a  few  brethren  were  in  favor 
of  starting  a  new  separate  row  for  strangers,  buried  in  the 
graveyard,  if  this  row  is  filled  up.  The  Council  therefore  de- 
cided that  in  the  future  the  strangers  are  to  be  buried  in  the 
same  row  with  members  of  the  Salem  community.  (3)  The 
majority  agree  to  demand  $5  instead  of  $2  from  strangers.  (4) 
All  agreed  that  the  tombstone  for  strangers  are  to  be  of  the 
regular  size  and  with  simple  writing  only. 

The  Council  was  asked  whether  any  alteration  or  restriction 
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is  to  be  made  with  regard  to  the  regulations  concerning  the  ad- 
mission of  strangers  to  our  congregation  and  lovefeasts.  The 
principle  was  agreed  upon  that  our  lovefeasts  are  a  private  af- 
fair for  the  congregation  and  it  was  agreed  that  except  for  the 
children  from  the  Boarding  School  no  other  strangers  are  to  be 
admitted  to  these  services.  All  brethren  agreed  unanimously. 

Complaints  were  reported  about  the  hogs  rambling  through 
the  community,  about  the  nightly  noise  of  too  many  dogs,  the 
bulls  and  cows  in  the  streets  and  the  great  number  of  doves 
causing  damage  in  gardens.  We  wish  that  all  this  which  harms 
the  love  and  harmony  in  the  community  could  be  removed. 

Aug.  2.  (Housefathers*  meeting).  Br.  Van  Vleck  reported  that 
a  few  suggestions  are  to  be  presented  to  the  brethren  in  the 
name  of  the  Elders'  Conference  with  regard  to  the  Salem  Boys' 
School. 

Last  spring  Br.  John  R.  Smith  was  called  to  serve  again  the 
Cherokee  Mission  after  he  had  been  active  for  some  time  as 
assistant  in  the  Salem  Boys'  School.  Br.  Henry  Clauder  who  is 
in  charge  of  the  small  Hope  Congregation  was  found  willing  to 
teach  for  some  time  on  four  days  per  week.  The  question  there- 
fore arose  as  to  whether  it  is  not  possible  with  the  present  num- 
ber of  pupils  to  have  a  third  teacher  in  the  school.  This  third 
teacher  should  be  regularly  engaged  in  this  work  and  his  salary 
would  have  to  be  taken  care  of  which  was  not  the  case  with  Br. 
Clauder,  who  had  actually  another  job. 

In  order  to  take  this  matter  up  the  Elders'  Conf.  and  Aufs. 
Collegium  have  formed  a  school  committee  who  are  to  make 
their  report  to  the  said  conferences.  The  result  of  this  joint  con- 
sideration is  herewith  announced  to  the  meeting  of  housefathers 
and  masters  and  left  to  further  consideration: 

1.  The  number  of  pupils  in  our  Boys'  School  has  increased  to 
some  40  boys  who  are  of  very  different  background  with  regard 
to  age  and  knowledge.  It  is  therefore  not  very  well  possible  to 
divide  them  into  merely  two  classes  without  neglecting  the  high- 
er branches  of  learning.  It  was  therefore  generally  recognized 
that  the  employment  of  a  third  instructor  is  absolutely  neces- 
sary. 

2.  With  regard  to  the  salary  of  such  a  teacher  it  must  be 
observed  that  during  the  past  the  Diacony  had  to  contribute  an- 
nually approximately  $200  to  the  school,  although  only  2  salaries 
of  $170  each  had  to  be  paid.  This  amount  contributed  by  the 
Diacony  should  be  reduced  rather  than  raised.  The  following 
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suggestions  were  accepted  as  reasonable  and  are  herewith  pre- 
sented to  the  housefathers'  conference:  (1)  The  school  fees  for 
our  local  boys  which  so  far  amounted  to  $7.80  could  perhaps  be 
raised  to  $8  per  year.  (2)  Parents  whose  sons  are  instructed  in 
extra  courses,  like  languages,  music  and  drawing  could  pay  an 
additional  amount,  namely  $15.00  for  each  extra  course  per 
year.  In  this  case  it  must  be  observed  that  the  sons  of  brethren 
from  other  congregations  pay  $16.00  per  year  and  $3  to  $5 
for  each  extra  branch  of  learning,  i.e.,  at  least  twice  as  much 
as  our  own  children.  The  main  source  for  the  financing  of  a 
third  instructor's  salary  would  be  the  school  fees  of  the  boys 
of  strangers.  So  far  they  had  to  pay  $20  annually  and  in  the 
future  that  is  to  be  $30  annually  for  regular  instruction  and 
in  addition  they  are  to  pay  $3  to  $5  annually  for  each  extra 
course  the  children  take.  This  has  been  very  favorable  already 
during  the  past  fiscal  year. 

On  the  one  hand  this  way  of  financing  the  new  teacher's  salary 
seems  rather  desirable,  on  the  other  hand  we  see  the  difficulty 
that  arises  from  having  a  great  number  of  strange  boys  in  our 
school,  who  are  entrusted  to  us  by  their  parents  and  who  for 
lack  of  good  supervision  are  left  to  themselves  most  of  the  time 
outside  the  school  hours.  This  means  that  we  do  not  fulfill  our 
duty  with  regard  to  these  boys  and  run  the  risk  of  harming  the 
development  of  our  own  children. 

The  suggestion  was  made  that  an  arrangement  be  made  in 
Salem,  such  as  has  existed  formerly  with  success  and  in  which 
our  older  school  boys  could  also  share,  who  likewise  need  better 
supervision  outside  of  school  hours.  The  students  of  this  day 
school  would  sleep  and  board  in  private  houses  but  would  come 
together  after  school  hours  in  the  school  to  engage  in  various 
activities  with  their  teachers,  as  making  excursions  etc.  This 
suggestion  is  herewith  presented  to  the  housefathers'  meeting. 

All  brethren  unanimously  favored  the  idea  of  employing  a 
third  teacher  in  the  Salem  Boys'  School. 

With  regard  to  the  point  two  of  the  pro  memoria  it  was  ex- 
plained that  the  following  subjects  belong  to  the  ordinary 
branches  of  learning:  reading  and  writing  in  English  and  Ger- 
man, arithmetic,  mathematics,  geography,  history,  astronomy 
etc.  The  extra  branches  of  learning  comprise:  drawing,  music, 
languages,  etc.  The  brethren  unanimously  agreed  that  the  school 
fees  should  be  raised  from  $7.80  to  $8.00  per  year. 

The  majority  also  agreed  to  the  effect  that  in  the  future  par- 
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ents  whose  children  take  extra  courses  pay  annually  $15.00  in 
addition  for  each  extra  course. 

Although  there  are  many  objections  to  the  admission  of 
strange  children  to  our  local  school,  and  we  would  prefer  to 
reject  such  applications,  we  hope  to  meet  all  these  objections 
with  the  establishment  of  a  day  school  where  they  will  be  under 
supervision  of  their  teacher  from  7  to  11  in  the  morning  and 
from  1  to  4  in  the  afternoon,  then  until  supper  and  after  supper 
until  eight  in  the  evening.  The  teachers  could  either  take  walks 
with  them  or  supervise  them  in  the  yard  of  the  schoolhouse. 
Also  on  Saturdays  the  children  are  to  come  to  school  for  this 
purpose  and  our  own  local  children  over  10  years  old  could  join 
them.  There  are  at  present  8  strange  boys  in  the  school  who  can- 
not be  dismissed.  No  children  of  strangers  are  to  be  admitted 
over  10  years  old. 

The  brethren  agreed  unanimously  with  the  idea  of  making  a 
start  with  the  experiment  of  a  day  school. 

Minutes  of  the  Elders'  Conference  in  Salem,  1838. 

[Extracts  translated.] 

Feb.  7.  J.  F.  Gorke  has  now  been  taken  to  the  J.  R.  Schmidt's. 
He  is  to  receive  his  dinner  and  supper  from  the  Single  Sister's 
kitchen  which  is  to  receive  a  moderate  reimbursement.  His  case 
was  reported  to  the  Unity's  Elders'  Conference  and  in  reply 
U.E.C.6  stated  that  he  was  to  receive  an  annuity  of  $24.00  from 
the  Unity's  Mission  Diacony  in  view  of  his  father's  mission 
service. 

March  28.  An  English  translation  of  the  Congregational 
Orders  is  necessary  and  has  been  prepared  by  Br.  Henry  Van 
Vleck.  The  Provincial  Helpers'  Conference  in  Pennsylvania  will 
be  consulted  as  to  how  many  copies  could  be  used  there  before 
the  English  edition  is  printed. 

May  22.  Br.  John  Chitty  asks  for  the  building  lot  just  above 
Br.  Micke's  and  an  extra  lot  for  his  butchering  business.  The 
Aufseher  Collegium  will  investigate  whether  the  Br.  has  the 
necessary  means. 

Br.  Fr.  Fries  announces  that  he  wishes  to  marry  the  Single 
Sister  Lisette  M.  Vogler.  No  objections. 

June  13.  Regarding  J.  F.  Gorke,  Unity's  Elders'  Conference 
will  be  written  as  to  whether  he  could  be  accommodated  in  an- 


6  The  Unity  Elders*  Conference,  the  equivalent  of  the  Unitas  Altester  Conferenz,  the 
world-wide  governing  body  in  spiritual  matters. 
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other  German  Congregation.  In  case  he  remains  here  the  society 
which  has  been  formed  for  his  support  will  be  asked  whether 
they  would  be  willing  to  undertake  the  building  of  a  small  house 
for  him  since  his  accommodation  in  a  family  is  connected  with 
great  difficulty. 

June  27.  The  accounts  of  the  Single  Sisters'  Diacony  for  the 
past  fiscal  year  show  a  surplus  of  $964.16V2-  The  tavern  has  a 
surplus  of  $321.35.  The  redleather  tannery  has  a  deficit  of  $86.- 
90%  which,  however,  is  due  to  the  writing  off  of  doubtful  debts ; 
otherwise  there  would  be  a  surplus. 

Aug.  1.  Naaman  Reich  and  Wm.  Leinbach  have  petitioned  the 
Aufseher  Collegium  to  be  permitted  to  carry  on  their  shoemak- 
ing  trade  in  town.  Since  there  is  a  lack  of  shoemakers,  the  re- 
quest is  granted  as  their  reputation  is  good. 

Due  to  the  uncommon  and  unavoidable  press  of  students  into 
the  Girls'  Boarding  School  two  rooms  in  the  former  Single  Bro- 
thers' House  which  formed  a  dormitory  will  be  assigned  to  the 
Girls'  Boarding  School  until  Dec.  1. 

Sept.  26.  The  Congregational  Diacony  accounts  for  the  past 
fiscal  year  show  a  surplus  of  $4157.39.  Of  this  $3000,  the  sale 
prices  of  store  #1,  will  be  added  to  the  house  insurance  fund. 

The  Citizens'  Treasury  shows  a  deficit  of  $43.07  and  there  is 
an  outstanding  debt  of  $189.44.  The  surplus  in  the  waterworks 
is  $53.25. 

Oct.  24.  Unity's  Elders'  Conference  has  consented  to  have 
crippled  Br.  J.  F.  Gorke  return  to  Germany. 

Oct.  31.  The  proposal  made  in  the  Preparatory  Conference 
of  the  last  synod  for  an  abridged  edition  of  the  hymnbook  (Eng- 
lish) to  be  printed  here  in  pocket-size  was  again  agitated.  It  is 
desired  that  a  funeral  and  baptismal  liturgy  be  included. 

Dec.  12.  Wm.  Leinbach  is  permitted  to  marry  Single  Sister 
Sarah  Hauser  and  to  settle  as  a  citizen  here. 

Dec.  20.  Br.  Dav.  Clewell's  petition  to  marry  the  Single  Sister 
D.  Schulz  is  granted  on  condition  that  a  marriage  contract  be 
drawn  up  safeguarding  the  property  of  his  future  wife. 

Single  Sister  Lisetta  Schulz  who  has  served  many  years  faith- 
fully in  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  now  wishes  to  be  relieved 
of  her  service. 
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Dec.  26.  The  former  plantation  of  Dr.  Schumann  has  been 
surveyed  and  the  citizens  of  the  town  can  now  apply  for  parts 
of  it. 

P.H.C.7  Minutes  for  1838. 

{Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  30.  A  communication  from  our  Br.  Miles  Vogler  of  the 
8th  of  this  month  from  Brainerd  announces  that  he  has  again 
started  the  school  this  year  and  is  continuing  his  visits  among 
the  Cherokee  brethren.  The  company  that  started  out  in  Decem- 
ber toward  Arkansas  in  which  our  Cherokee  brethren  were  to 
be  found,  got  just  16  miles  further  and  then  decided  to  spend 
the  winter  in  the  Cherokee  nation  where  they  to  their  mutual 
joy  were  visited  by  Br.  Vogler.  Br.  Schulz  will  in  his  answer  lay 
on  the  heart  of  this  brother  the  frequent  visiting  of  these  emi- 
grants and  the  rest  of  the  Cherokee  brethren  which  is  so  very 
welcome  and  comforting  to  them  in  their  present  situation  and 
he  will  also  recommend  to  him  that  he  keep  us  well-informed 
by  more  frequent  written  reports. 

Feb.  12.  To  our  pleasure  we  learned  at  the  same  time  from 
Br.  Benade's  letter  of  the  happy  arrival  of  Br.  Jesse  Vogler  with 
a  part  of  the  emigrating  Delaware  Indian  brethren  at  the  Kan- 
sas River,  the  place  assigned  to  them,  toward  the  end  of  Novem- 
ber of  this  year. 

March  1.  At  12:30  p.m.  we  discussed  with  the  Brn.  H.  A. 
Schulz  and  H.  G.  Clauder  the  concerns  of  the  congregation  in 
Hope.  The  first  named  brother  on  account  of  the  sickness  of  his 
wife  had  not  been  able  to  be  present  last  Saturday.  Br.  Van 
Vleck  made  a  report  of  his  arrangement  there,  how  he  in  ac- 
cordance with  No.  1  of  the  minutes  of  Feb.  23  had  first  talked 
with  the  committee  there  about  the  future  service  of  this  con- 
gregation by  Br.  and  Sr.  Clauder  and  then  in  the  sermon  had 
presented  them  to  the  congregation  as  their  pastor  and  wife. 
Hereupon  followed  a  discussion  with  the  brethren  about  the 
support  of  the  pastor  and  his  future  dwelling.  They  promised  as 
the  first  contribution  to  bring  in  in  the  same  way  as  in  previous 
years  produce  and  money.  Three  places  were  proposed  for  a 
dwelling  place. 

March  21.  The  heads  of  households  and  older  members  of  the 
congregation  at  Hope  after  consideration  as  a  congregation 

T  Provincial  Heifer  Conferenz:  Provincial  Ministers'  Conference. 
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came  to  the  conclusion:  to  take  down  the  little  old  addition  to 
the  Saal  and  in  its  stead  to  erect  a  new  addition  of  two  small 
rooms  and  a  large  one  of  24  by  30  feet  as  high  as  the  Saal  and 
to  attach  it  to  the  same. 

Since  up  to  now  nothing  has  been  decided  in  Congress  about 
the  treaty  made  with  the  Cherokee  nation  and  further  informa- 
tion has  come  neither  from  Br.  M.  Vogler  nor  from  their  dele- 
gates in  Washington  and  the  23rd  of  May,  fixed  as  the  day  of 
their  departure  for  the  West,  is  now  approaching,  we  discussed 
the  extremely  difficult  and  precarious  circumstances  of  our  mis- 
sion there  as  well  as  Br.  Miles  Vogler's  own  situation  and  the 
dark  outlook  of  that  on  account  of  the  setting  out  for  Arkansas, 
where  Mr.  Worcester  with  other  missionaries  of  the  American 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  settled  some  years  ago  and  how  they 
promised  our  missionaries  a  friendly  reception  and  are  willing 
not  only  to  help  them  with  future  settlement  but  can  also  point 
out  to  them  a  comfortable  place  for  settlement.  For  this  reason 
and  several  other  causes  we  considered  it  as  advantageous  that 
Br.  Vogler  should  come  here  for  a  short  visit,  if  possible  in  the 
week  before  Easter  or  the  week  after  so  that  we  might  have  a 
thorough  discussion  with  him  about  all  these  matters  and  he 
could  also  be  definitely  ordained.  By  then  we  shall  supposedly 
have  received  greater  clarity  about  the  fate  of  this  nation  so 
that  Br.  Vogler  can  still  adjust  to  the  ultimatum  in  the  Cherokee 
land.  His  trip  would  be  made  most  quickly  and  cheaply  on  horse- 
back. In  case  of  a  reconnaissance  journey  being  considered 
necessary  (to  Arkansas)  or  the  renewal  of  this  mission  there 
an  experienced  older  brother  would  indeed  be  extremely  wel- 
come to  us,  and  may  the  Lord  in  his  grace  let  us  find  such  a  one ! 
There  occurred  to  us  in  this  connection  Br.  and  Sr.  Simon  now 
settled  in  Hebron,  Pa.  and  Br.  and  Sr.  Hartman  who  might  be 
called  from  Pennsylvania.  The  former  might  perhaps  continue 
this  mission  work  in  the  West  with  Br.  Vogler  or  Br.  and  Sr. 
Schmidt  from  here  might  be  released  from  the  service  of  the 
negro  congregation  so  that  they  might  be  authorized  to  be  used 
in  mission  work  again.  Br.  Van  Vleck  will  try  to  get  informa- 
tion about  Br.  and  Sr.  Simon  and  Br.  Schulz  will  do  the  neces- 
sary writing  to  Br.  M.  Vogler. 

April  19.  Our  brother  M.  Vogler  after  receiving  the  written 
direction  of  the  P.H.C.  here  had  begun  his  visitation  trip  here 
and  arrived  on  the  14th  of  this  month  at  the  home  of  his  father 
and  on  the  16th  here  with  us.  He  had  been  urged  strongly  on 
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his  last  visit  to  the  Cherokee  emigrants  wintering  in  their  neigh- 
borhood to  go  with  them  to  Arkansas  where  they  were  going  at 
the  end  of  March;  and  if  he  had  had  the  authorization  or  if  it 
had  been  allowed  him  to  choose,  he  would  have  acceded  to  their 
wish.  Although  we  are  very  regretful  to  have  to  see  a  part  of 
our  little  Cherokee  congregation  go  on  without  a  pastor,  yet  it 
is  very  clear  that  it  would  not  have  been  wise  if  one  of  our  mis- 
sionaries had  gone  with  them,  because  we  would  then  have  been 
suspected  by  the  greatest  part  of  the  Cherokee  nation  of  agree- 
ing with  the  unjust  treaty  party  which  has  caused  the  nation  so 
much  trouble  and  with  which  they  completely  disagreed  as  they 
neither  would  nor  could  recognize  this  treaty. 

Our  few  Cherokee  brethren  who  had  stayed  behind  were  sad 
that  they,  as  they  believed,  had  been  abandoned  by  Br.  Vogler 
also  but  were  happy  to  learn  of  the  cause  of  his  journey  to 
Salem  and  of  his  early  return  that  was  to  follow.  At  Br.  Vogler's 
departure  they  were  in  complete  confidence  that  the  United 
States  government  would  give  a  hearing  to  their  just  requests 
and  the  efforts  of  their  chiefs  and  other  delegates  in  Washington 
would  have  a  desired  outcome.  Br.  Vogler  had  moreover  taken 
over  the  schools  in  Brainerd  up  to  the  time  of  his  leaving  and 
also  the  visiting  and  the  meetings. 

Since  according  to  the  actions  of  Congress  up  to  this  time  no 
hope  at  all  remains  for  the  poor  Cherokees  but  rather  every- 
thing points  to  the  fact  that  the  day  appointed  in  that  treaty 
for  the  complete  move  of  the  whole  nation  on  May  23  is  settled 
by  the  government  and  they  will  be  compelled  to  the  move  by 
force,  thus  we  wish  and  implore  the  Lord  that  He  may  guide  us 
in  our  difficult  deliberations  by  His  wisdom  so  that  the  important 
mission  work  among  the  Cherokees  may  not  be  hindered  by  us 
but  rather  it  may  be  increased  even  if  now  the  future  is  hidden 
and  faithful  workers  are  scarcely  able  to  be  found  for  the  con- 
tinuation of  the  work.  There  remained  for  us  in  our  reflection 
and  conviction  "How  mightily  the  grace  of  God  and  His  spirit 
has  glorified  mission  work,  continued  to  be  sure  expensively  and 
in  human  weakness  under  unnumbered  difficulties."  Nothing  re- 
mains except  the  thought :  not  to  give  up  this  work,  to  continue 
to  be  courageous  and  to  comfort  and  stay  with  this  oppressed 
people  completely  trusting  in  the  mighty  help  of  God.  It  was 
heartening  that  our  old  friend  Butrick  with  whom  Br.  M.  Vogler 
had  learned  much  for  his  work  and  heart,  thinks  likewise  and  is 
expected  to  go  with  the  Cherokees  wherever  they  go. 
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We  then  discussed  in  a  provisional  way  the  eventual  strong 
service  to  this  mission.  Because  there  was  no  expectation  of  be- 
ing able  to  send  a  more  experienced  brother  with  Br.  M.  Vogler 
it  should  be  for  Br.  J.  R.  Schmidt  who  is  loved  and  respected 
with  the  Cherokee  nation  to  remain  with  his  declaration :  that  if 
no  one  was  found  to  go  with  the  Indians  to  Arkansas,  he  would 
do  it.  Such  being  the  case  we  believed  it  best  to  give  Br.  Miles 
Vogler  the  duty  as  a  real  future  missionary  among  the  Chero- 
kees;  since  he  shows  a  faithful  spirit  and  heartfelt  love  for  the 
Indians,  and  in  order  to  put  him  completely  into  active  service, 
he  was  to  be  ordained  as  a  deacon  in  the  Brethrens  church.  In 
case  of  his  going  to  the  West  it  was  held  advisable  to  send  along 
the  20-year-old  single  Br.  Herman  Ruede  from  here  who  has 
been  receiving  some  training  for  teaching  with  Br.  Hy.  Schulz 
in  Friedberg  and  because  he  has  the  heart  and  spirit  can  be 
ready  for  mission  service. 

These  two  brothers  would  be  able  then  to  be  ready  to  follow 
the  Cherokees  on  their  eventual  departure  and  afterward  to 
make  an  effort  to  set  up  a  congregation  in  Arkansas  at  a  new 
mission  station. 

April  2Jf.  Br.  J.  R.  Schmidt  today  brought  his  answer  to  the 
request  made  to  him  (to  go  with  Miles  Vogler  and  Herman 
Ruede  to  the  Cherokees)  as  he  after  thorough  consideration  in 
his  heart  was  ready  and  willing  for  temporary  service  to  go  with 
the  two  brothers  to  his  dear  Cherokees  and  this  with  the  com- 
plete agreement  of  his  dear  wife  whom  he  commends  to  our  con- 
tinuing care  and  support. 

[Miles  Vogler  was  told  of  Br.  Schmidt's  decision  and  that  he 
would  be  sent  back  to  the  Cherokees  and  would  first  be  ordained. 
He  was  greatly  pleased  as  he  felt  the  Cherokees  would  rejoice 
since  they  would  feel  they  were  not  being  deserted  as  they  had 
thought.] 

There  was  a  preliminary  discussion  as  to  the  manner  of  their 
journey  as  to  what  would  be  the  easiest  and  best,  probably  in  a 
two-horse  Cherokee  wagon,  in  which  all  three  brothers  could 
travel  together.  If  Br.  Schmidt  was  detained,  he  could  come  di- 
rectly to  the  Cherokee  land  by  post  with  Br.  Geo.  Hicks. 

On  Friday  the  4th  of  May  the  P.H.C.  will  discuss  with  the 
three  brothers  details  of  the  continuation  of  this  mission.  We 
would  like  to  have  by  then  more  light  on  the  transactions  of 
the  Cherokee  delegates  in  Washington. 
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May  1.  A  letter  recently  received  from  Mr.  John  Ross  from 
Washington  announces  that  they  have  had  to  give  up  all  hope 
of  the  annulling  of  the  notorious  treaty  and  if  their  negotiations 
now  going  on  with  the  federal  government  about  the  matter  of 
their  move  should  bring  no  change  or  relenting  of  former  condi- 
tions, that  there  would  be  nothing  left  except  that  they  would 
have  to  yield.  This  caused  some  consideration  with  us  as  to 
whether  to  send  all  three  brothers  at  once  or  first  only  Br. 
Vogler  alone  and  let  the  other  two  Brr.  follow  later,  and  we 
decided  to  talk  with  the  Brrn.  Schmidt  and  Vogler  about  it. 

[May  -4.  (Directions  for  the  missionaries.) 

They  will  first  try  to  arrange  for  a  temporary  stay  first  in 
Brainerd  with  our  friend  Butrick  to  whom  they  are  commended 
for  loving  reception  by  Br.  Van  Vleck  and  from  here  the  Brr. 
Schmidt  and  Vogler  will  seek  our  scattered  Cherokee  brethren 
and  friends  and  will  try  to  be  of  comfort  and  encouragement  to 
them  and  Br.  Ruede  will  look  after  the  school.  As  soon  as  pos- 
sible the  holy  communion  will  be  administered  to  the  communi- 
cants that  have  remained. 

Br.  J.  R.  Schmidt  will  act  as  chairman  in  the  missionary  con- 
ference at  which  a  detailed  record  of  their  transactions  is  to  be 
kept  by  Br.  Herman  Ruede.  The  daily  events  will  be  kept  in  a 
diary  and  the  church  books,  catalogs  and  records  of  the  school 
children  are  to  be  continued  regularly  by  the  usual  entries. 

The  old  principles — not  to  take  part  in  the  least  in  the  politi- 
cal affairs  of  the  nation — were  laid  on  their  hearts  anew  very 
strongly  and  also  to  follow  our  earlier  plans  to  stay  with  these 
oppressed  people  wherever  they  stay  and  to  follow  wherever 
they  go  or  have  to  go.  From  our  hearts  we  wish  and  implore  for 
them  the  keeping  of  true,  pure  and  humble  brotherly  love  and 
the  everlasting  enjoyment  of  the  peace  of  God  for  which  the 
daily  home  devotions  morning  and  night  are  imperative.  Fur- 
ther we  recommended  a  frequent  and  continuous  and  detailed 
correspondence  with  us  and  that  the  two  younger  brothers  might 
give  all  possible  effort  to  the  learning  of  the  language.] 

Dec.  2Jf.  After  the  reading  of  today's  text  we  limited  our- 
selves in  our  deliberations  for  lack  of  time  to  discussion  of  the 
contents  of  a  letter  that  had  come  yesterday  from  Br.  J.  R. 
Schmidt  from  Arkansas.  Already  on  the  9th  of  this  month  we 
had  learned  through  Br.  H.  Riide's  letter  of  the  30th  of  October 
and  a  few  letters  received  by  private  individuals  how  our  three 
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dear  brothers  after  a  journey  of  six  weeks  by  land  through 
Nashville,  then  the  western  part  of  Kentucky  and  along  the 
Ohio  River  into  Illinois  and  across  the  Mississippi  into  Missouri 
had  finally  arrived  safely  on  Saturday,  October  27,  in  the  Chero- 
kee land  in  the  western  part  of  the  State  of  Arkansas  and  also 
of  the  cordial  and  pleasant  reception  among  the  Cherokee  bre- 
thren and  friends  as  well  as  with  the  missionary  Parkhill  who 
at  once  offered  them  his  house  for  their  stay.  We  learned  the 
same  now  in  more  detail  from  Br.  Schmidt's  letter  and  rejoiced 
with  them  that  the  Cherokee  brethren  belonging  already  to  our 
church  authorized  because  of  their  behaviour  and  attitude  by  the 
American  General  Arbuckle  who  was  in  command  in  Fort  Gib- 
son had  already  begun  a  settlement  for  themselves,  called  the 
Moravian  Settlement.  Our  brothers  have  since  then  made  visits 
to  them  with  mutual  pleasure  on  each  side.  They  had  already 
held  a  few  meetings  for  them.  At  one  such  on  November  5  in 
or  near  Nic.  Lander's  tent  Br.  Schmidt  shared  with  the  assem- 
bled brethren  the  report  from  the  P.H.C.  in  Salem  and  discussed 
with  them  in  general  their  intended  settlement. 

Since  the  terrain  of  the  land  chosen  in  the  beginning  by  them 
on  14  Mile  Creek  between  the  Illinois  and  Grand  River  had  not 
pleased  them,  they  had  moved  to  the  Forks  of  the  Illinois  where 
they  had  now  settled  and  expressed  their  firm  decision  to  farm 
this  12  to  15  mile  wide  strip  of  land  and  mentioned  for  our 
brothers  a  definite  improvement  of  10  acres  of  cleared  land,  on 
which  some  acres  of  wheat  have  been  sown  and  some  cabins 
built  and  which  seems  to  have  a  healthful  location  with  two 
springs  of  good  water.  This  is  to  be  the  missionary  establish- 
ment which  will  be  right  in  their  midst.  Afterward  then  our 
brothers  through  our  brother  Alex.  Sanders  bought  this  for 
$550.  The  8  Cherokee  familes  settling  here  have  chosen  places 
for  the  rest  of  the  Cherokees  who  are  expected  and  for  Br.  Geo. 
Hicks. 

Minutes  of  L.A.C.,  1838. 
{Extracts  translated.] 

May  3.  After  the  reading  of  the  daily  texts  by  the  Praeses 
(Chairman)  and  the  singing  of  "Ye  messengers  of  joy"  a  fer- 
vent prayer  was  offered  in  which  both  those  coming  into  our 
midst  and  those  members  leaving  us  were  commended  urgently 
to  the  blessing  and  protection  of  our  Saviour. 

With  the  best  of  wishes  our  dear  Br.  and  Sr.  Bechler  were 
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welcomed  into  our  circle.  They  had  arrived  the  previous  Satur- 
day, April  28,  safely  in  Salem  and  the  following  Sunday  were 
introduced  to  the  congregation  in  Bethania  by  Br.  Schulz  as 
their  future  workers.  Sr.  Emma  Bechler  was  received  on  Tues- 
day as  an  acoluth  after  a  sermon  in  English  and  yesterday  even- 
ing her  husband  was  ordained  as  deacon  of  the  Brethren's 
Church  by  Br.  Van  Vleck.  They  expect  to  go  to  Bethania  tomor- 
row where  Br.  Bechler  is  to  preach  his  first  sermon  next  Sunday 
and  they  will  have  a  welcoming  lovefeast  service  with  the  con- 
gregation. 

Our  dear  Br.  Saml.  Thos.  Pfohl  will  temporarily  supply  the 
vacant  place  with  the  colored  church  and  take  charge  in  gen- 
eral of  the  little  colored  congregation  for  which  in  the  future 
the  usual  meetings  every  two  weeks  will  be  conducted  by  him 
and  the  other  brethren  here. 

Br.  Bahnson  said  farewell  on  April  15  to  the  congregation  in 
Bethabara  and  on  Sunday  the  22nd  to  those  in  Bethania  where 
he  preached  his  last  public  sermon  and  attended  a  special  love- 
feast  there  which  was  held  by  Br.  Jacobson. 

Br.  Hy.  Schulz  after  repeated  requests  preached  on  Easter 
Monday  at  Good  Hope  on  the  16th  and  on  the  29th  in  the  Luth- 
eran and  Reformed  Church  at  Souers  where  many  listeners  were 
present.  Since  they  have  at  present  no  preacher  of  their  own 
they  begged  Br.  Schulz  to  serve  them  more  often  with  the 
preaching  of  the  gospel.  The  Conference  is  glad  to  leave  to  him 
the  matter  of  acceding  to  their  request  according  to  his  con- 
venience. 

The  Conference  at  the  request  and  with  the  approval  of  the 
committee  in  Hope  gave  permission  to  the  married  Br.  Thomas 
Williams  to  join  this  congregation. 

After  a  suitable  examination  and  approval  of  the  committee  in 
Friedberg  Br.  Hy  Schulz  presented  the  request  of  the  follow- 
ing ten  persons  for  permission  to  join  the  congregation  in  Fried- 
berg:

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The  request  was  granted  by  the  Conference  and  at  the  con- 
gregational festival  they  are  to  be  received  with  the  right  hand 
of  fellowship  into  the  congregation.  Further  the  married  Br. 
John  Spach,  son  of  Jacob,  applying  for  readmission  to  the  con- 
gregation in  Friedberg  was  received  by  the  workers  and  the 
committee. 

July  5.  Br.  Van  Vleck  read  first  the  daily  texts  and  then  a 
hymn  was  sung,  then  a  prayer  and  another  hymn.  Then  mention 
was  made  of  the  next  day  being  the  memorial  day  of  the  martyr 
John  Hus  and  mutual  encouragement  was  given  for  confidence 
in  our  service.  The  Praeses  then  presented  greeting  from  the 
Cherokee  pilgrims  to  the  Conference  and  shared  various  items 
from  Br.  Smith's  last  letter  and  commended  them  in  their  pres- 
ent difficulties  to  faithful  remembrance. 

Since  the  married  Sr.  Maria  Nothing,  a  member  of  the  con- 
gregation at  Friedberg,  now  lives  near  Salem,  she  is  inclined  to 
join  the  Salem  congregation.  Her  pastor  gives  her  a  good  testi- 
monial. If  she  should  bring  this  matter  up  again  she  ought  to 
be  informed  of  the  contributions  connected  with  it. 

There  was  a  question  of  Br.  Byhan  as  to  how  such  of  the 
boys  and  girls  over  twelve  are  to  be  regarded  who  had  received 
the  usual  instructions  before  the  congregational  festival  in 
Friedland  in  February  1837  but  for  good  reasons  were  absent 
from  the  celebration  of  the  congregation  festival  and  had  not 
been  taken  into  the  congregation.  This  was  the  answer:  As 
since  the  last  synod  this  time  of  their  age  from  12  to  14  had 
been  agreed  on,  they  could  be  counted  yet  properly  in  the  chil- 
drens'  choir,  attend  the  instruction  class  before  the  congregation 
festival  again  and  then  be  received  and  then  belong  to  the  Older 
Boys  and  Girls. 

The  congregation  festival  was  solemnly  celebrated  in  Fried- 
berg in  the  presence  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Vleck  and  Br.  Clauder 
where  the  final  part  of  the  gathering  was  very  impressive  made 
so  by  the  reception  of  ten  persons  previously  listed. 

The  universally  observed  festival  of  the  ascension  of  Christ 
was  marked  after  the  sermon  by  all  together  in  the  large  audi- 
torium. In  the  afternoon  was  the  baptism  of  the  married  Sister 
Nancy  Rothrock,  m.n.  Perryman. 

In  Hope  the  congregation  was  increased  by  three  persons  in 
May:  the  married  Sr.  Sarah  Hines,  by  permission  and  by  re- 
admission  the  married  Sr.  Elisabeth  Williams  and  the  married 
Br.  Martin  Rominger. 
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After  public  catechizing  previously  administered  in  Friedberg 
the  following  20  persons  were  confirmed  in  their  baptismal 
covenant :

After  this  over  100  enjoyed  a  lovefeast  in  the  evening. 
Brother  Clauder  continues  on  demand  to  hold  evening  meet- 
ings in  some  of  the  houses  on  weekdays  and  these  were  atten- 
tively listened  to  and  on  Saturday  he  had  a  solemn  confirmation 
of  the  following  ten  persons :

Aug,  2.  The  following  items  were  brought  to  our  loving  at- 
tention, how  according  to  some  letters  from  Br.  Martin  Hauser 
from  Indiana  the  little  congregation  there  at  the  celebration  of 
their  congregation  festival  and  the  consecration  of  their  newly 
built  church  on  the  17th  and  18th  of  June  with  the  visit  of  Br. 
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A.  W.  Benade  of  Bethlm.  had  had  days  marked  by  exceptional 
blessing  and  the  last  named  Br.  had  returned  Sunday  happy  and 
well  by  way  of  Gnadenhiitten. 

According  to  some  letters  which  had  been  received  from  our 
missionaries  in  the  Cherokee  land  they  had  the  hope  of  staying 
quietly  there  until  September  and  Br.  Rude  was  in  the  process 
of  beginning  a  little  school  with  Br.  Geo.  Hicks. 

Br.  Zevely  had  recently  returned  home  from  a  visit  to  the 
mountain  area. 

A  widowed  sister  belonging  to  Hope  experienced  a  gracious 
protection  when  a  stroke  of  lightning  struck  the  hay  in  her 
stable  without  setting  fire  to  it,  when  her  own  horse  was  killed 
but  otherwise  nothing  was  harmed. 

The  question  brought  up  for  discussion  in  Bethania  as  to 
whether  unbaptized  grown  people  can  be  allowed  to  be  sponsors 
was  answered  with  No;  they  should  be  only  grown  people  who 
had  been  baptized  and  if  feasible  brothers  or  sisters  of  our  own 
congregation,  and  only  such  as  belong  to  the  congregation. 

As  fall  is  approaching  it  was  recommended  to  our  dear  pas- 
tors when  possible  to  pay  heed  to  the  appointment  of  faithful 
schoolmasters  in  the  neighboring  schools  which  the  children  of 
our  congregation  attend,  if  they  cannot  be  cared  for  by  them 
themselves  and  to  talk  occasionally  with  the  parents  about  the 
matter.  Especially  was  this  laid  on  the  heart  of  Br.  Bechler  for 
Bethabara  and  Br.  Mathl.  Byhan  living  there  was  named  as 
teacher.  Care  should  be  taken  that  there  be  rather  frequent  visits 
and  religious  instruction  held  in  the  schools  by  the  pastors  and 
it  was  greatly  to  be  desired  if  gradually  from  the  youth  of  the 
congregation  teachers  could  be  trained. 

October  3  is  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Men's  Missionary  So- 
ciety here  to  which  the  members  have  been  invited. 

Nov.  1.  Br.  Van  Vleck  reported  heartfelt  greetings  from  our 
dear  correspondent  in  the  U.A.C.8  Br.  Anders,  to  the  Conference 
and  shared  various  matters  from  the  letters  received  by  him  on 
July  18  and  August  21  to  which  greetings  from  us  were  directed 
to  be  sent  in  reply. 

In  Hope  the  congregation  with  the  presence  of  Br.  Van  Vleck 
had  a  happy  celebration  of  the  congregational  festival  on  August 
25  and  some  communicants  who  are  going  out  to  Western  Indi- 
ana after  participating  in  the  Holy  Communion  at  the  same  time 
took  a  touching  farewell. 


8  The  initials  U.A.C.  are  those  of  the  German  form  for  Unity  Elders'  Conference.  This 
was  the  highest  administrative  body  in  the  church  and  at  this  period  controlled  the  Ameri- 
can branches  as  well  as  the  German. 
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In  Bethabara  they  had  taken  as  it  seems  a  strange  school- 
master who  was  a  Christian.  Since  the  school  there  is  held  out- 
side the  community  and  thus  children  of  different  denominations 
attend  it,  there  appear  difficulties  in  respect  to  imparting  relig- 
ious instruction  to  the  children  of  the  congregation  but  these 
might  be  overcome  through  the  loving  presentation  which  it 
was  recommended  to  Br.  Bechler  to  make. 

On  September  18  Br.  Hy.  Schulz  held  a  funeral  at  Picket's 
Meeting  House  situated  five  miles  from  Friedberg.  Members  of 
five  different  religious  denominations  attended  the  sermon  with 
reverence. 

The  Single  Sr.  Johanna  Spoenhauer  belonging  at  Bethania 
asked  for  permission  to  join  Salem  Congregation  as  did  the 
Single  Sr.  Elizabeth  Stauber  and  about  the  latter's  life  and  char- 
acter Br.  Bechler  promised  to  give  information  according  to  re- 
ports gathered  by  him.  Of  the  first  it  had  already  been  given  by 
Br.  Bahnson. 

Whether  the  married  Br.  Levi  Fisher  belonging  to  the  Fried- 
berg congregation  who  had  married  a  person  belonging  to  the 
Baptist  denomination  and  who  had  not  had  his  child  now  several 
months  old  baptized  and  who  does  not  attend  the  meetings  at  all 
should  still  be  counted  in  this  congregation  remains  undecided 
until  Br.  H.  Schulz  talks  with  him  himself  or  through  the 
medium  of  his  parents  and  will  have  heard  his  view. 

Dec.  6.  On  November  2  Br.  Bechler  preached  at  the  home  of 
Br.  and  Sr.  John  Grabs  about  8  miles  from  Bethania.  The  9th 
Br.  Thomas  Pfohl  held  the  funeral  of  negro  Timothy  over  100 
years  old  whose  funeral  sermon  on  the  25th  was  held  by  Br. 
Zevely  with  many  attending. 

Sister  Delilah  Foltz  of  Friedberg  who  was  married  on  last 
Tuesday  to  Br.  Sandford  Schulz  will  now  be  numbered  in  the 
congregation  of  Salem. 

Bethania  and  Bethabara  Diary  of  1838. 

[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  1.  At  eleven  o'clock  there  was  a  German  sermon  in  Beth- 
ania and  in  the  afternoon  at  2  in  Bethabara. 

Jan.  7.  The  monthly  prayer  meeting,  English  sermon  and 
liturgy.  In  the  committee  it  was  decided  that  we  should  build  a 
new  bridge  over  the  branch  and  a  new  path  was  to  be  made  to 
God's  Acre. 
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Jan.  21.  In  the  first  meeting  Br.  Schulz  announced  to  the 
congregation  here  the  call  of  the  present  pastor  to  Bethlehem. 
At  the  usual  time  was  the  German  sermon  and  the  Singstunde. 

Jan.  27.  English  preaching  in  Pfafftown  and  afterward  the 
baptism  of  a  child  of  someone  outside  our  congregation. 

Feb.  A.  The  monthly  prayer  meeting  was  omitted  on  account 
of  the  cold  weather.  In  the  afternoon  73  took  part  in  the  love- 
feast  and  blessed  communion.  Afterward  I  visited  Br.  John 
Shore  who  is  suffering  from  congestion  of  the  lungs  or  some- 
thing similar  but  does  not  wish  to  have  a  doctor. 

Feb.  21*.  The  usual  monthly  sermon  in  Pfafftown  which  was 
well  attended.  After  it  the  baby  of  Br.  Benj.  and  Sr.  Maria 
Pfaff  was  baptized.  Her  name  was  Emma  Hortensia  and  she 
was  born  December  27,  1837. 

Feb.  27.  Several  brothers  and  sisters  continued  to  be  very 
sick  this  month. 

Three  children  of  parents  not  belonging  to  our  congregation 
were  baptized.  In  Bethabara  the  child  of  nonmembers. 

Appendix.  Feb.  16.  On  account  of  high  water  all  the  meadows 
were  flooded.  One  could  cross  Muddy  Creek  only  on  Abraham 
Losh's  bridge,  everywhere  else  a  horse  had  to  swim.  Much  in- 
jury to  meadows  and  fences. 

March  3.  Service  in  Pfafftown  where  six  brothers  and  sisters 
have  finished  their  instruction  for  confirmation. 

March  6.  Held  instruction  in  Pfafftown  and  on  my  return 
found  great  excitement  and  anxiety  because  one  chimney  had 
caught  fire  and  had  burned  over  an  hour.  However  with  the 
Lord's  help  all  danger  was  warded  off.  In  the  future  on  every 
day  appointed  for  the  purpose,  as  often  as  it  is  deemed  neces- 
sary people  shall  be  warned  by  the  ringing  of  a  bell  that  every- 
body is  to  burn  out  his  chimney.  The  above-mentioned  chimney 
would  never  have  burned  out,  if  the  writer  of  this  had  been  in 
Bethania. 

Appendix.  March  6.  Description  of  the  above:  When  I  was 
coming  back  from  instruction  toward  evening  I  was  alarmed 
while  at  some  distance  by  the  unusual  ringing  of  the  bell  and 
at  my  arrival  found  gathered  in  front  of  the  Gemeinhaus  all  the 
inhabitants  of  the  place,  both  white  and  black,  either  in  front 
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of  the  house  or  in  it.  Ladders  were  set  up  to  the  roof  and  the  fire 
engine  stood  before  the  house.  A  chimney  which  had  withstood 
every  effort  to  burn  it  out  had  suddenly  caught  fire  and  after  the 
flames  had  risen  from  it  more  than  the  height  of  a  man  it  con- 
tinued to  burn  more  than  an  hour  and  caused  not  a  little  anxiety 
especially  as  a  beam  located  close  to  it  might  give  cause  for  un- 
fortunate consequences. 

March  11.  The  baptism  of  a  child  not  belonging  to  the  con- 
gregation whose  father  seemed  to  have  been  offended  by  truths 
spoken  to  him  by  me  on  a  previous  occasion  but  whose  mother 
with  the  approval  of  the  absent  husband  had  requested  the  bap- 
tism. 

In  general  the  members  in  both  congregations  enjoyed  rather 
good  health.  The  traces  of  whooping  cough  gradually  disap- 
peared in  Bethania.  Unpleasant  feelings  were  stirred  up  by  the 
moving  of  a  dissolute  man  with  a  woman  of  no  better  character 
into  the  house  formerly  occupied  by  Br.  Mich.  Hauser.  There  is 
anxiety  that  this  may  be  a  cause  of  harm  to  our  community. 

April  Jf.  Visited  at  the  home  of  Sr.  Schaub  and  also  Ephraim 
Strub.  Borrowed  from  Sr.  Schaub  the  memoir  of  her  late  hus- 
band and  the  Memorabilia  for  1837  which  is  to  be  taken  back 
there  some  time. 

April  5.  Went  to  the  funeral  of  the  late  Br.  Pfohl  (Sen.)  who 
died  day  before  yesterday  who  had  been  for  more  than  21  years 
preacher  of  the  congregation  in  Bethania  and  attended  for  the 
last  time  the  Ministers'  Conference.  A  single  sister  who  had 
fallen  into  sin  more  than  11  years  ago  was  readmitted  to  the 
congregation  but  not  to  communion.  Her  son  has  been  counted 
a  member  of  the  congregation  for  a  long  time. 

April  7.  The  monthly  (last)  sermon  in  Pfafftown.  It  can  ac- 
cording to  preference  be  held  on  the  first  or  last  Saturday  or  on 
any  other.  Thus  far  it  has  been  alternately  in  German  or  Eng- 
lish. The  instruction  of  children  or  young  people  to  be  held  be- 
fore or  after  the  sermon  has  been  neglected  too  much  because 
of  unavoidable  reasons  and  is  most  urgently  recommended  for 
the  future. 

April  8.  Palm  Sunday.

April  lh.  Great  Sabbath,  A  general  evening  blessing.  The  new 
fence  around  God's  Acre  had  been  finished  and  gave  the  resting 
place  of  our  dear  ones  a  beautiful  appearance. 

April  20.  At  the  usual  time  was  the  litany  and  then  a  sermon 
in  which  the  present  pastor  took  leave  of  the  congregation  here 
and  commended  his  successor  to  the  love  and  respect  of  his  con- 
gregation. In  the  afternoon  there  was  a  farewell  lovefeast  over 
which  Br.  Jacobson  of  Salem  presided.  Also  the  future  pastor 
of  this  congregation  was  lovingly  presented  on  this  occasion. 
In  the  following  days  Br.  and  Sr.  Bahnson  took  leave  of  the 
brethren  and  sisters  in  Bethania  and  Bethabara. 

Appendix.  It  is  further  to  be  noted  that  the  person  mentioned 
in  the  last  report  who  had  been  received  with  disfavor  as  an 
inhabitant  of  our  community  because  of  her  reprehensible  con- 
duct died  at  the  end  of  the  month  (April) . 

May  and  June.  Monday  the  18th  we  went  to  D.  Spoenhauer's 
for  the  old  Mother  Spoenhauer  to  be  enabled  to  partake  of  com- 
munion since  she  has  not  been  able  to  come  to  Bethania  for 
years  and  has  long  longed  to  partake  of  it.  The  old  mother  was 
very  happy  over  this  visit  as  well  as  the  fact  that  her  wish  had 
been  fulfilled  of  enjoying  communion.  At  our  departure  she 
thanked  us  most  sincerely  for  this  slight  service  of  love  and 
begged  that  in  the  future  she  should  be  kept  in  remembrance 
and  it  might  be  repeated. 

Died  at  Bethabara  the  married  brother  Thos.  Butner. 

Baptized  at  Bethania  the  little  girl  Sophia  Elisabeth  Stauber. 

Baptized  at  Bethabara  the  little  son  of  Louisa  Jesophia  Hauser 
(not  belonging  to  the  congregation) . 

June  3.  Whitsuntide.  A  large  crowd  present  at  the  morning 
service,  especially  the  sermon,  among  them  a  large  number  of 
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negroes  and  negresses.  Baptism  of  the  little  daughter  of  Sam. 
and  Sarah  Stauber. 

June  5.  Returned  home  from  Salem.  Road  very  bad.  Friday 
visited  in  the  afternoon  at  Martin  Holder's.  Had  Dr.  Buttner's 
horse. 

June  6.  At  A.  Conrad's  for  coffee.  Tuned  his  pianoforte. 

June  16.  Preached  in  the  afternoon  in  PfafTtown.  Afterward 
visited  the  old  mother  Pfaff  who  a  few  days  before  had  fallen 
out  of  the  coach  and  had  hurt  herself  not  a  little. 

June  19.  Visited  in  the  evening  with  Jacob  Conrad  whose 
little  son  a  few  days  before  had  been  seriously  ill  with  dysen- 
tery. Found  him  much  better. 

June  20.  Visited  toward  evening  with  Mother  Shemel,  82 
years  old,  who  lives  quite  alone  with  20  negroes. 

July  1.  After  monthly  prayer  service  which  was  well  attended 
I  baptized  the  little  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Eugen  Lehman. 

July  5.  Ministers*  Conference.  Permission  granted  to  start  a 
school,  if  I  wanted  to  put  myself  to  the  trouble.  Toward  evening 
took  up  the  matter  of  getting  a  horse  from  Adam  Butner.  Re- 
turned Friday.  At  noon  Jim  made  his  entrance  into  his  future 
stable. 

Tuesday  went  to  Salem  to  get  a  lemon  tree. 
Wednesday  in  the  evening  the  old  widow  Shemel  died  sud- 
denly at  82. 

Thursday  rode  to  H.  ShemePs  plantation  and  then  to  Betha- 
bara  to  get  information  on  her  life.  Wrote  the  memoir  in  the 
afternoon. 

July  22.  Baptized  the  little  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Chr.  Butner 
with  the  name  of  Sam.  Jos.  and  the  little  daughter  of  Mr.  D. 
Stolz.  Fine  outlook  for  a  long  wished  for  rain.  Everyone  happy 
over  the  rain. 

Tuesday.  Still  raining. 

On  Friday  thereafter  I  rode  to  Bethabara  to  conduct  the  fu- 
neral of  the  widow  Hannah  Schemel  who  died  the  previous 
Wednesday.  There  was  a  large  crowd  many  of  whom  had  come 
seven  or  eight  miles.  She  who  had  ended  her  life  recently  was 
born  in  Heidelberg,  Pa.,  but  moved  as  a  girl  of  15  with  her  par- 
ents to  North  Carolina  where  they  settled  in  the  neighborhood  of 
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Bethania  and  joined  the  congregation  there.  After  the  death  of 
her  first  husband  Jno.  Hauser  she  had  received  permission  to 
move  to  Salem  with  her  youngest  child.  She  soon  married  for  the 
second  time,  this  time  to  the  widower  Schemel  and  moved  to  the 
place  where  she  lived  and  stayed  up  to  the  time  of  her  death. 
Her  second  husband  died  in  1813  and  since  that  time  she  has 
lived  with  her  dependents  for  whom  she  cared  faithfully  accord- 
ing to  their  own  witness.  That  she  from  her  earliest  youth  was 
attentive  to  the  One  Thing  that  was  a  Necessity  is  proved  by 
the  fact  that  among  her  papers  are  to  be  found  written  down 
a  long  series  of  the  texts  for  her  birthdays  and  the  day  of  her 

baptism.  In  spite  of  her  advanced  years  she  enjoyed  good 

health.  A  week  before  her  death  she  began  to  complain  of  an 
inflammation  of  her  eyes.  However  she  went  about  her  usual 
occupations,  even  on  the  morning  of  the  day  she  died.  On  that 
day  she  began  to  complain  of  not  feeling  well  and  toward  even- 
ing became  so  much  worse  that  before  white  help  could  come, 
her  soul  had  taken  flight  to  share  in  that  rest  for  which  it  so 
greatly  longed. 

Aug.  5.  Baptism  of  Francis  Edwin  Schemel  in  Bethabara. 

Wednesday — Paid  several  visits.  However  when  Peter  PfafF 
and  I  were  returning  a  storm  was  threatening  so  we  were  com- 
pelled to  stay  there  a  while.  This  held  on  for  so  long  that  we 
had  to  spend  the  night.  When  we  were  going  back  the  next 
morning  we  found  that  the  roads  everywhere  had  been  so 
washed-out  that  we  could  scarcely  keep  from  being  thrown  off. 
We  managed  to  get  to  Jacob  Conrad's.  But  here  the  creek  had 
been  so  swollen  by  the  heavy  rains  the  previous  evening  that 
all  the  fences  had  been  carried  off  and  the  road  washed-out  but 
the  horse  had  almost  got  through  when  it  fell — its  collar  was 
too  narrow — but  no  harm  was  done  and  after  we  got  the  horse 
out  of  the  difficulty  and  washed  with  the  help  of  Jacob  Conrad, 
I  went  on  and  got  home  all  right. 

Saturday — Visited  in  the  morning  at  Peter  and  Christian 
Pfaff's  and  gave  them  an  urgent  invitation  to  attend  the  mor- 
row's festival.  But  the  greater  the  joy  over  our  festival,  the 
more  zealous  is  the  enemy  in  sowing  seeds  among  the  wheat. 
The  Lash  scoundrels  had  taken  it  upon  themselves  to  hold  a 
Whig  celebration  at  which  in  the  evening  a  fearful  riot  broke 
out  right  in  front  of  the  pastor's  house. 

Celebration  of  the  13th  of  August  and  a  children's  festival 
with  morning  blessing,  children's  hour,  lovefeast  and  com- 
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munion  but  which  was  not  attended  by  many  of  the  brethren 
because  a  schoolmaster  who  was  about  to  be  appointed  had  just 
arrived  and  was  having  a  talk  with  the  fathers.  After  that  I 
had  a  conference  with  the  fathers  on  this  matter. 

Aug.  19.  Litany  and  sermon  in  German  but  because  there 
was  a  campmeeting  at  Doub's  and  Germanton  there  were  only 
16  listeners. 

Tuesday — I  visited  the  Widow  Shaub  who  at  the  campmeeting 
had  fallen  into  such  a  serious  faint  that  her  relatives  expected 
her  death.  I  found  her,  however,  up  but  very  sad  on  account  of 
family  quarrels  which  have  been  going  on  for  some  years.  Among 
other  things  she  asserted  that  it  was  her  birthday  today  but  she 
had  never  had  such  a  sad  one  in  her  whole  life. 

Appendix.  Aug.  18.  Today  I  had  a  conference  with  the  fath- 
ers about  the  matter  of  the  school,  as  on  that  day  a  teacher  had 
arrived  who  offered  his  services.  I  reminded  them  to  see  to  it 
that  they  appoint  a  Christian  teacher  and  they  assured  me  that 
according  to  all  his  references  which  he  brought  along  that  they 
had  reason  to  believe  that  one  could  have  full  confidence  in  him. 
I  then  promised  them  that  if  they  wished  it  I  would  give  relig- 
ious instruction,  but  they  thought  the  teacher  would  not  like 
that. 

Sept.  5.  Celebrated  Peter  Conrad's  birthday  today  in  com- 
pany with  Sal.  Stoltz  and  Peter  Pfaff.  It  is  a  pity  that  he  is  so 
deaf. 

Sept.  6.  Made  an  attempt  to  find  Jesse  and  Jos.  Conrad  but 
lost  my  way  and  rode  around  four  times.  Then  visited  Tom 
Schulz.  Everybody  gone.  Then  to  Jno.  Schulz's  and  found  Tom 
there.  Was  going  to  call  on  Henry  Schulz  but  lost  my  way  again. 

Sept.  23.  A  fine  rainstorm.  The  mill  has  been  idle  for  almost 
10  weeks  for  lack  of  water  and  therefore  has  made  it  hard  to 
get  flour  but  now  could  without  interruption  grind  all  day  long. 
Praised  be  the  Lord  who  never  forsakes  His  Own  but  gives  rain 
early  and  late  at  the  right  time. 

Sept.  28.  At  general  request  the  so-called  Latter  Day  Saint 
(Grant  by  name)  preached  in  our  church  since  the  majority  of 
the  committee  gave  approval  and  one  had  to  keep  still.  The  ser- 
mon seemed  to  find  great  approval. 
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Appendix.  Sept.  27.  On  the  occasion  of  a  visit  with  the  so- 
called  Silver  Hauser  I  took  the  opportunity  of  admonishing  him 
earnestly  about  his  drinking  and  of  reminding  him  that  he 
should  make  an  attempt  to  give  up  this  vice.  He  took  all  this  in 
a  very  friendly  manner  and  declared  I  had  done  my  duty  in 
warning  him  but  it  is  doubtful  whether  it  will  be  of  much  help 
for  as  I  went  away  he  called  after  me  that  now  he  could  again 
satisfy  his  longing. 

Oct.  8.  Started  my  school  today  with  three  proteges,  Alvin 
Butner,  Constantine  Jonson  and  Henry  Wilson. 

Oct.  15.  An  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  by  the  girl 
Letitia  Wilson. 

Oct.  17.  Herman  Butner  started  today  in  company  with  Chr. 
Hauser,  Jno.  Shor,  Br.  Jonathan  Transou  to  West  Tennessee. 
Since  I  had  promised  on  this  day  to  preach  at  S.  Spoenhauer's 
I  accompanied  them.  But  since  a  misunderstanding  about  the 
time  of  the  preaching  arose,  I  came  too  late,  while  the  people, 
15  in  number  had  scattered  already  in  the  opinion  that  I  had 
been  detained  by  other  affairs.  After  a  rest  I  rode  home  in  com- 
pany with  Edw.  Butner  and  Levin  Shaub  whom  the  Butners  had 
accompanied  to  the  Little  Yadkin  beyond  Jno.  Grab's  where  we 
visited  a  little  while.  Hereafter  we  will  only  try  to  hold  services 
now  and  then  at  S.  Spoenhauers  but  will  try  preach  in  the 
schoolhouse  near  Jno.  Grabs'.  It  was  given  me  to  understand 
plainly  that  to  preach  here  regularly  in  the  future  would  not  be 
rewarding  since  the  Methodists  frequently  held  meetings  there 
and  in  addition  there  was  no  lack  in  edifying  opportunities  in 
the  neighborhood.  That  the  following  on  a  weekday  would  in  no 
case  be  numerous  for  a  sermon.  On  the  way  back  I  called  on 
Jno.  Grabs  and  agreed  to  give  a  sermon  there  on  November  3. 
The  section  here  is  better  settled  and  the  people  seem  to  have  a 
greater  hunger  for  the  word  of  God. 

Nov.  18.  Harvest  festival.  On  account  of  the  unfavorable 
weather  the  meetings  could  be  attended  only  by  the  brethren  of 
the  community.  In  the  morning  we  sang  first  the  Te  Deum,  and 
had  a  German  sermon  on  Matt.  6:11.  The  same  at  Bethabara  in 
the  afternoon  as  well  as  the  conclusion  for  the  meetings  cele- 
brating the  completing  of  50  years  since  this  church  was  built. 

Nov.  24.  Harvest  sermon  in  Pfafftown.  Baptized  Ursula  Sus- 
anna Elisabeth  Waldraven  and  Lewis  Benton  Transou. 
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Nov.  25.  The  long  awaited  day  of  the  jubilee  at  Bethabara — 
on  account  of  which  there  were  no  meetings  in  Bethania.  Since 
the  weather  was  not  so  favorable  as  one  might  have  wished, 
many  were  kept  away  who  had  intended  to  be  present  at  this  first 
day  of  the  festival  since  it  had  been  well  announced  in  the  whole 
neighborhood,  that  some  of  the  brethren  in  Salem  would  preach. 
However  a  goodly  number  assembled  so  that  the  little  Saal  was 
crowded.  In  the  morning  Br.  Van  Vleck  opened  with  the  read- 
ing of  the  84th  Psalm  and  prayed  fervently  and  mentioned  be- 
fore the  Lord  the  unnumbered  benefits  which  He  had  bestowed 
on  this  congregation  in  the  years  now  about  to  be  numbered  as 
50  since  the  founding  of  this  church.  He  preached  in  the  German 
language  to  a  very  attentive  audience  on  Genesis  28:16  and  rec- 
ommended to  them  the  use  of  the  means  of  grace.  At  1  P.M.  was 
held  the  funeral  of  the  late  Mary  Petry  who  died  day  before 
yesterday.  Br.  Byhan  held  this.  Immediately  after  that  was  an 
English  sermon.  Br.  Clauder  gave  a  fervent  and  purposeful 
prayer  and  then  H.  Shulz  preached  on  Matt.  18:20.  At  4  was 
the  solemn  conclusion  of  the  50  years'  service  for  the  congrega- 
tion. 

Nov.  26.  Jubilee  Day.  Because  of  the  bad  weather  yesterday 
everyone  was  afraid  it  would  rain  today  but  it  had  cleared  during 
the  night  and  in  the  morning  the  sun  seemed  to  shine  even  more 
beautiful  and  friendly.  All  of  Bethabara  was  in  a  state  of  excite- 
ment and  many  guests  from  Salem  and  other  places  had  arrived. 
We  had  the  pleasure  too  of  seeing  all  the  pastors  of  Wachovia 
there  with  their  wives.  At  ten  o'clock  the  congregation  with  the 
guests  assembled  for  the  festival  morning  blessing,  conducted  by 
Br.  Schulz.  He  gave  a  short  account  of  the  beginning  and  prog- 
ress of  the  Brethrens  Unity  up  to  the  founding  of  Bethabara  and 
urgently  exhorted  the  brethren  not  to  lose  the  valuable  jewel 
of  their  forefathers  through  frivolity,  but  from  today  on  to  make 
a  firm  resolution  with  the  assistance  of  God  to  renew  the  bond 
of  love  and  grace  in  which  they  were  standing  now  and  which 
their  God  had  thus  far  kept  faithfully.  Then  he  commended  the 
entire  congregation  to  the  protection  and  care  of  the  Lord  and 
asked  Him  not  to  withdraw  His  grace.  In  the  second  meeting 
Br.  Jacobson  read  a  report  composed  for  this  purpose  by  Br. 
Van  Vleck  on  the  beginning  and  progress  of  the  congregation  to 
this  time.  Everyone  was  very  attentive  to  this.  At  2  p.  M.  all  as- 
sembled for  a  festival  lovefeast  at  which  an  ode  composed  for 
this  purpose  was  sung.  The  Saal  was  thronged.  Soon  after  this 
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there  was  gathered  the  communicants  and  others  who  were 
present  for  the  holy  communion  at  which  also  a  great  number 
of  young  people  and  some  outsiders  who  had  had  permission 
looked  on.  Before  this  Br.  Van  Vleck  confirmed  the  widowed 
Sister  Maria  Elisabeth  Butner  and  then  some  60  brothers  and 
sisters  partook  of  the  body  and  blood  of  the  Lord.  The  peace  of 
the  Lord  held  mighty  sway  and  tears  took  their  free  course. 
One  felt  the  nearness  of  the  Redeemer  in  an  exceptional  way 
and  it  was  evident  that  He  sealed  anew  the  bond  with  them. 
No  one  could  refrain  from  crying  out  'The  Lord  has  now  and 
nevermore  departed  from  his  people."  May  this  blessed  jubilee 
serve  to  awaken  new  life  in  the  congregation  so  that  even  in 
the  young  brothers  something  of  the  life  of  Christ  may  be  in- 
spired. For  thus  far  all  efforts  to  make  impressions  on  their 
hearts  that  may  bring  them  blessing  have  apparently  been  fruit- 
less. 

Nov.  30.  During  these  days  were  the  splendid  consequences 
of  pork  slaughtering  made  evident  to  us,  since  sausage  etc.  came 
to  us  in  great  abundance. 

Dec.  5.  The  widowed  sister  Elisabeth  Spoenhauer,  m.n.  Hau- 
ser,  whom  I  had  visited  daily  for  several  days  died  at  3  p.m. 
Sunday :  Baptism  of  Regina  Catherine  Reich. 

Dec.  31.  At  2  p.m.  a  lovefeast  in  Bethania  and  then  the  read- 
ing of  the  Memorabilia  at  the  conclusion  of  the  year.  At  5  p.m. 
the  same  at  Bethabara.  At  8  p.m.  a  congregational  lovefeast  and 
at  10  the  reading  of  the  Memorabilia  and  at  11:30  the  change 
of  the  year.  Because  of  the  great  cold  many  of  our  brothers  and 
sisters  could  not  come.  That  also  kept  the  crowd  of  outsiders 
away  so  that  the  evening  was  very  quiet  in  the  village. 

Bethania  Committee  Minutes  of  1838. 

[Extracts  translated."] 

Jan.  7.  A  detailed  discussion  took  place,  as  had  already  been 
held  at  great  length  in  the  last  session  about  the  contribution  of 
our  widowed  Sr.  Elisabeth  Spoenhauer  whose  son  Daniel  had 
told  the  pastor  that  some  years  ago  already  Br.  John  Transou 
in  a  conversation  with  him  had  given  him  to  understand  that  it 
appeared  to  him  probable  that  they  would  release  Mother  Spoen- 
hauer entirely  from  her  contribution  on  account  of  her  age  and 
bodily  weakness,  but  should  the  Committee  before  which  he  was 
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going  to  bring  the  matter  decide  otherwise,  he  would  let  Daniel 
Spoenhauer  know.  Since  this  has  now  been  done,  he  has  regarded 
the  matter  as  if  the  committee  had  decided  not  to  demand  any- 
thing of  his  mother.  The  committee  decided  to  demand  of  Mother 
Spoenhauer  75  cents  a  year  so  long  as  she  was  able  to  attend  the 
services  and  for  the  rest  of  the  time  half  that  sum  on  the  follow- 
ing grounds:  that  she  has  been  looked  upon  as  a  full  member 
and  has  been  visited  and  because  she  is  not  without  means  but 
her  late  husband  has  given  it  as  a  duty  to  his  son  Daniel  to  pay 
her  church  contribution.  The  pastor  is  instructed  to  put  this 
down  in  writing  and  Br.  Pfaff  will  inform  Daniel  Spoenhauer 
of  this  action. 

Feb.  7.  Br.  Jacob  Stolz  is  to  be  reminded  of  his  payment  owed 
to  the  congregation  treasury. 

May  6.  The  brothers  were  asked  to  allow  a  shop  to  be  made 
in  the  little  room  beside  the  kitchen  and  this  was  agreed  to.  Br. 
Sol.  Transou  was  appointed  to  look  after  this. 

July  6.  The  purpose  of  this  meeting  was  to  discuss  the  grave- 
yard. Since  it  was  in  very  bad  disorder,  as  the  brother,  Jno. 
Stolz,  who  had  been  chosen  for  its  care  had  made  no  agreement 
with  the  committee  and  so  had  neglected  it,  the  Brn.  H.  Butner 
and  Sol.  Transou  were  appointed  to  come  to  an  agreement  with 
him.  They  thought  they  would  pay  about  three  or  four  dollars  a 
year  for  the  work.  Also  he  should  keep  the  four  feet  around  the 
graveyard  in  order.  The  result  was  that  the  brothers  made  the 
following  arrangements  with  Br.  Stoltz:  that  he  should  mow  it 
twice  and  in  fact  if  the  mowing  of  the  grass  of  the  graveyard 
took  only  two  days  he  should  receive  three  dollars  for  the  year. 

The  pastor  was  asked  to  take  care  of  the  repair  of  the  bellows 
of  the  organ.  They  thought  Br.  Jacob  Felter  in  Bethabara  and 
Eugen  Lehman  would  be  the  most  skillful  persons  for  the  pur- 
pose. 

Nov.  18.  The  assignment  to  borrow  of  the  congregation  in 
Bethabara  a  number  of  mugs  for  the  lovefeast  for  the  jubilee 
on  the  coming  26th  with  the  firm  promise  to  deliver  them  all  as 
they  were  received  was  proposed  and  agreed  to. 

The  pastor  was  permitted  to  make  the  necessary  repairs  on 
his  dwelling,  if  such  could  be  found  and  paid  for  out  of  the 
treasury. 
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Friedberg  Committee  Minutes,  18S8. 
{Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  6.  The  married  brother  Joseph  Spach  was  spoken  to  by 
the  pastor.  Since  he  will  not  promise  in  the  future  not  to  attend 
any  shooting  match  nor  to  give  any,  and  furthermore  it  is  as- 
serted of  him  that  he  will  not  bind  himself  by  several  of  the 
articles  in  the  newly  revised  brotherly  agreement,  a  warning 
was  given  him  by  the  pastor  that  in  case  he  really  held  a  shoot- 
ing match  arranged  by  him  at  his  house,  it  would  be  regarded 
by  us  as  a  self -caused  exclusion  from  the  congregation.  It  was 
decided  today  that  the  pastor  should  make  inquiries  of  Joe  Spach 
himself  whether  he  since  that  conversation  had  really  arranged 
a  shooting  match  at  his  house  or  not  and  in  case  the  former 
had  happened  that  the  afore-mentioned  brother  had  himself  for- 
feited his  right  in  the  congregation.  The  Single  Br.  Solomon 
Spach  was  also  spoken  to  by  the  pastor.  He  denies  that  he  has 
in  anyway  ever  taken  part  in  any  shooting  match.  With  the 
married  George  Noeding  in  a  second  attempt  to  talk  with  him 
on  the  same  point,  there  was  no  luck  as  yet  on  account  of  his 
absence  from  home. 

Since  Br.  and  Sr.  Thorn.  Fisher  can  no  longer  be  responsible 
for  the  care  of  the  Saal,  Br.  and  Sr.  Dan  Spach  were  appointed 
for  the  same  with  the  usual  privileges,  namely  freedom  from 
lovefeast  assessment  as  well  as  the  communion  lovefeast. 

In  regard  to  the  repairs  agreed  on  for  the  different  gates  the 
brethren  decided  on  the  following  among  themselves:  Br.  J.  G. 
Spach  will  make  or  see  to  having  made  by  the  end  of  January 
the  west  yard  gate,  Joseph  Walk  the  east,  the  Brn.  Christ.  Hege 
and  Danl.  Spach,  sen.  the  graveyard  gate  and  Br.  George  Roth- 
rock  the  south  yard  gate.  As  soon  as  the  gates  are  ready  these 
brothers  will  have  the  kindness  with  their  companions  to  take 
care  of  the  making  and  setting  of  the  posts. 

It  was  directed  that  in  the  future  at  New  Year's  7  families, 
at  a  congregational  festival  10,  at  Christmas  and  at  Children's 
Festivals  5  should  bake  so  that  there  would  not  be  anv  lack  of 
cakes.  This  decision  should  be  entered  in  the  so-called  bake- 
book  and  at  the  same  time  how  many  pounds  of  coffee  and  sugar 
should  be  secured  from  the  lovefeast  steward  for  each  of  these 
festivals,  so  that  by  this  means  the  newly  appointed  steward 
would  now  be  able  to  buy  the  necessary  quantity  of  coffee  or 
sugar. 
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July  28.  Since  the  widowed  communicant  Br.  Paulus  Schnei- 
der has  married  a  nonmember  without  consulting  the  pastor  and 
moreover  he  is  said  to  have  been  drunk  again,  the  pastor  will 
forbid  him  to  attend  the  next  holy  communion. 

It  would  be  suitable  to  speak  with  the  Single  Br.  Martin  Roth- 
rock  with  love  and  admonition  since  he  has  sometimes  gone 
hunting  on  Sunday. 

Oct.  [?].  The  pastor  has  spoken  with  Jos.  Rominger  and  told 
him  that  after  the  committee  here  and  the  P.H.C.  had  given  him 
the  desired  permission  to  join  the  congregation  here,  several 
serious  complaints  had  come  to  the  ears  of  the  pastor  in  regard 
to  his  character.  Since  the  afore-mentioned  Br.  insists  on  his 
innocence,  the  committee  decided  that  the  pastor  might  speak 
with  the  Single  Br.  Solomon  Hege  and  find  out  from  him 
whether  J.  R.  is  said  to  nave  been  drunk  recently  in  Lexington 
or  not. 

In  regard  to  the  winter  school  to  be  held  here  the  pastor  and 
the  committee  have  no  objection  to  its  care  being  given  over  to 
the  Married  Alex.  Weesner. 

It  was  brought  up  that  each  Br.  with  his  company  should 
bring  the  customary  quantity  of  firewood  before  the  end  of  the 
year. 

One  brother  of  the  committee  mentioned  with  regret  that 
several  of  our  brethren  are  accustomed  to  enjoy  too  much  at- 
tending public  gatherings  and  enjoying  intoxicating  drinks. 

Dec.  8.  Since  unfortunately  a  violent  quarrel  has  developed 
between  the  married  Brn.  George  Spach  and  John  Swaim  and 
they  are  unwilling  to  be  reconciled,  and  the  pastor  has  tried  in 
vain  to  attain  this  purpose,  the  Brn.  Joel  Rothrock  and  Ph.  Vog- 
ler  were  commissioned  to  talk  with  both  Brn.  and  to  propose  to 
them  to  leave  the  decision  about  their  quarrel  to  two  or  three 
arbitrators  chosen  by  them  from  the  congregation. 

Friedberg  and  Hope  Diary,  1838. 

{Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  1.  The  Lord  gave  us  a  day  of  blessing  in  his  sanctuary 
at  the  beginning  of  the  New  Year.  The  brethren  and  sisters  had 
come  together  in  large  number  for  the  meetings  of  this  day.  The 
sermon  on  account  of  the  large  number  of  strangers  was  in  Eng- 
lish and  was  listened  to  with  great  attentiveness.  After  the  ser- 
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mon  the  little  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Elisabeth  Spach  with  the 
name  of  Emily  Margaret  was  baptized.  This  was  after  an  ad- 
dress in  German. 

Jan.  lb.  Today  we  were  surprised  by  the  distressing  news 
that  night  before  last  the  married  Br.  Christian  Fr.  Denke, 
former  pastor  of  Friedberg  and  Hope  had  died  suddenly  and 
his  funeral  would  be  held  tomorrow.  This  news  was  imparted 
to  the  congregation  here  after  the  sermon  today. 

Jan.  15.  We  together  with  many  brothers  and  sisters  from 
Friedberg  and  Hope  attended  the  funeral  of  Br.  Christ.  Fr. 
Denke  in  Salem. 

Jan.  21.  The  English  sermon  (on  the  parable  of  the  ten 
virgins)  was  rather  well  attended  in  spite  of  the  bad  weather. 
Afterwards  was  held  the  baptism  of  the  little  boy,  Jacob  Adol- 
phus  Spach,  not  of  the  congregation,  after  a  short  address  also 
in  English. 

Feb.  10.  I  rode  to  the  home  of  Br.  Henry  Beroth,  a  member 
at  Hope,  in  order  to  preach  on  invitation  from  there.  Although 
the  weather  was  uncommonly  cold  there  were  so  many  auditors 
on  hand  that  the  house  was  crowded  and  several  had  to  stand 
just  outside  the  door.  To  our  joy  there  were  present  several  of 
the  little  Hope  congregation  members  who  live  in  the  neighbor- 
hood. In  order  to  avoid  any  appearance  of  separation  some  of 
the  Methodist  brethren  present  were  requested  by  me  to  take 
part  in  the  conduct  of  the  divine  service  and  this  was  done  by 
Mr.  Thomas  Fry  and  Mr.  Griffin  with  the  latter  offering  a 
prayer  at  the  beginning  and  the  former  one  at  the  end  of  the 
meeting. 

Feb.  11.  After  a  German  sermon  the  little  son  of  the  married 
Br.  and  Sr.  John  and  Anna  Susanna  Fishel  born  on  December 
21  was  baptized  and  received  the  name  Levi  Francis. 

Feb.  25.  Before  the  sermon  there  was  held  a  Congregation 
Council  in  which  the  Brothers  Philip  Vogler  and  Thomas  Fisher 
were  commissioned  to  take  care  next  spring  of  the  painting  of 
the  church  building  and  everything  else  necessary. 

March  21.  The  married  sister  Elisa  R.  Wohlfarth  in  Clem- 
monstown  was  visited  by  us.  We  were  happy  over  her  resigna- 
tion to  the  ways  of  the  Lord  and  we  took  this  opportunity  to 
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speak  with  her  and  her  husband  (a  Methodist)  of  the  true  con- 
version to  God  through  Jesus  Christ. 

M<irch  25.  Although  not  feeling  well  I  attended  toward  noon 
a  sermon  in  Hopewell  which  Mr.  Schweissgut,  a  young  Lutheran 
preacher  from  Rowan,  gave  in  English  and  added  a  few  remarks 
in  German  (at  his  request). 

March  25.  In  the  general  meeting  a  little  daughter  of  the 
married  couple  Jacob  and  Susannah  Fishel  was  baptized.  (Anna 
Sophia.) 

March  26.  We  had  an  opportunity  in  a  house  where  we  were 
visiting  to  praise  to  a  slave  in  this  house  the  love  of  the  Lord 
for  sinners  and  to  urge  her  to  flee  immediately  to  God  as  re- 
vealed in  Jesus.  Deeply  moved  and  with  many  tears  she  promised 
not  to  forget  the  words  directed  to  her. 

March  28.  More  than  30  persons  came  to  decorate  our  God's 
Acre  for  Easter. 

Scarcely  a  half  mile  from  our  church  live  4  outside  families 
in  poverty  stricken  huts  and  in  poverty  apparently  their  own 
fault.  Infinitely  greater  still  is  the  pitiful  condition  of  their  im- 
mortal souls.  Most  of  them  never  enter  the  sacred  precincts  of 
God  although  our  church  bell  can  be  heard  very  well  by  them 
each  Sunday.  Neither  Testament  nor  Bible  is  to  be  seen  in  their 
huts  and  no  one  of  these  poor  heathens  can  read!  Pitying  this 
sad  situation  of  things  from  my  heart  I  talked  with  them  all  one 
at  a  time  and  urged  them  to  get  salvation  yet  today  with  fear 
and  trembling  of  their  souls.  One  woman  replied  that  she  had 
too  many  children  and  too  little  time,  but  if  she  should  go  back 
to  Davidson  again,  she  would  change  her  ways.  (This  person  is 
the  daughter  of  a  former  Lutheran  minister  in  Davidson.)  Some 
of  these  poor  people  seem  grateful  and  touched,  others  were  evi- 
dently surprised  about  the  talks  given  them  and  said  that  no 
one  had  ever  spoken  with  them  about  the  concerns  of  their 
hearts  and  others  unfortunately  seemed  to  be  happy  to  be  rid 
of  the  troublesome  visit. 

April  1.  It  was  the  intention  in  the  future  to  preach  alter- 
nately German  or  English  on  the  first  Sunday  of  the  month.  At 
2:30  p.m.  at  the  invitation  received  in  writing  from  the  super- 
visor of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  Hopewell  I  preached  a  sermon 
in  English.  The  audience  was  very  large  and  attentive.  Also 
here  we  intend  to  preach  monthly  and  alternately  English  and 
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German  according  to  the  wish  of  many  members.  On  the  way 
back  I  called  at  a  hut  which  is  occupied  by  a  family  of  no  good 
repute  and  spoke  especially  with  the  mother  who  is  given  to 
drink  of  the  One  who  is  the  Necessity.  But  she  seemed  to  be  deaf 
to  all  admonitions  and  forewarnings  of  eternal  damnation  in 
case  she  persists  in  her  present  unconverted  condition. 

April  29.  The  Single  Br.  Miles  Vogler  preached  here  in  Eng- 
lish and  I  at  the  so-called  Sauer's  Church,  Davidson,  North  Caro- 
lina in  English  and  German.  As  the  number  of  listeners  was  so 
large  that  the  church  could  scarcely  hold  half  of  them,  I  had  to 
speak  from  a  stand  in  the  forest,  first  in  German  and  then  in 
English.  The  man  who  seven  months  earlier  when  I  preached 
here  for  the  first  time  created  a  great  disturbance  during  the 
sermon  was  present  again  today,  but  in  a  more  pleasant  mood 
and  he  gave  witness  of  his  repentance  over  his  bad  behaviour 
and  declared  himself  a  sinner.  After  the  first  sermon  I  baptized 
in  the  church  the  little  daughter  of  the  married  couple  Joseph 
Berrel  and  Elisabeth,  m.n.  Eder,  with  the  name  of  Sarah  Ann. 
After  a  heartfelt  farewell  from  several  of  these  dear  people  who 
all  gave  witness  of  the  wish  of  being  served  again  as  soon  as 
possible  by  some  brother  with  the  spreading  of  the  gospel,  I 
rode  with  my  companions  to  Joseph  Berrel's  and  from  there 
home. 

May  12.  The  Congregation  Festival  was  held  in  Friedberg 
with  great  blessing.  Almost  all  members  together  with  several 
friends  of  the  congregation  from  the  Reedy  Creek  settlement 
and  from  other  sections  were  present.  Br.  Van  Vleck  held  the 
first  meeting.  After  it  there  was  an  election  of  the  brethren  to 
serve  on  the  committee  for  the  next  two  years.  The  following 
were  elected :  George  Tesh,  Daniel  Spach,  Joel  Rothrock,  Chris- 
tian Spach  as  Communion  Steward,  Christian  Hege,  Lovefeast 
Steward,  Daniel  Spach,  Jr.,  Saaldiener  Jos.  Walk,  Sr. 

In  the  second  meeting  the  lovefeast,  (in  English),  Br.  Van 
Vleck  spoke  about  several  interesting  points.  Finally  in  the 
third  meeting  there  was  the  solemn  reception  of  the  following 
adults  into  the  congregation  here:  the  married  Daniel  Fishel, 
Jr.,  the  Single  Edward  Foltz,  the  Single  Herbert  Ebert,  and  the 
married  Catharina  Spach,  m.n.  Mack. 

May  17.  We  went  into  the  Reedy  Creek  Settlement  and  visited 
the  Single  Sister  Foltz  and  also  her  neighbors,  the  Jacob  Heges, 
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since  the  latter  were  warm  friends  of  the  congregation  and  had 
often  urged  us  to  pay  a  visit  to  them. 

May  29.  Today  more  than  20  of  our  heads  of  families  and 
leading  brothers  came  together  to  build  a  new  fence  around  the 
church  building.  At  1  P.M.  the  pastor  married  the  Single  Br. 
Theophilus  Voltz  and  the  Single  Sr.  Eleanore  Elisabeth  Walk  at 
the  house  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Joseph  Walk  in  the  presence  of  a  con- 
siderable number  of  friends  and  guests.  To  our  joy  there  was  no 
use  of  spirituous  drinks  so  that  everything  went  off  in  a  very 
orderly  and  fitting  manner. 

June  2.  Two  meetings  were  in  English.  The  third  occasion, 
the  communion  lovefeast,  was  held  by  Br.  Clauder.  Several  bro- 
thers and  sisters  from  Salem,  one  brother  from  Hope,  the  mar- 
ried woman  Catharina  Hege,  m.n.  Weesner,  an  awakened  Metho- 
dist, partook  of  communion  with  us.  The  number  of  communi- 
cants was  111,  probably  the  greatest  number  that  has  ever  com- 
muned in  Friedberg. 

June  8.  The  pastor  rode  into  the  Rothrock  settlement  and 
visited  in  several  families.  He  did  not  find  any  men  at  home  but 
only  the  sisters  since  the  men  were  all  attending  the  so-called 
barn-raising  that  had  been  arranged  by  Br.  George  Nading. 

June  9.  In  the  afternoon  the  newly  elected  committee  met  for 
the  first  time  and  Br.  Daniel  Spach  Sr.  took  over  the  office  of 
cashier  for  the  next  two  years  and  Br.  Christian  Spach  the  busi- 
ness of  giving  notice  about  the  butter  tax. 

June  21.  The  couple  Br.  and  Sr.  Greenbury  Peddycoard  be- 
longing at  Hope  were  visited  on  the  occasion  of  the  marriage  of 
the  widowed  Leonard  Hyer  to  the  Single  Sister  Irene  Peddy- 
coard. The  marriage  was  performed  by  Br.  G.  H.  Clauder. 

June  22.  The  pastor  attended  the  funeral  of  Br.  John  George 
Seitz  in  Friedland. 

June  2Jf.  Today  we  were  visited  by  the  Presbyterian  preacher 
Davies  who  was  on  his  way  back  to  South  Carolina  after  at- 
tending the  General  Assembly  of  his  church  in  Philadelphia.  He 
gave  a  public  sermon  of  an  evangelical  kind.  There  was  a  bap- 
tism and  after  that  a  meeting  of  the  chief  brethren  in  which  the 
election  of  a  collector  or  steward  took  place.  He  is  to  take  over 
the  duty  of  looking  after  the  paying  of  assessments  on  the  part 
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of  the  brethren.  The  married  Br.  John  George  Spach  was  elected 
to  this  office  for  the  next  two  years. 

June  25.  This  week  the  wheat  harvest  is  being  taken  care  of 
by  most  of  the  brethren. 

July  1.  The  first  item  was  the  baptizing  of  the  little  daughter 
of  Br.  and  Sr.  George  Fishel  with  the  name  Caroline  Catharina. 
A  three  p.m.  I  preached  in  Hopewell  in  English  to  a  small  audi- 
ence. At  the  conclusion  a  prayer  meeting  was  held  in  which 
among  other  things  the  Lord  was  thanked  for  the  wheat  harvest 
here  which  had  been  so  blessed. 

July  8.  The  little  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Christ.  Spach  born  on 
May  26  was  baptized  (Emanuel  Jacob) . 

July  13.  Although  Dr.  Keehln  bled  our  neighbor  Mack  today 
and  applied  other  helpful  remedies  yet  he  hovers  between  life 
and  death. 

July  17.  Toward  sundown  I  was  called  to  the  home  of  Br.  and 
Sr.  Rippel  and  soon  after  was  present  at  the  unexpected  home 
going  of  their  smallest  son  Leander.  We  united  shortly  after  this 
painful  experience  in  a  fervent  prayer  to  the  Lord,  the  God  of 
all  comfort.  Especially  touching  was  the  circumstance  that  an 
old  negro  of  the  family  who  after  the  home  going  of  his  darling 
stepped  into  the  room  and  overcome  by  the  sight  of  the  body 
held  up  both  hands  and  with  the  words  "Bless  the  dear  child" 
bowed  his  head  to  the  earth  and  wept  aloud. 

July  29.  Today  fewer  children  and  young  people  came  to  the 
meeting  than  usual  because  several  Baptist  preachers  were 
preaching  in  the  so-called  Mullikin's  Meetinghouse. 

July  31.  I  buried  the  old  W.  Woosely,  almost  81  years  old, 
today  in  the  old  graveyard  near  Daniel  James'  home.  There  was 
a  large  attendance  at  the  funeral.  Afterward  I  preached  in  the 
woods  in  English.  The  listeners  had  to  sit  on  the  sand  or  on 
the  leaves  in  the  wood.  In  spite  of  the  great  heat  they  all  were 
unusually  orderly  and  attentive. 

Aug.  15.  We  held  the  childrens'  festival  in  a  sweet  and  blessed 
manner  although  half  of  the  children  in  several  families  of  the 
congregation  on  account  of  the  prevailing  whooping  cough  were 
not  present. 

Aug.  18.  I  held  the  funeral  of  the  widowed  Anna  Link  in  a 
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graveyard  near  the  so-called  Picket's  Meeting  House  and  after- 
ward preached  in  the  open  to  a  large  and  attentive  audience. 
The  young  Mr.  Crooks,  preacher  of  the  Reformed  Congregation 
in  this  region,  opened  the  meeting  with  a  prayer  and  the  sing- 
ing of  a  hymn.  There  were  present  members  of  5  different  relig- 
ious denominations  as  auditors:  namely,  Methodist,  Baptists, 
Lutherans,  Reformed  and  Brethren.  We  prayed  wholeheartedly: 
Unite  all  the  children  of  God  in  one  spirit. 

Aug.  22.  The  dry  spell  lasting  more  than  5  weeks  has  almost 
ruined  the  Welschcorn  and  especially  so  baked  the  earth  that 
the  farmers  cannot  plow  and  the  mills  can  grind  only  a  little 
flour  (some  of  them  none) . 

• 

Aug.  30.  The  pastor  performed  the  marriage  ceremony  of  the 
Single  Michael  Zink  and  the  Single  Sister  Christine  Tesh  in  the 
home  of  the  married  Br.  and  Sr.  George  Tesh. 

Sept.  7.  Several  brothers  were  busy  today  working  to  com- 
plete the  back  porch  by  which  the  whole  building  is  improved 
in  appearance  and  usefulness.  The  faithfulness  of  some  of  the 
brothers  who  have  worked  four  or  five  times  without  pay  this 
summer  on  the  fence  or  the  porch  is  worthy  of  notice. 

Sept.  9.  Only  a  few  listeners  were  present  partly  on  account 
of  the  campmeeting  of  the  Methodists  held  at  this  time  in  Clem- 
monstown  and  partly  because  sermons  were  being  given  in  two 
other  meeting  houses  in  the  neighborhood. 

Sept.  10.  We  went  to  the  house  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Gladfelter  who 
are  soon  to  move  to  Illinois  but  did  not  find  them  at  home. 

Sept.  16.  I  rode  to  Leonard  Hyer's  and  performed  there  the 
marriage  ceremony  for  the  Single  Peter  Frey  who  was  visiting 
here  from  Indiana  and  the  Single  Nancy  Hyer. 

Sept.  23.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  sermon  which  was  in  Ger- 
man the  little  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Daniel  and  Anna  Spach,  m.n. 
Fishel,  was  baptized  with  the  name  of  James  Adam. 

Oct.  7.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  Sunday  School,  as  is  fre- 
quently done,  several  of  Bechler's  anthems  were  practiced  by 
our  pupils. 

Oct.  15.  The  Welschcorn  is  now  being  gathered  by  the  farmers 
and  it  seems  better  than  had  been  expected.  The  weather  is 
somewhat  cool  but  uncommonly  lovely  and  it  inspires  the  feel- 
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ing  heart  to  bring  a  thank  offering  to  the  kindly  Creator  who 
in  the  realm  of  nature  as  in  that  of  grace  has  made  everything 
so  wonderfully  beautiful. 

Oct.  18.  I  rode  to  Br.  and  Sr.  George  Tesh's  and  performed 
the  marriage  ceremony  of  the  Single  Br.  Nathanael  Mack  and 
the  Single  Sr.  Maria  C.  Tesh.  Although  several  guests  were 
present  to  our  joy  everything  went  off  in  a  sensible  and  Chris- 
tian manner. 

Oct.  19.  The  youngest  born  little  son  of  the  married  neighbor 
Solomon  Zimmerman  and  Clementina,  m.n.  Fisher,  was  baptized 
in  the  house  of  the  married  Barnabas  Kimmel  after  an  address 
in  the  English  language.  He  received  the  name  George  Romulus. 

Nov.  5.  I  rode  to  Opossum  Town  about  9  miles  from  the 
Friedberg  Church  and  at  2:30  p.m.  held  the  funeral  of  the 
widowed  Magdalena  Long  who  was  a  member  of  the  Dutch 
Reformed  Church. 

Nov.  11.  In  the  second  meeting  after  a  talk  on  the  importance 
of  baptism  three  infants  were  baptized:  1.  The  little  daughter 
of  the  couple  Jefferson  and  Lauretta  Fisher,  Martha  Louisa.  2. 
The  little  son  of  the  couple  Daniel  and  Elisa  Fishel,  Simon  Sand- 
ford.  3.  The  little  son  of  the  couple  John  and  Elisabeth  Hames, 
Harrison  Lewis. 

Nov.  16.  The  pastor  held  religious  instruction  for  the  school- 
children in  the  schoolhouse  not  far  from  the  church  but  only  9 
or  10  attended.  The  day  school  is  under  the  care  of  Mr.  He. 
Weesner  this  winter. 

Nov.  26.  Today  there  were  no  meetings  in  Friedberg  since  the 
pastor  on  this  and  the  following  day  attended  the  jubilee  in 
Bethabara  and  also  preached  there  in  the  afternoon. 

Dec.  2  (Advent).  Today  we  had  the  joy  of  seeing  the  brethren 
from  all  the  country  roundabout  in  large  numbers  assembled  in 
the  house  of  the  Lord  for  the  hearing  of  the  harvest  sermon 
which  was  given  in  English  and  German  on  Ps.  116 :  12,  13. 

Dec.  U.  At  2  p.m.  the  pastor  performed  the  marriage  cere- 
mony for  the  Single  Br.  Sandford  B.  Shulz  of  Salem  and  the 
Single  Sr.  Delilah  Foltz  of  Friedberg  at  the  home  of  Br.  and 
Sr.  Jesse  Mack  in  the  presence  of  a  large  number  of  friends 
and  relatives. 
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Dec.  12.  The  pastor  held  religious  instruction  in  Cool-Spring 
not  only  for  children  of  the  congregation  but  for  all  children 
present,  some  of  Methodist  and  some  of  Baptist  parents. 

Dec.  20.  At  the  home  of  Br.  and  Sr.  George  Tesh  the  pastor 
married  the  Single  Br.  Levi  Spach  and  the  Single  Sr.  Elisabeth 
Tesh. 

Hope  Reports  to  the  L.A.C.,  1838. 

[Extracts  translated.] 

March.  The  meetings  which  at  the  request  of  some  of  the 
brothers  and  sisters  belonging  to  the  congregation  at  Hope  take 
place  in  their  homes  of  an  evening  during  the  week  from  time 
to  time,  have  been  attended  thus  far  diligently  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  they  have  not  been  without  blessing.  Also  one  has 
not  noticed  that  on  account  of  this  the  attendance  at  the  Sunday 
meetings  in  Hope  have  been  neglected  by  these  people.  Rather 
the  most  diligent  and  regular  attendants  at  services  are  to  be 
found  in  Hope  in  the  section  where  the  greater  part  of  these 
week  evening  meetings  are  being  held. 

March  11.  I  visited  at  11  plantations  whose  owners  mostly 
belong  to  the  Hope  congregation.  With  most  sincere  gratitude 
and  deep  sense  of  modesty  I  found  everywhere  great  joy  over 
the  fact  that  the  almost  deserted  Hope  was  to  be  built  up  again 
anew. 

April  15.  There  was  held  the  public  reception  into  our  con- 
gregational fellowship  of  a  man  by  the  name  of  Thomas  Wil- 
liams who  had  previously  been  examined  before  some  of  the 
brethren  of  the  committee. 

May  12.  At  her  request  a  person  was  visited  who  already  for 
almost  seven  years  has  stood  the  test  of  faith  and  patience.  From 
her  sensible  statements  it  was  to  be  seen  that  her  faith  and 
hope,  well-grounded,  stands  with  her  Lord  and  Saviour  and  she 
was  looking  joyfully  with  the  eye  of  faith  to  that  place  where 
for  her  after  the  long-endured  period  of  suffering  an  immortal 
crown  will  be  her  portion.  At  her  request  a  chapter  from  the 
Holy  Scripture  was  read  and  a  prayer  offered.  For  this  devo- 
tional service  her  nurse,  a  negress,  with  her  children  was  called 
in. 

July  25.  In  the  afternoon  at  four  a  meeting  was  held  at  the 
home  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Lobach  which  was  well  attended.  Since  sev- 
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eral  of  those  present  are  members  of  the  Methodist  denomina- 
tion an  exhorter  who  was  there  was  asked  to  close  the  meeting 
which  was  done  in  a  moderate  and  different  manner  with  a 
short  talk  and  a  prayer. 

Oct.  When  we  assembled  for  the  first  time  after  the  departure 
of  those  emigrants,  a  peculiar  feeling  of  homesickness  seemed 
to  prevail  for  the  home  which  is  kept  for  us  over  there  where 
faithful  followers  of  the  Lord  will  be  found  again  forever. 

Dec.  2.  We  brought  to  the  Lord  our  sincere  thanks  for  the 
manifold  benefits  which  he  has  continually  shown  us  and  gave 
thanks  for  the  harvest  in  a  sermon  which  was  according  to  the 
guidance  of  Psa.  107 :  8,  9. 

Minutes  of  Meeting  of  Heads  of  Households  in  Friedland,  1838. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  1.  Since  there  had  been  for  a  considerable  time  a  move- 
ment on  foot  to  procure  an  iron  stove  for  the  schoolroom — see 
minutes  of  January  29,  1837 — as  soon  as  the  treasury  was  in 
condition  to  cover  the  cost,  and  as  soon  as  there  was  an  oppor- 
tunity to  get  the  same,  it  was  decided  in  the  above-mentioned 
committee  that  since  already  eleven  dollars,  which  were  then 
in  the  treasury  were  allotted  for  that  purpose,  namely  the  pur- 
chase of  a  stove,  they  had  hope  that  the  brethren  as  soon  as 
there  was  an  opportunity  to  get  a  stove  would  be  able  to  make 
up  the  lacking  sum  through  a  subscription.  Thus  today  there 
was  read  to  the  fathers  and  mothers  of  the  households  a  letter 
from  Br.  Sam.  Thorn.  Pfohl  in  Salem  in  which  he  states:  that 
at  present  there  is  an  iron  stove  on  hand  in  Salem  which  is  suit- 
able for  us  and  that  the  price  for  the  same  is  20  dollars  and 
92  cents  and  since  the  house  treasury  cannot  pay  in  present  cir- 
cumstances a  subscription  list  was  sent  around  to  collect  the 
missing  sum  and  the  result  was  that  today  and  in  following 
days  the  sum  of  15  dollars  and  30  cents  was  subscribed.  The 
duty  was  assigned  to  Br.  Seitz  to  inspect  the  stove,  to  order  the 
pipe  and  take  care  of  anything  concerning  the  matter. 

Friedland  Committee  Meetings  of  1838. 

[Extracts  translated.] 

March  It  was  announced  that  a  week  ago  last  Friday  our 
neighbor  Alford  Swaim  buried  a  stillborn  child  in  our  grave- 
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yard.  A  discussion  was  held  as  to  the  manner  of  procedure  in 
such  cases  in  the  future,  since  it  would  appear  that  our  neigh- 
bors who  do  not  belong  to  us  take  it  for  granted  that  if  a  corpse 
is  to  be  buried  without  further  ado  they  come  and  want  to  bury 
in  our  graveyard.  The  matter  is  therefore  on  a  suitable  occasion 
to  be  considered  by  all  the  heads  of  households  about  Easter. 
Meantime  it  is  to  be  plainly  told  to  those  who  want  to  bury  their 
dead  in  our  graveyard,  what  and  how  much  they  have  to  pay  and 
what  their  obligation  is,  namely:  They  must  pay  two  dollars 
and  take  care  of  getting  a  gravestone  for  the  dead. 

Br.  John  Claus  was  willing  to  remind  Mr.  James  Payne  that 
he  should  pay  for  two  graves  in  our  graveyard  and  also  Br. 
John  Gibbins  will  remind  Mr.  John  Weir  of  his  indebtedness 
to  pay  for  a  grave. 

It  was  approved  and  decided  that  the  rules  as  to  what  is  ex- 
pected of  an  outsider  who  buried  dead  friends  in  our  graveyard 
be  written  down  and  in  a  general  meeting  when  strangers  are 
present  be  read  aloud,  which  perhaps  can  be  done  at  Easter. 

No  payment  will  be  asked  for  the  grave  of  the  recently  de- 
ceased Jacob  Koch  out  of  consideration  of  what  his  father  has 
done  for  the  congregation  here. 

Since  the  Single  Sr.  Carolina  Swaim  without  the  foreknowl- 
edge of  the  pastor  has  married  an  outsider,  the  present  pastor 
is  to  inquire  of  her  as  to  whether  she  intends  to  belong  to  the 
congregation  here  any  longer. 

It  was  announced  that  the  married  Sr.  Maria  Salome  Steyers 
with  her  children  has  moved  into  the  neighborhood  of  Hope  and 
consequently  has  left  our  congregation. 

May  27.  Br.  Jacob  Leibenguth  announced  that  the  cornfield 
was  ploughed  this  week  and  the  corn  should  be  hoed  this  week 
and  that  he  would  like  to  request  some  brethren  to  help  in  this. 

July  £.  The  pastor  announced  that  since  his  daughter  Rachel 
has  gone  to  the  Boarding  School  at  Salem,  he  has  found  it  neces- 
sary to  take  Sr.  Cata.  Hein  of  Bethabara  into  his  house  to  help 
Sr.  Byhan  with  her  work  in  the  house.  The  committee  raised 
no  objection. 

It  was  announced  that  the  iron  stove  in  the  schoolroom  which 
was  procured  last  winter  has  been  paid  for  to  Mr.  Jacob  Reich 
and  that  there  remains  a  little  in  the  congregational  treasury 
and  still  one  dollar  and  25  cents  is  to  be  collected  on  the  sub- 
scription list  for  the  stove.  Since  the  widowed  Sr.  Christina 
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Kerner  has  made  clear  at  the  Cross  Roads  that  she  cannot  pay 
for  the  week  to  the  pastors  here  because  she  herself  has  no 
occupation  or  household  but  depends  on  her  son,  Br.  Phillip 
Kerner,  or  on  both  her  sons  who  look  after  and  care  for  her, 
the  committee  was  inclined  at  her  request  to  dispense  with  pay- 
ment of  weekly  contribution  from  her  in  the  future. 

It;  was  mentioned  that  the  cow  and  horse  stable  near  the 
schoolhouse  is  in  urgent  need  of  a  new  roof.  The  committee 
thought  that  since  the  stable  is  very  old  and  already  rotted  it 
is  not  worth  a  new  roof  but  it  would  be  better  to  build  a  new 
somewhat  larger  or  higher  one  under  the  circumstances.  Since 
this  however  is  a  matter  which  must  be  brought  before  all  the 
householders  next  time  they  are  all  called  together  a  discussion 
will  be  held  concerning  this  repairing. 

Note :  At  the  next  meeting  of  the  householders  it  was  reported 
that  an  investigation  had  been  made  and  by  majority  vote  it 
was  then  decided  that  the  building  should  be  reroofed  and  re- 
paired and  the  work  should  be  begun  on  the  next  Thursday. 


1839 


[Martin  Van  Buren  was  still  President.  During  the  first  part 
of  the  year  there  were  hopeful  signs  but  the  recession  continued. 

The  annexation  of  Texas  was  already  looming  on  the  horizon 
as  an  important  question.  By  the  Atherton  Resolutions  a  second 
"gag"  law  was  passed  to  suppress  debates  on  slavery  in  the 
House  of  Representatives. 

On  January  8  the  State  legislature  passed  "an  act  to  divide 
the  counties  of  the  state  into  school  districts  and  for  other  pur- 
poses." 

The  first  State  convention  in  North  Carolina  of  a  political 
party  (Whigs)  was  held  in  Raleigh  on  November  12. 

In  the  world  at  large  the  opium  trade  was  forbidden  in  China ; 
Turkey  was  at  war  with  Egypt.  Britain  was  taking  possession 
of  Ghuzni  in  India. 

In  Paris  the  daguerreotype  was  invented.] 

Memorabilia  of  the  Congregation  in  Salem,  1839 

[Extracts  translated."] 

In  external  matters  it  was  again  for  us  a  year  of  peace,  health 
and  well-being.  Nothing  by  day  or  night  was  permitted  to  dis- 
turb the  quiet  and  safety  of  our  locality,  and  its  surroundings. 
With  the  exception  of  one  misfortune,  usually  not  dangerous, 
the  mumps,  with  which  several  families,  both  children  and 
adults,  were  attacked,  and  a  few  cases  of  fever,  but  none  fatal, 
there  prevailed  in  general  good  health,  although  with  the  ex- 
treme drought  in  late  summer  and  autumn  the  low  condition 
of  the  water  supplies  aroused  some  anxiety  concerning  the  op- 
posite. 

The  number  of  children  born  in  our  community  in  this  year 
was  double  that  of  the  people  taken  from  our  midst  into  eternity 
and  of  the  latter  those,  with  only  one  exception,  whose  lives  were 
completed,  the  majority  (two  thirds)  consisted  of  the  aged  and 
suffering,  while  the  Friend  of  Children  planted  only  a  few  tender 
little  flowers  in  his  heavenly  garden. 

The  previously  mentioned  drought  which  lasted  once  for  eight 
weeks  (from  the  middle  of  August  to  the  middle  of  October) 
came  too  late  to  have  very  unfavorable  effects  on  the  production 
in  garden  and  field.  On  the  contrary  we  had  cause  to  rejoice  over 
an  exceptionally  good  wheat  harvest  and  also  the  Welschcorn 
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was  abundant,  moreover  in  fruit  there  was  a  great  abundance 
so  much  so  that  one  can  scarcely  remember  so  productive  a 

year.    The  mills  in  our  region  could  scarcely  furnish  a 

sufficiency  for  the  need  of  the  inhabitants  when  the  so  richly 
harvested  wheat  could  be  ground  only  very  slowly  to  flour.  So 
much  the  more  did  we  have  reason  to  be  grateful  that  an  im- 
portant improvement  in  our  water  system  was  effected  in  this 
year  and  that  we  were  so  graciously  protected  from  fire.  In  our 
town  two  new  dwellings  were  finished  and  besides  there  were 
some  improvements  or  enlargements  (as  for  example  in  the 
hotel).  Also  the  main  street  through  the  laying  out  of  some 
new  lots  to  the  North  has  been  extended  in  that  direction.  Two 
families  of  nonmembers,  Br.  and  Sister  Theoph.  Vierling  and 
Wm.  Hauser,  have  moved  into  the  town  and  one  family,  Danl. 
Wohlfahrt,  has  moved  out  of  the  town  into  the  surrounding 
country. 

Our  church  Saal  was  improved,  whitewashed  and  painted  be- 
fore the  congregation  festival.  Meantime  the  services  were  held 
in  the  old  small  Saal.  It  too  was  whitewashed.  A  small  organ 
procured  for  the  chapel  of  the  Single  Sisters'  House  was  dedi- 
cated on  June  29  with  a  solemn  song  and  prayer  service. 

(The  two  new  houses  built  are :  Susdorff 's  and  Clewell's.  Also 
the  same  thing  was  done  to  Br.  Shober's  house  as  to  the  tavern.) 

Our  meetings  for  divine  services  were  able  to  have  their  un- 
disturbed continuance  and  we  may  hope  that  the  preaching  of 
the  word  and  the  administration  of  the  holy  sacraments  have  not 

been  without  blessing.   At  Easter  as  usual  there  was  a 

great  crowd  of  strangers  present  who  attended  the  praying  of 
the  Easter  litany  and  the  English  sermon. 

Of  strange  preachers  four  from  the  same  number  of  denomi- 
nations (namely  Lutheran,  Reformed,  Baptist,  Quaker)  have 
given  addresses  in  the  Saal  of  the  congregation  or  in  the  Girls' 
School. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  a  new  choice  for  the  Aufseher 
Collegium  took  place.  Their  meetings  began  on  January  14,  ac- 
cording to  the  usual  opening  of  the  same. 

In  the  circle  of  the  pastors  and  their  wives  there  were  several 
changes  made  in  this  year.  Br.  and  Sister  August  Heinrich 
Schulz  were  called  as  assistants  for  Br.  Van  Vleck.  Br.  and 
Sister  Gottlieb  Heinrich  Clauder  who  were  called  to  Staten 
Island  were  replaced  at  Friedberg  by  Br.  and  Sister  Samuel 
Renatus  Huebner  who  came  from  Graceham.  Br.  and  Sister 
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Johann  Renatus  Schmidt  just  returned  from  the  Cherokee  Mis- 
sion, were  appointed  to  Bethabara.  Br.  and  Sister  A.  Haman, 
just  returned  from  the  mission  in  Demerara  on  account  of  the 
health  of  the  wife  were  put  in  charge  of  Hope.  So  after  a  series 
of  years  all  the  country  congregations  had  been  supplied  with 
pastors  for  each  place. 

Our  Home  Mission  Society  had  also  at  its  semiannual  meet- 
ing the  encouragement  of  receiving  the  pleasing  reports  of  an 
awakening  that  occurred  in  the  mountain  region  visited  from 
here  for  which  we  wish  a  blessed  continuation.  We  heard  like- 
wise with  pleasure  the  extensive  activity  of  our  brothers  in  the 
state  of  Indiana  as  we  remain  in  loving  connection  with  the  con- 
gregation there  in  Hope,  which  has  mostly  gone  out  from  here, 
through  mutual  visits  and  this  is  likewise  the  case  in  connection 
with  our  Pennsylvanian  and  other  Northern  congregations  par- 
ticularly with  the  increasing  rapidity  and  comfort  of  travel  back 
and  forth. 

The  little  negro  congregation  collected  here  which  has  been 
served  by  the  Congregation  Vorsteher  here  with  the  occasional 
support  of  other  brothers  has  been  reduced  in  number  by  the 
death  of  an  aged  member  and  the  departure  of  a  married  couple 
for  Liberia.  It  consists  of  7  communicants  and  6  noncommuni- 
cants,  a  total  of  13. 

While  the  mission  work  of  the  Unity  of  the  Brethren  every- 
where which  is  spreading  in  our  eventful  days  with  a  rapidity 
surpassing  our  strength  and  means  claimed  our  sympathy  con- 
tinuously, yet  in  the  course  of  the  last  year  the  mission  among 
the  Cherokees  now  entered  into  the  far  West  remained  an  object 
of  our  particular  requests  before  our  dear  Lord.  The  Cherokee 
brethren  to  be  found  at  the  end  of  last  year  still  on  their  move 
to  the  new  area  of  their  nation  on  the  far  side  of  the  State  of 
Arkansas  have  all  arrived  happily  in  their  western  home.  The 
outlook  so  encouraging  at  first  of  a  new  flourishing  of  this  mis- 
sion has  later  to  be  sure  at  least  to  some  degree  been  darkened 
by  the  political  quarrels  between  different  parties  in  the  nation 
and  by  a  siege  of  fever  prevailing  almost  universally  by  which 
our  missionary  family  as  well  as  the  majority  of  their  Cherokee 
brethren  was  brought  low,  and  in  which  in  fact  several  of  the 
latter  died.  But  there  seemed  to  be  hope  according  to  the  latest 
news  that  those  quarrels  could  be  settled  peaceably  and  they 
seemed  to  be  recoving  gradually  from  the  repeated  attacks  of 
fever  which  had  so  hindered  our  missionaries  in  their  activity. 
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A  wide  field  for  future  mission  activity  is  opening  among  the 
many  Indian  tribes  crowded  together  in  the  West.  Might  still 
right  many  faithful  and  strong  workers  in  the  bosom  of  our 
congregation  allow  themselves  to  be  prepared  and  enlisted  for 
this  more  distant  field  as  well  as  for  the  home  field  of  our  asso- 
ciated work. 

An  examination  of  the  little  children's  school  held  on  May  3 
came  out  to  the  satisfaction  of  those  present.  27  pupils  attended 
this  school  at  the  time  into  which  in  the  course  of  the  year  14 
new  pupils  entered  and  17  on  the  other  hand  left. 

The  present  number  in  the  Boys'  School  is  41  of  whom  4  are 
nonmembers.  In  the  local  Girls'  School  there  are  enrolled  29  of 
whom  2  are  nonmembers.  The  Boarding  School  for  Girls  here 
has  had  cause  to  rejoice  throughout  the  year  in  a  distinguished 
manner  over  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  in  external  and  internal 
matters.  Regardless  of  the  generally  prevailing  lack  of  money 
the  throng  of  pupils  has  been  so  large  that  a  considerable  num- 
ber had  to  be  turned  away.  It  is  certainly  for  every  true  mem- 
ber of  the  congregation  a  matter  of  gratitude  that  we  are 
deemed  worthy  to  cherish  in  our  midst  such  a  school  plant  in 
which  through  instruction  and  training  not  only  so  many  young 
hearts  are  directed  to  all  Good  but  through  them  far  and  wide 
so  wholesome  an  effect  can  be  made  on  coming  generations. 
That  with  such  a  large  number  the  health  of  teachers  and 
pupils  has  been  maintained  in  such  a  degree,  that  also  not  one 
case  of  serious  illness  has  occurred,  that  we  have  been  protected 
the  whole  year  through  from  all  disaster  and  harm,  that  the 
Lord  has  always  been  able  to  make  hearts  willing  to  be  trained 
for  the  service  so  difficult  for  faithful  souls  but  also  so  fine  and 
indescribably  important  for  the  youth,  that  we  have  lacked 
nothing  good  deserves  at  the  end  of  the  year  a  joyous  considera- 
tion at  the  feet  of  our  Lord  and  Master. 

At  the  examination  held  usually  at  the  end  of  May  were 
shown  the  beautiful  fruits  of  the  efforts  of  the  teachers  and  the 
industry  of  the  pupils  and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  on 
many  hearts  there  has  remained  a  lasting  impression  of  the 
spiritual  blessing  enjoyed  here. 

Four  of  the  teachers  of  this  year  have  left.  The  sisters :  Anna 
Rahel  Byhan,  Dorothea  Sophia  Ruede,  Louise  Cynthia  Hagen, 
Elisabeth  Christ.  Besides  others  of  the  sisters  have  taken  a  part 
in  the  instruction:  Anna  Leinbach  (little  girls'  school) ;  Board- 
ing School:  Henrietta  Reich,  Melinda  Senseman,  Susan  Rights, 
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Lucinda  Blum,  Sophia  Zvilly.  In  the  course  of  the  year  93  pupils 
have  left  the  school  and  94  have  come  in. 

The  entire  number  of  boarders  at  the  end  of  the  year  is  174.

Diary  of  the  Congregation  in  Salem,  North  Carolina,  1839, 

[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  7.  At  the  monthly  prayer  meeting  Br.  Schulz  read  some- 
thing from  the  letters  of  Br.  Benade  and  J.  R.  Schmidt  and  like- 
wise from  letters  from  the  missionaries  Butrick  and  Blunt  who 
are  with  the  Cherokees  on  the  transfer  to  the  west. 

Jan.  10.  At  the  election  which  was  held  the  seven  Brr.  John 
C.  Blum,  Jacob  Frd.  Siewers,  Jacob  Blum,  Nath.  Vogler,  John 
Vogler,  Em.  Shober  and  Geo.  Foltz  received  the  majority  of 
votes  as  members  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium. 

Jan.  11.  The  widowed  Br.  Christian  Winkler  after  a  long  ill- 
ness gently  fell  asleep  at  the  age  of  72  years  and  almost  4 
months. 

Jan.  21.  A  report  was  made  by  Br.  Pfohl  about  the  activities 
of  the  British  Bible,  Mission  and  Tract  Society. 

Jan.  27.  It  was  announced  to  the  congregation  that  because 
of  the  frailty  of  Br.  Van  Vleck  for  the  relief  of  the  too  great 
burden  of  his  many  official  duties  our  Br.  Henry  Aug.  Schulz, 
retired  pastor  of  the  congregation  in  Friedberg,  had  received 
and  accepted  the  appointment  as  assistant  in  pastoral  office  and 
together  with  his  dear  wife  had  come  to  Salem  for  work  with 
the  outside  brethren  here  and  further  as  Choir  adviser  of  the 
Single  Brothers  and  Older  and  Younger  Boys  and  as  Inspector 
of  the  local  Boys'  School,  and  also,  with  the  dear  Sister  Schulz, 
a  member  of  the  Elders'  Conference. 

Jan.  28.  Br.  Pfohl  read  something  of  the  migration  of  the 
Zillerthaler  Evangelical  group  from  Tyrol  to  Silesia. 

Feb.  1.  The  blessing  of  the  Lord  and  the  congregation,  at  her 
own  request,  was  administered  to  the  married  Sister  Anna 
Rosina  Clauder  in  the  presence  of  her  family.  She  had  suffered 
with  dropsy  a  long  time  and  longed  for  her  release.

Feb.  2.  In  her  sickroom  at  her  bed,  for  Sister  Rebecca  Hart- 
man,  who  had  had  a  serious  fall  some  weeks  previously  and 
then  a  sort  of  stroke,  a  death  liturgy  was  held  and  to  the  sick 
woman  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  and  her  choir  for  her  approch- 
ing  departure  was  administered. 

Feb.  A.  At  the  monthly  prayer  meeting  Brother  Schulz  re- 
ported something  from  letters  of  Br.  Wm.  Prince  in  Jamaica 
and  from  Br.  Miles  Vogler  in  Arkansas. 

Feb.  5.    The  marriage  of  the  outsider  single  Brother 

John  Butner  to  the  Single  Sister  Charlotte  Friederica  Burk- 
hardt  of  this  place.  The  young  pair  moved  in  the  course  of  the 
week  to  his  plantation  situated  between  here  and  Hope. 

Feb.  11.  Br.  Jacobson  gave  a  report  on  the  furthering  of 
Christianity  among  the  Jews  of  Poland. 

Feb.  1U.    Today  Br.  Miles  Vogler  arrives  here  from 

the  new  mission  post  among  the  Cherokees  on  the  Barren  Fork 
of  the  Illinois  River  west  of  the  State  of  Arkansas. 

Feb.  18.  Br.  Pfohl  read  something  from  a  report  of  Br. 
Mentha  about  his  journey  in  France. 

Feb.  21.  Was  the  funeral  of  the  late  married  Sister  Anna 
Rosina  Clauder,  m.n.  Transu.  This  long  tried  sufferer  had 
reached  the  end  of  her  suffering  on  the  18th  when  she  gently 
fell  asleep  at  the  age  of  75  years  and  2  months. 

Feb.  21*.  The  congregation  partook  of  the  holy  sacrament  of 
communion.  There  were  present  the  married  couple  Joseph  and 
Maria  Nating,  m.n.  Rothrock,  who  live  near  Salem  and  at  their 
request  have  received  permission  as  outside  brethren  for  this 
congregation.  Br.  Nating  has  been  confirmed  in  the  Lutheran 
Church  and  his  wife  has  previously  belonged  to  the  congrega- 
tion at  Friedberg. 

Feb.  28.  The  marriage  of  the  single  Brother  Miles  Vogler 
present  here  from  the  Cherokee  Mission,  to  the  single  Sister 
Sophia  Dorothe  Rude  of  this  place,  for  a  number  of  years 
teacher  in  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  and  who  likewise  former- 
ly had  looked  after  the  school  in  the  Cherokee  nation.  The  single 
Br.  J.  F.  Gorke  left  on  a  trip  to  Europe. 

March  1.  The  school  children  were  addressed  in  connection 
with  their  approaching  day  of  prayer. 
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March  11.  Brother  and  Sister  Miles  Vogler  left  by  stage  for 
their  post  in  Arkansas  accompanied  by  our  good  wishes  from 
here. 

March  24-.  In  the  afternoon  was  the  confirmation  of  the  Mar- 
ried Sister  Maria  Nating,  m.n.  Rothrock,  whose  husband  Br. 
Joseph  Nating  at  the  same  time  as  a  member  of  the  congrega- 
tion here,  with  her  and  their  children,  was  commended  to  the 
Lord  in  a  fervent  prayer. 

March  25,  The  outside  couple  Br.  and  Sister  Theophilus  Vier- 
ling  with  their  two  small  children  moved  into  this  place. 

March  28,  In  the  evening  the  large  communion  congregation, 
assembled  using  again  for  the  first  time  for  several  years  the 
custom  of  the  blowing  of  a  verse  by  the  trombone  choir,  cele- 
brated the  remembrance  meal  of  the  death  of  Jesus  instituted 
for  this  evening,  at  which  the  married  couple  Jos.  and  Mar. 
Nating  were  participants  for  the  first  time.  Also  Br.  Philip 
Blum  from  Hope,  Indiana,  was  present  as  a  guest. 

March  29,  As  it  was  Good  Friday  Br.  Schulz  held  the  after 
communion  service  at  which  our  dear  Br.  Schaaf  was  present. 
He  had  suffered  greatly  from  dropsy  this  week  and  was  able  to 
take  only  a  small  part  in  the  meetings  on  that  account.  Also  the 
elderly  Br.  Eberhard  with  increasing  weakness  had  to  keep  to 
his  bed  mostly  and  partook  of  communion  in  his  room.  This  was 
also  true  of  several  others  who  were  old  and  weak. 

March  SO.  On  Great  Sabbath  Br.  Schulz  held  the  lovefeast. 
Afterward  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Tract  Society  was  held. 
At  4 :30  the  general  evening  blessing  was  held.  In  order  to  avoid 
disturbance  by  strangers,  no  sign  was  given  with  the  bell. 

March  31.  On  Easter  when,  as  usual  here,  a  great  throng  of 
people  had  come  from  the  surrounding  region  Br.  Jacobson 
prayed  the  Easter  litany  on  God's  Acre  and  then  preached  in 
the  Saal,  both  in  English  and  with  the  crowd  of  strangers  but 
without  disturbance.  The  negroes  likewise  had  a  service  in  their 
church. 

April  1.  Yesterday  Br.  John  Vogler  had  started  to  Penn- 
sylvania with  four  boys,  the  oldest  from  the  local  school,  to  take 
three  of  them,  Aug.  Boner,  Henry  Fries  and  Elias  Vogler  to 
Br.  Beck's  school  in  Litiz  and  the  fourth,  Constantin  Reutz  to 
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be  taken  to  Nazareth  to  join  on  trial  the  preparatory  class  being 
newly  organized  there  for  the  seminary. 

April  2.  In  the  evening  there  preached  in  the  English  lan- 
guage a  traveling  preacher  of  the  Lutheran  Church  from  South 
Carolina  by  the  name  of  Crim. 

April  9.  Shortly  before  midnight  there  gently  fell  asleep  as 
the  consequence  of  a  slow  consumption,  the  Married  Sister  Anna 
Catharina  Briez,  m.n.  Seiler,  in  the  53rd  year  of  her  life  on  her 
estate  situated  near  Salem.  And  there  followed  her  into  eternity 

April  10.  soon  after  noon  the  married  brother  Johann  Lud- 
wig  Eberhardt  in  his  81st  year  who  had  also  suffered  from  con- 
sumption. 

April  19.  Br.  John  Vogler  returned  from  his  trip  to  Penn- 
sylvania and  in  his  company  came  the  married  Sister  Kramer 
from  Litiz  for  a  visit  with  her  sick  son,  our  married  brother 
Charles  Kramer;  also  Dr.  Kiihln's  son  Theodore,  and  Henry  J. 
son  of  Br.  and  Sister  Van  Vleck  came  with  him  from  Nazareth. 
On  the  14th  there  had  arrived  as  a  teacher  in  the  Boys'  School 
here  the  Single  Brother  Edwin  J.  Senseman  from  Bethlehem. 
Earlier  the  Single  Sister  Hedwig  Shober  with  the  older  girl 
Sarah  Ann  Leinbach  had  gone  for  a  visit  to  Pennsylvania  and  on 
the  other  hand  the  Single  Sister  Gertrude  Shultz  had  come  back 
from  her  visit  there.  With  the  latter  came  the  Single  Sister 
Lisette  Beitel  from  Nazareth  for  a  year  for  her  first  visit. 

April  22.  The  married  Sister  Sar.  Hall  with  two  of  her  chil- 
dren started  on  a  visit  to  Pennsylvania. 

April  25.  There  assembled  a  considerable  number  of  brothers 
and  sisters,  as  well  as  youths  and  older  girls,  both  from  Salem 
and  the  surrounding  section  of  the  country,  to  form  a  Bible 
Association  for  this  region.  A  constitution  was  discussed  and 
adopted,  in  which  this  group  joined  itself  as  an  auxiliary  asso- 
ciation to  the  Bible  Society  in  New  York.  In  the  afternoon  there 
was  another  meeting  to  elect  the  officers  of  the  association  at 
which  a  collection  was  raised  which  with  later  additions  ran 
to  112  dollars.  Also  the  pupils  of  our  Boarding  School  as  well 
as  other  neighbors  took  part  in  this  work  through  contributions. 

April  29.  Brother  Edwin  Sensemann  was  installed  as  teacher 
in  the  Boys'  School  here,  from  which  service  Br.  Henry  G. 
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Clauder,  previous  pastor  of  the  little  congregation  in  Hope,  who 
for  about  a  year  had  served  as  assistant  in  the  school,  but  now 
had  received  a  call  to  Staten  Island,  had  already  departed. 

May  2.  The  officers  of  the  newly  founded  Bible  Association 
came  together  for  the  first  time  in  order  to  direct  the  course 
of  the  business. 

May  5.  At  the  choir  festival  of  the  Single  Sisters  the  two  girls 
Johanna  Sophia  Zevely  and  Miranda  Rosalie  Kuhln  were  re- 
ceived into  the  choir.  A  third,  the  older  girl  Sarah  Ann  Elvira 
Leinbach,  who  is  in  Bethlehem,  will  probably  have  been  taken 
into  the  choir  there. 

May  6.  Br.  and  Sr.  Henry  G.  Clauder,  accompanied  by  our 
best  wishes  for  their  blessing  left  as  a  consequence  of  their  call 
to  their  new  post  in  Staten  Island  with  their  four  younger  chil- 
dren while  the  two  oldest  remained  in  the  bosom  of  the  congre- 
gation here. 

May  9.  On  Ascension  Day.  Several  brothers  met  who  were 
named  for  that  purpose,  to  inquire  in  the  immediate  neighbor- 
hood of  Salem  whether  Bibles  were  lacking  and  if  so,  where,  to 
divide  this  territory  among  them. 

May  18.  Br.  Joh.  Ren.  Schmidt  who  something  more  than  a 
year  before  had  accompanied  the  two  brothers  Miles  Vogler  and 
Herman  Rude  from  here  to  Tennessee  and  then  on  to  Arkansas, 
and  had  worked  with  them  in  the  establishment  of  a  new  mis- 
sion post  there  arrived  in  good  condition  here  in  Salem  with  his 
own  people  and  brought  the  news  of  the  safe  arrival  of  Br.  and 
Sister  Miles  Vogler  on  April  17  at  his  new  post,  which  they 
now  serve  with  Br.  Herman  Rude. 

May  21.  There  preached  in  the  English  language  a  Reformed 
preacher  by  the  name  of  Crooks,  who  is  now  established  in 
Davidson  County. 

May  22.  There  moved,  in  consequence  of  a  call  received  by 
them,  our  dear  Br.  and  Sister  Henry  A.  Schulz  from  Friedberg 
here  to  Salem,  into  the  dwelling  assigned  them  near  the  church. 

May  26.  Br.  Schulz  gave  his  initial  sermon  in  German  to  a 
large  audience  with  a  concluding  address  to  the  young  people  in 
English. 

June  8.  There  was  a  meeting  of  musicians  in  which  Br.  H. 
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Schulz  was  named  as  director  for  the  music  of  the  congregation 
and  Br.  Josua  Boner  as  his  assistant.  In  the  course  of  this  week 
Brothers  Van  Vleck  and  H.  Schulz  visited  most  of  the  families 
of  outside  brothers  and  sisters  counted  in  Salem,  whose  house- 
holds are  about  twenty. 

June  9.  In  the  house  of  his  grandfather,  Br.  Jac.  Blum,  there 
died  quite  unexpectedly  the  little  son  of  the  nonmembers  Br. 
and  Sister  Nathanl.  Blum  who  had  come  here  just  for  a  visit 
and  to  attend  the  Sunday  meetings  with  their  children.  The 
child  had  been  christened  just  two  weeks  ago  with  the  name 
of  John  Jacob  and  was  just  four  weeks  old. 

Brother  Pfohl  held  a  confirmation  and  the  communion  service 
in  the  negro  church. 

June  16.  Br.  Henry  Schulz  and  Br.  Van  Vleck  went  to  a 
schoolhouse  on  Brushy  Fork  where  a  Sunday  School  had  been 
started  anew  recently  and  where  the  first  mentioned  brother 
who  has  been  elected  as  president  of  the  Stokes  County  Sunday 
School  Union  held  an  English  sermon  in  the  open  in  connection 
with  this  matter. 

The  brothers  T.  and  H.  Schulz  and  Pfohl  went  today  to  meet 
Br.  and  Sister  Saml.  Huebener  who  toward  evening  with  their 
four  youngest  children  and  a  servant  arrived  here  to  our  joy 
in  good  circumstances. 

June  29.  In  the  weekly  evening  meeting  of  the  Single  Sisters 
the  organ  procured  for  their  chapel  was  dedicated  with  a  happy 
Singstunde  and  a  prayer  for  its  use  in  the  holy  place. 

June  SO.  As  guests  in  our  midst  were  Br.  and  Sister  Bahn- 
son  from  Bethlehem  and  also  the  son  of  Br.  and  Sister  Van  Vleck 
as  well  as  their  nephew,  Br.  Lewis  F.  Kampmann,  teacher  in 
Nazareth  Hall  who  had  come  here  the  previous  week. 

July  1.  In  the  monthly  prayer  meeting  Br.  Van  Vleck  re- 
ported something  from  the  letters  of  Br.  M.  Hauser  in  Indiana 
and  H.  Rude  among  the  Cherokees.  The  rest  of  the  meetings 
were  canceled  this  week  chiefly  on  account  of  a  change  which 
was  being  made  of  the  chancel  which  had  been  placed  too  high 
in  the  church. 

July  7.  The  brothers  Jac.  and  John  Siewers  went  to  Milton 
to  work  there  for  some  time. 

July  8.  Br.  and  Sister  Bahnson  set  out  on  their  return  to 
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Bethlehem  and  in  their  company  traveled  also  the  son  and 
nephew  of  Br.  and  Sister  Van  Vleck. 

July  9.  Singstunde.  The  rest  of  the  evening  meetings  in  the 
Saal  were  omitted  this  week  on  account  of  the  painting  of  the 
chancel. 

July  11.  The  childrens'  hours  began  again  after  vacation  and 
will  be  held  at  7 : 45  in  the  morning  as  well  as  religious  instruc- 
tion in  both  schools  and  for  the  older  girls. 

July  IS.  Brother  H.  Schulz  gave  a  Sunday  School  sermon  at 
the  Cross-Roads. 

July  15.  Today  early  in  the  second  hour  there  fell  asleep  after 
the  blessing  had  been  given  her  for  her  departure,  the  widowed 
sister  Catharina  Blum,  m.n.  Claus,  at  the  age  of  83.  She  had 
been  ailing  more  than  20  years  and  blind  for  eight.  She  died 
gently  and  blessedly. 

July  20.  Br.  H.  Schulz  was  at  Cool  Spring  at  the  annual  cele- 
bration of  the  Sunday  School  there. 

July  21.  In  the  negro  church  was  the  memorial  sermon  in 
connection  with  the  old  negro  brother,  David,  who  died  in  Salem 
recently.  Br.  Joh.  R.  Schmidt  held  it  and  then  the  negro  brother 
David,  who  with  his  wife  is  on  the  point  of  going  to  Liberia, 
gave  an  address  to  his  black  brothers  and  sisters  and  friends 
in  farewell. 

July  28.  The  heat  was  very  oppressive  in  these  days.  102°F. 

Aug.  2.  The  Singstunde  was  canceled  since  after  oppressive 
heat  and  dryness  which  threatened  a  water  shortage  we  had  in 
these  days  a  much  desired  downpour  of  rain. 

Aug.  5.  In  the  monthly  prayer  meeting  Br.  Van  Vleck  re- 
ported some  of  the  newest  writing  of  Br.  Miles  Vogler  and  in 
view  of  the  unrest  showing  itself  anew  among  the  Cherokees 
in  the  West,  mentioned  our  mission  there  especially  in  prayer. 

Aug.  11.  At  the  celebration  of  the  memorial  day  of  August 
13  the  communicants  partook  of  the  holy  communion  and  at 
this  time  Br.  Chr.  Ebert  was  the  one  who  partook  with  us  for 
the  first  time.  Formerly  he  was  a  communicant  of  the  Metho- 
dists. 

Aug.  20.  Was  the  marriage  of  the  widowed  brother  John  But- 
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ner  of  Bethabara  to  the  Single  Sister  of  this  place  Elisabeth 
Spach  (Jacob's  daughter).  Then  the  newly  married  pair  went 
to  Bethabara. 

Aug.  21.  There  came  the  Bishop  Ives  of  the  Episcopal  Church 
of  this  state  on  the  way  through  here. 

Aug.  25.  Br.  H.  Schulz  began  to  read  the  memoir  of  the  late 
missionary  David  Zeisberger  (from  the  Easier  Magazine). 

Aug.  27.  Br.  H.  Schulz  in  these  days  together  with  Br.  Van 
Vleck  visited  a  young  man  who  lay  sick  in  the  hotel  and  seemed 
quite  unconscious;  likewise  previously  a  girl  at  Brother  and 
Sister  Zevely's  who  on  her  sick  bed  was  troubled  about  her  sal- 
vation. Also  the  aged  widowed  sister  Hanes  of  the  congregation 
in  Hope  who  got  sick  while  on  a  visit  here  in  Salem  and  re- 
ceived consolation  from  the  above  named  brothers. 

Aug.  31.  Br.  Van  Vleck  visited  the  sick  wife  of  Mr.  Siddall, 
overseer  in  the  Cotton  Factory  here. 

Sept.  3.  To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Single  Sisters'  House  the 
newly  revised  rules  of  the  choir  house  were  read  by  Br.  Van 
Vleck  and  observance  of  them  was  recommended. 

Sept.  8.  At  the  celebration  of  the  Married  People's  festival 
something  was  presented  from  the  printed  transactions  of  the 
synod  of  1836  which  had  just  been  received.  At  the  conclusion 
the  married  couple  Henry  and  Maria  Magd.  Stolz,  m.n.  Holder, 
living  in  this  neighborhood  who  had  for  a  considerable  time 
sought  permission  to  join  the  congregation  were  received  as 
noncommunicant  members  into  our  community  along  with  their 
three  children.  The  father  had  previously  held  with  the  Metho- 
dists; the  mother  was  confirmed  in  the  Lutheran  church.  Some 
brothers  and  sisters  (Romingers)  from  Indiana  were  here  as 
guests  today. 

Sept.  15.  Br.  Van  Vleck  preached  in  Waughtown  today. 

Sept.  2U.  At  the  annual  festival  of  our  Girls'  School,  since 
namely  on  September  24,  1824  the  first  chapel  of  the  same  was 
dedicated,  Br.  Van  Vleck  recommended  anew  to  the  congrega- 
tion this  plant  school  so  flourishing,  in  which  since  its  founding 
in  the  year  1804  already  1949  pupils  under  the  guidance  of  71 
teachers  and  5  inspectors  have  been  given  instruction.  In  this 
week  the  upper  square,  part  of  the  town  experienced  a  protec- 
tion from  the  danger  of  fire  since  in  the  night  a  fire  broke  out 
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in  a  blacksmithy  there  which  however  was  discovered  and  ex- 
tinguished in  time. 

Sept,  29.  Our  children  celebrated  the  Festival  of  Angels.  Br. 
H.  Schulz  gave  the  sermon  in  the  negro  church  in  the  place  of 
Br.  Thos.  Pfohl,  who  had  gone  to  Pennsylvania  on  a  business 
trip.  At  four  there  was  a  meeting  of  the  Sisters'  Mission  Aid 
Society  which  agreed  to  a  contribution  of  70  dollars  for  the 
building  of  a  church  at  Basseterre  on  St.  Kitts. 

Sept.  30.  As  the  church  Saal  was  to  be  whitewashed  and 
painted  and  a  beginning  of  that  had  been  made,  the  meetings 
were  now  held  in  the  little  Saal  at  7  in  the  evening.  Of  neces- 
sity the  adjacent  schoolroom  of  the  girls  was  made  use  of  too. 

The  Brothers*  Society  for  the  Furthering  of  the  Gospel  among 
the  Heathen  had  their  annual  yearly  meeting.  By  this  society 
there  was  pledged  for  the  church  building  in  St.  Kitts  some 
assistance.  It  came  to  300  dollars. 

Oct.  7.  Br.  Th.  Schulz  in  the  monthly  prayer  meeting  read 
the  latest  letters  from  our  missionaries  among  the  Cherokees 
according  to  which  they  were  all  suffering  from  fever. 

Oct.  8.  Br.  Van  Vleck  in  the  dwelling  of  Br.  and  Sister  Ja. 
Hall  performed  the  marriage  ceremony  for  the  single  brother 
John  Hall  and  the  single  Mary  E.  Stockburger,  both  of  whom 
had  lived  here  as  nonmembers  and  settled  in  the  neighborhood 
of  Salem. 

Oct.  10.  The  Single  Sister  Anna  Geiger  of  this  place  and  the 
single  brother  Salomon  [sic]  Schaub,  who  had  lived  here  a  long 
time  as  an  outsider  and  worked  at  shoemaking,  were  married 
by  Br.  H.  Schulz,  by  their  wish  in  the  little  Saal.  They  were 
moving  first  into  the  neighborhood  of  Salem  and  Sister  Schaub 
is  at  her  request  regarded  as  a  noncommunicant  member  of  the 
congregation.  In  Br.  W.  Meinung's  place  Br.  Theod.  Kuhln  has 
the  position  as  teacher  in  the  local  Boys'  School.  In  the  course 
of  the  week  Br.  and  Sister  Grunewald  arrived  from  Bethlehem 
here  for  a  visit. 

Oct.  13.  Br.  Thos.  Pfohl  came  by  stage  today  back  from  his 
trip  to  Pennsylvania. 

Oct.  18.  The  liturgy  was  canceled  today  since  after  8  weeks 
of  dryness  a  wished-f or  rain  fell.  The  need  had  become  excessive 
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since  the  mills  in  the  neighborhood  could  no  longer  deliver  the 
flour  that  was  required. 

Nov.  1.  Br.  and  Sister  Adam  Haman  appointed  to  serve  the 
little  congregation  in  Hope  arrived  with  their  three  children 
from  Bethlehem. 

Nov.  I*.  At  the  monthly  prayer  meeting  Br.  Van  Vleck  re- 
ported something  about  a  proposed  plan  for  the  training  of 
young  men  as  schoolteachers  in  the  Wachovia  congregation  and 
commended  this  effort,  especially  as  it  has  reference  to  the  Unity 
of  the  Brethren,  to  the  Lord  in  prayer. 

Nov.  8.  Br.  Van  Vleck  had  charge  of  the  monthly  sermon  set 
for  a  weekday  in  Waughtown.  The  painting  of  the  church  was 
now  finished. 

Nov.  10.  We  celebrated  Elders'  and  Congregation  festival 
ahead  of  time  when  the  Single  Brother  John  Fribell  who  had 
been  confirmed  in  the  Lutheran  church  was  received  in  the  con- 
gregation and  the  married  Br.  Henry  Stolz  who  with  his  wife 
shortly  before  had  been  received  into  the  congregation  was  con- 
firmed solemnly  in  his  baptismal  covenant. 

Nov.  11.  Since  the  little  Saal  was  now  being  whitewashed 
the  weekly  evening  services  were  held  meantime  in  the  large 
Saal. 

Nov.  18.  There  preached  in  our  church  a  Quaker,  named 
Stephen  Grellet,  born  in  France,  who  has  visited  several  of  our 
European  congregations.  He  preached  in  an  evangelical  way. 

After  a  solemn  introduction  in  the  presence  of  all  the  brethren 
of  the  Prov.  Heifers  Conferenz  and  the  Elders'  Conference  we 
began  with  5  young  men  from  the  local  congregation  a  small 
normal  school  to  train  them  as  future  schoolteachers  for  the 
same. 

Nov.  19.  We  had  now  again  rain  rather  often  as  was  the  case 
on  the  24th.  The  Saal  was  again  ready. 

Dec.  6.  Br.  and  Sister  Adam  Haman,  who  since  November  1, 
had  boarded  with  Br.  and  Sister  Geo.  Foltz,  moved  into  the  new 
minister's  house  at  Hope  which  had  meantime  been  made  ready 
for  them,  with  their  two  younger  children.  The  eldest  daughter, 
Maria,  entered  the  Girls'  Boarding  School. 

Dec.  22.  In  the  concert  hall  there  gathered  the  brethren  sup- 
porting the  poor  fund  to  hear  the  accounting  for  the  year. 
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Dec.  31.  There  was  again  a  snow  and  to  be  sure  without  that 
that  had  fallen  at  different  times  having  melted.  This  is  not 
usual  in  this  climate  so  early  in  the  winter.  Therefore  this  un- 
usual and  rare  opportunity  also  in  these  days  was  used  for  small 
sleigh  rides. 

Minutes  of  the  Congregational  Council  for  1839 
[Extracts  translated."] 

Jan.  10.  Upon  request  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium  and  the 
Elders'  Conference  greatest  prudence  was  recommended  with 
regard  to  employment  of  strange  apprentices  whose  moral  char- 
acter is  not  accurately  known  and  who  can  be  of  evil  consequence 
to  our  own  youth.  The  brethren  were  asked  to  give  notice  if  they 
employed  any  such  apprentices. 

Such  persons  as  come  to  Salem  from  the  rural  congregations 
should  bring  with  them  a  certificate  from  their  local  minister 
in  order  that  they  can  be  accepted  into  the  care  of  our  ministers 
for  the  time  being  or  during  their  sojourn  in  Salem.  The  rural 
ministers  can  then  also  be  informed  where  their  sheep  have  ar- 
rived. 

The  former  Schumann  plantation  has  been  surveyed  and  the 
citizens  who  wish  to  rent  parts  or  lots  of  this  plantation  are 
asked  to  address  the  community  Warden  within  two  weeks. 

November  15  (Special  meeting.) 

The  chairman  announced  that  this  meeting  of  the  Council  was 
called  by  five  brethren  of  the  Council  on  request  of  the  teachers 
of  the  local  Boys'  School.  The  petition  of  the  five  members  was 
read  asking  that  the  difficult  situation  of  the  instructors  in  the 
Boys'  School  be  taken  into  serious  consideration.  The  teachers 
were  present  and  had  presented  the  chairman  with  a  statement 
in  writing  containing  their  request  for  higher  salaries  with  rea- 
sons for  the  request.  After  reading  synod  resolutions  in  regard 
to  the  matter,  it  was  learned  that  this  is  actually  a  matter  to  be 
brought  before  the  householders'  conference.  The  chairman  put 
the  question  to  vote,  "Are  the  brethren  of  the  Council  in  favor 
of  taking  this  petition  into  consideration?"  The  brethren  de- 
clined to  do  so.  It  was  observed  that  since  no  single  brethren 
were  present  at  this  particular  meeting,  except  the  three  teach- 
ers, the  council  meeting  should  be  adjourned  and  instead  be  re- 
opened as  a  meeting  of  the  householders.  The  majority,  16  of 
28  brethren  were  in  favor  of  this. 
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The  householders'  conference:  It  was  observed  that  a  great 
number  of  householders  were  absent  who  should  reasonably  be 
informed  of  this  matter.  Also  the  fathers  living  outside,  who 
send  their  children  to  school  in  Salem,  should  be  asked  to  attend 
a  meeting  of  such  a  nature.  It  was  suggested  to  settle  on  a  later 
meeting  when  these  persons  could  be  present.  This  was  unani- 
mously agreed  to.  The  meeting  was  set  for  Sunday  the  24th. 

November  21*  (Householders*  Meeting), 

The  instructors  not  yet  of  age  were  present  at  the  meeting 
upon  their  request  and  with  permission  of  the  Elders'  Confer- 
ence. The  statement  previously  presented  was  read  again  with 
the  reasons  for  asking  higher  salaries.  It  was  reported  that  al- 
though the  school  fees  were  raised,  there  was  a  deficit  of  $90 
which  had  to  be  taken  over  by  the  Diacony.  Since  the  Diacony 
does  not  receive  any  rent  for  the  schoolhouse  and  also  has  to 
take  care  of  the  semiannual  repair  jobs,  it  is  impossible  that 
the  said  Diacony  be  burdened  with  a  raise  of  salaries  for  the 
teachers.  The  conferences  had  therefore  been  forced  to  decline 
the  request  of  the  young  people  and  therefore  directed  their 
petition  to  this  conference. 

The  important  subject  was  discussed  and  the  synod  resolu- 
tions dealing  with  schools  were  read.  It  was  also  asked  whether 
$14  per  month  is  too  little  for  a  teacher,  since  the  former  in- 
structors we  had  who  were  even  older  than  the  present  ones 
never  complained.  It  was  learned  that  the  former  teachers  have 
received  in  the  year  1806  $8.63  per  month,  1825  $145  annually 
and  in  1827  $166.50  annually.  From  1821  the  Diacony  was 
burdened  annually  with  approximately  $200  from  the  school 
account,  which  cannot  be  expected  any  longer  under  the  present 
circumstances.  We  also  realized  that  the  fees  paid  by  the  par- 
ents are  high  enough  and  that  it  would  be  difficult  for  those 
parents  who  send  a  few  boys  to  our  school.  We  believe  that  our 
teachers  will  be  able  to  make  both  ends  meet  with  their  present 
income  and  some  good  economy  especially  since  they  will  have 
to  accustom  themselves  to  frugality  and  good  management  as 
later  retired  brethren  to  be  sustained  by  the  Sustentation  Di- 
acony. Since  they  have  only  recently  entered  their  school  services 
their  experiences  are  yet  to  grow  and  moreover  a  teacher  usual- 
ly has  more  expenses  during  the  first  year  than  during  all  those 
which  follow.  The  meeting  agreed  unanimously  to  ask  the  teach- 
ers therefore  to  try  one  more  year  to  make  both  ends  meet  with 
the  present  salary  which  they  now  receive. 
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Elders*  Conference  Minutes,  1839. 

[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  9.  Two  "outside"  young  men,  Solomon  Schaub  and  Wm. 
H.  White,  the  latter's  father  at  present  employed  in  the  cotton 
factory,  wish  to  live  in  town  and  have  the  desire  some  day  to 
unite  with  the  congregation.  They  can  find  work  with  Wm.  Lein- 
bach  in  the  shoemaker's  trade.  Agreed  to. 

Jan.  30.  The  Older  Girl,  Henrietta  Winkler,  after  the  death 
of  her  father  has  come  into  the  Single  Sisters'  House.  Aufseher 
Collegium  recommends  that  a  guardian  be  appointed  for  the 
younger  children. 

Feb.  27.  A  freewill  offering  for  Br.  J.  F.  Gorke  netted  $88.00. 

March  6.  The  Single  Sister's  Choir  has  expressed  a  desire  to 
have  a  small  organ  for  their  chapel.  The  matter  was  referred  to 
the  Aufseher  Collegium. 

The  boys  Aug.  Bonn,  Henry  Fries  and  Elias  Vogler  will  go 
to  Lititz,  Pa.,  in  a  few  weeks  to  attend  Br.  Beck's  school,  and 
Constantine  Rights  will  go  to  Nazareth  Hall.  They  will  go  in 
Br.  John  Vogler's  Company.  Const.  Rights  according  to  the  testi- 
mony of  his  teachers  shows  an  aptitude  for  study  and  we  are 
glad  to  recommend  him. 

March.  20.  Wm.  Leinbach  has  bought  Br.  Em.  Schober's 
house  and  side  building  for  $1100.00. 

Br.  Abr.  Ritter  in  Philadelphia  and  Br.  Chas.  Bleck  in  New 
York  have  been  written  with  regard  to  the  matter  of  an  organ 
for  the  chapel  of  the  Sisters'  House  by  authorization  of  the 
Aufseher  Collegium. 

April  3.  Regarding  the  organ  for  the  S.  S.  House  chapel,  Br. 
Abr.  Ritter  in  Philadelphia  was  to  go  to  New  York  and  select 
the  organ  which  in  his  judgment  is  best  suited  for  the  purpose, 
either  the  new  one  not  to  exceed  $500.00  or  the  organ  formerly 
in  the  New  York  Church.  The  case  was  specified  to  be  of  ordi- 
nary wood  which  was  then  to  be  painted  white. 

May  8.  Br.  Chas.  Bleck  in  New  York  has  bought  an  organ 
meeting  all  the  specifications  for  the  S.  S.  House  chapel  at  a 
public  auction  for  $300.00.  It  will  be  shipped  at  once. 

June  4.  To  help  the  music  of  the  congregation  several  more 
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choir  singers  are  needed.  On  the  women's  side  Susanna  Rights 
and  Rosalie  Kuehln  are  suggested. 

Aug.  14.  The  Single  Sisters'  Pflegerin  announced  that  Single 
Sister  Anna  Leinbach,  teacher  in  the  town  school  for  girls  can 
hardly  subsist  on  her  salary  of  $4.00  a  month.  If  her  salary  can 
be  raised  she  promises  to  keep  the  school  room  in  better  order. 
Her  salary  was  raised  to  $5.00  a  month. 

Sept.  17.  Dr.  Kuehln  requested  that  we  attend  to  securing  a 
new  midwife  soon  because  Mother  Schulz  is  suffering  more  and 
more  from  old  age. 

Oct.  2.  In  the  sale  of  houses  that  were  written  off  the  Con- 
gregational Diacony  realized  $2067.54.  This  has  been  put  in  the 
House  Reserve  Fund  in  order  to  carry  out  building  operations 
that  have  been  undertaken  and  to  take  care  of  repairs.  The 
waterworks,  after  a  donation  of  $200.00  remains  in  debt 
$151.25. 

Oct.  11.  After  8  days  in  the  Boys'  School  Edmund  Blum  left, 
discouraged  by  the  opposition  of  the  citizens  to  his  appoint- 
ment. Br.  Theo.  Kuehln  will  enter  the  school  temporarily. 

Oct.  17.  Edwin  T.  Clemmons  entered  the  Boys'  School  on  Oct. 
14.  He  is  13  years  old,  son  of  the  Widow  Polly  Clemmons  be- 
longing to  Hope  congregation. 

Minutes  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium,  1839. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  llf.  Upon  request  of  the  Elders'  Conference  the  single 
Br.  Henry  Winkler  will  be  called  to  our  next  meeting,  in  order 
to  be  questioned  thoroughly  on  his  plans  and  admonished  about 
his  conduct. 

Some  days  ago  the  Single  Br.  Peter  Fetter  returned  from 
Indiana  and  requests  permission  to  operate  his  chairmaking 
business  as  a  single  brother.  He  was  given  permission. 

Two  single  men,  Will.  H.  White  and  Solomon  Schaub  have 
applied  to  the  Congregation  Warden  for  permission  to  work 
with  Br.  Wm.  Leinbach  in  the  shoemaker's  trade.  They  stated 
that  both  of  them  hoped  to  become  members  of  the  Salem  Con- 
gregation in  the  course  of  time.  As  concerns  their  moral  con- 
duct, both  young  men  received  a  good  recommendation  and  thus 
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there  is  no  objection  to  their  working  as  strangers  in  our  Con- 
gregation. Collegium  thought,  however,  that  Br.  Wm.  Leinbach 
should  have  turned  in  their  application  himself. 

The  single  Sr.  Lisetta  Schulz  has  resigned  from  her  post  in 
the  local  Girls'  School.  The  single  Sr.  Anna  Leinbach  is  going 
to  take  her  place. 

There  have  been  complaints  about  the  nightly  meetings  of 
the  mulattoes  on  Dr.  Schumann's  plantation.  Since  the  planta- 
tion will  be  divided  very  soon,  the  problem  will  be  solved  by 
itself. 

Jan.  2k.  The  reason  for  this  meeting  of  the  Collegium  was 
the  following  memorandum  from  the  P.H.C.  in  Salem: 

When  the  Unity  Elders'  Conference  appointed  a  brother  to  take  over  in 
Salem  the  spiritual  offices  of  the  congregation,  all  wishes  of  the  brethren 
of  Salem  were  considered,  as  they  have  been  presented  in  the  Preparatory 
Provincial  Conference  of  1835.  The  brother  who  was  elected  as  minister  in 
Salem  accepted  this  office  trusting  in  the  assistance  of  our  Lord  and  the 
patience  of  the  Brethren  of  Salem.  Nevertheless,  he  himself  as  well  as  all 
others  had  some  doubts  as  to  whether  he  would  be  able  to  attend  to  all  his 
duties  satisfactorily.  We  have  found  that  those  doubts  were  not  unreason- 
able, at  least  in  reference  to  the  20  families  of  brethren  living  outside  in 
the  rural  communities  who  wish  to  be  visited  now  and  then.  Thus  his  sense 
of  duty  and  responsibility  were  troubled  very  much  now  that  he  realizes 
that  even  in  respect  to  our  own  community  his  strength  for  attending  to 
every  task  is  weakening,  in  spite  of  the  willing  support  given  him  by  every- 
body. 

For  several  weeks  this  brother  has  been  burdened  additionally  with  a 
physical  ailment  which  will  hamper  him  at  least  for  the  near  future  great- 
ly in  his  office.  The  P.H.C.  has  made  the  suggestion  that  under  those  con- 
ditions this  brother  should  be  given  sufficient  help  as  soon  as  possible,  to 
relieve  him  in  part  of  his  heavy  duties  and  also  to  prevent  the  complete 
loss  of  his  strength.  We  hope  that  this  will  enable  him  after  some  time  to 
visit  the  various  rural  communities  and  devote  himself  more  than  ever  to 
the  necessary  education  of  our  Salem  young  people. 

It  was  suggested  in  this  connection  having  the  Inspector  of  the  Girls' 
Boarding  School  who  is  a  second  minister  in  Salem  to  aid  the  said  brother 
in  his  difficult  task.  There  were  however  various  difficulties  which  the 
P.H.C.  could  not  surmount. 

The  said  conference  has  weighed  all  circumstances  and  has  finally  been 
guided  by  our  Lord  to  think  of  our  dear  Br.  Henry  A.  Schulz,  Pastor  in 
Friedberg.  With  the  consent  of  the  Elders'  Conference  in  Salem  he  has 
been  made  the  offer  of  becoming  assistant  to  the  Salem  Minister  in  his 
duty  to  the  brethren  living  outside  the  community,  Choir  warden  of  the 
Single  Brethren  and  Boys,  and  also  Inspector  of  the  local  Boys'  School. 
Together  with  Sr.  Schulz  he  will  also  be  a  member  of  the  Elders'  Confer- 
ence. 
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Br.  H.  Schulz  on  his  part  has  weighed  this  offer  seriously  and  is  will- 
ing to  give  his  final  answer  only  after  the  local  Collegium  was  given  oppor- 
tunity to  express  its  opinion,  since  the  administration  of  the  local  Boys' 
School  is  supervised  by  the  Collegium. 

According  to  his  desire  the  above  stated  is  presented  to  the  Collegium 
with  a  brotherly  greeting  from  the  Provincial  Helpers'  Conference. 

(Signed)  Wm.  H.  Van  Vleck 
President. 

After  having  read  this  letter  we  discussed  the  issue  at  length 
and  unanimously  agreed  that  the  engagement  of  such  an  assist- 
ant to  the  Salem  pastor  is  urgently  necessary. 

In  connection  with  the  above  document,  it  was  remarked  that 
Br.  H.  Schulz's  employment  would  not  mean  the  burden  of  an 
extra  salary.  The  P.H.C.  however  wishes  free  living  quarters 
and  fuel  for  him  which  the  Collegium  grants  without  objection, 
being  willing  at  the  same  time  to  give  him  other  support,  if 
necessary. 

Jan.  28.  Br.  H.  Winkler  was  summoned  before  the  Collegium. 
We  discussed  with  him  freely  his  moral  conduct  and  made  him 
understand  what  would  be  expected  from  him,  in  case  he  is 
given  the  privilege  of  establishing  himself  in  Salem.  He  was 
especially  asked  to  be  of  good  behaviour  during  his  frequent 
trips  to  the  Salem  neighborhood,  to  take  care  what  he  says  and 
not  to  lower  the  reputation  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren  in  any 
way.  Since  he  declared  that  he  is  very  serious  in  wishing  to 
change  his  way  of  life,  the  Collegium  granted  him  permission 
to  establish  himself  as  a  citizen  in  Salem  under  the  condition 
that  he  marry  a  woman  belonging  to  the  congregation. 

A  letter  from  Philip  Lagenauer  addressed  to  one  member  of 
the  Collegium  was  read  in  which  he  asked  once  more  for  admis- 
sion to  Salem.  Nothing  decided. 

We  shall  have  to  appoint  guardians  for  the  two  minor  chil- 
dren Lewis  and  Henrietta  of  the  late  Br.  Christ.  Winkler.  The 
executors  of  the  estate  were  charged  with  this  task. 

Dr.  Schumann  was  granted  the  use  of  the  field  north  of  his 
house  of  about  8V2  acres  as  well  as  the  pasture  on  this  side  of 
the  creek.  The  creek  is  not  counted  as  belonging  to  the  planta- 
tion. Dr.  Schumann  may  rent  this  land,  however,  none  of  the 
buildings — at  least  not  for  the  present. 

Instead  of  having  12  to  15  acres  Br.  Sam.  Schulz  and  Em. 
Reich  would  like  to  have  20  so  that,  in  case  they  should  be  suc- 
cessful with  their  silk  culture,  the  enterprise  could  be  extended

and  still  have  their  mulberry  groves  in  one  field.  Their  request 
was  granted. 

A  petition  signed  by  26  local  single  brethren  was  presented 
to  the  Congregation  Council  at  its  last  meeting.  The  content 
of  this  petition  was  as  follows:  It  is  felt  as  a  necessity  that 
young  people  who  have  left  school  should  be  given  the  chance 
of  improving  their  knowledge  in  various  fields.  However,  they 
lack  in  the  first  place  a  suitable  room  where  they  could  meet  for 
this  purpose.  They  suggest  then  that  a  committee  try  to  find  a 
place  for  them  or  plan  the  construction  of  a  lecture  and  reading 
room.  In  groups  of  7  or  8  citizens  and  single  brethren  would 
meet  there  at  certain  times  to  study  scientific  books  and  periodi- 
cals. Rules  would  be  set  up  so  that  all  would  be  done  in  an  order- 
ly fashion.  The  Congregation  Council  turned  this  petition  over 
to  a  committee  made  up  of  4  citizens  and  4  single  brothers.  The 
result  of  their  discussion  is  to  be  presented  to  the  Elders'  Con- 
ference and  the  Collegium  and  is  then  to  be  returned  to  the  Con- 
gregation Council  for  a  final  decision.  The  report  was  turned 
over  to  the  Collegium.  The  committee  holds  the  view  that  since 
there  is  no  suitable  place  for  such  meetings,  plans  should  be 
made  immediately  for  constructing  such  a  reading  room  and 
suggests  building  a  second  story  on  the  Market  Hall  which  could 
be  divided  into  two  rooms.  Collegium  expressed  its  opinion  about 
the  petition  denouncing  several  items  as  being  wrong.  It  is 
wrong  to  imply  that  nothing  has  been  done  for  the  young  people 
of  our  congregation  inasmuch  as  attempts  along  the  line  now 
suggested  have  been  made  during  past  years  but  had  to  be  given 
up.  More  thorough  consideration  was  necessary  in  regard  to  add- 
ing a  second  story  to  the  Market  Hall. 

Feb.  5.  Sr.  Dorothea  Clewell  wishes  to  purchase  her  husband's 
shop  in  accord  with  her  marriage  contract.  The  shop  was  built 
for  Br.  Clewell  by  the  Congregation  Diacony.  She  would  like  to 
add  to  the  shop  another  building  containing  a  corridor,  living 
room  and  bedchamber,  the  whole  building  to  be  situated  about 
15  feet  inward  from  the  street.  Behind  the  shop  she  would  like 
to  have  a  wash-kitchen  built.  The  Collegium  suggests  having 
both  buildings  in  one  front  line  and  under  one  roof  and  also  to 
drop  for  the  present  the  plan  of  building  a  wash-kitchen. 

Br.  John  Ackermann  and  Br.  Charles  Kremer  are  planning 
to  build  washhouses  with  bake-ovens  in  them  in  their  yards. 
Collegium  willingly  agrees  to  this  since  these  two  families  will 
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prevent  the  danger  of  fire,  which  always  exists  with  bake-ovens 
standing  free  out  in  the  yard. 

We  discussed  once  more  the  application  of  the  single  brethren 
mentioned  in  the  minutes  of  our  last  meeting.  The  Elders'  Con- 
ference raises  objections  to  the  plan  of  building  a  second  story 
on  the  Market  Hall  because  of  the  neighborhood  of  the  Sisters' 
House  and  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  and  its  general  public 
aspect.  The  Collegium  discussed  this  plan  once  more  and  thought 
it  acceptable  for  lack  of  a  better  place.  We  wish  to  hold  a  joint 
meeting  with  the  E.  C.  on  this  subject. 

An  extensive  discussion  about  the  tavern  considering  espe- 
cially whether  we  should  continue  the  present  administration  or 
try  to  appoint  another  more  skillful  person  to  be  in  charge  did 
not  come  to  any  conclusion. 

Feb.  11.  Dr.  Kuehln  is  willing  to  act  as  guardian  of  the  two 
minor  children  of  Br.  Chr.  Winkler. 

Referring  to  Minutes  of  January  28  it  was  said  that  the 
Elders'  Conference  had  given  approval  to  Br.  Henry  Winkler's 
being  established  as  a  citizen.  However,  since  that  time  the 
single  Sr.  Elisabeth  Rothrock,  Joseph's  daughter,  has  appeared 
several  times  before  her  Choir  worker  stating  firmly  that  Br. 
H.  Winkler  has  promised  to  marry  her.  This  contradicts  his 
statement  in  the  Collegium.  Last  Thursday  both  persons  were 
confronted  with  each  other.  Each  insisted  that  his  or  her  state- 
ment was  true  and  no  result  was  achieved.  A  second  face-to-face 
meeting  of  these  two  persons  was  of  no  avail.  We  learned  how- 
ever at  this  meeting  that  both  had  been  going  together  for  some 
time  and  this  could  easily  make  the  said  sister  think  that  Wink- 
ler was  planning  to  marry  her.  It  is  clear,  however,  that  she 
sought  his  acquaintance.  We  discussed  this  very  unpleasant  in- 
cident and  arrived  at  the  resolution  that  the  permission  given 
on  January  28  to  Br.  Winkler  has  to  be  withdrawn.  In  this  con- 
nection it  was  reported  that  it  might  be  suitable  always  to  ask 
the  Collegium  for  permission  before  any  Single  sister  is  per- 
mitted to  live  in  the  Choir  House. 

This  afternoon  the  lots  on  the  Schumann  plantation  are  to  be 
surveyed.  Dr.  Schumann  has  repeated  his  application  for  the 
place  in  front  of  his  house.  The  Collegium  is  not  willing  to 
grant  his  request  since  we  may  very  soon  find  use  for  the  house. 
It  was  furthermore  decided  that  a  path  is  to  be  left  open  be- 
tween the  pasture  and  the  upland  so  that  if  necessary  we  could 
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always  ride  our  carriages  into  the  pasture  without  having  to 
cross  the  fields.  About  the  fences  around  these  lots  we  will  have 
to  stick  to  the  old  rule  that  the  rent  holders  of  the  land  will 
have  to  furnish  the  timber  for  the  fences  themselves. 

Feb.  22.  The  purpose  of  this  meeting  was  to  discuss  the  erect- 
ing of  a  second  story  on  the  Market  Hall  for  a  lecture  and  read- 
ing room  to  which  the  Elders*  Conference  had  raised  an  objec- 
tion. With  the  Elders'  Conference  the  Collegium  suggested  to 
the  Congregation  Council  using  the  shed  situated  on  the  lot  of 
the  Boys'  School  for  this  purpose.  The  shed  will  have  to  be  in- 
spected first  of  course.  Both  conferences  were  pleased  with  the 
suggestion. 

Br.  Em.  Schober  would  like  to  have  the  advice  of  the  Colleg- 
ium as  to  whether  he  may  be  permitted  to  rent  his  former  office 
to  Br.  H.  Winkler  as  a  shop.  The  Collegium  does  not  think  this 
feasible  under  the  present  condition  of  Br.  Winkler,  since  we 
cannot  be  in  the  position  of  showing  favoritism.  Since  Sr.  Elisa- 
beth Rothrock  has  received  notice  to  leave  the  Sisters'  House, 
it  would  look  bad,  if  he  who  is  just  as  guilty  should  be  favored 
with  permission  to  rent  a  shop.  The  Collegium  advises  Br. 
Winkler  to  remain  as  quiet  as  possible  and  to  create  a  good 
reputation  by  living  a  good  life.  This  caused  us  again  to  speak 
to  Elis.  Rothrock  who  has  received  notice  to  leave  the  Sisters' 
House  but  has  not  started  making  arrangements  for  other  living 
quarters.  In  case  she  should  refuse  to  leave,  the  Collegium  is 
going  to  tell  her  clearly  that  after  a  certain  time  her  property 
is  going  to  be  packed  up  and  sent  to  her  father. 

Feb.  25.  Various  brethren  inspected  the  afore-mentioned  shed 
and  found  that  it  could  be  transformed  without  great  expense 
into  a  lecture  and  reading  room. 

Concerning  Elis.  Rothrock  it  was  remarked  that  it  will  be 
difficult  to  remove  her  by  force  as  suggested  earlier  from  the 
Sisters'  House  as  that  means  is  not  permissible  by  law.  There- 
fore we  resolved  to  renew  our  notice  from  time  to  time  for  her 
to  leave  without  setting  up  a  fixed  date  which  we  could  not 
finally  insist  on. 

Br.  Schumann  has  again  requested  a  free  place  in  front  of 
the  house  with  the  promise  to  give  it  up  as  soon  as  the  house 
is  occupied.  The  request  was  denied.  Br.  Jac.  Blum  and  John 
and  Nath.  Vogler  were  appointed  as  a  committee  to  determine 
the  various  lots  of  the  plantation.  Jac.  Rothaas  would  like  to 
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purchase  a  few  acres  of  the  rear  field  from  the  plantation  since 
he  found  good  brick  clay  on  that  land.  There  is  no  objection  if 
this  land  can  be  cut  off  from  the  rest  of  the  plantation  easily. 

Mr.  Joseph  Siewers  was  formerly  a  teacher  in  Nazareth  Hall 
but  later  separated  himself  from  the  Unity  of  the  Brethren  and 
taught  in  various  parts  of  the  country.  He  visited  Salem  two 
months  ago  and  applied  for  readmission  to  our  congregation 
with  the  express  statement  that  he  did  not  base  any  claims  on 
his  admission  but  merely  wished  to  be  a  member  of  our  church. 
The  Collegium  has  no  objection. 

March  U.  The  purpose  which  we  tried  to  achieve  by  granting 
Salem  citizens  the  use  of  woodland  seems  to  be  defeated  by  their 
selling  the  land  to  persons  living  outside.  Just  recently  one  of 
our  brethren  tried  to  sell  Lot.  No.  20  along  Waughtown  St.  to 
a  complete  stranger.  This  will  bring  unpleasant  neighbors  into 
our  vicinity.  We  decided  that  this  lot  cannot  be  sold  but  3hall 
be  reserved  for  the  tavern  as  compensation  for  the  12  acre  field. 

March  18.  We  continued  our  deliberation  concerning  the 
establishment  of  a  reading  and  lecture  room  as  suggested  by  the 
Congregation  Council.  Before  we  change  the  rear  building  of 
the  Boys'  School  we  will  question  the  single  brethren  on  their 
intentions,  as  to  how  the  rules  for  use  of  the  rooms  will  be  en- 
forced and  what  supervision  will  be  necessary  etc. 

Sr.  Hueffel  would  like  to  purchase  a  small  organ  for  the  Saal 
in  the  Sisters'  House.  The  present  instrument,  a  grand  piano, 
does  not  stay  in  tune  and  also  seems  to  be  weak  for  the  size  of 
the  room.  No  objection. 

March  25.  Dr.  Schumann  would  like  to  rent  the  former  vine- 
yard, the  common  and  the  garden.  Request  denied.  The  Colleg- 
ium also  considers  certain  claims  of  Dr.  Schumann  as  void 
which  he  makes  for  some  timber  cut  on  his  former  plantation 
and  several  locks  which  he  had  installed  on  the  plantation  build- 
ings from  his  own  money. 

Br.  Wm.  Winkler  has  sold  strong  alcoholic  drinks  in  his  shop 
and  consequently  various  brothers  have  conducted  themselves 
there  most  disgracefully.  Br.  Siewers  was  asked  to  speak  seri- 
ously to  Br.  Winkler  about  this  problem. 

The  outside  Br.  Theophilus  Vierling  would  like  to  move  into 
the  Salem  community  together  with  his  family  in  order  to  carry 
on  his  oil  trade  more  conveniently  and  successfully.  They  could 
rent  the  house  of  Sr.  Elis.  Rights  for  the  time  being.  Agreed  to. 
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The  pastor  and  assistant  pastor  of  Salem  have  turned  in  a 
statement  according  to  which  they  find  that  the  pulpit  erected 
several  years  ago  in  our  church  seems  to  be  too  high  for  per- 
sons sitting  near  it.  They  ask  whether  this  could  not  be  changed 
by  simple  means.  The  Collegium  is  willing  to  have  an  alteration 
made  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  see  to  it. 

April  8.  The  suggestion  was  made  to  engage  the  Single  Br. 
Josua  Boner  as  organist  and  guide  in  Salem  for  which  services 
he  should  receive  an  annual  compensation.  The  Collegium  con- 
siders this  most  desirable  since  we  especially  need  a  guide  in 
Salem.  However  we  do  not  believe  that  this  could  be  combined 
with  the  office  of  an  organist.  The  attention  which  both  jobs 
demand  may  be  too  much  for  one  person. 

Br.  Josua  Boner  plans  to  start  a  trade  with  piano  strings  and 
other  musical  equipment. 

Br.  Th.  Pfohl  plans  to  build  a  chimney  down  to  his  cellar, 
where  he  hopes  to  establish  a  wash-kitchen  thus. 

We  think  it  reasonable  that  certain  single  sisters  who  con- 
tinue to  live  with  their  parents  after  they  have  reached  the  age 
of  21  should  now  take  over  the  responsibility  of  paying  the  gen- 
eral community  fees  (with  the  exception  of  the  fees  for  the 
waterworks) .  This  shall  start  with  May  1  and  in  order  to  avoid 
any  misunderstanding  they  should  make  their  payment  like 
other  sisters  after  six  months  to  the  Warden  of  the  Sisters' 
Choir. 

April  22.  We  agreed  after  a  long  debate  that  neither  a  guide 
nor  an  organist  in  Salem  should  receive  any  compensation  for 
their  services,  since  if  they  did,  church  ushers  etc.  would  claim 
the  same  about  which  they  have  already  dropped  hints.  The  Col- 
legium believes  that  a  guide  in  Salem  would  have  to  be  a  man 
who  is  intimately  in  touch  with  spirit  and  heart  of  our  com- 
munity and  congregation  for  otherwise  it  might  happen  that 
strangers  would  receive  a  false  notion  about  us. 

April  29.  The  reason  for  this  meeting  was  the  request  of  the 
Single  Br.  Josua  Boner  to  be  allowed  to  establish  himself  as  a 
citizen  and  to  get  married.  Permission  is  granted  him  since  we 
are  convinced  that  he  will  be  able  to  make  a  living  for  his 
family  by  keeping  books  of  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  and 
through  his  additional  trade  with  pianos  and  musical  instru- 
ments and  equipment  generally.  The  Collegium  could  not  how- 
ever grant  him  free  living  quarters  and  firewood  in  return  for 
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his  services  as  organist  for  the  following  reasons:  1.  This 
would  be  a  roundabout  way  to  pay  him  a  salary  as  organist. 
2.  In  case  we  permit  him  to  make  use  of  various  vacant  rooms 
the  case  might  arise  when  no  rooms  are  vacant  and  a  later 
organist  would  make  the  claim  basing  on  this  precedent  that 
the  Diacony  should  build  him  a  house.  3.  Since  we  do  not  think 
that  there  is  going  to  be  a  lack  of  organists  in  our  community, 
it  would  be  an  unnecessary  burden  for  the  citizens  and  church 
account  to  pay  a  salary  to  Br.  Boner  for  his  services  as  organist. 

June  3.  The  deal  with  Br.  Wohlfarth  about  the  purchase  of 
the  Schumann  house  has  been  concluded  and  he  is  to  pay  an 
annual  rent  of  50  cents  per  acre  for  the  land  on  which  these 
buildings  stand.  The  path  through  this  land  has  to  be  kept  open 
and  will  be  deducted  from  his  rent.  In  case  the  lots  on  this 
plantation  are  sold  in  the  future  Br.  Wohlfarth  is  to  have  the 
right  of  pre-emption  for  that  lot  on  which  house  and  other 
buildings  are  situated  but  in  case  Br.  Wohlfarth  or  his  heirs 
want  to  sell  the  house  and  improvements,  the  Diacony  of  the 
Congregation  will  have  the  right  of  pre-emption. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Traugott  Chitty  have  adopted  an  orphan  girl  of 
about  13  years  old  and  wish  to  have  her  counted  among  the 
members  of  the  congregation.  The  Collegium  thinks  that  we 
should  wait  until  the  child  is  older  and  can  express  the  desire 
on  her  own  part  to  belong  to  us.  Like  all  other  strangers  living 
in  the  community  she  is  free  to  attend  all  public  meetings  of 
the  congregation  and  also  to  visit  the  school,  if  Br.  Chitty  agrees 
to  it. 

Br.  Francis  Fries  applies  for  the  town  lot  next  to  Br.  Suss- 
dorf.  For  the  present  he  is  not  planning  on  building  a  house 
there.  Under  this  circumstance  the  Collegium  can  only  grant 
him  the  right  of  pre-emption.  In  case  someone  else  should  like 
to  build  a  house  on  that  lot,  Br.  Fr.  Fries  would  either  have  to 
start  construction  there  or  give  up  his  right  of  pre-emption. 

June  17.  Br.  Theophilus  Vierling  applies  for  the  town  lot 
next  to  Br.  Micke  where  he  would  like  to  build  a  brick  house 
and  a  shop.  The  Collegium  is  willing  to  grant  him  this  lot  as 
soon  as  he  presents  his  plan  along  with  the  means  from  which 
he  is  going  to  finance  the  building. 

There  have  been  complaints  about  the  pigs  of  Widow  Blum. 
Br.  E.  Schober  is  going  to  talk  to  Br.  H.  Blum  about  it. 

June  2U*  We  heard  the  complaint  of  a  citizen  against  Green- 
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berry  Chamberlin,  who  swears,  curses  and  uses  most  indecent 
language.  Br.  Meinung  is  to  be  asked  to  admonish  G.  Chamber- 
lin telling  him  clearly  that  if  he  does  not  improve,  he  will  have 
to  leave  the  congregation. 

We  shall  also  have  to  talk  to  Br.  Jos.  Stauber  about  his  pigs 
running  about  freely  in  the  community. 

Quite  recently  Br.  Phil.  Reich  has  become  an  addict  to  alcohol 
and  this  is  of  very  unpleasant  consequences  for  himself  and 
others.  He  will  therefore  be  summoned  to  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Collegium  on  Monday. 

We  read  again  the  letter  which  Br.  Belo  addressed  to  the  Col- 
legium and  it  was  agreed  that  we  should  not  accept  his  state- 
ment which  maintains  that  the  writer  is  not  willing  to  give  up 
his  plans  in  spite  of  the  ruling  of  competent  authority.  The 
Collegium  does  not  want  to  be  too  strict  with  him  and  it  must 
be  announced  to  him  again  that  the  Collegium  cannot  give  its 
permission  to  his  plan  on  account  of  the  great  danger  from  fire. 
It  should  also  be  pointed  out  to  him,  that  it  says  in  his  lease 
that  he  cannot  do  on  his  lot  whatever  pleases  him,  as  he  states 
in  his  letter. 

July  5.  Br.  Charles  Brietz  appeared  before  the  Collegium  and 
we  discussed  the  present  situation  of  the  tannery  at  great  length. 
His  opinion  as  to  whether  the  Diacony  should  keep  the  tannery 
under  its  supervision  or  not  is  the  following:  The  deficit  of  last 
year  arose  mainly  from  the  fact  that  the  work  has  to  be  done 
through  hired  workmen  whose  salary  amounts  to  a  considerable 
sum  each  year.  Negroes  and  apprentices  would  be  cheaper.  Also 
he  finds  himself  forced  to  lower  his  prices  for  the  manufactured 
leather  due  to  the  import  of  leather  to  the  neighboring  stores 
and  finally  the  tannery  is  working  according  to  old  plans  and 
not  with  more  modern  methods  which  see  to  a  quick  tanning  of 
the  hides  and  therefore  a  greater  income.  He  thinks  it  would 
be  most  profitable  for  the  tannery  to  be  coupled  with  a  shoe  and 
harness  shop.  Through  trading  in  these  articles  the  necessary 
hides  could  be  obtained.  On  his  account  he  would  not  want  to 
carry  on  the  tannery  at  his  own  risk,  especially  if  he  is  not  per- 
mitted to  open  such  a  shop  along  with  the  tannery. 

After  Br.  Brietz  left  the  Collegium  discussed  the  subject  and 
regretted  generally  the  necessity  of  giving  up  a  trade  which  has 
been  so  profitable  for  the  Diacony.  No  final  decision  was  made 
today.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  inspect  the  tannery  build- 
ings and  equipment.  It  is  also  to  ask  Br.  Brietz  what  he  would 
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pay  for  the  tannery,  if  it  was  decided  to  sell  it,  and  how  he 
thinks  he  can  insure  his  debt. 

July  15.  The  committee  reported  that  the  buildings  of  the 
tannery  were  found  to  be  in  a  very  tumble-down  condition.  Br. 
Ch.  Brietz  is  willing  to  take  charge  of  the  tannery  according 
to  the  inventory  after  20%  has  been  deducted  for  the  debt  that 
is  $8385.65  and  for  the  buildings  and  implements  he  would  be 
willing  to  pay  $614.35,  which  would  thus  amount  to  $9000. 

The  Diacony  would  suffer  a  deficit  of  $163.82  since  the  offer 
for  the  buildings  is  much  too  low  and  the  Collegium  cannot  ac- 
cept this  bid  of  Br.  Charles  Brietz.  We  cannot  allow  a  shoe  and 
harness  making  shop  to  be  connected  with  our  tannery  since 
this  would  inflict  harm  on  other  trademasters  in  the  community. 

The  Collegium  agreed  that  we  will  not  make  any  change  of  ad- 
ministration in  the  tavern  at  the  present  time,  since  we  have 
reason  to  believe  that  the  present  tavern  keeper  is  paying  more 
attention  to  his  duty  recently.  Anyway  we  would  hardly  be  able 
to  find  a  better  man  for  the  job. 

There  was  another  letter  from  Br.  Below  in  which  he  ex- 
cuses himself  for  the  manner  in  which  his  last  letter  was  writ- 
ten stating  that  he  did  not  want  to  insult  the  Collegium.  He 
asks  at  the  same  time  that  the  Collegium  take  his  affairs  under 
consideration  and  we  decided  to  inspect  the  place  tomorrow. 

July  17.  (Special  meeting.)  Since  our  last  meeting  Br.  Charles 
Brietz  has  declared  himself  willing  to  pay  the  demanded  price 
of  $10,000  for  the  tannery.  There  are  no  objections  under  the 
following  conditions : 

1.  He  will  have  to  issue  a  deed  of  trust  for  insurance  of  the 
debt  on  his  buildings  and  the  stock  which  shall  be  renewed  as 
frequently  as  required. 

2.  He  will  have  to  give  good  security  for  debts  which  are 
listed  in  the  inventory  and  taken  over  by  him. 

Br.  Charles  Brietz'  debt  of  $10,000  will  yield  5%  interest 
during  the  first  three  years  beginning  May  1  and  in  the  course 
of  the  following  years  6%.  He  was  granted  the  use  of  the  land 
formerly  belonging  to  the  tannery  until  it  is  required  for  build- 
ing grounds.  He  will  have  to  pay  the  same  amount  of  rent  as 
usual.  A  special  lot  will  have  to  be  surveyed  for  the  tannery.  It 
will  have  to  be  stated  that  Br.  Brietz  is  not  to  plan  on  opening 
a  shoe  and  harness  shop  along  with  the  tannery. 

An  inspection  was  made  of  the  building  ground  of  Br.  E. 
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Below  and  the  Collegium  insisted  upon  its  former  resolution 
that  he  should  stay  ten  feet  from  the  edge.  Br.  Below  thus  had 
to  give  in.  He  demands  from  the  Collegium  that  in  case  the 
present  owner  of  the  Wohlfarth  house  should  move  the  picture 
gallery  towards  the  street,  he  should  stay  at  least  5  feet  from 
his  fence  and  this  was  considered  reasonable. 

July  29.  Br.  Charles  Brietz  announced  that  he  named  his 
father  and  Br.  G.  Foltz  as  securities  for  his  note  with  which  the 
Collegium  is  satisfied.  It  agrees  that  Br.  Brietz  pay  off  first  of  all 
the  note,  which  the  above-mentioned  brethren  are  standing  as 
security  for.  Since  the  negotiations  about  the  tannery  have  now 
come  to  an  end,  we  shall  close  the  deal  by  issuing  the  various 
documents. 

Br.  Charles  Kremer  announced  that  he  has  formed  a  partner- 
ship with  the  Single  Br.  Lewis  Below  who  some  time  ago  asked 
for  readmission  to  the  congregation  but  was  not  then  accepted. 
The  reason  for  the  partnership  is  that  Br.  Kremer  owing  to  ail- 
ing health  cannot  manage  his  shop  efficiently.  The  Collegium 
cannot  approve  since  Below  is  a  stranger  in  the  community.  We 
believe,  too,  that  Br.  Kremer  should  have  announced  his  inten- 
tion before  entering  into  partnership  with  a  person  not  belong- 
ing to  us. 

Aug.  12.  The  Elders'  Conference  has  the  same  doubts  about 
Br.  Kremer's  partnership  with  Lewis  Below.  Br.  Kremer  has 
stated  that  he  has  not  yet  made  a  contract  with  Below  and  is 
therefore  still  to  be  considered  as  the  only  master  of  the  shop. 

The  Single  Sister  Lisette  Beitel  from  Nazareth  who  has  been 
visiting  here  some  months,  wishes  now  to  become  a  member  of 
the  Salem  congregation  and  live  in  the  Sisters'  House.  This  is 
agreed  to. 

The  Single  John  Friebele  has  applied  for  admission  to  our 
congregation.  He  is  to  be  informed  about  the  Congregation 
Orders  and  the  history  and  principles  of  the  Unity  of  the 
Brethren. 

Sr.  Caritas  Benzien  asked  to  announce  that  she  has  taken  her 
brother's  child,  Emeline  Schneider,  who  belonged  previously  to 
the  Friedberg  congregation,  into  her  own  home. 

Since  the  present  management  of  the  Sisters'  House  has  ex- 
tended considerably  and  the  sisters  do  not  have  enough  room 
to  raise  the  necessary  vegetables  for  their  kitchen  the  Collegium 
agreed  to  have  them  cultivate  the  lot  behind  the  Gemeinhaus  as 
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an  extension  of  their  kitchen  garden  for  the  above-mentioned 
purpose.  The  Collegium  does  not  have  any  objection  to  the  en- 
largement of  the  stables  and  other  buildings  necessary  for  the 
kitchen  management. 

After  the  business  had  been  attended  to  the  Collegium  went 
to  the  tannery  and  decided  that  the  following  points  should  be 
the  boundary  of  the  Salem  tannery  lots:  Towards  the  East  the 
street  up  to  John  Ackermann's  lot,  along  this  lot  to  the  south- 
west corner  from  there  in  equal  direction  with  the  west  line  of 
Br.  Ackermann's  lot  to  the  lot  of  Br.  James  Hall,  then  west- 
ward about  two  rods  beyond  the  small  brooklet  flowing  to  the 
tannery,  then  along  the  slope  of  the  hill  to  the  old  Shallowford 
Street  including  the  pasture  and  part  of  the  hill  planted  with 
fruit  trees  and  then  along  the  Shallowford  Street  to  the  begin- 
ning. 

Sept.  2.  It  was  reported  that  Br.  Jos.  Stauber  is  selling  a 
quantity  of  alcohol  and  that  Br.  Henry  Winkler  is  being  even 
more  disgraceful  in  his  conduct  than  before.  The  Collegium 
agreed  especially  in  the  first  case  that  a  serious  measure  is  to 
be  taken  since  among  several  of  our  brethren  the  tendency  to 
drink  is  increasing.  Before  further  resolutions  are  taken  the 
Married  Choir  Warden  is  to  talk  seriously  with  Br.  Stauber 
about  this  subject  as  well  as  generally  about  his  most  scandal- 
ous conduct.  The  Single  Brothers'  Warden  will  have  to  talk  to 
Br.  Winkler. 

A  member  of  the  Collegium  demanded  that  the  Inspector  of 
the  Boys'  School  be  asked  to  teach  his  children  to  be  more  polite 
towards  adults. 

It  was  reported  that  several  apprentices  like  to  damage  fruit 
out  in  the  fields.  The  Collegium  cannot  take  any  action  in  this 
matter.  We  shall  advise  the  respective  masters  to  supervise 
their  boys. 

Sept.  16.  Br.  Edmund  Blum  and  Chr.  Ruede  would  like  to 
operate  a  copper  smithy  together  and  rent  for  this  purpose  Br. 
Sensemann's  shop.  No  objections  were  made  to  this. 

Br.  Theod.  Pfohl  asked  to  announce  that  he  plans  to  dig  a 
well  on  his  lot. 

Br.  Theod.  Schulz  has  employed  a  negro  by  the  name  of 
Howell  Mitchell. 

The  number  of  boarders  from  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  in 
the  Sisters'  House  is  so  great  that  the  Sisters'  House  kitchen 
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is  not  able  to  satisfy  all  demands  for  lack  of  a  good  cooking 
equipment.  Therefore  frequent  complaints  are  raised  by  the  par- 
ents or  relatives  of  the  girls  who  take  their  meals  in  the  Sisters' 
House.  This  has  been  discussed  in  the  Elders'  Conference  and 
the  brethren  agreed  that  the  Curator  of  the  Single  Sisters 
should  make  a  trip  north  this  fall  to  inspect  the  cooking  ar- 
rangement in  other  large  institutions  of  this  kind  and  then  to 
purchase  the  necessary  equiment  for  the  Salem  Sisters'  House. 
No  objection. 

Capital  of  $600  which  the  Sisters'  House  Diacony  has  in- 
vested in  the  factory  for  interest  can  be  added  to  the  house 
insurance  fund,  if  the  Sisters'  House  does  not  need  the  amount 
for  some  other  purpose. 

Sept.  26.  There  was  a  serious  talk  with  Br.  John  Chitty  and 
Lewis  Eberhardt.  The  former  regrets  that  he  caused  the  shoot- 
ing match  by  selling  an  ox  but  he  denies  having  been  drunk  at 
all.  Lewis  Eberhardt  also  denies  it.  We  have  heard  that  Br.  Jac. 
Rothaas  has  arranged  for  a  shooting  match  on  his  grounds  next 
Saturday  and  this  will  have  to  be  prevented.  We  regret  that 
such  entertainments  which  only  cause  trouble  are  held  again 
and  again  in  our  community  and  we  are  very  sorry  that  drink- 
ing habits  are  increasing  among  our  Salem  citizens.  Various 
people  have  brandy  for  sale  which  in  addition  to  the  tippling 
shops  will  be  the  material  and  spiritual  ruin  of  many  a  brother. 

It  was  reported  that  on  the  morning  of  the  24th  a  fire  broke 
out  in  Stauber's  shop  from  sheer  negligence.  This  could  have 
caused  a  great  disaster  for  the  whole  community.  We  consider 
this  shop  dangerous  for  the  whole  community  and  insist  that 
Stauber  remove  it. 

Br.  Edmund  Blum  was  chosen  by  the  conference  as  the  suc- 
cessor of  Br.  Meinung.  Br.  Blum  had  the  choice  between  his 
future  as  teacher  in  our  local  Boys'  School  and  the  trade  of 
coppersmith.  He  has  accepted  the  teaching  job  and  the  Colleg- 
ium is  pleased  at  his  promise  to  try  to  gain  more  knowledge. 
In  this  connection  it  was  reported  by  various  brethren  of  the 
Collegium  that  there  are  rumors  in  the  community  which  are 
disadvantageous  to  his  character  and  qualities.  This  might  re- 
fer to  former  times  and  we  do  not  want  to  withdraw  our  offer. 
Therefore  Br.  Blum  will  enter  the  school  service.  The  question 
was  raised  as  to  whether  Br.  Wm.  Meinung  should  be  presented 
with  an  honorarium  for  his  services  to  the  school.  The  Collegium 
was  not  in  favor  of  this. 
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We  regretted  hearing  that  the  conduct  of  Br.  Sensemann  in 
the  tavern  is  impossible.  Thus  we  shall  have  to  think  seriously 
of  another  person  more  able  to  administer  the  tavern.  In  this 
connection  it  was  reported  that  our  neighbor,  Mr.  Wallace,  has 
stated  that  he  would  like  to  rent  the  tavern  and  administer  it 
in  the  best  way.  A  decision  is  to  be  taken  when  all  members 
are  present. 

Oct.  25.  Br.  Edmund  Blum  has  acted  only  a  few  days  as 
teacher  in  our  Boys'  School  and  Br.  Theod.  Kuehln  has  taken 
his  place  for  the  time  being. 

Brr.  Will,  and  Francis  Fries  intend  to  operate  a  small  wool 
spinning  mill  by  steam  power  on  the  lot  situated  behind  that 
of  Br.  Will.  Fries.  This  said  lot  has  been  included  for  several 
years  in  Br.  Fries'  lease.  Since  we  had  some  objection  because 
of  fire  hazard  we  decided  to  inspect  the  locality.  This  was  done 
and  we  learned  that  there  was  no  immediate  danger  of  fire.  The 
neighbors  have  also  been  questioned  and  do  not  object  to  this 
project.  Therefore  the  Collegium  does  not  withhold  its  permis- 
sion, making  it  clear,  however,  that  the  Congregation  Diacony 
cannot  be  burdened  with  this  spinning  mill  in  case  it  should  not 
prove  to  be  a  successful  enterprise  for  the  planners. 

The  Single  Br.  Chr.  Ebert  is  applying  for  the  lot  opposite  to 
Br.  Will.  Hauser,  where  he  plans  to  establish  a  hatter's  shop. 
We  already  have  two  hatters  in  our  community  and  shall  have 
to  find  out  whether  a  third  one  could  make  his  living  in  this 
trade,  before  Ebert  is  given  a  final  answer. 

The  president  reported  that  for  some  time  it  has  been  the 
wish  of  the  P.H.C.  to  set  up  a  teachers'  training  school  in  Salem 
for  the  education  of  young  people  from  the  various  communities 
nearby.  There  are  prospects  that  this  can  be  arranged  in  the 
course  of  this  winter  and  we  are  asked  to  grant  this  school  free 
use  of  the  lower  room  in  the  Salem  Boys'  School  for  the  time 
being.  This  was  approved. 

Br.  Jac.  Blum  announced  that  he  has  rented  a  negro  woman 
who  lives  in  his  house. 

The  Collegium  approves  the  plan  of  installing  more  street 
lamps  in  the  community.  No  lamp,  however,  is  to  be  set  up  at 
the  corner  of  Sr.  Denke  since  that  street  is  rarely  used. 

Nov.  1.  Since  our  last  meeting  Br.  Sussdorf  and  Sr.  Denke 
offer  opposition  to  the  plan  of  having  a  spinning  mill  erected  in 
their  neighborhood  since  they  believe  that  the  steam  and  vapor 
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will  incommode  them  in  their  homes.  The  Elders'  Conference 
also  asks  the  Collegium  to  consider  the  whole  matter  once  more. 
It  believes  namely  that  the  operation  of  this  business  through 
negro  slaves  would  be  a  precedent  for  the  other  tradesmen  of 
the  community  who  would  use  negroes  in  their  trades  rather 
than  our  young  people.  Moreover  the  Elders'  Conference  wishes 
to  know  whether  the  Diacony  will  be  safe  against  future  trans- 
ferring of  the  enterprise  to  its  account.  This  caused  a  long  and 
detailed  discussion  with  the  result  that  we  are  going  to  talk  the 
subject  over  again  with  Br.  Francis  Fries  and  his  father  after 
the  former's  return  from  Fayetteville. 

Br.  Henry  Blum  would  like  to  rent  the  plantation  on  which 
his  mother  formerly  lived.  He  wishes  to  purchase  the  buildings 
on  the  estate.  The  Collegium  grants  him  the  use  of  the  planta- 
tion but  he  is  not  permitted  to  make  free  use  of  the  timber 
which  was  a  privilege  enjoyed  merely  by  his  mother. 

Nov.  20.  The  reason  for  today's  meeting  was  to  make  a  deci- 
sion about  the  tavern  in  Salem.  According  to  all  information 
and  to  what  we  ourselves  see,  Br.  Sensemann  does  not  represent 
the  ideal  tavern  keeper.  Several  years  of  experience  have  taught 
us  that  no  improvement  on  his  part  is  to  be  expected.  It  was 
unanimously  agreed  that  a  new  tavern  keeper  will  have  to  be 
chosen.  Our  neighbor,  C.  D.  Wallace,  has  applied  for  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  tavern  as  rent  holder.  We  cannot  think  of 
renting  the  tavern  since  the  delegates  at  the  preparatory  Synod 
Conference  of  1835  spoke  against  it.  Also  there  are  prospects 
that  this  business  can  be  continued  under  the  control  of  the 
Diacony.  There  are  also  some  objections  to  Mr.  Wallace  himself. 
There  are  more  candidates  among  strangers  who  would  be  will- 
ing to  administer  the  tavern  under  the  supervision  of  the  Di- 
acony. The  following  have  applied:  Mr.  Hiram  Phelps  from 
Clemmonsville,  Mr.  Hague  from  Salisbury  and  Mr.  Th.  Wilson, 
Sen.  The  last  named  is  known  to  members  of  the  Collegium  to 
be  a  good  and  orderly  tavern  keeper.  Since  there  is  no  hope  of 
finding  a  suitable  man  among  our  own  brethren  we  agreed  to 
offer  him  the  job  after  a  more  ample  discussion  of  the  matter, 
in  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Elders'  Conference  and  the  Collegium. 

Nov.  22.  Br.  Francis  Fries  attended  this  meeting  to  discuss 
with  the  Collegium  his  planned  wool  factory.  We  enumerated 
all  the  difficulties  which  we  must  face  and  he  offered  to  remove 
all  obstacles  as  far  as  possible.  Concerning  the  protest  of  the 
neighbors,  he  is  willing  to  build  his  factory  on  the  lot  at  the 
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corner  of  the  new  Shallowford  and  Salt  streets  behind  Br.  Mei- 
nung's  lot.  About  negro  slaves  who  would  operate  the  machines, 
Br.  Fries  does  not  consider  this  the  learning  of  a  trade,  and  it 
could  not  then  be  used  as  precedent  by  other  tradesmen.  He 
does  not  expect  to  build  up  an  extensive  business  in  this  field, 
since  we  do  not  have  the  necessary  wool  for  this  in  our  State, 
so  that  he  would  not  need  a  large  number  of  slaves.  As  soon  as 
it  was  seen  they  were  disturbing  the  moral  order  of  the  com- 
munity he  would  dismiss  them.  He  will  give  the  necessary  bond 
for  his  negroes  like  other  citizens  and  also  issue  a  bond  promis- 
ing to  give  up  this  enterprise,  if  the  factory  proves  a  nuisance 
after  a  few  years.  After  further  discussion  we  decided  in  order 
to  avoid  trouble  in  the  future  to  present  the  matter  to  the  Com- 
munity Council.  We  did  not  reach  an  agreement  and  will  con- 
fer on  the  matter  in  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Elders'  Confer- 
ence. 

Nov.  22  (Joint  meeting.)  In  a  discussion  about  the  tavern  it 
was  agreed  that  a  change  will  have  to  be  made.  The  Collegium, 
however,  did  not  know  whether  it  would  be  advisable  to  turn 
over  our  tavern  to  a  complete  stranger.  Generally  we  have  been 
inclined  to  have  one  of  our  brethren  as  host.  Though  Br.  Ad. 
Butner  declined  a  similar  offer  a  few  years  ago  we  are  going 
to  wait  for  his  return  from  a  business  trip  and  renew  our  offer 
to  him. 

Br.  Fries'  plan  was  discussed.  According  to  Br.  Fries'  state- 
ment the  weaver  shop  will  be  operated  on  his  father's  planta- 
tion and  the  negroes  in  the  factory  thus  will  be  mere  laborers 
at  the  machines.  Therefore  the  Joint  Conference  agreed  that  he 
may  be  permitted  to  operate  the  factory  with  negro  slaves  ac- 
cording to  the  resolution  taken  in  the  Cong.  Council  of  February 
20  and  24,  1820.  This  is  not  to  be  considered  a  precedent.  About 
other  items  Br.  Fries's  statements  were  satisfactory  and  Br. 
Theod.  Schulz,  Th.  Pfohl  and  Em.  Schober  were  asked  to  issue 
the  necessary  documents. 

Some  time  ago  the  Single  John  Wagemann  married  a  strange 
woman  without  asking  for  our  consent.  He  has  now  moved  into 
the  living  quarters  of  his  mother  in  Salem  under  the  condition 
that  he  goes  to  live  in  Indiana  in  the  spring  and  assuming  that 
he  has  acted  thus  far  for  lack  of  being  acquainted  with  the  com- 
munity regulations.  The  Collegium  is  willing  to  permit  him  to 
stay  since  it  will  be  only  a  few  months.  It  believes  however  that 
he  will  have  to  be  excluded  from  the  congregation. 
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Reports  of  the  L.A.C.,  1839. 
[Extracts  translated.'] 
Feb.  7.  Brother  H.  Schulz  absent. 

1.  After  the  reading  of  the  daily  texts  regret  was  expressed 
at  the  absence  of  the  previously  mentioned  brother  whose  34th 
birthday  the  chairman  brought  to  remembrance  and  for  which 
we  wished  him  and  his  family  new  blessing  from  the  Lord  while 
singing  some  verses  for  him. 

2.  According  to  the  notation  of  the  minutes  of  December  12 
Br.  Byhan  talked  with  the  brethren  in  Friedland  about  the 
necessary  continuing  of  the  Sunday  School  and  is  filled  with 
hope  that  with  time,  when  the  weather  and  roads  are  better, 
that  it  will  come  into  operation. 

3.  The  reading  of  the  reports  of  November,  December  and 
January  of  all  the  congregations  and  of  the  negro  institution. 

The  Sunday  School  interrupted  in  Hope  for  two  months  was 
begun  again  with  about  20  children. 

4.  At  the  inquiry  of  Br.  Byhan  as  to  how  action  should  be 
taken  in  the  following  special  circumstance  of  the  married  Sister 
Smith  whose  husband  belongs  to  the  Baptist  church  and  against 
the  wish  of  their  mother  does  not  permit  the  baptism  of  their 
children,  as  to  her  and  the  children,  they  renewed  the  answer 
given  earlier  in  a  similar  case  that  one  could  not  possibly  in- 
crease the  pain  of  the  woman  through  the  fact  of  not  wanting 
to  consider  her  as  a  member  of  the  congregation  since  she  gave 
no  cause  therefor  and  was  to  be  pitied  very  much.  So  she  re- 
mains still  a  member  of  the  congregation  but  her  unbaptized 
children  can  not  be  so  considered  and  cannot  be  listed  in  the 
catalog  but  they  are  gladly  admitted  to  the  instruction  usually 
given  children. 

5.  The  Single  Sister  Susan  Krause,  George's  daughter,  at 
Bethania  asks  permission  to  join  the  congregation  there.  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  committee  has  no  objection  to  her  be- 
ing received  it  will  first  be  necessary  for  her  to  be  made  ac- 
quainted with  the  brotherly  agreement  and  after  a  following 
favorable  explanation  on  her  side  then  she  may  bring  her  wish 
before  the  conference. 

6.  The  Conference  granted  the  request  of  the  negress  Priscilla 
for  admission  with  Gabriel.  She  can  therefore  be  present  at  the 
next  communion  for  her  confirmation. 

Here  Br.  Bechler  mentioned  that  he  had  several  confirmands 
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to  whose  instruction  he  can  gladly  invite  as  listeners  other 
grown  noncommunicants.  Br.  Byhan  will  also  try  to  make  other 
adults  in  Friedland  likewise  attentive  to  the  same  thing. 

Afternoon. 

Br.  Van  Vleck  reported  in  regard  to  No.  7  of  the  last  minutes 
in  connection  with  the  intended  association  of  the  American 
Bible  Society  in  New  York  and  read  the  copy  of  his  writing  sent 
concerning  this  to  Mr.  Brigham  and  that  of  Mr.  Joseph  Hyde, 
agent  of  this  A.  B.  Society  received  on  January  24  in  answer. 
According  to  this  the  A.  B.  Society  recognizes  us  as  such  an 
association  and  already  has  sent  Bibles  and  Testaments  in  rather 
large  numbers,  in  two  boxes  on  deposit  for  dispensing  free  of 
charge  or  for  a  price  and  now  wishes  our  constitution  and  the 
names  of  our  officers.  Br.  Van  Vleck  was  willing  after  consider- 
able discussion  was  held  to  prepare  a  statement  with  a  short 
sketch  of  this  association  which  will  be  copied  for  sending  out 
to  each  congregation  and  to  which  all  friends  of  the  propagating 
of  the  Bible  can  approve  by  the  signing  of  their  names.  When 
this  should  be  carried  out  then  there  would  be  a  meeting  of  these 
subscribers  to  arrange  for  the  organization  of  this  association 
and  the  forming  of  its  constitution. 

April  Jf,  1839.  Br.  Schaaf  absent. 

 In  accord  with  the  number  five  of  the  last  minutes  it 

was  decided  that  if  the  afore-mentioned  Susanna  Krause  gives 
her  entire  agreement  to  the  brotherly  agreement  imparted  to 
her,  the  permission  sought  on  her  part  from  the  conference  will 
be  granted  to  her  for  the  congregation  in  Bethania. 

It  was  then  observed  how  on  March  7,  the  day  of  the  last 
Ministers'  Conference,  only  Brr.  Van  Vleck,  Shaaf,  Byhan, 
Clauder  and  Bechler  were  present  and  the  rest  had  gone  to  the 
funeral  of  the  little  son  of  Br.  and  Sister  Schulz  at  Friedberg. 

In  addition  it  was  brought  up  that  formerly  in  Bethania  the 
Sunday  Schools  were  held  only  in  the  afternoon  and  for  some 
time  they  have  been  changed  from  8 :30  to  10  in  the  morning  on 
account  of  which  Br.  Bechler  was  authorized  in  order  the  satisfy 
the  brethren  in  Bethabara  at  their  request  to  hold  meetings  for 
them  every  Sunday  afternoon  in  Bethabara. 

(There  were  a  number  of  requests  to  be  admitted  to  the 
church.) 

7.  The  Single  Sister  Louise  Holt  asks  to  be  received  in  the 
congregation  in  Hope  but  the  conference  is  not  pleased  at  her 
reception  but  rather  advised  to  consider  the  matter  further. 
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8.  The  married  sister  Elisabeth  Williams  belonging  at  Hope 
desires  after  the  confirmation  at  holy  communion,  and  likewise 
her  husband  Thomas  W.  that  she  might  partake  of  the  same  for 
the  first  time  with  the  congregation.  He  was  formerly  before  he 
was  a  member  of  this  congregation  a  communicant  of  the  Metho- 
dists who,  as  is  known,  do  not  confirm.  The  question  of  Br. 
Clauder  was  therefore  whether  her  husband  before  admission 
to  holy  communion  was  still  to  be  confirmed.  It  will  be  good  and 
necessary  for  him  to  go  with  his  wife  before  her  confirmation 
to  the  instruction  to  be  received  by  her,  but  he  is  to  be  given 
his  choice  as  to  whether  he  wants  to  be  confirmed  or  not  and  to 
act  accordingly. 

May  2,  1839.  Br.  Schaaf  absent  and  the  Elders'  Conference 
present  with  Br.  and  Sister  Clauder  —  

3.  On  the  occasion  of  the  sermon  in  Hopewell  the  wish  was 
loudly  expressed  that  the  same  be  continued  in  the  future. 

Because  of  a  report  from  Bethabara  Br.  Bechler  was  asked  to 
talk  with  the  present  schoolteacher,  Mr.  Hayden,  there  about 
his  views  on  the  propagation  of  the  Bible  for  the  instruction  of 
the  latter. 

6.  According  to  the  wish  of  the  Committee  in  Hope  it  will  be 
explained  on  the  part  of  the  Provincial  Heifers'  Conference  that 
for  the  continuance  of  the  Sunday  School  begun  there  on  the 
two  Sundays  when  there  is  no  sermon  brothers  from  here  will 
go  for  this  occasion  and  that  the  minister's  new  house  with  con- 
fidence in  the  Lord's  help  will  be  finished  before  winter. 

July  A,  1839. 

5.  The  Sunday  School  in  Friedland  was  attended  in  the  month 
of  July  more  numerously.  At  its  conclusion  Br.  Byhan  had  begun 
to  hold  a  Singstunde. 

6.  In  conclusion  Br.  Van  Vleck  brought  a  reminder  of  the 
lately  made  decisions  of  the  Bible  Association  here  and  since  the 
proposed  visitors  for  the  5  districts  of  Friedland,  Friedberg, 
Hope,  Bethabara  and  Bethania  had  still  not  been  appointed  every- 
where, it  was  advised  to  the  pastors  as  presiding  officers  and 
leaders  of  these  districts  to  attend  to  this  very  soon  so  that  at 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Ministers'  Conference  on  the  first  Thurs- 
day in  August  it  could  be  taken  up  with  the  visitors  here  to 
arrange  with  the  executive  committee  to  discuss  more  definitely 
about  the  boundaries  of  each  district  as  well  as  concerning  the 
dissemination  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  and  the  possible  price  of 
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the  same  so  that  each  pastor  could  then  make  the  necessary  ar- 
rangements with  their  visitors  and  have  information  for  an 
earlier  effectiveness. 

Aug.  1, 1839. 

6.  They  discussed  the  matter  of  lovefeasts  to  be  held  for  the 
negroes  but  found  all  sorts  of  difficulties  and  especially  for  the 
inquiry  about  the  altogether  too  large  an  assemblage  at  the  same 
since  it  is  very  difficult  to  make  a  limitation  merely  to  those 
who  are  members  of  the  congregation  and  their  children  with 
whom  the  purpose  might  sooner  be  reached. 

7.  It  was  recommended  to  the  pastors  to  ask  in  time  for  help 
in  holding  meetings,  at  the  latest  before  Wednesday,  in  case  they 
needed  it. 

Oct.  3, 1839. 

4.  For  the  intended  Teachers'  institution  here  in  which  suit- 
able young  brothers  are  to  be  trained  partly  for  service  as 
teachers  and  partly  for  service  in  the  congregations  and  in  mis- 
sionary work,  there  appeared  a  suitable  subject  in  Bethania  in 
the  young  man,  Triphonius  Transu,  and  also  the  two  Allen  and 
Thomas  Spach  in  Friedberg  were  mentioned. 

5.  A  discussion  was  held  of  the  sad  circumstances  of  so  many 
of  the  members  of  our  congregation,  who  through  the  immoder- 
ate use  of  spirituous  drink  have  brought  to  disgrace  themselves 
and  others  and  for  which  so  many  opportunities  are  found  and 
an  agreement  was  reached  for  faithful  prayer  about  this  situa- 
tion as  well  as  the  matter  of  giving  no  cause  on  our  own  part 
for  criticism  and  not  to  take  it  amiss  of  each  other  if  we  would 
not  in  the  future  serve  each  other  anything  of  wine  or  the  like 
for  the  avoidance  of  all  reproach  and  offense. 

Nov.  7, 1839. 

Br.  and  Sister  Haman  present  and  some  sisters. 

Since  the  celebration  of  the  married  people's  choir  and  the 
children's  festival  with  that  of  the  adults  in  Hope  had  been  set 
for  next  Saturday  the  ninth,  an  arrangement  with  the  com- 
mittee there  is  to  be  made  on  what  day  the  sermon  agreed  on 
for  the  coming  of  Br.  Haman  would  be  announced  even  if  Br. 
and  Sr.  Haman  did  not  move  in  before  until  the  house  now  al- 
most completed  was  entirely  dry  and  all  the  furnishing  had 
been  arranged. 

5.  After  a  proposed  plan  of  an  attempt  for  the  education  of 
schoolteachers  for  our  Wachovia  congregations  was  drawn  up 
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Br.  Van  Vleck  also  at  his  last  visits  in  the  different  congrega- 
tions had  made  inquiries  of  the  suitable  youths  to  be  so  edu- 
cated and  that  plan  had  been  announced  to  the  parents  of  such 
young  people. 

In  the  course  of  November  here  in  Salem  such  an  educational 
institution  is  expected  to  be  opened.  The  respective  pastors  are 
asked  to  see  to  it  that  they  will  be  on  hand  on  the  18th  and  of 
these  Br.  Bechler  also  is  to  give  notice  to  Br.  Solomon  Transu 
in  Bethania  because  of  his  son  Triphonius. 

Dec.  5, 1839. 

2.  Br.  Bechler  remarked  in  answer  about  Triphonius  Transu 
that  his  attendance  was  not  to  be  counted  on. 

3.  Notice  was  given  by  Br.  Schmidt  that  Parmenio  Rank  and 
Edmond  Levi  Reich  had  moved  in  with  Br.  Wm.  Leinbach  to 
learn  the  shoemaker's  trade. 

4.  In  reply  to  a  question  it  was  replied  that  usually  the  little 
boys  and  girls  after  they  had  passed  14  were  received  into  the 
congregation  out  of  the  children's  choir,  or  if  they  were  near 
14  if  the  parents  wish  it. 

9.  It  was  made  known  that  new  Bibles  had  come  which  the 
visitors  now  receive  and  can  distribute  according  to  the  rules 
set  for  them.  At  the  same  time  they  were  to  take  with  them 
tracts  suitable  for  distribution  and  to  request  the  parents  kindly 
with  reminders  to  send  their  children  to  the  Sunday  Schools 
situated  nearest  them.  They  considered  it  advisable  to  distribute 
as  before  current  standard  volumes  to  the  respective  pastors  for 
reading  to  the  youth  of  the  congregation.  For  Br.  Zevely's  Dias- 
pora district  such  were  to  be  cared  for  by  the  Home  Missionary 
Society's  account. 

Diary  of  the  Congregation  in  and  around  Bethania  and 
Bethabara,  1839 

{Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  4.  Birth  of  our  first  child  and  in  accordance  to  our  wish, 
a  little  daughter.  May  the  Lord  bless  her  and  give  us  strength 
to  bring  her  up  to  the  honor  and  praise  of  his  name. 

Jan.  7.  In  the  afternoon  a  visit  from  Br.  Jacobson  and  then 
we  had  a  happy  little  lovefeast  and  mentioned  my  parents  since 
today  is  the  birthday  of  my  father. 

Jan.  18.  I  visited  at  Pet.  Pfaff's,  Chr.  Pfaff's,  Jno.  Conrad's, 
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Jos.  and  Jesse  Conrad's,  Jno.  Martin's,  Sam  Strub's  and  invited 
them  to  work  on  the  graveyard  tomorrow. 

Jan.  26.  Preached  in  Pfafftown.  Baptism  of  the  baby  boys 
John  Peter  Pf  aff  and  Calvin  Cleophus  Leinbach. 

Jan.  27.  German  sermon.  In  the  afternoon  communion  and 
lovefeast.  On  account  of  the  severe  weather  many  of  our  distant 
members  could  not  be  present.  Toward  evening  I  brought  holy 
communion  to  our  sick  Harriet  Stolz  in  the  presence  of  her  par- 
ents, grandmother,  aunt  and  cousin,  and  by  this  the  sick  woman 
felt  herself  greatly  strengthened  and  comforted. 

Jan.  29.  After  a  long  wasting  illness  Harriet  Stolz  whom  I 
visited  frequently  each  day  went  to  sleep  gently  and  blessedly. 

Feb.  Jf.  Visited  at  Ephraim  Strub's  and  he  announced  him- 
self as  a  confirmand. 

Feb.  IJf.  In  the  evening  there  came  the  Jacobsons  with  bag 
and  baggage  to  spend  the  night  with  us. 

Feb.  15.  The  Pfohls  and  Sister  Shober  arrived.  In  the  after- 
noon the  baptism  of  our  little  daughter  with  the  name  of 
Augusta  Maria. 

Feb.  16.  In  the  afternoon  began  religious  instruction  with  11 
young  people:  Ephraim  Strub,  Tim.  Transou,  Lewis  Leinbach, 
Em.  Hauser,  Jefferson  Holder,  Trefonius  Transou,  Rebecca  Lein- 
back,  Jeannette  Holder,  Susan  Krause,  Elizabeth  Sailor,  Ernes- 
tine Werner. 

Feb.  17.  Visited  Joshua  Butner's  wife  who  had  been  gored 
and  trodden  upon  by  cows.

In  the  morning  a  rainstorm  and  in  the  afternoon 
windy  and  cold. 

March  18.  I  spoke  earnestly  with  Jeannette  Holder  about  con- 
firmation but  without  success.  Likewise  with  Ernestine  Werner. 

March  21.  At  the  home  of  Henry  Shulz  Sr.  the  marriage  of 
the  single  brother  Jno.  Rank  and  the  single  sister  Eva  Leinbach. 
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March  2J+.  The  little  daughter  of  Thorn.  Shulz  by  the  name  of 
Henrietta  Barbara  was  baptized.  Then  the  married  brother  Eph. 
Strub,  the  single  brothers  Tim.  Transou  and  Louis  Leinbach 
were  confirmed.  The  fourth  confirmand  did  not  appear. 

March  28.  Communion  at  which  some  100  communicants 
were  present  and  Rebecca  Leinbach  was  confirmed. 

March  29.  Baptism  of  Edward  Joseph  Douthitt. 

March  30.  On  the  way  home  in  Shortown  in  the  home  of 
Joseph  Stockburger,  baptism  of  LaFayette  De  Holcolm. 

March  31.  At  5:15  we  assembled  on  God's  Acre  to  pray  the 
Easter  litany. 

Appendix.  John  Rank  withdrew  some  years  ago  from  the  con- 
gregation but  now  wishes  to  be  received  again  as  a  member. 

April  7.  English  sermon  on  Isa.  53,  11  entirely  concerning 
the  establishment  of  a  Bible  Society  at  Salem.  Celebration  of 
S.  Stolz's  birthday.  Baptized  Eugene  Levin  Strub.  (Sam's) 

April  10.  Our  little  one  very  sick. 

April  11.  Visited  in  Germantown.  May  the  Lord  in  his  grace 
be  willing  to  protect  me  from  a  second  visit. 

April  20.  Preached  at  Sol.  Krieger's.  Then  baptized  their  son 
with  the  name  John  Jacob. 

April  21.  English  sermon  in  Bethabara  in  connection  with 
the  Bible  matter.  Although  I  weakly  tried  to  lay  this  on  the 
hearts  of  the  brethren,  I  heard  right  after  the  sermon  was 
finished  the  disorderly  Hayton  (May  God  forgive  him)  con- 
demning all  Bible,  Tract  and  Missionary  Associations.  Of  course 
no  one  subscribed. 

April  25.  To  Salem  to  the  organization  of  the  Bible  Society 
to  be  begun.

April  20.  By  request  I  preached  in  the  dwelling  of  Solomon 
Krieger  about  three  and  one  half  miles  beyond  Bethania. 

April  21.  Mr.  Hayton,  the  schoolmaster  there,  talked  in  an 
apparently  very  zealous  manner  against  all  Bible  and  Mission- 
ary Societies. 
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May  6.  In  the  evening  to  Salem. 

May  7.  Brought  Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Vleck  with  us  and  had  a 
very  pleasant  day. 

May  8.  Van  Vlecks  went  back. 

May  25.  English  sermon  in  Pfafftown.  Baptized  Lauretta 
Catharina  Coller,  Eliza  Virginia  Conrad,  Mary  Ann  Bethel 
Pursail. 

May  30.  To  Salem  to  the  Girls'  examination. 

June  6.  In  the  afternoon  baptized  in  his  parent's  home  Calvin 
Conrad  Lemly,  little  son  of  Henry  Lemly  and  his  wife  Sister 
Amanda,  m.n.  Conrad.  The  parents  expected  that  on  account  of 
his  weakness  he  would  scarcely  live  through  the  night. 

June  7.  The  little  Lemly  died.  Visited  there  in  the  evening. 

June  16.  German  sermon  in  Bethabara.  Baptism  of  Martha 
Jane  Schor.  In  the  evening  baptism  of  George  Edward  Wilson, 
young  doctor. 

June  21.  Gave  the  blessing  to  Sol.  Hauser  and  soon  afterward 
he  went  to  sleep  gently  and  blessedly  in  the  beautiful  hope  of 
being  received  out  of  grace  as  a  poor  sinner  at  the  communion 
of  the  Lamb.  Then  my  wife  and  I  to  Salem  to  greet  Br.  and  Sr. 
Huebner.  Had  to  spend  the  night  on  account  of  the  weather. 

June  25.  Wedding  of  Eliza  Butner  to  Nap.  Bon.  Duckins  by 
Squire  Flint.  Everyone  was  busy  the  whole  week  with  the  har- 
vest which  thanks  to  God  was  everywhere  very  abundant. 

June  SO.  The  brethren  and  neighbors  all  are  suffering  from 
an  epidemic.  May  God  grant  that  this  may  not  change  into  a 
bad  fever. 

July  19.  Visited  in  the  morning  at  Jno.  Millers  to  buy  light- 
wood  and  to  request  him  to  become  Bible  visitor.  He  accepted. 

July  31.  Private  examination  in  the  church  of  Oehman's  chil- 
dren. 

Appendix 

Jacob  Butner  has  lain  in  bed  since  Whitsuntide  suffering  from 
a  sore  leg  and  has  been  incapable  of  work  the  whole  summer. 
Along  with  that  he  is  in  very  poor  circumstances,  has  a  family 
of  6  minor,  mostly  small,  children  to  support.  He  averred  that 
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he  had  learned  that  those  who  put  their  confidence  in  God  were 
not  abandoned  for  God  has  sent  him  in  his  neighbors  good 
friends  who  had  richly  afforded  him  help  in  every  respect  so 
that  the  work  went  on  as  well  as  if  he  could  look  after  it  him- 
self. 

For  some  weeks  not  a  few  people  have  been  sick  in  our  neigh- 
borhood with  a  fever  which  to  be  sure  is  not  dangerous  but  still 
makes  the  people  keep  to  the  house  for  some  weeks.  Also  here 
and  there  are  some  who  suffer  from  the  so-called  summer  com- 
paint. 

Aug.  7.  In  Bethabara  a  committee  of  the  Brethren  met  and 
Br.  Van  Vleck  recommended  to  them  Br.  and  Sr.  Schmidt  as 
their  future  pastor  and  they  accepted  him  finally.  In  the  even- 
ing I  announced  this  to  the  congregation  and  they  seemed  to  be 
glad  to  have  again  a  married  pastor  and  his  wife  who  would 
live  with  them. 

Aug.  10.  At  8  p.m.  a  messenger  came  suddenly  to  get  me  for 
Annie  Holder  who  has  been  very  poorly  for  some  time,  but  sud- 
denly became  so  bad  that  everyone  expected  her  end  quickly. 
I  sang  and  prayed  for  her  and  stayed  there  until  the  next  morn- 
ing and  blessed  her  very  early  in  the  morning  for  her  heavenly 
journey.  At  11  o'clock  she  went  to  sleep  blessedly.

Aug.  15.  Listened  to  some  Methodist  preachers  at  a  school- 
house  in  the  neighborhood. 

Aug.  17.  Celebration  of  the  13th  and  the  Children's  festival. 
At  the  lovef  east  I  took  leave  of  the  congregation. 

Aug.  18.  Our  young  people  had  gone  to  Germantown  the 
camp  meeting. 

Aug.  20.  There  went  to  sleep  after  long  suffering  here  below 
Polly  Pf  aff . 

Appendix: 

Friday  2.  The  local  school  had  a  little  public  examination  in 
the  church  in  which  the  children  showed  their  parents  and  other 
friends  their  progress  in  reading,  arithmetic,  writing,  also  his- 
tory and  geography.  At  the  conclusion  of  a  lovefeast  they  were 
still  admonished  not  to  miss  through  negligence  the  fine  oppor- 
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tunity  which  they  had  of  acquiring  useful  knowledge  but  at  the 
same  time  not  to  forget  the  One  Thing  that  is  a  Necessity. 

Sept.  1.  Baptism  of  Sarah  Ann  Lisetta  Schulz,  little  daugh- 
ter of  Henry  Schulz. 

Sept.  11.  Visited  at  Henry  Kapp's  in  whose  family  for  a  week 
a  serious  fever  has  prevailed  and  some  of  his  children  are  very 
sick. 

Sept.  15.  There  took  place  the  solemn  confirmation  of  the  mar- 
ried couple  Samuel  and  Sarah  Stauber  and  the  married  brother 
Jacob  Spoenhaur. 

Sept.  22.  Very  hot  weather  and  dry. 

Sept.  23.  Visited  in  the  afternoon  at  Kapp's.  Sandford  still 
not  much  better  and  alas  apparently  closed  to  all  good  admoni- 
tions. May  the  Holy  Spirit  succeed  in  beginning  a  good  work  in 
the  heart  of  this  man  thus  far  wild  and  unrestrained. 

Appendix: 

Sept.  3.  I  was  sent  for  very  early  and  in  great  haste  for 
George  Krause  who  for  several  days  had  suffered  with  violent 
pains  connected  with  a  swollen  back;  and  since  a  tumor  also 
affllicted  his  neck  he  thought  he  was  near  death  and  was  about 
to  choke,  therefore  he  desired  me  to  be  at  his  service  with 
spiritual  comfort.  But  before  I  got  there  the  tumor  had  pro- 
cured an  opening  for  itself  and  he  was  busily  engaged  in  con- 
versation about  the  sowing  of  clover  seed. 

Oct.  3.  Marriage  of  the  single  sister  Antoinette  Melvina 
Transou  to  the  Single  brother  Isaac  Conrad.  This  evening  the 
Jacob  Conrads  returned  from  their  journey  to  Kentucky.

There  fell  asleep  gently  and  blessedly  after  a  long  ill- 
ness of  consumption  the  widowed  Br.  Jacob  Stolz  at  the  age  of 
44  years  less  16  days. 

Oct.  10.  John  Schor's  birthday  (75).  We  spent  the  day  there 
very  pleasantly. 

Oct.  13.  Reading  of  an  account  of  Br.  V.  Zevilly  of  his  visits 
in  the  Blue  Mountains.  Then  an  English  sermon  with  only  a  few 
attendants  since  the  young  people  had  gone  to  hear  Grant  who 
preached  in  William  Beck  Meeting  House. 
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Oct.  26.  Preached  in  Pfafftown.    Baptism  of  John 

Henry  Shaus. 

Oct.  29.  Petrus  Transous  moved  to  their  new  plantation. 

Nov.  1.  Visited  at  J.  Conrads  whose  little  Byron  is  probably 
near  his  end. 

Nov.  2.  The  above-mentioned  Byron  went  gently  to  sleep  at 
9  o'clock. 

Nov.  A.  Funeral  of  Byron  Conrad  who  died  day  before  yester- 
day. But  when  the  brothers  and  sisters  were  assembling  there 
came  the  news  suddenly  that  the  father  was  dying.  He  fell  asleep 
in  a  very  gentle  manner  after  a  long  and  severe  sickness. 

Nov.  6.  Burial  of  Jacob  Conrad  and  his  little  son  Byron 
Calom. 

Nov.  10.  Baptism  of  Samuel  Edgr.  Shor. 

Nov.  29.  Pig  butchering  festival.  200  pounds,  152  pounds,  150 
pounds. 

Dec.  3.  Burial  of  the  baby  John  Jacob  Krieger.  The  parents 
do  not  belong  to  us. 

Dec.  6.  From  Salem  home  on  very  bad  roads  in  three  and  one 
half  hours. 

Dec.  7.  Harvest  sermon  in  Pfafftown.  Baptized  Miles  Alex- 
ander Pf  afF. 

Dec.  21.  Went  to  the  home  of  Jno.  Conrad  to  baptize  the  little 
Jeremiah  Bahnson  Conrad,  Tim's  little  son  in  the  midst  of  a 
violent  snowstorm. 

Dec.  29.  Rode  two  and  one  half  miles  to  Jacob  Wilson's  to 
baptize  his  little  son  Abraham  Alexander  Wilson.  Very  violent 
Northwester  blew. 

Dec.  31.  Very  violent  driving  snow. 

Bethania  Memorabilia,  1839. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

The  fruit  which  it  was  feared  was  ruined  in  the  bud  by  the 
late  frosts  in  the  spring,  was  kept  most  abundantly  in  every 
form  so  that  in  many  places  the  trees  collapsed  under  the  weight 
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of  the  heavenly  blessing.  The  wheat,  the  Welschcorn  and  other 
fruits  of  the  field  have  offered  the  richest  harvest  so  that  no- 
where is  need  to  be  found  but  everywhere  a  surplus.  Although 
we  learned  that  a  certain  fly,  called  chintz-bug,  has  been  found 
in  the  cornfields  of  the  neighboring  region  and  in  part  has 
caused  great  harm  there,  we  have  had  little  or  no  trouble  at  all 
with  it.  In  one  respect  alone,  namely  water  to  drink  and  to 
run  the  mill,  was  not  at  hand  in  great  abundance.  Through  the 
continued  drought  in  the  past  winter  and  summer  the  earth  was 
so  dried  out  that  the  springs  here  in  this  place  and  away  from 
here  in  many  places  gave  out. 

Whole  families  have  suffered  from  a  species  of  head  cold,  but 
He  has  graciously  preserved  us  from  all  serious  fevers,  except 
a  few  cases  and  no  souls  have  been  led  quickly  and  unexpectedly 
to  the  goal  of  their  earthly  journey. 

Although  in  other  lands  war  and  rumors  of  war  are  to  be 
heard  of,  and  even  in  our  boundaries  here  and  there  peace  has 
not  been  completely  established,  indeed  even  inside  our  land 
so  richly  blessed  by  heaven  in  every  respect  the  firebrand  of  the 
host  is  still  not  quenched,  in  fact  at  just  this  time  there  threatens 
again  anew  the  putting  of  the  inhabitants  against  each  other 
in  destructive  strife,  that  also  the  laws  will  be  trodden  under 
foot  and  many  allow  themselves  to  be  misled  through  strong 
party  spirit  to  the  expression  of  their  animosity — still  He,  the 
gracious  Protector  of  us  has  turned  away  from  us  all  dangers 
and  again  allowed  a  year  before  Him  to  be  concluded  in  peace 
and  security. 

Minutes  of  the  Bethania  Committee,  1839. 
[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  13. 

2.  The  situation  about  the  graveyard  was  discussed  again. 
The  new  part,  namely  that  which  since  the  improvement  has 
been  enclosed  with  a  fence  should,  according  to  a  proposal  of 
the  householders,  be  leveled  off  and  then  given  over  to  the  care 
of  Br.  Jno.  Stolz  to  be  looked  after.  They  thought  it  practical  to 
take  care  of  this  matter  as  soon  as  possible  and  accordingly  ap- 
pointed the  coming  Saturday  and  the  pastor  was  willing  to  in- 
vite the  brethren  to  be  there  to  help  in  the  morning. 

They  also  decided  to  renew  the  cedar  trees  on  the  new  path 
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to  the  graveyard  as  soon  as  feasible  as  these  have  not  thrived 
according  to  their  wish. 

3.  Since  for  some  time  difficulties  have  been  found  in  regard 
to  the  smoking  of  pork  by  the  pastor,  he  asked  whether  it  would 
not  be  possible  for  slight  expense  to  erect  a  small  building  for 
this  purpose.  The  brethren  at  once  considered  the  cheapness  of 
the  project  and  agreed  to  it  and  after  the  Brothers  Sol  Transou, 
H.  Butner  and  D.  Butner  had  been  requested  to  look  after  the 
matter  further  and  the  arranging  for  a  man,  they  sought  a  place 
where  this  building  would  be  most  comfortable  for  the  pastor 
and  least  dangerous  for  the  sheds  standing  around  it. 

June  5. 

1.  Since  difficulties  had  shown  themselves  with  the  present 
contribution  of  weekly  money  for  the  pastor  as  according  to  the 
present  manner,  due  to  circumstances,  this  had  to  be  given 
now  earlier  and  now  later  by  each  person  and  because  dissen- 
sion was  arising  from  some  of  the  brethren,  they  came  together 
to  consider  how  this  evil  might  best  be  remedied.  After  mature 
consideration  they  decided  on  the  following:  1)  To  stop  the 
weekly  contribution  to  the  pastor  until  the  coming  July  1  and 
during  that  time  he  should  take  his  expenses  from  the  treasury 
of  the  congregation.  2)  However  from  this  day  the  Brothers 
Lehman  and  Pfaff  would  at  the  same  time  announce  to  the  parts 
of  the  congregation  assigned  to  them  in  turn  the  week  so  that 
accordingly  on  each  Sunday  2  times  12  dollars  would  be  paid. 
The  one  twelve  the  pastor  received  and  the  other  came  into  the 
treasury.  By  this  arrangement  it  would  follow  that  each  time 
at  the  end  of  the  announcements  of  expenses,  that  is  before  July 
1  and  January  1  of  each  year  some  weeks  would  be  lacking 
during  which  time  there  would  be  no  weekly  contribution. 
The  pastor  would  then  receive  these  weeks  from  the  treasury. 
Through  this  arrangement  they  hoped  to  settle  all  difficulties. 

Aug.  11. 

Sol  Transou  and  Abr.  Loesch  absent. 

2.  They  discussed  the  cleaning  of  the  church.  This  had  had 
to  be  left  off  in  the  spring  since  it  had  always  fallen  on  some 
of  who  did  it  of  their  freewill  and  the  others  did  not  bother 
about  it  (church  scrubbing)  and  making  payment  for  it,  and 
those  people  were  now  unwilling  to  do  it  and  had  refused  to 
do  it.  The  question  now  arose  whether  this  could  not  now  be 
paid  for  out  of  the  treasury  in  the  future  since  they  did  not

think  means  was  on  hand  just  now.  But  this  proposal  was  not 
to  be  agreed  to  by  all  the  brethren,  since,  even  if  the  treasury- 
could  afford  it  now,  the  time  might  come  in  which  this  would 
not  be  the  case  and  a  new  burden  would  be  laid  on  them  which 
they  could  not  bear.  But  in  order  that  the  scrubbing  would  be 
taken  care  of  for  this  year  they  agreed  for  this  year  to  take 
the  cost  out  of  it,  six  people  at  3  dollars. 

3.  The  pastor  asked  permission  to  ask  Br.  P.  Pfaff  to  collect 
some  back  payments  of  the  treasury  among  the  brethren  living 
in  his  neighborhood.  This  was  granted  to  him,  if  Br.  Pfaff  was 
willing. 

A  reminder  was  made  of  the  covering  of  the  remaining  part 
of  the  shed  roof  of  the  pastor.  Br.  H.  Butner  was  willing  to 
take  charge  of  the  providing  of  the  clapboards. 

Aug.  2Jf. 

Since  the  horse  stable  of  the  pastor  had  got  into  a  bad  con- 
dition, he  asked  permission  to  have  it  repaired.  This  was  of 
course  immediately  agreed  to. 

Sept.  22. 

1.  After  Br.  Van  Vleck  had  laid  on  the  Brothers'  hearts  the 
importance  of  their  office,  of  being  an  example  to  the  congrega- 
tion through  word  and  deed  and  also  of  serving  the  pastor  faith- 
fully with  counsel  and  caring  for  the  external  affairs  of  the 
same,  he  reminded  the  brothers,  since  now  the  pastor  no  longer 
had  to  serve  the  congregation  in  Bethabara  and  accordingly  as 
had  long  been  wished  by  the  brethren  could  give  himself  more 
to  the  Sunday  School,  also  to  contribute  their  interest  to  its 
support  so  that  this  beautiful  plant  school  might  again  flower 
here  and  come  into  gratifying  progress.  Although  much  might 
be  found  lacking  in  it  yet  it  is  just  now  the  thing  which  one 
should  have  and  is  the  most  useful  thing  for  furthering  religion 
among  children. 

When  one  of  the  brothers  made  the  remark  that  one  heard  so 
much  about  Sunday  School  although  the  more  necessary  thing, 
a  good  weekday  school,  was  so  very  much  missed  in  our  con- 
gregation, Br.  Van  Vleck  informed  them  that  the  P.H.C.  had 
decided  over  the  winter,  say  in  6  months,  to  give  instruction 
to  some  young  brethren  in  Salem  in  the  needed  knowledge  so 
that  these  later  in  the  coming  spring  would  be  in  the  position 
of  being  able  to  be  used  as  teachers  in  our  country  congregation. 
He  asked  the  brethren  whether  they  look  upon  this  as  a  plan 
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that  could  be  carried  out.  After  this  question  was  answered  in 
the  affirmative  and  had  been  received  as  a  very  gratifying  mat- 
ter, Br.  Van  Vleck  added  that  one  purpose  of  his  visit  was  to 
seek  out  whether  one  or  another  young  brother  was  to  be  found 
who  was  suitable  for  the  purpose  and  asked  the  committee 
whether  they  could  advise  him  about  one.  They  proposed  Tre- 
phonius  Transou  and  Augustine  Transou,  not  a  member  of 
ours,  whereupon  the  father  of  the  former  immediately  expressed 
his  williness  to  let  them  use  his  son  for  this  purpose  in  case 
the  young  man  had  the  desire  for  it.  They  recommended  the 
matter  to  him  for  consideration. 

Nov.  10. 

1.  The  petition  of  the  married  Brother  Solomon  Conrad  was 
placed  before  the  committee.  He  persists  in  a  reduction  of  his 
church  dues  since,  as  he  claims,  it  is  impossible  for  him  because 
of  the  debts  which  he  has  on  his  land  still  to  give  the  entire 
assessment.  Also  the  distance  from  the  church  is  so  great  and 
the  circumstances  of  his  family  of  such  kind  that  they  can  at- 
tend the  festival  days  only  a  little.  The  brethren  of  the  com- 
mittee could  not  decide  to  agree  to  the  wish  of  this  brother  since 
through  this  others  whose  situations  are  more  needy  would  ask 
for  the  same  permission  and  so  would  give  occasion  for  dis- 
orders which  they  would  no  longer  be  able  to  check.  They  had 
anyway  reached  a  conclusion  that  all  members  whose  distance 
from  the  church  was  less  than  8  miles  should  deliver  the  estab- 
lished dues  and  our  brother  lived  at  most  only  7  miles  from  here. 

2.  It  was  reported  that  Br.  John  Stolz  who  had  undertaken 
to  care  for  gravedigging  and  care  of  the  graveyard  asked  for 
release  from  this  duty  as  his  physical  circumstances  did  not  per- 
mit him  to  do  this  longer.  Br.  Chr.  Grabs  was  requested  to  take 
on  this  duty  meanwhile  until  at  a  meeting  of  the  householders 
another  brother  might  be  chosen.  Also  they  discussed  on  this 
occasion  the  payment  for  the  making  of  a  grave  and  they 
thought  the  former  fee  of  $1.50  was  too  little.  They  thought 
$2  for  the  grave  of  those  over  12  and  $1.50  for  those  under  this 
age  should  be  paid  to  the  man  who  cares  for  this.  But  this  must 
be  confirmed  by  a  resolution  of  the  householders. 

3.  The  pastor  requested  the  brethren  to  supply  him  with  wood 
which  they  promised  to  do.  Also  the  pastor  was  asked  to  pre- 
pare and  hand  to  the  brethren  a  list  of  all  those  who  are  back 
in  their  wood  contributions. 
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Nov.  26. 

It  was  observed  that  the  rope  for  the  bell  was  not  in  good 
condition.  Br.  J.  C.  Lehman  was  requested  to  procure  a  new  and 
and  more  substantial  one. 

Minutes  of  the  Bethabara  Committee,  1839. 
[Extracts  translated.'] 

Aug.  6,  1839. 

Brother  Van  Vleck  announced  in  the  name  of  the  P.H.C.  that 
Br.  and  Sr.  Johann  Renatus  Schmidt  have  received  and  ac- 
cepted a  call  to  service  with  the  congregation  here.  The  Com- 
mittee witnessed  their  satisfaction  with  this  appointment.  Br. 
Bechler  who  up  to  now  has  been  serving  the  congregation  here 
along  with  his  other  congregation  will  announce  this  change  to 
the  congregation  today  in  the  evening  meeting.  In  an  afternoon 
meeting  of  the  committee  it  was  decided  that  the  schoolteacher 
here  who  has  been  living  for  the  time  in  the  building  standing 
at  the  back  of  the  lot  of  the  congregation  and  which  is  the  prop- 
erty of  the  congregation  here  and  who  has  rented  the  garden 
belonging  to  the  property  should  move  out  when  his  time  is  up 
at  the  beginning  of  October. 

Aug.  23, 1839. 

In  today's  meeting  of  the  committee  Br.  Schmidt  was  intro- 
duced by  Br.  Van  Vleck  and  cordially  received.  Also  there  was 
a  discussion  as  to  how  the  Sunday  meetings,  the  Sunday  School 
and  the  meetings  in  the  week  should  be  held  in  the  future.  Every 
other  Sunday  an  English  sermon  and  before  it  the  litany  or  read- 
ing of  reports  and  in  the  evening  reading  or  congregational 
meeting;  on  Tuesday  alternately  with  Friday's  meeting  the 
liturgy  and  Singstunde.  Each  Monday  in  the  month  a  prayer 
meeting.  Also  religious  instruction  will  be  given  the  children 
at  a  suitable  time  still  to  be  determined.  In  a  meeting  of  the 
householders  it  was  decided  to  give  Br.  and  Sr.  Schmidt  on  the 
part  of  the  congregation  here  a  yearly  contribution  of  24  dol- 
lars. The  schoolteacher  is  to  leave  the  house  he  is  living  in  at 
the  beginning  of  October. 

Meeting  of  Householders,  Sept.  15, 1839. 

In  today's  meeting  of  the  householders  it  was  unanimously 
decided  to  accept  the  proposal  of  celebrating  the  Married 
People's  festival  on  October  6  and  the  wish  was  expressed  that

the  Angel  festival  might  be  united  with  it,  and  this  received 
the  approval  of  the  householders.  However  the  proposal  to  rent 
the  previously  mentioned  house  to  the  present  schoolteacher  for 
six  months  could  not  be  settled  since  in  the  last  householders' 
meeting  a  resolution  was  taken  with  a  majority  of  votes  on 
August  25  that  he  must  move  out  on  October  6  of  this  year. 

Sept.  18, 1839. 

The  reason  for  the  present  committee  meeting  was,  that  since 
the  brethren  of  the  P.H.C.  had  been  informed  that  the  proposal 
not  to  rent  the  house  to  the  schoolteacher,  an  outsider,  had 
aroused  dissatisfaction  with  several  householders,  especially  for 
the  cause  that  they  were  afraid,  if  the  teacher  had  no  dwelling, 
the  school  here  would  come  to  an  end  and  they  certainly  could 
not  be  blamed  for  this  anxiety.  On  the  other  hand  it  would  be 
very  hard  for  the  pastor  to  have  the  man  with  his  family  in  the 
yard  and  he  would  be  very  much  restricted  in  many  respects. 
The  dear  brothers  Van  Vleck  and  Schulz  who  were  on  hand  dis- 
cussed the  matter  at  length  today  and  asked  that  the  resolution 
taken  unanimously  on  August  28  that  the  teacher  should  move 
out  of  the  house  on  October  6  of  this  year  when  his  time  is  up 
should  stand  since  it  is  highly  unsuitable  for  the  pastor  and  very 
unpleasant  for  him  to  have  a  stranger  in  the  yard. 

Br.  Schmidt  offered  if  in  the  case  of  the  school  being  inter- 
rupted through  the  moving  that  he  himself  until  help  can  be 
secured  would  hold  without  compensation  school  four  days  a 
week  and  four  hours  a  day. 

Friedberg  and  Hope  Diary,  1839. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Feb.  U.  The  news  was  brought  me  by  a  brother  today  that 
the  neighbor  Eder  recently  visited  by  me  had  finished  his  earth- 
ly course  and  at  the  same  time  he  asked  on  the  part  of  the  chil- 
dren and  the  widow  of  the  departed  that  I  take  charge  of  the 
burial  and  the  funeral  sermon.  This  to  be  held  tomorrow.  Ac- 
cordingly I  betook  myself 

Feb.  5.  to  the  house  of  the  afore-mentioned  deceased  where  a 
numerous  crowd  of  listeners  had  assembled.  Since  not  even  half 
of  the  people  could  be  accommodated  in  the  house,  it  was  decided 
to  put  benches  on  the  yard  in  front  of  the  house  where  they 
could  sit.  I  preached  first  on  Isaiah  3:10,11  in  the  English  lan- 
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guage  and  then  Mr.  Crooks,  preacher  of  the  Dutch  Reformed 
Church  in  Davidson  County,  North  Carolina  gave  a  short  ad- 
dress in  the  same  language.  At  his  request  Mr.  Cecil,  a  local 
preacher  of  the  Methodists  and  a  constable,  gave  a  concluding 
prayer.  After  the  sermon  followed  the  burial  of  the  married 
Adam  Eder  in  the  burial  place  not  far  from  the  house  of  the 
deceased. 

Feb.  9.  The  weather  was  very  pleasant  today  and  therefore 
the  attendants  gathered  in  very  large  numbers,  who  were  half 
strangers,  were  made  welcome  to  be  present  at  the  funeral  of 
the  late  departed  married  Sister  Maria  Christian  Discher. 

Feb.  1U.  The  pastor  performed  in  the  home  of  Mr.  Fried. 
Shott  the  marriage  of  the  single  Solomon  J.  Hoffman  and  the 
Single  Sister  Elisa  Holder.  Her  husband  asserted  to  me  that  he 
wished  to  join  the  congregation  in  Friedberg  as  soon  as  he  was 
permanently  settled,  since  he  preferred  the  Brethren's  congre- 
gation to  all  others.  He  seems  to  be  a  worthy  young  man  in 
moral  respects. 

March  2.  There  took  place  the  burial  of  the  earthly  remains 
of  the  late  Married  Sister  Eleanore  Elisabeth  Stolz,  m.n.  Walk, 
who  died  day  before  yesterday,  with  an  unusually  numerous 
funeral  procession. 

March  5.  Since  our  youngest  born  little  son  toward  evening 
today  was  becoming  sick  and  getting  definitely  worse,  I  baptized 
him  at  11  P.M.  with  an  inexpressibly  sorrowful  feeling  and  gave 
him  the  name  of  Theodore.  The  Saviour  ended  his  life  Thurs- 
day the  sixth  at  8  o'clock  a.m.  after  great  suffering. 

March  16.  Many  Brr.  and  young  people  worked  today  in  the 
graveyard.  Also  there  was  a  successful  reconciliation  with  God's 
help  between  two  brothers  of  the  congregation  through  arbitra- 
tion. 

March  19.  The  thermometer  went  up  to  76  degrees  today. 
The  peach  trees  are  in  glorious  bloom. 

March  21.  The  pastor  performed  in  the  house  of  Br.  and  Sr. 
Christn.  Rippel  the  marriage  of  the  single  George  Washington 
Burk  and  the  single  Sarah  Rippel. 

March  2b.  Baptized  George  Simon,  the  little  son  of  the  mar- 
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ried  Br.  and  Sr.  George  and  Elizabeth,  m.n.  Schott  Spach,  born 
January  7,  1839. 

March  29.  The  funeral  took  place  today  at  12  o'clock  of  the 
widowed  Sister  Eva  Elisabeth  Rothrock  who  died  yesterday, 
with  a  very  large  funeral  procession,  and  after  a  talk  in  Ger- 
man and  English.  At  the  time  of  her  death  this  sister  was  the 
oldest  person  in  the  Wachovia  congregations  and  thus  far  there 
is  no  one  buried  in  our  God's  Acre  who  surpasses  her  in  age. 

March  31.  At  the  end  of  the  services  I  baptized  in  my  living 
room  a  little  daughter  of  the  married  Joseph  and  Elenore 
Steward,  m.n.  Hertel. 

April  1.  In  the  afternoon  the  married  Err.  John  Fishel,  Sen., 
and  Jacob  Spach  celebrated  their  birthdays  since  the  former 
was  77  years  old  yesterday  and  the  latter  71  today.  After  both 
families,  parents  with  some  children  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Spach  had 
spent  several  hours  in  a  pleasant  and  friendly  manner  and  had 
also  enjoyed  a  lovefeast,  finally  a  family  devotional  service  was 
held. 

April  6.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  sermon  the  little  child  of  the 
married  John  Critesfeeser  (Kreuzfusser)  was  baptized  with  the 
name  Barbara. 

April  13.  Our  neighbor  Barnabas  Kimel  asked  the  pastor  for 
admission  to  the  congregation  today  and  likewise  earlier  the 
older  girls  Elisabeth  Rothrock,  Eunice  Marshall  and  Margaret 
Miller  and  the  married  Joseph  Spach  (Jo's)  asked  for  read- 
mission. 

April  28.  Although  today  in  several  places  in  the  neighbor- 
hood (partly  of  Methodists)  meetings  were  held,  still  there  was 
a  very  sizable  number  of  brethren  present.  After  the  German 
sermon  in  a  special  service  was  the  solemn  reception  of  11  boys 
and  8  girls  namely :

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May  1.  In  the  afternoon  confirmation  instruction  was  held  in 
the  German  language  for  those  who  do  not  understand  the  Eng- 
lish language.  There  were  present  for  this  four  married  people 
since  most  people  prefer  to  attend  the  instruction  given  in  Eng- 
lish. 

May  4.  Since  Br.  Clauder  had  taken  leave  of  the  congregation 
in  Hope  and  besides  was  busy  with  packing  I  took  charge  for 
him  of  the  funeral  of  the  widowed  sister  Cook  who  died  yester- 
day and  gave  the  sermon  to  a  rather  large  crowd. 

May  5.  Today  there  took  place  with  exceptionally  pleasant 
weather  the  annual  celebration  of  the  Stokes  County  Sunday 
School  Union  here  in  Friedberg  at  which  certainly  1,000  people 
from  near  and  far,  strangers  and  brethren  were  present  when 
the  meeting  began  at  10  o'clock.  There  were  present  repre- 
sentatives from  all  six  congregations  in  the  Wachovia.  As  our 
church  could  certainly  not  hold  all  the  listeners,  they  took  their 
places  in  the  open  under  the  oak  trees  where  a  stand  and 
benches  had  been  set  up.  At  10  the  first  meeting  was  opened 
by  Br.  Byhan,  pastor  of  the  congregation  in  Friedland,  in  a 
very  solemn  and  cordial  manner  with  the  reciting  of  the  New 
Testament  blessing  and  song  and  prayer.  After  the  singing  of 
some  verses  a  sermon  in  an  evangelistic  manner  was  given  by 
Mr.  Michael  Doub,  a  Methodist  minister  on  Eph.  6 :  1-4.  Br.  Van 
N.  Zevely  concluded  with  an  admonition  to  the  parents  and  a 
final  prayer  was  given  by  Mr.  Doub.  After  three  quarters  of 
an  hour  of  intermission  the  afternoon  session  was  opened  with 
a  short  address  and  prayer  by  Mr.  Thomas,  a  local  preacher  of 
the  Methodists.  Then  Br.  Clauder  arose  and  gave  a  rather  long 
and  heartfelt  address  with  a  prayer  in  which  he  commended 
himself  and  his  family  on  their  approaching  journey  to  Staten 
Island  to  all  those  present  for  their  prayers.  Finally  the  pastor 
of  the  congregation  in  Friedberg  spoke  a  few  words  on  the  One 
Necessity  and  concluded  the  meeting  with  the  asking  for  the 
blessing  of  the  Triune  God  in  the  singing  of  some  suitable 
verses.  The  happiest  attention  and  order  prevailed  although  the 
large  crowd  had  assembled  in  the  open.  Pupils  of  the  Sunday 
Schools  in  Hope,  Muddy  Creek,  Cool  Spring,  Hopewell,  Good 
Hope  and  Charity  were  present. 

After  the  public  meetings  were  concluded  there  took  place  a 
private  devotional  service  which  Mr.  Doub  conducted  in  a  very 
cordial  and  friendly  manner  at  which  all  the  ministers  said  fare- 
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well  and  betook  themselves  home.  Br.  Clauder  left  us  also  ac- 
companied by  all  the  wishes  for  blessing  from  us  all  for  his 
approaching  departure. 

May  12.  A  lovefeast  was  held  and  in  this  third  and  final 
service  after  an  address  by  the  pastor  the  following  persons 
were  received  into  the  congregation:  the  married  Barnabas 
Kimmel,  and  the  married  couple  Jacob  and  Molly  Nading,  m.n. 
Zink. 

July  30.  Was  held  the  funeral  of  Br.  Joseph  Walk  (Sen.)  who 
died  suddenly  Sunday  evening.  He  was  born  December  16,  1773 
was  received  into  the  society  March  11,  1786  and  into  the  con- 
gregation November  18,  1804.  He  partook  of  holy  communion 
for  the  first  time  April  3,  1806.  On  April  14,  1804  he  married 
the  single  Elisabeth  Gass  and  this  marriage  was  blessed  with 
2  sons  and  10  daughters  of  whom  he  had  19  grandchildren. 
Four  of  his  daughters  preceded  him  into  eternity.  He  was  an 
active  member  of  this  congregation  and  served  it  as  member 
of  the  committee  and  first  Saaldiener  a  long  time.  His  end  was 
brought  about  very  quickly  by  a  stroke  at  the  age  of  65  years 
and  7  months  less  12  days. 

Sept.  22.  I  was  present  at  the  beginning  of  a  three  days' 
meeting  in  the  Hopewell  Church.  After  a  hymn  and  prayer 
Preacher  Grimm  spoke  on  Luc.  8:18.  After  him  Preacher  Saml. 
Rothrock  gave  some  admonition  and  finally  I  gave  a  brief  ad- 
dress in  German.  Preacher  Grimm  concluded  with  singing  and 
the  New  Testament  blessing. 

Oct.  6.  At  12  o'clock  was  the  funeral  of  the  married  Johanna 
Elisabeth  Berril,  m.n.  Ziegler.  She  was  born  August  17,  1774 
in  Virginia,  baptized  by  Br.  Joh.  Danl.  Kohler  June  28,  1789 
here  in  Friedberg.  Later  she  married  the  single  Johann  Lazarus 
Berril  and  this  marriage  was  blessed  with  5  sons  and  one  daugh- 
ter from  whom  she  had  7  grandchildren.  Several  years  ago  she 
was  separated  from  the  congregation.  Her  end  came  in  an  un- 
expectedly rapid  manner.  Br.  Henry  Schulz  held  the  funeral.  In 
Hope  at  the  usual  time  I  gave  a  sermon  and  at  its  conclusion 
baptized  the  twins  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Null. 

Nov.  1.  The  funeral  of  the  widowed  Sister  Catharina  Wees- 
ner,  m.n.  Discher.  She  was  born  in  the  month  of  December  in 
Pennsylvania.  In  1794  on  October  14  she  entered  the  state  of 
holy  matrimony  with  the  single  Andreas  Weesner  and  they  were 
blessed  with  3  sons  and  5  daughters  of  whom  one  daughter  ha& 
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passed  into  eternity.  From  the  rest  of  her  children  she  has  39 
grandchildren  of  whom  35  are  living.  November  12,  1797  she 
was  received  into  the  congregation  and  partook  for  the  first 
time  of  holy  communion  April  7,  1803.  She  became  a  widow 
June  11,  1823  at  the  death  of  her  husband  and  lived  a  quiet  life 
preparing  for  the  end  for  which  in  the  last  months  during  which 
she  suffered  from  severe  sicknesses  she  longed.  This  longing  was 
fulfilled  quite  unexpectedly  quickly  for  her  since  after  only  a 
few  hours  of  illness  which  she  mostly  spent  sleeping  she  gently 
slept  away  after  only  a  few  hours  into  the  arms  and  bosom  of 
Jesus.  Her  age  was  70  years. 

Nov.  9.  We  celebrated  in  Hope  the  Married  Peoples'  lovefeast. 
On  this  occasion  Br.  Haman  was  introduced  to  the  congregation. 

Dec.  13.  The  funeral  was  held  in  Hopewell  of  the  late  Maria 
Magdalena  Hill,  m.n.  Tesch,  who  died  on  the  11th  of  this  month. 

Dec.  31.  With  the  very  heavy  snowy  weather  I  rode  in  the 
afternoon  to  Jacob  Foltz's  where  I  performed  the  marriage  of 
the  single  Solomon  Schott  and  their  daughter  Salome  Foltz. 

Report  from  Hope,  1839. 

{Extracts  translated."] 

Jan.  27.  There  was  a  sermon.  After  the  work  was  finished  in 
Hope  I  betook  myself  to  our  Br.  and  Sr.  Ch.  Hanes,  where  I 
spent  the  night. 

Jan.  28.  I  visited  Thos.  Hanes  and  had  a  thorough  discussion 
with  him  in  regard  to  his  merely  nominal  membership  with  us. 
He  seems  to  hold  with  the  principles  of  the  Baptists  and  that 
is  the  reason  none  of  his  children  are  baptized.  Since  his  views 
on  baptism  as  it  is  practiced  by  the  Baptists  seem  really  only 
superficial,  I  dared  to  offer  some  points  against  the  principles 
and  advised  him  to  read  the  holy  scripture  with  a  request  for 
enlightenment  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  before  all  things  to  ask  for 
the  baptism  of  the  Spirit,  without  which  no  water  baptism  can 
avail  for  bliss. 

Born  and  baptized:  George  Francis  Hanes,  son  of  Charles 
Lewis  Hanes  and  Sarah,  m.n.  Philips, 
baptized  December  2,  1838. 
Christopher  Columbus  Painter,  son  of 
Danl.  Painter  and  Maria,  m.n.  Buttner, 
baptized  December  2, 1838. 
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Feb.  S.  Before  the  sermon  was  as  usual  the  Sunday  School  in 
which  the  older  children  were  catechized  about  the  part  of  the 
holy  scripture  learned  by  them,  in  which  they  showed  pleasure. 
Sickening  is  the  frivolous  behaviour  of  several  young  people  who 
are  present  each  Sunday  in  Hope  and  take  pleasure  in  disturbing 
the  school  and  meeting.  Gentle  reproaches  have  remained  un- 
heeded so  far. 

Feb.  10.  A  violent  but  not  long  lasting  flurry  of  snow  had  the 
result  that  almost  no  grown  people  were  present  at  Hope.  With 
the  children  of  whom  about  20  were  on  hand  I  spent  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  teachers  some  hours  in  the  school  with  reading  and 
spelling.  At  the  conclusion  I  gave  a  talk  to  the  children  at  which 
the  before-mentioned  young  men  who  stayed  outside  at  the  door 
were  invited  in.  Then  I  used  the  occasion  to  speak  to  them  in  a 
serious  way  and  to  present  to  them  plainly  the  sinfulness  of 
their  manner  of  acting  as  well  as  the  consequence  of  unrepentant 
wild  life. 

Dec.  16.  We  visited  several  couples  belonging  to  the  little 
Hope  Congregation.  In  one  family  the  children  had  suffered 
greatly  from  whooping  cough  but  were  well  on  the  way  to  re- 
covery. 

March. 

A  sick  widow  who  was  visited  on  the  3rd  expressed  her  ma- 
ternal care  about  her  children  who  cause  her  no  little  anxiety. 
In  their  presence  and  amid  a  stream  of  tears  she  said  "I  am 
ready  and  willing  to  go  to  the  Saviour  which  would  even  be  the 
best  for  me  but  the  thought  that  my  poor  children,  not  yet 
grown  should  live  then  in  their  sins  and  that  I  should  be  sep- 
arated from  them  forever  and  eternally,  is  heartbreaking  to  me, 
and  makes  alive  the  wish  to  be  permitted  to  live,  to  be  able  to 
give  them  the  necessary  admonitions."  Since  the  children  were 
all  present,  I  took  the  opportunity  to  speak  truly  to  their  hearts 
and  to  commend  them  in  a  prayer  to  the  Lord  and  to  ask  Him 
also  to  send  the  mother  the  grace  to  act  for  the  best. 

March  10.  Was  a  joyful  day  for  the  Sunday  School  scholars 
since  they  received  for  their  industry  up  to  now  in  learning  and 
in  punctual  attendance  of  the  school  little  books.  Most  of  them 
received  a  Union  Hymn  Book. 

March  11.  We  visited  for  the  last  time  John  Brunner  who  in 
a  few  days  will  set  out  for  Indiana. 
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Beside  the  previously  mentioned  Brunner  family  also  Benj. 
Rominger  with  his  family  left  in  the  course  of  this  week  on  the 
journey  to  Hope  in  the  state  of  Indiana. 

From  June  23  to  July  31. 

In  Hope  I  gave  my  first  sermon. 

On  the  evening  of  the  13th  the  little  boys,  George  Cook,  about 
twelve  years  old,  one  of  the  Sunday  School  scholars  in  Hope 
drowned.  This  incident  seemed  to  cause  a  shock  which  it  is  to 
be  hoped  will  continue  until  many  will  arrive  at  a  true  change 
of  heart. 

Aug.,  Sept.,  Oct. 

On  August  26  in  Hope  was  celebrated  the  congregation  festi- 
val of  that  place  at  which  the  Brothers  Van  Vleck  and  H.  Schulz 
also  took  part.  The  Sunday  School  was  not  so  well  attended  in 
this  period  of  time  as  was  to  be  expected.  A  Camp  Meeting  of 
the  Methodists  and  meetings  of  the  Quakers  may  have  contribu- 
ted their  part  to  the  poorer  attendance  at  church  and  school. 
These  meetings  as  well  as  a  four  days'  meeting  at  the  church 
in  Hopewell  caused  a  very  small  attendance  also  in  Friedberg. 
Born  and  baptized :  Lucinda  Catharina  Noll 

Louisa  Marina  Noll  Twins  born  Septem- 
ber 5,  Baptized  October  6. 
Martha  Louisa  Miller  Born  August  1, 
baptized  November  3. 

Nov. 

I  held  my  last  sermon  in  Hope. 

Minutes  of  the  Friedberg  Committee,  1839. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  1.  The  Brr.  Vogler  and  Joel  Rothrock  according  to  No. 
5  of  the  last  minutes  spoke  with  the  Brr.  George  Spach  and 
Swaim  and  cleared  up  the  quarrel  to  a  degree.  Since  however 
the  latter  Br.  later  mentioned  Brr.  Christian  Rippel  and  John 
Fisher  as  arbitrators  these  Brr.  took  up  the  matter  with  the 
Brr.  Spach  and  Swaim.  After  they  had  had  a  hearing  for  both 
parties,  the  arbitrators  were  of  the  opinion  that  Br.  Swaim  had 
been  treated  in  an  unfair  manner  by  G.  Spach.  It  is  now  to  be 
hoped  that  this  unpleasant  relation  between  Spach  and  Swaim 
is  done  away  with,  since  they  left  each  other  as  friends. 
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Feb.  4.  The  married  brother  Jacob  Mack  received  a  release 
from  the  committee  from  his  money  contribution  to  be  paid  to 
the  pastor  for  the  year  1838  since  he  as  consequence  of  a  par- 
alyzing sickness  had  been  made  entirely  incapable  of  any  kind 
of  work  in  the  past  year.  Although  according  to  the  ancient  rule 
no  father  of  a  household  is  to  be  released  from  any  contribution 
so  long  as  he  has  a  plantation  in  his  possession,  the  exception 
was  made  in  Br.  Mack's  case,  since  he  has  been  visited  with  a 
lot  of  affliction  from  God.  Accordingly  the  committee  permitted 
Br.  Mack  to  be  released  from  his  contribution  for  the  last  year, 
without  deciding  on  anything  for  the  future. 

Feb.  7.  Br.  Philip  Vogler  and  later  Br.  J.  G.  Spach  have 
worked  at  the  repair  work  one  day  on  the  two  porches,  bake 
oven  and  woodshed.  Since  however  there  are  further  repairs  to 
be  made,  Br.  Christian  Hege  offered  to  look  after  these  as  soon 
as  possible. 

Feb.  11.  The  Brr.  of  the  committee  decided  to  take  care  of 
the  painting  of  the  fence  two  weeks  from  today  among  them- 
selves. Br.  Philip  Vogler  will  kindly  undertake  to  get  the  suit- 
able amount  of  chalk  and  alum  ready. 

Feb.  12.  One  brother  announced  that  at  the  mustering  which 
took  place  a  week  ago,  the  married  brother  John  Weesner  and 
the  Single  Brother  John  Spach  had  shot  for  a  cash  reward. 
Since  this  amusement  is  strictly  forbidden  by  the  rules  and  the 
brotherly  agreement,  we  cannot  sanction  or  approve  of  the  same. 
Br.  Daniel  Spach,  Sen.,  is  therefore  to  speak  with  John  Weesner 
and  Christian  Hege  with  John  Spach  and  give  them  a  hearing 
about  their  misdeed. 

P.S.I.  Since  the  pastor  expects  to  remain  till  Whitsuntide  here 
in  Friedberg,  he  has  begun  to  hold  confirmation  instruction.  The 
following  persons  have  applied  for  readmission  to  the  congrega- 
tion: the  married  Joseph  Spach  and  the  married  Jacob  Foltz. 
In  addition  for  permission  to  join  the  congregation  the  married 
neighbor  Barnabas  Kimmel,  the  Single  Elisabeth  Rothrock  and 
the  married  Molly  Nading,  m.n.  Sink.  After  careful  discussion 
the  committee  voted  in  the  affirmative  for  this. 

2.  The  married  man  Christian  Ernest  appears  as  candidate 
for  holy  baptism.  The  committee  gave  its  approval  for  this  in 
case  the  pastor  should  feel  happiness  in  administering  baptism 
to  this  man. 
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April  13.  The  pastor  announced  to  the  committee  in  the  name 
of  the  P.H.C.  of  Salem  that  Br.  Saml.  R.  Huebener,  pastor  of 
the  congregation  in  Graceham  had  received  the  call  to  serve  as 
pastor  with  his  dear  wife  for  the  congregation  as  the  workers 
in  Friedberg  and  for  the  time  being  also  serving  for  the  con- 
gregation in  Hope.  The  committee  decided  that  a  congregation 
council  be  held  and  plans  be  made  to  open  a  subscription  for 
procurring  several  necessary  pieces  of  furniture. 

May  8.  The  pastor  spoke  with  Joseph  Rominger.  The  latter 
confessed  his  fault  in  regard  to  immoderation  in  drinking  and 
promised  a  definite  improvement.  His  application  to  the  congre- 
gation is  therefore  postponed  for  about  six  months  in  order  to 
give  opportunity  to  him  so  that  he  may  really  make  an  effort 
toward  a  change  for  the  better  on  this  point  before  his  re- 
ception into  the  congregation.  Br.  Christ.  Hege  has  spoken  kind- 
ly with  John  Spach  and  Dan  Spach  with  John  Weesner  and  re- 
ceived a  promise  from  them  that  they  will  not  shoot  any  more 
for  money  in  a  manner  giving  public  offense. 

2.  The  married  Br.  Jacob  Nading,  to  whom  the  brotherlv 
agreement  was  read  and  explained  today  is  asking  for  admis- 
sion to  the  congregation  in  Friedberg.  The  committee  knew 
nothing  objectionable  about  him  and  nothing  to  oppose  in  him 
in  regard  to  moral  character.  Accordingly  if  he  appears  day 
after  tomorrow  for  instruction  and  pledges  himself  to  follow  the 
brotherly  agreement,  he  and  his  wife  and  the  married  Br. 
Barnabas  Kimmel  will  be  solemnly  received  into  the  congrega- 
tion on  a  future  Sunday. 

3.  The  Single  Eunice  Marshall  had  received  permission  for 
holy  baptism.  Since  it  is  her  heart's  desire  and  the  spirit  of 
God  seems  to  have  taken  possession  of  her  heart,  the  pastor 
feels  moved  to  baptize  this  person  and  the  married  Christian 
Ernest  on  Whitsunday.  The  confirmation  of  several  persons  and 
the  partaking  of  the  holy  communion  would  take  place  then  on 
Whitsuntide  Monday. 

4.  The  Brr.  Philip  Vogler,  Christ.  Spach  and  Christ.  Hege 
were  appointed  as  a  committee  to  attend  to  the  painting  of  the 
house  (whitewashing)  at  the  end  of  the  first  week  after  Whit- 
sunday. 

5.  The  pastor  reported  that  he  had  paid  out  $39.50  to  Thomas 
Fisher,  Theodor  Pfohl  of  Salem  $32,  and  to  Geog.  Hege  $32  for 
painting  of  the  house,  oil  and  paint. 

6.  The  proposal  was  approved  that  a  welcoming  lovefeast  for

Br.  and  Sr.  Huebner  be  arranged  for  on  the  day  of  their  pres- 
entation. 

Aug.  5 — 1.  Minutes  were  read. 

In  regard  to  section  1  of  the  same  it  was  observed  that  Joseph 
Rominger  had  continued  his  inclination  to  strong  drink  and  so 
it  was  decided  to  wait  still  longer  in  regard  to  his  being  received 
again. 

3.  It  was  decided  to  hold  an  English  sermon  in  connection 
with  a  prayer  meeting  on  the  first  Sunday  afternoon  of  each 
month  at  3  o'clock. 

4.  A  discussion  about  a  Sunday  School  teachers'  meeting  was 
held  and  it  was  decided  to  hold  the  same,  if  it  was  possible,  at 
8  o'clock  on  Sunday. 

5.  The  married  brother  Daniel  Fischer  is  applying  for  re- 
admission,  since  however  for  some  time  now  he  has  been  given 
more  or  less  to  strong  drink,  they  considered  it  advisable  to 
postpone  it  for  a  while  to  see  whether  he  could  remain  faithful 
to  the  resolution  he  took  to  renounce  this  evil,  which  they  con- 
sidered doubtful,  since  just  now  much  brandy  is  being  distilled 
and  accordingly  the  temptation  of  such  a  thing  would  be  so 
much  the  more. 

6.  Since  through  the  death  of  our  worthy  Br.  Joseph  Walk, 
Sen.,  the  place  of  the  first  Saal  Diener  became  vacant,  this  busi- 
ness was  given  over  to  our  Br.  Daniel  Spach,  Sen.,  who  has  real- 
ly taken  care  of  this  office  for  a  long  time.  Since  at  the  same  time 
a  place  in  the  committee  was  made  vacant  but  only  until  next 
May  14  would  be  open,  it  was  decided  to  hold  no  new  election 
but  to  leave  the  place  unoccupied  until  then.  Meantime  the 
carrying  out  of  his  company's  work  on  the  Gemein  House  should 
be  given  to  his  son  Charles. 

7.  It  was  agreed  that  each  one  should  see  to  it  in  his  company 
that  the  contributions  for  the  support  of  the  pastor  should  be 
brought  in  at  the  right  time,  specifically  at  the  present  time 
the  wool,  which  is  no  longer  so  good  for  spinning  if  it  is  put 
off  too  late. 

8.  It  was  mentioned  that  the  recently  baptized  Christian 
Ernest  had  had  some  connection  with  falsehood  and  therefore 
it  was  assigned  to  the  Brr.  Daniel  Spach,  Sen.,  and  Philip  Vog- 
ler  to  speak  to  him  and  admonish  him  in  regard  to  such  be- 
haviour. 

9.  It  was  decided  in  future  to  set  the  last  Friday  of  each 
second  month  for  the  regular  meeting  of  the  committee. 
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Oct.  21 — 5.  Since  Daniel  Fischel,  Sen.,  cannot  control  him- 
self, it  was  decided  not  to  readmit  him  for  the  present. 

6.  The  readmission  of  the  married  Philip  Fishel  was  ap- 
proved on  the  part  of  the  committee. 

7.  It  was  decided  that  the  companies  who  have  not  yet  cut 
wood,  should  meet  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  sowing  of  the 
wheat,  to  take  care  of  the  fuel. 

9.  Since  our  Br.  Thomas  Fischer  can  no  longer  take  care  of 
the  duty  of  gravedigging  and  is  also  pressing  for  the  payment 
for  the  painting  of  the  house  it  was  proposed  to  give  the  former 
job  to  Br.  Jesse  Mack  and  to  settle  the  latter  by  subscription 
but  to  lay  both  before  the  Congregation  Council. 

Dec.  7 — 2.  Since  the  tools  for  gravedigging  are  unsuitable,  it 
was  assigned  to  Br.  Daniel  Spach  to  get  some  new  ones. 

3.  It  was  decided  by  the  committee  to  take  up  the  matter  of 
getting  a  new  bed  for  the  house. 

4.  Since  the  spring  for  a  considerable  time  on  account  of  the 
dry  weather  is  unusable  and  is  presumably  impure,  it  was  as- 
signed to  Br.  Daniel  Spach  to  have  it  cleaned. 

Minutes  of  the  Friedland  Committee,  1839. 
{Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  13. 

1.    One  brother  asserted  that  it  was  necessary  that 

some  new  blocks  or  thresholds  be  laid  under  the  stable  since  the 
stable  is  settling  and  becoming  lower,  because  the  lower  blocks 
are  doing  this.  It  was  necessary  to  lay  this  before  the  house- 
holders next  time. 

4.  It  was  decided  that  the  married  Sister  Elisabeth  Hein  in 
the  future  should  be  relieved  of  lovef east  baking. 

6.  The  question  was  brought  up  whether  it  was  too  hard  for 
the  old  widowed  sister  Lanius  to  care  for  the  weekly  contribu- 
tion for  the  pastor  and  the  baking  for  the  lovefeasts  when  it 
is  her  turn.  The  committee  believed  it  had  no  adequate  cause 
to  dispense  with  her  services  and  she  will  therefore  take  care 
of  the  weekly  assessment  and  the  lovefeast  baking  as  before 
when  it  is  her  turn. 

8.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the  married  couple  John  and  Catha. 
Werner  who  have  for  some  time  now  lived  in  Cabarras  County 
and  still  have  continued  to  be  counted  as  members  of  our  con- 
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gregation  have  joined  the  Presbyterian  church  and  accordingly 
have  left  our  communion. 

Jan.  20. 

1.  Br.  John  Gibbins  announced  that  several  brethren  had  dis- 
cussed the  matter  and  wished  that  the  regulations  about  the 
baking  of  lovefeast  cakes  might  be  changed,  that  not  so  many 
cakes  be  baked  by  one  family  since  it  often  happened  that  40 
cakes  had  to  be  baked  by  a  family  and  this  fell  too  hard  on 
some.  It  was  therefore  decided  that  in  future  not  more  than  35 
cakes  be  baked  by  one  family  for  one  lovefeast  and  if  it  should 
be  the  case  that  the  needful  number  of  cakes  for  a  lovefeast 
should  not  be  reached  with  35,  if  2  or  3  families  baked  them, 
one  more  family  should  be  added  to  the  number   . 

3.  Since  Br.  John  Claus  had  looked  after  the  working  of  the 
corn  field  for  two  years,  and  likewise  Br.  Leibenguth  has  had 
oversight  over  it  for  two  years  too  and  now  asks  that  another 
br.  might  take  over  the  care  of  the  same,  Br.  John  Hein  has 
shown  his  willingness  to  take  over  the  care  of  the  same  for 
this  year. 

4.  The  proposal  was  made  by  one  brother  that  perhaps  it 
might  be  good  since  half  the  cornfield  had  been  sowed  last  fall 
in  wheat,  instead  of  planting  the  other  half  with  corn,  it  be 
planted  with  oats,  which  however  the  present  pastor  would  have 
to  do  himself  and  that  instead  of  that  the  brethren  might  clear 
another  small  piece  of  land  between  the  mill  dam  and  the  old 
field  since  then  the  new  piece  and  the  adjacent  old  field  instead 
of  the  new  field,  would  be  worked  by  the  brethren  for  the  pastor 
and  since  the  fence  which  at  present  is  around  the  old  field  and 
moreover  is  very  bad  should  be  replaced,  the  new  piece  could 
be  surrounded  with  some  new  fence  and  both  fenced  in  at  the 
same  time.  This  proposal  will  be  laid  before  the  householders 
in  their  next  meeting. 

6.  At  the  Congregation  festival  which  this  year  will  be  cele- 
brated Sunday  February  17,  the  householders  will  be  called  to- 
gether concerning  the  cultivation  of  the  fields. 

Jan.  27. 

First  different  matters  were  talked  over  about  the  Sunday 
meetings.  Chiefly  about  the  praying  of  the  church  litany  and 
the  reading  meetings  but  no  conclusion  was  reached. 

Committee  Feb.  17  and  Meeting  of  Householders. 
Br.  Theod.  Schulz  of  Salem  present. 
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  as  is  expressed  in  the  minutes  of  the  committee  on 

January  20  the  pastor  will  have  to  cultivate  and  care  for  the 
half  of  the  field  cleared  four  years  ago  himself  this  year. 

2.  It  was  decided  that  the  householders  would  be  present  here 
next  Wednesday,  weather  permitting,  to  clear  the  above-men- 
tioned little  piece  of  land. 

April  7. 

1.  It  was  resolved  that  the  new  piece  of  land  (see  minutes  of 
February  17)  be  cleared  on  the  11th  of  this  month.  Br.  John 
Hein  will  announce  this  to  the  brethren  and  all  the  house- 
holders. 

3.  Since  for  some  time  the  church  litany  has  not  been  prayed 
in  our  church,  the  wish  was  expressed  that  it  might  be  prayed 
again  from  time  to  time.  It  was  left  to  the  pastor  on  what  Sun- 
days this  should  be  done. 

4.  The  wish  was  expressed  that  in  the  future  as  has  been  done 
in  the  past  at  funerals  there  might  be  some  singing  at  the  grave- 
yard. 

5.  It  was  thought  that  it  might  perhaps  be  good,  if  at  the  con- 
clusion of  our  Sunday  School  a  little  song  practice  might  be  held 
and  that  might  be  the  means  of  making  the  singing  in  the  con- 
gregation better  which  is  much  to  be  wished  since  there  are  some 
in  the  congregation  at  present  who  do  not  join  in  in  the  songs 
in  the  meetings. 

June  16. 

4.  The  wish  was  expressed  that  since  the  German  church 
litany  is  prayed  from  time  to  time  on  Sunday,  that  it  might 
sometimes  be  prayed  in  the  English  language.  It  was  therefore 
decided  that  it  should  be  prayed  each  fourth  Sunday  in  the 
month  before  the  sermon. 

5.  Br.  John  Claus  who  for  a  considerable  time  has  faithfully 
and  punctually  cared  for  the  lovefeast  meetings  and  has  had 
charge  of  the  accounts  and  treasury,  today  gave  up  this  duty. 
Br.  John  Chr.  Gibbins  was  willing  to  take  over  this  job. 

6.  Our  brethren  who  live  at  the  Crossroads  through  a  brother 
of  the  community  made  inquiries  as  to  whether  it  was  possible 
that  the  present  pastor  now  and  then  could  preach  there  even 
if  it  happened  only  once  in  four  or  six  weeks.  The  Committee 
was  not  opposed  to  it,  if  the  present  pastor  was  willing.  The 
pastor  will  however  first  discuss  the  matter  more  thoroughly 
with  our  brother  Phil.  Kerner,  who  lives  at  the  Crossroads.  The 
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ceeded against  according* 
to  law. 
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committee  would  prefer  it,  if  these  meetings  could  chiefly  be 
held  in  the  week  time. 

Sept.  29. 

2.  It  was  remarked  that  the  present  committee  now  has  lost 
a  member  since  Br.  John  Claus,  a  member  of  our  committee 
has  recently  moved  with  his  family  to  the  West  so  that  the  com- 
mittee now  consists  of  5  elected  members  instead  of  6.  The  com- 
mittee decided  that  it  will  as  it  is  at  present  conduct  its  busi- 
ness this  summer  with  the  help  of  the  Lord  until  the  term,  name- 
ly 3  years  have  passed,  when  a  new  committee  will  be  chosen. 
On  this  occasion  the  committee  regretted  that  our  congregation 
is  falling  off  more  from  time  to  time  and  the  number  of  our 
brethren  is  becoming  smaller  and  smaller.  The  committee  was 
encouraged  not  to  give  up  spirit  and  to  continue  and  to  do 
through  God's  hand  and  help  what  He  has  assigned  to  it.  He 
has  not  yet  forsaken  us  and  He  will  also  continue  to  be  with  us. 
And  perhaps  the  time  is  not  distant  when  a  new  life  from  God 
is  coming  among  our  brethren.  He  knows  his  time.  We  will  lay 
our  congregation  urgently  in  prayer  on  His  faithful  heart. 

3.  Since  Br.  John  Chr.  Gibbins  (see  minutes  of  July  28)  had 
undertaken  the  duties  of  the  lovefeast  meetings  for  the  time, 
he  gave  this  job  up  today  because  his  health  did  not  permit  it. 
Brother  Michael  Miller  was  willing  to  undertake  this  office. 

Oct.  27. 

3.  The  pastor  announced  that  it  will  be  necessary  for  him 
to  build  a  new  pig  sty  since  the  old  one  is  very  dilapidated. 
The  committee  raised  no  objection. 

4.  Then  it  was  mentioned  that  the  outhouse  was  in  a  very 
dilapidated  condition.  It  was  left  to  the  pastor  to  see  to  it  that 
a  new  one  was  built  and  if  the  building  required  an  outlay  of 
money  it  should  be  paid  for  out  of  the  house  fund. 

6.  The  committee  considered  it  necessary  that  a  list  be  pre- 
pared for  Br.  John  Hein  of  those  brethren  who  have  to  bring 
kindling  to  the  pastor's  house. 

Dec.  22. 

1.  The  pastor  announced  that  the  present  organist,  Br.  Gott- 
lieb Seides,  has  expressed  the  wish  that  a  choral  book  might 
be  procured  for  the  organ  to  make  use  of  it  in  the  meetings. 
The  committee  gave  their  approval  of  that  and  that  it  should 
be  paid  for  from  the  House  Treasury.  So  also  was  the  wish  of 
the  pastor  discussed  that  an  English  Bible  with  rather  large 
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print  be  procured  for  the  Saal,  because  up  to  that  time  none 
had  existed  which  could  be  used  in  the  Saal.  The  committee 
approved  that  such  a  one,  if  suitable  for  the  purpose  and  if  it 
could  be  found,  be  procured  and  paid  for  out  of  the  House 
Treasury. 

2.  Further  the  pastor  announced  that  the  married  men  Fried- 
rich  Alexander  and  Harry  Schneider  had  presented  their  wish 
to  be  readmitted  to  the  congregation.  Since  the  committee  had 
nothing  against  that,  it  gave  its  approval  and  wished  them 
God's  blessing.  This  wish  will  be  laid  before  the  P.H.C.,  as  in 
the  rules. 

3.  It  was  decided  that  the  meeting  for  the  end  of  the  year 
on  December  31  which  has  customarily  been  held  at  3  P.M.  in 
the  future  be  held  at  6  o'clock  in  the  hope  that  this  meeting 
might  be  attended  more  numerously  since  the  necessary  house- 
hold duties  in  the  families  would  by  then  be  finished.  This  will 
be  make  known  to  the  congregation  in  the  Saal. 

Report  of  the  Congregations  in  Betkabara,  Bethania,  Friedberg, 
Friedland,  Hope  and  the  Negro  Church. 

[Extracts  concerning  Friedland  translated.'] 

March.  Memoir  of  Eva  Elisabeth  Rothrock,  m.n.  Weller,  who 
died  in  Friedberg. 

Sept.  23.  Two  families  consisting  of  17  persons  from  Fried- 
land moved  to  the  region  of  Hope  in  Indiana. 

Oct.  29.  In  Friedland  the  marriage  of  the  Single  Brother 
Lewis  Leinbach  of  Bethania  to  the  Singe  Sister  Anna  Rachel 
Byhan. 


1840 


[William  Henry  Harrison  was  elected  President.  Early  in  the 
forties  the  government  began  the  free  distribution  of  seeds.  In 
Washington  a  national  treasury  was  established  in  which  funds 
were  to  be  kept  and  sub-treasuries  were  set  up  in  certain  cities 
subject  to  the  order  of  the  treasurer.  The  "gag"  law  was  re- 
enacted  in  the  House  of  Representatives.  At  this  time  there 
were  only  44  cities  in  the  country  with  a  population  greater 
than  8,000.  (By  1860  there  were  141.) 

Queen  Victoria  and  Prince  Albert  of  Saxe-Coburg  were  mar- 
ried. 

A  beginning  of  the  public  school  system  was  made  in  the 
State.  In  this  year  North  Carolina  had  246  miles  of  railroads  in 
operation.  John  Motley  Morehead  was  elected  Governor. 

Locally  in  1840  meetings  of  the  little  congregation  of  Negroes 
were  held  regularly  by  Br.  Pfohl.  The  attendance  was  poor  and 
very  few  were  added  to  the  number  of  their  communicants.] 

Diary  of  the  Congregation  in  Salem,  18 40. 

[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  2.  To  the  snow  which  has  fallen  repeatedly  in  the  last 
days  of  the  past  year  still  a  new  one  had  come  and  in  many 
places  the  temperature  stood  at  8  degrees  below  zero  or  still 
lower,  therefore  not  all  the  pastors  from  the  country  congrega- 
tions could  be  present  this  morning  for  the  solemn  opening  of 
all  official  conferences. 

Jan.  9.  Br.  H.  Schulz  began  a  weekly  reading  about  scientific 
and  learned  matters  for  the  rising  generation  of  young  men. 

Jan.  13.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  daughter  of  Br. 
and  Sr.  Dav.  Clewell  born  on  the  5th  of  the  month  with  the 
name  Margaret  Elisabeth. 

Jan.  18.  Br.  Jacobson  read  a  report  from  Greenland  in  con- 
nection with  the  memorial  day  today  of  the  beginning  of  the 
mission  in  Greenland  and  in  conclusion  read  the  accompanying 
writing  of  the  Missionary  Department  of  the  U.E.C.  with  the 
records  of  the  year  1838,  and  after  this  the  semiannual  mission 
collection  to  be  taken  was  announced  by  Br.  H.  Schulz. 

Feb.  1.  Br.  H.  Schulz  was  called  to  a  sick  man  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Salem  who  had  formerly  been  a  scoffer  at  religion 
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but  a  short  time  before  on  the  occasion  of  a  funeral  sermon, 
preached  for  a  brother  who  was  mentioned  by  name,  had  been 
made  attentive  to  his  lost  condition  and  now  seemed  to  have 
arrived  through  grace  at  a  change  of  mind. 

Feb.  13.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  son  of  Br.  and  Sr. 
Chas.  Brietz  born  on  January  31  with  the  name  of  Edward 
Augustus. 

Feb.  16.  There  fell  asleep  gently  and  blessedly  the  married 
Sister  Anna  Dorothea  Kreuser,  m.n.  Clewell,  at  the  age  of  71 
years. 

Feb.  17.  A  traveling  preacher  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  by 
name  Hoover,  gave  a  lecture  in  the  church  in  English. 

In  these  days  a  little  daughter  of  the  nonmember  Br.  and  Sr. 
Jacob  Schulz  had  a  dangerous  accident  when  she  fell  from  the 
upper  part  of  the  stable  onto  the  threshing  floor  and  was  car- 
ried unconscious  into  the  house  but  she  recovered  and  seems  to 
have  received  no  serious  injuries. 

Feb.  28.  The  little  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Charles  Cooper 
born  on  the  18th  of  the  month  with  the  name  of  Adelaide  Louisa 
was  baptized  by  Br.  Van  Vleck. 

March  1.  The  local  Tract  Society  had  its  annual  meeting  in 
the  little  Saal.  In  consequence  of  an  appeal  on  the  part  of  the 
mother  organization  in  New  York  $85  were  collected  here  and 
sent  to  it. 

The  fruit  trees  are  partly  in  bloom. 

March  2.  In  the  monthly  prayer  meeting  Br.  Van  Vleck  read 
part  of  a  letter  from  Br.  Wm.  A.  Prince  in  Jamaica. 

March  4.  The  Brn.  Huebener  of  Friedberg,  H.  Schulz  and 
Van  Vleck  all  together  visited  the  old  widowed  Br.  Horatio 
Hamilton  who  lives  three  miles  from  here  and  belongs  to  the 
congregation  of  Hope  and  who  last  Sunday  while  returning 
home  from  Salem  was  thrown  from  the  wagon  and  seriously 
injured. 

March  10.  The  Brn.  T.  and  H.  Schulz  went  to  Hope  for  the 
funeral  of  the  above-mentioned  aged  Horatio  Hamilton. 

There  was  held  today  the  marriage  of  the  single  Sister  Louisa 
Ruede,  teacher  in  the  Girls'  Boarding  School,  to  Mr.  William 
Rogers  belonging  to  the  Cherokee  nation  but  residing  as  a  citi- 
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zen  in  Georgia  whose  daughter  by  his  first  wife,  m.n.  McNair, 
(who  likewise  was  educated  here)  is  a  pupil  here. 

March  12.  After  the  newly  married  pair  had  taken  a  loving 
farewell  of  us  they  traveled  from  here  to  Georgia,  accompanied 
by  our  good  wishes. 

March  20.  There  was  ended  in  a  highly  unexpected  manner 
in  consequence  of  a  stroke  the  life  of  the  married  sister  Anna 
Dorothea  Chitty,  m.n.  Leinbach,  at  the  age  of  38  years. 

March  29.  Was  the  baptism  of  the  little  daughter  of  Br.  and 
Sr.  Evan  Boner,  born  on  the  16th  of  the  month  with  the  name 
of  Sarah  Jane. 

Br.  H.  Schulz  was  in  Spanish  Grove  today  to  give  a  school 
sermon.  The  two  older  boys  Henry  Fries  and  Elias  Vogler  who 
a  year  ago  were  enrolled  in  Br.  Beck's  school  in  Lititz  returned 
today  accompanied  by  the  father  of  the  latter  to  their  homes. 

April  3.  In  the  presence  of  Brethren  from  the  P.H.C.  and  the 
Elders'  Conference  a  solemn  conclusion  was  held  of  the  Normal 
School  held  here  since  November  18  for  the  training  of  future 
schoolteachers,  since  the  greater  part  of  the  students  from  the 
country  congregations  now  return  to  their  own  people  for  the 
summer. 

April  5.  There  was  a  solemn  meeting  for  the  communion  con- 
gregation with  the  inclusion  of  the  older  boys  and  girls  in  which 
the  confirmands  (with  the  exception  of  some  few)  took  a  public 
test  in  the  English  language  about  the  instruction  given  them  in 
connection  with  their  confirmation. 

Beside  the  usual  4  confirmation  questions  which  the  con- 
firmands answered  in  common  in  the  German  language,  each 
one  expressed  himself  in  an  individual  well-chosen  English  or 
German  verse  from  the  feeling  of  his  heart.  This  was  also  done 
on  the  part  of  the  girls  in  a  lovely  manner  by  the  singing  of 
some  verses. 

April  17.  Since  Mrs.  Siddall,  the  wife  of  the  manager  of  the 
cotton  factory  here  and  a  member  of  the  English  Episcopal 
Church,  had  expressed  her  urgent  desire  to  receive  the  holy 
communion  as  she  had  been  sick  a  long  time  and  saw  her  end 
approaching  and  wished  to  receive  it  on  her  sickbed,  the  same 
was  administered  to  her  toward  evening  in  the  presence  of  her 
husband  by  the  Brr.  Van  Vleck  and  H.  Schulz  who  had  visited 
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her  often  according  to  the  rite  of  her  ancestral  church  and  under 
a  comforting  feeling  of  the  presence  of  God  our  Saviour  for  her 
great  consolation. 

April  20.  On  Easter  Monday  our  Bible  Society  founded  about 
a  year  ago  had  its  first  annual  meeting  in  2  sessions  for  which 
also  several  members  from  the  country  congregations  had  been 
present.  This  organization  had  taken  in  over  $130  for  the  pur- 
chase of  Bibles  and  about  $50  for  Testaments;  in  that  connec- 
tion a  gift  of  $50  was  sent  to  the  American  Bible  Society  of  New 
York  and  over  $120  spent  for  the  purchase  and  transport  of 
books.  Of  the  350  English  Bibles  and  250  New  Testaments  part- 
ly received  from  the  mother  organization  and  partly  bought  by 
them  themselves,  209  of  the  former  and  179  of  the  latter  with 
two  German  Bibles  in  addition  had  been  delivered  from  the 
publisher  without  supplying  enough  for  the  need  of  the  region 
which  has  as  yet  been  partly  traveled  over. 

April  25.  The  Stokes  County  Sunday  School  Union  with 
which  16  Sunday  Schools  are  connected  had  its  annual  cele- 
bration. 

May  10.  In  the  afternoon  was  the  baptism  of  the  little  son 
born  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Joshua  Boner  on  April  20  with  the  name 
William  Henry. 

May  lJf.  Was  the  funeral  of  Mary  Goddard  Siddall  who  died 
early  yesterday  at  the  age  of  33  years  after  a  long  and  serious 
illness.  She  left  behind  a  sorrowful  widower  and  three  small 
children  of  whom  the  two  elder  attend  the  school  here. 

June  2.  In  the  neighborhood  several  horses  were  struck  by 
lightning  and  killed. 

June  7.  On  the  Whitsuntide  festival  was  the  baptism  of  the 
little  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Cha.  Kramer  born  on  May  10 
with  the  name  of  Catharine  Elisabeth.  In  the  small  Saal  was  a 
meeting  for  the  nonmember  brothers  and  sisters  belonging  to 
the  congregation  in  Salem  in  which  an  outline  prepared  for 
them  by  the  Brr.  Van  Vleck  and  H.  Schulz  from  the  congrega- 
tional rules  here  was  imparted  to  them. 

June  8.  Br.  H.  Schulz  traveled  to  Pennsylvania  in  company 
with  his  sisters-in-law,  the  single  sisters  Lucinda  and  Antoinette 
Bagge  and  our  Sister  Jacobson  for  a  visit  in  the  congregations 
there  and  elsewhere. 
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Yesterday  evening  the  married  sister  Amanda  Bolow  had  a 
dangerous  accident  when  she  was  unexpectedly  severely 
wounded  on  the  head  by  a  violent  blow  without  however  hav- 
ing to  suffer  further  bad  consequences. 

June  11.  There  was  held  in  the  house  of  the  widowed  Sister 
Herbst  the  marriage  of  a  neighbor,  Levi  Whicker  to  Agnes  Jane 
Morrow  who  has  lived  here  for  a  considerable  time. 

June  lk.  The  delayed  celebration1  of  the  festival  of  our  Older 
Girls  at  which  5  little  girls  were  admitted  to  the  choir. 

June  23.  The  marriage  of  the  Single  Brother  Thomas  Jacob 
Boner  to  the  Single  Sister  Phoebe  Elisabeth  Nading  which  Br. 
Van  Vleck  performed  in  the  house  of  the  parents  of  the  bride 
5  miles  from  Salem  where  she  had  lived.  The  young  pair  moved 
into  their  dwelling  here  on  the  following  day. 

June  25.  A  certain  Mr.  Cha.  Brayele,  who  had  been  accord- 
ing to  his  statement  a  Catholic  priest  in  Dantzig  and  had  under 
many  sorts  of  consequences  gone  over  to  the  Protestant  church 
and  now  for  several  years  had  been  connected  with  the  United 
Brethren  in  Christ  as  a  traveling  preacher  was  now  traveling 
through  here  with  his  family  to  his  home  in  Wayne  County, 
Indiana. 

Today  began  the  instruction  for  the  Older  Girls  and  the  Single 
Sisters  in  the  history  of  the  Brethren. 

June  28.  Toward  evening  Br.  Pfohl  had  a  dangerous  accident 
suddenly  when  as  he  was  returning  from  the  hotel  and  was 
still  outside  the  village  he  was  thrown  from  his  chaise  but  with- 
out being  seriously  hurt. 

July  lb.  Brother  T.  Schulz  baptized  a  little  daughter  of  Br. 
and  Sr.  James  Hall  born  on  the  7th  of  this  month  with  the  name 
Sarah  Jane. 

July  16.  In  the  evening  was  the  marriage  of  the  Single  Bro- 
ther Christian  Ebert  to  the  Single  Sister  Lucinda  Elisabeth 
Rothaas  in  the  dwelling  of  the  parents  of  the  bride,  the  non- 
resident members  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Rothaas,  not  far  from 
Salem.  On  the  20th  they  moved  into  their  home  in  the  village. 

July  18.  Br.  Emil  A.  v.Schweinitz,  teacher  of  the  preparatory 
class  in  Nazareth  who  was  here  for  a  two-week  visit,  went  back 
again  with  the  post. 

1  In  the  earlier  days,  certain  anniversaries  were  always  celebrated  on  the  exact  date, 
whether  a  week  day  or  a  Sunday.  Later,  however,  if  the  date  fell  on  a  week  day,  the  cele- 
bration was  delayed  until  the  following  Sunday.

July  31.  Br.  Geo.  Hicks,  the  Cherokee  who  arrived  here  from 
Washington  day  before  yesterday,  went  on  his  return  way  to 
Arkansas  and  took  with  him  his  two  daughters,  who  for  2  years 
have  been  pupils  in  the  school  here,  in  the  hope  of  future  use- 
fulness among  their  tribe. 

Aug.  3.  Br.  Van  Vleck  gave  the  newest  reports  on  missions 
from  the  weekly  and  monthly  sheets  and  also  items  from  the 
last  reports  of  the  Cherokee  Mission  and  from  a  letter  from 
Br.  Reuben  Rauch  from  Antigua. 

Aug.  .4.  To  our  great  joy  Br.  Hy.  Schulz  and  Sr.  Jacobson 
came  back  in  good  health  from  their  trip  to  Pennsylvania  and 
New  York  to  Salem. 

Aug.  9.  Br.  H.  Schulz  baptized  the  little  son  of  the  nonresident 
members  Br.  and  Sr.  Joseph  Nading  born  on  July  9  with  the 
name  Romulus  Edmund.  In  the  past  weeks  Br.  and  Sr.  Van 
Vleck  had  paid  visits  to  all  the  families  in  the  village. 

Aug.  11.  Marriage  in  the  little  Saal  of  the  Widower  Thomas 
Siddall,  manager  of  the  local  cotton  mill,  to  the  Single  Sister 
Theresa  Wilhelmina  Bolow,  teacher  in  the  Girls'  Boarding  School 
here. 

Aug.  16.  In  the  congregation  Saal  at  the  express  request  of 
the  married  John  and  Mary  E.  Hall  living  in  our  neighborhood 
and  who  have  received  permission  to  join  the  congregation,  Br. 
H.  Schulz  baptized  their  little  son  with  the  name  of  Ferdinand 
Eugene. 

Aug.  17.  There  went  to  sleep  gently  and  blessedly  the  single 
Sister  Maria  Magd.  Schmidt  at  the  age  of  76  years,  6  months 
and  8  days.  For  a  number  of  years  she  had  served  in  the  capac- 
ity of  caring  for  corpses  with  exemplary  faithfulness. 

Sept.  3.  There  went  to  sleep  the  little  girl  Sophia  Louisa  Chit- 
ty,  the  motherless  little  daughter  of  our  widowed  Br.  Joh.  Jacob 
Chitty,  at  the  age  of  10  months  and  8  days,  after  she  had 
been  sick  for  several  weeks  with  the  whooping  cough  which  was 
going  around,  and  she  had  enjoyed  the  most  faithful  care  in  the 
family  of  our  Br.  and  Sr.  Henry  Leinbach  whom  the  Saviour 
will  richly  bless. 

Sept.  7.  In  the  monthly  prayer  meeting  Br.  Van  Vleck  shared 
briefly  something  from  letters  from  Br.  N.  Enequist  in  South 
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France  to  Br.  C.  Blech  in  New  York  as  well  as  the  latest  news 
from  the  Cherokee  Mission.  A  collection  taken  for  this  Diaspora 
brought  $75. 

Sept.  27.  There  was  a  choir  meeting  for  the  married  and 
widowed  Brr.  and  Schw.  with  a  sermon  and  prayer  and  such 
will  in  future  be  held  every  4  weeks  regularly. 

Oct.  6.  The  marriage  of  the  Single  Brother  August  Theoph. 
Zevely,  M.D.,  to  the  Single  Sister  Lucinda  Paulina  Blum  who 
had  been  teacher  in  the  school  here. 

Oct.  13.  The  baptism  of  the  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Wm.  P. 
Winkler  born  September  30  with  the  name  Sarah  Rebecca. 

Oct.  16.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  daughter  sent  to 
Br.  and  Sr.  Theodor  Pfohl  on  October  3,  Julia  Elisabeth.  Since 
the  mother  was  seriously  ill  with  a  fever,  she  was  especially 
mentioned  in  prayer. 

Oct.  18.  Br.  Edwin  Senseman,  teacher  in  the  Boys'  School 
here,  gave  a  public  lecture  for  the  first  time  and  in  fact  in  Beth- 
ania. 

Oct.  20.  Van  Vleck  and  Br.  Jacobson  had  visited  Br.  and 
Sr.  Haman  at  Hope  and  they  were  both  suffering  from  a  fever. 

Nov.  1.  In  the  cotton  factory  here  was  solemnly  opened  again 
by  Br.  H.  Schulz  the  Sunday  School  which  had  been  interrupted 
for  some  months. 

Nov.  5.  The  baptism  of  the  little  daughter  born  on  October 
19  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Nathl.  Vogler  by  name  Regina  Amelia. 

Nov.  8.  Br.  Martin  Hauser  of  Hope,  Indiana,  came  with  his 
wife  and  6  of  their  children  for  a  visit  here  and  some  of  the  lat- 
ter will  go  to  school  here. 

Nov  15.  The  delayed  celebration  of  the  Elders'  festival  and 
the  Congregational  festival  at  which  Br.  and  Sr.  Mart.  Hauser 
and  their  children  were  present  as  guests.  There  was  imparted 
that  which  is  found  of  the  Elders'  Office  of  Jesus  at  the  actions 
taken  in  the  synod  of  the  Brethren's  Unity  and  furthermore  that 
which  is  found  of  the  character  of  a  true  congregation  of  the 
brethren  in  the  congregation  rules  revised  since  the  synod.  In 
this  meeting  there  were  recommended  in  prayer  to  the  Lord  the 
non-resident  members  Brr.  John  Hall  and  Solomon  Schaub  now 
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entering  the  congregation  as  new  members  as  well  as  the  new 
member  now  so-called  though  previously  a  nonresident  member 
the  married  sister  Mary  El.  Hall,  m.n.  Stockburger,  together 
with  the  whole  Brothers'  Unity  and  the  local  congregation  espe- 
cially. Also  was  the  dear  congregation  in  Nazareth  mentioned 
from  whom  a  request  for  a  contribution  for  their  church  build- 
ing had  come  and  was  reported  in  this  meeting. 

Nov.  16.  The  small  institution  for  the  training  of  schoolteach- 
ers begun  the  previous  winter  was  opened  again  solemnly  and 
this  time  with  10  young  men  of  various  congregations. 

Nov.  19.  Was  the  marriage  of  the  Single  Brother  Renatus 
Levin  Brietz  to  the  Single  Sister  Maria  Sophia  Blum. 

Nov.  23.  A  meeting  of  the  masters  in  connection  with  the 
evening  school  to  be  held  in  the  winter  for  apprentices. 

Nov.  26.  There  was  held  in  the  home  of  the  nonresident  mem- 
ber Sr.  Luc.  Blum  the  marriage  of  her  daughter  the  single  sister 
Catharina  Lucinda  Blum  to  the  Single  Brother  Samuel  Benjamin 
Hein  of  Bethabara  where  the  young  couple  with  live.  In  the 
evening  was  the  Congregation  Council  which  approved  the  plan 
to  transfer  the  present  Gemeinhouse  to  the  Boarding  School 
since  it  lacks  the  necessary  space  on  its  limited  lot.  On  the  other 
hand  the  inspector  pledges  himself  to  build  a  new  pastor's  house, 
little  Saal,  conference  and  archive  rooms  together  with  side 
buildings. 

Dec.  22.  Was  the  baptism  of  the  little  daughter  of  Br.  and 
Sr.  Adam  Butner  born  on  the  8th  of  the  month  with  the  name 
Maria  Caroline  at  which  Br.  Van  Vleck  officiated. 

Dec.  27.  A  visiting  preacher  of  the  Presbyterian  church  gave 
an  address.  In  the  evening  there  was  a  final  meeting  of  these 
festival  days  in  which  the  married  Agnes  Jane  Whicker,  m.n. 
Morrow,  was  numbered  among  the  nonresident  section  of  the 
congregation.  She  was  baptized  and  confirmed  in  Ireland  in  the 
Episcopal  Church  and  became  acquainted  with  the  Brethren's 
congregation  before  she  migrated  to  America.  Here  in  Salem 
where  she  has  relatives  (Br.  and  Sr.  Water  son)  she  lived  a  long 
time  as  a  single  person.  In  these  festive  days  repeatedly  both 
by  the  local  little  girls  in  the  German  language  in  the  little  Saal 
and  by  the  boarders  in  English  in  their  prayer  room  talks  were 
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given  about  the  birth  of  the  Saviour  together  with  festival  sing- 
ing services. 

Dec.  31.  With  mild  weather  there  was  a  considerable  number 
of  outsiders  at  the  evening  service.  For  the  change  of  the  year 
there  was  a  large  crowd  gathered  at  11 :30  and  after  a  talk  we 
went  with  the  blowing  of  horns  loudly  at  midnight  into  the 
New  Year. 

Memorabilia  of  Salem  Congregation,  18 40. 
[Extracts  translated.] 

Here  in  Salem  the  number  of  those  who  died  was  scarcely 
half  as  great  as  that  of  those  born.  Our  town  has  extended  and 
grown  especially  to  the  north  again  through  the  building  of  sev- 
eral dwellings,  those  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Hauser,  Theoph.  Vierling 
and  Cooper  in  the  Upper  Town  and  likewise  through  some  en- 
largements as  the  dwelling  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Henry  A.  Schulz  and 
improvements  on  old  buildings,  as  well  as  through  the  erection 
or  improvement  of  some  workshops,  those  of  Br.  P.  Fetter, 
Stauber,  etc.  and  moreover  of  a  wool  factory  not  far  from  the 
already  existing  cotton  factory,  which  latter  also  arranged  some 
additional  building.  Also  a  trial  was  made  with  another  store, 
and  a  third  doctor  established  himself  in  our  town.  An  im- 
portant improvement  of  the  main  street  also  was  made  in  this 
year.  A  nonresident  member  family  Br.  and  Sr.  Sandford  Schulz 
moved  into  the  neighborhood  of  the  cotton  factory.  In  the  hotel 
came  a  new  host,  Mr.  William  Gott  from  Tennessee  in  the  course 
of  the  summer.  He  does  not  belong  to  our  denomination  since 
among  the  members  of  the  congregation  no  suitable  person  was 
found  for  service  of  this  branch  of  the  Gemein  Diacony,  the 
only  one  still  remaining. 

With  all  the  depression  of  temporal  affairs  in  the  business 
world  we  have  had  to  feel  no  appreciable  stoppage  of  business 
and  manufacturing  in  our  circle  and  for  this  we  cannot  be 
sufficiently  grateful.  But  so  much  the  more  is  it  our  duty  to 
be  on  guard  before  the  all  too  strongly  increasing  merely  civic 
sense,  so  that  we  may  through  grace  keep  in  view  the  high  goal 
of  our  calling  to  be  a  congregation  of  Jesus  which  first  acts  ac- 
cording to  the  kingdom  of  God  and  his  righteousness  and  only 
from  this  standpoint  and  may  not  judge  merely  from  worldly 
interest  and  then  act  accordingly. 
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It  was  very  pleasing  at  the  semiannual  meeting  of  our  Home 
Mission  Society  to  learn  that  the  awakening  existing  in  Virginia 
in  the  mountain  section  visited  by  one  of  our  Brethren,  Br. 
Zevely  with  the  allied  work  of  other  denominations  had  had  a 
blessed  success. 

We  also  took  part  in  the  flourishing  work  of  the  brethren  in 
France  by  a  collection  of  75  dollars  arranged  for  their  benefit. 

Our  Women's  Missionary  Society  which  concerns  itself  especi- 
ally with  the  local  little  negro  church  has  continued  its  semi- 
annual gatherings  and  its  share  in  the  mission  work  of  the  bro- 
thers everywhere  also  this  year.  The  little  negro  congregation 
consists  at  the  end  of  the  year  of  13  souls  of  whom  8  are  com- 
municants to  whom  later  is  to  be  added  a  negro  brother  (Jacob) 
by  confirmation.  Also  in  Friedberg  a  negro  sister  was  confirmed 
(Judith)  and  admitted  to  the  communion  of  the  congregation 
there. 

The  local  Brothers'  Society  for  the  Furthering  of  the  Gospel 
among  the  Heathen,  had  as  usual  in  October  its  annual  festival. 
With  great  interest  we  took  to  heart  the  news  received  from  time 
to  time  and  for  the  most  part  so  cheerful  from  the  different  mis- 
sion fields  of  the  Brothers'  Unity,  namely  from  the  so  rapidly 
expanding  work  in  the  West  Indies,  Surinam,  and  South  Africa 
and  especially  of  the  new  hopeful  mission  among  the  Fingoos. 
We  also  took  a  close  and  well-wishing  interest  in  the  calling  of 
two  young  brothers  from  Pennsylvania  congregations  to  the 
Danish  Islands  and  Canada.  Moreover  the  missions  among  the 
Indians  of  this  country  and  particularly  those  among  the  Chero- 
kees  continue  to  lie  very  close  to  our  hearts.  After  mature  con- 
sideration of  all  circumstances  our  missionaries  among  the 
Cherokees  decided  to  leave  again  their  first  settlement  on  the 
Barren  Fork  of  Illinois  on  account  of  its  unhealthy  situation  and 
to  go  to  Beattie's  Prairie  where  their  sphere  for  work  had  been 
shown  them  by  the  national  school  committee,  and  where  they 
found  an  opportunity  to  buy  a  small  plot.  Accordingly  there 
traveled  on  March  12  Br.  and  Sr.  Miles  Vogler  and  Br.  Herman 
Rude  from  their  present  place  of  residence  with  the  two  daugh- 
ters, Indian  orphans,  that  they  had  taken  to  raise  and  reached 
on  the  14th  the  home  of  Br.  George  Hicks,  then  absent  and  still 
in  Washington,  and  moved  into  a  temporary  dwelling  place  in 
that  region  until  their  own  buildings  should  be  ready.  The  two 
brothers  were  working  now  industriously  and  were  aided  by 
their  neighbors  willingly  since  it  seemed  to  concern  the  latter 
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greatly  to  get  a  school  for  their  children.  Moreover  the  region  of 
Beattie's  Prairie  seems  to  be  more  used  for  cultivation  than  else- 
where any  part  of  the  Cherokee  land  and  on  account  of  its  pro- 
ductivity and  healthy  location  to  promise  an  advantage.  On 
April  15  our  Br.  and  Sr.  were  able  to  move  into  their  new  house 
and  thereafter  Br.  and  Sr.  Vogler  visited  at  Easter  the  little 
group  that  had  stayed  at  Barren  Fork  to  their  great  encourage- 
ment. This  has  continued  to  be  done  every  three  weeks.  The 
building  of  the  schoolhouse  progressed  very  slowly  during  the 
summer  and  the  establishment  of  a  military  post  at  Fort  Wayne 
threatened  new  embarrassments  in  its  nearness  to  the  present 
mission  settlement.  Meantime  Br.  George  Hicks  on  the  way  back 
from  Washington  passed  through  Salem  at  the  end  of  July  and 
took  with  him  his  two  daughters  from  our  Boarding  School  to 
their  western  home  which  he  reached  happily  and  to  the  joy  of 
our  missionaries.  They  had  stayed  well  in  their  new  building 
place  while  their  Cherokee  brethren  at  Barren  Fork  continued 
to  be  sickly.  The  schoolhouse  was  finished  at  the  end  of  Septem- 
ber and  so  a  school  for  the  Indian  children  of  that  neighborhood 
could  be  opened  which  is  being  attended  by  20-30  children.  Also 
recently  the  troops  from  the  fort  begun  nearby  have  been  trans- 
ferred to  Fort  Gibson  and  the  divisions  among  the  nation  seem 
likewise  to  have  been  reconciled.  If  now  indeed  also,  as  there 
was  some  expectation,  the  Cherokee  Brethren  on  Barren  Fork 
should  decide  to  move  into  the  region  of  Beattie's  Prairie  and 
the  scattered  flock  be  united  again  at  least  to  a  great  degree, 
the  warm  wish  of  the  dear  missionaries  would  be  fulfilled,  who 
generally  with  the  still-heathen  Cherokees  in  their  surroundings 
where  it  is  very  wild  find  little  access  to  them  with  the  gospel 
and  commend  themselves  to  the  continuing  remembrance  of  the 
congregation  so  much  the  more  urgently. 

In  the  school  for  little  children  in  the  course  of  the  year  15 
pupils  were  added  and  on  the  other  hand  16  left.  The  present 
number  of  children  is  26. 

In  the  local  Boys'  School  in  the  course  of  the  year  10  pupils 
have  been  received  and  7  have  finished  their  schooling.  It  has 
44  pupils  of  whom  4  are  nonmembers. 

In  the  Girls'  School  during  the  school  term  10  pupils  have  en- 
tered and  3  have  left  the  school  again.  It  is  at  present  attended 
by  36  little  girls  of  whom  2  are  nonmember  children. 

In  regard  to  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  it  is  to  be  observed 
that  it  under  the  blessing  of  God  has  also  this  year  had  an 
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undisturbed  progress.  Among  the  teachers  in  the  course  of  the 
year  the  following  changes  have  taken  place:  The  three  sisters 
Anna  Louisa  Rude,  Theresa  Wilhelmine  Bolow  and  Lucinda 
Paulina  Blum  have  left  and  in  their  place  have  come  the  Sisters 
Lisette  Henrietta  Reich,  Anna  Aurelia  Herbst  and  Miranda 
Rosalia  Kuhln. 

Of  pupils  82  have  left  during  the  year  and  85  have  entered. 
The  total  number  at  present  is  167.

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Minutes  of  the  Elders*  Conference  in  Salem,  18  W. 

[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  22.  Minutes  of  Cong.  Council  of  January  16  recorded  the 
following : 

Council  expressed  its  wish  that  the  tavern  might  be  rented 
out  and  that  it  should  be  carried  on  as  "a  strict  temperance, 
not  abstinence  house." 

The  recommendation  that  the  tavern  be  rented  out  should  not 
be  construed  to  mean  that  any  citizen,  without  the  permission 
of  Cong.  Diacony,  could  open  a  tavern. 

Cong.  Council  asked  Cong.  Diacony,  in  case  a  Br.  continues 
to  sell  intoxicating  drink  after  he  has  been  warned  to  desist, 
to  proceed  against  him  according  to  the  terms  of  his  lease. 

With  regard  to  the  keeping  of  negro  slaves  Cong.  Council 
renewed  its  affirmation  of  1820  in  the  matter.  If  the  tavern  is 
rented  out  and  negro  slaves  are  servants  in  it,  Cong.  Diacony  is 
asked  to  proceed  with  all  possible  care. 

Jan.  31.  Br.  Fries'  proposed  woolen  factory  was  not  com- 
municated to  Cong.  Council  at  its  last  session :  This  is  to  be  done 
when  Council  next  meets. 

Feb.  26.  Evan  Boner  plans  to  set  up  a  tobacco  factory  in 
Salem  and  wants  to  employ  in  it  a  young  man,  Krause,  of  im- 
moral character  and  low  principles.  He  is  now  staying  in  Beth- 
ania.  Auf.  Coll.  was  decidedly  against  Boner's  employing  such 
a  person. 

March  6.  Br.  Joh.  Hy.  Schulz  is  minded  to  send  his  son  to 
Waughtown  to  learn  the  wheelwright's  trade  if  Wm.  cannot  get 
together  with  Br.  C.  F.  Meinung,  in  whose  shop  he  has  worked, 
or  go  back  to  normal  school.  The  father  is  to  be  advised  not  to 
send  him  to  Waughtown  where  he  would  be  exposed  to  many 
temptations. 

March  25.  After  full  consideration  of  the  circumstances  Br. 
Thos.  Boner  was  readmitted  to  the  congregation. 

The  Brn.  Evan  Boner  and  C.  F.  Sussdorf  plan  to  operate  a 
tobacco  factory,  which  has  also  been  sanctioned  by  Cong.  Dia- 
cony. Since  they  intend  to  take  out  their  wares,  the  Brn.  Hul- 
thin  and  Warner  think  their  business  would  not  be  affected. 

April  8.  Single  Br.  Thos.  Boner  has  bought  the  house  of  the 
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widower,  John  Chitty.  For  the  time  Br.  Boner  is  lodging  in  the 
tavern,  on  which  subject  several  Brn.  will  tell  him  their  mis- 
givings in  a  kindly  way. 

May  6.  Dr.  Augustus  Zevely  who  has  returned  from  Phila- 
delphia where  he  attended  lectures  on  medicine  and  graduated 
from  Jefferson  College,  has  made  application  to  practice  here. 
The  2  doctors,  Schumann  and  Kuehln,  have  no  objections,  hence 
Auf.  Coll.  was  willing  to  grant  permission  and  Eld.  Conf. 
agreed. 

June  10.  For  the  examinations  of  the  Boys'  School  all  the 
teachers  and  pupils  of  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  and  visitors  in 
the  tavern  are  to  be  invited. 

June  17.  Br.  Em.  Schober  plans  to  employ  a  certain  Samuel 
Smith  in  the  post  office. 

June  21>.  It  was  stressed  that  inasmuch  as  the  landlord,  Mr. 
Gott,  is  unacquainted  with  our  Cong.  Regulations,  the  contract 
with  him  must  be  drawn  up  in  more  detailed  form. 

July  27.  Dr.  Schumann  was  asked  by  the  Society  for  the  Poor 
among  the  Married  People  and  Single  Brethren  to  make  an  ad- 
dress with  the  object  of  getting  new  members  for  the  Society. 
He  did  so  and  several  new  members  were  added,  so  that  the 
income  of  the  Society  was  increased  by  $19.00  annually. 

Sept.  10.  Single  Sr.  Hannah  Spach  has  accepted  the  proposal 
to  serve  at  the  corpsehouse  temporarily. 

Edwin  Meinung  is  granted  permission  to  carry  on  his  shoe- 
making  trade  on  his  own  account  and  he  may  keep  apprentices 
and  journeymen. 

Sept.  23.  C.  F.  Meinung  has  rented  a  slave  to  work  in  his 
blacksmith  shop.  This  is  not  to  be  permitted. 

Sept.  SO.  Edwin  Senseman  and  Fr.  Holland,  teachers  in  the 
Boys'  School,  wish  to  attend  the  Whig  Convention  in  Raleigh 
on  October  5,  and  ask  for  a  week's  vacation.  If  Br.  Wm.  Mei- 
nung will  attend  the  school  in  their  absence  the  petition  can  be 
granted. 

Oct.  14.  Several  young  men  from  the  rural  congregations  have 
applied  to  enter  the  normal  school,  to  be  reopened  about  the 
middle  of  November. 
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Dec.  30.  According  to  the  wish  of  Auf.  Coll.  the  parsonage 
will  be  moved  in  from  the  street  about  10  ft.  The  corpse  chapel 2 
could  perhaps  be  built  in  the  corner  between  the  church  and  the 
new  small  auditorium,  below  the  church  window,  if  the  corpse 
chapel  were  sunk  several  feet  into  the  ground. 

Minutes  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium,  18 %0. 
[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  13.  Br.  V.  N.  Zevely  is  considering  purchasing  Br.  Chr. 
Blum's  local  printer's  shop  and  under  his  guardianship  having 
it  operated  by  his  son  Edmund  and  also  he  considers  editing  a 
paper.  The  Collegium  had  several  doubts  about  this  plan,  espe- 
cially since  it  believes  that  Br.  Zevely  would  perhaps  get  into 
financial  troubles  through  this  enterprise.  It  might  be  possible 
too  that  the  publishing  of  a  paper  which  would  have  to  reflect 
the  political  views  of  one  of  the  parties  would  bring  disadvan- 
tages to  the  community  and  to  Br.  Zevely  himself,  since  he 
would  be  responsible  for  the  articles  published  in  this  paper. 
The  Collegium  therefore  asks  Br.  Zevely  to  think  this  matter 
over  thoroughly.  Br.  John  Vogler  is  going  to  make  clear  to  him 
the  point  of  view  of  the  Collegium. 

There  have  been  new  complaints  about  Elis.  Rothrock  who  is 
roaming  about  at  unseemly  times  of  the  day  with  stagecoach 
drivers.  The  Collegium  also  thought  that  Will.  Miller  who  dis- 
turbed the  sermon  in  our  church  during  New  Year's  night  and 
who  generally  is  considered  to  be  of  poor  reputation  should  be 
tolerated  no  longer  in  Salem. 

We  appointed  the  annual  fire  inspectors,  namely  Br.  Em. 
Schober  and  G.  Folz  for  the  lower  part  of  Salem  and  Th.  Pfohl 
and  Nath.  Vogler  for  the  upper  part. 

Jan.  20.  In  discussing  the  matter  of  renting  the  tavern  the 
Collegium  agreed  that  it  is  not  desirable  to  set  up  a  very  lux- 
urious tavern  in  Salem,  in  order  to  cater  to  many  rich  strangers 
who  might  spend  their  summers  in  Salem,  since  we  would  thus 
deviate  from  the  simplicity  of  our  customs  and  morals  and  we 
would  run  the  risk  of  disturbing  the  quiet  course  in  our  com- 
munity and  this  might  also  ruin  the  reputation  of  the  Girls' 
Boarding  School,  the  prosperity  of  which  can  only  be  ascribed 
to  the  above-mentioned  qualities  of  the  Salem  community. 

Br.  Henry  Schaffner  announced  that  he  uses  now  and  then  a 


2  The  casket  containing  the  remains  was  placed  in  the  corpse  house  for  the  days  inter- 
vening between  death  and  burial. 
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little  negro  boy  to  clean  his  stoves  and  he  wishes  to  have  the 
opinion  of  the  Collegium  about  this;  that  is,  employing  him 
without  violating  the  resolution  of  the  Congregation  Council 
of  1820  regarding  the  keeping  of  negro  slaves.  The  Collegium 
believes  that  this  does  not  apply  to  the  regulation  since  he  is 
not  teaching  the  boy  a  trade. 

Br.  Charles  Brietz  intends  to  purchase  a  negro  woman  to  help 
his  wife  in  the  household. 

Feb,  17.  Br.  Henry  Blum  does  not  agree  to  the  dictum  of  the 
Collegium  which  says  that  he  cannot  have  free  access  to  fuel 
and  timber  if  he  takes  over  the  plantation  formerly  occupied 
by  his  mother.  The  Collegium  may  not  deviate  from  a  resolu- 
tion once  taken  since  all  our  rent  holders  possess  their  planta- 
tions under  the  condition  mentioned.  If  Br.  Blum  needs  timber 
for  his  house,  however,  he  is  free  to  cut  timber  on  the  Diacony 
land  by  payment  of  the  usual  trunk  fees.  This  is  not  to  be  ex- 
tended to  side  buildings  or  fences. 

The  single  Phebe  Nading  has  applied  once  more  for  permis- 
sion to  become  a  member  of  our  church  and  community  with  the 
statement  that  if  she  is  not  admitted  now,  it  will  still  always 
be  her  wish  to  be  one  of  us.  According  to  her  own  declaration, 
however,  she  has  promised  to  marry  the  single  Thomas  Boner 
who  has  been  excluded  from  the  community  and  lives  here  as  a 
stranger.  This  means  that  she  will  again  shortly  lose  the  privi- 
lege of  being  a  member  of  the  congregation.  The  Elders'  Con- 
ference wishes  to  have  the  opinion  of  the  Collegium  on  this 
rather  complicated  case.  The  Collegium  reasoned  that  though 
the  girl  enjoys  a  very  good  reputation  she  cannot  be  admitted 
now  under  the  circumstances  mentioned  above. 

Br.  Peter  Fetter  asked  to  announce  that  he  is  going  to  have 
his  father  work  for  a  few  weeks  in  his  trade  while  he  is  him- 
self occupied  with  building. 

Br.  David  Blum,  one  of  the  agents  of  the  late  Br.  Lazarus 
Hege's  widow,  stated  that  quite  recently  a  quarrel  arose  be- 
tween Br.  Adam  Butner  and  Widow  Hege  and  the  rest  of  the 
heirs  about  several  negroes  that  the  late  Br.  Hege  permitted 
Br.  Butner  to  use.  Br.  Dav.  Blum  wishes  to  have  the  Collegium 
investigate  the  matter.  There  is  little  prospect  according  to  state- 
ments to  several  brethren  informed  about  this  quarrel  that  we 
will  solve  the  problem.  We  hope  to  give  both  parties  good  advice 
and  agreed  to  meet  Friday  afternoon  at  1  for  a  meeting  with 
both  parties  and  witnesses  of  either  group. 
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Br.  Adam  Butner  applies  once  more  for  permission  to  open 
a  private  entertainment  house.  The  Collegium  will  not  deviate 
from  a  former  resolution  especially  now  that  the  Salem  tavern 
is  to  be  rented  and  the  new  tavern  keeper  certainly  put  special 
stress  on  the  request  of  having  but  one  tavern  here  in  Salem. 

Feb.  21.  After  further  investigation  we  learned  that  the  dis- 
satisfaction of  Sr.  Hege  arises  from  the  fact  that  for  a  number 
of  years  Br.  Ad.  Butner  used  two  negroes  who  belong  to  Sr. 
Hege  without  making  her  any  compensation  for  them.  In  reply 
Br.  Butner  turned  in  a  written  contract  in  which  he  showed 
that  Sr.  Hege  granted  him  use  of  these  two  negroes  without 
compensation  for  as  long  a  time  as  he  wished.  Only  after  her 
death  he  would  be  obliged  to  return  the  negroes  over  to  the 
estate.  Sr.  Hege  and  her  son  Christian  replied  to  this  that 
Sr.  Hege  who  does  not  understand  English  very  well  was  only 
superficially  informed  of  the  contents  of  this  contract  and  since 
it  was  made  out  in  English  was  not  able  to  inform  herself  per- 
sonally about  the  conditions  upon  which  Br.  Butner  took  over 
the  negroes.  She  was  thus  under  the  impression  that  she  should 
receive  reasonable  compensation.  Testimony  to  this  effect  was 
given  in  a  letter  by  Sr.  Anna  Maria  Hege  addressed  to  the  Col- 
legium. Br.  Chr.  Rippel  as  witness  to  the  contract  declared  that 
Br.  Butner  had  explained  the  contents  in  German  to  Sr.  Hege  so 
that  she  should  have  understood  it  and  he  also  testified  that  Br. 
Butner  concluded  the  deal  openly  and  honestly  with  her.  We  had 
thus  heard  both  parties  and  both  were  dismissed.  The  following 
advice  was  unanimously  resolved  on :  The  written  contract  is  to 
be  considered  null  and  void.  If  Br.  Butner  wishes  to  keep  the 
negroes  he  is  to  pay  Sr.  Hege  an  annual  sum  of  $40  beginning 
January  1.  All  the  trouble  Br.  Butner  has  had  with  the  two 
negroes  is  made  up  for  by  the  work  they  do  for  him  and  the 
money  he  has  made  so  far  by  renting  them  to  other  persons. 
In  case  they  did  not  agree  to  this  resolution  they  were  free  to 
choose  two  men  to  solve  the  problem  between  them.  The  sug- 
gestion was  submitted  to  two  parties  then  and  both  agreed.  Br. 
Butner  returned  the  contract  which  accordingly  having  been 
amended  will  be  included  in  the  records  of  the  Collegium.  Br. 
Butner  wishes  to  think  it  over  one  week  as  to  whether  he  wants 
the  negroes  for  another  year  or  not. 

Feb.  2!>.  Henry  Stolz  is  to  pay  an  annual  rent  of  $5.00  for  the 
old  Opitz  house. 
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Br.  Evan  Boner  would  like  to  open  a  tobacco  factory  especial- 
ly for  the  manufacturing  of  cigars.  He  would  like  to  employ  a 
certain  Krause  from  Allentown  who  at  present  works  in  Beth- 
ania.  The  Collegium  could  not  decide  on  this  application  since 
there  was  not  a  quorum.  We  are  certainly  against  having  the 
afore-mentioned  Krause  employed  in  Salem  since  he  is  a  man 
of  atheistic  principles  and  of  unstable  character  who  will  be 
only  harmful  to  our  young  people. 

Only  a  few  brethren  met  today.  We  pledged  Br.  Theod.  Kuehln 
and  Charles  Reich  to  the  Congregation  Orders  and  heard  that 
the  single  Thomas  Boner  has  applied  for  readmission  to  the 
congregation  and  if  this  is  impossible  he  asks  for  permission  to 
establish  himself  in  Salem  as  a  stranger.  Nothing  was  deter- 
mined at  this  time. 

March  16.  We  discussed  the  application  of  the  single  Thomas 
Boner  and  since  only  a  few  members  were  present  no  resolution 
was  taken. 

March  23.  We  discussed  the  application  of  the  single  Thomas 
Boner,  especially  part  one  referring  to  his  readmission  to  the 
congregation.  The  brethren  present  today  could  testify  that  after 
his  excommunication  two  years  ago  he  has  lived  a  quiet  and  re- 
spectable life.  The  Collegium  therefore  leaves  it  to  the  Elders' 
Conference  to  deal  with  this  matter.  In  case  he  should  be  re- 
admitted, he  will  be  told  clearly  what  is  expected  from  him  as 
a  member. 

Br.  Evan  Boner's  application  to  operate  a  tobacco  factory  was 
answered  with  a  clear  Yes.  The  Collegium  recommends  to  him 
and  Br.  Sussdorf,  who  it  seems  is  to  be  his  partner,  to  be  very 
careful  and  not  to  employ  any  journeymen  of  doubtful  reputa- 
tion. We  insisted  once  more  that  the  previously  mentioned 
Krause  must  not  be  employed  in  Salem.  One  brother  reported 
in  this  connection  that  whenever  a  member  of  the  Collegium 
speaks  to  the  tradesmen  about  their  journeymen  he  will  have 
to  hear  the  reproach  that  Will  Miller  is  still  employed  in  the 
Girls'  Boarding  School,  though  he  was  dismissed  some  time  ago. 

April  Jf.  The  chairman  announced  that  in  consideration  of  his 
probable  innocence  in  the  whole  case  the  Elders'  Conference  has 
readmitted  the  single  Thomas  Boner  to  our  congregation.  He 
has  purchased  Br.  John  Chitty's  house.  The  Collegium  observes 
that  actually  he  should  have  reported  his  plan  to  the  Collegium 
before  he  concluded  the  deal. 
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The  Collegium  regrets  that  Br.  Chitty  has  taken  up  quarters 
in  the  tavern  after  having  lost  his  wife  and  sold  his  house  and 
furniture.  Since  this  place  is  going  to  be  most  dangerous  for 
him,  the  Collegium  wishes  to  see  him  housed  somewhere  else. 

The  single  Phebe  Nading  applies  once  more  for  admission  to 
the  congregation,  and  at  the  same  time  for  confirmation.  Since 
she  has  stated  before  that  she  will  always  have  the  desire  to 
be  a  member  of  our  church  and  since  our  former  objections  have 
been  removed  by  Br.  Boner's  readmission  to  the  congregation, 
the  Collegium  appointed  Br.  Theod.  Schulz,  Jac.  Blum  and 
Thomas  Pf ohl  to  talk  to  her  and  then,  if  possible,  to  recommend 
her  to  the  Elders'  Conference  for  admission. 

May  1.  Several  days  ago  the  single  Br.  Gilbert  BischofT  has 
arrived  from  Bethlehem  with  good  recommendations.  He  is  go- 
ing to  work  with  Br.  Edward  Belo. 

The  single  Br.  Augustus  Zevely  who  has  finished  his  medical 
studies  in  Philadelphia  would  like  to  establish  himself  as  a  doc- 
tor in  Salem.  The  Collegium  agrees  to  this,  since  the  other  two 
doctors  do  not  have  any  objection. 

A  dangerous  situation  arose  again  in  Br.  Jos.  Stauber's  shop 
the  other  day.  He  is  to  be  seriously  reminded  therefore  of  his 
promise  given  in  the  fall  of  last  year  to  build  a  new  shop  out  of 
brick. 

The  boy  Julius  Steiner  is  working  for  Br.  Fr.  Meinung  in 
order  to  learn  the  wheelwright  and  carriage-making  trade. 

May  17.  We  read  the  minutes  from  our  last  meeting  and  it 
was  reported  that  Br.  Jos.  Stauber  has  assured  us  that  he  has  al- 
ready ordered  the  building  material  for  a  new  shop.  He  plans 
to  build  it  in  the  same  place  as  the  old  one,  with  the  difference 
that  the  front  will  look  toward  the  new  Shallowford  Street. 

June  15.  Sr.  Elis.  Rights  complains  that  the  Community  Dia- 
cony  takes  care  of  only  half  the  expenses  of  the  well  on  her  lot, 
though  there  are  many  more  persons  living  in  the  old  Brothers' 
House  who  make  use  of  this  well,  than  in  her  own  family.  Ac- 
cording to  the  minutes  of  November  1,  1819  the  contract  was 
made  with  Br.  Matth.  Rights  under  the  condition  that  expenses 
be  shared  and  a  majority  of  members  of  the  Collegium  favored 
this  decision  and  this  even  more  since  the  pipe  water  is  con- 
ducted to  the  Old  Brothers'  House  and  its  inhabitants  make 
only  rare  use  of  the  well.  In  case  a  major  repair  would  have  to 
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be  made,  the  Diacony  would  certainly  be  willing  to  pay  more 
than  half  of  it. 

Brother  John  Siewers  would  like  to  operate  a  joiner  shop  on 
his  own  account.  The  Collegium  did  not  arrive  at  any  decision. 

July  7.  The  Collegium  debated  upon  the  application  of  Br. 
John  Siewers  and  we  held  the  view  that  another  joiner  can 
make  his  living  in  our  community.  The  Collegium  is  therefore 
willing  to  give  his  permission  as  soon  as  he  has  returned  from 
Milton  and  signed  the  Community  Orders. 

The  single  Br.  Naeman  Reich  has  given  up  his  shoemaker's 
trade  and  plans  to  leave  for  Milton  in  the  late  fall  of  this  year. 
He  plans  to  become  a  house  painter. 

Br.  Edward  Belo  has  applied  for  permission  to  operate  a  dry 
goods  store  with  a  beginning  capital  of  about  $4,000.  The  Col- 
legium did  not  hurry  with  the  matter,  since  it  is  of  importance. 

It  becomes  more  and  more  difficult  to  find  brethren  willing 
to  do  various  services  in  our  church.  The  suggestion  was  made 
that  either  a  list  of  all  brethren  should  be  made  so  that  in  rota- 
tion each  one  would  have  his  turn  or  one  brother  should  be 
chosen  and  paid  a  certain  salary  for  his  job  from  the  church 
account.  The  Collegium  wishes  that  the  old  method  be  continued 
as  long  as  possible  and  otherwise  the  issue  be  presented  to  the 
Congregation  Council. 

For  some  years  the  suggestion  has  been  made  of  moving  the 
kitchen  of  the  Sisters'  House  into  a  side  building  since  the  in- 
habitants find  it  most  unpleasant  especially  during  the  summer 
to  have  the  kitchen  in  the  same  building  with  them.  The  sugges- 
tion was  made  to  move  the  kitchen  into  the  laundry  house  which 
for  this  purpose  would  have  to  be  enlarged  and  then  house  there 
the  bake  oven  with  pantry,  wash  and  ironing  room.  This  would 
also  give  much  more  room  in  the  Sisters'  House  itself.  The  pres- 
ent kitchen  could  be  transformed  into  a  dining  room  and  the 
present  dining  room  into  a  living  room.  The  Collegium  inspected 
the  locality  of  the  laundry  house  and  determined  that  the  addi- 
tional construction  should  be  made  from  bricks,  one  and  a  half 
stories  high,  towards  the  garden.  A  committee  will  draw  up  a 
plan  of  the  construction  by  the  next  meeting. 

The  question  was  raised  whether  a  salary  should  be  given  to 
Br.  Senseman,  as  cicerone  of  the  community,  as  the  new  tavern 
keeper,  Mr.  Gott,  has  arrived.  The  Collegium  decided  that  we 
should  wait  with  this  until  he  turns  in  an  application  as  we 
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believe  that  he  will  find  other  ways  to  make  a  living  for  him- 
self and  his  family. 

July  16.  A  discussion  took  place  on  Br.  Edw.  Belo's  applica- 
tion for  operating  a  dry  goods  store.  There  were  various  objec- 
tions: For  one  thing  Br.  Belo  so  far  has  been  able  as  a  trades- 
man to  make  his  living  with  difficulty.  However,  it  he  now  opens 
a  store  he  will  probably  harm  the  business  of  the  other  store- 
keepers, who  in  self  defense  would  then  start  to  sell  those 
articles  which  otherwise  have  been  reserved  for  the  tradesmen 
of  this  community  and  thus  one  would  harm  the  other  in  turn. 
This  would  also  disturb  the  good  old  order  of  leaving  each  trade 
by  itself  in  its  own  realm.  To  avoid  the  appearance  of  acting 
too  severely  with  him,  the  Collegium  will  present  this  matter 
to  a  Masters'  Conference,  particularly  because  there  are  various 
brethren  in  the  Collegium  who  are  personally  interested  in  the 
solution  of  this  question. 

Aug.  3.  According  to  suggestions  made  in  our  last  meeting  a 
conference  of  the  trademasters  was  held  to  debate  the  applica- 
tion of  Br,  Edw.  Belo  for  operating  a  dry  goods  store.  The  view- 
point was:  1.  A  store  has  to  be  considered  on  the  same  footing 
with  the  other  trades.  2.  Storekeepers  as  well  as  other  tradesmen 
will  have  to  keep  within  their  own  boundaries  and  not  harm  each 
other's  business. 

The  Collegium  had  to  consider  therefore  whether  a  third  store 
could  exist  in  Salem  beside  the  other  two.  It  is  believed  to  be 
possible  and  since  Br.  Belo  thinks  it  feasible  not  to  borrow  more 
than  $2,000,  the  Collegium  gave  its  consent  for  his  opening  the 
store  under  the  following  conditions : 

1.  In  the  time  of  one  year  his  joiner  trade  will  have  to  be 
given  up,  if  he  wishes  to  continue  the  store.  This  he  promised 
to  do. 

2.  He  must  not  retail  any  liquor  nor  keep  it  for  wholesale  dis- 
pensing, nor  offer  it  to  people  in  order  to  gain  many  customers, 
as  is  the  habit  in  various  places. 

3.  He  must  not  enter  partnership  in  a  direct  or  indirect  way 
with  any  stranger  or  person  living  outside.  It  must  be  pointed 
out  that  Br.  Belo  is  not  to  be  considered  a  joiner  any  longer 
as  long  as  he  carries  on  his  store. 

In  the  conference  it  was  mentioned  that  Br.  H.  Leinbach  and 
James  Hall  have  been  the  source  of  complaints  inasmuch  as 
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they  have  entered  partnership  with  persons  living  outside  and 
thus  have  harmed  others  in  the  community. 

Br.  D.  Clewell  will  be  advised  to  give  up  his  plan  of  making 
a  trip  to  Philadelphia  in  consideration  of  his  financial  situation. 

Aug.  20.  The  widow  Mary  Hauser  from  Hope  who  used  to  be 
a  member  of  the  Salem  congregation  and  who  lives  in  a  deplor- 
able state  at  present  asked  for  permission  to  move  back  to  Salem 
together  with  her  son.  Though  the  Collegium  was  inclined  to 
grant  her  permission,  there  were  some  grave  doubts  concern- 
ing her  becoming  a  new  burden  on  the  charity  account.  More- 
over we  do  not  have  appropriate  living  quarters  for  her. 

Br.  H.  Leinbach  and  James  Hall  have  been  asked  about  their 
partnerships  with  people  outside  the  community.  The  former  de- 
clared that  he  is  in  partnership  with  Mr.  Burcham  and  carries 
on  with  him  an  extensive  shoemaking  business,  the  products  of 
which  he  sells  in  his  shop.  Mr.  Burcham  does  not  have  any- 
thing to  do  with  his  shoemaker's  shop  in  Salem,  however,  which 
is  operated  privately  by  him,  Br.  H.  Leinbach.  According  to  his 
statement  Br.  James  Hall  has  given  up  his  shoemaking  business 
in  the  Salem  Community  and  carries  the  same  trade  on  outside 
the  community  with  his  brother  John.  They  have  a  few  negroes 
working  for  them.  Besides  the  bake  shop  which  he  is  allowed  to 
operate  he  deals  with  coffee,  sugar,  spices,  nails,  etc.  for  which 
he  does  not  have  permission. 

The  statements  of  these  two  brethren  caused  a  long  discus- 
sion during  which  the  Collegium  recognized  the  doubtful  con- 
sequences of  those  partnerships.  It  is  not  hard  to  realize  that 
if  a  few  more  persons  enter  partnerships  in  our  community,  the 
number  of  tradesmen  will  decrease  since  the  smaller  private 
trades  could  not  compete  with  the  trades  operated  on  the  part- 
nership basis.  This  would  also  mean  that  our  young  people 
would  not  have  an  opportunity  any  longer  to  learn  a  good  trade. 
The  Collegium  however  does  not  find  it  easy  to  curb  this  trend. 

Br.  Ad.  Butner  has  asked  once  more  for  advice  as  to  how  he 
is  to  make  his  livelihood  for  himself  and  his  family.  He  wishes 
permission  either  to  operate  a  private  entertainment  house  or  to 
board  a  room  of  children  from  the  Boarding  School.  Decision 
postponed. 

Sept.  9.  Br.  Philipp  Lagenauer  has  employed  a  slave  as  a 
journeyman  for  his  trade.  This  is  against  the  resolution  of  the 
Congregation  Council  and  Br.  Lagenauer  will  be  asked  to  dis- 
miss him. 
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We  discussed  once  more  the  partnerships  of  Br.  H.  Leinbach 
and  James  Hall  and  after  thorough  consideration  decided  to 
announce  to  the  two  brethren  that  these  connections  cannot  be 
tolerated  in  our  community  since  it  is  of  disadvantage  for  the 
other  trades  and  perhaps  for  themselves.  Br.  James  Hall  will 
have  to  limit  himself  to  the  trades  of  a  baker  and  a  shoemaker. 

Adam  Butner's  application  was  discussed  once  more.  We  can- 
not deviate  from  a  resolution  once  taken  in  reference  to  the 
private  entertainment  house,  especially  since  all  travelers  find 
sufficient  room  in  the  Salem  tavern  except  at  examination  time. 
It  is  also  impossible  for  him  to  board  a  room  of  girls  from  the 
Boarding  School,  since  this  was  discontinued  in  1824  upon  re- 
quest of  the  trustees.  The  Collegium  believes  that  Br.  Butner 
can  make  a  good  living  by  boarding  laborers  and  single  people 
who  often  do  not  know  where  to  take  their  meals.  He  also  could 
keep  a  few  carriages  for  rent  and  take  over  part  of  the  laundry 
from  the  Boarding  School  which  would  have  to  be  discussed  with 
the  Inspector.  This  together  would  even  enable  him  to  save  a 
little  and  this  all  the  more  since  he  owns  a  plantation  outside 
the  community. 

One  of  the  chimneys  in  Br.  Jos.  Stauber's  new  shop  has  been 
built  in  such  a  way  that  the  ashes  fall  on  the  footpath.  He  will 
have  to  change  this. 

One  brother  suggested  that  it  may  be  feasible  to  incorporate 
the  community  legally.  No  decision  was  reached. 

Sept.  SO.  Br.  Phil.  Lagenauer  has  dismissed  the  slave  working 
for  him. 

Br.  H.  Leinbach  and  James  Hall  were  informed  about  the 
opinion  of  the  Collegium  concerning  their  partnerships. 

Br.  Jos.  Stauber  intends  to  build  a  small  receptacle  of  bricks 
in  front  of  his  shop  which  is  to  receive  slags  falling  out. 

Against  the  resolution  of  the  Congregation  Council  Br.  Fr. 
Meinung  has  employed  a  negro  slave  in  his  smithy.  He  will  have 
to  dismiss  the  slave  as  soon  as  possible. 

Various  brethren  have  opened  a  subscription  for  the  repair 
of  Main  Street  from  the  Family  House  to  Sr.  Benigna  Boner's. 
A  committee  was  appointed  to  inspect  the  street  along  with  a 
few  of  the  subscribers  and  make  a  plan  for  some  improvement. 
They  will  also  calculate  and  report  on  the  cost  of  this  repair. 

Oct.  5.  The  committee  appointed  to  inspect  the  street  re- 
ported the  following  decision  on  their  part :  The  stone  pavement 
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is  to  be  removed  between  the  Family  House  and  the  Square  up 
to  Sr.  Boner's.  The  street  will  have  to  be  evened  in  such  a 
manner  that  there  is  an  equal  rise  from  the  lower  to  the  upper 
point.  Then  the  street  is  to  be  covered  with  small  stones  and 
sand.  The  water  ditch  on  the  East  side  of  the  street  will  have 
to  be  deepened  by  one  foot  and  led  subterraneously  across  Cross 
Street  towards  the  pavement  of  the  Square  and  then  in  the 
same  manner  across  Main  Street  to  the  northern  end  of  the 
Family  House  where  it  will  join  the  ditch  that  goes  by  the  house 
of  Sr.  Rights.  This  subterraneous  channel  is  to  be  built  of  bricks 
two  feet  square  and  covered  with  flat  stones.  The  Collegium 
approved.  Br.  Butner  offered  to  take  over  the  task  for  $200  and 
the  Community  Warden  is  to  make  a  contract  with  this  brother. 
If  the  sum  cannot  be  raised  entirely  by  subscription,  the  re- 
mainder will  have  to  be  paid  by  the  citizens'  account. 

Nov.  9.  The  contract  with  Br.  Butner  for  repairing  the  street 
has  been  concluded. 

Br.  Jacobson  objects  to  the  plan  of  the  new  kitchen  building 
on  the  Sisters'  grounds  since  this  would  encroach  on  his  plan 
of  constructing  a  building  behind  the  schoolhouse  in  the  same 
direction,  namely  into  the  garden.  This  brought  up  a  discussion 
of  a  suggestion  made  some  years  ago,  that  of  turning  over  the 
Gemeinhaus  to  the  Boarding  School  and  building  a  house  for 
the  minister  and  if  necessary  a  small  Saal.  This  was  debated  on 
but  not  decided. 

Nov.  16.  Various  masters  would  like  to  have  an  evening  school 
established  for  their  journeymen.  They  are  willing  to  pay  a 
teacher  for  this.  This  is  to  be  discussed  at  the  next  meeting  of 
all  masters.  Br.  H.  Sensemann  was  suggested  as  teacher. 

This  year  no  further  thought  can  be  given  to  constructing 
a  place  for  the  young  single  brethren  and  boys.  The  Elders' 
Conference  suggested  letting  them  use  the  lower  corner  room 
in  the  Boys'  School.  The  Collegium  agreed,  but  scarcely  believes 
that  the  purpose  of  keeping  the  young  people  away  from  the 
streets  will  be  achieved  by  this  since  a  similar  attempt  on  our 
part  has  failed. 

The  Single  Br.  Levin  Brietz  announced  that  he  plans  to  marry 
this  week  the  Single  Sr.  Sophia  Blum  and  live  in  his  father's 
house  outside  the  community.  He  and  his  wife  wish  to  remain 
members  of  the  congregation  and  this  was  approved  under  the 
usual  conditions. 
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The  single  Lavinia  Williams  has  been  employed  as  supervisor 
in  the  dining  hall  of  the  Girls'  Boarding  School. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Martin  Hauser  from  Hope  in  Indiana  have  arrived 
in  Salem  to  spend  the  winter  here.  Their  two  daughters  will 
attend  the  local  school. 

The  Collegium  has  no  objection  to  the  "Normal  School"  being 
housed  in  the  Concert  Hall  as  was  done  before. 

Br.  Joachim  Hagen  announced  that  a  certain  Miss  Hunt  was 
learning  the  tailoring  trade  with  him. 

The  matter  of  Br.  Jacobson's  taking  over  the  Gemeinhaus  for 
the  Girls'  Boarding  School  was  discussed  again.  The  Collegium 
favors  this  but  feels  the  arrangements  must  be  turned  over  to 
the  Congregation  Council  and  recommends  calling  together 
that  body  as  soon  as  possible. 

Nov.  30.  A  meeting  of  trademasters  was  held  to  discuss  the 
proposal  of  establishing  a  school  for  apprentices  and  journey- 
men. A  committee  was  appointed  to  take  further  steps  in  the 
matter. 

The  Elders'  Conference  suggests  giving  the  other  room  in  the 
lower  story  of  the  Boys'  School  to  the  young  single  brethren 
and  boys.  Of  course  the  room  would  need  a  new  floor.  Thus  they 
would  have,  as  they  desired,  two  rooms,  one  for  reading  and  the 
other  for  discussions.  The  Collegium  does  not  believe  the  money 
should  be  spent  to  furnish  a  new  floor  for  the  room,  since  one 
room  would  be  definitely  enough  for  their  use. 

About  a  year  ago  the  teachers  of  the  local  Boys'  School  de- 
manded a  raise  of  salary.  Then  it  was  decided  in  a  housefathers' 
conference  that  they  should  be  content  with  same  salary  for 
another  year  during  which  we  could  learn  whether  this  amount 
is  sufficient  for  them  or  not.  The  time  is  up  and  the  Collegium 
had  the  matter  up  again.  It  believes  that  the  salary  can  only  be 
raised  if  the  school  fees  are  raised,  for  which  the  consent  of 
the  parents  is  necessary. 

A  meeting  of  the  Congregation  Council  was  held  and  it  was 
decided  almost  unanimously  that  the  Gemeinhaus  and  the  lot 
to  the  north  end  are  to  be  turned  over  to  the  Girls'  Boarding 
School  according  to  the  offer  made  on  November  9.  The  Col- 
legium discussed  the  buildings  to  be  erected.  It  is  self-evident 
that  the  timberyard  lot  is  the  only  suitable  place  for  the  quar- 
ters of  the  minister.  No  decision  was  reached  as  to  whether  a 
small  Saal  should  be  connected  with  this  house  or  not.  The  plan

favored  seemed  to  be  the  construction  of  such  a  Saal  on  the  north 
side  of  the  church  on  the  present  site  of  the  corpse  house.  This 
would  have  various  advantages.  If  these  are  special  communions 
a  door  could  be  opened  through  the  so-called  cabinet  and  the 
minister  could  enter  the  Saal  through  this  door.  Also  all  the 
accouterments  necessary  for  holy  communion  would  be  at  hand. 
For  small  choir  lovefeasts  the  kitchen  in  our  church  and  all 
the  equipment  would  be  very  convenient.  The  main  difficulty 
seemed  to  be  if  meetings  were  held  simultaneously  in  the  little 
Saal  and  the  church  at  the  same  time.  It  was  believed  however 
that  a  change  in  the  time  of  meetings  might  take  care  of  this 
difficulty.  The  Collegium  felt  this  must  be  submitted  to  the 
Elders'  Conference  before  taking  further  steps. 

Br.  Jac.  Rothaas  would  like  to  purchase  about  4  acres  of  the 
rear  part  of  the  Schumann  plantation  in  order  to  make  bricks 
there.  The  Collegium  is  willing  to  let  him  have  the  land  for  $5 
per  acre. 

The  following  persons  have  entered  various  services  in  the 
community:  In  the  printer's  shop  of  Br.  Chr.  Blum  a  Mr.  Co- 
burn;  with  Sr.  Benigna  Boner  the  single  Irene  Elrod;  with  Br. 
and  Sr.  Theod.  Schulz  the  single  Sr.  Elis.  Nissen  from  Fried- 
land;  with  Br.  Edwin  Meinung  Jac.  White  and  with  Br.  Fr. 
Meinung,  Moses  Swaim  and  Jacob  Teiss. 

Dec.  Jf.  The  reason  for  this  meeting  was  the  application  of  a 
certain  Mrs.  Boyd  who  wishes  to  stay  in  Salem  until  the  spring 
and  send  her  two  children,  a  son  and  daughter,  to  school  here. 
According  to  the  Synod  Regulations  strangers  may  obtain  per- 
mission from  year  to  year  to  live  in  our  community.  Therefore 
the  Collegium  has  no  objection. 

Dec.  14.  The  school  for  apprentices  and  journeymen  was 
started  a  week  ago.  Br.  Francis  Holland  is  serving  as  instructor. 

The  Elders'  Conference  agrees  to  the  suggestion  to  have  the 
little  Saal  added  to  the  church.  A  preparatory  plan  was  pre- 
sented according  to  which  the  Saal  is  to  have  a  length  of  38 
feet  and  a  width  of  30  feet.  The  organ  would  be  on  the  west 
side  and  the  little  table  on  the  east  side  and  at  the  gable  a  chim- 
ney is  to  be  built.  At  the  same  time  a  plan  for  the  minister's 
house  was  presented.  It  is  to  have  two  stories  with  four  rooms 
in  each  story,  cellar  and  laundry  and  a  small  porch  in  front  and 
a  larger  one  behind  the  house.  It  would  have  a  length  of  45  and 
width  of  32  feet.

Br.  Jac.  Blum  would  like  to  build  a  second  story  of  brick  on 
his  house  in  the  coming  year.  He  would  thus  gain  room  enough 
for  two  families  in  his  house  and  would  also  be  able  to  arrange 
his  store  more  conveniently.  No  objection.  Br.  Blum  also  applied 
for  a  part  of  the  former  Brothers'  House  lot  to  get  more  front 
width  for  his  own  lot  and  to  gain  space  between  the  store  and 
the  Brothers'  House  where  he  could  erect  a  building  for  storage 
of  molasses,  etc.,  also  a  considerable  garden  space  of  a  size  for 
two  families.  The  Collegium  must  inspect  this  locality  before 
deciding. 

We  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  widowed  Sr.  Herbst  finds 
herself  in  a  most  serious  plight.  Br.  Chr.  Blum,  as  former  ad- 
ministrator of  the  estate  of  her  late  husband,  was  asked  to 
inquire  into  the  details  so  that  her  case  may  be  considered  and 
we  might  help  her,  if  possible. 

Dec.  28.  Br.  Chr.  Blum  reported  having  talked  with  Sr. 
Herbst.  She  herself  does  not  consider  her  condition  serious  since 
she  has  a  considerable  sum  of  outstanding  debts  to  collect.  She 
also  plans  to  do  laundry  for  the  Girls'  Boarding  School.  The 
Collegium  is  not  satisfied  with  this  declaration  and  we  believe 
that  Sr.  Herbst  hardly  knows  her  own  situation.  The  former 
administrators  of  the  estate,  Br.  Chr.  Blum  and  Fr.  Meinung, 
are  asked  to  find  out  her  status. 

The  Collegium  agreed  unanimously  that  the  ministers'  quar- 
ters are  to  be  set  back  from  the  street  on  account  of  the  stables 
on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street. 

The  corpse  house  could  be  set  up  in  the  corner  between  the 
little  Saal  and  the  church  under  the  first  church  window.  It 
will  have  to  be  sunk  into  the  ground  for  a  few  steps. 

The  Collegium  cannot  permit  Br.  Jac.  Blum  to  take  over 
part  of  the  Brothers'  House  lot  in  order  to  enlarge  his  own  lot. 
He  may  have  about  20  feet  square  from  the  southeast  corner  of 
the  yard  to  be  able  to  construct  the  previously  mentioned  build- 
ing for  storage  of  salt,  molasses,  etc. 

Next  year  Br.  Francis  Fries  hopes  to  be  able  to  build  himself 
a  house  like  that  of  the  agent  of  the  factory.  It  will  be  situated 
on  the  corner  of  the  new  Shallowford  and  Salt  Street  but  about 
10  feet  back  from  each  street,  with  the  front  toward  the  first- 
mentioned  street.  He  will  also  construct  necessary  minor  build- 
ings for  various  purposes  and  the  Collegium  gives  its  consent. 

There  is  a  rumor  that  Br.  Jos.  Stauber  has  entered  partner- 
ship with  Alex  Giersch,  who  does  not  belong  to  the  Salem  Con- 
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gregation.  They  are  reported  to  be  planning  a  carriage  making 
business  as  a  joint  operation.  Br.  Em.  Schober  was  asked  to 
talk  to  Br.  Stauber  and  tell  him  that  neither  partnership  with 
Giersch  in  reference  to  his  smithy  nor  any  other  enterprise  can 
be  allowed. 

Br.  Em.  Schober  and  Th.  Pfohl  were  appointed  Fire  Inspec- 
tors for  the  lower  part  of  the  community  and  Br.  John  Vogler 
and  Jacob  Siewers  are  going  to  inspect  the  upper  part.  They 
were  asked  to  inquire  whether  each  house  is  equipped  with  fire 
buckets. 

Minutes  of  the  Congregation  Council,  184-0 
[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  16.  It  had  been  agreed  by  the  Community  Diacony  to 
call  the  Council  as  soon  as  possible  in  the  new  year  for  auditing 
of  the  statements  of  accounts,  for  discussion  of  regulations  about 
negro  slaves  etc.  It  was  left  to  the  council  to  take  up  this  matter 
first  or  the  tavern  problem.  The  majority  of  the  brethren  wished 
to  take  up  the  tavern  matter  first. 

The  brethren  interested  especially  wanted  to  know  how  the 
matter  was  progressing  in  the  Aufseher  Collegium.  One  brother 
reported  in  the  name  of  the  Collegium  and  the  Community 
Diacony  that  toward  the  end  of  last  year  the  Collegium  resolved 
that  some  change  was  necessary  in  the  present  administration 
of  the  tavern.  Br.  Senseman  was  informed  of  this.  At  the  same 
time  a  great  many  difficulties  were  encountered  with  regard  to 
the  renting  of  the  tavern.  The  Collegium  would  rather  abide  by 
the  resolution  taken  in  January  1836,  if  the  suitable  people  could 
be  found  for  the  administration  of  the  Salem  Tavern  under  the 
usual  conditions.  Since  1835  all  efforts  have  been  made  to  find 
such  persons  and  since  1834  an  effort  was  made  to  restrict  the 
serving  of  alcoholic  drinks.  Since  that  time  requests  sprang  up 
in  the  community  for  the  establishment  of  private  places  of 
entertainment.  The  question  taken  up  in  the  Preparatory  Syn- 
odal Conference  held  in  September  1835  was  presented  for  de- 
cision to  the  Council  and  finally  recommended  to  the  Aufseher 
Collegium  for  decision.  It  took  the  idea  under  thorough  con- 
sideration and  reported  in  January  14,  1836  the  result,  namely 
that  free  permission  for  establishment  of  private  places  of  enter- 
tainment is  harmful  to  the  morality  and  our  reputation  as  a 
Christian  congregation.  Also  on  the  economic  side  disadvantages 
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for  individuals  as  well  as  for  the  entire  community  are  to  be 
feared.  Permission  was  therefore  denied.  In  1837  one  brother 
put  in  a  renewed  application  for  operating  a  private  tavern  and 
the  Collegium  considered  the  important  matter  of  having  two 
taverns  in  the  community.  At  the  same  time  the  renting  of  the 
Salem  Tavern  was  discussed  but  the  resolution  taken  in  Janu- 
ary 1836  was  upheld.  The  afore-mentioned  brother  was  given  a 
negative  answer.  It  was  resolved  to  ask  an  experienced  brother 
from  the  Bethlehem  Auf seher  Collegium  for  advice.  His  answer 
strengthened  our  resolution  formerly  taken.  Only  one  tavern 
is  to  be  kept  in  the  community  and  if  possible  this  should  not  be 
rented  since  experiences  in  Bethlehem  have  shown  that  with 
renting  their  three  taverns,  the  income  from  these  have  been 
reduced  to  half  of  what  they  were  before.  They  would  have  done 
better  to  restrict  themselves  to  one  tavern.  In  addition  the  owner 
of  the  third  tavern  went  bankrupt  and  the  community  Diacony 
had  to  take  over  this  tavern  at  great  loss. 

Since  that  time  the  Aufseher  Collegium  has  tried  to  remodel 
the  tavern  in  a  manner  more  attractive  in  every  way. 

In  1838  the  renewed  application  of  a  brother  to  rent  the  tavern 
caused  new  discussion  in  the  Aufseher  Collegium  about  the  poor 
administration  of  the  tavern  and  a  resolution  was  arrived  at 
that  the  administration  would  necessarily  have  to  be  changed 
and  as  mentioned  before  Br.  Senseman  was  informed  of  this. 
This  was  all  that  was  done  in  the  Aufseher  Collegium. 

On  the  economic  side  of  the  question  we  have  to  fear  the  same 
result  as  in  Bethlehem,  if  we  rent  the  tavern.  It  will  also  be 
difficult  to  check  the  desire  of  many  people  in  the  community  to 
open  private  taverns.  In  Bethlehem  the  Congregation  Regula- 
tions could  be  upheld  but  down  here  in  a  slaveholding  state  most 
of  the  visitors  would  expect  colored  people  to  serve  them  as  they 
are  generally  used  to  them  and  the  present  situation  of  only  a 
few  slaves  in  the  community  has  often  caused  dissatisfaction. 
The  tavern  keepers  would  therefore  bring  a  greater  number  of 
slaves  into  the  community  and  thus  overthrow  the  regulations 
set  up  in  this  regard  and  the  increase  of  their  number  would 
harm  the  morale  of  this  community. 

After  further  discussion  the  Council  approved  the  renting  of 
the  tavern  rather  than  having  it  administered  by  the  Congre- 
gation Diacony  and  also  that  it  should  be  a  strictly  temperance 
but  not  abstinence  institution.  The  brethren  realized  that  the 
administration  of  the  tavern  could  hardly  satisfy  the  demands 
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of  the  visitors  without  the  service  of  negroes.  In  this  connection 
it  was  stated  that  under  any  case  this  is  not  to  be  considered  a 
precedent  by  other  people  of  the  community  and  that  the  tavern 
keeper  himself  could  hold  the  slaves  merely  under  the  same 
restrictions  as  other  citizens  as  they  were  agreed  on  in  1820. 
For  the  information  of  the  younger  members  of  the  Council  the 
resolutions  of  February  3,  10,  and  24,  1820,  against  the  increase 
of  negro  slaves  in  the  community  were  read  and  it  was  observed 
that  in  spite  of  these  regulations  some  people  have  taken  negroes 
into  their  houses  only  recently,  without  asking  permission.  These 
brethren  will  be  asked  to  issue  the  necessary  bond. 

Since  time  ran  out  we  agreed  to  meet  again  tomorrow  night 
to  consider  this  matter  so  important  to  ourselves  and  our  chil- 
dren. 

Jan.  17.  The  chairman  wished  us  to  enter  the  new  discussion 
with  great  conscientiousness  so  that  we  may  render  perfect 
account  of  each  word  after  the  meeting.3 

It  was  suggested  that  a  committee  of  three  brethren  from  the 
Council  should  screen  the  applications  for  tavern  keeper  and 
then  these  should  be  presented  to  the  Diacony  and  to  the  Council. 
This  was  rejected.  Finally  it  was  decided  that  three  members 
of  the  Council  together  with  the  Aufseher  Collegium  and  the 
Elders'  Conference  should  hold  a  joint  meeting  to  debate  this 
question  and  present  the  result  to  the  Council.  All  were  in  favor 
of  this. 

March  20.  It  was  reported  that  the  above-mentioned  group 
met  and  discussed  the  tavern  question.  The  conferences  are  con- 
vinced that  it  would  be  best  for  the  community  to  continue  the 
administration  of  the  tavern  as  in  the  past  but  with  no  suitable 
person  to  take  over  the  business  it  could  only  be  agreed  that  the 
tavern  should  be  rented.  With  regard  to  the  person  of  the  future 
tavern  keeper  the  conferences  agreed  that  it  would  have  to  be  a 
man  of  such  character  that  he  could  be  considered  a  candidate 
for  admission  to  the  Church  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren.  It  would 
have  to  be  a  married  man  under  all  circumstances.  The  brethren 
of  the  Collegium  met  therefore  together  with  the  three  brethren 
of  the  Council  and  decided  to  publicize  the  resolution  that  the 
tavern  is  for  rent.  They  met  on  February  17  and  screened  the 
many  applications  and  letters  of  recommendations.  Among  these 
applications  was  one  of  Mr.  Will.  Gott  from  Elizabethton,  Ten-

nessee,  which  necessitated  further  letters,  and  it  was  decided  to 
postpone  the  final  decision  until  the  middle  of  March  hoping  to 
receive  by  then  decisive  suggestions  from  Mr.  Gott.  He  arrived 
in  person  with  recommendations  in  Salem  and  the  Collegium 
and  committee  of  three  brethren  met  again,  to  consider  the  per- 
son and  offers  of  the  various  applicants  among  which  were  found 
our  neighbor  Mr.  Wallace,  Hague  from  Salisbury,  John  Henley, 
Will.  Gott  and  Thomas  Wilson.  According  to  our  principles  Mr. 
Wallace  who  is  divorced  from  his  wife  cannot  be  considered. 
Mr.  Hague  is  also  a  widower  and  although  he  plans  to  get  mar- 
ried, his  offers  concerning  the  purchase  of  the  inventory  could 
not  be  accepted,  since  he  expects  the  Congregational  Diacony  to 
take  over  the  entire  amount  of  movables  in  case  he  should  resign 
from  this  post.  Our  neighbor  John  Henley  and  his  wife  are  too 
old  and  weak,  although  he  is  otherwise  a  very  righteous  man. 
The  only  applicant  to  be  seriously  considered  was  Mr.  Will.  Gott. 
His  offer  with  regard  to  the  rent  was  too  low  and  his  conditions 
concerning  the  inventory  were  too  vague.  He  also  offered  to 
administer  the  Salem  Tavern  on  the  same  basis  and  for  the  same 
wages  as  was  the  custom  before.  It  was  finally  resolved  to  accept 
Mr.  Will  Gott's  offer. 

July  30.  Householders*  and  Masters*  Meeting.  Few  members 
were  present  but  the  chairman  read  a  report  from  the  Aufseher 
Collegium  and  Elders'  Conference  dealing  with  the  application 
of  our  married  Br.  Edw.  Belo  to  run  a  dry  goods  store.  A  dis- 
cussion was  held  without  arriving  at  any  decision.  The  chief 
question  was  apparently  as  to  whether  it  is  advisable  that  a 
citizen  who  has  a  good  trade  should  be  allowed  to  run  in  addi- 
tion some  uncertain  and  risky  business. 

July  81.  Householders*  and  Masters*  Conference.  It  was  re- 
ported that  the  shoemakers  Br.  Hall  and  Henry  Leinbach  have 
entered  a  copartnership  with  two  shoemakers  living  outside  the 
community  who  sell  their  manufactures  in  Salem  to  the  great 
disadvantage  of  the  Salem  cobblers.  This  can  be  of  very  danger- 
ous consequence  also  for  other  trades  in  the  future.  The  Auf- 
seher Collegium  will  take  up  this  violation  of  the  Community 
regulations. 

About  Mr.  Belo's  application  it  was  asked :  Does  the  group  be- 
lieve that  the  Community  Diacony  is  to  treat  the  running  of  a 
store  just  as  any  other  trade  in  Salem?  The  answer  was  a  unani- 
mous Yes.  This  led  to  a  discussion  of  the  problem  and  the  ques- 
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tion:  Does  the  group  agree  that  storekeepers  as  well  as  other 
tradesmen  restrict  themselves  to  their  own  field  of  work  and  not 
encroach  on  the  rights  of  others  ?  Again  the  answer  was  a  unani- 
mous Yes. 

Minutes  of  the  P.H.C  ^  1U0 
[Extracts  translated.] 

April  7.  Br.  Van  Vleck  reported  that  the  two  single  sisters 
Lucinda  and  Antionette  Bagge  both  appointed  as  teachers  in  the 
Girls'  Boarding  School  here  would  like  to  visit  in  the  German 
congregations  and  since  the  married  Brother  Gittar  of  Beth- 
lehem is  thinking  of  making  a  business  trip  to  Germany  in  J une, 
they  would  like  to  accompany  him,  if  our  sister  Frederica  Huff  el 
would  make  the  trip  back  and  forth  with  them.  Because  the  lat- 
ter is  invited  by  the  Srr.  Bagge  to  go  without  expense  to  herself, 
Sr.  Huffel  would  regret  to  reject  such  an  offer,  but  partly  on 
account  of  her  own  recreation  and  partly  because  of  her  desire 
to  see  again  her  worthy  old  father,  she  would  like  to  accept,  if 
she  could  carry  out  the  plan  without  worry  about  her  service 
with  the  Single  Sisters'  Choir,  as  she  is  not  inclined  to  give  that 
up.  She  wishes  and  requests  therefore  the  counsel  of  the  P.H.C. 
and  would  like  very  much  to  hear  about  the  matter  through  the 
mouth  of  the  Lord.  (The  Lot.) 

Because  of  its  consequences  we  took  this  very  important  re- 
quest into  so  much  the  more  mature  advisement  since  we  should 
like  to  grant  the  pleasure  to  Sr.  Huffel  of  once  more  having  the 
joy  of  seeing  her  dear  father,  but  we  should  not  like  to  lose  her. 
Since  this  journey  might  last  well  over  a  year,  the  matter  of 
time  would  come  up  as  to  the  appointment  of  a  directress  in  the 
Sisters'  House,  who  would  be  in  addition  an  assistant  to  the 
Choir  Pflegerin  and  could  look  after  the  Pflegerin's  duties  in  the 

4  In  the  year  1840  the  Minutes  of  the  Provincial  Heifers'  Conference  were  devoted  in 
large  part  to  the  matter  of  administrative  procedures  and  the  consideration  of  possible 
changes  in  the  management  of  financial  and  business  matters  of  the  church. 

There  were  at  the  time  two  important  offices,  proprietor  and  administrator,  the  former 
held  by  William  H.  Van  Vleck  and  the  latter  by  Charles  F.  Kluge.  The  proprietor  had 
the  duty  of  making  a  will  and  thus  handing  down  the  property  legally  to  a  successor.  The 
administrator  was  the  person  who  had  charge  of  the  business  of  the  congregation.  Bishop 
Van  Vleck  had  made  a  will  but  the  executors  were  not  available  in  case  of  his  death  to 
take  over  the  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  his  will.  Thus  the  question  arose  as  to  his 
making  a  new  will. 

The  P.H.C.  in  Pennsylvania  and  the  U.A.C.  in  Germany  were  consulted  as  to  the 
best  method  of  dealing  with  the  matters  at  hand.  There  was  still  at  that  time  a  close  con- 
nection in  regard  to  business  affairs  between  Pennsylvania  and  Wachovia  and  a  com- 
plicating feature  had  arisen  in  a  new  so-called  Collateral  Inheritance  Tax  that  had  been 
established  in  Pennsylvania. 

Lengthy  details  were  taken  up  by  correspondence  in  regard  to  the  whole  matter  but  no 
decision  was  reached  as  to  combining  the  two  offices,  one  of  the  chief  recommendations 
made  by  the  P.  H.  C.  in  Bethlehem.  Important  matters  concerning  deeds,  inheritance  tax, 
ownership  of  property,  both  real  and  personal,  had  to  be  considered  and  much  discussion 
and  a  great  amount  of  correspondence  ensued.  There  was  disagreement  in  views  but  no 
rancor  apparently.  No  conclusion  was  reached  at  this  time. 
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absence  of  Sr.  Huffel  and  the  wish  was  expressed  that  the 
widowed  Sr.  A.  M.  Gambold  might  continue  during  that  time 
with  the  care  of  the  kitchen  and  domestic  affairs.  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  we  found  few  suitable  persons  outside  of  the  teachers 
in  the  Girls'  School,  we  could  not  properly  propose  them  without 
embarrassing  the  Inspector.  The  circumstance  moreover  exists 
that  the  young  single  Sr.  Sarah  Lothrop  who  is  affectionately 
bound  by  her  mother's  permission  to  Sr.  Huffel  as  a  foster 
daughter,  because  of  her  slight  connections  here  cannot  be  left 
behind  properly  in  the  absence  of  Sr.  Huffel,  but  must  at  that 
same  time  be  given  over  to  her  relatives  in  New  York  or  New 
England,  and  if  the  latter  plan  is  impractical  and  the  trip  frus- 
trated, we  decided  not  to  continue  in  our  negotiations  until  Sr. 
Huffel  made  sure.  Therefore  she  will  first  enter  into  correspond- 
ence with  the  mother  Lothrop  and  her  friends. 

May  U.  After  Sr.  Huffel  received  an  answer  to  her  letters  to 
the  mother  and  friends  of  the  Single  Sr.  Sarah  Lothrop  in  three 
letters,  in  which  the  mother  showed  herself  to  be  very  much 
upset  about  the  intended  stay  of  her  daughter  there  because  of 
the  impending  absence  of  Sr.  Huffel,  since  she  herself  lives  in 
the  home  of  her  children,  but  she  sees  as  also  do  the  sister-in- 
law  and  guardian  of  Sarah  that  the  latter  cannot  properly  stay 
here  in  the  absence  of  Sr.  Huffel  and  still  less  could  they  inter- 
fere in  the  plan  of  Sr.  Huffel.  They  show  themselves  therefore 
inclined  to  take  Sarah  for  a  while  but  request  at  the  same  time 
the  conference  here  to  grant  a  certificate  that  S.  Lothrop  is  a 
member  of  our  congregation  and  after  the  return  of  Sr.  Huffel 
from  Europe  may  be  received  here  again. 

Our  Sr.  Huffel  wishes  therefore  as  soon  as  possible  for  her 
peace  of  mind  to  have  a  reply  from  us  since  Br.  Gitter  from 
Bethlehem  plans  to  travel  to  Europe  in  June  and  she  would  be 
very  glad  if  for  her  peace  of  mind  the  decision  of  the  Lord  was 
heard  with  the  positive  proviso  that  if  the  question  was  not 
answered  affirmatively  and  consequently  the  replacement  of  her 
position  should  be  shown  to  be  incapable  of  being  carried  out, 
she  would  give  up  her  journey. 

With  the  thorough  consideration  of  this  matter  were  found 
matters  relating  to  the  certificate  to  be  sent  to  the  friends  of 
Sarah  Lothrop  and  other  things  in  regard  to  the  intended  visita- 
tion trip  of  our  Sr.  Huffel,  since  some  unpleasant  consequences 
might  be  feared  for  the  choir  and  peculiar  difficulties  for  the 
continuation  of  the  service  assigned  to  appointed  women  in 
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behalf  of  the  young  women.  The  certificate  would  have  to  be 
given  to  be  sure  with  great  foresight  and  only  conditionally. 
A  further  consideration:  Whether  we  really  might  put  such  a 
question  under  these  circumstances  was  on  exact  weighing  miti- 
gated by  the  declaration  of  Sr.  Huffel  in  the  previously  men- 
tioned proposition  with  the  intention  of  getting  someone  for 
further  management  of  the  young  women  and  our  childlike  trust 
that  the  All  Wise  would  so  direct  matters  that  we  and  Sr.  Huffel 
would  be  settled  in  our  minds.  Consequently  we  composed  the 
question  in  the  following  manner:  Whether  the  Saviour  ap- 
proved that  we  should  propose  that  Sr.  Frid.  Justa.  Huffel 
should  take  this  opportunity  of  making  a  journey  of  visitation 
to  the  German  congregations  and  that  along  with  this  should  be 
considered  the  temporary  replacement  for  her  position  with  the 
Single  Sisters'  Choir  here. 

In  consideration  of  the  quoted  positive  assertion  previously 
made  now  this  question  with  Yes  or  No  was  laid  before  our  dear 
Lord  for  decision  and  we  received  for  answer :  No. 

Minutes  L.A.C.,  18JfO. 
[Extracts  translated.] 

Feb.  6. 

3.  For  their  and  our  information  it  was  remarked  how  the 
Single  Sister  Susan  Krause  of  Bethania  has  gone  into  service 
with  Br.  and  Sr.  Traugott  Chitty  here  and  likewise  the  Single 
Sister  Lavinia  Bockel  of  Friedberg  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Wm.  Lein- 
bach.  So  that  the  pastors  may  receive  notice  before  the  moving 
of  such  persons  to  Salem,  in  order  to  be  able  to  give  them  the 
required  certificate,  it  will  be  necessary  to  remind  the  respec- 
tive congregations  of  this  matter  to  which  the  annual  communi- 
cation of  the  brotherly  agreement  might  be  conducive. 

4.  Since  it  seems  as  if  the  boundaries  between  Bible  visitors 
in  Bethabara  and  Bethania  have  not  been  definitely  set,  Brr. 
Bechler  and  Schmidt  will  try  to  get  together  and  get  the  visi- 
tors to  work,  and  also  in  Hope.  They  should  therefore  get  Bibles 
and  N.  Testaments  from  Br.  Thos.  Pfohl,  otherwise  the  small 
supply  might  be  taken  off  by  the  Friedberg  visitors  (with  whom 
the  demand  is  great).  This  led  us  to  a  consideration  of  the 
necessary  supply  of  Bibles  and  because  almost  all  have  been 
given  out  free  and  only  a  few  paid  for,  they  thought  the  execu- 
tive committee  of  the  Bible  Society  should  be  allowed  to  meet  for 
taking  the  matter  up  as  to  whether  the  parent  Bible  Society 
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should  not  make  a  gift  again,  but  because  the  majority  of  the 
executive  committee  was  now  present  it  was  decided  to  make 
this  request  without  their  meeting  as  soon  as  they  had  an  exact 
accounting  of  the  status  of  the  treasury  and  Bibles  from  Brr. 
H.  Schulz  and  Pfohl. 

9.  Since  not  only  among  the  younger  but  also  older  members 
of  our  congregation  a  great  lack  of  knowledge  is  observable  in 
respect  to  the  history  of  our  Brethrens'  Unity,  the  Brr.  were 
requested  to  think  about  it  as  to  how  this  evil  might  be  helped 
and  in  what  manner  a  public  instruction  might  be  arranged 
for  general  information  and  to  report  on  their  proposals  and 
thoughts  for  us  next  time. 

March  5. 

1.  The  last  minutes  were  read  and  at  the  request  of  Br.  Theo- 
dore Shultz  to  turn  over  his  office  of  carefully  recording  the 
minutes  for  many  years  to  a  younger  man,  Br.  Henry  A.  Schulz 
was  given  the  duty  for  the  future. 

2.  With  joy  the  conference  learned  that  3  young  negresses  had 
announced  to  their  pastor  they  wished  permission  to  join  the 
congregation.  They  will  receive  before  their  reception  prepara- 
tory instruction  from  Br.  Pfohl. 

3.  It  was  mentioned  that  the  Single  Sister  Aline  Oehman  of 
Bethania  has  gone  into  service  in  the  kitchen  of  the  Sisters' 
House  and  likewise  the  Single  Sister  Polly  Schaub  of  Bethania 
with  Br.  and  Sr.  Wm.  Linebach. 

6.  The  question  was  brought  up  by  one  brother  as  to  whether 
negro  children  could  be  baptized  only  by  the  pastor  of  the  little 
negro  congregation  in  Salem  or  also  by  some  other  pastor,  if 
the  question  came  up  with  the  latter,  for  example  in  a  country 
congregation.  The  conference  decided  that  in  general  the  negro 
children  in  the  neighborhood  of  Salem  should  be  baptized  by 
the  pastor  of  the  negro  congregation  but  that  in  individual  cases 
where  the  distance,  as  for  example  in  Bethania,  from  Salem  is 
definitely  great,  it  was  permitted  to  the  pastors  to  administer 
the  baptism  in  their  own  room  or  even  in  the  house  of  the  owner, 
never  however  without  the  permission  of  the  latter,  and  indeed 
it  is  to  be  laid  on  the  heart  especially  of  the  masters  of  the  slave 
children  that  they  should  bring  up  the  baptized  negro  children 
in  a  Christian  way. 

7.  In  conclusion  the  Chairman  mentioned  that  the  Normal 
School  will  probably  be  discontinued  after  Easter. 
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The  question:  Whether  one  might  properly  be  permitted  to 
baptize  children  born  illegitimately  or  outside  marriage  in  the 
Saal  in  the  church,  was  answered  that  at  request  it  could  be 
done  in  the  church  but  preferably  really  in  the  house  of  the 
preacher  or  in  their  home  where  one  would  have  a  better  op- 
portunity to  speak  to  them  with  heartfelt  admonitions. 

5.  The  Single  Sister  Henriette  Transou  of  Bethania  has  gone 
into  service  in  the  kitchen  of  the  Sisters'  House  and  the  Older 
Girl  Eunice  R.  Marshall,  a  communicant  of  Friedberg,  with  Br. 
and  Sr.  Wm.  Winkler  in  Salem. 

6.  A  recommendation  was  made  to  the  various  pastors  to  make 
arrangements  with  the  committees  and  to  make  it  clearly  known 
at  individual  conferences  before  and  in  the  preparatory  talks 
for  the  Married  Peoples'  festival  how  the  festival  lovefeast  is 
not  only  for  the  communicants  but  for  all  members  of  the  Mar- 
ried Peoples'  Choir  and  to  invite  all  to  it. 

Aug.  6. 

2.  The  Single  Br.  James  Fisher  of  Friedberg  has  moved  to 
the  bakery  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Wm.  Winkler  in  Salem. 

3.  On  this  occasion  all  the  country  ministers  were  requested 
anew  to  provide  their  members  going  to  Salem  in  service  or 
for  a  rather  long  stay  there  from  their  respective  congregations 
with  a  written  recommendation  if  in  any  way  feasible  and  the 
Elders'  Conference  in  Salem  will  on  its  side  receive  no  one  in 
the  future  without  this. 

5.  The  Chairman  announced  that  the  Older  Boy  Edwin  Clem- 
mons  of  Hope  has  gone  to  Salem  to  learn  the  cabinetmakers' 
trade  with  Br.  Jac.  Siewers. 

Sept.  16. 

6.  It  was  announced  by  Br.  Huebener  of  Friedberg  that  cer- 
tain single  sisters  have  gone  into  service:  Louisa  Walk  with 
David  Clewells,  Malvine  Hertel  with  Traugott  Linebachs,  Sally 
Rothrock  (John's)  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Blum. 

Nov.  5. 

Br.  Schmidt  gave  the  information  that  in  the  next  winter  the 
weekday  school  will  be  cared  for  by  a  stranger  by  the  name  of 
Flower.  The  school  will  with  the  approval  of  the  committee  be 
held  in  the  old  building  behind  the  house  of  the  pastor. 
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Diary  of  the  Congregation  in  Bethabara  of  1840. 

[Extracts  translated."] 

Jan.  1.  The  New  Year's  sermon  on  account  of  the  continuing 
snowstorm  and  the  penetrating  cold  was  only  scantily  attended. 

Jan.  2.  There  was  still  very  cold  weather  and  the  ground 
covered  with  snow.  It  is  the  deepest  snow  that  we  have  had  for 
several  years.  There  will  be  sleighing. 

Jan.  5.  There  was  a  baptism  in  which  the  little  son  of  our 
friends  Samuel  and  Martha  Butner  born  on  November  14  of  last 
year  was  baptized  with  the  name  of  John  Virgil.  This  week  the 
evening  meetings  had  to  be  canceled  on  account  of  the  unfavor- 
able weather. 

Jan.  12.  The  Bible  distributors  here  had  a  meeting. 

Feb.  1.  Br.  Schmidt  baptized  the  little  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  John 
and  Eva  Rank  who  belong  in  Bethania  and  live  in  our  neighbor- 
hood with  the  name  of  Eugene  Rufus.  The  child  was  very  sick. 

Feb.  We  received  the  news  that  our  neighbor  John  Stolz 
departed  yesterday  evening  very  gently.  A  request  was  made 
to  allow  him  a  place  in  our  God's  Acre  and  the  committee  had 
no  objections. 

Feb.  10  and  11.  There  were  several  who  had  influenza  whom 
I  visited. 

March  29.  The  little  son  of  our  Br.  John  Christian  Butner 
and  his  wife  Mahala  born  on  March  15  was  baptized  with  the 
name  John  Jefferson. 

April  5.  The  subscribers  of  the  Sunday  School  here  had  their 
annual  election  of  managers,  etc. 

April  6.  We  had  our  monthly  prayer  meeting  which  was  so 
numerously  attended  that  the  Saal  was  entirely  filled.  This  was 
also  the  case  on  the  previous  Sunday. 

April  12.  Palm  Sunday.  In  the  evening  we  began  the  reading 
of  the  history  of  the  passion  of  our  Lord,  in  fact  according  to  a 
decision  of  the  committee  here,  in  the  English  language  in  order 
to  give  to  the  outside  inhabitants  and  neighbors  who  do  not  know 
German  an  opportunity  to  hear  this  great  account.  Our  Saal  was 
thronged  in  all  the  meetings  with  attentive  listeners. 

April  19.  At  5  o'clock  we  prayed  the  Easter  litany  on  God's 
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Acre.  The  baptism  of  the  little  daughter  born  on  January  2  to 
our  neighbors  Benjamin  and  Rebecca  Shore  with  the  name  Mary 
Matilda.  These  days  we  have  been  visiting  busily  with  all  our 
brethren,  all  of  whom  were  well  except  the  old  Mother  Feiser 
who  had  had  some  strokes.  Also  two  children  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Ben- 
jamin Krause  were  rather  sick. 

April  2Jf.  Our  Sister  Elisabeth  Feiser  departed  this  life  bles- 
sedly. 

April  25.  Since  there  was  too  little  room  in  our  church  the 
Stokes  County  Sunday  School  Anniversary  to  be  celebrated  here 
on  next  Sunday  had  a  place  arranged  for  it  in  the  orchard  of 
Br.  Nathaniel  Byhan. 

May  17.  Since  a  Mormon  preacher  was  holding  a  meeting  in 
our  neighborhood  today  everybody  went  to  hear  him  so  the 
meetings  here  were  entirely  given  up. 

June  [?].  Several  of  our  brethren  are  suffering  from  attacks 
of  dysentery  at  present. 

June  5.  Last  night  we  had  a  violent  storm  which  struck  with 
lightning  in  two  places  in  the  neighborhood. 

June  7.  This  week  we  had  storms  (rainstorms)  again  several 
times  and  this  is  very  troublesome  since  on  account  of  the  dry- 
ness most  people  had  mowed  their  wheat. 

June  lJf.  The  evening  meetings  had  to  be  canceled  this  week 
because  everyone  is  busy  with  haymaking  and  other  work  on 
their  plantations. 

June  27.  In  Br.  John  Butner's  house  the  baptism  of  Bouna- 
parte  [sic]  and  Eliza  Dougin's  little  son  born  on  May  15  with 
the  name  of  John  Ruf  us. 

June  28.  We  have  at  present  several  who  are  rather  sick  with 
fever,  pains  in  the  side  or  dysentery. 

July  3.  To  the  Single  Sister  Sarah  Gertraut  Fockel  who 
seemed  near  her  end  the  blessing  for  her  heavenly  journey  was 
imparted,  and  at  9:30  her  blessed  soul  crossed  over  into  the 
arms  of  her  Redeemer.  Her  age  was  28  years  and  6  months  and 
a  few  days.  There  are  now  in  almost  every  house  some  sick 
people  partly  with  dysentery  and  partly  with  a  nerve  fever 
prevailing  here. 
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July  12.  In  this  week  we  were  busy  every  day  visiting  the 
sick  in  and  out  of  the  village. 

July  19.  Baptism  of  the  little  son  of  our  friends  Josua  and 
Louise  Butner  with  the  name  Henry  Lawrance. 

July  26.  We  were  daily  called  to  the  sick  and  it  seems  as  if 
the  fever  in  the  village  and  the  neighborhood  is  still  increasing. 

Aug.  2.  We  were  out  daily  in  this  week  to  visit  in  the  village 
and  neighborhood  with  the  sick  and  heard  many  a  gratifying 
expression  of  the  brethren  of  the  complete  resignation  to  the 
will  of  the  Saviour  also  in  sickness  and  under  suffering  and  also 
of  the  longing  to  depart  and  be  with  Christ,  a  proof  that  the 
Saviour  does  not  abandon  his  congregation  here  and  his  spirit 
continuously  works  in  the  hearts. 

Aug.  16.  There  are  at  present  still  9  people  who  have  the 
fever  and  others  are  troubled  with  diarrhea. 

Aug.  23.  The  evening  meetings  could  not  be  held  because  of 
the  many  sick  again.  The  instruction  which  was  interrupted  for 
this  cause  shall,  God  willing,  be  begun  again  on  next  Saturday. 

Sept.  1.  The  funeral  of  our  late  sister,  the  Married  Sister 
Elisabeth  Fockel,  m.n.  Beroth. 

Sept.  IS.  Still  there  are  quite  a  number  of  grown  people  and 
children  suffering  from  fever. 

Sept.  27.  This  week  the  evening  meetings  which  have  been 
interrupted  because  of  the  fever  were  begun  again. 

Oct.  12.  The  fever  seems  to  be  relaxing  more  and  more.  For 
this  the  cold  weather  will,  especially  in  the  mornings,  be  ad- 
vantageous. 

This  morning  a  fire  suddenly  broke  out  in  Jesse  Butner's  black- 
smith shop.  The  flames  broke  out  through  the  roof.  The  fire  was 
however  fortunately  extinguished  without  its  being  able  to  cause 
any  considerable  harm. 

Nov.  17.  We  celebrated  our  congregation  festival  in  the  pres- 
ence of  Jesus.  20  persons  were  missing  from  the  various  meet- 
ings partly  on  account  of  sickness,  some  from  lack  of  shoes,  and 
the  family  of  another  brother  had  moved  the  past  week  into  a 
remote  section,  so  they  could  not  be  here  this  time. 

Nov.  29.  The  baptism  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Christian  and  Anna 
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Johanna  Hauser's  little  daughter  born  on  October  28  with  the 
name  of  Clementine  Catharina. 

Dec.  18.  The  funeral  of  Mr.  John  Petri  which  was  held  by 
Br.  Henry  Schulz  of  Salem. 

There  was  the  funeral  of  the  child  Sarah  Mathilda  Baily,  12 
years  old,  who  died  day  before  yesterday.  Br.  and  Sr.  Joseph 
Butner  had  taken  her  to  raise.  Her  last  sickness  was  a  violent 
nerve  fever. 

Dec.  24.  Christmas  Eve.  A  good  number  of  our  neighbors 
were  present  who  had  prayed  with  us.  At  the  conclusion  lighted 
wax  candles  were  given  to  the  children. 

Dec.  25.  Was  the  baptism  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Christian  Butner's 
little  daughter  (she  was  born  November  19)  with  the  name 
Harriet  Eliza. 

Minutes  of  the  Committee  in  Bethabara,  1840. 

{Extracts  translated.'] 

Feb.  2.  The  pastor  presented  to  the  committee  the  proposal  of 
postponing  our  first  communion  in  this  year,  at  which  also  usu- 
ally a  lovefeast  is  held,  to  March  1,  the  beginning  of  passion 
week,  since  at  the  present  several  people  are  suffering  from 
influenza  and  the  roads  and  weather  at  present  are  so  bad.  The 
committee  concurred. 

Aug.  9.  Since  at  present  several  of  our  brethren  have  the 
fever  it  was  decided  today  that  the  celebration  of  August  13  be 
postponed  until  the  brethren  have  recovered. 

Householders*  Meeting  Sept.  20.  Several  fathers  of  families 
have  asserted  that  they  wish  the  school  to  be  held  again  in  the 
village  since  the  school  is  at  an  altogether  too  great  distance 
from  the  place,  and  is  especially  hard  for  small  children  in  win- 
ter and  the  present  schoolhouse  also  has  no  stove  and  is  other- 
wise dilapidated.  Also  several  neighbors  are  willing  to  send  their 
children  here  and  the  householders  were  asked  whether  the 
school  could  not  be  held  in  the  house  belonging  to  them,  the 
Gemeinhouse,  if  it  was  somewhat  repaired.  No  one  had  any  ob- 
jections to  offer  only  the  pupils  must  be  quiet  and  orderly  in 
school  and  in  the  recess  time  not  wander  around  in  the  house  or 
destroy  anything  and  again  after  school  go  home  in  orderly 
fashion.  Also  all  the  householders  and  older  brethren  were  re- 
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quested  on  the  next  Sunday  to  be  present  for  the  election  of  a 
new  committee  instead  of  a  sermon. 

Householders*  Meeting  Sept.  27.  After  the  reading  of  the 
minutes  of  the  last  meeting  first  of  all  the  brotherly  agreement 
was  read.  Then  the  congregation  accounts  of  the  previous  year 
were  reported  upon. 

Then  was  the  election  of  the  new  committee.  The  Brr : 
John  Butner  with  11  votes 
John  Spach  10 
Joseph  Krause  10 

Nath.  Byhan  6  were  chosen  as  the  future  committee 
and  Br.  Nathanael  Byhan  was  named  again  as  manager  of  the 
treasury  and  steward. 

Since  Br.  and  Sr.  Benjamin  Krauser  have  moved  from  here 
to  the  other  side  of  Germantown  and  since  the  distance  amounts 
to  16  miles  they  can  come  only  seldom  to  the  meetings,  it  was 
unanimously  decided  that  for  the  time  no  congregation  contribu- 
tion shall  be  paid.  Since  the  present  caretaker  of  the  Gemein 
Saal  would  like  to  be  relieved  of  her  duty  Br.  Chr.  Hauser  has 
taken  over  the  job  for  the  time  being.  (Sister  A.  Hauser.) 

Committee  Bee.  16.  Since  the  late  John  Petree  of  the  neigh- 
borhood here  before  his  death  wanted  to  be  buried  in  the  grave- 
yard here,  it  was  agreed  to  with  the  condition  that  friends  of 
the  dead  man  pay  a  dollar  for  the  upkeep  of  the  graveyard  and 
if  the  same  is  to  be  repaired  as  to  fence  and  the  like  they  should 
lend  a  hand. 

Diary  of  the  Congregation  at  Bethania,  18 %0. 

[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  2.  Today  was  the  coldest  day,  very  probably  the  most 
so,  of  any  day  in  this  generation.  The  thermometer  in  Salem 
at  sundown  stood  at  6  degrees  below  0  and  here  12  below. 

Feb.  16.  Reading  of  the  celebration  of  the  100  year  anniver- 
sary festival  of  the  Hottentott  mission. 

Feb.  23.  Baptism  of  Sylvester  Leander  Schaub. 

Feb.  26.  Sermon  in  the  schoolhouse  near  J.  Grabs  with  about 
50  in  attendance. 

Feb.  27.  Today  Br.  and  Sr.  Sol.  Transou  moved  to  their  plan- 
tation on  the  Yadkin  that  they  have  bought. 
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March  1.  Baptism  of  Levisa  Ferylla  Hauser,  Sam  Hauser's 
little  daughter. 

March  9.  Visited  at  the  home  of  Mary  Butner  in  Bethabara 
to  get  her  daughter  Antoinette  as  a  nursemaid.  Then  also  with 
Father  Fockel. 

March  25.  Baptized  the  little  Edward  Butner,  little  son  of 
Jacob  and  Elisabeth  Butner.  Since  the  weather  was  very  un- 
favorable and  in  fact  very  stormy  there  were  present  only  about 
25  persons. 

March  28.  Rain. 

March  29.  Because  Hy.  Schulz  was  preaching  in  Spanish 
Grove,  all  Pfafftown  had  gone  there  so  there  were  only  a  few 
here  for  the  sermon. 

March  31.  Today  we  took  our  dear  and  faithful  grandmother 
to  Salem  on  her  return  journey  to  Pennsylvania  and  may  the 
Lord  reward  her  here  and  hereafter  eternally  for  her  faithful- 
ness which  she  has  shown  now  to  us  for  two  years. 

April  12.  Palm  Sunday.  Confirmation  of  the  young  people 
Jefferson  Holder  and  Lucinda  Shaub  and  Martha  Pfaff. 

April  17.  Good  Friday.  We  assembled  for  the  reading.  Very 
good  number,  chiefly  of  women,  present.  The  weather  was  very 
fine  and  the  sisters  made  use  of  it. 

April  19.  Easter.  At  5  A.M.  there  gathered  a  fine  number  for 
praying  of  the  Easter  litany  on  God's  Acre.  The  morning  was 
damp  but  otherwise  pleasant.  I  baptized  the  little  daughter  of 
the  negro  George  (Sol  Transou)  with  the  name  Amanda  Louisa. 

May  2.  Made  up  for  the  sermon  in  Pfafftown  which  had 
been  in  a  chance  manner  forgotten  on  the  previous  Saturday. 
Conclusion  of  the  choir  year  of  the  widowed  sisters.  Then  was 
at  Sandy  Flint's  house-raising  but  there  were  not  many  men 
there. 

May  6.  Visited  at  Peter  Transou's  on  his  newly  bought  place. 

May  10.  Sisters*  Festival.  While  Mr.  Doub  at  Pleasant  Hill 
gave  the  funeral  sermon  of  the  Widow  East  who  died  17  months 
ago  in  Indiana  there  were  besides  the  sisters  only  20  persons 
present. 
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May  17.  Baptized  Martin  V.  Buren  Werner,  little  son  of 
Jonas  and  Lea  Werner. 

May  2U.  Baptized  John  Christian  Lash,  Wm.  Lash's  little 
son.  Fine  rainstorm. 

May  25.  For  the  rest  of  the  week  it  rained  almost  incessantly- 
day  and  night  until  Friday  evening.  Consequently  very  high 
water  everywhere.  The  Yadkin  15  feet  higher  than  usual  caused 
great  harm. 

May  30.  In  Pfafftown  the  baptism  of  the  children  Antoinette 
Mandeville  Schulz  and  Zachariah  Constantin  Mucke. 

June  7.  Baptism  of  the  children  Jacob  Conrad  Douthitt  and 
Elisabeth  Conrad  Lemly. 

June  9.  To  Salem  to  get  the  daughters  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl 
who  will  spend  some  time  with  us. 

June  IJf.  Part  of  the  week  invalid  from  rheumatic  pains. 

June  20.  Visited  at  M.  Sailer's  because  we  had  heard  that 
Sarah  Regina  was  very  sick  there.  When  we  arrived  her  spirit 
had  already  fled  some  hours  before.  I  sang  some  verses  and 
prayed  beside  the  body.  Her  age  15  years  less  8  days. 

June  26.  Visited  at  Sol  Shous.  On  my  way  home  I  overtook  a 
man,  a  Baptist  as  I  soon  observed,  who  as  soon  as  he  found  out 
that  I  was  the  preacher  in  Bethania  attacked  me  with  all  sorts 
of  questions,  for  example,  that  he  did  not  hold  with  our  breth- 
rens'  teaching  that  we  administer  communion  to  such  as  are 
given  to  drink,  mentioning  an  example  of  this.  I  tried  to  point 
out  to  him  about  that  and  to  make  clear  the  wrongness  of  his 
opinions  and  brought  to  his  mind  the  saying  of  our  Saviour 
"Why  seest  thou  the  mote  in  thy  brother's  eye  and  dost  not 
behold  the  beam  in  thy  eye."  Then  we  had  a  conversation  about 
certain  teachings,  such  namely  as  are  peculiar  to  the  Baptists 
and  are  for  them  dangerous  obstacles.  Once  in  Christ  always  in 
Christ.  I  hope  and  it  seemed  to  me  finally  so,  as  if  through  God's 
grace  I  succeeded  in  convincing  him  of  something  different. 

July  7.  We  visited  at  the  home  of  Ephr.  Transou  and  found 
Adelaide  with  fever.  I  hope  not  serious. 

July  9.  There  went  to  sleep  the  married  Sister  Catharina 
Loesch  at  the  age  of  77  years  and  12  days. 
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July  15.  There  departed  gently  and  blessedly  the  married  Br. 
Joh.  Chr.  Lehman  after  an  illness  of  4  days. 

July  16.  In  Salem  to  take  letters  to  the  North  to  E.  Schwein- 
itz.  Visited  at  Jno.  Shor's  whose  Solomon  after  a  long  lingering 
malady  had  gone  to  sleep  blessedly  with  the  Lord  the  previous 
evening. 

July  25.  Sermon  in  Pfafftown.  Since  the  farmers  are  still  busy 
with  the  haymowing  and  other  work  not  many  men  were  on 
hand. 

Aug.  9.  Celebration  of  August  13.  As  a  consequence  of  an 
unfortunate  riot  in  Pfafftown  on  the  evening  before  many  of  the 
brethren  there  were  not  present. 

August  13.  Election  Day.  All  went  off  quietly. 

Aug.  17.  Burial  of  the  negro  John  (Jno.  Hauser)  who  died 
yesterday  morning  at  the  age  of  9  years.  The  negroes  of  the 
place  were  present  in  some  numbers. 

Sept.  3.  Visited  at  Jno.  Shor's  since  I  had  heard  yesterday 
that  Isaac  had  been  lying  sick  for  a  week  with  a  bad  nervous 
fever.  I  found  him  already  considerably  better. 

Sept.  17.  Visited  at  A.  Liesch's  and  John  Miller  at  his  new 
mill. 

Sept.  26.  Sermon  at  Pfafftown.  Baptized  Jacob  Peter  Spoen- 
hauer  and  Sarah  Semanthel  Leinbach. 

Oct.  16.  Rode  to  Salem  to  take  letters  to  Sarepta  and  Niesky 
to  Br.  Van  Vleck  for  them  to  be  sent  on. 

Oct.  29.  Rode  to  Jno.  Grabs  to  hold  my  last  sermon  for  this 
year  there.  There  was  no  one  there. 

Oct.  31.  Baptism  of  the  children  Jno.  Lewis  Conrad,  Felicia 
Sybilla  Conrad,  Wm.  Henry  Leinbach,  Selene  Rebecca  Cather- 
ine Waldraven  in  Pfafftown. 

Nov.  12.  Day  for  choosing  of  presidential  electors.  Somewhat 
noisy  in  the  village. 

Nov.  13.  Visited  with  Jacob  Shor  (Jno.  Shor)  who  was  at- 
tacked by  a  hot  fever. 
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Nov.  lb.  To  Salem  for  the  celebration  of  the  50th  birthday 
of  Br.  Van  Vleck. 

Nov.  15.  Celebration  of  November  13.  The  request  of  the 
Nazareth  congregation  for  help  in  the  building  of  their  church 
was  laid  on  the  hearts  of  the  brethren. 

Nov.  28.  Baptism  of  Mary  Ann  Rebecca  (Jesse)  Conrad. 

Nov.  30.  Jacob  Shor  often  visited  by  us,  but  not  belonging  to 
us,  died  at  the  age  of  39  years. 

Dec.  2.  Died  also  this  morning  Jno.  Shulz. 

Dec.  20.  Baptism  of  Lewis  William  Leinbach  little  son  of 
Lewis  and  Rachel  Leinbach. 

Dec.  2b.  We  gathered  in  a  large  number  for  a  lovefeast.  A 
great  number  of  outsiders  were  there  since  the  weather  was 
highly  desirable  and  the  roads  as  smooth  as  in  summer. 

Dec.  25.  At  Br.  Chr.  Loesch's  home  the  baptism  of  the  little 
son  of  Isaac  and  Antoinette  Conrad  with  the  name  John  Calvin. 

Dec.  SO.  In  the  home  of  the  parents  the  baptism  of  the  dear 
little  daughter  of  our  Br.  and  Sr.  Ephr.  and  Adelaide  Transou 
with  the  name  Jane  Elisabeth. 

Report  to  the  L.A.C.  on  Bethania,  181*0. 
[Extracts  translated.] 
Feb.  Baptized  Edward  Emil  Grabs. 

March  27.  Preached  in  Pfafftown.  But  since  a  militia  muster 
was  being  held  at  Jacob  Conrad's  in  Bethania  and  the  masculine 
part  of  the  audience  had  gone  there,  I  did  not  have  as  many 
listeners  as  I  would  otherwise  have  had. 

Aug.  17.  My  few  remarks  did  not  seem  to  bear  much  fruit 
since  no  small  number  went  blissfully  to  sleep  during  them. 

Sept.  13.  The  choir  festival  of  the  Single  Brothers  and  Older 
Boys.  The  boy  Alvin  Butner  was  on  this  occasion  taken  into 
the  choir. 

Oct.  29.  Doubtless  the  majority  were  occupied  with  harvest- 
ing corn  and  sowing  wheat. 
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Report  to  the  L.A.C.  on  Bethabara,  18 %0. 

[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  23.  The  majority  of  people  in  the  village  and  surround- 
ing country  especially  children  are  suffering  at  present  with 
influenza. 

Oct.  12.  The  flames  were  already  rising  outside  of  the  roof, 
and  instead  of  gratitude  for  misfortune  avoided  alas  there  was 
an  orgy  of  drunkenness. 

Memorabilia  of  the  Congregation  in  and  around  Bethania,  1840. 
[Extracts  translated.] 

For  when  in  the  late  summer  at  different  times  instead  of 
the  persistent  dryness  as  in  the  previous  years  our  Heavenly 
Father  cheered  us  with  persistent  and  heavy  rains  fearful  cares 
were  about  to  rule  our  hearts  and  provoke  us  to  little  faith  . 

To  be  sure  it  is  not  to  be  denied  that  in  one  respect  God's  kind 
hand  has  not  so  richly  blessed  us  as  in  some  years  that  are  past, 
since  the  wheat  crop  has  not  turned  out  as  wished  for  with 
many,  but  hasn't  the  abundance  in  fruitful  years  supplied  the 
need!  In  other  respects,  however,  we  have  had  so  much  more 
richly  to  rejoice  over  the  goodness  of  God !  The  oat  harvest  has 
been  more  productive  than  has  been  the  case  for  many  a  year. 
The  Welschcorn  harvest  in  spite  of  our  anxious  cares  has  been 
shown  to  be  the  most  excellent.  Also  our  gardens  have  provided 
again  what  is  needful  for  our  sustenance. 

During  this  year  has  been  made  a  beginning  of  a  sermon 
every  four  weeks  in  the  schoolhouse  built  a  few  years  ago  in 
the  neighborhood  of  our  Br.  Jno.  Grabs  to  serve  those  descended 
from  us  and  living  in  that  region  with  the  word  of  life  in 
weakness. 

Memorabilia  of  the  Congregation  in  Bethabara,  1840. 

[Extracts  translated.] 

The  Lord  has  visited  our  village  and  surrounding  territory 
in  this  spring  and  summer  very  severely  with  sickness.  On  this 
occasion  He  has  called  home  several  from  our  midst  to  rest 
gently  in  His  wounds.  He  has  however  in  all  this  sorrow  let  us 
experience  His  gracious  aid  so  that  until  now  we  are  so  far 
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restored  that  one  can  for  His  leading,  even  if  times  were  pain- 
ful, bring  to  Him  gratitude  and  adoration. 

Minutes  of  the  Committee  in  Bethania  of  1840. 
[Extracts  translated.'] 

March  1. 

Since  Br.  Sol.  Transou  had  moved  last  week  from  the  village, 
he  had  left  the  circle  of  the  Committee  of  the  Brethren  and 
accordingly  was  not  present  today. 

1.  The  yearly  accounting  of  the  congregation  and  graveyard 
treasury  of  the  past  year  was  laid  before  the  committee  from 
which  there  was  shown  that  there  was  a  greater  intake  than 
expenditure  by  December  31. 

2.  The  pastor  observed  that  his  outhouse  was  almost  unusable 
and  asked  the  brethren  for  permission  to  have  the  necessary 
repairs  made  on  it.  This  was  granted  him  and  he  was  also  to 
have  the  rest  of  the  necessary  repairs  on  the  shed  done  and 
try  to  get  weather  boards  for  that  purpose. 

3.  The  request  of  Br.  John  Grabs  for  a  reduction  of  his 
Gemein  dues  led  to  the  following  discussion.  This  brother 
thought  to  be  sure  that  since  his  family  lives  such  a  definite 
distance  from  the  church,  they  will  be  prevented  by  weather, 
roads  and  other  circumstances  from  attending  all  meetings  and 
festival  days;  also  since  in  addition  not  all  of  them  could  go 
away  from  home  at  one  time,  he  asked  that  about  half  of  his 
contribution  be  remitted.  The  pastor  then  brought  up  the  fol- 
lowing proposal  as  to  whether  for  the  alleged  reasons  it  might 
not  be  advisable  perhaps  to  rescind  the  existing  rule  according 
to  which  all  brethren  living  more  than  8  miles  away  if  they  are 
present  for  a  festival  or  communion  day  are  each  at  the  meet- 
ings to  pay  for  a  grown  person  12  and  one  half  cents  and  a 
child  six.  But  on  the  other  hand  to  tax  all  families  who  live 
seven  or  more  miles  away  with  half  the  usual  contributions, 
that  is  $3.  It  was  remarked  that  according  to  the  present  regu- 
lation these  brethren  are  entirely  free  of  all  the  burden  of  the 
church  dues  as  well  as  the  support  of  the  pastor  and  house  and 
church  repairs  since  they  paid  only  for  each  meal  into  the 
treasury,  and  besides  on  the  occasion  of  a  lovefeast  preparations 
were  made  for  them  and  often  they  are  not  present,  while 
according  to  the  new  rule,  they  would  have  to  bear  all  sorts 
of  responsibilities.  After  mature  consideration  that  all  the 
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brethren  might  understand  the  purpose  of  such  a  change,  the 
proposal  was  passed  unanimously,  although  it  was  mentioned 
that  it  was  highly  probable  that  in  the  cases  of  some  weak  ones 
in  the  congregation  concessions  would  be  made.  Finally  a  re- 
duction was  made  for  brethren  who  lived  more  than  seven  miles 
from  here  and  also  in  families  where  the  father  and  children 
only,  or  the  mother  and  children  only,  belong  to  us. 

April  17.  Good  Friday. 

2.  It  was  proposed  that  it  was  desirable  to  name  some  breth- 
ren to  whom  the  overseeing  of  God's  Acre  along  with  the  graves 
of  the  dead  should  be  entrusted.  The  Brrn.  Daniel  Butner  and 
Eugene  Lehman  were  asked  to  undertake  this  duty  and  they 
agreed. 

3.  They  discussed  among  themselves  the  disorders  which  had 
gradually  arisen  through  the  store  begun  in  Pfafftown  a  short 
time  before.  It  had  to  be  acknowledged  with  regret  that  a  large 
number  of  the  young  people  belonging  to  our  congregation  in 
that  neighborhood  assembled  with  outsiders  at  unsuitable  times 
there  and  spent  the  time  with  all  sorts  of  common,  low  and 
immoral  occupations  as  for  example  with  shooting  matches, 
cardplaying,  etc.  Chiefly  they  had  reason  to  believe  that  the 
married  Br.  Eph.  Transou  had  allowed  himself  to  be  guilty  of 
violations  of  congregational  rules.  They  recognized  that  nothing 
would  be  accomplished  in  this  matter  by  force.  The  committee 
brethren  from  this  region  were  urgently  admonished  to  do  their 
part  in  this  situation  both  through  forbidding  of  their  children 
to  visit  the  store  as  well  as  through  admonishing  of  other  fathers 
to  forbid  the  same.  Br.  Pet.  Pfaff  was  willing  to  make  repre- 
sentations in  a  loving  manner  to  Br.  Eph.  Transou  about  his 
behaviour  and  to  demand  of  him  earnestly  to  exhibit  a  mode  of 
life  in  future  more  worthy  of  the  gospel.  Also  they  pledged 
themselves  anew  for  constant  watchfulness  about  the  congrega- 
tion rules  that  had  so  long  been  kept  already  as  good,  since  that 
would  be  the  most  sacred  duty  of  the  committee  as  was  to  be 
seen  from  the  instruction  read  to  the  committee  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  session. 

June  7. 

1.  It  was  asked  whether  the  brethren  would  permit  the  clean- 
ing of  the  church  this  year  to  be  paid  for  out  of  the  congregation 
treasury.  Since  the  pastor  explained  that  there  was  money  for 
it,  it  was  granted  again  for  this  year. 
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2.  There  was  brought  to  the  local  committee  a  request  from 
the  president  of  the  Board  of  the  Stokes  County  Sunday  School 
Union  through  the  pastor.  There  had  really  been  a  proposal  in 
the  board  to  renew  the  Sunday  School  existing  some  years  ago 
in  Pfafftown  with  blessed  result  but  now  for  some  time  given  up. 
The  pastor  was  accordingly  asked  to  talk  with  the  committee  of 
the  congregation  here  and  get  their  good  ideas  about  it.  After 
they  had  discussed  the  matter  thoroughly  they  came  to  the  con- 
clusion and,  to  be  sure  from  important  reasons,  that  it  was 
better  not  to  renew  this  Sunday  School  again.  Reason  for  that: 

1.  In  any  case  this  school  must  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
pastor  whereby  he  would  be  compelled  to  visit  it  every  3  or  4 
weeks  on  Sunday  afternoon  and  the  consequence  of  that  would 
be  that  the  Sunday  School  here  would  be  injured. 

2.  They  had  reason  to  believe  that  through  this  the  Sunday 
attendance  of  meetings  by  the  brethren  in  and  around  Pfafftown 
would  be  neglected  since  through  the  four  weekly  sermons  many 
were  already  kept  away. 

3.  The  brethren  of  the  committee  of  that  region  declared  that 
it  would  be  highly  probable  how  it  would  go  with  the  first 
attempt  at  renewal — for  some  time  they  would  all  be  very 
zealous  but  soon  it  would  have  failed  everywhere. 

Diary  of  Friedberg  of  181+0. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  5.  In  a  meeting  of  the  Congregation  Council  it  was 
unanimously  decided  to  dig  a  new  well. 

Jan.  13.  The  digging  of  the  new  well  was  begun  and  the  work 
continued  in  the  following  days  until  at  about  40  feet  on  the 
16th  they  came  to  a  strong  spring  whereupon  on  the  other 
days  of  this  week  the  wall  was  begun  and  finished  to  about 
8  feet. 

Jan.  22.  The  well  wall  was  completed. 

Feb.  22.  Our  old  Brother  Philip  Fischel  was  confirmed  in  his 
baptismal  covenant. 

March  80.  I  went  to  Hopewell  for  the  conclusion  of  the  three 
days'  meeting  where  I  talked  in  English  on  the  words  "He  went 
his  way  cheerfully."  Afterward  Preacher  Grimm  gave  a  sermon 
on  2  Col.  1:20  exhorting  the  listeners  to  accept  the  Saviour  as 
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their  all  in  all.  Thomas,  a  Methodist,  gave  a  beautiful  prayer  at 
the  conclusion  of  which  a  woman  shouted.  Preacher  Grimm  im- 
parted the  blessing  and  a  little  talk  in  which  he  made  known 
his  regret  that  not  only  several  but  all  conducted  themselves  in 
such  a  manner  that  this  was  a  sign  that  still  many  of  those 
assembled  were  unconverted.  The  conclusion  was  made  with  no 
pleasant  feeling. 

April  1.  Since  an  unpleasant  quarrel  had  arisen  between  the 
old  Br.  John  Spach  and  his  son  Friedrich,  which  had  already 
come  to  the  taking  of  legal  measures  by  the  father,  Br.  John 
George  Spach  and  I  went  today  to  attempt  to  make  an  end  to 
the  matter  before  the  court  and  to  bring  about  a  kindly  agree- 
ment. We  had  success  in  so  far  that  both  parties  gave  their 
approval  of  bringing  the  matter  up  before  impartial  men. 

April  5.  Right  after  noon  I  betook  myself  in  company  with 
the  Brr.  George  and  Daniel  Spach  (Sen.)  Christian  Hege  and 
Ph.  Vogler  to  John  Spach  (Sen.).  His  son  Friedrich  was  willing 
to  leave  the  whole  matter  to  the  decision  of  impartial  men, 
but  his  father  remained  firm  with  his  proposal  to  bring  it  before 
the  court,  so  we  were  unable  to  do  anything  with  the  old  man. 
After  we  had  admonished  him  lovingly  and  thoroughly  we  be- 
took ourselves  home  again. 

There  also  came  completely  to  light  a  sad  tale.  Somewhat 
earlier  some  discoveries  were  made  that  the  married  Jefferson 
Fischer  formerly  belonging  to  us  gave  himself  over  to  the  de- 
ceiving of  others  when  he  had  borrowed  money  ($185)  from 
several  at  different  times  and  gave  them  notes  with  false  securi- 
ties for  it.  That  was  meantime  kept  quiet  but  now  everything 
came  to  light.  Since  they  were  willing  to  believe  that  this  had 
happened  more  from  ignorance  than  from  deceit  and  since  he 
now  really  gave  good  security,  they  had  him  leave  the  locality 
because,  if  he  had  stayed,  the  deceived  people  would  have  had 
to  bring  him  before  the  court.  His  parents  and  especially  his 
wife  far  advanced  in  pregnancy  were  deeply  grieved  by  this 
happening.  May  the  Lord  grant  that  this  testing  may  turn  out 
for  the  best. 

May  3.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Brr.  of  the  Committee  the  name 
of  the  married  Jefferson  Fischer  was  stricken  from  our  catalog. 

May  12.  We  celebrated  the  congregation  festival.  In  a  meet- 
ing of  the  congregation  the  boys  David  Rothrock,  Samuel  Tesch 
and  Traugott  Spach  and  the  girls  Gertraud  Weesner,  Rebecca 
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Vogler,  Lisetta  Fischer,  Pauline  Boeckel  and  Lucia  Fisher  were 
received  into  the  society  with  the  right  hand  of  fellowship. 

May  29.  I  had  a  long  conversation  with  George  Spach  about 
the  quarrel  between  his  poor  father  and  his  brother  Friedrich, 
in  which  he  promised  to  do  everything  possible  to  bring  about 
peace  again. 

June  7.  The  cholera  morbus  is  appearing  in  the  region  and 
there  are  many  sick  of  it.  In  the  course  of  the  week  several  sick 
people  were  visited. 

July  5.  Today  a  new  Methodist  organization  was  dedicated  on 
the  great  Flat  Rock,  so  most  of  the  people  went  there. 

July  26.  Today  a  beginning  was  made  of  the  reading  of  the 
accounts  from  the  History  of  the  Brethren  accompanied  with 
explanations. 

July  29.  I  went  again  today  to  the  sick  Br.  Jacob  Seitz  and 
found  him  dying.  Soon  his  soul  went  across  in  a  very  gentle 
manner.  He  was  born  September  26,  1793. 

Sept.  2.  We  visited  at  the  home  of  George  and  Jacob  Nading 
whom  we  found  very  busy  preparing  to  move. 

Oct.  25.  The  married  Br.  and  Sr.  Barnabas  Kimmel  and  the 
married  Br.  Joseph  Rothrock  were  confirmed  in  their  baptismal 
covenant. 

Dec.  6.  Since  it  had  rained  and  sometimes  snowed  yesterday 
and  day  before  yesterday  so  that  the  ground  was  covered  with 
ice  not  many  people  came  to  the  service. 

Dec.  19.  The  married  Judith  Elisabeth  (a  black  woman)  was 
confirmed  in  her  baptismal  covenant. 

Dec.  21.  Our  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  and  Sarah  Spach  celebrated 
the  jubilee  of  their  marriage.  The  guests  present  were  beside 
their  children  and  grandchildren  and  their  husbands  and  wives, 
Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Vleck  and  Henry  Schulz  from  Salem,  Martin 
Hauser  of  Indiana,  Sr.  HiifTel  of  Salem  and  the  pastors  here. 
Before  the  noon  meal  there  was  a  meeting  which  Br.  Van  Vleck 
opened  with  the  singing  of  some  verses  composed  for  the  oc- 
casion and  Br.  Schultz  gave  a  prayer  and  after  that  the  pastor 
blessed  the  pair  celebrating  their  fiftieth  wedding  anniversary. 
After  the  meeting  the  whole  company  enjoyed  a  dinner.  Br. 
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Hauser  opened  the  lovefeast  with  the  singing  of  a  part  of  the 
psalm  prepared  for  the  purpose.  After  this  the  pastor  read  the 
family  records  prepared  for  this  purpose  of  births,  marriages 
and  deaths,  which  had  taken  place,  and  concluded  this  with  the 
singing  of  the  remaining  part  of  the  psalm.  The  Lord  made  His 
nearness  felt  on  each  occasion. 

Dec.  25.  The  Christmas  joy  was  heightened  by  a  painting  and 
an  inscription  surrounded  with  green  and  attached  to  the  win- 
dows on  both  sides  of  the  chancel. 

Minutes  of  the  Friedherg  Committee,  184-0. 
[Extracts  translated.'] 

June  6. 

2.  The  Companies  (subcommittees)  were  appointed  anew. 

3.  A  reminder  was  given  about  splitting  kindling  as  none  is 
at  hand  now. 

4.  With  the  giving  over  of  the  congregation  treasury  to  Br. 
Christian  Hege  it  was  remarked  that  now  Jos.  Rominger  and 
Thomas  Fisher  were  paid  in  full  for  what  they  had  supplied  or 
done  in  the  painting  of  the  house.  Of  the  latter  it  was  remarked 
still  that  his  conduct  for  some  time  had  not  been  according  to 
the  rules  of  the  congregation  especially  since  the  deceits  of 
Jefferson  Fischer  had  come  to  light. 

Since  a  complaint  was  brought  against  John  Spach  (John's) 
that  he  keeps  a  cow  that  plagues  all  his  neighbors  by  her  mean- 
ness in  throwing  down  all  the  fences  and  he,  in  spite  of  all 
remonstrance  does  not  keep  her  fenced  in  so  that  the  neighbors 
threaten  to  bring  suit  against  him  for  payment  of  injuries,  Brr. 
Rippel  and  Hege  were  appointed  to  ask  him  in  loving  fashion 
to  keep  up  the  cow. 

6.  It  was  talked  over  with  the  committee  whether  it  would 
not  be  better  to  build  the  milkhouse  at  the  well  by  one  of  the 
springs. 

July  26. 

2.  It  was  decided  to  assign  the  subcommittee  to  Br.  Charles 
Walk  who  after  the  children's  festival  will  take  his  seat  on  the 
committee  which  Br.  Joel  Rothrock  has  had  hitherto. 

3.  They  discussed  such  members  of  the  congregation  as  do  not 
come  to  the  meetings  and  who  in  no  way  help  bear  the  burdens 
of  the  congregation.  They  regretted  that  so  many  of  this  kind 
are  to  be  found  but  came  to  no  decision  in  this  matter. 
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5.  Br.  G.  Rothrock  took  it  upon  himself  to  build  the  spring- 
house  at  the  old  well  by  the  big  spring. 

6.  We  encouraged  each  other  mutually  to  stir  up  such  as  are 
lazy  about  attendance  at  the  meetings  to  a  more  industrious 
attendance. 

7.  It  was  observed  that  John  Creitzftisser  was  leading  a  la- 
mentable life  and  often  spent  his  time  with  strong  drink.  It 
was  assigned  to  the  pastor  to  give  him  some  loving  reminders. 

9.  It  was  assigned  to  Br.  Daniel  Spach  to  get  2  gallon  tin 
kettles  and  a  large  pot  for  use  at  the  lovef easts. 

Sept.  26. 

2.  It  was  assigned  to  Br.  Christian  Hege  to  speak  tomorrow 
with  the  single  Brr.  Salomon  Hege  and  Emanuel  Fischer  and 
especially  with  the  young  people  about  the  meadow  fence  and 
encourage  them  to  go  at  the  work  as  soon  as  possible. 

4.  It  was  announced  that  the  married  Br.  Joseph  Rothrock 
and  Br.  and  Sr.  Barnabas  Kimmel  now  go  to  instruction  as 
confirmands. 

5.  They  discussed  the  winter  school  and  spoke  of  assigning 
the  same  to  our  neighbor  Charles  Croutch. 

6.  Since  Philip  Rominger  had  heatedly  declared  to  the  pastor 
that  he  did  not  wish  to  belong  to  the  congregation  any  longer 
Brr.  Christian  Hege  and  Christian  Spach  were  authorized  to 
speak  with  him  once  more. 

Nov.  28 

2.  The  married  Salomon  Hoffman  asks  for  permission  to  join 
the  congregation.  The  committee  has  no  objection  and  recom- 
mends the  matter  to  the  conference. 

4.  Since  the  pig  sty  is  dilapidated  the  Brr.  Cha.  Walk  and  C. 
Rothrock  undertook  the  repair  of  the  same  with  their  companies. 

5.  They  discussed  the  support  of  the  pastor  which  is  very  bad 
and  in  order  to  relieve  it  somewhat  it  was  proposed  to  clear 
a  field  but  they  decided  to  lay  this  proposal  before  the  Gemein 
Council. 

6.  Since  the  single  John  Spach  (John's)  and  the  married  John 
Kreutzfiisser  conduct  themselves  badly  often  and  the  latter 
especially  is  given  up  to  drink  and  heeds  warnings  of  no  one, 
the  committee  voted  for  the  exclusion  of  both. 
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Monthly  Report  from  Friedland,  18  UO. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  5.  The  marriage  of  our  Single  Sister  Anna  Catharina 
Lagenauer  to  the  Single  brother  Silas  Swaim,  not  one  of  our 
members,  at  the  home  of  George  Lagenauer. 

Jan.  6.  Began  the  religious  instruction  for  those  children 
who  are  to  be  received  into  the  society  at  the  approaching  con- 
gregation festival  on  February  18.  This  instruction  is  to  be  held 
every  Monday. 

Also  there  was  begun  on  Friday  the  10th  the  instruction  for 
the  children  in  the  week  day  school  about  a  mile  and  a  half  from 
the  Gemein  house  and  this  too  will  be  held  every  Friday  there. 

May  the  Saviour  have  mercy  on  us  and  enliven  our  Congrega- 
tion with  His  Spirit  so  that  more  life  from  God  may  be  noticed 
among  us. 

Feb.  9.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  Sunday  service  the  baptism 
of  the  little  daughter  of  our  married  Br.  and  Sr.  Elisabeth 
Swaim  born  on  September  26  last  year  with  the  name  Nancy. 

Feb.  18.  The  Brr.  Bahnson  and  Senseman  were  present.  Br. 
Bahnson  held  the  morning  service  and  likewise  the  festival  serv- 
ice. After  a  heartfelt  address  to  the  congregation  and  especially 
to  the  young  people  the  following  6  children  were  received  into 
the  society,  namely :

After  a  prayer  by  Br.  Senseman  the  little  boys  Lewis  Hine, 
Wm.  Gaston  Kerner,  James  Madison  Schneider,  Jacob  Wesley 
Steward,  John  Allison  Steward,  Alfred  Levene  Swaim,  Hiram 
Marcus  Swain,  Rufus  Harmon  and  Jesse  Bennet  Miller  were 
received  into  the  choir  of  the  boys  and  the  girls  Pamelia  Kerner, 
Sophia  Schneider,  Louisa  Christina  Steward,  Catharine  Elisa- 
beth Snyder  and  Minerva  Swain  into  the  choir  of  the  Older 
Girls. 

March  1.  Was  the  baptism  of  a  little  son  born  September  27 
of  the  previous  year  to  Br.  John  Phil.  Nissen  and  his  wife 
Maria  Anna  Elisabeth  with  the  name  George  Elias. 
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March  11.  The  funeral  of  the  little  child  who  died  on  the 
9th,  day  before  yesterday,  of  our  married  Sr.  Susanna  Swaim. 
It  was  two  months  and  nine  days  old  but  had  not  yet  been 
baptized  chiefly  on  account  of  the  negligence  of  the  parents. 

March  26.  The  baptism  of  the  little  son  of  our  Br.  and  Sr. 
Fr.  Alex  Schneider  born  on  the  15th  with  the  name  of  Phillip 
Cornelius  in  the  parents'  house.  He  died  on  the  evening  of  the 
same  day  at  the  age  of  12  days. 

March  29.  Only  very  few  attended  the  meetings  for  the 
reason  presumably  that  many  went  to  the  so-called  Rippels 
Church  5  miles  from  here  to  attend  the  divine  services  which 
reportedly  have  been  being  held  there.  We  read  something  from 
"Idea  fidei  fratrum."  Only  one  brother  came  for  instruction. 
In  fact  very  disheartening  and  discouraging  for  the  pastor !  May 
the  Lord  have  mercy  on  us  to  awaken  us  from  our  sleep  of 
smugness  especially  our  young  people  so  that  we  may  not  dream 
away  the  gracious  time  in  which  we  live.  It  appears  a  very  sad 
time  for  us  but  we  cannot  change  and  improve  it.  The  Lord 
knows  His  own  time,  when  He  can  come  to  the  hearts  of  men. 
We  will  however  pray  right  earnestly. 

April  5.  Was  the  baptism  of  the  little  son  of  Jacob  Smith  and 
his  wife,  our  Sister,  born  January  29,  with  the  name  Julius 
Harmon. 

April  12.  Was  the  baptism  of  the  little  son  of  our  neighbor 
John  Swaim  and  his  wife  Sr.  Salome  Swaim  born  January  19 
with  the  name  Parmenio. 

April  19.  Easter  Sunday  in  a  special  meeting  was  the  baptism 
of  the  little  daughter  of  our  sister  Elizabeth  Davis.  Her  husband 
does  not  belong  to  us.  The  name  was  Phebe  Ann. 

We  were  especially  encouraged  that  almost  all  of  our  brethren 
attended  the  meetings  in  these  festival  days  and  that  we  were 
thoroughly  made  aware  that  most  of  the  brethren  have  an 
earnest  desire  to  live  in  this  world  only  for  the  Saviour  who 
has  done  so  much  for  us. 

May  3.  At  the  desire  and  request  of  our  single  sisters  and 
older  girls  a  Singstunde,  or  as  they  call  it,  a  Singing  School  was 
held  which  will  be  held  every  two  weeks  and  which  was  held 
3  times  this  month. 

June   .  Many  of  the  children  have  been  sick  this  month  and 
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apparently  several  were  rather  seriously  sick  of  a  cough  that 
was  going  around.  At  the  end  of  the  month  it  seemed  to  have 
improved  with  them  considerably. 

June  7.  The  Whitsunday  sermon.  The  Saal  could  not  by  far 
contain  all  and  many  had  to  stand  outside  and  the  throng  of 
people  aiforded  us  no  less  encouragement. 

July  5.  The  Sunday  School  began  again  today  which  since 
October  of  last  year  had  no  longer  been  held.  To  our  joy  some 
parents  were  also  present. 

We  have  especially  in  this  month  learned  that  the  Saviour 
has  not  deserted  us  yet,  although  we  grieve  Him  often  and  much, 
still  we  have  on  various  occasions  been  made  to  feel  that  He 
acknowledges  himself  to  us,  his  poor  followers,  although  some- 
times also  the  little  faith  wants  to  master  us. 

Aug.  20.  Was  the  funeral  of  the  youth  Thomas  Edward  Miller 
who  died  on  the  18th  at  the  age  of  about  18  years. 

Aug.  23.  There  were  again  very  few  Brothers  and  Sisters 
present  at  our  meetings  because  again  a  Methodist  meeting  was 
held  in  the  neighborhood. 

Oct.  Those  who  had  attacks  of  fever  this  month  had  recovered 
at  the  end  of  the  month. 

Nov.  Br.  Gottl.  Seides  began  the  weekday  school  with  the 
children.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  every  Sunday  this  month  it 
had  been  made  known  publicly  that  every  Saturday  religious 
instruction  for  children  would  be  held,  up  to  now  not  any  have 
been  present  for  this. 

Nov.  2U.  A  little  son  born  on  the  same  day  to  Br.  and  Sr. 
Sand.  Friedrich  and  Justina  Steward  was  baptized  with  the 
name  of  William  Wesley. 

Friedland  Committee  Minutes,  l&hO. 
{Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  26. 

The  Chairman  announced  that  the  married  Josua  Schneider 
had  withdrawn  from  our  congregation. 

4.  Since  the  married  sister  Elisabeth  Hein  no  longer  has  any 
household,  she  was  released  from  weekly  contributions  to  the 
pastor.  The  committee  through  the  announcement  of  the  pastor 
that  some  of  the  brethren  were  not  contributing  properly  their 
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weekly  or  their  annual  dues  was  brought  to  the  point  of  talking 
about  this  matter.  They  had  reason  to  believe  that  there  might 
be  some  brethren  who  did  not  know  exactly  what  they  had  to 
contribute  weekly,  if  it  came  their  turn,  or  annually.  They 
thought  it  would  be  a  good  thing  if  this  matter  was  brought 
to  the  assembled  householders  in  their  meeting  at  the  impending 
congregation  festival  on  February  18  and  the  regulations  as  to 
what  and  how  much  each  one  has  to  supply  for  the  support  of 
the  pastor  be  read  to  them  by  a  brother  from  the  Heifers'  Con- 
ference in  Salem,  as  it  was  determined  in  1817  in  the  presence 
of  several  Brethren  from  the  Helf .  Conf.,  as  to  what  each  house- 
holder had  to  contribute  and  to  speak  lovingly  with  them.  Still 
to  go  at  this  work  carefully  and  to  cause  no  antagonism  it  was 
found  good  by  the  committee  that  this  matter  be  laid  before  the 
chairman  of  the  Hel.  Conf.  for  his  careful  consideration  and 
to  learn  first  his  thoughts  about  it. 

April  15. 

4.  It  was  decided  that  the  readings  in  the  first  3  days  of  pas- 
sion week,  namely,  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  be  held  in 
the  English  language  because  there  are  always  more  outsiders 
than  brethren  for  the  passion  week  history  of  our  dear  Lord. 
The  result  has  shown  that  this  decision  was  pleasing  to  our 
neighbors  because  on  the  named  3  days  an  unusually  large  num- 
ber of  strangers  were  present  at  the  meetings. 

June  1U. 

1.  Since  school  has  not  been  held  here  since  last  fall  it  was 
discussed  as  to  how  they  could  again  get  one  established.  The 
committee  was  of  the  opinion  that  two  weeks  from  today,  the 
28th,  the  anniversary  sermon  of  our  Sunday  School  should  be 
held  in  English  and  perhaps  we  would  all  be  encouraged  to  put 
our  hands  to  the  work.  It  was  assigned  to  the  pastor  here  to 
request  Br.  Huebener  in  Friedberg  to  hold  the  above-mentioned 
anniversary  sermon  on  the  appointed  day  here. 

July  26. 

1.  Since  the  committee  was  together  for  the  first  time  since 
the  new  election  on  June  28,  we  exhorted  each  other  to  do 
through  the  grace  and  aid  of  the  Saviour  what  can  pertain  best 
to  His  honor  and  the  welfare  of  the  congregation.  Then  we 
read  the  instruction  for  the  rural  congregations  of  Wachovia. 

2.  Since  the  new  committee  consists  for  the  most  part  of  all 
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the  members  who  formerly  were  members,  with  the  exception 
of  Br.  Phil  Christoph  Seides,  each  brother  was  asked  whether 
he  was  willing  to  keep  and  have  charge  of  the  office  and  duties 
which  he  had  previously  looked  after  and  controlled.  All  re- 
sponded to  this  question  with  a  willing  affirmative  so  that  ac- 
cordingly Br.  John  Seides  will  care  for  the  requirements  for 
communion  and  lovefeasts,  Br.  John  Chr.  Gibbins  for  suitable 
arrangement  of  the  week  and  for  notification  of  the  baking  for 
communion,  Br.  Jacob  Leibenguth  for  arrangement  of  the  an- 
nual contributions  of  wheat  and  Welschcorn,  Br.  John  Hein  for 
wood  and  for  notification  of  baking  in  general  or  for  meetings, 
and  Br.  Mich.  Miller  for  notification  of  the  annual  contribu- 
tions of  wool,  flax  and  tallow. 

Sept.  6. 

2.  A  letter  from  Br.  John  Gibbins  was  read  which  he  had 
written  to  the  Brr.  of  the  Committee  concerning  the  cornfield 
which  is  being  farmed  for  the  pastor  here  by  the  brethren.  He 
states  that  he  is  unable  to  look  after  the  harvesting  of  the  corn 
fodder  and  asks  that  another  of  the  brethren  might  take  charge 
of  the  matter.  Br.  Jacob  Leibenguth  was  willing  to  appoint  the 
brethren  who  have  the  corn  fodder  to  harvest. 

4.  Our  brethren  at  the  Crossroads  have  made  the  inquiry  of 
one  of  the  brethren  of  the  committee  whether  it  might  not  be 
possible  that  the  pastor  here  every  four  or  five  weeks  could 
preach  at  the  Crossroads ;  also  then  hold  religious  instruction  for 
the  children  there  who  belong  to  our  congregation.  The  pastor 
was  willing  to  do  this  if  it  can  be  so  arranged  that  the  congre- 
gation meetings  here  do  not  suffer  any  interruption  by  it. 
The  pastor  was  requested  to  lay  this  matter  before  the  Heifers' 
Conference  in  Salem,  and  the  further  consideration  of  this  mat- 
ter was  postponed  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  committee. 

Oct.  25. 

It  was  announced  that  the  roof  over  the  church  and  likewise 
that  on  the  smokehouse  as  well  as  the  graveyard  fence  are  in 
need  of  repairs.  Also  a  new  ladder  will  have  to  be  made,  because 
the  old  one  is  too  dilapidated  to  repair  the  roofs  with  it. 

Dec.  27. 

The  pastor  announced  that  the  married  Cath.  Swaim  who  on 
account  of  circumstances  after  her  marriage  to  the  Single 
Brother  Silas  Swaim  was  excluded  from  the  congregation  (July 
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26.  1840)  has  asked  for  reinstatement.  The  committee  has  no 
objections  to  offer.  But  it  was  expressly  required  that  she  in 
the  presence  of  her  husband  be  made  acquainted  with  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  congregation  as  to  what  she  has  to  pay 
to  the  pastors  annually  and  when  her  turn  comes  to  pay  the 
weekly  contribution.

Diary  of  Salem  Congregation,  1841. 

[Extracts  translated."] 

Jan.  1.  Through  a  shipwreck  on  our  coast  the  lots  for  the 
daily  texts  destined  for  the  congregation  here  together  with 
a  quantity  of  hymnbooks  were  lost. 

Jan.  3.  A  preacher  of  the  Methodists  visiting  here  by  the 
name  of  Jeffreys  who  had  already  earlier  given  lectures  here 
preached. 

Jan.  5.  The  election  of  7  Brr.  as  members  of  the  Aufseher 
Collegium  took  place.  The  following  received  the  required 
number  of  votes:  Brr.  Charles  Cooper,  Charles  Brietz,  Edward 
Reich,  Edward  Belo,  Joh.  Heinr.  Schulz,  Francis  Fries,  and 
Emanue]  Schober.  This  election  was  confirmed  by  the  Elder's 
Conference. 

Jan.  7.  This  week  the  religious  instruction  of  the  young 
people  in  four  classes  was  begun  again. 

Jan.  10.  Br.  H.  Schulz  began  instruction  in  the  History  of 
the  Brethren  in  his  house  for  the  single  brothers.  A  similar 
course  for  the  single  sisters  had  been  started  in  their  choir 
Saal  by  Br.  Van  Vleck.  Furthermore  there  will  be  held  on  two 
week  evenings  for  the  young  men  lectures  on  other  matters  by 
their  choir  leader,  as  two  rooms  in  the  lower  part  of  the  boys' 
schoolhouse  have  been  cleared  out  for  them  for  reading  and 
for  general  conversation. 

Jan.  17.  Was  the  funeral  of  our  deceased  neighbor,  Joseph 
Leinbach,  whose  body  by  the  wish  of  the  family  was  interred 
in  our  graveyard.

Jan.  18.  We  received  today  news  of  a  great  flood  which  has 
caused  much  damage  even  in  Bethlehem. 

Jan.  2b.  The  baptism  of  the  little  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr. 
Sussdorff  born  on  the  6th  of  this  month  with  the  name  of 
Adelaide  Francisca. 

Jan.  31.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  son  of  Br.  and  Sr. 
Jac.  Siewers  born  on  the  12th  with  the  name  Heinrich  Fried- 
rich.  In  the  evening  congregational  meeting  Br.  Jacobson  report- 
ed a  notification  of  the  U.A.C.  containing  the  news  that  it 
has  pleased  the  Lord  to  bring  to  a  close  unexpectedly  the  life 
of  his  faithful  servant,  Br.  Friedrich  Ludwig  Kolbing,  member 
of  the  Helpers*  and  Education  Departments  in  the  above- 
mentioned  Conference  and  at  the  time  presiding  officer  of 
the  same  on  December  13th. 

Feb.  17.  The  baptism  of  the  little  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Ephr. 
Conrad  born  on  the  7th  with  the  name  of  John  Henry. 

Feb.  23.  A  sermon  was  given  by  Br.  Edwin  I.  Senseman, 
teacher  in  the  Boys'  School  here.  He  had  already  appeared  in 
several  of  the  rural  congregations  but  it  was  the  first  time 
here  in  Salem. 

March  lb.  In  the  choir  address  for  the  married  and  widowed 
brethren  the  parents  united  at  the  suggestion  of  Br.  Van  Vleck 
in  prayer  for  a  renewed  impression  of  the  sufferings  of  the 
Saviour  for  them  and  their  children. 

March  18.  Br.  and  Sr.  M.  Hauser  set  out  on  their  return 
trip  to  Hope,  Indiana.  They  left  two  of  their  daughters,  Sophia 
and  Malvina,  here  so  they  could  attend  the  local  Girls'  School. 

April  2.  There  was  a  solemn  conclusion  of  the  Normal 
School  which  had  been  attended  this  winter  by  10  youths. 

April  U.  Palm  Sunday.  After  a  preceding  examination  about 
the  instruction  which  they  had  received,  in  the  English  language, 
and  the  answering  on  questions  put  to  the  confirmands  and 
also  the  statement  of  their  intention  in  verses  they  had  chosen, 
10  persons  were  solemnly  confirmed  in  their  baptismal  coven- 
ant. 

April  9.  Today  there  reached  us  by  the  post  the  official 
announcement  of  the  unexpected  death  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States  who  had  just  recently  taken  office. 
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April  11.  Easter.  The  baptism  of  two  children:  the  daughter 
of  the  nonmembers  Br.  and  Sr.  Salomon  Schaub  born  on  the 
12th  of  March  with  the  name  of  Emma  Louisa  and  of  the 
married  Br.  and  Sr.  William  Hauser's  little  son  sent  to  them 
on  March  25  with  the  name  Lewis  Augustin.  . 

April  12.  Our  Bible  Society  had  its  annual  meeting  in  two 
sessions.  The  receipts  of  the  past  year  were  from  contributions 
and  payment  for  purchased  Bibles  about  $150;  and  on  the 
opposite  $140  were  spent  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  supply. 
In  the  course  of  the  year  120  English  Bibles,  8  German  Bibles 
and  34  New  Testaments  were  delivered  from  the  publishers 
without  our  being  satisfied  at  having  entirely  supplied  our 
neighborhood. 

April  25.  In  the  past  week,  on  Thursday  the  22nd,  Br.  H. 
Schulz  married  the  single  brother  Chr.  Henry  Winkler  to  the 
single  sister  Emilie  Ruf.  Reich  at  her  mother's  house,  the 
widowed  sister  El.  Reich. 

May  2.  We  celebrated  our  choir  festival  for  widows.  The 
widowed  sister  Eva  Wendel,  m.  n.  Leinbach,  a  child  of  the 
congregation,  but  who  later  at  her  marriage  left  this  com- 
munity and  had  been  confirmed  in  the  Lutheran  church,  but 
now  lives  in  the  neighborhood  with  her  children  and  had  applied 
for  readmission,  was  received  into  our  circle  as  a  communicant 
sister  and  numbered  in  the  outside  congregation  here. 

May  3.  Our  Br.  Jac.  Blum,  merchant  here,  who  is  almost 
completely  blind  has  gone  with  two  of  his  children  to  Phila- 
delphia in  order  to  undergo  an  operation  there. 

May  9.  In  the  afternoon  was  the  baptism  of  the  little  son 
born  April  30  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Henry  A.  Schulz  with  the  name 
Carl  Bagge  which  the  grandfather,  Br.  Th.  Schulz,  adminis- 
tered. 

May  llf.  This  was  the  day  recommended  for  atonement  and 
prayer  as  a  consequence  of  the  unexpected  death  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  William  Henry  Harrison,  by  his 
successor  in  office,  John  Tyler,  and  which  was  announced  at 
5  o'clock  by  the  ringing  of  the  bell  and  at  7  o'clock  by  the  playing 
of  some  chorals  from  the  church  tower.  At  10  o'clock  the  Saal 
was  entirely  filled  by  residents  and  strangers.  After  a  musical 
prelude  Br.  Van  Vleck  read  the  recommendation  of  the  new 
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President  and  gave  some  written  messages  as  a  summons  to 
the  assembled  congregation;  then  he  knelt  with  them  and  with 
humble  acknowledgment  of  our  guilt  called  on  the  Lord  for 
forgiveness  and  grace.  Then  he  preached  on  Ps.  46:10  in  the 
English  language  in  which  this  entire  service  was  conducted. 
In  a  second  prayer  we  commended  ourselves,  our  country  and 
people,  its  government  and  the  widow  and  family  of  the  depart- 
ed who  were  left,  to  the  protection,  care  and  comfort  of  the  All 
Highest.  And  then  a  solemn  musical  selection  was  given. 

In  the  afternoon  after  an  introductory  hymn  by  choir  and 
congregation,  a  prayer  and  reading  of  the  103  Ps.  verses  8-19 
there  was  a  German  sermon.  The  singing  of  a  part  of  Mozart's 
Requiem  made  the  conclusion  as  well  as  the  beginning  of  this 
meeting  for  divine  service. 

May  16.  Br.  H.  Schulz  preached  in  a  schoolhouse  called 
Pleasant  Hill  and  situated  not  far  from  Salem. 

May  20.  Ascension  Day.  Br.  Th.  Schulz  informed  the  congre- 
gation of  the  circular  letter  of  the  U.  A.  C.  in  regard  to  the 
appointment  to  the  place  made  vacant  through  the  death  of 
Br.  Fr.  L.  Kolbing  of  Br.  Joh.  Martin  Nitschmann,  who  was 
commended  in  a  verse  of  blessing  to  the  Saviour  for  this  im- 
portant service. 

May  23.  In  the  evening  Br.  Jacobson  sang  a  liturgy  with  the 
congregation  to  whom  he,  after  the  recently  received  news  of 
the  unrest  among  the  Indians  in  the  neighborhood  of  Westfield,1 
commended  this  little  group  together  with  their  teachers  for 
intercession. 

May  25.  The  baptism  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Edw.  Bolow's  little 
daughter  born  on  the  16th,  with  the  name  of  Ellen  Elisabeth. 

May  29.  Br.  Lawrence  Demuth,  who  during  the  winter  taught 
school  in  Alabama,  and  a  few  days  ago  had  arrived  here  was 
present  as  a  guest  at  communion. 

June  2.  The  little  son  of  the  nonmembers  Br.  and  Sr.  Sand- 
ford  Schulz  born  on  May  18  was  baptized  with  the  name 
Rufus  Jacob. 

June  7.  The  Brr.  Van  Vleck  and  John  Vogler  started  on  a

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trip  to  visit  the  mountain  section  of  Br.  Zevely  in  Patrick 
and  Grayson  counties  where  he  had  already  preceded  them. 

June  20.  The  baptism  of  the  little  daughter  of  the  manager 
of  the  cotton  factory  here  and  his  wife,  Thos.  Siddall  and  the 
nonmember  Sister  Therese  Wilhelmine  Siddall,  m.  n.  Bolow, 
with  the  name  of  Josephine  Louisa.  She  was  born  on  the  2nd 
of  this  month. 

June  21.  The  Brr.  Van  Vleck  and  J.  Vogler  came  back  from 
their  visit  in  the  mountains  of  Virginia. 

July  The  baptism  of  the  little  daughter  born  on  June  6  to 
our  innkeeper,  the  married  William  Gott,  and  his  wife  Jane 
Gamble,  m.  n.  Britton,  with  the  name  Julia  Frances.  Br.  Van 
Vleck  officiated. 

July  6.  There  arrived  Br.  Robert  v.  Schweinitz,  teacher  in 
Nazareth  Hall,  for  a  visit. 

In  the  evening  was  the  marriage  of  the  single  Br.  Franz 
Florentin  Hagen  who  had  arrived  here  a  few  days  previously. 
He  is  organist,  music  teacher  and  accountant  of  the  Boys' 
Boarding  School  in  Nazareth  and  was  married  to  the  single  Sr. 
Clara  Cornelia  Reichel  at  present  a  teacher  in  our  Girls'  Board- 
ing School. 

July  10.  Today  Br.  Jac.  Blum  returned  from  Philadelphia 
with  his  two  children  after  a  happily  performed  eye  opera- 
tion. 

July  15.  Baptized  a  little  daughter  born  on  the  4th  of  this 
month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Theophilus  Vierling  with  the  name  of 
Louisa  Henrietta. 

July  21.  The  agent  of  the  American  Bible  Society,  Rev.  Cha. 
M.  F.  Deems  was  present  at  the  laying  of  the  cornerstone  of 
the  little  Saal  to  be  newly  erected  as  an  addition  to  the  church 
Saal  (as  replacement  for  the  present  Gemein  house)  which, 
as  well  as  a  dwelling  for  the  assistant  preacher  at  the  expense 
of  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  here  was  begun  to  be  built  this 
summer  and  in  return  for  the  latter  the  whole  Gemein  House 
land  will  be  given  up.  For  this  solemn  occasion  there  was 
gathered  on  the  building  place  in  the  morning  at  7  o'clock  a 
crowd  of  people.  After  the  singing  of  some  suitable  verses  and 
a  short  talk  by  Br.  Van  Vleck  in  the  German  language  about 
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the  purpose  of  the  present  transaction  in  which  were  mentioned 
also  the  beginning  of  Salem  in  the  year  1766,  the  consecration 
of  the  Gemein  house  and  Saal  of  the  same  in  1771,  the  founda- 
tion of  the  new  church  1798  and  the  consecration  of  the  same 
in  1800,  he  read  aloud  the  inscription  designed  for  the  corner- 
stone written  on  parchment  (of  which  a  copy  is  placed  in  the 
archives)  and  placed  the  same  together  with  a  list  of  names  of 
designated  brothers  and  sisters  and  an  enumeration  of  the 
members  of  the  congregation  in  Salem  and  of  the  entire  Wacho- 
via congregations,  and  a  Bible,  a  church  hymnbook,  a  textbook 
of  this  year,  all  in  the  English  language,  in  a  copper  capsule, 
which  then  amid  the  singing  of  some  verses  was  sealed  up.  Here- 
upon Br.  Van  Vleck  sank  this  capsule  in  the  depths  of  the 
foundation  stone  situated  at  the  northwest  corner  of  the 
addition  with  the  words:  "Herewith  we  lay  the  cornerstone  of 
an  addition  to  the  church  Saal  of  the  evangelical  Brethren's 
congregation  here  in  Salem,  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  the  Son 
and  the  Holy  Ghost."  With  another  hymn  the  surface  of  the 
stone  was  covered  with  mortar,  on  which  the  Brr.  Van  Vleck, 
Theodore  Schulz  and  Joh.  Christ.  Jacobson  laid  a  stone  plate 
while  the  first  spoke  the  words :  "Another  foundation  can  no  one 
lay,  except  the  one  that  is  laid  which  is  Jesus  Christ."  Standing 
on  the  foundation  stone  he  gave  a  heartfelt  prayer  for  the 
gracious  acknowledgment  of  the  Lord  for  this  building  and 
for  its  future  use  so  that  the  honor  of  God  and  the  uplifting  of 
the  congregation  and  its  children  may  be  furthered  thereby. 

July  22.  A  single  sister,  B.  Schott,  survived  a  serious  opera- 
tion. 

July  23.  Since  our  worthy  Br.  Schaaf  who  had  suffered 
several  years  from  dropsy  but  had  recovered  from  time  to 
time  had  become  weaker  definitely  and  especially  today  seemed 
surely  to  be  approaching  his  end,  although  he  was  in  possession 
of  his  faculties,  there  gathered  in  the  evening  his  fellow  minis- 
ters and  other  brethren  in  his  home.  In  a  fervent  prayer  Br. 
Van  Vleck  thanked  the  Saviour  for  all  the  grace  shown  to  this 
His  servant  and  for  the  blessing  to  others  received  through 
him  and  commended  his  soul  hastening  toward  his  Redeemer, 
and  his  faithful  helpmate  looking  upon  him  with  tears,  to  the 
Lord  whom  they  had  both  lived  for  and  served  together  most 
faithfully.  Then  to  him  under  the  pervading  feeling  of  the 
nearness  of  his  Best  Friend  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  and  of 
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the  congregation  and  his  choir  was  imparted  for  his  departure. 
He  went  to  sleep  after  the  singing  of  some  lovely  home-going 
verses  and  slept  some  time  until  finally  a  quarter  of  an  hour  be- 
fore midnight  his  breath  almost  imperceptibly  stood  still.  His 
age  was  82  years,  6  months  and  12  days.  Since  the  corpse 
room  here  with  the  building  of  the  little  Saal  was  taken  away 
and  no  new  one  had  yet  been  built  the  body  of  the  late  brother 
was  kept  in  a  room  of  the  Gemein  house. 

July  25.  Today  there  preached  for  the  first  time  and  on  in- 
vitation in  Bethabara  Br.  Francis  R.  Holland  (single)  the 
former  teacher  in  the  Boys'  School  here,  who  had  been  called  to 
service  as  a  schoolteacher  in  the  mission  in  Jamaica. 

Aug.  3.  The  little  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Thomas  Boner  born  July 
21  was  baptized  by  Br.  Van  Vleck  with  the  name  of  Eugene 
Alexander. 

Aug.  5.  On  the  occasion  of  the  meeting  of  the  L.  A.  C.  today, 
at  which  the  Brr.  of  the  whole  conference  here  were  included, 
Br.  Edwin  Sensemann  as  an  entering  servant  in  the  house  of 
the  Lord  was  solemnly  received  as  an  akoluthe,  together 
with  his  colleague,  Br.  Francis  R.  Holland,  who  has  been  called 
to  Jamaica,  and  the  two  Brr.  appointed  for  the  Cherokee  mis- 
sion, Br.  Gilbert  Bischof,  who  coming  from  Bethlehem  had 
received  permission  to  establish  himself  here  in  his  trade  as 
cabinetmaker  but  who  had  willingly  accepted  the  call  that 
came  to  him  through  the  lot,  and  David  Zeisberger  Schmidt 
who  has  just  finished  his  studies  in  the  Seminary  at  Bethle- 
hem and  likewise  will  follow  joyfully  the  call  to  service  with 
that  race  among  whom  he  was  born. 

Aug.  8.  There  was  the  baptism  of  the  little  son  born  on  May 
10  to  our  outside  sister  Agnes  Jane  and  her  husband  Levi 
Whicker,  not  belonging  to  us,  with  the  name  of  Thomas  Alex- 
ander. 

Aug.  27.  We  had  much  rainy  weather  and  it  brought  many 
kinds  of  evils  upon  both  grown  people  and  children. 

Aug.  29.  The  single  brothers  joined  with  their  choir  relatives 
in  other  congregations  of  the  Brr.  Unity  for  the  jubilee  celebra- 
tion of  their  choir  festival  since  it  was  today  100  years  since 
the  special  arrangement  with  the  single  brothers  was  made 
through  Br.  Johannes.  For  the  celebration  was  present  also  Br. 
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L.  Demuth  who  resides  in  Lexington  for  the  present  as  a  music 
teacher. 

On  the  middle  of  the  chancel  of  the  Gemein  Saal  the  number 
100  in  gold  writing  was  to  be  read;  on  one  side  the  text  of 
August  29,  1741  in  German  and  on  the  other  the  text  of  August 
29,  1841  in  English.  The  chancel  and  the  little  table  and  the  two 
sides  of  the  choir  were  tastefully  decorated  with  flowers  and 
greenery. 

On  this  day  in  the  forenoon  at  10  o'clock  after  the  blessing 
of  the  Lord  had  been  administered  to  her  in  the  morning  for 
her  going  home,  died  the  married  sister  Levina  El.  Schaffner, 
m.  n.  Hauser,  after  a  short  sickness  with  fever  in  her  28th  year. 

Aug.  30.  After  the  end  of  the  celebration  there  came  today 
Br.  Albert  Israel  Butner  who  had  finished  his  studies  in  the 
Seminary  at  Bethlehem  a  few  months  ago,  to  enter  the  Boys' 
School  (as  teacher).  In  the  forenoon  there  went  gently  to  sleep 
as  consequence  of  a  long  consumption  not  far  from  Salem  the 
married  Br.  Christian  Dan.  Wohlfahrt,  at  the  age  of  49  years. 
In  the  afternoon  was  the  funeral  of  the  late  sister  Levina  El. 
Schaffner  whose  body  had  to  be  buried  in  the  morning  because 
of  the  great  heat. 

Sept.  1.  Was  the  funeral  of  the  late  Br.  Chr.  Daniel  Wohl- 
fahrt who  was  the  first  to  come  into  the  new  corpse  room 
which  was  still  not  entirely  finished. 

Sept.  16.  The  marriage  of  the  single  brother  Peter  Philip 
Fetter  to  the  single  sister  Sarah  Louisa  Stockburger. 

Sept.  17.  Several  adults  and  children  had  attacks  in  these 
days  of  intermittent  fever  as  there  is  considerable  sickness  in 
the  surrounding  region. 

Sept.  25.  There  were  two  funerals,  one  of  the  wife  of  our 
outside  brother  Joh.  David  Blum,  Louisa,  m.  n.  Hermann,  whc 
in  consequence  of  a  consumption  died  on  the  23rd  at  the  age  of 
37  and  the  burial  of  the  remains  of  the  Single  Sister  Eva 
Barbara  Schott  who  after  long  suffering  died  early  on  the  24th 
at  the  age  of  35  in  the  Sisters'  House  here.  Br.  Van  Vleck 
announced  to  the  Single  Sisters'  Choir  that  the  place  of  the 
widowed  Sister  Anna  Maria  Gambold  who  had  served  for  a 
number  of  years  faithfully  as  Supervisor  and  now  had  asked 
for  release  from  her  duty  had  been  filled  by  the  Single  Sister 
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Elisabeth  Blum  who  was  commended  to  the  confidence  of  the 
choir. 

Sept.  26.  Br.  Jacobson  baptized  the  little  daughter  born  on 
the  7th  of  this  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Levin  Brietz  with  the  name 
Mary  Catherine. 

Oct.  2.  Br.  Fr.  Holland  started  for  Philadelphia  in  order  to 
sail  from  there  or  from  New  York  for  Jamaica. 

Oct.  3.  Br.  H.  Schulz  has  had  a  repeated  attack  of  fever  and 
several  others  complained  in  similar  manner. 

Oct.  10.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  daughter  of  the 
strangers  William  and  Louisa  Rogers  here  on  a  visit  from 
Georgia.  She  was  born  on  April  2  and  is  named  Mary  Amelia. 
Br.  Byhan  who  had  requested  his  release  gave  his  farewell 
sermon  in  Friedland  and  likewise  Br.  Haman  his  in  Hope  from 
where  he  with  his  wife  has  been  called  to  the  former  place. 

Oct.  17.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  daughter  born  on 
September  21  to  Br.  and  Sr.  John  Butner  with  the  name  of 
Maria  Elisabeth. 

Oct.  2Jf.  Br.  H.  Schulz  officiated  at  the  marriage  of  the  out- 
side Single  Br.  Joh.  Heinr.  Fockel  to  the  Single  Sister  Maria 
Magd.  Sponhauer. 

Oct.  28.  The  marriage  of  the  Single  Brother  John  Hein. 
Blum  to  the  Single  Sister  Anna  Margareta  Becker. 

Oct.  29.  The  little  son  born  on  the  20th  of  this  month  to  Br. 
and  Sr.  Chr.  Dav.  Kiihln  was  baptized  by  Br.  Van.  Vleck  with 
the  name  of  Francis  Edward. 

With  the  sickness  and  death  prevailing  during  the  late  part 
of  this  year  in  our  section  we  have  great  cause  to  be  thankful 
that  the  fever  did  not  spread  in  our  locality  except  for  single 
attacks  and  that  of  these  none  was  fatal.  On  the  other  hand 
there  appeared  among  the  children  whooping  cough  but  at  the 
near  approach  of  colder  weather  it  gradually  ceased. 

Nov.  S.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  son  born  on  October 
17  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Jos.  Stauber  with  the  name  of  William  Henry. 

Nov.  6.  The  painting  of  our  church  tower  and  the  gilding 
of  the  knob  and  the  weather  vane  of  the  same  was  finished 
happily  under  the  gracious  protection  of  the  Lord. 
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Nov.  1U.  Was  without  external  display  but  in  the  feeling  of 
the  presence  of  the  grace  of  the  great  Head  of  our  church  with 
a  numerous  congregation  assembled,  the  humble  jubilee  celebra- 
tion of  such  an  important  memorial  day,  November  13,  now 
100  years  ago. 

Nov.  15.  The  beginning  was  made  of  transferring  the  smaller 
organ  from  the  old  to  the  new  little  Saal. 

Nov.  16.  By  the  inducement  of  the  teacher  of  the  school  for 
little  children  Br.  H.  Schulz  to  the  great  joy  of  the  pupils  and 
at  the  request  of  the  Elders'  Conference  was  found  to  be 
willing  to  impart  Bible  instruction  suitable  for  their  comprehen- 
sion. 

Nov.  21.  Today  Br.  Byhan  gave  his  introductory  sermon  in 
the  Negro  church,  a  service  which  he  has  taken  over  in  the 
place  of  Br.  Pf ohl. 

Nov.  25.  Today  the  old  couple  Br.  and  Sr.  Adam  Fischel 
moved  from  the  Friedberg  congregation  in  consequence  of  the 
permission  granted  them,  to  belong  here  in  the  future,  into  the 
house  built  for  them  in  our  village. 

Nov.  28.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  son  born  on  the 
15th  of  this  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Traugott  Chitty  with  the 
name  of  Henry  Nathanael. 

Dec.  A.  Br.  H.  Schulz  preached  in  the  church  at  Waughtown 
where  through  the  work  of  the  Methodists  somewhat  more 
spirit  seems  to  be  stirred  up. 

Dec.  6.  In  the  monthly  prayer  meeting  Br.  Van  Vleck  re- 
ported something  from  letters  of  Br.  Miles  Vogler  among  the 
Cherokees  and  Br.  Jacob  Zorn  in  Jamaica.  We  thanked  the 
Lord  for  the  fortunate  arrival  of  Brr.  Gilbert  Bischof  and 
David  Z.  Schmidt  at  their  posts  in  the  former  place  and  that 
of  Br.  Francis  Holland  on  the  latter  island.  Also  it  was  reported 
to  the  congregation  that  our  Br.  Joh.  Chr.  Jacobson,  Assistant 
Preacher  and  Inspector  of  the  school  here,  by  direction  of  the 
U.A.C.  would  take  the  place  of  the  late  Br.  Schaaf,  as  member 
of  the  Wachovia  P.H.C.,  and  in  this  connection  he  was  com- 
mended to  the  Lord  in  prayer. 

Dec.  7.  We  learned  at  this  time  with  pleasure  of  the  forma- 
tion of  a  missionary  society  among  our  single  brothers  who 
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propose  also  at  the  same  time  a  small  natural  science  and 
art  collection. 

Since  Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Vleck  had  moved  into  the  newly  built 
ministers'  house  and  the  new  little  Saal  built  on  to  the  church 
was  this  week  so  far  ready  that  it  can  be  used,  the  children  today 
for  the  last  time  had  their  children's  hour  in  the  old  little  Saal 
in  the  Gemeinhouse  which  with  the  exception  of  the  part 
occupied  by  the  widowed  Sr.  Schaaf  is  being  given  over  now 
to  the  use  of  the  Girls'  Boarding  School.  Also  today  was  the 
last  evening  meeting  in  this  place  which  since  its  dedication 
on  November  13,  1771  has  served  first  for  29  years  as  a 
Gemein  Saal  and  then  after  the  building  of  the  new  church 
(1800)  41  years  as  a  little  Saal,  accordingly  taken  in  toto  for 
70  years  as  a  meeting  place  for  this  congregation. 

Dec.  12.  With  very  nice  weather  the  dedication  of  the  newly 
built  little  Saal. 

Dec.  The  widowed  Br.  Carl  Gottlieb  Opitz  in  his  88th 
year  passed  away  in  a  very  gentle  way. 

Dec.  15.  The  marriage  in  the  new  little  Saal  of  the  Single 
Brother  Henry  Edward  Reich  and  the  Single  Sister  Anna 
Aurelia  Herbst. 

Dec.  16.  Br.  Van  Vleck  performed  the  marriage  of  the  Single 
Brother  Joseph  Edwin  Beitel  and  the  Single  Sister  Anna  Lu- 
cinda  Schaub. 

Dec.  19.  Br.  Hy.  Schulz  at  the  house  of  the  outsiders  Br.  and 
Sr.  David  Spach  baptized  their  little  son  born  on  November  21 
with  the  name  Aemilius  David. 

Dec.  26.  Br.  Jacobson  baptized  the  little  daughter  born  on 
the  12th  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Evan  Boner  with  the  name  Araminta 
Elisabeth.  This  was  the  first  baptism  in  the  new  little  Saal. 

Memorabilia  of  the  Congregation  in  Salem,  1841. 

[Extracts  translated."] 

In  comparison  with  some  of  the  previous  dry  years,  this  one 
just  ending  was  marked  by  frequent  rains  and  very  changeable 
weather,  as  thunderstorms  and  flurries  of  snow  frequently  fol- 
lowed rapidly  on  each  other  and  in  the  last  month  of  the  year 
there  was  a  hailstorm,  a  thing  rare  for  this  time  of  year,  but  it 
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did  not  do  great  damage.  On  the  occasion  of  a  very  violent  storm 
in  April  when  a  neighbor  was  plowing  in  his  field,  he  was  struck 
down  by  a  falling  tree  and  killed.  On  the  whole  we  had  a  late 
spring.  The  wheat  harvest  did  not  turn  out  very  well,  not  so 
much  so  as  in  many  another  year  but  on  the  contrary  the 
Welschcorn  was  very  productive  and  there  was  a  great  abund- 
ance of  fruit.  Late  in  the  year  fever  raged  in  our  section  and 
in  many  places  it  was  fatal. 

To  be  sure  there  was  to  be  traced  even  in  our  village,  at  least 
in  some  occupations,  the  almost  universal  depression  of  condi- 
tions in  the  business  world  but  nonetheless  there  was  under- 
taken and  completed  a  very  unusual  number  of  new  buildings 
and  improvements  of  older  buildings  in  our  village.  To  those 
belong  4  new  dwellings,  namely :  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Kramer,  Francis 
Fries,  Beitel  and  Adam  Fischel,  the  last-mentioned  two  of 
whom  have  moved  here  from  Friedberg,  a  new  workshop  of 
Br.  Edwin  Meinung,  as  well  as  an  addition  to  that  of  Br.  Peter 
Fetter,  the  erection  of  a  second  story  on  the  former  old  store, 
now  Br.  Jacob  Blum's,  along  with  some  further  building  such 
as  a  new  dining  room  of  the  tavern,  and  a  new  kitchen  and 
washhouse  and  some  other  changes  on  the  plot  of  the  Single 
Sisters'  House. 

Furthermore  in  consequence  of  a  decision  reached  in  the  last 
year  of  the  Congregation  Council  and  all  the  conferences 
involved  to  turn  over  to  the  continually  flourishing  and  so  well- 
filled  Girls'  Boarding  School,  the  former  Gemein  house  together 
with  its  little  Saal,  was  undertaken  in  this  year  the  building 
of  a  new  special  pastor's  dwelling  together  with  conference 
and  archive  rooms  and  also  a  new  little  Saal,  the  latter  as  an 
addition  on  the  north  side  of  the  church  Saal,  and  both  were 
carried  out  at  the  expense  of  the  institution.  After  this  new 
attached  building  joined  with  the  sanctuary  of  the  church  had 
advanced  so  far  that  it  could  be  used  for  smaller  meetings, 
on  December  9  there  was  held  the  last  divine  service  in  the 
old  little  Saal. 

In  the  lower  part  of  the  village  a  beginning  has  been  made 
of  an  improvement  of  important  streets. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Miles  Vogler  and  Br.  Herman  Rude  who  in  their 
new  dwelling  place  not  far  from  Beattie's  Prairie  could  rejoice 
over  better  health,  and  had  there  two  schools  for  Cherokee  boys 
and  girls  under  their  guidance  and  also  through  Br.  George 
Hick's  influence  have  gained  entrance  in  an  adjacent  Indian 
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village  with  the  preaching  of  the  gospel.  Also  they  regularly 
visited  their  other  Cherokee  brethren  left  behind  at  Barren 
Fork,  Illinois.  Of  these  some  families  began  to  move  to  the 
springs  of  Spring  Creek  halfway  between  the  two  settlements 
already  mentioned  earlier  where  perhaps  a  third  post  may  be 
formed.  This  circumstance  together  with  the  desire  of  the 
Indians  for  school  instruction  for  their  children  moved  our 
missionaries  to  ask  for  support  which  was  given  them  by  the 
appointment  of  the  two  young  brethren  Gilbert  Bischof  and 
David  Zeisberger  Schmidt.  To  them  was  given  also  a  document 
in  regard  to  such  a  new  station  for  the  National  Council  and  we 
now  look  toward  news  of  the  decisions  of  this  council  held  in 
October  and  of  the  further  steps  of  our  missionaries  and  the 
Cherokee  brethren  with  expectation  and  intercession  full  of 
faith. 

The  little  work  among  the  negroes  in  this  region  of  which 
our  Sisters'  Missionary  Society  has  charge  continually  has  gone 
on  its  quiet  course  and  the  little  crowd  of  communicants  has 
again  been  increased  by  a  confirmation  of  the  negro  brother 
William.  In  the  place  of  Br.  Thomas  Pfohl  who  has  for  some 
years  faithfully  cared  for  this  church,  Br.  and  Sr.  Byhan  since 
they  have  come  to  Salem  to  live  have  taken  up  the  service  for 
the  little  negro  congregation. 

In  our  local  Little  Boys'  School  4  new  pupils  have  been  ac- 
cepted this  year  and  11  have  left  the  school.  It  is  attended  now 
by  37  little  boys  of  whom  2  are  strangers. 

The  local  Girls'  School  has  in  the  course  of  the  year  had  an 
increase  of  5  pupils;  on  the  other  hand  7  little  girls  have  fin- 
ished their  school  time.  The  present  number  is  34  of  whom  3 
are  outsiders. 

On  the  side  of  the  Boarding  School  there  is  still  to  be  added : 
However  rich  the  previous  years  have  been  in  proofs  of  the 
blessing  and  the  gracious  protection  of  the  Lord  for  this  vine- 
yard, yet  the  experience  of  this  one  as  well  as  of  the  year  that 
has  gone  so  fast  inspire  us  to  feelings  of  the  deepest  gratitude. 

In  this  year  from  the  teaching  service  there  have  gone  out 
Sister  Clara  Cornelia  Reichel  now  married  to  Hagen  and  Anna 
Aurelia  Herbst  now  Reich.  In  their  places  have  come  the  Single 
Sister  Louisa  Lauretta  Vogler  and  Sarah  Anna  Elvira  Leinbach. 

There  have  left  this  year  74  boarders  and  entered  87.  The 
entire  number  at  the  end  of  the  year  is  171.

Minutes  of  the  Congregation  Council,  1841 

[Extracts  translated.} 

Jan.  U.  One  brother  raised  the  question  as  to  whether  the 
Collegium  is  permitted  to  sell  land  belonging  to  the  Congrega- 
tional Diacony  without  permission  of  the  Council.  Some  years 
ago  lots  were  surveyed  along  the  outer  boundaries  of  the  Salem 
Territory  and  we  believe  that  the  dealings  in  regard  to  that  will 
answer  this  question.  The  minute  keeper  was  asked  to  look  it  up 
in  the  records  and  report  to  the  Council  tomorrow  night  as  to 
how  the  sale  of  land  was  transacted. 

Jan.  5.  It  was  agreed  to  deal  first  with  the  matters  regard- 
ing the  sale  of  the  Salem  land.  The  brother  who  had  initiated 
the  investigation  yesterday  put  the  question  thus:  Is  the  Col- 
legium entitled  to  survey  and  sell  land  with  the  exception  of  the 
woodland  lots  surveyed  in  1837?  The  chairman  observed  that 
the  land  surveyed  in  1837  along  the  outer  boundaries  of  the 
Salem  Territory  has  been  sold  with  permission  and  upon  re- 
quest of  the  Salem  Deputies  to  the  Synodal  Conference  held  in 
1835  and  the  execution  of  this  plan  has  been  left  to  the  Council 
and  the  Aufseher  Collegium. 

One  member  of  the  Collegium  reported  that  at  the  time  when 
those  lots  were  surveyed,  negotiations  were  underway  with  Dr. 
Schumann  concerning  the  plantation.  The  idea  had  been  to  sell 
him  50  additional  acres  of  woodland  along  the  southern  bound- 
ary of  his  plantation,  if  he  would  purchase  the  plantation.  This 
determined  the  extension  of  these  lots  toward  Dr.  Schumann's 
plantation  then.  After  extensive  negotiations  said  plantation 
together  with  all  the  woodland  has  been  returned  to  the  Con- 
gregational Diacony.  Now  Br.  Dan  Wohlfarth  who  has  pur- 
chased the  buildings  on  said  plantation  has  applied  for  about 
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10  acres  of  woodland  in  his  neighborhood  and  with  consent  of 
the  Elders'  Conference  the  Collegium  sold  him  this  land  with- 
out asking  the  Council  for  consideration  of  the  case  since  it  is 
learned  from  the  minutes  of  the  Collegium  that  for  more  than 
20  years  past  the  Elders'  Conference  and  Collegium  have  sold 
land  not  only  to  members  of  the  congregation  but  also  to  non- 
resident brethren  and  so  far  the  Council  never  made  any  objec- 
tion, although  such  sales  were  presented  in  the  final  annual 
statements  of  the  Congregational  Diacony.  These  sales  not  only 
took  place  when  the  Diacony  had  rented  the  land  but  even  after 
the  Administration2  purchased  it.  Moreover  the  deals  were  never 
transacted  without  consent  of  the  Provincial  Heifers'  Confer- 
ence. 

After  a  lengthy  discussion  the  suggestion  was  finally  accepted 
by  the  majority  of  the  Council  that  the  Collegium  be  asked  to 
investigate  how  much  woodland  is  left  for  the  Diacony.  The 
rest  shall  be  surveyed  and  sold  in  lots  to  citizens  of  the  congre- 
gation. 

Minutes  of  the  Elders'  Conference  in  Salem,  1841. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Feb.  3.  The  2  rooms  in  the  basement  of  the  Boys'  School 
building  have  now  been  made  ready,  at  Cong.  Diacony  cost,  for 
the  single  Brr.  and  Older  Boys,  for  reading  room  and  other 
activities.  The  constitution  they  have  drawn  up,  "Constitution 
of  The  Young  Men's  Society  of  Salem,"  was  signed  by  22  single 
Brr.  and  2  Older  Boys.  Auf .  Coll.  approved  the  constitution  with 
some  modifications.  Only  those  young  men  can  avail  themselves 
of  the  rooms  who  have  pledged  themselves  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  outlined  in  the  constitution. 

Feb.  10.  The  present  dining  room  in  the  tavern  is  to  be  con- 
verted into  a  so-called  sitting  room  and  a  new  dining  room  is 
to  be  built  behind  the  sitting  room.  Auf.  Coll.  hopes  to  have  the 
latter  built  before  school  examination  time. 

2  During  the  year  1841  the  P.H.C.  was  still  much  involved  with  the  question  of  the 
proprietorship  and  the  control  of  property  of  the  congregation  in  Salem  by  Bethlehem 
and  the  U.A.C.  in  Germany.  There  was  lengthy  correspondence  again  with  both  but 
particularly  the  latter  in  which  suggestions  were  offered  about  the  matter.  One  of  these 
was  that  W.  H.  Van  Vleck,  as  proprietor,  should  make  a  will  in  which  he  should  as  a 
temporary  measure  name  his  wife  as  legatee  of  the  congregational  property  and  thus 
evade  the  Pennsylvania  Collateral  Inheritance  Tax.  This  was  actually  done.  There  was  much 
discussion  of  the  content  of  the  property  and  legal  points  such  as  power  of  attorney. 
The  trend  was  to  be  observed  toward  combining  the  two  offices  of  proprietor  and  ad- 
ministrator and  this  was  ultimately  done.  The  book  The  Moravian  Church,  written  by 
Dr.  Adelaide  Fries  and  Bishop  J.  Kenneth  Pfohl,  is  authority  for  this  where  on  page 
85  is  found  the  following  statement  concerning  the  title  to  Salem  property:  "Van  Vleck 
transferred  it  by  deed,  August  7,  1844,  to  Charles  F.  Kluge  of  Salem."  Thus  the  two 
offices  were  united  in  one  man. 
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There  will  be  a  selection  of  books  made  available  from  the 
Cong.  Archives  for  lectures  in  the  young  men's  reading  room. 

March  10.  Single  Br.  Theo.  Kuehln  will  give  up  his  teacher's 
position  in  the  Boys'  School  after  Easter.  Auf.  Coll.  is  agreed 
that  the  proposal  be  made  to  Single  Br.  Wm.  Meinung  to  enter 
the  School  again. 

March  25.  Single  Br.  Francis  Holland  withdraws  his  wish 
to  enter  mission  service  in  Jamaica,  and  desires  again  to  enter 
the  Boys'  School  as  teacher. 

March  31.  Chas.  Kramer's  petition  for  the  lot  next  to  Theodor 
Schulz's  lot  at  the  graveyard  walk,  is  granted  to  the  extent  that 
the  lot  be  measured  10  ft.  in  from  the  walk  and  83  ft.  wide.  The 
remainder  of  the  land  between  Kramer's  lot  and  the  graveyard 
will  be  leased  by  the  Inspector  of  the  Girls'  Boarding  School.  In 
this  way  probably  all  future  inquiries  for  lots  along  the  grave- 
yard will  be  obviated. 

April  28.  Edward  Reich  has  bought  Chas.  Kramer's  house 
and  side  buildings  and  Single  Br.  Edwin  Beitel  has  bought  the 
shop  which  Edw.  Reich  rented  hitherto,  from  the  Warden  for 
$450.00. 

May  20.  The  Salem  Band  of  musicians  asks  for  the  use  of  the 
concert  hall  to  practice  for  the  coming  school  examinations, 
when  they  will  play  for  the  visitors.  Although  the  Eld.  Conf. 
feared  disturbances  in  connection  with  these  practices,  permis- 
sion was  granted. 

June  30.  Chas.  Kramer's  house  along  the  graveyard  avenue 
will  be  1  story  and  of  brick,  with  a  front  of  22  ft.  and  a  depth 
of  26  ft. 

Br.  Francis  Fries  plans  in  the  near  future  to  arrange  to  do 
dyeing  and  fulling  in  his  factory.  Since  there  is  no  such  trade 
in  town  at  this  time,  Cong.  Diacony  can  say  nothing  against  it. 

Single  Br.  Albert  Butner  who  is  given  a  good  reputation,  after 
he  leaves  the  Theological  Seminary  will  enter  the  Boys'  School 
as  teacher. 

July  28.  The  Elders'  Conference  decided  to  have  a  service  at 
the  cornerstone  laying  of  the  small  Saal  at  the  church. 

Several  members  are  absent  as  members  of  the  Salem  Band 
which  was  invited  to  Mecklenburg  County  to  furnish  music  for 
pay  at  an  occasion  in  itself  quite  all  right.  But  the  Elders'  Con- 
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ference  has  misgivings  and  feared  possible  detrimental  effects 
might  come  from  such  expeditions.  The  chairman  will  speak 
with  the  leader,  Br.  Josua  Boner. 

Aug.  U.  The  new  rooms  in  the  Single  Sisters'  House,  gained 
by  moving  the  kitchen,  could  be  rented  to  individuals  for  $15.00, 
with  the  understanding  that  if  the  rooms  are  needed  for  other 
purposes  they  must  be  given  up. 

Aug.  25.  Single  Br.  John  Siewers  has  taken  over  the  building 
lot  of  Single  Br.  Edwin  Beitel  below  the  tavern  and  asks  the 
Cong.  Diacony  for  an  enlargement  of  the  same  toward  the  west, 
since  he  needs  a  larger  lot  to  carry  on  his  trade  and  especially 
to  store  boards. 

Br.  Jas.  Hall  will  have  some  excavation  done  under  part  of 
his  house  in  order  to  give  more  room  for  his  bakery. 

Br.  Francis  Fries  plans  to  procure  2  looms  for  his  factory  in 
order  to  make  woolen  goods. 

Sept.  5.  Br.  John  Siewers  has  been  given  an  addition  to  his 
lot,  a  strip  of  60-foot  width  along  the  street  which  passes  north 
to  the  Vogler's. 

Main  St.  improvements  from  the  tavern  to  the  John  Hy. 
Schulz's  is  now  to  be  done.  The  hill  and  high  places  are  to  be 
leveled  and  then  the  street,  16  feet  wide,  is  to  have  new  ditches 
on  the  sides.  The  work  is  to  be  let  out  for  the  lowest  price. 

Sept.  22.  "Mother"  Gambold  receives  a  rent-free  room  in  the 
former — now  renovated — bakehouse  of  the  Single  Sisters,  in 
view  of  her  8-year  service  as  Vorsteherin  of  the  Single  Sisters' 
Choir.  Her  daughter  receives  the  smaller  room  for  a  rent  of 
$5.00.  Toward  the  support  of  "Mother"  Gambold  the  Single 
Sisters'  Diacony  will  pay  one  half  and  the  Mission  Diacony  one 
half. 

Oct.  27.  Single  Br.  Hubert  Ebert  from  Friedberg  will  shortly 
enter  Br.  Schober's  post  office  on  trial. 

Nov.  11.  Mr.  Constantine  Banner  of  Germanton  has  been 
placed  in  the  cotton  factory  as  manager  in  place  of  Br.  Suss- 
dorf. 

Nov.  2U.  The  Abr.  Steiners  plan  to  move  back  to  Salem  next 
spring  and  to  build  a  house  on  the  town  lot  bordering  on  Edwin 
Meinung's  lot  to  the  north.  He  plans  to  maintain  his  family  by 
carpenter  and  other  work. 
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Single  Br.  Augustus  Fetter  has  gone  to  Germanton  to  enter 
school  there. 

Dec.  16.  Two  sketches  of  houses  were  submitted  for  approval: 
the  brick  house  which  Br.  Theod.  Schulz  plans  to  build  and  the 
one-story  brick  house,  40  x  30  ft.,  which  Hy.  Meinung  plans  to 
build.  Both  to  be  built  next  year. 

The  landlord,  Mr.  Gott,  wishes  to  buy  a  negro  woman  to  serve 
as  cook  in  the  tavern,  because  the  ones  he  rents  usually  do  not 
stay  long  since  the  owner  either  sells  them  or  takes  them  back. 
Cong.  Diacony  approves. 

The  Van  Vlecks  have  moved  into  their  new  house  and  the 
Gemein  Haus  has  been  given  over  to  the  future  use  of  the  Girls' 
Boarding  School. 

Minutes  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium,  1841. 

[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  11.  On  January  5  the  Congregation  Council  elected  the 
following  brethren  as  members  of  the  Collegium  for  the  coming 
two  years:  Br.  Charles  Cooper  with  30  votes,  Charles  Brietz 
with  25,  Edward  Reich  with  24,  Edw.  Belo  with  23,  John  Henry 
Schulz  with  22,  Francis  Fries  with  18  and  Em.  Schober  with 
17  votes.  We  met  today  for  the  first  time  for  organization  and 
after  having  read  those  parts  of  the  Synod  Regulations  that 
refer  to  the  tasks  of  the  Collegium,  with  a  majority  of  votes 
Br.  Theod.  Schulz  was  chosen  president  and  Br.  Th.  Pfohl 
minute  keeper. 

It  was  decided  that  the  stipulation  should  be  added  to  the 
regulations  of  the  Collegium  that  each  brother  should  consider 
it  his  duty  to  appear  in  time  at  the  appointed  meetings  so  that 
the  others  would  not  have  to  waste  time  in  waiting. 

In  order  to  furnish  the  old  Br.  Carl  Opitz  with  a  warmer  and 
more  comfortable  room  than  his  present  one,  the  brethren  who 
contribute  to  the  local  Poor  Account  have  suggested  housing  him 
in  the  lower  corner  beside  the  kitchen  of  the  former  Brothers' 
House  and  the  Collegium  has  no  objection  to  this. 

The  Collegium  gave  approval  to  the  suggestion  of  having  the 
same  brethren  install  tin  boxes  at  the  church  door  where  charit- 
able strangers  visiting  our  church  may  deposit  contributions  f  or 
the  help  of  the  poor  of  the  community. 

Br.  Charles  Brietz  has  rented  a  negro  for  the  time  of  one 
year. 
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The  Collegium  does  not  have  any  objection  to  Br.  Francis 
Fries  building  a  drying  rack  for  his  boards  outside  the  upper 
part  of  the  community.  Neither  do  we  object  to  his  building  a 
shed  next  to  Br.  Meinung's  carriage  shed  where  he  may  keep  the 
dried  planks.  This  would  take  part  of  Salt  Street  which,  how- 
ever, is  rarely  used  in  that  part  of  the  community  and  there  will 
still  be  enough  room  to  pass.  Br.  Fries  has  rented  Br.  Jos. 
Stauber's  lot  next  to  his  own  and  the  Collegium  makes  no  objec- 
tion. 

Jan.  25.  The  fire  inspectors  appointed  by  an  earlier  provision 
have  completed  their  tour  through  the  community  and  report 
that  the  bake  oven  of  Br.  A.  Butner  and  the  smokehouses  of  Sr. 
Herbst  and  Br.  Burkhardt  could  easily  cause  a  fire.  Sr.  Herbst 
is  especially  advised  to  take  precautions.  Br.  Jos.  Stauber  has 
built  a  small  room  in  his  shop  in  which  a  stove  of  sheet  iron  has 
been  set  up  which  seems  to  be  rather  dangerous.  The  inspectors 
furthermore  report  that  a  considerable  number  of  houses  are 
not  equipped  with  fire  buckets  at  all.  Sr.  Rebecca  Schober  would 
like  to  move  her  bake  oven  from  the  house  into  the  yard  between 
the  well  and  the  stable.  The  Collegium  does  not  object.  In  order 
to  prevent  trouble  with  her  neighbors,  however,  the  Collegium 
advised  her  to  set  up  the  oven  at  some  other  place.  The  ap- 
pointed brethren  have  revised  the  fire  list  for  Salem  in  case  of 
emergency.  It  will  be  read  to  the  congregation  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. The  brethren  also  suggested  that  during  a  trip  to  Phila- 
delphia Br.  Edw.  Belo  inspect  a  certain  water  pump  of  special 
construction  newly  invented  by  Felton  and  Co.,  Troy.  This  pump 
is  lauded  highly  in  publications  of  all  kinds  and  is  used  on  boats 
and  in  navy  yards  especially.  If  he  finds  this  pump  to  be  suit- 
able for  our  cisterns  he  is  to  purchase  at  least  one.  The  Colleg- 
ium agrees. 

Bro.  Stauber  has  been  talked  to  and  he  promises  to  make  some 
arrangement  about  the  slags  previously  reported  on  so  that  they 
may  not  fall  on  the  sidewalk  any  longer.  The  Collegium  unan- 
imously turned  down  his  application  for  permission  to  enter 
partnership  with  Alex.  Giersch  in  his  smithy.  Br.  Stauber  plans 
to  open  a  shop  for  the  manufacture  of  small  carriages  and 
wheelbarrows.  The  Collegium  advises  him  not  to  do  this  since 
it  is  assumed  that  this  captures  his  interest  only  as  long  as 
Giersch  works  with  him.  We  also  fear  that  this  would  only 
cause  him  to  bring  more  disorderly  people  into  our  community. 
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It  was  observed  that  800  to  900  acres  of  woodland  belong  to 
the  Salem  territory.  This  caused  a  long  discussion  about  the  sale 
of  land  as  well  as  the  renting  of  lots,  without  achieving  any 
result. 

Nothing  was  determined  about  another  application  of  Br.  A. 
Butner  demanding  either  to  get  a  number  of  children  boarders 
from  the  Girls'  School  or  to  be  permitted  to  open  a  private  en- 
tertainment house. 

Daniel  Reich  would  like  to  build  a  house  beyond  the  creek  at 
the  spring.  He  plans  to  make  bricks  for  Br.  Jac.  Blum  in  his 
bottom.  This  would  create  a  precedent  which  in  the  course  of 
time  will  bring  a  lot  of  trouble,  therefore  this  application  will 
have  to  be  turned  down. 

Br.  Joshua  Boner  is  taking  over  the  house  of  his  father  and 
the  obligation  which  the  latter  owes  to  the  Diacony.  The  Col- 
legium approves  this.  The  note  which  he  will  have  to  issue  must 
carry  6%  interest. 

For  some  time  the  pastures  below  the  Little  Girls'  School  have 
been  flooded  due  to  a  stopping  up  of  the  drainage  under  the 
millrace.  The  owners  of  those  pastures  are  complaining  about 
this  and  the  Mill  Company  will  have  to  be  reminded  to  open  the 
drainage.  If  they  want  to  they  may  charge  the  costs  for  this  to 
the  masters  whose  boys  have  stopped  up  the  drainage. 

Jan.  28.  One  brother  observed  that  Br.  Chr.  Blum  and  Fr. 
Meinung  maintain  that  they  still  have  the  duty  of  looking  after 
the  estate  of  the  late  Br.  Herbst  but  that  their  concern  does  not 
have  anything  to  do  with  private  debts.  The  Collegium  would  like 
to  advise  this  Sr.  to  sell  her  house  to  the  benefit  of  her  children 
but  we  do  not  have  any  other  living  quarters  for  her  at  the 
present.  The  house  and  other  buildings  on  the  lot  are  in  a  very 
poor  state  which  will  get  worse  from  year  to  year  and  value  will 
decrease.  The  administrators  of  the  estate  are  asked  to  inspect 
the  buildings. 

Br.  Jos.  Stauber  declares  that  he  is  willing  to  give  up  his 
plan  of  making  carriages  and  building  for  this  enterprise  a 
shop  between  his  actual  shop  and  his  house.  Since  we  have  rea- 
son to  suspect  that  he  plans  to  make  coaches  also,  we  shall  have 
to  ask  above  all  Br.  Will  Hauser  whether  he  has  any  objection, 
also  if  Br.  Stauber  manufactures  only  smaller  carriages. 

A  sum  of  $174  has  been  raised  by  various  individuals  for  the 
repair  of  the  street  from  the  tavern  down  to  John  Henry  Schulz. 
The  subscribers  hold  the  opinion  that  the  hill  at  the  tavern

should  be  evened,  the  valley  raised  and  the  whole  width  of  the 
street  covered  with  small  stones.  On  either  side  a  ditch  should 
be  constructed  of  bricks.  For  this  project  the  sum  raised  is  in- 
sufficient and  the  Diacony's  resources  from  which  such  repairs 
were  formerly  paid  are  dried  up  today.  The  Diacony  is  not  able 
to  supply  the  rest  of  the  lacking  funds  nor  is  the  Citizen's  Ac- 
count which  owes  about  $400  to  the  Diacony.  It  was  therefore 
suggested  to  present  the  problem  to  the  Congregation  Council. 

Br.  Lewis  Eberhardt  would  like  to  have  his  salary  for  rewind- 
ing the  clock  and  ringing  at  noon  raised  from  $20  to  $30.  It 
would  have  been  a  pleasure  to  the  Collegium  to  grant  him  his 
raise,  if  Br.  Eberhardt  had  taken  care  of  his  task  more  care- 
fully. 

Br.  Em.  Reich  wishes  to  obtain  a  tract  of  land  east  of  his 
town  lot  which  he  will  always  have  to  cross  when  he  wants  to 
get  to  his  stable.  Former  application  for  this  land  had  to  be 
turned  down  since  it  was  used  as  entrance  to  the  tavern  field 
behind  it  for  which  now  another  entrance  has  been  made.  Be- 
fore a  decision  is  made  we  shall  have  to  obtain  the  opinion  of 
the  tavern  keeper  since  the  desired  land  belongs  to  the  tavern. 

Feb.  8.  After  having  read  the  minutes  we  discussed  again  the 
matter  of  Br.  Jos.  Stauber.  Being  asked,  Br.  Will  Hauser  stated 
that  at  times  while  there  is  not  enough  work  in  bricklaying  he 
plans  to  work  as  carriage  maker.  The  Collegium  agreed  that 
Br.  Jos.  Stauber  is  very  well  able  to  make  his  living  in  the  black- 
smith trade,  even  if  another  blacksmith  establishes  himself  in 
Salem.  Br.  Stauber  is  therefore  not  forced  by  necessity  to  start 
another  business.  Also  this  would  create  a  dangerous  precedent 
for  the  future.  A  majority  voted  against  Br.  Stauber's  applica- 
tion to  establish  himself  as  a  carriage  maker. 

Br.  L.  Eberhardt  announced  that  he  is  not  going  to  look  after 
the  clock  and  ringing  at  noon  any  more  if  we  do  not  grant  him 
a  raise  of  $30  for  this  office  yearly.  The  Collegium  thought  that 
perhaps  someone  else  like  Br.  John  Vogler  would  be  willing  to 
attend  to  this  task  for  the  old  salary  and  perhaps  he  would  also 
take  care  of  the  repairs  for  which  he  would  have  to  be  paid 
extra. 

We  had  to  turn  down  once  more  Br.  Ad.  Butner's  application 
for  opening  a  private  entertainment  house. 

One  of  our  brethren  raised  the  question  as  to  whether  it 
would  be  possible  to  stop  the  trading  which  several  Jews  are 
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doing  while  staying  at  our  tavern.  The  Collegium  holds  the  view- 
that  this  is  only  possible,  if  nobody  buys  anything  from  them 
any  longer.  In  this  connection  the  suggestion  was  made  to  make 
a  move  at  the  next  meeting  of  our  State  Legislature  for  a  spe- 
cial act  for  our  community  which  would  prohibit  such  trading 
and  especially  in  alcohol.  We  shall  keep  this  thought  in  mind 
and  discuss  the  necessary  details  when  the  time  arrives. 

Feb.  22.  It  was  reported  that  Br.  Jos.  Stauber  has  been  told 
the  decision  of  the  Collegium  after  it  was  sanctioned  by  the 
Elders'  Conference.  They  believe  that  Br.  Meinung  should  also 
limit  himself  in  his  smithy  only  to  those  articles  that  apply  to 
the  coachmaking  trade.  In  answer  to  our  decision  Br.  Stauber 
declared  that  he  is  not  able  to  make  his  living  by  his  trade.  He 
assured  the  Collegium  through  a  member  that  he  would  manu- 
facture merely  small  carriages,  wheelbarrows  and  ploughs.  He 
announced  too  that  he  has  employed  an  apprentice.  A  decision 
about  his  affairs  was  postponed  until  next  week. 

We  discussed  once  more  the  street  repair  in  the  lower  part 
of  the  community.  It  was  reported  that  Br.  A.  Butner  has  made 
a  calculation  according  to  which  the  expenses  would  amount 
to  $1,200.  Some  of  the  subscribers  have  stated  that  they  are  not 
going  to  contribute  their  subscribed  amount,  if  the  street  is  not 
repaired  the  way  they  want  it.  The  Collegium  will  therefore 
invite  all  subscribers  for  a  conference  next  Thursday. 

Among  the  brethren  who  have  been  engaged  to  do  various 
services  in  our  church  there  is  great  dissatisfaction  since  there 
are  several  who  do  not  attend  to  their  duties  when  it  is  their 
turn.  We  held  the  opinion  that  one  brother  should  be  chosen 
who  could  be  paid  an  annual  compensation  for  his  job  by  con- 
tributions from  the  members  of  the  congregation.  This  is,  how- 
ever, an  issue  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  Congregation  Council. 

March  23.  The  Collegium  discussed  once  more  the  issue  of 
Br.  Jos.  Stauber.  We  always  have  to  keep  in  mind  the  great  dis- 
advantage which  would  ensue  for  the  community  if  the  orders 
are  not  adhered  to.  A  majority  of  members  of  the  Collegium  are 
not  convinced  of  Br.  Stauber  s'  statement  that  he  is  unable  to 
make  a  living  as  a  blacksmith.  It  is  insisted  that  a  carefully 
operated  smithy  is  a  lucrative  enterprise  in  Salem.  The  Col- 
legium voted  therefore  once  more  6  to  3  that  Br.  Stauber  can- 
not be  allowed  to  operate  a  carriage  making  business  in  addi- 
tion to  his  smithy.  In  this  connection  it  must  be  noted  that  Br. 
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Stauber  has  already  erected  a  shop  necessary  for  a  second  pro- 
fession but  this  was  done  without  the  permission  of  the  com- 
petent authorities,  wherefore  he  shall  not  expect  any  compensa- 
tion for  this  building,  in  case  he  ever  gives  notice  for  his  lease. 

The  Collegium  agreed,  when  asked,  that  we  should  demand 
the  usual  school  fees  for  outsiders  amounting  to  $20  from  peo- 
ple at  the  factory  who  wish  co  send  their  children  to  the  Salem 
Boys'  School.  We  thought  it  advisable  to  have  at  least  half  the 
amount  paid  in  advance. 

Br.  Evan  Boner  would  like  to  build  a  little  house  on  his  two- 
acre  lot  near  the  factory  where  he  is  planning  to  house  a  man 
whom  he  and  Sussdorf  are  to  employ  in  their  tobacco  factory.  He 
promises  to  dismiss  him  if  he  shows  any  conduct  contrary  to 
the  congregational  rules.  His  application  is  based  on  the  state- 
ment that  Br.  Jac.  Blum  has  a  house  on  leased  land  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  the  mill  in  which  a  brickmaker  lives  with  his  family. 
If  we  permit  Br.  Boner  to  build  on  this  lot,  owners  of  similar 
lots  will  demand  the  same  privilege,  and  within  a  short  time  the 
community  would  be  surrounded  by  a  number  of  little  huts,  the 
inhabitants  of  which  would  be  disadvantageous  in  more  ways 
than  one.  About  the  house  on  Br.  Jac.  Blum's  land,  he  will  be 
talked  to,  since  no  permission  was  asked  for.  Br.  Boner  will 
be  given  an  answer  at  our  next  meeting. 

Br.  Sussdorf  announced  that  a  girl  by  the  name  of  Strawn  has 
been  indentured  to  him.  A  certain  Miss  Oakes  is  boarding  in  his 
house. 

March  29.  It  was  remarked  that  the  decision  of  the  Colleg- 
ium had  been  announced  to  Br.  Stauber  and  he  replied  that  he 
would  in  that  case  have  to  find  some  other  way  of  making  a 
decent  living.  We  asked  whether  he  might  be  permitted  to  pur- 
chase finished  carriage  frames  and  mount  them  in  his  smithy. 

Br.  Jac.  Blum  declares  that  the  building  erected  on  his  leased 
land  is  to  be  considered  only  temporary  quarters  for  the  brick- 
makers.  In  connection  with  this  matter  the  Collegium  agreed 
that  Br.  Evan  Boner  cannot  have  permission  to  erect  a  house 
on  his  lot. 

The  Inspector  of  the  Boys'  School  told  Mr.  Carmicle  that  he 
would  have  to  pay  $16  per  year  for  his  son,  to  which  the  Elders' 
Conference  agreed.  The  Collegium  cannot  amend  this  decision. 

It  was  announced  that  a  meeting  took  place  yesterday  of  the 
Saaldieners  who  have  declared  themselves  willing  to  attend  to 
their  various  chores  on  Sundays  as  formerly.  However,  they 
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suggested  finding  a  brother  who  would  be  willing  to  take  over 
this  office  during  week  days  for  an  annual  compensation.  The 
Collegium  discussed  this  matter  further  and  suggested  during 
the  meetings  of  the  congregation  on  week  days  the  burning  only 
of  spermacaeti  candles  or  to  accept  an  offer  made  us  already 
last  year,  namely  a  donation  of  lamps  for  the  church. 

April  19.  Br.  Henry  Winkler  would  like  to  buy  the  house  of 
Br.  Theoph.  Vierling  with  the  intention  of  establishing  himself 
as  a  citizen  of  Salem  soon.  It  is  well  known  however  that  his 
conduct  is  of  such  a  nature  as  harms  the  reputation  of  the  com- 
munity and  he  often  proves  this  during  business  trips  to  other 
places.  Moreover  he  was  excluded  from  Holy  Communion  two 
years  ago  and  so  far  has  not  been  readmitted.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances the  Collegium  cannot  permit  Br.  Winkler  to  become 
owner  of  a  house  in  Salem. 

Bro.  Jos.  Schaffner  has  resigned  from  his  office  of  lamp- 
lighter in  Salem  due  to  his  old  age.  The  Collegium  suggests 
Br.  John  Heissler  as  a  suitable  man  for  this  office. 

April  26.  The  president  reported  that  the  reason  for  today's 
meeting  is  the  Elders'  Conference's  objection  to  Br.  Henry 
Winkler's  marriage.  He  was  advised  to  drop  his  plans  for  an 
undetermined  time,  upon  which  he  married  without  consent 
and  this  has  separated  him  and  his  wife  from  the  congregation. 
Even  before  his  marriage  he  applied  for  purchase  of  Br.  Theoph. 
Vierling's  house  which  was  not  granted,  whereupon  he  applied 
to  rent  the  house.  This  also  had  to  be  turned  down  since  it 
would  create  a  dangerous  precedent  for  the  future.  Since  then 
he  has  left  the  community.  Before  his  marriage  he  had  rented 
a  shop  from  Sr.  Herbst  and  he  wishes  to  use  this  in  the  future, 
and  though  the  Collegium  does  not  like  to  sanction  the  idea  of 
a  stranger  operating  a  shop  in  the  community,  we  are  not  legal- 
ly empowered  to  take  the  shop  from  him  until  the  contract  has 
expired.  Until  the  end  of  his  rent  year,  November  6,  he  is  there- 
fore permitted  to  stay  in  his  shop,  under  the  condition,  how- 
ever, that  he  move  out  of  it  after  that  time.  Moreover  he  is  to 
promise  not  to  keep  any  alcohol  nor  sell  it,  nor  to  employ  any 
disorderly  people  in  his  shop.  Sr.  Herbst  will  have  to  be  warned 
not  to  rerent  the  shop  to  him  after  expiration  of  the  rent  year. 
It  was  furthermore  reported  that  at  the  time  when  Winkler 
turned  in  his  application  to  purchase  Br.  Vierling's  house,  he 
had  already  made  a  formal  purchase  contract  and  had  given  Br. 
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Vierling  a  note  for  the  purchase  sum.  This  contract  without  the 
consent  of  the  competent  congregational  authorities  has  to  be 
declared  void  since  it  violates  the  congregation  orders  and  the 
lease  and  also  was  against  the  warning  given  to  Br.  Vierling. 
Br.  Theod.  Schulz  and  Em.  Schober  will  try  to  point  out  to  Br. 
Vierling  where  he  is  in  the  wrong. 

The  Single  Br.  Gilbert  Bischoff  is  applying  for  the  lot  next 
to  Br.  Chrn.  Ebert.  He  has  been  considered  a  visiting  brother 
and  therefore  the  Collegium  cannot  grant  his  request. 

May  17.  The  appointed  brethren  have  talked  to  Br.  Theoph. 
Vierling  and  Henry  Winkler.  The  concluded  contract  has  been 
returned. 

We  discussed  once  more  the  lease  which  would  have  to  be 
issued  for  the  Inspector  of  the  Girls'  School,  if  he  takes  over 
the  plot  of  land  along  the  Grave  Yard  Alley.  The  special  item 
of  this  discussion  was  whether  the  springs  are  to  be  included 
or  not.  No  decision  was  reached  and  the  Congregational  Warden 
was  asked  to  come  to  some  agreement  about  it  with  Br.  Jacob- 
son. 

The  Single  Br.  Gilbert  Bischoff  from  Bethlehem  wishes  to  be- 
come a  member  of  the  Salem  Congregation  and  the  Collegium 
has  no  objection.  A  second  request  of  the  same  brother  for  the 
lot  next  to  Chr.  Ebert  could  not  be  decided  upon  since  Br.  John 
Chitty  applied  before  him  for  it.  In  this  connection  the  question 
was  raised  whether  John  Chitty  who  leads  a  very  dissipated 
life  should  be  allowed  a  lot  at  all.  Though  he  often  fails  in  his 
conduct,  the  Collegium  realizes  that  he  is  doing  much  better 
today  than  some  time  ago,  when  we  granted  him  a  lot  and 
then  immediately  even  sold  him  a  house.  The  Collegium  cannot 
therefore  reject  permission  for  the  use  of  the  lot  concerned.  He 
shall  be  talked  to  very  seriously  beforehand  and  he  must  be 
especially  told  how  difficult  the  attending  to  his  office  as  Justice 
of  the  Peace  is,  if  he  is  always  drunk. 

One  member  of  the  Collegium  reminded  us  that  Br.  Kramer 
recently  concluded  a  contract  with  a  stranger  for  construction 
of  a  new  house  without  presenting  the  plan  to  the  Collegium  or 
the  Elders'  Conference.  This  negligence  will  have  to  be  pointed 
out  to  Br.  Kramer.  The  Collegium  regrets  very  much  that  the 
afore-mentioned  brother  is  probably  going  to  ruin  his  economic 
situation  on  account  of  this  construction. 

Single  Br.  Christ.  Ruede  wishes  to  rent  Br.  Sensemann's  shop 
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and  operate  a  smithy  there.  The  Collegium  does  not  have  any 
objection  to  this  application  since  we  believe,  contrary  to  the 
statement  of  Br.  Stauber,  that  a  second  blacksmith  may  very 
well  be  able  to  make  his  living  in  the  community.  Various  bre- 
thren were  rather  doubtful  since  Br.  Ruede  has  learned  the 
gunsmith  trade  actually,  which,  however,  can  be  balanced  by 
a  certain  time  he  has  worked  in  a  real  smithy.  By  employment 
of  a  journeyman  he  will  also  be  able  to  seek  perfection  in  his 
trade.  Br.  Stauber  will  have  to  be  informed  of  this  decision  of 
the  Collegium. 

A  certain  John  H.  White  living  near  Germantown  asked  some 
time  ago  for  admission  to  this  community  together  with  his 
family.  Those  brethren  of  the  Collegium  who  are  acquainted 
with  him  do  not  hold  him  in  high  esteem  and  advise  not  having 
dealings  with  him,  since  he  enjoys  a  poor  reputation  in  his  own 
neighborhood,  especially  in  regard  to  industry. 

The  inventory  of  the  tavern  is  to  be  taken  in  the  beginning 
of  July,  since  it  will  be  one  year  then  since  Mr.  Gott  took  charge 
of  it. 

The  Collegium  was  asked  to  use  its  influence  about  the  em- 
ployment of  strange  journeymen  since  recently  a  very  unpleas- 
ant incident  arose  on  account  of  one  of  them. 

June  8.  Br.  John  Chitty  has  been  talked  to  and  was  asked  to 
resign  from  his  post  as  Justice  of  the  Peace.  He  has  asked  to 
be  given  enough  time  to  think  it  over. 

Br.  Jos.  Stauber  is  asking  once  more  for  permission  to  make 
carriages  and  wheelbarrows.  Since  the  Collegium  has  given  him 
a  definite  answer,  we  are  not  going  to  deal  any  further  with 
this  matter. 

So  far  Br.  Carl  G.  Clauder  has  received  an  annual  pension 
of  $150.  Since  the  death  of  his  wife,  however,  he  will  be  able 
to  live  on  a  smaller  sum,  which  the  Collegium  settled  to  be  $100 
annually,  with  the  promise  that  if  he  should  need  more  he  will 
be  granted  more. 

One  brother  suggested  having  the  little  gates  at  the  alley  be- 
tween Vierling  and  Fetter  arranged  in  such  a  way  that  they 
shut  automatically,  since  at  present  they  are  constantly  open 
and  thus  do  not  serve  their  purpose. 

July  12.  Single  Henry  Ruede  who,  without  finishing  his  term 
of  apprenticeship,  had  secretly  left  his  master  and  since  then 
has  rambled  through  various  parts  of  the  United  States  of 
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America,  returned  several  months  ago  and  is  now  applying  for 
readmission  after  having  compensated  his  old  master  for  the 
damage  which  he  inflicted  on  him. 

The  administrators  of  the  estate  of  Br.  Henry  Herbst  asked 
to  announce  their  worries  about  the  situation  of  Widow  Herbst. 
They  ask  the  Collegium  to  find  another  place  for  her,  since  her 
house  could  then  be  sold  and  the  debts  of  the  estate  reduced.  At 
present  there  are  no  other  living  quarters  for  her.  We  hope, 
however,  that  some  way  will  be  found  after  the  alterations  on 
the  Sisters'  House,  i.e.  the  removal  of  the  kitchen.  The  Colleg- 
ium appointed  Br.  Schober,  Francis  Fries  and  Edwa.  Belo  to 
inspect  the  locality  with  the  Curator  of  the  Single  Sisters.  Until 
then  nothing  can  be  done  in  Sr.  Herbst's  case. 

July  26.  The  appointed  committee  inspected  the  Sisters*  House 
and  decided  to  make  a  living  room  of  the  former  kitchen,  after 
the  corridor  in  front  of  it  had  been  continued  and  thus  an  en- 
trance gained  for  the  rooms  situated  toward  the  street.  The  com- 
mittee also  believes  that  various  rooms  could  be  established  in 
the  former  bakehouse.  This  caused  the  suggestion  to  house  Sr. 
Buchholz,  with  her  nurse,  Sr.  Biebighaus,  in  one  of  these  rooms 
and  Sr.  Herbst  could  then  move  with  her  children  into  the 
Family  House. 

Single  Sister  Regina  Rothrock  from  Friedberg  who  has 
worked  for  several  families  in  Salem  and  is  generally  known 
as  a  quiet  and  orderly  person  wishes  to  become  a  member  of 
the  Salem  Congregation  and  move  into  the  Sisters'  House.  No 
objections  on  the  part  of  the  Collegium. 

Aug.  20.  The  little  girl  Mary  Christmann  is  going  to  stay 
with  her  grandmother,  Sr.  Mary  Belo.  She  will  attend  the  local 
school. 

Sept.  3.  Br.  David  Clewell  would  like  to  sell  books  on  com- 
mission for  a  book  dealer  in  Philadelphia.  He  is  allowed  33  1/3 
per  cent.  Though  this  offer  appears  to  be  rather  favorable  on 
first  sight,  the  Collegium  cannot  hide  its  concern,  especially  if 
the  trade  should  expand  and  Br.  Clewell,  as  it  seems,  travel  with 
his  books  to  the  outlying  country.  The  Collegium  therefore 
grants  permission,  only  under  the  condition  that  the  trade  is 
operated  on  a  very  narrow  basis  and  that  Br.  Clewell  not  travel 
outside  the  community  with  his  books.  At  the  same  time  it  must 
be  noted  that  Br.  Schober's  right  to  keep  a  bookstore  is  not 
interfered  with. 
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Br.  John  Ackermann  wishes  to  resign  from  his  night  watch- 
man's post  by  the  first  of  October.  Br.  John  Chitty  and  John 
Heisler  have  applied  for  the  office  and  the  Collegium  appointed 
Br.  John  Chitty  as  Br.  Ackermann's  successor. 

Oct.  11.  Br.  John  Chitty  and  Br.  John  Heisler  are  going  to 
divide  the  night  watch  between  them.  Each  of  them  takes  over 
half  of  the  night.  The  Collegium  does  not  object  to  this  arrange- 
ment, but  we  wish  that  each  of  them  go  about  his  task  with  a 
definite  sense  of  responsibility. 

Single  Sr.  Margaret  Waterson  has  complained  to  the  Colleg- 
ium that  she  and  Sr.  Magdalena  Transou  have  to  pay  an  an- 
nual amount  of  $15  room  rent,  whereas  Sr.  Cath.  Stauber  in  the 
Family  House  pays  according  to  her  own  statement  only  $10 
for  three  rooms.  The  latter  is  not  the  case  since  Sr.  Stauber 
has  only  one  room  and  shares  the  adjoining  kitchen.  She  has 
permission  to  use  a  small  room  next  to  her  own  until  it  is  used 
for  other  purposes.  As  concerns  the  rent  of  Sr.  Waterson  and 
Transou,  the  Collegium  considers  it  to  be  reasonable. 

Complaints  were  raised  against  several  Jews  who  arrived 
some  days  ago  in  the  tavern  with  goods  for  sale.  The  Collegium 
does  not  know  how  this  evil  can  be  curbed  by  the  Diacony.  We 
shall  however  keep  it  in  mind. 

We  learned  that  our  suspicions  about  Br.  Jos.  Stauber  and 
Alex  Giersch  were  justified,  namely  that  they  operate  the  smithy 
on  partnership  basis  and  Giersch  on  a  private  basis  carries  on 
carriage  making.  This  is  a  dangerous  precedent  for  the  future 
and  therefore  we  shall  have  to  have  a  further  discussion  of  the 
matter. 

Oct.  18.  We  discussed  once  more  the  lot  affair  of  Br.  John 
Chitty.  We  grant  him  the  lot  hoping  that  through  generosity 
and  mercy  on  our  part  he  will  develop  into  a  better  citizen. 

It  is  reported  that  Br.  Chitty  as  night  watchman  is  rather 
concerned  about  the  fire,  which  weak-minded  Martha  Elis. 
Baumgarten  kindles  also  during  nighttime  in  her  room  in  the 
former  Sisters'  weaving  room.  Since  this  can  be  most  danger- 
ous in  consideration  of  her  state  of  mind,  measures  for  pre- 
vention are  to  be  taken.  This  caused  the  observation  that  it  is 
high  time  to  reread  the  fire  orders. 

We  discussed  the  rent  which  Sr.  Cath.  Stauber  pays  for  her 
room  in  the  Family  House  and  thought  it  only  reasonable  that 
she  pay  in  the  future  $5  per  year  for  the  little  room  as  long 
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as  she  needs  it  under  the  express  condition  that  she  vacate  the 
afore-mentioned  room  whenever  this  should  be  necessary.  In 
this  connection  it  was  remarked  that  the  rent  basis  on  which 
the  Diacony  rents  rooms  in  the  Family  House,  is  much  too  low 
in  consideration  of  all  the  advantages,  like  kitchen,  cellar,  gar- 
den and  extra  space  olfered  for  the  same  rent.  Before  April  of 
next  year  we  will  take  time  to  discuss  this  further. 

Some  years  ago  the  Collegium  granted  to  the  Elders'  Confer- 
ence the  sole  right  to  decide  whether  shows  and  exhibitions  are 
to  be  held  in  Salem  or  not,  since  it  was  always  difficult  to  call 
all  members  of  the  Collegium  when  any  such  occasion  arose.  It 
happened  recently  that  the  Elders'  Conference  gave  the  advice 
not  to  permit  a  certain  circus  to  have  their  performance  here, 
which  was  not  only  disregarded  but  also  taken  as  an  insult.  The 
Conference  therefore  wishes  to  return  to  the  old  regulation, 
namely  have  the  Collegium  and  Conference  divide  the  task  of 
considering  which  shows  are  permitted  and  which  are  not. 

Nov.  U*  The  contract  read  to  the  Collegium  concerning  street 
repair  shows  that  the  interested  brethren  are  obliged  with 
$2,000.  Reich  and  Chitty  objected  to  this  contract  and  refused 
to  sign  it  demanding  a  reduction  of  the  sum.  The  Collegium  does 
not  see  what  is  unreasonable  about  the  first  sum. 

We  debated  on  the  rent  which  the  Inspector  of  the  Girls' 
Boarding  School  will  have  to  pay  for  land  leased  along  the 
Grave  Yard.  The  Collegium  suggested  the  usual  rent  as  de- 
manded for  building  grounds  for  that  part  of  the  town  laid 
out  in  lots,  for  the  rest  he  is  to  pay  50  cents  an  acre.  The  Colleg- 
ium also  agreed  that  the  above-mentioned  land,  if  landscaped 
as  a  garden  should  be  open  to  the  public  on  Sundays.  A  majority 
of  members  later  on,  however,  spoke  against  this,  since  on  one 
hand  the  garden  could  be  damaged  and  on  the  other  hand  a  lot 
of  disorder  could  arise  from  creating  such  a  public  gathering 
place,  especially  among  the  young  people. 

Nov.  22.  Married  Henry  Winkler  and  his  wife  have  asked 
for  readmission  to  the  congregation  and  also  for  permission 
to  move  back  to  Salem.  The  Conference  would  like  to  inquire 
from  the  Collegium  about  Winkler's  conduct.  It  agreed  unan- 
imously that  he  has  become  much  more  temperate  in  his  drink- 
ing ever  since  he  was  excluded  from  the  congregation.  We  be- 
lieve, however,  that  it  might  be  a  little  too  early  for  readmis- 
sion. About  his  moving  back  into  the  community  the  Collegium 
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agreed  that  he  should  be  permitted  to  do  this,  especially  in  con- 
sideration of  his  wife.  For  the  time  being  he  must  rent.  He  is 
to  be  warned  also  not  to  employ  any  disorderly  people  in  his 
business. 

Br.  Jos.  Stauber  has  not  yet  built  a  vault  over  his  chimney, 
as  he  promised,  so  that  the  neighboring  roofs  are  still  en- 
dangered by  his  fire.  He  will  have  to  be  reminded. 

Br.  Sandford  Schulz  would  like  to  purchase  the  house  of 
Br.  Theoph.  Vierling  (formerly  belonging  to  D.  Wohlfarth). 
The  former  picture  gallery  he  plans  to  move  up  to  the  street. 
The  Collegium  on  its  part  does  not  have  any  objection  but  Br. 
Schulz  will  have  to  leave  a  space  of  5  feet  between  the  gallery 
and  Br.  Belo's  border  line  according  to  a  promise  given  to  Br. 
Belo.  Br.  Schulz  plans  to  make  his  living  by  establishing  a 
butcher  shop. 

Dec.  10.  Henry  Winkler  and  his  wife  are  permitted  to  live 
for  six  months  on  probation  in  the  community.  In  that  connec- 
tion he  has  stated  the  wish  that  after  James  Christmann  was 
dismissed  from  his  service  he  should  not  be  given  permission  to 
work  for  Br.  James  Hall  as  baker  of  cakes  and  sweets. 

Sr.  Elis.  Rights  gives  assurance  that  her  son  Zacharias  does 
not  function  as  her  partner  in  her  business.  Since  however  they 
advertise  in  the  paper  opening  this  trade  as  partnership,  the 
Collegium  agrees  that  she  shall  be  talked  to  once  more  and  it 
will  be  demanded  that  her  son's  name  be  withdrawn  from  the 
advertisement  which  will  also  remove  the  appearance  of  a  part- 
nership. Br.  Schober  will  talk  to  her  about  it. 

In  last  week's  issue  of  the  paper  Br.  Chr.  Blum  published  an 
article  which  contained  a  serious  olfense  against  one  of  our 
brethren  who  felt  himself  thus  forced  to  give  up  a  public  office 
so  far  administered  by  him.  We  shall  therefore  talk  to  Br.  Blum 
about  it  and  admonish  him  not  to  publish  anything  that  gives 
rise  to  dissatisfaction  and  quarreling  in  our  community. 

Dec.  20.  Since  the  community  seems  to  expand  more  and 
more  toward  the  north,  a  suggestion  was  made  to  lay  out  a  sec- 
ond square  in  the  upper  part  of  the  community.  As  a  suitable 
place  for  this  the  present  muster  ground3  was  suggested.  Before 
any  further  decision  is  taken,  the  place  will  have  to  be  inspected. 

Br.  Jos.  Stauber  was  talked  to  concerning  his  partnership

Samuel  Thomas  Pfohl,  Warden  of  Salem  Congregation,  1837-1873 
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with  Alex.  Giersch.  He  admits  that  he  has  concluded  a  contract 
with  him  for  the  time  of  two  years,  which  stipulates  that 
Giersch  is  to  take  over  half  of  the  expenses  for  iron  and  coal 
and  then  receive  an  equal  share  of  the  profit.  The  reason  for 
this  arrangement  was,  as  he  stated,  that  he,  Stauber,  had  the 
desire  of  perfecting  himself  in  the  blacksmith  trade,  and  that 
Giersch  is  an  excellent  and  very  skillful  blacksmith.  He  also  de- 
clared that  he  has  installed  a  piece  of  sheet  iron  in  his  chimney 
in  order  to  prevent  sparks  from  endangering  the  neighboring 
roofs.  In  the  same  conference  he  stated  that  he  wishes  the  Dia- 
cony  to  take  over  his  house  in  order  that  he  may  leave  the 
community  and  settle  outside. 

Dec.  27.  We  discussed  once  more  the  relationship  of  Br.  Jos. 
Stauber  and  Alex.  Giersch  and  the  Collegium  agreed  unanimous- 
ly that  the  partnership  existing  between  the  two  of  them  can- 
not be  permitted,  since  those  partnerships  with  strangers  are 
of  great  disadvantage  for  our  trades  in  the  future  and,  more- 
over, it  cannot  be  tolerated  that  a  person  not  belonging  to  us 
operate  a  private  business  in  Salem.  It  was  suggested  that  Br. 
Stauber  be  summoned  before  the  Collegium  and  that  he  be  told 
that  his  partnership  with  Giersch  will  have  to  be  declared  void. 
The  Collegium  believes,  however,  that  nothing  will  be  accom- 
plished with  this,  since  Stauber  still,  as  was  the  case  for  years, 
always  promises  to  do  exactly  as  he  is  told,  and  afterwards  does 
whatever  comes  into  his  own  head.  Experience  has  taught  us 
that  his  promises  cannot  be  relied  on  for  administration  of  a 
community.  The  Collegium  advises  therefore  taking  him  at  his 
word  and  taking  his  house  and  other  buildings  away  from  him. 
In  case  he  should  want  to  withdraw  his  offer,  it  shall  be  declared 
categorically  that  if  he  does  not  want  to  live  up  to  congregational 
rules,  he  will  be  given  immediate  notice  of  his  lease. 

Minutes  of  the  L.A.C.,  1841. 
[Extracts  translated.] 

Feb.  h. 

5.  There  was  given  to  the  Ministers'  Conference  a  communi- 
cation from  the  Unity  Elders'  Conference  from  Berthelsdorf 
which  announced  the  death  of  Br.  I.  L.  Kolbing,  President  of 
the  U.A.C.  and  member  of  the  Helpers'  and  Education  Depart- 
ments and  since  according  to  the  decision  of  the  synod  of  1836 
the  Ministers'  Conference  group  in  Wachovia  had  a  vote  in  re- 
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placing  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  U.A.C.,  a  vote  was  taken 
today  for  the  replacing  of  the  above  released  place  when  the 
L.A.C.  gave  their  first  vote  to  Br.  Joh.  Christian  Bechler  in 
Sarepta  and  their  second  to  Br.  Levin  Reichel  in  Herrnhut. 

6.  Br.  Julius  Bechler  announced  that  the  widowed  Sister 
Elisabeth  Hauser,  m.n.  Linebach,  intends  to  move  to  Bethania 
and  since  the  committee  in  Bethania  is  agreed  to  it,  also  the 
conference  approved  it. 

8.  At  the  appropriate  discussion  about  the  application  of 
strangers  for  children's  baptism  it  was  expressed  by  the  con- 
ference that  they  considered  it  practical  to  abide  by  the  old 
regulation  according  to  which  only  the  children  who  are  not  yet 
over  one-year-old  should  be  baptized. 

9.  The  committee  in  Friedland  has  on  its  part  approved  the 
application  of  the  married  sister  Catharina  Swaim,  m.n.  Lacli- 
enauer,  for  readmission  to  the  congregation.  Since  however  this 
person  scarcely  a  year  ago  was  excluded  from  the  congregation 
on  account  of  a  gross  violation  the  conference  thought  that  she 
should  first  be  patiently  admonished  and  a  heartfelt  talking  to 
her  be  given  her  by  her  pastor. 

11.  Since  the  pastors  in  Salem  in  the  last  years  often  at  the 
request  of  the  country  ministers  have  given  talks  in  their  con- 
gregations especially  at  funerals  the  conference  today  was  in- 
formed by  some  of  the  pastoral  brethren  of  Salem  of  some  un- 
pleasant collisions  caused  by  this  and  the  proposal  was  brought 
by  them  to  the  conference  that  in  the  future  it  should  be  ex- 
pected of  no  pastor  in  Salem  to  preach  or  hold  a  service  in  any 
country  congregation  except  on  festival  occasions  and  in  conse- 
quence of  an  invitation  of  a  country  pastor. 

April  U. 

3.  To  the  inquiry  of  one  brother  as  to  whether  confirmation 
can  be  bestowed  on  persons  not  belonging  to  the  congregation 
it  was  replied  by  the  Elders'  Conference  that  as  a  rule  con- 
firmation would  follow  only  after  permission  had  been  first  re- 
ceived from  the  congregation. 

4.  In  order  to  renew  the  Sunday  School  again  in  Friedland 
Br.  Byhan  will  himself  take  over  the  class  of  girls  and  the  two 
single  brothers  instructed  in  the  Normal  School,  Br.  Emanuel 
Reed  and  Samuel  Renatus  Schneider,  will  take  care  of  the  school 
instruction  in  the  men's  classes. 
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May  6. 

3.  It  was  recommended  by  the  conference  to  observe  the  day 
of  atonement  and  prayer  recommended  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States  on  the  15  of  this  month  in  a  suitable  manner  by 
public  preaching. 

4.  The  little  boy  Alex  Fetter  of  Bethabara  has  been  provided 
for  for  an  undesignated  time  at  the  home  of  Br.  Thomas  Boner. 

5.  The  Single  Sister  Lisette  Stewart  of  Friedland  has  entered 
service  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Isaac  Boner. 

6.  The  Single  Sisters  Lucinda  Schaub  of  Bethania  and  Regina 
Rothrock  of  Friedberg  have  both  received  permission  to  join 
the  congregation  in  Salem. 

7.  Br.  Byhan  stated  that  the  committee  in  Friedland  had 
given  him  to  understand  that  the  field  cleared  in  1835  by  the 
congregation  for  the  support  of  the  pastor  and  since  then  cul- 
tivated could  no  longer  be  farmed  on  the  part  of  the  congrega- 
tion. Br.  Byhan  has  therefore  rented  the  field  on  halves  to  a  Br. 
of  the  congregation  for  this  year.  The  Conference  recalled  in 
the  matter  that  the  congregation  in  Friedland  at  the  provincial 
synod  of  1835  had  promised  through  its  representatives  to  farm 
this  field  for  the  use  of  the  pastor  and  was  therefore  of  the 
opinion  that  the  congregation  was  pledged  to  act  according  to 
their  promise.  Br.  Byhan  will  therefore  bring  it  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  committee  suggesting  they  take  this  situation  anew 
under  thorough  consideration,  especially  since  the  committee  it- 
self had  proposed  to  procure  the  faithful  supply  of  contributions 
to  the  pastor  anew.  If  the  committee  should  not  act  accordingly 
the  Brr.  Theod.  Schulz  and  Thomas  Pfohl  will  undertake  to 
bring  the  matter  before  the  P.H.C.  in  connection  with  the  com- 
mittee and  congregation  in  Friedland. 

Since  also  in  the  rest  of  the  congregations  (with  the  exception 
of  Bethania  alone)  many  brethren  do  not  do  their  duty  in  re- 
gard to  the  support  of  their  respective  pastors  with  contribu- 
tions, the  thought  among  others  was  expressed  in  the  form  of  a 
motion  that  in  the  future  on  a  suitable  occasion  a  thorough  dis- 
cussion should  be  held  with  the  committee  brethren  of  these  con- 
gregations. 

June  3. 

L  The  Brr.  Theo.  Schultz  and  Thomas  Pfohl  reported  that 
they  had  first  held  a  conference  with  the  Brr.  in  Friedland  and 
later  with  all  the  householders  about  farming  and  harvesting 
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the  field  for  the  pastor  and  for  this  the  brethren  had  declared 
themselves  willing  and  to  be  sure  the  following  arrangement 
was  made  that  annually  a  group  consisting  of  3  to  6  Brr.  under 
the  direction  of  a  brother  from  the  committee  should  take  turns 
in  looking  after  the  working  of  the  field. 

Further  on  this  occasion  on  the  part  of  the  brethren  the  wish 
was  expressed  of  introducing  again  the  custom  of  having  a  talk 
by  the  pastor  before  the  congregation  festival  and  occasionally 
before  communion. 

4.  It  was  mentioned  from  the  circular  letter  of  the  Unity 
Elders'  Conference  recently  sent  out  that  Br.  Nitschman  who 
had  received  the  most  votes  from  the  different  conferences  and 
also  through  the  approval  of  the  Lord  through  the  lot  has  been 
chosen  as  a  member  of  the  U.A.C.  and  furthermore  in  the  Edu- 
cation and  Helpers'  department  in  the  place  of  the  late  Br. 
Kolbing. 

Aug.  5. 

2.  With  lively  interest  the  conference  learned  from  the  report 
from  Bethania  that  the  pastor  of  this  congregation  on  the  16th 
as  a  result  of  the  wish  of  some  brethren  living  in  Surry  County 
had  made  a  beginning  of  preaching  in  the  house  of  Mr.  Joseph 
Conrad  (whose  wife  belongs  to  the  congregation  in  Bethania) 
and  considers  continuing  with  this  about  every  eight  weeks.  The 
conference  wishes  for  Br.  Bechler  the  assistance  and  blessing 
of  the  Lord  for  this  effort  of  announcing  the  dear  gospel  in  this 
section  which  is  very  dark  in  a  spiritual  sense. 

A  teacher  in  the  Sunday  School  at  Friedland  and  former  Nor- 
mal School  pupil  Br.  Emanuel  Reed  is  planning  to  begin  a  day  or 
week  school  on  August  9  in  the  neighborhood  of  Friedland. 

3.  It  was  brought  up  by  the  chairman  that  the  Single  Brother 
David  Z.  Schmidt  after  the  completion  of  his  theological  studies 
in  the  Seminary  at  Bethlehem  and  the  Single  Br.  Gilbert  Bisch- 
off  of  Salem,  the  latter  in  consequence  of  the  direction  of  the 
Lord,  have  been  assigned  as  schoolteachers  and  new  helpers  in 
the  mission  service  among  the  Cherokees  in  the  far  West  and 
soon  after  the  jubilee  celebration  of  the  Single  Brothers'  festi- 
val, would  have  started  out. 

6.  Since  the  communicant  Br.  William,  property  of  Br.  George 
Fisher,  lives  very  close  to  Freidberg  he  had  expressed  the  wish 
to  partake  of  communion  occasionally  in  Friedberg  but  the 
L.A.C.  could  not  agree  to  it  since  it  might  be  used  as  a  prece- 
dent contrary  to  the  special  and  original  plan  of  the  negro 
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church  in  Salem  to  withdraw  the  negro  brethren  from  their 
own  congregational  organization. 

9.  The  4  single  brothers  Gilbert  Bischoff,  Edwin  Timoleon 
Sensemann,  Francis  Raymond  Holland  and  David  Zeisberger 
Schmidt  after  a  liturgical  prelude  and  short  talk  and  fervent 
prayer  were  accepted  as  acoluths  or  successors  of  the  Lord  in 
his  special  service. 

Nov.  U. 

It  was  mentioned  by  the  chairman  that  our  Br.  and  Sr.  Byhan 
after  almost  four  years  of  faithful  service  as  pastor  of  the  con- 
gregation in  Freidland  at  their  own  request  have  been  released 
from  their  service  and  our  Br.  and  Sr.  Haman  have  been  called 
in  their  place  for  future  service  of  the  congregation  in  Friedland 
and  likewise  that  Br.  and  Sr.  Huebener  will  again  serve  the  con- 
gregation in  Hope  from  Friedberg.  Br.  Huebener  is  assisted  in 
preaching  in  Hope  by  the  Single  Br.  Edwin  L.  Senseman  who 
from  Salem  on  each  third  Sunday  will  give  the  sermon  and  help 
with  the  Sunday  School.  The  real  pastor,  Br.  Huebener,  will 
spend  the  first  Sunday  of  each  month  in  Hope  for  holding  the 
meetings  of  the  Sunday  School  etc. 

6.  The  L.A.C.  urged  strongly  to  work  against  the  target 
shooting  of  the  so-called  shooting  matches  which  again  threaten 
to  break  out  in  some  congregations,  in  accordance  with  the  earl- 
ier decisions  and  the  brotherly  agreement. 

7.  The  married  Br.  and  Sr.  John  Lobach  formerly  belonging 
to  the  congregation  at  Hope  have  again  returned  from  Indiana 
with  their  four  children  and  with  the  permission  of  the  P.H.C. 
have  moved  for  a  short  time  into  the  empty  pastor's  house  in 
Hope. 

8.  The  single  Brother  Edward  Foltz  of  Friedberg  has  entered 
service  with  Br.  Wm.  Winkler,  the  Single  Brother  Hubert  Ebert 
(former  normal  pupil)  with  Br.  Schober  in  the  post  office  and 
the  Single  Sister  Sarah  Spach  (J.  George's)  likewise  with  Br. 
Schober. 

Dec.  2. 

It  was  announced  that  according  to  direction  of  the  U.A.C. 
in  the  place  of  the  late  Br.  Schaaf  our  Br.  J.  Christian  Jacob- 
son  has  become  a  member  of  the  Wachovia  P.H.C.  Hereupon 
a  hymn  was  sung  in  heartfelt  spiritual  fellowship  for  our  Br. 
Jacobson  who  was  present. 

2.  It  was  reported  by  the  chairman  that  the  married  Br.  and 
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Sr.  Adam  Fishel  of  Freidberg  had  moved  into  their  new  little 
house  in  Salem. 

3.  Br.  Schmidt  announced  that  the  Older  Boy  William  Short 
of  Bethabara  had  been  apprenticed  to  Br.  Emanuel  Reich. 

4.  Br.  and  Sr.  John  Lobach  formerly  belonging  at  Hope  are 
now  after  their  return  from  Indiana  at  their  express  request 
to  be  regarded  again  as  members  of  the  Hope  congregation. 

5.  The  widowed  sister  Polly  Hauser  with  the  permission  of 
the  P.H.C.  has  moved  into  the  Hope  Gemein  house  to  live,  to  be 
sure  with  the  condition  that  on  Sundays  she  will  help  as  much 
as  she  can  the  pastor  and  his  assistant  as  well  as  making  the 
fire  in  the  church  in  the  winter  and  taking  care  of  the  pastor's 
study. 

6.  The  service  of  the  negro  congregation  in  Salem  will  in 
future  be  taken  care  of  by  Br.  G.  Byhan  in  the  place  of  Br. 
Thomas  Pfohl. 

Diary  of  the  Congregation  in  Bethabara,  1841. 

[Extracts  translated.] 

Feb.  20.  Was  the  baptism  of  a  child  of  our  neighbors  Daniel 
Stolz  and  Queeny  with  the  name  of  John  Edward.  He  was  born 
on  January  9  of  this  year. 

Feb.  28.  The  baptism  of  a  little  son  of  our  neighbors  Henry 
and  Anna  Elisabeth  Miller,  m.n.  Rank,  born  on  December  15, 
1840.  His  name  is  Samuel  Edwin. 

Mar.  21.  The  baptism  of  the  little  daughter  of  our  neighbor 
Thomas  Reich  born  on  January  26,  with  the  name  Maria  Pris- 
cilla. 

May  1U.  Day  of  atonement  and  prayer. 

May  16.  Baptism  of  the  little  son  born  on  March  25  to  our 
neighbors  John  and  Eliza  Steiers  with  the  name  John  Jesse. 

June  27.  In  memory  of  the  publishing  of  the  Augsburg  Con- 
fession June  25,  1530,  311  years  ago,  a  mention  of  this  was 
made. 

July  18.  A  little  son  of  our  Br.  and  Sr.  Joseph  and  Catharina 
Butner  who  was  born  on  June  27  was  baptized  with  the  name 
of  John  Joseph. 
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July  19.  Br.  and  Sr.  Schmidt,  the  grandparents,  had  the  joy 
of  welcoming  their  grandson  David  Zeisberger  from  the  Semi- 
nary in  Bethlehem.  He  has  received  and  accepted  a  call  to  our 
mission  among  the  Cherokee  Indians  after  an  absence  of  almost 
6  years. 

Aug.  13.  There  was  read  in  2  sections  the  memoir  of  our  late 
deceased  brother  Schaaf  who  died  in  Salem. 

Oct.  1.  The  funeral  of  the  late  Br.  Johann  Edwin  Krause 
who  died  on  the  29th  of  the  previous  month. 

Oct.  11.  Was  the  funeral  of  Sister  Louisa  Capp,  m.n.  Doll,  a 
former  member  of  the  congregation  here,  who  died  in  Pfaff- 
town  on  the  9th.  Her  age  was  85  years  and  9  months. 

Oct.  17.  The  little  son  born  on  August  27  to  Br.  and  Sr.  John 
and  Catharina  Shor  was  baptized  with  the  name  Joseph  Alex- 
ander. The  roof  of  the  Gemein  house  and  church  was  finished. 

Oct.  24.  Baptism  of  the  little  daughter  born  on  September  17 
to  our  neighbors  Samuel  and  Martha  Butner  with  the  name 
Harriett  Elisabeth. 

Nov.  21.  Br.  Van  Vleck  confirmed  the  older  girl  Charlotte 
E.  G.  Schmidt  for  her  partaking  of  her  first  communion. 

Dec.  5.  Was  the  baptism  of  the  little  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr. 
Samuel  and  Lucinda  Hein  born  on  November  19  with  the  name 
Louisa  Regina. 

Dec.  20.  The  funeral  of  Casper  Stolz  who  died  on  the  18th  at 
the  age  of  66  years,  3  months  less  10  days. 

Memorabilia  of  the  Congregation  in  Bethabara,  1841. 
[Extracts  translated.'] 

With  deep  sorrow  and  grief  must  we  observe  that  there  are 
so  many  among  us  that  do  not  seem  to  know  rightly  what  they 
really  want  among  us  and  seem  to  bother  themselves  little  about 
that  which  serves  for  their  true  happiness  and  rich  peace. 

Our  dear  Lord  allowed  to  be  blessed  the  public  announcement 
of  the  gospel,  the  Gemein  meetings,  and  the  choir  and  memorial 
festivals  of  the  Brethren,  and  this  we  even  today  gratefully  ac- 
knowledge. But  we  want  to  request  of  Him  right  urgently  that 
He  give  to  us  definitely  more  enjoyment  and  happiness  in  His 
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beautiful  divine  services  and  with  His  grace  guard  us  before  all 
indifference  toward  the  same  so  that  the  meetings  of  the  con- 
gregation intended  for  the  furthering  of  the  edification  and 
growth  in  His  grace  and  knowledge  may  become  an  inescapable 
necessity. 

The  produce  of  the  meadows  was  very  abundant. 

Minutes  of  the  Committee  in  Bethabara,  1841. 
[Extracts  translated^ 

J  an.  17. 

In  our  Committee  meeting  today  we  had  a  thorough  discus- 
sion about  the  various  repairs  especially  of  the  roof  on  the 
church  and  Gemein  house  which  is  in  such  bad  condition  that 
the  rain  comes  in  everywhere  and  care  must  be  taken  that  the 
whole  building  is  not  ruined,  which  will  happen  if  something 
is  not  done  about  the  matter.  It  was  found  that  with  the  mend- 
ing of  the  roof  nothing  would  be  done  for  the  present  because 
it  is  completely  rotted.  It  will  therefore  be  necessary  to  put  on 
a  new  roof  as  soon  as  that  can  be  done. 

But  since  the  congregation  here  is  only  small  in  numbers  and 
most  of  the  brethren  poor  and  in  addition  in  the  past  summer 
have  been  hard  hit  with  sickness  because  of  which  they  have 
had  setbacks  in  their  labor  and  furthermore  some  of  them  had 
heavy  doctor's  bills,  as  a  result  the  congregational  treasury  here 
is  poor  in  cash,  there  was  much  and  pertinent  discussion  as  to 
what  we  should  do  in  our  lamentable  situation.  It  was  remarked 
that  in  1816  a  new  roof  was  put  on  the  church  and  the  Unity 
Sustentation  of  the  congregation  here  procured  25,000  shingles 
for  this  purpose  and  in  addition  to  that  the  rest  was  partly 
taken  from  the  treasury  and  partly  taken  care  of  by  work  done 
by  members  of  the  congregation.  The  decision  was  then  reached 
to  make  a  request  through  the  pastor  of  the  brethren  of  the 
P.H.C.  to  see  whether  they  would  not  also  this  time  come  to  our 
help  with  the  above-mentioned  number  of  shingles,  or  give  us  a 
sum  of  money,  perhaps  through  a  collection  gathering  this  im- 
portant sum.  As  to  the  rest  of  the  repairs  on  the  pig  sty  and 
fences,  the  pastor  was  commissioned  to  have  them  done  by  Br. 
John  Hein. 

Joshua  Butner  put  the  question  to  the  committee  as  to  wheth- 
er if  the  committee  would  permit  it,  the  administration  would 
let  him  have  thirty  feet  from  a  field  that  belongs  to  the  Gemein 
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house  and  is  adjacent  to  his  garden  so  that  he  can  put  his  black- 
smith shop  on  it.  They  had  no  objection  if  he  did  not  put  his 
shop  on  the  street  but  up  at  the  end  of  his  garden  and  fenced 
it  in  so  that  the  cattle  cannot  do  any  harm  to  land  belonging 
to  the  Gemein  house. 

Feb.  21. 

It  was  announced  to  the  committee  that  Br.  Theodor  Schulz 
in  accordance  with  the  wish  of  the  Committee  had  put  in  a  re- 
quest for  the  congregation  in  Bethabara  for  25,000  shingles 
for  the  roof  of  the  Gemein  house  and  church,  these  to  be  paid 
for  by  the  Sustentation.  At  once  the  P.H.C.  in  Salem  gave  the 
assurance  that  it  will  investigate  and  further  the  true  best  in- 
terest of  the  congregation. 

2.  The  application  of  Joshua  Buttner  for  30  feet  from  the 
Gemein  house  across  the  street  and  the  lot  adjacent  on  which 
to  put  his  smith's  shop,  could  not  be  granted  by  the  Adminis- 
trator, at  least  for  the  present. 

3.  With  the  best  shingles  of  the  old  roof  they  will  try  to  cover 
the  roof  of  the  woodshed. 

March  7. 

1.  Since  the  schoolteacher,  Alb.  Flower,  has  put  up  in  Casper 
Stolze's  store  an  advertisement  in  which  he  announces  that  he 
intends  to  hold  lectures  on  the  20th  of  this  month  either  in  the 
church  here  or  in  the  old  schoolhouse,  it  was  decided  to  refuse 
this  to  him  and  to  advise  him  to  arrange  for  some  other  place 
where  he  does  not  infringe  on  our  rights.  He  has  already  been 
consulted  and  is  said  to  have  declared  he  will  give  up  the  matter 
entirely  for  the  time  being. 

2.  The  congregation  accounts  were  gone  over  and  since  it 
was  found  that  several  brethren  are  still  back  in  payments  of 
the  same  and  the  treasury  is  exhausted,  it  was  decided  to  call  a 
meeting  of  all  the  brethren  on  Sunday  the  21st  to  speak  con- 
fidentially through  a  few  brothers  of  the  committee  about  the 
condition  of  our  treasury. 

3.  Jt  was  decided  that  for  the  brethren  who  live  5  or  6  miles 
away  and  farther,  when  it  comes  their  turn  to  bake  for  love- 
feast,  it  will  be  required  to  do  it  only  every  other  time. 

4.  Since  the  time  of  the  schoolteacher  is  almost  up  and  the 
brethren  of  the  P.H.C.  have  wanted  the  congregation  here  to 
have  a  brother  as  teacher  and  have  proposed  Br.  Thomas  Spach 
for  that,  it  was  decided  to  talk  about  it  in  the  meeting  called  for 
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the  21st  and  to  have  a  detailed  discussion  with  the  parents  about 
the  instruction  in  the  school  and  hear  their  opinions. 

Householders*  meeting  May  21. 

1.  It  was  recommended  to  the  brethren  to  pay  their  contribu- 
tions to  the  congregation  treasury  promptly  as  there  are  already 
about  $100  outstanding. 

2.  The  proposal  of  the  committee  that  those  brethren  who 
live  at  a  distance  shall  bake  lovefeast  cakes  only  every  other 
time  was  not  agreed  to,  because  each  time  their  part  of  the 
cakes  has  been  sent  to  them. 

3.  Since  Br.  Thomas  Spach  is  willing  to  hold  the  school  this 
summer,  the  parents  were  requested  to  send  their  children  to 
him  and  to  support  him  in  all  respects.  They  were  unanimous 
about  having  him  as  teacher,  if  he  can  start  a  school,  that  is, 
besides  the  congregation  children,  he  can  get  some  from  the 
neighborhood  so  that  he  has  18  to  20  children.  A  school  is  not 
to  be  held  any  more  in  the  Gemein  house  because  it  leads  to  dis- 
orders and  is  a  nuisance  for  the  pastor. 

Householders*  meeting  Sept  26. 

An  agreement  was  made  about  the  covering  of  the  roof  of 
the  church  and  parsonage,  since  Br.  Butner  has  the  assigned 
number  of  shingles  in  readiness  now.  Br.  Hein  will  take  care 
of  providing  the  scaffolding  and  also  see  that  the  supports  are 
sawed.  Br.  Butner  is  caring  for  the  nails.  All  householders  have 
promised  to  help  with  the  roofing  so  that,  God  willing,  the  work 
will  be  begun  a  week  from  Monday,  and  on  next  Saturday  the 
scaffolding  is  to  be  constructed. 

Committee,  Dec.  19. 

On  the  occasion  when  the  relatives  of  Caspar  Stoltz  who  died 
yesterday  here  in  this  place  applied  to  bury  his  body  in  our 
graveyard,  it  was  decided  that  in  the  future  anyone  who  does 
not  belong  to  the  congregation  and  desires  to  suit  himself  to 
our  rules  and  be  buried  in  our  graveyard  has  to  pay  5  dollars 
for  which  the  relatives  will  have  to  look  out.  With  such  as  were 
once  members  or  have  near  relatives  in  the  congregation  a  dif- 
ference will  be  made,  as  it  has  been  agreed  in  each  such  case 
by  the  committee. 
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Diary  of  the  Congregation  in  Bethania,  1841* 

[Extracts  translated."] 

Jan.  4*  It  began  to  rain  today  and  rained  incessantly  for  two 
weeks.  Accordingly  the  streams  rose  very  high. 

Jan.  5.  The  widowed  brother  Joseph  Hauser  who  had  been 
ailing  for  a  long  time  died  unexpectedly  suddenly  at  the  age 
of  77  years,  8  months  and  17  days. 

Jan.  6.  Since  the  roads  were  so  bad  the  body  had  to  be  car- 
ried to  the  graveyard. 

Jan.  14.  In  the  home  of  Br.  Chr.  Loesch  was  held  the  mar- 
riage of  Br.  William  Eum.  Lehman  to  the  Single  Sister  Ann 
Catherine  Miller. 

Jan.  17.  Since  I  heard  in  the  morning  that  the  girl  Laura 
Emeline  Conrad  had  suddenly  become  sick  and  that  they  ex- 
pected her  end  I  hurried  there  and  she  was  already  unconscious. 
I  prayed  beside  her  bed  and  commended  her  soul  to  the  faithful 
arms  of  Jesus.  Soon  afterwards  she  went  gently  and  blessedly 
to  sleep  at  the  age  of  14  years,  3  months  and  25  days. 

Feb.  7.  Visit  of  Francis  Miller  of  Nazareth  and  Edwin  Bertet. 

Feb.  14.  Committee  and  then  meeting  of  the  board  of  our 
Sunday  School  to  consider  means  of  bringing  new  life  into  our 
Sunday  School. 

Feb.  19.  Rode  to  the  Little  Yadkin  about  11  miles  north  of 
Bethania  to  bury  the  little  four-month-old  daughter  of  Mr. 
Edwards,  Harriet  Elisabeth.  About  150  there. 

Feb.  28.  Read  a  report  of  the  mission  in  South  Africa. 

March  6.  Unfavorable  weather.  Snow,  sleet,  rain  and  very 
cold. 

March  21.  Delayed  celebration  of  the  Congregation  Festival. 
Since  the  weather  was  very  good  a  fine  congregation  was 
present.  Some  stayed  away  on  account  of  the  fear  of  the  whoop- 
ing cough  which  is  increasing  in  the  neighborhood. 

April  3.  Baptism  of  Solomon  and  Mary  Conrad's  little  son 
with  the  name  of  Reuben  Augustus. 

April  4.  Palm  Sunday.  Very  bad  weather,  rain,  cold  wind, 
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etc.  Confirmation  of  the  three  Single  Sisters  Susan  Krause, 
Ernestine  Werner  and  Jeannette  Holder.  Our  little  child  very 
sick. 

April  7.  The  fever  of  our  little  girl  was  broken  through  God's 
help. 

April  8.  Maundy  Thursday.  We  met  at  1  for  the  reading. 
Afterward  there  was  communion  and  reading  in  the  evening. 
On  account  of  court  business  most  of  the  men  had  to  be  absent 
and  very  few  of  them  attended  the  meetings  also  on  Friday 
either. 

April  11.  Easter.  At  5:15  we  met  in  the  Saal  and  then  went 
to  the  graveyard  to  pray  the  Easter  litany.  Since  it  was  very 
cold  there  were  only  a  few  there. 

April  13.  In  Jos.  Stockburger's  home  the  baptism  of  little 
Emily  Elisabeth  Halcolm. 

April  19.  We  visited  with  Mother  Lehman  at  Jno.  Schor's 
on  his  plantation  where  he  has  lived  for  50  years. 

April  25.  Baptism  of  the  little  son  of  George  and  Henrietta 
Wilson  with  the  name  of  Reuben  Everett. 

May  9.  Today  we  celebrated  the  choir  festival  of  the  Single 
Sisters  and  Older  Girls  in  which  the  following  girls  were  re- 
ceived: Hedwig  Oehman,  Julina  Schor,  Lisetta  PfafF,  Delilah 
Holder,  Louisa  Schulz  and  Lucinda  Sailor. 

May  H.  Day  of  atonement  and  prayer  on  account  of  the  death 
of  President  Wm.  H.  Harrison.  A  right  good  sized  congrega- 
tion was  present. 

May  17.  They  came  and  got  me  early  in  the  morning  to  hold 
the  funeral  of  the  boy  Hiram  Israel  Schor  who  had  been  struck 
and  killed  the  previous  day  by  the  falling  of  a  tree  in  Surry 
County,  on  the  plantation  of  John  Schor  Jun.  I  took  this  op- 
portunity to  make  the  listeners  aware  of  the  unchristian  way 
in  which  Sunday  is  spent  in  our  section  and  admonished  them 
urgently  to  regard  this  sad  experience  as  a  sign  from  the  hand 
of  God,  whose  long  suffering  for  us  has  been  extremely  tested 
in  view  of  their  careless  rearing  of  their  children  and  that  it  is 
their  highest  duty  to  begin  a  Sunday  School  in  their  neighbor- 
hood even  if  it  is  a  meager  one  to  give  their  children  some 
religious  instruction  and  to  teach  them  to  keep  Sunday  holy. 
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I  visited  also  on  this  occasion  with  Hy.  Shor  who  has  a  very- 
fine  dwelling. 

May  24.  I  rode  to  Salem  to  get  a  letter  from  my  father. 

June  27.  Since  the  new  bell  had  been  hung  in  the  past  few 
days  it  was  rung  for  services  for  the  first  time  today. 

July  2.  Mother  Eva  Transou,  who  had  been  visited  almost 
daily  by  us,  died. 

July  Father  Johannes  Transou  was  attacked  by  a  brain 
ailment  and  on  the  7th  he  gently  went  to  sleep  at  the  age  of 
74  years,  9  months  and  one  day. 

July  9.  A  visit  from  Br.  G.  Bischoff  who  recently  received  a 
call  to  service  among  the  Cherokees. 

July  13.  Today  with  Mr.  Lemly,  R.  Schweinitz  (here  on  a 
visit  from  Pennsylvania)  and  L.  Demuth  made  a  trip  to  Pilot 
Mountain.  The  day  was  indescribably  hot. 

July  25.  Since  Br.  Schaaf  was  buried  today  we  left  here 
early,  attended  the  funeral  and  lovefeast,  and  returned  on  the 
next  day. 

Aug.  5.  To  Salem  to  the  L.A.C.  to  the  receiving  of  Br.  D. 
Smith  as  an  acoluth.  While  we  were  traveling  the  last  3  miles 
it  rained  very  hard. 

Aug.  15.  The  delayed  celebration  of  August  13.  Unfortunately 
there  were  missing  no  small  numbers  of  the  outside  Brr.  The 
unhappy  political  quarrels  of  former  years  still  continue  to 
bring  painful  consequences. 

Aug.  17.  I  went  around  in  the  village  to  see  whether  there 
could  not  be  enlisted  some  guests  for  the  jubilee  celebration 
of  the  festival  of  the  Single  Brothers.  But  a  violent  opposition 
was  shown  here  and  there. 

Aug.  23.  I  visited  the  still  living  Widow  Anny  Stolz  who 
died  soon  afterward. 

Aug.  26.  In  the  home  of  George  Krause  was  the  marriage  of 
the  Single  Brother  Emanuel  Beck  of  Davidson  County  to  the 
Single  Sister  Elisa  Krause. 

Sept.  7.  I  visited  at  the  home  of  Hy.  Shulz.  They  all  have 
the  fever. 
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Sept.  12.  Baptism  of  Emma  Augusta,  the  little  daughter  of 
Eug.  and  Amanda  Lehman. 

Sept.  25.  Monthly  preaching  in  Pfafftown.  Baptism  of  the 
little  Edwin  Alexander  Coller. 

Sept.  28.  Today  Herman  Butner,  Mart.  Holder  and  Lev.  Grabs 
went  to  West  Tennessee  and  will  stay  there  until  New  Year. 

Sept.  30.  I  visited  Widow  Elisabeth  Conrad  and  found  her 
better.  I  hope  with  this  to  conclude  my  most  necessary  visita- 
tion of  the  sick. 

Oct.  11.  The  funeral  of  the  married  Brother  Johannes  Stolz 
who  died  day  before  yesterday  at  the  age  of  54  years,  1  month 
and  17  days. 

Oct.  17.  Visit  with  Br.  Edw.  Sensemann  who  had  preached 
in  Antioch. 

Oct.  2b.  Since  Br.  Alb.  Butner  was  visiting  us,  I  let  the  Sun- 
day School  go,  which  anyway,  alas,  is  going  its  old  way,  as  the 
zeal  has  cooled  off  again  already. 

Oct.  25.  To  my  surprise  I  heard  through  Br.  Sol.  Pfaff  that 
his  father-in-law,  Br.  Joh.  Conrad  had  died  this  morning.  I 
started  out  for  there  right  away  (very  cold  day)  and  of  course 
found  the  widow  very  grieved,  but  resigned  to  the  will  of  God. 

Oct.  27.  Visited  at  the  home  of  Joh.  Grabs  with  Sister  Lau- 
retta Butner.  There  was  no  one  at  the  schoolhouse  for  preaching 
except  Br.  and  Sr.  Jno.  Grabs  and  Jac.  Butner  for  the  former 
of  whom  on  the  occasion  of  a  Methodist  Camp  Meeting  in  the 
neighborhood  there  had  been  found  The  One  Thing  that  is  a 
Necessity.  God  grant  that  they  may  hold  firm. 

Oct.  30.  The  monthly  preaching  in  Pfafftown.  Baptism  of 
the  little  boy,  son  of  Wm.  Waldraven  and  Mary,  m.n.  Holder, 
with  the  name  of  Junius  Justus. 

Nov.  1U.  The  delayed  celebration  of  November  13.  The  meet- 
ings were  chiefly  attended  in  large  numbers  by  the  sisters  and 
one  could  draw  new  encouragement. 

Nov.  21.  Baptism  of  the  little  girl  Margaret  Elisabeth  little 
daughter  of  William  and  Cath.  Lehman. 

Nov.  28.  The  weather  was  very  cold.  Usual  snow  flurries. 
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Dec.  U.  Cold  rough  day.  Since  I  had  toothache  because  of 
getting  wet,  I  stayed  at  home.  It  was  general  slaughter  week. 
Sausages  came  in  in  great  numbers. 

Dec.  19.  Was  occupied  these  days  with  the  making  of  a  new 
inscription  and  decorating  the  church. 

Dec.  21*.  Christmas  Eve.  In  spite  of  the  bad  weather  there 
were  gathered  about  120  children  with  their  parents  in  the  spirit 
at  the  manger  of  Jesus.  At  7  o'clock  the  grownups  had  a  short 
sermon. 

Dec.  28.  We  visited  at  Lewis  Leinbach's  to  baptize  their  little 
daughter  with  the  name  of  Louise  Dorothea.  Today  was  the 
marriage  of  the  Single  Brother  Schemel  to  the  Single  Sister 
Elizabeth  Hauser.  Squire  Doub  was  pastor. 

Committee  of  the  Congregation  in  Bethania,  18^1. 
[Extracts  translated."] 

Jan.  10. 

1.  The  pastor  brought  up  a  matter  which  he  had  long  wished 
to  discuss  but  he  had  been  prevented  by  circumstances  from 
bringing  it  before  the  brethren,  namely  of  announcing  the  with- 
drawal of  Br.  Wm.  Conrad  with  his  family,  also  of  Maria 
Waldraven  and  her  children  for  this  time,  and  also  the  girls 
Juliane  and  Felicia  Grabs  who  had  married  nonmembers.  By 
this  the  loss  in  membership  to  the  congregation  was  made 
definitely  8  persons. 

2.  The  widowed  Sister  Elisabeth  Hauser  applied  for  permis- 
sion to  come  into  the  congregation  and  the  brethren  had  no 
objection. 

3.  It  was  reported  that  it  was  necessary  to  make  some  re- 
pairs on  the  church  roof  in  the  tower,  since  the  rain  was  coming 
through,  and  likewise  on  the  roof  of  the  church.  They  thought 
this  could  best  be  prevented  by  an  oilcloth. 

5.  The  pastor  brought  up  the  proposal  as  to  whether  they 
should  not,  as  is  the  custom  in  other  congregations,  meet  in  the 
future  on  definite  days,  say  once  every  four  weeks.  This  was 
approved  and  it  was  agreed  to  meet  regularly  on  the  last  Sunday 
in  each  month. 

Jan.  31. 

Br.  Christian  Grabs  who  had  been  appointed  to  speak  with 
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Br.  Oehman  about  the  building  of  a  new  fence  around  the  lower 
Gemein  house  garden,  reported  the  following:  The  afore-men- 
tioned brother  had  declared  his  willingness  to  do  it  but  found 
himself  unable  to  do  it.  He  therefore  begged  the  committee  to 
release  him  from  the  task.  At  first  they  did  not  think  he  was 
justified  in  breaking  his  agreement.  But  when  they  weighed 
his  circumstances,  it  was  proposed  to  pay  for  the  making  of  the 
end  fences  from  the  congregation  treasury  so  that  Br.  Oehmann 
had  accordingly  only  to  make  the  long  fence.  But  if  he  was  not 
willing  to  do  that,  the  12  feet  must  be  yielded  to  the  pastor. 
This  was  accepted  after  some  consideration.  Since  no  one  was 
willing  among  the  brethren  to  speak  with  Br.  Oehmann  again, 
it  was  proposed  to  invite  this  brother  to  be  present  at  the  next 
session.  This  proposal  was  approved. 

Feb.  2. 

Br.  Oehmann  present. 

Br.  Oehmann  was  informed  of  the  previous  decision  but  this 
brother  begged  the  committee  urgently  to  consider  his  present 
situation  and  not  to  expect  from  him  the  improvement  of  the 
fence,  since  he  was  absolutely  in  no  condition  to  do  it,  and  per- 
sisted, in  spite  of  all  urging  that  he  try  it,  in  his  declaration, 
and  added  that  the  compulsory  giving  up  of  the  land  would 
make  it  necessary  for  him  to  withdraw  from  the  congregation. 
The  brethren  of  the  committee  wish  to  have  the  matter  brought 
before  the  householders.  But  since  Br.  Oehmann  would  not  agree 
to  act  according  to  a  decision  of  the  householders  in  case  it  was 
not  in  his  favor,  they  could  not  give  in  to  his  wish.  The  brethren 
persisted  in  their  opinion  that  they  could  not  make  any  conces- 
sions about  the  agreement. 

Feb.  7. 

The  purpose  of  this  meeting  was  to  establish  rules  for  the 
making  of  the  fence  around  the  lower  garden.  They  had  two 
proposals  to  make  to  Br.  M.  Sailor  who  was  to  build  it  in  order 
to  pay  off  that  way  a  part  of  his  debt  to  the  congregation  treas- 
ury: either  to  offer  him  62%  cents  for  each  section,  or  in  case 
he  was  not  satisfied  with  that,  to  make  him  the  following  offer : 

50  cents  for  each  hundred  clapboards  5  feet  long 

12%  cents  for  one  post  and  2  bars. 
He  accepted  the  latter.  The  Brr.  H.  Butner  and  Chr.  Grabs 
were  willing  to  take  over  the  supervision  of  the  making. 
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March  7. 

2.  The  request  of  the  widowed  Br.  Petrus  Hauser  for  release 
from  his  congregation  contribution  was  brought  up.  They  did 
not  think  it  suitable  to  release  him  from  all  contributions,  but 
on  account  of  his  circumstances,  they  thought  they  could  let 
him  off  the  weekly  contribution  as  well  as  the  lovefeast  dona- 
tion. But  they  held  it  as  essential  for  him  to  be  charged  his 
contribution  to  the  congregation  treasury  as  well  as  expecting 
from  him  the  lovefeast  baking. 

Sept.  15. 

1.  Since  some  among  our  young  brethren  had  shown  them- 
selves active  on  their  own  initiative  in  making  a  collection  for 
the  purchase  of  a  new  bell  and  had  been  fortunate  in  that,  they 
thought  it  was  necessary,  since  the  same  was  to  be  hung  in  the 
church  tower  to  investigate  this  and  to  make  the  necessary  re- 
pairs in  it.  Br.  Eugene  Lehman  who  had  been  given  the  job  of 
seeing  to  the  tower  reported  he  had  done  this  and  it  was  his 
opinion  the  tower  itself  needed  only  a  little  repair  but  the 
floor  must  be  mended  in  some  manner  or  other.  The  following 
proposal  was  now  made:  To  lay  it  with  thin  copper  lead,  and 
since  they  thought  the  outlay  could  be  afforded,  it  was  unani- 
mously agreed  to  do  it.  Since  Br.  Chr.  Pfaff  was  intending  to 
go  to  Petersburg  in  a  few  days,  Br.  Peter  Pfaff  was  commis- 
sioned to  speak  with  the  just-mentioned  brother.  The  latter 
promised  also,  if  necessary,  to  advance  the  required  amount  of 
money  for  both  the  copper  lead  and  a  new  bell  rope. 

2.  The  Brr.  Eugene  Lehman  and  Daniel  Butner  were  willing 
to  take  over  the  repairing  of  the  church  roof.  These  brethren 
were  also  asked  to  see  about  the  roof,  to  order  the  necessary 
number  of  shingles  and  to  accomplish  the  whole  thing  as  quickly 
as  possible. 

Memorabilia  of  Bethania,  1841. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Since  the  cold  weather  persisted  so  unusually  long  in  the 
spring  that  the  farmers  were  held  back  in  the  sowing  of  their 
summer  fruits  and  later  there  was  a  dry  spell  they  thought  the 
corn  harvest  would  be  a  failure.  They  had  to  confess  later  not 
to  their  shame  that  time  produced  for  the  harvest  far  more  than 
was  requisite.  Thus  the  hay  as  well  as  the  garden  vegetables 
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and  fruit  in  general  afforded  a  productive  harvest.  To  be  sure 
the  wheat  and  oat  harvest  as  a  result  of  the  drought  and  other 
circumstances  has  not  turned  out  in  our  immediate  neighbor- 
hood according  to  our  wish  but  there  is  no  want  anywhere  and 
there  is  sufficient  for  the  support  of  life. 

Thus  has  our  all-kind  God  held  in  check  the  elements  during 
the  year.  Only  a  few  storms  can  we  recall  in  the  course  of  the 
year.  From  the  hail  which  here  and  there  in  the  summer  in  our 
neighborhood  caused  no  unimportant  harm,  He  has  in  His 
Grace  spared  us.  Also  His  protecting  hand  has  insured  us  against 
fire  and  we  have  remained  safe  from  other  disasters. 

To  be  sure  the  past  summer  has  been  distinguished  from  many 
former  ones  by  the  extent  of  fevers  of  a  dangerous  species, 
by  which  a  good  many  of  our  number  and  in  the  community 
were  laid  low  and  even  were  critically  sick  in  many  cases.  But 
the  Lord  has  allowed  His  Grace  and  mercy  to  rule  here  and  the 
pestilence  has  been  limited.  With  humility  and  gratitude  we 
make  acknowledgment  to  our  God  that  while  He  spread  the  fever 
around  in  the  neighborhood  still  our  little  village  has  been  en- 
tirely free  of  it.  During  the  spring  the  whooping  cough  in- 
creased in  our  section  and  some  of  our  little  folks  suffered  from 
it,  but  none  was  carried  away  by  it.  The  mumps  now  for  some 
time  has  appeared  in  the  neighborhood  recently.  May  the  Lord 
be  willing  to  ward  off  all  bad  consequences  in  His  mercy. 

Diary  of  the  Congregation  at  Friedberg,  1841. 

[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  24.  I  had  a  long  conversation  with  a  Jew  who  had  come 
to  us  yesterday  and  stayed  all  day  today  with  us  and  attended 
all  our  meetings,  in  which  an  attempt  was  made  to  show  Jesus 
to  him  as  his  Redeemer,  who  had  also  suffered  for  Israel.  He 
acknowledged  the  New  Testament  as  a  very  good  moral  teach- 
ing and  Jesus  as  a  very  excellent  teacher  but  he  rejected  His 
divinity  completely.  Thereupon  he  was  advised  to  read  the 
New  Testament,  which  up  to  now  he  strove  to  comprehend  only 
with  his  reason,  with  prayer  and  supplication  for  the  enlighten- 
ing of  his  understanding  and  to  seek  nourishment  for  his  poor 
sinful  heart  in  it. 

May  14.  A  day  of  prayer  and  atonement  was  recommended  by 
the  President  of  the  United  States.  In  the  sermon  it  was  urgently 
advised  to  seek  the  Lord  with  the  whole  heart,  especially  since 
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for  many  months  there  has  been  too  much  involvement  in 
political  strife  which  too  often  destroyed  love  and  drew  the 
heart  from  one's  Lord  and  God,  of  which  the  Lord  has  shown 
us  a  sign  in  the  sudden  calling  away  of  our  recently  elected 
President  and  has  shown  us  too  that  not  man  but  He  Himself 
establishes  authority. 

May  18.  We  went  at  the  call  of  a  messenger  who  had  been 
here  before  to  the  sick  Tabitha  Fischer  whom  we  found  very 
sick  and  weak  but  not  to  be  in  critical  condition.  A  prayer  was 
held  at  her  bedside.  About  11  o'clock  I  returned  home  and  my 
wife  stayed  with  the  sick  woman. 

June  6.  The  baptism  of  the  Older  Girl  Salome  Margaretha 
Miller.  Although  there  was  a  funeral  in  the  neighborhood  and 
also  Methodist  meetings,  still  there  came  a  good  number  of  peo- 
ple among  whom  many  tears  of  emotion  were  shed. 

June  8.  Since  the  widowed  Mother  Schaaf  lives  not  far  away 
we  took  advantage  of  an  opportunity  to  visit  her  too.  We  were 
received  in  a  very  friendly  manner  by  her  and  found  in  her  a 
person  who  has  learned  to  place  her  hope  in  the  Saviour,  to 
which  her  hard  experiences  have  had  to  serve.  Namely  she  has 
been  married  twice,  both  times  to  worldly  men  and  both  mar- 
riages were  blessed  with  five  children  of  whom  two  from  each 
marriage  have  preceded  her  into  eternity.  The  deaths  of  both 
of  her  husbands  were  very  sad.  The  first  was  shot  when  he  went 
with  a  party  on  a  deer  hunt  and  he  died  a  few  days  after  he 
had  been  wounded  and  as  she  believes  the  Lord  used  this  time 
to  save  his  soul.  Her  second  husband  was  much  given  to  drink 
and  this  passion  for  drink  stayed  with  him  to  the  end.  His  last 
moment  he  was  destroyed  by  his  desire  for  brandy  and  de- 
manded it  insistently  from  his  family  and  cursed  them  for  not 
giving  him  any.  His  last  utterance  was  a  wish  for  brandy.  The 
good  old  mother  reproached  herself  greatly  that  she  had  mar- 
ried these  two  men  and  believes  that  God  on  this  account  tore 
them  from  her  side  in  such  a  horrible  manner.  We  said  to  her 
that  she  ought  no  longer  to  have  such  anxious  thoughts  about 
them  since  she  has  sought  and  found  rest  and  forgiveness  for 
her  sins  from  Jesus. 

June  13.  Only  a  few  came  and  they  were  mostly  English 
therefore  the  preaching  in  the  afternoon  at  Hopewell  and  here 
in  the  morning  was  in  this  language. 
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June  16.  My  wife  visited  some  sick  people  in  the  neighborhood 
and  I  rode  out  to  visit  some  living  at  a  distance. 

July  7.  The  funeral  of  the  empty  shell  of  the  late  Married 
Sister  Tabitha  Fischer,  m.n.  Baxter,  whose  soul  had  gently 
gone  to  the  arms  and  bosom  of  Jesus  on  the  6th.  Her  age  was 
46  years,  8  months  and  21  days. 

Aug.  8.  In  both  places,  Friedberg  and  in  Hopewell,  there 
were  only  a  few  listeners  because  most  people  had  gone  to  a 
Baptist  meeting. 

Aug.  28.  There  was  a  final  meeting  for  the  Single  Brothers 
and  Older  Boys  but  since  it  had  rained  often  through  the  week 
most  of  them  had  to  be  busied  with  haymaking. 

Sept.  5.  In  the  monthly  prayer  meeting  letters  from  Mada- 
gascar and  Jerusalem  were  read. 

Sept.  18.  The  funeral  of  Paulus  Schneider  who  died  yesterday 
at  the  age  of  49  years,  9  months  and  13  days. 

Sept.  19.  In  Friedberg  and  Cool  Spring  there  were  not  many 
listeners  because  a  Methodist  Camp  Meeting  was  being  held 
about  5  miles  from  here.  Also  many  were  kept  away  by  fever 
which  has  been  increasing  for  some  weeks. 

Oct.  lb.  The  funeral  of  the  Single  Sister  Maria  Foltz  at  the 
age  of  55  years,  6  months  and  25  days. 

The  fever  that  in  the  months  of  August,  September  and  Oc- 
tober has  attacked  so  many  families  began  to  subside  toward 
the  end  of  this  month  and  most  of  the  patients  can  rejoice  over 
their  complete  recovery.  In  the  neighborhood  here  it  was  not 
of  such  a  dangerous  type  as  in  many  other  regions.  At  Abbotts 
Creek  and  Richfork  it  was  of  an  especially  fatal  kind,  since  in 
that  section  many  families  were  entirely  carried  off  by  it. 

Nov.  IS.  Through  a  misunderstanding  no  bread  was  baked  for 
the  lovefeast  and  therefore  in  all  haste  flour  and  fat  were 
brought  from  Br.  and  Sr.  Seitz  and  biscuits  prepared  with 
which  we  held  a  pleasant  lovefeast.  There  was  also  lacking 
bread  for  communion  so  the  few  biscuits  on  hand  had  to  be 
broken  into  three  parts. 

Nov.  20.  The  funeral  of  Br.  Jacob  Mack  who  died  on  the  18th 
of  this  month  at  the  age  of  57  years,  6  months  and  11  days. 
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Dec.  5.  Since  it  rained  so  hard  on  the  3rd,  the  South  and  Mid- 
dle Fork  had  risen  so  high  that  I  had  to  go  past  Todd's  to  get  to 
Hope. 

Dec.  26.  I  baptized  the  little  son  of  the  married  Tobias 
Boeckel.

Minutes  of  the  Friedberg  Committee,  1841. 
[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  SO. 

1.  About  Philip  Rominger  it  is  to  be  remarked  that  Br.  Hege 
has  talked  with  him  and  that  he  has  declared  that  it  would  not 
be  his  opinion  at  all  to  withdraw  from  the  congregation,  there- 
fore it  was  decided  to  wait. 

3.  The  married  Rachel  Fischel  has  given  offense  in  that  she 
often  brought  children  for  baptism  contrary  to  the  rule,  there- 
fore it  was  decided  to  remind  her  lovingly  through  the  pastor 
or  his  wife. 

April  24. 

It  was  announced  that  the  Single  Sisters  Mary  Shott  and  Mar- 
garet Miller  had  applied  for  reception  in  the  congregation,  the 
former  through  confirmation  and  the  latter  for  baptism.  The 
committee  had  no  objections. 

May  12. 

At  a  called  meeting  of  the  committee  at  which  also  the  Brr. 
Van  Vleck,  Theodor  Schulz  and  Henry  Schulz  were  present,  the 
proposal  was  made  to  clear  another  piece  of  land  and  to  farm 
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it  as  likewise  the  rest  of  the  land  alternately  by  different  groups 
so  that  the  pastor  would  get  the  entire  profit  for  his  use  and 
also  to  take  from  the  pastor  the  maintenance  of  the  fences. 
The  committee  agreed  to  this  proposal.  In  the  congregation 
council  following  the  matter  was  discussed  and  by  vote  was 
approved.  Br.  Charles  Walk  was  chosen  as  a  lovefeast  steward. 

May  22. 

2.  It  was  voted  that  Br.  Daniel  Spach  should  be  paid  for  his 
previous  work  in  farming  from  the  house  treasury  and  the  rest 
of  the  work  on  corn  would  be  taken  care  of  by  the  brethren  of 
the  committee  among  themselves. 

/ 

July  31. 

1.  It  was  mentioned  that  the  pastor  had  spoken  with  the  mar- 
ried Daniel  Fischel  and  that  he  had  stated  his  serious  desire  of 
belonging  to  the  congregation  and  that  now  for  more  than  a  year 
he  had  not  drunk  any  brandy  and  had  resolved  to  keep  himself 
from  that  through  God's  grace.  The  committee  gave  their  ap- 
proval for  his  reception  without  further  consideration. 

5.  Since  unpleasantnesses  and  quarrels  have  occurred  be- 
tween Br.  George  Spach  and  his  son  Solomon,  the  Brr.  George 
Rothrock,  J.  George  and  Daniel  Spach  were  appointed  by  the 
committee  to  go  by  next  Tuesday  to  make  an  effort  to  establish 
peace  between  them. 

Sept.  25. 

2.  Since  the  bake  oven  is  bad,  Br.  Rippel  undertook  to  repair 

it. 

3.  The  single  Brother  Thomas  Spach  will  try  to  hold  a  school 
here  in  the  winter. 

6.  A  plan  of  the  P.H.C.  to  discontinue  the  Normal  School  was 
laid  before  the  committee  and  approved. 

Minutes  of  the  Committee  in  Friedland,  1841. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  31.  There  was  a  discussion  again  about  the  various  re- 
pairs on  the  pastor's  dwelling  and  since  the  decision  of  the 
committee  to  talk  the  matter  of  these  repairs  over  with  the 
householders  had  not  been  able  to  be  carried  out,  chiefly  because 
of  unfavorable  weather,  the  brethren  of  the  committee  decided 
to  take  care  of  these  repairs  themselves  since  the  time  was 
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approaching  for  going  to  work  in  the  fields  again  and  there  was 
no  time  to  be  lost,  if  these  repairs  were  to  be  done  this  spring. 

4.  The  pastor  announced  that  the  child  Eleazar  Swaim  who 
has  reached  the  age  of  14,  and  at  our  congregation  festival 
was  to  be  taken  into  the  Choir  of  the  Larger  Boys  or  into  the 
congregation,  has  refused  to  come  to  instruction.  The  commit- 
tee gave  their  opinion:  If  he  did  not  come  for  instruction  he 
lost  his  right  to  belong  to  our  congregation. 

Feb.  21. 

2.  It  was  decided  that  our  Sunday  School  here  which  was  not 
held  through  the  winter  be  begun  again  as  quickly  as  circum- 
stances allowed.  Each  of  the  brethren  of  the  committee  will  do 
his  best  to  help  further  this  cause  in  every  possible  way  and 
especially  ask  the  previous  teachers  of  our  Sunday  School 
whether  they  are  willing  to  help  again  in  this  important  matter. 

Feb.  28. 

5.  It  was  mentioned  that  some  parents  who  have  children  to 
send  to  Sunday  School  have  spread  it  about  that  they  would  not 
send  their  children  to  Sunday  School  because  we  have  no  suit- 
able and  capable  teachers  to  instruct  the  children.  This  puts  us 
in  no  little  embarrassment  because  these  assertions  have  come 
to  the  ears  of  our  former  teachers  and  consequently  they  no 
longer  want  to  serve  as  teachers  in  the  Sunday  School.  There 
was  much  discussion  from  many  angles  as  to  how  and  in  what 
manner  one  could  get  such  teachers  with  whom  this  stumbling 
block  might  be  cleared  away,  so  that  those  parents  who  have 
not  sent  their  children  to  Sunday  School  for  this  reason  might 
send  them  in  the  future.  They  finally  hit  upon  the  idea  as  to 
whether  or  not  Renatus  Schneider  and  Emanuel  Ried  who  have 
attended  the  Normal  School  in  Salem  last  winter  might  be  will- 
ing to  help  us  out  of  our  embarrassment,  since  the  instruction 
which  they  received  in  the  above-mentioned  school  is  intended 
to  be  used  in  just  such  cases  as  the  present  one.  It  was  assigned 
to  the  pastor  to  ask  these  two  brothers  whether  they  were  will- 
ing to  serve  as  teachers  in  our  Sunday  School,  namely  in  the 
following  fashion:  That  these  two  brothers  would  be  the  only 
teachers  in  our  Sunday  School  who  instructed  the  children  un- 
til we  could  get  several  teachers  and  that  one  of  them  would 
teach  the  little  boys  and  the  other  the  girls  so  that  we  could 
begin  the  Sunday  School  here  again  as  soon  as  possible. 
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March  7, 

3.  One  brother  of  the  committee  brought  forth  the  proposition 
as  to  whether  it  might  not  be  well  to  get  a  third  teacher,  perhaps 
Br.  Gottlieb  Seides  in  addition  to  the  previously  mentioned  two 
teachers  so  that  they  could  perhaps  the  sooner  relieve  each 
other.  Br.  John  Seides  undertook  to  ask  his  son,  Gottl.  Seides, 
whether  he  would  be  willing  to  serve  as  teacher  in  the  Sunday 
School. 

March  21. 

1.  Br.  John  Seides  announced  that  he  had  talked  with  his  son 
Br.  Gottl.  Seides  and  asked  him  whether  he  would  be  willing  to 
serve  in  our  Sunday  School  now  soon  to  begin;  but  that  he 
felt  no  pleasure  in  serving  in  that  fashion.  Likewise  it  was  an- 
nounced that  Brr.  Emanuel  Reid  and  Sam  Renatus  Schneider 
had  been  talked  to  and  asked  whether  they  would  be  willing 
to  serve  in  the  above  described  manner.  Br.  Saml.  Renatus 
Schneider  however  could  not  make  up  his  mind  to  it  right  away 
and  asked  for  some  time  for  consideration  and  then  he  would 
let  us  know. 

March  28. 

1.  The  pastor  announced  that  he  had  spoken  with  the  single 
Brother  Saml.  Renatus  Schneider  and  asked  him  whether  he  was 
now  willing  to  help  every  Sunday  in  the  Sunday  School  as  a 
teacher.  That  he  had  however  received  a  refusal  and  that  he 
said  he  could  not  decide  to  help  every  Sunday  in  the  school. 

April  h. 

It  was  remarked  that  for  some  time  now  it  had  been  said  by 
several  of  our  brethren  that  they  wished  that  more  of  our  meet- 
ings on  Sunday  might  be  held  in  the  English  language,  because 
they  did  not  understand  properly  the  German  language  and  its 
expressions.  We  have  also  noticed  for  some  time  with  regret  that 
our  Sunday  meetings  are  attended  scantily  and  rarely  by  some 
of  our  brethren  and  they  ascribe  this  infrequent  attendance 
to  the  cause  that  so  few  meetings  are  held  in  the  English  lan- 
guage, so  there  was  a  lengthy  discussion  as  to  how  to  help  this 
hinderance  which,  as  it  seems,  holds  many  back  from  church 
attendance  and  in  what  way  it  might  be  remedied.  Among  others 
it  was  proposed  that  it  might  be  good  and  more  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  those  brethren  who  give  the  above  cause  for  their  rare 
attendance  at  Sunday  meetings,  if  instead  of  having  English 
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only  as  before  this  on  the  first  Sunday  in  each  month,  in  the 
future  one  Sunday  after  the  other  or  on  alternate  Sundays  the 
meetings  might  be  held  in  English.  It  was  decided  to  lay  this 
proposition  before  the  fathers  and  mothers  of  families  on  the 
next  Sunday  since  it  is  to  be  supposed  that  they  will  be  there  in 
large  numbers  as  it  is  Easter  Sunday,  and  to  hear  their  opinions 
on  the  matter. 

Meeting  of  the  mothers  and  fathers  of  families  on  April  11. 

The  question  was:  Whether  the  brethren  are  in  favor  of  this 
proposal  received  from  the  committee  that  one  Sunday  after 
the  other  German  and  English  divine  service  should  be  held 
alternately  in  the  future.  Almost  all  agreed  to  it  that  this  shall 
be  done. 

April  25. 

1.  Since  the  cornfield  which  had  been  planted  and  farmed  for 
some  years  by  the  householders  for  the  local  pastor,  now  ought 
to  be  planted,  but  no  brother  of  the  committee  found  brethren 
or  householders  willing  to  take  charge  of  it  and  no  one  promised 
to  have  oversight  over  it  and  wanted  to  take  on  the  matter,  as 
it  had  been  done  before,  it  was  decided  that  the  pastor  himself 
is  to  look  after  the  matter  of  how  and  in  what  fashion  it  is 
planted. 

2.  Br.  Philip  Seides  was  named  to  the  position  of  manager 
of  our  Sunday  School  in  the  place  of  the  late  John  Chr.  Gibbins 
and  he  was  willing  to  serve  in  this  capacity. 

May  9. 

It  was  announced  that  the  P.H.C.  in  Salem  cannot  give  its 
consent  to  the  resolution  of  the  committee  about  the  cornfield 
but  it  wishes  that  the  arrangement  once  made  as  to  how  this 
field  is  to  be  farmed  should  be  adhered  to.  Also  it  was  announced 
that  Br.  Leibenguth  has  now  planted  the  field  with  corn  and 
he  will  give  the  pastor  half  the  crop.  The  conclusion  of  this 
discussion  was  that  one  or  two  of  the  brethren  of  the  Heifers' 
Conference  in  Salem  might  come  here  in  order  to  go  into  this 
difficult  matter  with  advice  and  work  and  help  us  out  in  bring- 
ing the  affair  into  suitable  progress  and  order. 

May  23. 

Present  the  Brr.  Theod.  Schulz  and  Saml.  Thorn.  Pfohl  of 
Salem  and  the  Brr.  of  the  Committee :  John  Hein,  Jacob  Leiben- 
guth, Mich.  Miller  and  John  Seides.  Absent  Br.  Phil.  Seides. 
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1.  There  was  a  discussion  of  the  cornfield  which  the  house- 
holders have  farmed  for  some  years  for  the  pastor  here  and 
since  after  the  decision  of  the  committee  this  field  had  been 
given  over  to  the  pastor  either  to  plant  or  farm  himself  or  to 
have  it  done  by  someone  else  and  the  conference  in  Salem  could 
not  give  their  approval  to  this  arrangement  about  the  cornfield 
and  this  had  been  announced  to  the  committee,  thus  the  com- 
mittee was  embarrassed  as  to  how  the  matter  might  be  brought 
again  into  the  old  course  of  action  and  that  it  be  again  farmed 
in  a  communal  way  by  the  householders  for  the  pastor.  It  was 
stated  that  the  working  of  this  cornfield  is  associated  with  many 
difficulties,  if,  as  has  happened  before,  now  one  and  now  another 
Br.  is  assigned  to  come  to  work  in  the  field  and  it  has  shown 
that  some  did  not  have  time  to  come  and  others  on  the  other 
hand  left  it  to  someone  else  or  that  the  weather  is  not  favorable 
exactly  on  the  day  on  which  the  work  ought  to  be  done  in  the 
field  and  in  this  case  it  is  especially  bad  because  the  Brr.  do  not 
know  on  what  day  they  are  to  come  now  or  the  corn  and  fruit 
suffers  because  the  work  is  not  done  on  the  right  day  and  so 
forth,  and  the  brother  who  has  oversight  and  care  of  the  field 
is  again  compelled  to  call  on  those  who  are  to  work  in  the  field 
and  by  this  much  time  is  lost  for  such  a  brother.  It  was  therefore 
proposed,  as  it  had  already  been  considered  best  by  a  few 
brethren  in  the  congregation,  that  a  certain  number  of  brethren 
agree  to  work  the  field  a  year  and  they  then  would  agree  with 
each  other  as  to  which  day  they  should  work  in  the  field  and 
would  do  it.  These  Brr.  or  this  group  would  then  be  renewed 
every  year  by  turns  in  the  congregation  as  the  payment  or  con- 
tribution for  the  week  for  the  pastor  goes  by  turns.  This  pro- 
posal was  acquiesced  to  by  the  committee  and  it  was  decided  to 
lay  it  before  the  householders  this  afternoon. 

Since  Br.  Jacob  Leibenguth  had  already  cleared  the  corn- 
field and  sowed  it  with  corn  and  he  was  asked  how  much  he 
thought  he  ought  to  have  for  his  work,  he  asked  $2.00  and  Br. 
Theod.  Schulz  promised  to  give  him  that  for  his  work. 

2.  One  Br.  put  the  question  as  to  whether  the  general  speech 
which  formerly  had  been  in  use  could  not  be  introduced  again. 
They  came  to  no  conclusion  about  it. 

Oct.  17. 

1.  The  present  pastor,  Adam  Haman  was  present  today  for 
the  first  time  in  the  committee. 
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In  consideration  of  the  desired  carrying  out  of  the  continua- 
tion of  school  instruction  on  Sunday  during  the  winter  months 
they  urged  each  other  as  householders  to  take  the  lead  with  a 
good  example  and  send  the  children  constantly  and  promptly. 
Although  not  the  most  desirable  outlook  was  shown  in  regard 
to  a  number  of  teachers  to  be  found  right  away,  still  one  could 
count  on  our  Gottlieb  Seitz  who  was  present  on  this  occasion 
and  on  the  occasional  support  of  the  Brr.  Sam.  Renatus  Schnei- 
der, Imanuel  Ried  and  Winfield  Hein  with  whom  the  matter  is 
to  be  taken  up,  so  the  decision  was  reached  to  risk  the  matter 
again  with  confidence  and  to  announce  to  the  children  today  that 
on  the  coming  Sunday,  the  12th,  they  should  be  present  at  9 :30. 

2.  It  was  announced  by  the  pastor  that  on  account  of  a  com- 
plaint that  had  been  received  that  Sam.  R.  Schneider  and  Im. 
Ried  were  holding  a  singing  school  in  the  schoolhouse,  the  latter 
during  the  public  divine  service  in  the  church,  he  had  spoken 
with  the  latter  and  had  represented  to  him  the  unsuitability 
of  the  same  since  it  kept  the  young  people  from  the  meetings, 
that  the  matter  by  their  wish  was  brought  before  the  L.A.C. 
and  it  showed  its  dissatisfaction  with  it  and  he  was  commis- 
sioned to  speak  with  him  about  giving  up  their  unsuitable  under- 
taking. 

Dec.  12. 

1.  First  there  was  laid  before  the  committee  the  choosing 
of  a  new  Saaldiener  for  consideration  since  Br.  Leibenguth,  the 
present  one,  has  it  in  mind  to  make  a  trip  to  South  Carolina  the 
coming  week  and  he  wishes  a  few  brethren  to  be  appointed  or 
chosen  to  take  his  place  until  his  return. 

2.  The  pastor  discussed  with  the  committee  the  management 
of  the  Christmas  celebration.  Since  the  former  custom  in  our 
congregation  was  to  give  candles  to  the  children  but  it  has  not 
been  done  here  in  Friedland  before,  he  asked  that  this  be  done 
along  with  some  printed  verses.  All  the  members  witnessed  their 
joy  and  declared  that  had  not  been  done  before. 

5.  The  question  was  put  as  to  whether  it  was  still  possible 
to  sow  part  of  the  land  in  wheat,  since  that  has  not  yet  been 
done  but  is  much  to  be  desired.  Since  this  article  is  so  necessary 
as  a  support  of  life  and  is  getting  so  rare  that  one  can  scarcely 
buy  it  anymore,  it  was  replied  that  as  long  as  the  ground  is  not 
yet  frozen,  it  could  still  be  done  probably  and  will  be  done  in  the 
next  few  days. 
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Dec.  19. 

1.  There  was  a  brief  discussion  first  about  the  couple  to  act 
as  Saaldieners,  Br.  and  Sr.  Miller,  which  was  brought  up  in  the 
previous  meeting.  Since  he  was  present  he  explained  that  he  had 
spoken  with  his  wife  about  taking  over  this  duty  and  had  not 
been  disinclined  to  do  it  relying  on  the  Lord  although  both  of 
them  are  in  weak  circumstances  of  health.  At  the  same  time  he 
expressed  the  wish  that  the  care  of  the  congregation  and  choir 
lovef easts  might  be  taken  from  them. 

Dec.  26. 

3.  There  was  presented  the  list  of  children  who  will  have 
finished  their  14th  year  before  February  18,  1842  and  who  are 
on  that  day  to  be  received  into  the  congregation.  Names :  Mich.

Report  from  Friedland,  1841. 
[Extracts  translated.'] 

Feb.  18.  A  very  pleasant  congregation  festival  was  celebrated. 
Reception  of  6  children.  Names:  Samuel  Herbert  Lagenauer, 
Lewis  Lagenauer,  Harrison  Morris  Swaim,  Susanna  Elizabeth 
Miller,  Anna  Catherina  Swaim,  Fiorina  Ried. 

At  the  conclusion  was  held  the  baptism  of  two  children:  the 
little  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Swaim  born  on  November  16  with  the 
name  William  Leinberry. 

The  little  son  of  the  name  William  Renatus  born  January  12 
to  Br.  and  Sr.  William  and  Louisa  Schneider. 

Mar.  2.  Yesterday  was  the  funeral  of  the  late  Br.  John  Chr. 
Gibbons.  His  age  was  62  years  and  6  months. 

Mar.  7.  Baptism  of  the  little  daughter  born  December  7  of  the 
previous  year  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Amos  and  Eliza  Steward  with  the 
name  of  Catharina  Elisabeth. 

Mar.  28.  Baptism  of  the  little  son  of  our  neighbor  Bennet 
Swaim  and  Anna  Susanna  Swaim  born  on  February  25  with 
the  name  of  John  Julius. 

On  the  25th  the  marriage  of  James  Hein,  not  belonging  to  us 
(Single  Br.)  to  Elisabeth  Long  at  her  parents'  house. 

Apr.  9.  Good  Friday.  The  baptism  of  two  children :  the  little 
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son  of  Br.  George  Ried  and  his  wife  who  does  not  belong  to  us. 
The  child  was  born  on  November  2  of  the  previous  year  and  his 
name  is  Charles  Lewis  Marion.  And  the  little  daughter  born  to 
Br.  and  Sr.  Fr.  Alexander  Schneider  and  his  wife  Anna  Maria, 
m.n.  Ried,  on  March  1st,  with  the  name  of  Phoebe  Ann  Mathilda. 

May  6.  The  confirmation  of  the  two  single  brothers  Emanuel 
Ried  and  Saml.  Renatus  Schneider  in  their  baptismal  covenant. 

In  this  month  many  of  the  brethren  were  sick  with  the  pre- 
vailing epidemic.  Since  some  were  very  seriously  ill  they  were 
visited  often  and  industriously  but  especially  in  the  last  half 
of  the  month  the  two  widowed  sisters  Cath.  Lanius  and  her 
daughter  Magd.  Swaim  who  on  the  21st  was  given  the  blessing 
for  her  homegoing  after  a  prayer,  and  she  died  after  some  days 
of  severe  suffering  trusting  in  devotion  to  Jesus  on  the  27th 
at  the  age  of  55  years  and  7  months. 

July  .  On  the  next  Monday,  August  the  9th,  one  hears,  the 
single  Br.  Emanuel  Ried  will  start  a  weekday  school  in  our 
neighborhood.  Whether  this  weekday  school  will  have  an  influ- 
ence on  our  Sunday  School,  time  will  tell.  One  guesses  that  the 
latter  might  be  lessened  in  the  number  of  children. 

Aug.  8.  The  baptism  of  the  little  son  of  our  Sister  Anna 
Brendel  born  on  June  5  with  the  name  of  John  Phillip. 

Aug.  15.  The  Sunday  School  was  not  attended  today  in  such 
large  numbers  of  children  as  has  been  the  case  recently  and 
supposedly  the  cause  is  to  be  sought  because  now  a  school  is 
held  during  the  week. 

Sept.  The  Sunday  meetings  have  been  held  this  month  in 
their  usual  order  but  have  been  exceptionally  poorly  attended  by 
the  brethren.  The  cause  may  well  lie  in  the  fact  that  almost  every 
Sunday  this  month  either  the  Methodists  or  the  Baptists  have 
held  meetings  in  our  neighborhood  and  these  have  drawn  most 
of  our  brethren  away. 

Memorabilia 

Excerpt  from  Hope  and  Personalia  for  18^1. 

If  we  contemplate  the  temporal  blessings  with  which  we  have 
been  favored  by  the  Lord  we  ought  to  be  thankful  that  He 
has  preserved  or  restored  our  health,  for  although  many  have 
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been  sick  and  perhaps  some  may  not  yet  have  regained  their 
health  entirely,  yet  only  one  was  called  away  by  means  of  sick- 
ness throughout  the  whole  year,  while  in  other  parts  of  our 
country  many  have  died.  From  the  dangers  of  fire,  water  and 
earthquake  we  were  graciously  kept  secure  by  our  gracious* 
Lord.  He  has  given  us  rain  and  sunshine  in  their  proper  seasons 
and  although  the  wheat  harvest  has  not  been  so  rich  as  we 
expected  yet  the  Giver  of  All  has  provided  us  plentifully  with 
the  necessaries  of  life.  From  hail  we  were  most  graciously 
preserved,  indeed  a  cloud  of  heavy  hail  passed  over  our  neigh- 
borhood, but  the  damage  done  by  that  was  not  general  and 
none  can  say  that  we  suffered  any  real  want  throughout  the 
whole  year. 

In  the  course  of  this  year  two  infants  were  born  and  baptized, 
viz.  Henry  Harrison  Hanes  and  Rachaei  Painter. 

One  family  of  six  persons  returned  from  Indiana  into  our 
neighborhood  and  rejoined  the  congregation,  viz.  John  Lobach, 
his  wife  and  children.  One  child  from  Friedland  came  to  live 
with  our  Br.  and  Sr.  Seitz,  viz.  John  Bevel. 

Two  adult  persons  were  baptized,  viz.  the  married  Sr.  Alpha 
M.  Seitz  and  the  single  Sr.  Lucinda  Elizb.  Cook. 

Confirmed  the  married  Br.  Chr.  D.  Seitz,  the  married  Sr. 
Elisabeth  Williams  and  the  single  Sr.  Tempe  Louisa  Elrod. 

Died  the  widowed  Sr.  Sarah  Slater.

[The  Webster-Ashburton  Treaty  between  the  United  States 
and  England  settled  the  boundary  between  Maine  and  Canada. 
President  Tyler  vetoed  the  Cherokee  certificates.  Tariff  bills 
were  before  Congress  and  one  finally  passed  with  the  prevailing 
rate  approximately  20  per  cent.

Diary  of  the  Congregation  in  Salem,  1842. 
[Extracts  translated."] 

Jan.  3.  Was  the  solemn  opening  in  the  little  Saal  of  all  the 
conferences  here  whose  members  shared  with  each  other  the 
cup  of  the  covenant. 

In  the  afternoon  in  the  new  home  of  the  pastor  was  a  little 
lovefeast  on  which  occasion  the  new  conference  room  was  con- 
secrated at  the  same  time. 

Jan.  16.  There  was  an  address  to  the  congregation  in  refer- 
ence to  the  present  need  of  the  Unity  Missions  Diacony,  whose 
account  for  1840  with  accompanying  report  was  given  by  Br. 
Van  Vleck  at  the  conclusion. 

Jan.  23.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  in  the  little  Saal  a  son  born 
to  Br.  and  Sr.  Dav.  Clewell  on  the  16th  of  this  month  with  the 
name  Franz  Christian. 

Jan.  30.  Br.  Jacobson  baptized  a  little  son  born  on  December 
5  to  the  nonresident  Br.  and  Sr.  Jos.  Nading  with  the  name 
Julius  Edwin. 

Feb.  13.  Br.  H.  Schulz  preached  today  in  the  schoolhouse  at 
Greter's  about  5  miles  from  Salem. 

Feb.  18.  Br.  H.  Schulz  officiated  in  Davidson  County  at  the 
marriage  of  the  single  Br.  from  here  Wm.  Holland  and  the 
single  Sister  Susanna  Hampton.  They  will  move  from  his  place 
not  far  from  Salem  and  he  will  continue  to  be  a  nonresident 
member  of  the  congregation  here.

Feb.  22.  As  celebrations  here  and  there  in  the  country  were 
carried  on  on  Washington's  birthday  by  temperance  societies, 
such  a  society  was  organized  anew  here  in  Salem  and  at  their 
request  a  sermon  was  held  in  the  evening  by  Br.  Van  Vleck  in 
reference  to  this  matter. 

Feb.  28.  The  funeral  was  held  of  a  neighbor  woman,  the 
married  Mary  M.  Waugh,  who  died  on  the  26th  of  this  month 
at  the  house  of  her  parents  in  Waughtown  in  her  29th  year. 

March  U.  The  thermometer  stood  at  80  degrees  Fahrenheit. 
The  peach  trees  stood  in  full  bloom.  In  the  evening  because  of  a 
violent  hailstorm  the  Passion  Week  liturgy  was  not  given.  In 
the  neighborhood  the  storm  caused  great  harm  to  buildings 
and  surroundings. 

March  15.  The  marriage  of  the  single  Br.  Saml.  Ephr.  Brietz 
to  the  single  Sister  Antoinette  Lou.  Bagge.  Toward  evening 
there  had  arrived  here  the  body  of  our  honored  friend,  Lewis 
Williams,  a  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  from  a  nearby  district  of  North  Carolina,  who 
died  on  February  23,  in  the  city  of  Washington  at  the  age  of 
56  years.  It  was  being  taken  to  the  home  of  the  departed  in 
Surry  County  where  it  was  to  be  buried  in  the  burying  ground 
of  his  forefathers.  The  English  Singstunde  was  held  by  Br.  Van 
Vleck  with  a  short  address  in  reference  to  this  event  with  wit- 
ness of  our  sympathy  to  the  relatives  present.  It  was  opened 
with  verses  that  dealt  with  death  and  eternity.  The  honorable 
truly  Christian  statesman  had  often  given  evidence  of  a  special 
preference  for  our  church  melodies. 

March  16.  A  procession  of  brethren  with  the  schoolboys 
accompanied  the  hearse  through  the  town  and  Br.  Van  Vleck  on 
special  invitation  was  present  with  the  relatives  at  the  funeral, 
which  took  place  on  the  next  day  and  which  several  other  breth- 
ren from  Salem  attended. 

March  28.  The  local  Bible  Society  and  the  Tract  Society  had 
their  annual  meetings.  From  the  publishing  house  of  the  former 
since  its  founding  three  years  ago  have  been  delivered  347 
English  and  11  German  Bibles,  241  Testaments.  To  the  mother 
society  an  acknowledgment  of  a  gift  of  $50  in  the  course  of  the 
year  and  a  like  sum  spent  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  supply  of 
Bibles  and  New  Testaments. 
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April  2.  There  broke  out  in  a  smithy  a  fire  but  it  was  soon 
put  out  fortunately. 

April  3.  Br.  Edwin  Sensemann  preached  at  the  new  Sunday 
school  house,  called  Eden,  not  far  from  Salem. 

April  17.  There  gathered  in  the  concert  hall  the  newly  re- 
organized Temperance  Society,  which  up  to  now  60  members 
have  joined. 

April  22.  In  Waughtown  the  funeral  of  a  young  man  by  the 
name  of  John  Waterson  who  had  died  after  a  short  sickness 
at  the  age  of  26  years. 

April  23.  There  was  a  period  of  sickness  at  this  time  and 
several  in  the  town  were  seriously  ill. 

April  2If.  The  baptism  of  the  twins  born  on  the  7th  of  this 
month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Chas.  Cooper  with  the  names  of  Charles 
Henry  and  William  Jacob. 

May  1.  The  baptism  of  a  little  daughter  who  had  been  born 
to  Br.  and  Sr.  Christian  Ebert  on  April  22,  with  the  name  of 
Leonora  Adela. 

May  8.  There  was  celebrated  our  Single  Sisters'  Choir  festi- 
val. 

The  baptism  of  a  little  son  of  the  nonresident  members  Joh. 
Halls  with  the  name  Henry  Francis  who  was  born  on  April  6. 

May  16.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  in  the  little  Saal  an  ex- 
traordinary session  of  the  Brothers'  Society  for  the  Furthering 
of  the  Gospel  among  the  Heathen  in  which  there  was  pledged 
to  the  Unity  Missionary  Diacony  in  their  need  at  that  time,  a 
support  of  $350. 

It  was  at  that  time  in  the  cool  weather  a  sickly  time,  with 
attacks  of  fever  and  cholera  morbus. 

May  19.  There  died  after  a  short  illness  with  the  prevailing 
cough  the  widowed  Sister  Susanna  Schulz,  m.n.  Hauser.  She  had 
served  several  years  as  a  midwife  in  Salem  and  the  surrounding 
territory.  She  was  73  years  and  4  months  old. 

May  22.  The  baptism  of  the  little  daughter  born  on  the  3rd 
day  of  this  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Aug.  Zevely  with  the  name 
of  Mary  Melvina. 
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May  26  and  27.  The  Gemein  Saal  was  used  for  the  public 
examination  of  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  here.  For  this  annual 
test  of  the  pupils  who  run  to  170  and,  with  the  day  pupils  to 
200,  there  were  present  more  visitors  than  one  would  have 
expected  with  the  present  time  of  depression. 

June  U.  There  took  place  the  death  of  the  nonresident  Sister 
(married)  Anna  Elis.  Reuz  after  a  rather  long  illness. 

June  5.  Br.  H.  Schulz  preached  in  Mount  Vernon  and  Br. 
Edwin  Senseman  in  Guilford.  In  the  afternoon  was  the  baptism 
of  the  little  son  born  on  May  8  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacobson  with 
the  name  of  James  Arthur. 

June  9.  In  the  little  Saal  was  the  marriage  of  the  widowed 
Br.  Heinrich  Schaffner  to  the  Single  Sister  Emilie  Charlotte 
Meinung. 

June  16.  There  died  gently  and  blessedly  after  a  long  illness 
our  Sister  Anna  Margareta  Kreiger,  formerly  for  many  years 
choir  leader  of  the  Single  Sisters,  at  the  age  of  84  years. 

June  19.  There  died  in  the  Sisters'  House,  after  a  short  sick- 
ness, the  Older  Girl  Emmeline  Sarah  Schneider  at  the  age  of  15 
years  so  that  shortly  one  after  the  other  the  lives  were  ended  of 
the  oldest  and  the  youngest  inhabitants  of  the  choir  house.  Br. 
H.  Schulz  made  a  new  attempt  to  hold  a  Bible  hour  with  some 
of  the  single  brothers  who  are  teachers  in  the  Sunday  School. 

July  1.  In  a  violent  storm  in  the  afternoon  the  lightning 
struck  the  chimney  of  the  house  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Edward  Reich 
here  in  the  town,  without  causing  any  special  harm.  For  this 
protection  our  thanks  are  due  the  Lord. 

July  3.  The  local  Women's  Missionary  Society  held  its  semi- 
annual meeting  and  pledged  a  gift  of  $75  to  the  Unity  Mis- 
sionary Diacony  in  their  present  need. 

July  U.  An  agent  of  the  Colonization  Society  stayed  here 
several  days  this  week. 

July  2Jf.  The  baptism  of  the  little  daughter  born  on  the  12th 
of  this  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Thomas  Pfohl  with  the  name  of 
Maria  Elisabeth.  In  a  special  meeting  of  the  Womens*  Mission- 
ary Society  here  it  was  decided  to  add  to  the  already  pledged 
$75,  $25  more  in  order  to  be  able  to  give  to  the  need  of  the  Unity 
Missionary  Diacony  a  gift  of  $100. 
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July  30.  The  funeral  of  the  little  Christian  David  Briggs  who 
had  lived  a  few  hours  and  whose  little  body  was  interred  in  the 
graveyard  of  the  Methodists  at  New  Jerusalem. 

July  31.  Br.  L.  Demuth  who  was  here  on  his  way  from 
Chesterville  (where  he  had  charge  of  a  school  during  the  win- 
ter) to  Pennsylvania  preached.  In  the  afternoon  was  the  baptism 
of  the  little  son  born  June  8  to  our  neighbors  Carl  Theod.  and 
Elis.  Eberhardt  with  the  name  William  Henry. 

Aug.  1.  The  sudden  change  had  an  unfavorable  effect  on  the 
health.  Several  people  had  attacks  of  the  fever  in  the  town. 

Aug.  6.  Today  in  company  with  Br.  L.  Demuth  there  left 
here  the  boy  Charles  E.  Schober  to  enter  the  institution  Naza- 
reth Hall. 

Aug.  7.  The  baptism  of  the  little  daughter  born  to  our  non- 
resident members  Br.  and  Sr.  Nathanael  Blum  on  July  12,  with 
the  name  of  Sophia  Antoinette. 

Aug.  11.  There  appeared  several  cases  of  fever  in  the  town 
and  surrounding  region. 

Aug.  1U.  Br.  Van  Vleck  announced  to  the  brethren  that 
according  to  the  guidance  of  our  dear  Lord  in  the  Prov.  H. 
Conference  in  Bethlehem,  our  dear  Br.  and  Sr.  Henry  A.  Schulz 
have  received  and  accepted  a  call  as  pastor  for  the  congregation 
in  Philadelphia  and  on  the  contrary  Br.  and  Sr.  Charles  A.  Blech 
in  New  York  have  the  duty  of  being  their  successors  here,  which 
they  expect  to  do  in  the  course  of  the  next  month. 

Aug.  16.  In  spite  of  another  violent  storm  that  came  on  there 
was  gathered  a  number  of  brethren  to  hear  an  address  on  the 
part  of  the  agent  of  the  American  Tract  Society  by  the  name  of 
Peter  Winn  from  Georgia  who  commended  with  warmth  the 
men  of  God  sent  out  from  that  society  from  New  York  and  the 
seeds  of  the  work  scattered  now  over  the  length  and  breadth 
of  the  whole  land.  He  succeeded  in  the  next  few  days  in  selling 
150  or  160  here  in  this  place. 

Aug.  17.  Our  children  celebrated  their  Choir  festival.  Bishop 
Ives  of  the  Episcopal  Church  of  this  state  was  here  as  a  guest. 
He  on  a  recent  Sunday  not  far  from  Huntsville  had  experi- 
enced a  remarkable  protection  when  he  had  been  thrown  from 
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his  carriage  and  left  there  wounded  in  his  face  and  back.  In 
the  evening  he  preached  with  great  power  to  a  large  audience. 

Aug.  21.  The  baptism  of  the  little  daughter  born  on  the  21st 
of  July  to  the  nonresident  Br.  and  Sr.  Solomon  Schaub  with  the 
name  of  Fidelia  Amanda.  Br.  Van  Vleck  officiated. 

Aug.  26.  Was  the  baptism  of  the  little  daughter  born  on  the 
9th  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Emmanuel  Reich  with  the  name  Sophia 
Louisa. 

Aug.  28.  In  the  course  of  the  previous  week  Br.  Jacobson  ac- 
companied by  his  mother-in-law,  the  widowed  Sr.  Nancy  Bagge, 
started  for  New  York  and  Philadelphia  with  his  long  afflicted 
son,  after  everything  had  been  tried  here  without  the  wished-f or 
success,  to  seek  medical  help  there. 

Sept.  2.  Was  the  baptism  of  the  little  daughter  born  on 
August  21  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Peter  Fetter.  She  was  very  weak.  The 
little  child  received  the  name  of  Augusta  Jane. 

Sept.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  daughter  born  on 
August  20  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Cha.  Kraemer  with  the  name  Mary 
Emeline. 

There  was  much  sickness  in  the  surrounding  country.  Here  in 
Salem  most  of  those  who  had  been  sick  with  the  fever  had 
recovered. 

Sept.  13.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  Singstunde  some  verses 
were  sung  as  blessings  for  Br.  and  Sr.  H.  Schulz  before  their 
departure  for  Philadelphia.  This  took  place  on  the  afternoon  of 
the  14th  when  our  dear  travelers  in  company  with  some  friends 
and  accompanied  by  our  best  wishes  left  here. 

Sept.  15.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  son  born  on  the 
10th  of  the  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Edwin  Beitel  with  the  name 
William  Franklin. 

Sept.  21.  Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Vleck  and  Br.  Pfohl  went  to  meet 
Br.  and  Sr.  Cha.  Blech  whose  arrival  was  expected  today  or 
tomorrow. 

Sept.  22.  In  the  course  of  the  forenoon  there  arrived  our  dear 
Br.  and  Sr.  Blech  with  their  five  children  after  a  pleasant  trip 
from  New  York  by  way  of  Bethlehem,  and  they  were  heartily 
welcomed  here.  They  moved  into  the  home  that  had  been  occu- 
pied by  Br.  and  Sr.  Hy.  Schulz. 
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Sept.  23.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  son  born  on  the 
8th  of  the  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Henry  Winkler  with  the  name 
Johann  Christian. 

Sept.  25.  Br.  Blech  was  accompanied  by  Br.  Van  Vleck  to  the 
Sunday  School  of  the  cotton  factory  where  both  Brr.  gave  talks 
and  prayers.  At  the  same  time  there  was  presented  a  Sunday 
School  library  given  by  Sr.  Lucy  Bagge,  and  it  was  commended 
to  use. 

Sept.  26.  Br.  Blech  was  accompanied  by  Br.  Van  Vleck  to  the 
local  Boys'  School  and  was  introduced  to  the  teachers  and  pupils 
as  their  Inspector. 

Sept.  28.  He  was  also  made  secretary  of  the  Elders'  Confer- 
ence. 

Sept.  30.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  in  the  tavern  the  little  son 
born  on  August  31  to  William  James  and  Rachel  Clarissa  Mc- 
Elroy,  m.n.  Oakes,  who  were  staying  there.  The  child's  name  was 
John  Adams  Gilmer  and  there  was  a  group  present  who  had 
been  invited  for  the  baptism. 

Oct.  1.  The  Single  Brothers  and  Older  Boys  had  their  monthly 
choir  meeting  at  the  conclusion  of  which  Br.  Van  Vleck  pre- 
sented Br.  Cha.  Blech  to  these  choirs  as  their  future  director. 

At  this  time  there  were  many  sick  with  fever  in  the  town. 

Oct.  2.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  daughter  born  on 
September  6  to  the  nonresident  Br.  and  Sr.  Wagemann  with 
the  name  Araminta  Elisabeth. 

Oct.  3.  The  Brr.  Blech  and  Van  Vleck  continued  their  visits 
to  the  homes  and  began  to  extend  these  to  the  nonresident  mem- 
bers especially  where  there  were  those  sick  with  fever. 

Oct.  15.  Br.  Blech  gave  in  the  Methodist  Church  New  Jeru- 
salem the  funeral  sermon  for  the  deceased  Mary  Holland,  m.n. 
Collins,  whom  he  together  with  Br.  Van  Vleck  had  recently 
visited  in  her  illness. 

Oct.  2Jf.  There  died  not  far  from  Salem  in  the  home  of  her 
son  our  Sister  Anna  Elisabeth  Rothhaas,  m.n.  Steiner,  as  a 
result  of  a  fever  at  the  age  of  69  years,  3  months  and  16  days. 

Oct.  28.  Br.  Edwin  Senseman  returned  from  his  visit  to  the 
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mountain  regions  of  Patrick  and  Grayson  counties  in  Virginia 
after  a  satisfactory  trip. 

Oct.  30.  There  was  in  the  little  Saal  a  small  lovefeast  for  the 
children  of  the  factory  Sunday  School  (60  in  number)  at  which 
beside  the  men  and  women  who  were  their  teachers,  there  were 
present  other  sympathetic  friends  as  guests. 

Nov.  11.  The  baptism  of  the  little  son  born  on  October  25 
to  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Siewers  with  the  name  Joseph  Benjamin. 

Nov.  12.  In  a  meeting  of  the  residents  of  the  Single  Sisters' 
House  there  were  read  to  them  the  rules  of  the  choir  house  on 
the  occasion  of  the  retirement  of  Sr.  El.  Blum  from  their  service 
as  Assistant  to  the  Inspectress,  whose  duties  now  Sr.  Hueffel 
takes  over  for  the  most  part  and  also  in  the  place  of  Br.  Henry 
Blum  who  has  served  in  the  management  of  the  Diacony  for 
many  years,  she  will  have  the  help  of  the  married  Br.  and  Sr. 
Ernest  Vierling.  For  this  purpose  they  in  the  course  of  the  week 
have  moved  from  their  plantation  not  far  from  Salem  with  their 
children  into  the  town,  into  the  former  weaver's  house  in  the 
Sisters'  yard. 

Today  fire  broke  out  in  the  cabinetmaker's  shop  of  Br.  Levin 
Brietz  outside  of  town,  but,  though  it  was  very  threatening, 
it  was  put  out  by  the  family  with  God's  help  fortunately  before 
the  brethren  from  Salem,  at  a  signal  given  with  the  bell,  could 
hurry  up  with  the  fire  engine. 

Nov.  16.  Br.  Jacob  Schulz,  a  nonresident  member  of  the  con- 
gregation here,  went  as  an  elected  member  of  the  legislature  of 
our  State  to  Raleigh  to  attend  the  sessions,  accompanied  by  our 
wishes  for  his  blessing. 

Nov.  18.  The  funeral  of  a  girl  from  the  neighborhood,  by  the 
name  of  Susanna  Elvira  Strong,  who  was  in  service  here  with 
Br.  and  Sr.  Tho.  Boner  and  who  died  suddenly  night  before  last 
as  a  result  of  the  whooping  cough  at  the  age  of  9  years  and  6 
months. 

Nov.  2Jf.  The  marriage  of  the  Single  Brother  Philip  Lage- 
nauer  of  this  place  to  the  Single  Sister  Caroline  Matilda  Schus- 
ter who  had  come  here  from  Philadelphia  and  who  is  now  con- 
sidered a  member  of  the  congregation  here. 

Nov.  27.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  son  born  on  the 
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21st  of  this  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Lewis  Eberhard  with  the 
name  Lewis  David. 

Nov.  28.  The  funeral  of  a  little  son  of  the  married  Carl  Theod. 
Eberhardt  and  Elisabeth,  m.n.  Noles,  who  had  died  on  the  26th 
of  the  month  at  the  age  of  5  months  and  18  days.  The  parents 
of  the  child  live  in  the  neighborhood  of  Salem  and  the  father 
has  applied  for  readmission  to  the  congregation. 

Dec.  11.  Br.  Blech  gave  the  monthly  sermon  today  in  the 
schoolhouse  called  Philadelphia  near  Jno.  Greter  6  miles  from 
here  on  the  Shallowf  ord  Road. 

Dec.  16.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  daughter  born  to 
Br.  and  Sr.  Edw.  Reich  on  November  26,  with  the  name  of 
Sarah  Jane. 

Dec.  22.  The  marriage  of  the  Single  Brother  Charles  Ben- 
jamin Rank  of  Bethabara  to  the  Single  Sister  Susanna  Carolina 
Bolow  of  this  place.  Br.  Van  Vleck  performed  the  ceremony 
in  the  home  of  the  mother  of  the  bride.  She  will  not  be  counted 
in  the  future  with  the  above-named  congregation. 

Dec.  27.  Br.  Jacobson  officiated  at  the  marriage  of  the  Single 
Brother  August  Gottlieb  Fockel  of  this  place  to  the  Single 
Sister  Lucinda  Elisabeth  Schneider  of  the  congregation  in 
Friedberg  in  the  home  of  relatives  of  the  latter  who  now  will 
be  counted  also  in  the  congregation  in  Salem  as  a  nonresident 
member. 

Memorabilia  of  the  Congregation  in  Salem,  1842. 
[Extracts  translated.] 

In  common  with  our  fellow  citizens  we  rejoiced  over  the  noble 
peace  from  abroad  and  took  grateful  interest  in  the  successful 
adjustment  of  threatening  relations  with  a  European  power  as 
well  as  the  domestic  unrest  in  a  member  of  our  own  federation 
of  states  and  of  the  tedious  Indian  war  on  its  southern  boundary. 
The  almost  unexampled  depression  of  matters  in  the  business 
world  we  came  to  feel  on  our  part  in  the  course  of  this  year 
more  than  formerly. 

However  favorable  the  very  changeable  weather,  often  very 
moist  in  the  summer,  was  for  the  growth  of  fruits  of  garden, 
field,  and  tree  it  was  on  the  whole  not  advantageous  for  health

in  the  same  degree.  After  a  mild  winter  some  sickly  times  oc- 
curred in  the  spring  and  especially  fevers  which  raged  during  a 
relatively  cool  summer  even  into  the  fall  to  a  degree  unusual  for 
several  years  even  in  our  town,  to  which  the  whooping  cough 
was  joined  in  the  spring.  But  through  the  mercy  of  the  Lord  the 
epidemic  of  fever  was  by  no  means  of  such  proportions  with  us 
as  here  and  there  in  the  surrounding  regions;  namely  in  the 
country  districts  of  Friedberg  and  Hope  was  the  case  and  still 
more  elsewhere  but  after  the  coldness  of  winter  which  came 
early  it  subsided  again.  With  all  these  circumstances  in  which 
several  especially  hard  attacks  of  sickness  with  some  of  the 
householders  and  some  bad  injuries  through  falls  for  some  of  the 
older  sisters  are  to  be  counted,  the  congregation  here  has  still 
not  seen  many  of  its  members,  and  the  ones  seen  mostly  women, 
end  their  course.  In  place  of  the  sick-attendant,  Br.  Burkhardt, 
faithful  for  so  many  years,  who  in  the  course  of  the  year  has 
moved  out  of  the  town  to  his  children,  some  of  the  brethren 
have  taken  over  this  not  unimportant  duty,  as  the  likewise  aged 
and  faithful  sick-nurse,  on  the  side  of  the  sisters,  Sister  Anna 
Christ,  became  entirely  blind. 

Our  town  has  again  in  this  year  grown  considerably  through 
the  building  of  6  dwellings  of  the  brethren:  Th.  Schulz,  Hy. 
Meinung,  Abr.  Steiner,  Hy.  Winkler,  John  and  Traugott  Chitty 
and  some  workshops  of  the  Brr.  Siewers,  Peter  Fetter,  etc. 

Since  the  present  Widows'  House1  showed  itself  to  be  in  a 
ruinous  state  and  a  suitable  thorough  repair  of  the  same  would 
be  united  with  heavy  expense,  for  the  building  of  a  new,  roomy 
and  more  comfortable  choir  house,  however,  neither  a  suitable 
place  nor  the  required  means  were  to  be  found,  it  was  decided 
the  former  Single  Brothers'  House  which  is  already  occupied  for 
the  most  part  now  by  widows,  should  be  devoted  completely  to 
such  a  purpose,  and  meantime  the  rest  of  the  widowed  sisters 
should  be  established  as  well  as  possible  with  their  own  relatives 
or  otherwise. 

Since  Sister  Elisabeth  Blum,  appointed  the  previous  year  as 
assistant  to  the  Directress  of  the  Single  Sisters'  House,  on  ac- 
count of  sickness  had  asked  for  release  from  this  service  too 
taxing  for  her  strength,  so  the  caretaker  or  directress  of  the 
choir  (Sister  Hueffel)  took  the  duties  of  the  same  over  with  her 
own  present  obligations,  with  such  help  as  could  be  procured 

1  The  Widows'  House  was  located  on  the  site  of  the  present  so-called  bank  building  on 
the  corner  of  what  is  now  West  Bank  and  Main  Streets.  The  latter  building  was  erected  by 
Edwin  Beitel  in  1847. 
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for  her  otherwise.  In  the  place  of  Br.  Hy.  Blum  after  many 
years  of  faithful  service  in  the  management  of  garden,  field 
and  cattle  for  the  Sisters'  House  to  which  he  could  not  longer 
devote  suitable  attention,  there  were  moved  in  for  the  purpose  a 
couple  of  nonresident  members,  Ernst  Vierlings,  from  their 
plantation  to  a  house  on  the  grounds  of  the  Sisters'  House. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  was  held  a  lovefeast  with 
the  little  negro  church  here,  at  which  our  dear  Br.  and  Sr.  Byhan 
work  on  with  blessing,  in  which  they  are  supported  by  some 
sisters  faithfully  who  specially  take  interest  in  the  children. 
Three  persons  have  been  received  into  this  little  congregation 
and  a  fourth  has  announced  his  intention  of  joining.  The  meet- 
ings held  as  a  rule  every  Sunday  are  on  the  whole  attended 
regularly  and  reverently.  The  negro  congregation  consists  of 
14  persons,  8  communicants  and  6  noncommunicants. 

The  congregation  was  able  to  celebrate  the  rest  of  the  church 
festivals,  the  memorial  days  of  the  Brethren's  Unity,  the  con- 
gregation and  choir  festivals  and  the  communions  from  time 
to  time  in  undisturbed  quiet  and  under  the  recognition  of  the 
Lord  for  our  grace.  May  all  these  opportunities  for  the  build- 
ing on  our  most  holy  foundation  of  faith  and  for  the  enjoy- 
ment of  communal  blessing  be  more  thoroughly  valued  and  more 
consciously  used,  so  would  not  only  the  congregation  itself  ad- 
vance and  be  built  up  but  also  in  accord  with  their  vocation, 
be  more  than  formerly  in  the  light  which  shines  brightly  around 
the  region. 

Our  Home  Mission  Society  had,  as  formerly,  its  semiannual 
meetings  and  was  encouraged  to  faithful  continuation  in  this 
blessed  field  although  with  the  extended  illness  of  our  present 
missionary  (Br.  Zevely)  less  could  be  done  in  this  than  former- 
ly and  (beside  one  journey  to  the  Virginia  mountains  by  him 
in  the  summer  begun  with  the  accompaniment  of  our  Br.  Byhan 
but  deterred  by  the  indisposition  of  the  latter)  only  one  rather 
longer  visit  was  paid  to  his  Diaspora  section  of  which  Br.  Edwin 
Senseman  who  accompanied  him  gave  a  report  at  the  fall  meet- 
ing of  the  society. 

Already  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  call  for  help  of  the 
Unity  Mission  Department  was  reported  to  us  in  regard  to  the 
burden  of  debt  piled  up  for  a  year  and  a  day  which  threatens 
to  get  in  the  way  of  this  important,  extensive  and  blessed  work. 
The  sympathy  of  the  brethren  had  already  been  expressed  in  a 
collection  of  $21.  In  addition  the  afore-mentioned  society  pledged 
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$350  and  the  Women's  Missionary  Society  $100.  Later  came  a 
contribution  from  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  here  of  $340  and 
from  the  Single  Sisters'  Diacony  of  $100.  From  the  sums  sent 
in  1841  one  sees  with  joy  that  there  is  hope  through  united 
efforts  of  helping  this  need  at  least  in  some  measure. 

The  previously  mentioned  Society  for  the  Furthering  of  the 
Gospel  among  the  Heathen  was  able  to  rejoice  at  their  annual 
festival  that  now  finally  after  a  long  succession  of  unforeseen 
and  unavoidable  hindrances  the  anticipated  2nd  mission  school 
for  the  children  of  our  Cherokee  brethren  in  their  new  settle- 
ment at  Spring  Creek  would  be  able  to  be  begun  and  this  has 
been  verified  by  later  reports.  There  to  be  sure  the  Indian  breth- 
ren have  erected  two  block  houses  for  a  school  and  a  dwelling 
and  the  two  single  Brr.  Herman  Rude  and  Gilbert  Bischof  have 
moved  in  there  in  order  to  serve  this  new  station  and  school 
first.  It  is  situated  halfway  between  the  post  not  far  from  Beat- 
tie's  Prairie  where  Br.  and  Sr.  Miles  Vogler  continue  to  live  and 
Br.  David  Z.  Schmidt  looks  after  the  school  and  the  old  settle- 
ment on  the  Barren  Fork  of  Illinois  where  a  part  of  the  Chero- 
kees  still  live  and  every  two  weeks  from  the  other  places  there 
is  a  visit  and  preaching. 

In  the  Little  Children's  School  in  which  the  Bible  instruction 
suitable  for  their  power  of  comprehension  seems  to  cause  much 
joy  there  are  now  33  pupils  while  in  the  course  of  the  year  20 
children  have  entered  and  only  13  have  left. 

In  our  local  Boys'  School  in  the  course  of  the  year  10  pupils 
have  come  in  while  11  have  left  and  the  present  number  is  36 
among  whom  one  is  a  stranger. 

In  the  local  Girls'  School  the  number  has  remained  the  same 
namely  34  pupils  of  whom  6  are  strangers. 

In  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  with  which  the  local  Girls' 
School  is  joined  94  boarders  have  left  and  58  entered.  The  total 
at  the  end  of  the  year  is  135.  Among  the  teachers  are  the  follow- 
ing changes:  Sister  Antoinette  Bagge  (now  married  Brietz), 
Regina  Leinbach  and  Susanna  Reuz  have  left  the  service  and  in 
their  place  have  come  into  the  institution  the  Sisters  Henriette 
Petersen,  Emma  Senseman  and  Augusta  Hagen. 

May  only  the  sense  of  serving  the  Lord  in  His  darlings  and 
training  them  for  Him  and  His  kingdom  on  Earth  as  in  Heaven 
with  all  who  are  found  worthy  of  working  in  this  plant  school 
be  the  ruling  thought ;  so  will,  whether  with  many  or  few,  that 
remain  given  over  to  Him,  the  chief  purpose  of  this  institution 
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be  reached  and  His  blessing  will  rest  on  the  workers  and  on 
their  work.

Minutes  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium  for  1SU2. 
[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  2b.  The  Elders'  Conference  agrees  with  the  opinion  of 
the  Collegium  concerning  Br.  Jos.  Stauber  and  this  was  an- 
nounced to  him  in  writing.  Thus  far  he  has  not  answered. 

Br.  John  Chitty  has  withdrawn  his  application  for  an  advance 
of  $100  from  the  Diacony  and  has  found  another  way  to  finance 
his  construction.  In  this  connection  a  suggestion  made  in  the 
Elders'  Conference  was  brought  up:  That  in  consideration  of 
Br.  Chitty's  special  situation  he  should  be  built  a  little  house 
by  the  Diacony  in  which  he  could  live  for  rent.  The  Collegium 
does  not  agree  with  this  and  rather  will  let  Br.  Chitty  build 
his  own  house. 

Br.  Sandford  Schulz  intends  to  buy  the  house  of  Br.  Chr. 
Burkhardt  with  permission  of  the  Diacony  for  the  sum  of  $1,500 
for  which  he  will  issue  a  note  with  Br.  Jac.  Schulz  and  Charles 
Cooper  as  security.  Br.  Schulz  hopes  to  make  his  living  by  estab- 
lishing a  butcher  shop  and  making  candles.  The  Collegium  does 
not  object.  The  afore-mentioned  securities  are  willing  to  safe- 
guard themselves  by  a  deed  of  trust  on  the  house  and  buildings 
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until  Br.  S.  Schulz  has  paid  off  his  debt.  Permission  is  granted. 

Br.  Burkhardt  has  published  an  advertisement  saying  that 
he  has  6  acres  of  land  for  sale.  He  will  have  to  be  told  that  he 
is  not  the  owner  of  the  land  but  only  the  leaseholder  with  the 
lessor  being  the  Diacony.  The  land  may  not  be  rented  by  any- 
one else  without  the  consent  of  the  Diacony.  The  Collegium  be- 
lieves it  will  have  to  be  withdrawn  by  the  Diacony  and  laid  out 
in  smaller  lots. 

Single  Sr.  Theresia  Hege  from  Friedberg  has  been  employed 
as  teacher  in  the  Girls'  Boarding  School. 

Br.  Gottlieb  Byhan  applies  for  permission  to  have  his  son 
Nathanael  and  wife  move  to  his  mother-in-law,  Widow  Sr.  Lucy 
Blum,  in  order  to  have  him  away  from  his  present  neighbor- 
hood. He  would  most  probably  work  in  Salem  at  the  saddle- 
maker's  shop  of  Br.  Lewis  Belo.  Since  Br.  Nath.  Byhan  lives  a 
rather  dissipated  life  the  Collegium  is  rather  doubtful  about  his 
admission.  We  shall  allow  him  to  work  here  under  the  condition 
that  he  and  his  wife  are  not  to  be  considered  members  of  the 
congregation  at  present. 

Nonresident  Br.  Ernst  Vierling  is  applying  for  the  house  of 
Br.  Opitz  in  this  neighborhood  which  since  Br.  Opitz*  death  was 
returned  to  the  Diacony.  Br.  Vierling  wishes  to  buy  it  and  live 
in  it  especially  to  send  his  little  girls  to  school  here.  By  sale  of 
this  house  Br.  and  Sr.  H.  Stolz  would  be  in  the  serious  situa- 
tion of  not  having  other  living  quarters.  Also  the  Collegium  is 
concerned  about  their  children  who  have  to  attend  the  local 
school  too,  and  also  Sr.  Stolz  contributes  quite  a  lot  to  the  sup- 
port of  her  family  by  doing  various  chores  in  the  Salem  com- 
munity. Br.  Vierling's  request  cannot  be  granted. 

The  Collegium  wishes  the  board  of  directors  of  the  cotton 
factory  to  curb  the  drinking  of  liquor  which  is  being  abused  by 
workers  there. 

Br.  Jacob  Siewers  announced  that  he  is  entering  partnership 
with  his  brother  John  in  the  joiner  business.  They  plan  to  con- 
struct a  new  workshop  on  the  rear  part  of  Br.  John  Siewers* 
lot,  30  to  40  feet  and  with  two  stories.  Their  present  shop  is  to 
be  used  for  storage  of  finished  goods  and  as  living  quarters  for 
their  apprentices.  All  woodsheds  on  the  lot  of  Br.  John  Siewers 
are  to  be  removed  in  that  case. 

Br.  Chr.  Ebert  asks  for  a  reduction  of  the  price  of  a  wood- 
land lot  purchased  by  him,  since  several  paths  cross  through  it. 
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The  Collegium  is  not  willing  to  reduce  this  price,  since  three 
brethren  have  surveyed  the  lot  and  settled  the  price. 

Br.  Sam  Schulz  will  take  charge  of  the  rewinding  of  the  clock 
and  the  ringing  at  noontime,  which  Br.  John  Vogler  will  give 
up  in  the  beginning  of  February  after  expiration  of  his  one 
year's  term. 

Br.  Charles  Brietz  has  bought  a  negro  boy  from  Br.  Abr. 
Steiner  and  will  sign  the  necessary  bond  for  the  proprietor. 

Feb.  10.  Br.  Jos.  Stauber  has  been  talked  to  and  he  gave  his 
word  of  honor  to  break  up  his  partnership  with  Giersch. 

The  nonresident  Widower  Br.  David  Blum  is  considering  the 
idea  of  selling  his  plantation  and  negroes  and  moving  back  into 
the  community.  He  applied  to  the  Diacony  and  the  Collegium 
has  granted  him  permission. 

We  learned  that  the  addition  which  the  Collegium  granted 
to  Br.  John  Siewers  is  too  small  and  narrow  for  the  intended 
purpose  and  since  the  Collegium  is  concerned  about  the  safety 
of  the  community  from  fire  hazards,  the  woodsheds  will  have 
to  be  kept  at  considerable  distance  from  the  other  houses.  The 
Collegium  therefore  grants  him  another  enlargement  of  his  lot 
in  such  a  manner  that  one  line  is  formed  at  the  northwest  corner 
of  his  first  lot  60  feet  towards  the  road  leading  to  Br.  N.  Vog- 
ler's  and  towards  the  pasture. 

Br.  Ad.  Butner  and  Henry  Winkler  cannot  agree  about  the 
use  of  the  lot  between  Br.  H.  Schaffner  and  Widow  Rothaas. 
The  quarrel  was  presented  to  the  Collegium  for  arbitration.  Br. 
Butner  had  permission  to  use  the  lot  until  someone  should  ask 
for  it  as  building  space.  Br.  Adam  Fishel  then  applied  for  this 
lot  with  the  intention  of  settling  there  but  later  changed  his 
plans  and  asked  for  another  lot.  During  that  time  Br.  Butner 
had  permitted  Br.  Winkler  to  use  the  lot,  as  Br.  Fischel  did  not 
plan  to  start  construction  before  the  late  fall.  For  this  privilege 
Br.  Winkler  paid  $1.50  to  Br.  Butner.  As  Winkler  saw  the  mat- 
ter he  had  taken  over  the  lot  for  the  stipulated  price  and  Butner 
was  opposed  to  this.  The  Collegium  could  only  declare  Butner  in 
the  right  since  he  had  originally  had  permission  to  use  it  only 
as  long  as  no  one  demanded  it  as  building  ground.  The  Colleg- 
ium wishes  however,  that  he  agree  to  give  up  part  of  this  lot 
to  Br.  Winkler  as  the  latter  has  built  a  light  shed  or  stable 
for  his  cattle  on  this  land.  Br.  Butner  will  be  so  informed. 

The  Collegium  permits  part  of  the  Opitz  lot  to  be  rented  for 
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this  year  to  Mr.  Constantin  Banner,  clerk  in  the  cotton  factory. 
He  wishes  to  grow  potatoes,  corn  and  beans  for  his  family  there. 

Single  Br.  Jac.  Fulkerson  works  at  present  in  Br.  Phil.  Lage- 
nauer's  tailor  shop.  When  Br.  Burkhardt's  house  was  sold  we 
found  that  he  pays  only  $2,  ground  rent  for  a  town  lot  con- 
taining more  than  2  acres.  We  discussed  therefore  the  raising 
of  rent  for  town  lots  of  unusual  size,  such  as  those  of  Br. 
Charles  Brietz  and  Fr.  Fries,  and  decided  to  talk  about  the 
matter  at  our  next  meeting,  after  reading  the  minutes  of  past 
meetings  dealing  with  this  issue. 

Finally  the  fire  inspectors  reported  the  following:  From  the 
middle  part  of  the  community,  everything  was  found  in  good 
condition,  except  with  Sr.  Herbst  and  A.  Butner  with  whom 
there  is  trouble  as  always,  since  their  bake  ovens  and  smoke- 
houses are  most  dangerous.  They  shall  be  asked  to  be  most  care- 
ful in  preventing  fire  accidents.  We  were  also  rather  concerned 
about  Br.  Will  Leinbach's  bake  oven,  situated  between  his  shop 
and  stable  which  some  time  ago  caught  fire.  From  the  upper 
part  of  the  town  is  reported  that  Br.  Theoph.  Vierling  has  set 
up  a  stove  in  his  shop  in  a  most  dangerous  position,  but  did  not 
want  to  acknowledge  the  danger  he  creates.  The  brethren  were 
also  concerned  about  the  stovepipe  at  the  former  painter's  room 
of  Br.  Wohlfarth,  now  occupied  by  Br.  John  Chitty.  The  pipe 
is  conducted  through  the  roof,  which  is  even  more  dangerous 
since  Chitty  houses  his  strange  workmen  in  this  room.  It  is  fur- 
thermore reported  that  the  chimney  of  Sr.  Rothaas  will  have 
to  be  burnt  out.  An  old  shingled  roof  in  the  pottery  is  situated 
very  near  the  pottery  stoves.  Since  one  of  the  two  brethren  ap- 
pointed as  fire  inspectors  for  the  lower  part  of  the  community 
did  not  accept  the  office  the  community  warden  will  take  his 
place. 

Feb.  21.  Br.  Josua  Boner  plans  to  construct  a  two-storied 
addition  at  the  north  gable  of  his  house  15  feet  front  and  40 
feet  in  depth  of  brick.  This  will  take  the  rest  of  his  lot  up  to 
the  border  line  of  Sr.  Reb.  Schober.  The  Collegium  does  not  ob- 
ject to  Br.  Boner's  construction  of  a  house  but  advises  him  to 
drop  this  special  plan  as  on  one  hand  this  would  be  even  more 
expensive  than  the  construction  of  an  entirely  new  house  and 
on  the  other  hand  his  house  with  all  these  additions  will  never 
form  one  harmonious  whole.  It  is  thought  more  feasible  for  him 
to  tear  down  the  old  building  and  construct  a  new  one  in  its 
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place.  According  to  his  plan  a  well  which  is  used  jointly  by  him 
and  Sr.  Schober  will  dry  out.  He  will  have  to  make  an  agree- 
ment with  Sr.  Schober  about  this. 

March  10.  We  had  a  heated  debate  on  the  matter  of  Br.  Brietz' 
rent.  Some  brethren  maintained  that  our  resolution  is  open  to 
the  reproach  that  in  consideration  of  rent  for  town  lots  not  all 
brethren  are  treated  equally  and  that  Br.  Brietz  should  pay  like 
other  citizens  for  all  land  boardering  on  the  streets  in  this  town. 
This  observation  was  valid  especially  for  an  orchard  next  to 
Br.  Ackermann's  lot,  which  would  serve  as  excellent  building 
grounds.  No  decision  was  reached  today. 

The  Collegium  declared  that  the  sanction  which  Br.  Ephr. 
Brietz  received  some  time  ago  for  purchase  of  a  house  in  the 
town  is  also  to  be  considered  as  the  right  to  settle  as  a  citizen 
here. 

The  great  number  of  strangers  pouring  into  Salem  for  the 
celebration  of  Easter  and  especially  for  the  procession  to  the 
graveyard  for  the  praying  of  the  Easter  litany  causes  various 
disorders  and  even  offenses  against  God.  The  question  was  there- 
fore raised  as  to  whether  we  could  not  curb  or  even  prevent 
these  disorders  by  having  the  litany  prayed  in  the  church.  The 
Collegium  believes  on  its  part  that  most  of  our  brethren  would 
disapprove  heartily  of  a  change  made  in  their  customs  only  on 
account  of  some  strangers  who  conduct  themselves  poorly.  Also 
we  believe  that  there  is  more  order  and  devotion  than  in  former 
times. 

It  was  reported  that  various  citizens  have  not  issued  bonds 
for  their  negro  slaves  and  also  do  not  consider  the  rules  set  up 
by  the  Congregation  Council  concerning  the  renting  of  negro 
women  which  is  going  to  cause  even  greater  violation  of  the 
orders  and  in  the  future  may  very  well  result  in  employment 
of  negroes  in  our  trades.  The  Collegium  could  not  but  confess 
that  the  maintenance  of  our  orders  seems  to  become  more  and 
more  difficult. 

April  1.  The  wife  of  nonresident  Br.  John  Wagemann  is 
applying  for  permission  to  live  in  the  town  which  seems  con- 
nected with  the  plan  of  moving  into  Salem  to  live  with  Widowed 
Sr.  Wagemann.  As  far  as  we  know  her,  the  Collegium  does  not 
object  to  her  admission  to  our  congregation  but  cannot  agree 
to  having  this  family  move  into  Salem  since  John  Wagemann 
lacks  the  necessary  zeal  and  industry. 
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Br.  C.  F.  Grunewald  Jr.  in  Gnadau  received  in  the  year  1836 
a  shipment  of  buckskins  from  the  Salem  tannery.  In  a  letter  he 
now  asks  for  a  deduction  of  64.12  thaler s  from  his  debts,  since 
the  leather,  according  to  his  statement,  is  not  very  good.  Upon 
shipping  these  hides  we  granted  him  a  discount  of  20%  and 
since  then  the  debt  has  not  yielded  any  interest.  After  almost 
six  years  not  half  the  debt  has  been  paid  and  the  Collegium 
cannot  agree  to  his  request.  On  the  contrary  we  must  ask  Br. 
Grunewald  to  make  payment  as  soon  as  possible. 

Br.  Phil  Lagenauer  would  like  to  buy  the  house  of  Widow  Sr. 
Benigna  Boner  with  the  condition  that  Sr.  Boner  be  allowed 
to  live  in  the  house  for  the  rest  of  her  life.  The  Collegium  does 
not  have  any  objection  to  Br.  Lagenauer's  becoming  owner  of  a 
house.  We  advise  however  Sr.  Boner  to  think  hard  before  she 
concludes  a  deal  which  she  may  regret  later  on. 

April  25.  Br.  Chr.  Ebert  would  like  to  have  the  pre-emptory 
right  for  the  Clauder  house,  in  case  it  should  ever  be  sold.  The 
Collegium  is  not  going  to  get  involved  in  this  since  we  do  not 
know  how  the  house  might  be  used  later. 

Sr.  Boner  has  declared  she  is  unwilling  to  give  up  her  right 
to  her  house  during  her  lifetime,  and  Lagenauer  agreed.  Though 
she  is  undecided,  it  seems  that  she  will  sell  the  house  to  Lage- 
nauer upon  the  good  advice  of  one  of  our  brethren.  She  will  re- 
serve however  her  rights  to  the  house  for  her  lifetime.  Lage- 
nauer would  be  able  to  make  immediate  use  of  the  shop  to  carry 
through  some  necessary  alterations.  If  the  plan  is  carried  out, 
the  Collegium  will  have  to  see  to  it  that  a  special  clause  is  in- 
serted in  the  contract,  saying  that  Lagenauer  can  only  take  over 
the  house  after  the  death  of  Sr.  Boner,  if  the  congregational 
rules  do  not  prevent  his  becoming  owner  of  a  house. 

Br.  H.  Winkler  would  like  to  buy  Sr.  Herbst's  house.  This 
caused  another  debate  about  where  to  find  living  quarters  for 
Sr.  Herbst  and  her  family.  It  was  suggested  to  move  Sr.  Rothaas 
into  the  former  quarters  of  Br.  Opitz  and  Sr.  Herbst  could  then 
move  into  her  house.  We  shall  have  to  try  to  get  approval  of 
Br.  Jac.  Rothaas  who  has  a  share  in  the  afore-mentioned  house. 
The  administrators  of  the  late  Br.  Herbst's  estate  are  to  be  in- 
formed that  we  have  found  a  buyer  for  the  house. 

The  families  of  Married  John  Beierle,  Widow  Sr.  Spach  and 
the  Single  Sr.  Folz  have  moved  to  the  vicinity  of  our  congrega- 
tion. They  formerly  belonged  to  Friedberg  and  have  applied  for 
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admission  to  the  congregation  as  nonresidents.  An  ailing  un- 
happy person  who  came  with  them  and  was  supported  formerly 
by  the  Charity  Wardens  of  Davidson  County,  cannot  be  put  as 
a  burden  on  our  Poor  Account  as  she  is  not  a  member  of  our 
congregation. 

The  boy  Theophilus  Hege  from  Friedberg  works  as  apprentice 
in  Br.  Timothy  Vogler's  gunsmith  shop. 

Single  Sr.  Mary  Ann  Schreier  who  lives  in  the  local  Sisters' 
House  has  acquired  the  habit  of  leaving  Salem  for  several 
months  during  the  year  and  staying  with  her  relatives  at  a 
considerable  distance  from  the  community.  During  this  time 
we  do  not  know  anything  about  her  conduct  so  the  question  was 
raised  whether  we  should  not  advise  her  to  stay  away  from 
Salem  altogether.  The  Collegium  considers  it  its  duty  to  inform 
the  Elders'  Conference  of  this  case. 

The  suggestion  was  made  of  supplying  the  community  in  the 
course  of  time  with  iron  water  pipes  instead  of  the  customary 
wooden  ones.  In  the  upper  part  of  the  community  a  larger 
water  container  should  be  installed  and  the  rest  of  the  cisterns 
in  this  community  could  be  done  away  with.  This  is  a  matter 
of  importance  and  was  postponed  for  further  consideration.  For 
the  present  we  decided  that  Br.  Fr.  Fries  should  write  to  Elli- 
cott  and  Co.  in  Baltimore  and  inquire  about  the  prices  for  such 
pipes. 

There  has  been  a  new  complaint  about  Jos.  Stauber  who  so 
far  has  failed  to  install  a  vault  over  his  chimney.  He  is  to  be 
reminded. 

Widow  Sr.  Mary  Wagmann  would  like  to  have  a  tree  cut 
down  which  stands  at  the  alley  near  her  house  and  threatens 
to  fall  on  her  roof,  if  the  earth  is  washed  away  any  further. 
Her  application  cannot  be  refused  if  the  danger  really  exists. 

Br.  Evan  Boner  applies  for  a  piece  of  land  north  of  Br.  H. 
Stolz.  He  would  like  to  build  a  slaughter  house  there.  Decision 
postponed. 

May  SO.  Sr.  Rothaas  is  not  willing  to  enter  the  suggested 
living  quarters.  Since  our  last  meeting  a  room  has  been  vacated 
owing  to  the  death  of  Sr.  Susanna  Schulz.  We  shall  therefore 
find  out  whether  Sr.  Rothaas  would  be  willing  to  occupy  the 
afore-mentioned  room  in  the  Widows'  House  and  leave  her  house 
for  Sr.  Herbst  and  her  children.  In  this  connection  it  was  re- 
ported that  Br.  Winkler  is  applying  for  the  town  lot  above  John 
Chitty,  in  case  he  cannot  get  Sr.  Herbst's  house. 
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After  last  year's  final  account  the  new  dining  hall  of  the  Salem 
Tavern  has  been  finished  and  taken  into  use.  The  rent  for  the 
tavern  is  therefore  to  be  raised  from  $218.73  to  $250. 

Mr.  John  Hill  near  Germantown  wishes  to  buy  a  piece  of  land 
of  140  acres  belonging  to  the  Diacony  and  bordering  on  his  land. 
He  offers  25  cents  per  acre.  The  Collegium  is  not  willing  to  sell 
the  land  at  this  price. 

The  brethren  serving  as  musicians  would  like  to  raise  through 
subscription  the  necessary  funds  for  the  construction  of  a  Saal 
for  the  performance  of  music  for  their  practicing  and  for  meet- 
ings of  other  kinds.  Through  one  of  their  members  they  ask 
the  Collegium  to  assign  them  a  suitable  place  for  this  construc- 
tion. The  Collegium  has  no  objection  to  the  plan  of  construction 
of  a  concert  hall  if  it  would  be  like  the  former  one  in  the  Bro- 
thers' House,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Diacony.  Br.  Reich 
will  investigate  and  report  to  the  Collegium.  A  discussion  was 
held  on  a  suitable  place  with  the  following  suggestions:  1.  A 
second  story  on  the  Market  Hall.  2.  On  the  lot  of  the  former 
Single  Brothers'  House  on  Main  Street.  3.  With  permission  of 
the  Inspector  on  the  lot  assigned  to  the  Boarding  School  on  the 
graveyard  alley. 

June  13.  It  was  reported  that  Sr.  Rothaas  would  only  very 
unwillingly  move  into  the  Widows'  House.  Since  we  cannot  force 
her  to  do  so  nor  are  we  willing  to  urge  her  in  any  way,  we  shall 
have  to  drop  our  plan,  even  more  so,  since  there  is  hope  of  ob- 
taining living  quarters  for  Sr.  Herbst  in  the  former  Brothers' 
House. 

The  Waterworks  Committee  reported  having  held  various 
meetings  to  discuss  their  problem.  In  the  beginning  of  their  con- 
ferences there  always  predominated  the  idea  that  if  they  could 
not  bring  more  water  into  the  community,  it  would  be  useless 
and  too  expensive  to  have  iron  piping  take  the  place  of  the  old 
wooden  ones.  In  this  connection  was  the  suggestion  of  creating 
a  sufficient  water  supply  by  having  a  well  dug  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  the  present  waterworks  or  on  the  muster  ground  or 
near  Br.  Francis  Fries'  factory.  With  such  a  well  a  large  water 
container  could  be  kept  filled  all  the  time.  The  committee  suggested 
having  this  water  container  set  up  on  the  muster  ground  from 
where  the  water  could  be  conducted  easily  into  all  parts  of  the 
community.  The  pressure  from  this  elevated  spot  would  then  make 
all  cisterns  in  the  community  practically  unnecessary,  since  taps 
would  be  installed  at  many  places  from  which  everyone  could 
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be  supplied  with  water.  The  committee  especially  thought  of 
having  enough  water  in  the  community  in  case  of  fire,  realizing 
that  our  present  arrangement  would  scarcely  do  any  good  in 
case  of  such  an  emergency.  If  the  plan  for  the  community  can 
be  carried  through,  the  water  supply  in  the  reservoir  can  be 
used  in  various  places  through  fire  plugs  which  would  have  to 
be  installed,  whereas  at  present  we  may  only  use  the  scanty 
supply  in  the  neighboring  cisterns.  The  expense  for  this  would 
amount  to  some  $6,000  which  the  committee  so  far  has  only  cal- 
culated superficially.  Of  course  this  would  exceed  our  means  by 
far  but  we  must  consider  that  as  soon  as  the  iron  pipes  have 
been  bought  and  installed,  they  will  last  for  many  years  and 
moreover  one  single  fire  could  destroy  in  a  short  time  three  or 
four  times  that  value  because  of  a  lack  of  water.  The  Collegium 
believes  that  each  member  of  the  community  would  be  willing 
to  pay  a  certain  amount  according  to  his  property  holding,  in 
order  to  carry  out  the  above-mentioned  plan  for  the  benefit  of 
the  whole  community.  This  payment  will  have  to  be  made  until 
all  debts  have  been  paid. 

Br.  David  Blum  announced  that  he  plans  to  dig  a  well  together 
with  Jac.  Reich  on  the  border  of  his  lot  in  such  a  way  that  half 
of  the  well  would  be  outside  the  lot.  The  Collegium  does  not  ob- 
ject but  he  is  to  be  informed  that  he  is  not  to  make  a  turning 
well  with  a  double  wheel  since  we  consider  this  kind  of  wheel 
especially  in  public  streets  to  be  most  dangerous. 

June  30.  There  is  no  prospect  of  finding  a  room  for  Sr.  Herbst 
and  her  children  after  all  in  the  former  Brothers'  House.  In  this 
connection  it  was  reported  that  Sr.  Anna  Christ  does  not  pay 
any  rent  for  the  room  which  she  occupies  in  the  Brothers' 
House.  It  was  agreed  that  she  should  pay  a  small  amount  at 
least. 

About  the  planned  music  hall  it  was  reported  that  the  citizens 
are  not  willing  to  subscribe  before  they  are  shown  a  definite 
plan.  The  musicians  suggest  therefore  that  a  committee  be 
formed  consisting  of  three  brethren  from  their  group  and  three 
from  the  Collegium.  This  was  approved  and  Br.  Em.  Schober, 
Francis  Fries  and  Edward  Belo  were  appointed  from  the  Col- 
legium to  help  draft  a  plan  for  the  new  music  hall. 

Br.  Jac.  Schulz  and  Dr.  Kuehln,  the  latter  as  executor  of  the 
late  Br.  Denke,  asked  to  announce  that  in  their  office  as  security 
for  a  note  which  George  B.  Thomas  owed  to  Br.  Em.  Schober 
they  had  to  pay  more  than  $500,  as  said  Thomas  has  gone  bank- 
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rupt.  Together  with  them  the  late  Br.  Henry  R.  Herbst  also  func- 
tioned as  security  in  this  deal  and  thus  they  find  themselves 
forced  to  open  suit  in  court  against  the  estate  of  the  latter  in 
order  to  receive  a  share  in  the  payment.  This  is  the  legal  pro- 
cedure for  such  matters  and  no  objection  can  be  made. 

Mr.  John  Hill  offers  30  cents  for  the  land  near  Germantown. 
The  Collegium  believes  that  its  value  is  more  and  thus  asks  Br. 
Schober  to  negotiate  with  Br.  Hill  about  this. 

July  25.  We  read  the  minutes  and  were  informed  that  the 
appointed  committee  for  the  music  hall  plan  has  met  and  several 
brethren  of  the  committee  were  asked  to  draft  a  plan  for  the 
building. 

Br.  Ephraim  Brietz  announced  that  he  is  employing  all  jour- 
neymen of  Br.  Lewis  Belo,  as  well  as  Van  Blum  who  thus  far 
has  worked  for  Br.  Kremer.  Among  these  men  is  also  the  single 
Will.  Keller  from  Lititz  about  whose  character  we  have  received 
ill  rumors  from  very  good  sources.  The  question  was  raised  as 
to  whether  he  is  to  be  permitted  to  remain  longer  in  our  com- 
munity. Br.  E.  Brietz  promised  to  find  another  place  for  him  as 
soon  as  all  necessary  arrangements  have  been  made.  Nothing 
definite  was  settled  in  the  matter. 

In  this  connection  it  was  also  reported  that  Mr.  Napier  has 
brought  with  him  a  negro  woman  who  is  to  cook  meals  during 
the  summertime  for  his  laborers  (in  Br.  Chitty's  house).  She 
is  supposed  to  be  of  unstable  character. 

Dr.  Kuehln  announced  that  he  finds  himself  forced  to  pur- 
chase a  negro  woman  to  have  some  help  in  his  household. 

The  widowed  Sr.  Margareta  Siewers  from  Bethlehem  who 
visited  her  children  last  summer  here,  would  like  to  become  a 
member  of  this  congregation  against  which  Collegium  has  no 
objection. 

Br.  Adam  Butner  who  has  sold  his  plantation  near  Salem  is 
applying  for  20  acres  at  the  western  border  of  the  Salem  terri- 
tory which  he  wishes  either  to  buy  or  lease.  The  Collegium  is 
not  willing  to  give  up  this  land  since  it  is  for  the  benefit  of  the 
whole  community  to  keep  the  timberland. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  local  P.H.C.  in  which  it  was  an- 
nounced that  Br.  Henry  A.  Schulz  has  received  a  call  to  serve 
in  Philadelphia  and  he  has  accepted  this.  Br.  Charles  A.  Blech 
in  New  York  has  been  appointed  as  his  successor  in  Salem.  The 
Elders'  Conference  approved  and  the  offer  was  made  to  him  and 
his  answer  is  awaited.  We  hope  this  will  not  mean  a  new  salary 
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burden  on  the  Diacony  since  the  minister  of  our  congregation 
has  offered  to  share  his  annual  income  of  $400  with  his  assist- 
ant. It  was  agreed  that  even  if  we  are  not  to  pay  a  second  salary 
to  the  minister  and  his  assistant,  the  present  amount  should  be 
raised.  It  was  also  agreed  unanimously  to  guarantee  Br.  and  Sr. 
Blech  and  Br.  and  Sr.  Schulz  free  living  quarters  and  free  fuel. 

Br.  Charles  Brietz  plans  to  enter  partnership  with  his  brother 
Ephraim  in  the  tanner's  trade.  The  Collegium  does  not  object. 
We  shall  discuss  in  our  next  meeting  what  is  to  be  done  with 
the  deed  of  trust  on  the  stock  of  the  tannery. 

Special  meeting  July  28.  Upon  investigation  of  the  Widows' 
House  we  found  that  half  of  the  foundation  is  in  such  a  condi- 
tion that  it  is  to  be  feared  the  house  will  fall  down  some  day 
soon.  Experts  in  this  field  have  estimated  the  cost  of  a  tempo- 
rary repair  to  be  at  least  $600,  with  the  added  fact  that  even 
then  the  house  will  not  be  very  safe  since  also  the  second  half 
of  the  foundation  appears  to  be  dilapidated.  A  debate  as  to  the 
most  advisable  action  to  be  taken  was  held.  It  was  agreed  that 
the  house  should  be  sold  and  a  new  place  found  for  the  inhabi- 
tants. The  Collegium  would  like  very  much  to  draft  plans  for  a 
new  Widows'  House  for  which  however  we  do  not  have  the 
means  nor  a  suitable  locality.  The  idea  was  advanced  that  per- 
haps the  new  part  of  the  former  Brothers'  House  could  be  used 
to  make  a  number  of  rooms,  though  of  course  we  realize  that  this 
house  is  most  uncomfortable  for  old  people  due  to  the  steep 
staircases.  An  inspection  of  the  house  was  suggested.  Also  the 
suggestion  was  made  of  the  purchase  of  Dr.  Schumann's  house 
for  this  purpose. 

Aug.  12.  In  reference  to  the  Single  Will.  Keller  it  was  re- 
ported from  the  Elders'  Conference  that  those  brethren  consider 
the  Collegium's  statement  concerning  him  as  too  indefinite  and 
vague.  They  insist  that  Keller  can  stay  only  a  short  while  in 
Salem,  namely  for  one  more  month  for  the  following  reasons: 
1.  We  would  otherwise  violate  the  good  harmony  existing  be- 
tween our  various  communities.  2.  We  would  create  merely  a 
dangerous  precedent  for  our  own  community,  since  it  must  be 
our  fundamental  principle  that  no  citizen  nor  the  community 
authorities  are  allowed  to  tolerate  any  person  of  proved  immoral 
character. 

Various  brethren  of  the  Collegium  have  inspected  the  former 
Brothers'  House.  Most  of  them  agree  not  to  make  alterations  in 
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the  lower  story  of  the  house  nor  in  the  kitchen.  Only  in  the 
second  story  arrangements  are  to  be  made  for  two  apartments 
each  consisting  of  one  kitchen  and  one  room.  It  will  hardly  be 
possible  to  have  fireplaces  in  these  rooms.  We  believe,  however, 
that  as  is  the  case  with  many  families  in  the  community,  the 
inhabitants  of  these  rooms  can  cook  on  stoves.  The  Collegium 
believes  also  according  to  the  statement  of  the  committee  that 
a  room  and  a  kitchen  could  be  made  from  Sr.  Steiner's  room. 
Before  any  alterations  are  made  we  shall  talk  to  the  inhabitants 
of  the  Widows'  House  to  find  out  whether  any  at  all  and  how 
many  of  them  would  be  willing  to  move  into  the  Brothers' 
House,  as  we  have  been  informed  that  several  of  them  stated 
that  they  were  not  willing  to  move. 

Br.  Chr.  Ebert  wishes  to  operate  a  hatter's  shop  on  his  own 
account  since  he  cannot  obtain  work  from  Br.  Boner.  This  was 
granted  him  several  years  ago  and  there  is  no  objection  now. 

The  married  John  Hill  White  has  applied  again  for  admission 
to  the  outside  Salem  Congregation.  The  brethren  who  are  ac- 
quainted with  him  do  not  recommend  him. 

Sept.  19.  In  reference  to  the  alterations  for  the  widows  in 
the  former  Brothers'  House  it  was  reported  that  the  musicians 
are  not  willing  to  give  up  the  Saal  in  which  they  are  allowed  to 
practice,  since  there  is  no  other  suitable  place  for  them.  As  we 
do  not  have  means  to  construct  a  new  Widows'  House  we  agreed 
to  transform  the  former  Brothers'  House  by  and  by  into  a 
Widows'  House.  Those  persons  of  other  choirs  who  have  rooms 
in  that  house  are  to  be  given  notice  to  look  for  other  living 
quarters.  This  concerns  for  the  present  Br.  and  Sr.  Josua  Boner 
and  the  Single  Sr.  Cath.  Stauber.  A  suggestion  was  made  to 
furnish  the  shed  situated  at  the  street  on  the  lot  of  the  Boys' 
School  for  the  use  of  the  Infant  School  so  far  situated  in  the 
room  in  the  lower  part  of  the  house,  since  this  room  will  also 
be  used  for  a  room  for  one  of  the  widows. 

Br.  Lewis  Winkler  has  shown  himself  willing  to  take  over 
the  work  in  the  church  during  weekdays  by  himself,  if  he  is 
paid  compensation  for  it.  It  was  agreed  that  he  should  be  paid 
the  same  amount  as  the  bellows  treaders,  namely  $10  per  year. 
We  think  this  should  be  discussed  in  the  Community  Council. 

The  late  Br.  Charles  F.  Bagge  decreed  that  the  interest  of 
$1,000  is  to  be  used  for  the  support  of  the  poor  so  that  this 
capital  has  since  remained  in  the  hands  of  the  executors  of  his 
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estate.  Br.  Bagge's  heirs  wish  to  place  the  whole  matter  on  a 
safer  basis  and  to  put  the  capital  with  the  Diacony  at  the  rate 
of  5%.  Approval  is  granted  under  the  condition  that  in  case 
the  executor  who  has  this  sum  in  his  hands,  namely  Br.  Jac. 
Blum,  is  unable  to  make  immediate  payment,  a  good  security 
is  given  for  it. 

The  single  Sr.  Elis.  Blum,  assistant  to  Sr.  Hueffel  as  Super- 
visor of  the  Single  Sisters'  Choir,  has  resigned.  The  P.H.C.  can- 
not appoint  another  sister  to  take  her  place,  so  they  finally  had 
to  agree  that  a  married  couple  is  to  be  employed  by  the  Sisters' 
House.  The  husband  is  to  have  supervision  over  fields  and  garden 
and  also  the  sale  and  purchase  of  victuals,  and  the  wife  is  to 
supervise  the  kitchen,  since  experience  has  taught  us  that  with 
such  an  extended  management  the  responsibility  would  be  too 
much  for  one  sister.  The  couple  can  live  in  the  former  weaver's 
shop  and  receive  their  meals  from  the  Sister's  House  kitchen. 
The  conference  had  suggested  Br.  and  Sr.  Ernst  Vierling  for 
this  job.  The  Collegium  believes  that  they  lack  certain  qualifica- 
tions and  on  its  part  suggests  Br.  and  Sr.  Benj.  Warner  who 
have  administered  formerly  the  Salem  tavern  with  good  success. 
We  believe  they  will  accept  the  offer. 

Single  Br.  Lewis  Decker  who  has  stayed  in  Salem  for  some 
time  as  a  visitor  and  worked  in  the  chairmaking  trade  with 
Br.  Peter  Fetter  asks  whether  he  may  make  a  number  of  chairs 
on  his  own  account  for  people  in  the  community  in  Br.  Peter- 
sen's shop.  We  fear  this  would  be  the  start  of  another  chair- 
making  trade  in  Salem  so  the  Collegium  is  doubtful  and  ad- 
vises Br.  Decker  to  make  any  arrangement  with  Br.  Fetter  by 
which  he  can  make  the  demanded  number  of  chairs  in  Br.  Fet- 
ter's shop. 

Various  citizens  ask  the  Collegium  to  take  some  measures 
against  the  noise  and  mischief  of  the  boys  before  and  after 
school  on  the  Square  and  in  the  street.  The  Collegium  believes 
that  the  instructors  are  to  be  held  responsible  for  such  poor 
behaviour  though,  of  course,  also  the  parents  should  keep  them 
under  better  supervision  during  their  off  school  hours.  In  this 
connection  it  was  reported  that  some  thefts  have  been  committed 
recently,  that  is,  money  has  been  stolen  by  children  and  a  sort  of 
custom  of  "Treating  each  other"  has  started  among  them,  which 
means  that  they  buy  beer,  etc.  in  the  bakery  and  enjoy  it  to- 
gether. Most  of  the  parents  do  not  seem  to  be  informed  about 
this.  The  Collegium  felt  a  necessity  for  stopping  them,  since  it 
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will  have  a  most  dreadful  influence  not  only  on  the  various  in- 
dividuals but  also  on  the  whole  community,  if  the  children  are 
permitted  to  grow  up  in  such  vices.  We  shall  have  to  have  a 
serious  talk  with  the  parents  concerned  in  this. 

Oct.  3.  The  Collegium  will  have  a  serious  talk  on  the  ques- 
tion of  the  Salem  tavern  as  soon  as  possible. 

Some  people  in  the  community  had  the  idea  that  the  fever 
so  frequent  this  summer  in  our  community  originates  from 
the  wood  lying  in  the  creek.  They  ask  whether  it  would  be  ad- 
visable to  clean  the  creek.  The  Collegium  does  not  know  how 
much  wood  really  lies  in  the  creek  and  could  not  believe  that 
such  an  epidemic  could  be  ascribed  to  such  a  cause,  since  our 
whole  neighborhood  seems  to  suffer  even  more  from  this  fever 
than  the  community  of  Salem. 

Oct.  2U.  Br.  and  Sr.  Benj.  Warner  did  not  accept  the  call  to 
serve  in  the  management  of  the  Sisters*  House.  The  conference 
was  then  forced  to  offer  the  same  post  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Ernst 
Vierling  for  lack  of  other  persons.  They  will  serve  for  one  year 
on  probation. 

We  discussed  once  more  an  application  of  Br.  Chr.  Ebert  but 
could  not  agree  to  turn  over  to  him  the  part  of  the  pottery  lot 
he  asked  for,  since  we  realize  that  with  the  clay  pit,  clay  mill 
and  space  for  drying  of  pottery  this  spot  is  the  most  indispensa- 
ble one  of  this  business.  Br.  Ebert  is  advised  to  ask  Br.  Holland's 
permission  to  stack  his  wood  somewhere  on  his  lot,  since  he  does 
not  have  room  on  his  own.  According  to  a  decision  of  the  Col- 
legium of  May  17,  1819  he  cannot  be  granted  entrance  through 
the  pottery  lot. 

Br.  Phil  Lagenauer  applies  to  rent  Cath.  Stauber's  room  in  the 
Brothers'  House  just  for  this  winter.  He  states  that  he  plans 
to  build  an  addition  to  his  shop  next  spring  and  could  then  make 
this  room  vacant.  It  is  feared  that  this  will  cause  difficulties 
since  the  room  is  actually  destined  for  widows  of  the  congre- 
gation. It  is  believed,  however,  that  Br.  Lagenauer  could  be 
allowed  to  use  Sr.  Belo's  former  room  in  the  Brother's  House 
for  the  period  of  time  he  asks  for. 

Several  brethren  of  the  community  have  instituted  an  evening 
school  for  their  apprentices.  The  instructor  is  a  man  not  be- 
longing to  our  community  and  the  lectures  are  held  in  the 
lower  room  of  the  Boys'  School.  We  do  not  wish  this  to  serve 
as  a  future  precedent  but  are  afraid  we  cannot  hinder  them 
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since  the  masters  otherwise  lack  the  opportunity  to  give  their 
apprentices  the  instruction  which  according  to  the  law  they  are 
supposed  to  receive.  We  had  hoped  that  we  could  establish  a  real 
evening  school  for  our  boys  this  winter. 

Nov.  21.  Sr.  Belo  has  moved  into  the  former  Brothers'  House 
and  occupies  Cath.  Stauber's  room.  Br.  Lagenauer  has  accepted 
the  offer  to  move  into  the  Widows'  House  for  the  winter. 

The  application  of  the  Single  Br.  Aug.  Fockel  to  rent  the 
plantation  formerly  occupied  by  his  father  was  discussed.  The 
Congregation  Diacony  will  demand  that  he  return  a  plot  of  land 
along  the  water  trench  that  conducts  the  run  to  the  waterworks, 
since  the  ditch  will  easily  be  flooded  if  the  land  mentioned  is 
cultivated.  Otherwise  there  is  no  objection.  Before  it  is  turned 
over  to  him  it  is  to  be  newly  surveyed.  The  Collegium  also 
agreed  to  have  Br.  Fockel  buy  the  buildings  on  the  plantation 
from  his  mother. 

Br.  Will.  Hauser  announces  that  he  plans  to  build  a  wood- 
shed on  his  lot.  It  was  reported  too  that  he  intends  to  rent 
the  first  out  lot  at  the  Belews  Creek  Path  and  thus  asks  per- 
mission to  cut  down  a  small  piece  of  woodland  along  the  western 
border  of  this  out  lot  reaching  to  the  path  that  leads  to  Widow 
Fockel,  as  otherwise  the  shade  of  the  trees  would  cause  him 
damage.  Since  the  timber  on  this  plot  is  of  no  concern,  permis- 
sion is  granted. 

We  discussed  once  more  the  affairs  of  the  widowed  Sr.  Herbst 
and  all  members  were  convinced  that  the  debt  of  the  estate  to 
the  Congregation  Diacony  will  have  to  be  paid  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble, even  more  so  as  we  cannot  expect  any  interest.  Sr.  Rothaas 
died  recently  and  the  Collegium  suggests  having  the  Diacony 
buy  her  little  house  through  agreement  with  Br.  Rothaas  and 
then  let  Sr.  Herbst  and  her  family  take  over  this  house,  while 
the  Herbst  house  is  to  be  sold.  We  shall  thus  start  buying  the 
Rothaas  house  and  the  matter  shall  be  discussed  with  Sr.  Herbst. 

Just  recently  our  inhabitants  of  the  community  were  able  to 
convince  themselves  how  necessary  it  is  to  keep  all  equipment 
for  extinguishing  fire  in  good  condition.  It  was  observed  that 
we  still  lack  this  or  the  other  thing  which  would  be  absolutely 
necessary  in  case  of  a  fire  emergency.  This  means  a  well-working 
forcing  pump  for  the  water  reservoir  on  the  Square,  or  even 
better,  if  obtainable,  a  portable  suction  engine  which  could  be 
used  with  any  one  of  the  water  reservoirs.  We  also  need  a 
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sufficient  number  of  fire  buckets,  to  be  kept  in  the  engine  house, 
fire  hooks  and  ladders.  The  Collegium  asked  Br.  Fries  to  inquire 
about  forcing  pumps  and  suction  engines  in  the  North.  The 
suggestion  was  also  made  of  establishing  a  regular  fire  brigade 
and  we  shall  hold  a  meeting  of  our  citizens  and  young  brethren 
in  the  music  hall  to  discuss  this  matter  jointly.  Since  the  estab- 
lishment of  such  a  brigade  will  take  a  lot  of  time  the  Collegium 
appointed  a  committee  to  revise  the  present  fire  orders. 

Dec.  19.  Sr.  Herbst  is  willing  to  move  into  the  Rothaas  house, 
if  the  necessary  arrangements  are  made,  so  that  she  can  live 
there  conveniently  with  her  family.  The  value  of  the  little  house 
was  estimated  by  various  brethren  as  $125.  Br.  Rothaas  is  un- 
willing to  accept  such  a  low  sum.  The  Collegium  will  tell  him 
however  that  according  to  the  Minutes  of  the  Collegium  of 
March  28,  1826,  and  April  3,  1826,  we  learn  that  the  Congre- 
gational Diacony  pitied  the  state  of  his  mother  and  only  for  that 
reason  helped  him  to  build  the  little  house  which  means  that  he 
really  cannot  demand  any  more  for  it. 

The  draft  for  the  house  which  Br.  David  Blum  plans  to  build 
on  his  lot  was  presented.  The  house  is  to  have  a  length  of  46 
feet  and  a  depth  of  30  feet.  It  is  to  be  of  two  stories.  Along  Cross 
Street  a  one-storied  addition  of  28  feet  in  length  will  be  built 
and  this  is  to  serve  as  a  kitchen.  Two  entrance  doors  are  to  be 
in  the  main  building,  one  of  which  leads  to  a  corridor  and  the 
other  to  a  large  room  that  is  to  take  the  whole  width  of  the 
house.  There  is  no  doubt  that  Br.  Blum  has  enough  means  for 
the  construction  of  such  a  house  but  we  believe  it  our  duty  to 
interfere  with  the  plan  because  we  do  not  see  any  possibility  of 
the  Congregation  Diacony  taking  over  the  house,  if  this  should 
ever  become  necessary.  The  whole  plan  seems  to  point  to  the 
fact  that  Br.  Blum  intends  to  open  a  shop  there.  The  specula- 
tion is  that  he  will  use  his  son-in-law,  Roderick  Murchison,  who 
presently  operates  a  store  in  a  neighboring  county  and  whose 
wife  belongs  to  the  Salem  Congregation,  or  perhaps  he  intends 
to  find  another  person  from  Wilkes  County  (Wm.  Waugh) 
through  the  connections  with  his  son-in-law,  to  take  over  his 
shop  in  Br.  Blum's  name.  These  suspicions  have  been  aroused 
partly  through  Br.  Blum's  own  statements  which  means  that  the 
Collegium  cannot  agree  to  this  construction  for  the  time  being. 
Several  brethren  of  the  Collegium  are  asked  to  talk  to  Br.  Blum 
about  the  matter  and  hear  his  plans. 
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The  single  Br.  Allen  Ackermann  will  succeed  Br.  Traug. 
Chitty  after  New  Year's  in  the  administration  of  the  mill. 

Br.  Joseph  Stauber  declares  that  he  is  willing  to  accept  the 
offer  of  the  Diacony  for  taking  over  his  house  and  since  he  is 
not  able  to  make  a  living  any  longer  in  his  present  trade,  he 
plans  to  move  out  to  Missouri.  The  Collegium  is  willing  to  buy 
the  house  for  the  Diacony. 

It  was  suggested  to  continue  the  Grave  Yard  Alley2  to  the 
northeast  corner  of  Br.  Wm.  Hauser's  lot  and  to  plant  cedar 
trees  there  this  winter.  The  gate  at  the  south  end  of  the  alley 
is  to  be  moved  to  the  southwest  corner  of  Br.  Theod.  Schulz's 
lot.  In  connection  with  this  it  was  desired  that  Br.  Jacobson 
keep  his  horses  out  of  the  alley  and  that  he  cultivate  the  lot 
next  to  Br.  Kremer  for  the  intended  purpose. 

The  burial  of  strangers3  in  the  Salem  Graveyard  was  dis- 
cussed and  it  was  desired  that  this  matter  be  brought  up  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Community  Council.  The  suggestion  was 
made  of  laying  out  a  special  graveyard  for  strangers  who  were 
to  be  buried  in  our  community. 

Dec.  29.  It  was  reported  that  Br.  Jac.  Rothaas  has  been 
talked  to  and  he  declared  he  demanded  $175  for  the  house  of  his 
mother,  since  it  cost  him  more  than  $220.  The  Collegium  is  un- 
willing to  pay  this  price  especially  since  it  will  cost  a  consider- 
able amount  to  remodel  the  house  for  the  purposes  of  Sr.  Herbst 
and  her  family.  The  Collegium  developed  the  idea  of  building 
a  new  house  on  the  adjoining  vacant  lot  and  the  warden  was 
asked  to  draft  a  plan  for  such  a  house  before  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Collegium. 

Br.  Blum  was  also  talked  to  about  the  construction  of  his 
house.  He  declared  that  he  actually  does  not  plan  to  open  a  shop 
as  he  himself  does  not  have  any  talent  for  operating  such  a 
trade  but  does  not  deny  that  he  has  intended  to  sell  at  least 
coffee,  sugar,  salt  and  such  oddments,  as  he  needs  some  occupa- 
tion. Of  course  he  would  not  do  this  without  the  consent  of  the 
congregation  conferences.  He  has  never  thought  of  taking  his 
son-in-law  into  his  shop  and  house.  The  reason  for  wanting  to

3  The  history  of  the  strangers'  graveyard  can  be  traced  through  the  various  volumes  of 
Records  of  the  Moravians  in  North  Carolina.  Early  there  was  a  distinction  between  God's 
Acre  and  a  so-called  parish  graveyard  which  was  meant  for  strangers  and  later  used  as  a 
burial  place  for  Negroes.  Then  certain  sections  were  designated  for  strangers  and  questions 
came  up  rather  often  as  to  burial  of  non-Moravians  in  the  graveyard.  The  question  often 
arose  in  country  congregations  also. 
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build  a  large  house  must  be  ascribed  to  various  advice  he  has 
received  from  brethren  of  the  congregation  with  most  of  them 
maintaining  that  a  larger  house  should  be  built  on  that  kind 
of  lot.  He  has  thought  he  might  rent  rooms  to  young  brethren 
and  thus  help  them  in  operating  their  business  or  he  might 
lodge  strangers  who  wanted  to  stay  in  the  community  for  a 
longer  time.  This  matter  was  debated  for  some  time  but  the 
Collegium  is  not  satisfied  with  the  statement  of  Br.  Blum.  This 
was  the  opinion  maintained:  Either  Br.  Blum  is  to  return  the 
lot  for  the  price  he  paid  or  the  Congregation  Diacony  would  not 
pay  more  than  $2,000  in  case  he  constructs  his  house  and  it 
should  have  to  be  taken  over  by  the  Diacony  at  any  time.  These 
conditions  are  to  be  inserted  in  the  lease  to  be  made  with  him. 

The  Collegium  wishes  that  the  trustees  of  the  local  Girls' 
Boarding  School  discuss  the  advisability  of  the  Inspector's  bor- 
rowing money  from  the  bank  to  pay  his  debts  to  other  persons 
who  are  in  great  need  of  financial  help  in  these  times. 

Br.  Schober  has  engaged  in  correspondence  with  various 
members  of  the  legislature  in  session  at  present  about  the  in- 
corporation of  a  fire  company  in  Salem.  He  presented  an  act  to 
the  Collegium,  which  has  been  passed  for  another  place  and 
which  was  recognized  as  with  a  few  minor  amendments  suiting 
our  purpose.  Br.  Schober  was  asked  to  take  the  final  steps  in 
this  matter. 

Minutes  of  the  Elders*  Conference  in  Salem,  1842. 
[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  19.  David  Blum,  nonresident  member,  wishes  to  move 
into  town  after  selling  his  plantation  and  negroes.  His  reason  is 
that  his  children  can  then  be  educated  in  the  schools  here  and 
the  family  will  be  near  the  church.  Elders'  conference  had  no 
objections  and  the  matter  was  referred  to  Aufseher  Collegium. 

The  Widow  Siewers,  of  Bethlehem,  visiting  her  children  here, 
wishes  to  rent  the  upper  room  in  the  former  Single  Sisters' 
bakehouse  because  her  son,  Jacob,  is  remodeling  his  house  com- 
pletely this  year  and  she  wants  a  room  for  herself.  The  matter 
cannot  be  settled  at  once  because  she  is  still  a  member  in  Beth- 
lehem ;  but  she  may  rent  the  room  by  the  month  until  the  trans- 
fer of  her  membership  can  be  effected. 

Jan.  26.  The  youth,  Julius  Steiner  is  to  be  bound  out  to  Br. 
Hy.  Meinung  in  the  wheelwright  trade. 


EDUCATION 


This  is  to  inform  the  public,  that,  provided  a  sufficient  number  of  applica- 
tions be  received  by  the  month  of  October  next,  it  is  intended  to  open  a 
Male  Acadkmy  at  the  village  of  Bethania,  Stokes  County,  N.  C.t  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Pastor  of  the  Moravian  Congregation  at  that  place,  and  un- 
der the  immediate  care  of  two  r!\„che;3,  for  the  common  branches  and  for 
the  classical  department  5  the  Conference  of  the  United  Brethren's  Church  in 
the  State  of  North  Caroliua,  who  constitute  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Salem  Female  Academy,  being  the  Trustees  also  of  this  institution,  in  which 
it  is  designed  to  prepare  students  for  College. 

The  school  is  to  be  taught  in  the  parsonage,  and  the  pupils  are  to  board  in 
families,  until  further  arrangements  can  be  made.  Age  of  admittance  from 
8  to  1 5  years. 

The  annual  course  o(  instruction  to  be  divided  into  two  sessions  of  five  and 
a  half  months  each,  from  November  to  April,  and  from  May  to  October 
the  time  for  opening  the  first  session  to  be  made  known  hereafter.

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Feb.  23.  Since  the  factory  company  is  ready  to  grant  Trau- 
gott  Chitty  a  piece  of  land  the  Cong.  Diacony  grants  him  the 
so-called  Waterson  lot  and  Br.  Chitty  will  receive  a  town  lease 
and  pay  town-lot  rent.  In  the  future  he  and  his  family  will  be 
regarded  as  belonging  to  Salem  Congregation. 

March  2.  The  Elders'  Conference  allows  the  Music  Society 
of  Salem  the  presentation  of  a  sacred  work,  "The  Easter  Morn," 
by  Newcomb,  tomorrow  night  in  the  church. 

April  13.  The  Elders'  Conference  discussed  the  present  hard- 
pressed  situation  of  the  cotton  factory. 

April  27.  The  occasion  that  the  request  of  a  neighbor,  John 
Waterson,  Sr.,  to  bury  the  body  of  his  son  on  the  graveyard 
had  been  denied,  led  to  the  desirability  of  having  a  thorough 
discussion  with  the  Aufseher  Collegium  about  some  definite  pro- 
cedure to  be  followed  when  there  are  future  inquiries.  In  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  graveyard  space  is  getting  smaller  the 
question  was  raised  whether  there  should  not  be  a  rule  that  no 
strangers  should  be  permitted  to  be  buried  in  it.  The  joint  dis- 
cussion is  to  be  held. 

May  25.  The  Widower  Hy.  Shaffner  is  compelled  by  family 
circumstances  to  be  married  again  and  he  asks  for  the  sanction 
of  his  marriage  with  the  Single  Sister  Emilia  Meinung  who 
has  given  him  her  acceptance  of  the  proposal  with  the  consent 
of  her  parents.  The  Elders'  Conference  sanctioned  this. 

June  1.  In  the  discussion  with  the  Aufseher  Collegium  about 
the  burial  of  strangers  in  the  graveyard,  the  proposal  was  made 
that  the  Elders'  Conference  may  choose  any  2  members  of  the 
Aufseher  Collegium  to  confer  with  the  Elders'  Conference  about 
such  cases. 

June  29.  Hy.  Winkler  has  received  permission  from  the  Cong. 
Diacony  to  build  a  brick  house,  40  x  30  ft.  on  the  lot  above  John 
Chitty's.  Six  feet  will  be  added  to  his  lot  because  of  the  water 
ditch  running  through  it. 

Nov.  9.  The  Elders'  Conference  approved  that  a  Christmas 
"Putz"  for  the  children  be  set  up  in  the  new  small  Saal,  provided 
no  nails  be  driven  in  the  walls. 

Dec.  21.  It  is  proposed  to  lengthen  the  graveyard  avenue 
up  to  the  n.  e.  corner  of  the  Wm.  Meinung  lot,  and  to  change 
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the  location  of  the  gateway  at  the  lower  end  to  the  s.  w.  corner 
of  Br.  Schulz's  lot. 

The  Aufseher  Collegium  will  bring  the  matter  of  a  strangers' 
graveyard  into  the  Cong.  Council. 

Report  of  the  Negro  Church,  1842. 

[Extracts  translated] 

Jan.  16.  The  delayed  meeting  of  the  mission  festival  was  held 
and  over  100  blacks  were  present. 

Jan.  30.  In  today's  meeting  something  was  read  again  from 
the  "Idea  Fidei  Fratrum"  with  additional  explanations  and  re- 
marks. At  the  conclusion  a  short  talk  was  given  to  those  present, 
and  all  of  this  was  listened  to  with  close  attention. 

Feb.  27.  After  the  second  meeting  a  resolution  was  made: 
That  the  graveyard  fence  be  repaired  and  the  graveyard  itself 
before  Easter  be  brought  in  order  by  the  Brr.  and  those  who 
have  relatives  buried  in  it. 

March.  On  Easter  Sunday,  the  27th,  at  nine  in  the  morning 
there  gathered  a  great  throng  of  blacks  before  the  church.  After 
a  few  verses  were  sung  there  we  went  to  the  graveyard  for  the 
praying  of  the  Easter  litany.  Right  after  that  there  was  a  ser- 
mon before  a  large  number  of  listeners,  not  all  of  whom  the 
church  could  hold.  All  listened  quietly  with  great  attentiveness 
and  without  making  the  least  disturbance.  After  the  sermon 
in  a  separate  meeting  was  the  reading  of  the  resurrection  story 
of  our  dear  Lord  and  at  its  conclusion  was  the  baptism  of  a 
negro  baby. 

April.  The  meetings,  as  well  as  the  sermons,  were  held  every 
Sunday  of  this  month  without  exception  and  the  negroes  were 
always  present  in  very  good  numbers.  Besides  instruction  for 
the  children,  song  practices  were  held  almost  without  ex- 
ception by  some  sisters. 

May  15.  &  child  of  the  negress,  belonging  to  Wm.  Fries,  was 
baptized.  Taken  as  a  whole  the  meetings  have  been  very  well 
attended  and  in  them  reverence  and  quiet  have  prevailed  each 
time.  But  among  the  children,  especially  on  the  male  side  ad- 
monitions and  reminders  have  often  been  necessary  but  these 
have  always,  so  it  seems,  been  taken  with  love. 
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June  12.  Since  only  a  few  blacks  had  come,  there  was  a  Bible 
reading  after  a  prayer  and  the  few  who  were  present  were  very 
attentive  to  this.  It  was  believed  that  the  harvest  or  the  haying 
was  the  reason  that  so  few  had  come  to  the  meetings  today  but 
some  said  that  they  were  afraid  to  come  to  church  because  they 
had  heard  that  the  meetings  of  the  negroes  here  would  soon 
come  to  an  end.  They  were  talked  to  and  encouraged  to  attend 
the  meetings  faithfully  as  before  and  not  to  heed  such  reports 
and  assertions  and  to  commend  the  matter  to  the  Lord.  Since 
some  of  the  children  today  refused  to  come  to  the  instruction 
which  is  usually  held  for  them  after  the  sermon  by  some  sisters 
and  even  others  advised  not  to  go  in,  they  were  earnestly  talked 
to.  But  it  did  no  good  and  each  one  gradually  withdrew  from  the 
church. 

July  3.  About  50  negroes  were  present  at  the  meeting  and  the 
7th  chapter  of  Matthew  was  read  to  them  and  the  most  im- 
portant parts  explained.  They  listened  with  great  attentiveness. 
After  the  meeting  individuals  were  talked  to  and  admonished  to 
give  their  hearts  to  the  Saviour,  and  to  be  obedient  to  the  gospel. 
Finally  the  children  assembled  in  order  to  be  instructed  in  the 
sacred  truths,  and  to  learn  by  heart  some  verses  and  to  repeat 
verses  learned.  At  the  conclusion  an  address  was  given  for  them. 

July  17.  After  the  sermon  at  the  request  of  some  negroes  in- 
dividual ones  were  talked  to  and  they  were  with  all  the  wretched- 
ness of  their  sins  directed  to  the  Friend  of  Sinners.  There  were 
present  some  very  old  negroes  of  whom  I  was  told  that  they  had 
expressed  a  desire  to  talk  to  me  so  I  sought  them  out  and 
had  right  pleasant  heart-to-heart  talks  with  them  and  one  could 
feel  that  they  were  perplexed  about  the  salvation  of  their  souls. 

July  2b.  The  negro  Hercules  and  his  wife  showed  their  wish 
today  to  be  accepted  in  the  negro  congregation  here. 

Aug.  The  meetings  were  held  this  month  in  their  usual  fashion 
but  were  only  moderately  attended  by  the  negroes. 

Sept.  The  reason  that  the  negroes  did  not  attend  the  meetings 
here  so  numerously  as  formerly  might  be  attributed  in  part  to 
the  fact  that  the  Methodists  and  also  the  Baptists  were  holding 
meetings  in  the  neighborhood  and  the  negroes  like  to  attend 
these. 

Oct.  9.  There  was  the  usual  sermon  to  about  100  negroes  on 
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the  gospel  account  of  the  wedding  garment.  After  this  two  per- 
sons were  taken  into  the  congregation,  namely  the  negro  Her- 
cules and  his  wife  Anna,  both  of  whom  are  free  on  account  of 
their  age  and  live  at  the  home  of  Br.  Jacob  Schulz.  One  person 
asked  to  join  the  congregation. 

Nov.  6.  The  funeral  sermon  of  the  negro  Saml.  Henry  who 
died  about  5  weeks  ago  about  24  years  of  age.  There  were  pres- 
ent over  120  negroes  at  this  meeting  and  they  all  listened  very 
attentively.  After  the  sermon  talks  were  held  with  several  about 
the  condition  of  their  souls.  0,  that  they  might  all  become  re- 
wards for  the  pain  of  the  Saviour.  The  Sisters  Denke  and 
Steiner  held  instruction  and  singing  practice  for  the  children. 

Nov.  21.  In  the  evening  there  came  the  negress  Mourning, 
belonging  to  Br.  Chr.  Blum,  who  asked  unexpectedly  for  ad- 
mission into  the  little  negro  congregation  and  asked  to  have 
something  read  to  her  from  the  Bible  or  some  other  good  book. 
Something  was  read  to  her  from  the  Idea  Fratrum  and  this 
gave  cause  for  a  long  conversation  with  her  about  the  One  Thing 
Necessary.  She  repeated  this  visit  on  the  evening  of  the  25th. 
She  seems  to  be  very  earnest  about  giving  herself  wholly  to 
the  Saviour  and  concerned  about  her  souPs  salvation.  She  at- 
tends the  meetings  in  the  negro  church  every  Sunday  without 
exception. 

Nov.  28.  I  visited  the  negroes  on  Br.  Byerley's  plantation 
where  the  negro  Br.  Sam  continues  to  suffer  from  attacks  of 
fever. 

Also  on  the  29th  the  negroes  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Fries  were 
visited  and  a  talk  was  given  them  about  the  One  Thing  Most 
Necessary. 

Dec.  18.  I  went  to  Friedberg  to  Br.  and  Sr.  George  Spach 
where  after  a  talk  to  the  assembled  negroes,  the  negro  Br. 
William,  belonging  to  Br.  George  Fisher,  was  married  to  the 
negress  Polly,  belonging  to  Br.  George  Spach. 

In  the  evening  the  negress  Mourning  visited  us  to  talk  with  us 
about  the  condition  of  her  heart  and  she  said  among  other  things 
that  she  felt  that  she  was  a  great  sinner  and  that  she  was  very 
desirous  of  being  certain  of  the  forgiveness  of  her  sins.  Finally 
I  had  to  read  her  a  chapter  from  the  Bible. 
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Minutes  of  the  L.A.C.,  1842. 
[Extracts  translated.'] 

Feb. 

3.  Since  the  married  John  Byerly  shortly  before  New  Year 
bought  the  plantation  of  Br.  Abraham  Steiner  near  Salem,  and 
moved  onto  it  with  his  wife  and  four  children,  Br.  Heubener 
commended  Br.  and  Sr.  Byerly  to  the  Conference  in  Salem  since 
in  the  future  they  will  probably  join  the  congregation  there. 

5.  The  negress  Sylvia,  a  slave  of  Br.  Van  Boner,  has  an- 
nounced herself  to  her  pastor  as  a  candidate  for  reception  into 
the  negro  congregation.  Br.  Byhan  will  first  make  careful  in- 
quiry as  to  whether  she  was  baptized  as  a  child  and  if  not,  she 
will  be  regarded  as  a  candidate  for  holy  baptism,  and  after  in- 
struction has  been  given  to  her  she  will  be  taken  into  the  con- 
gregation by  baptism.  If  she  should  have  been  baptized  already, 
she  will  still  attend  instruction  as  preparation  for  reception  into 
the  congregation. 

March  3. 

2.  It  was  announced  by  Br.  Heubener  that  since  the  last 
Ministers'  Conference  also  the  widowed  Sister  Rebecca  Spach, 
m.n.  Foltz,  has  moved  to  John  Byerly's  near  Salem. 

3.  Since  it  has  come  unfortunately  to  quarreling  and  even  to 
blows  between  George  Spach  and  his  son  Solomon  Spach,  which 
resulted  in  the  son's  taking  out  a  state's  warrant  against  his 
father,  the  question  arose  in  the  committee  in  Friedberg  as  to 
whether  both  should  not  be  excluded  from  the  congregation, 
since  it  was  to  be  feared  that  it  would  come  to  court  proceed- 
ings between  them.  Since,  however,  one  brother  of  the  confer- 
ence announced  that  both  father  and  son  regretted  the  measures 
that  had  been  taken  and  had  declared  themselves  ready  to  with- 
draw from  the  court  procedures  if  possible,  the  L.A.C.  advised 
to  await  the  development  of  the  affair  before  the  above  discip- 
linary question  was  answered. 

6.  In  connection  with  the  so-called  singing  school  mentioned 
in  the  report  from  Friedland,  the  conference  thought  that  it 
might  be  perhaps  the  best  thing  for  Br.  Haman  to  inquire 
whether  it  would  soon  cease  or  whether  Emanl.  Reed  and  Sml. 
R.  Schneider  would  join  together  in  beginning  a  new  term. 

7.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting  they  encouraged  each 
other  mutually  in  spite  of  all  depressing  experiences  which  some- 
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times  come  to  light  among  those  commended  to  our  care,  not 
to  lose  courage  but  to  strengthen  each  other  anew  in  the  hands 
of  the  Lord. 

April  7. 

2.  Br.  Huebener  stated  that  since  the  last  conference  the 
Single  Srr.  Catharina,  Anna  Rosina  and  Elisabeth  Foltz  had 
moved  into  their  house  on  John  Byerly's  plantation  two  miles 
from  Salem  and  that  these  three  single  sisters  as  well  as  their 
own  sisters  the  widowed  Sr.  Becky  Spach  (with  her  son  Ed- 
ward) and  the  married  Susannah  Byerly  with  her  four  children 
altogether  ten  persons  asked  permission  through  their  pastor, 
Br.  Huebener,  to  join  the  congregation  in  Salem  and  Br.  H. 
recommended  them  all  to  the  conference.  (They  were  later  re- 
ceived by  the  Elders'  Conference  of  Salem  with  the  approval  of 
the  Aufseher  Collegium.) 

In  reference  to  the  last  minutes  it  was  stated  that  as  the  quar- 
rel mentioned  before  the  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  at  the 
instigation  of  the  son,  Solomon  Spach,  has  been  dispensed  with 
so  the  therein-mentioned  disciplinary  problem  might  be  con- 
sidered as  settled. 

7.  Since  attention  was  called  through  an  experience  that 
happened  recently,  namely  that  a  member  of  a  country  congre- 
gation partook  of  the  holy  communion  here  in  Salem  without 
perhaps  possessing  the  wished-f or  authorization  in  his  own  con- 
gregation, the  chairman  in  the  name  of  the  Elders'  Conference 
here  called  attention  of  the  country  pastors  to  the  idea  as  to 
whether  it  might  not  be  desirable,  if  always  practicable,  to  give 
to  their  members  a  written  statement  to  the  conference  in  Salem 
if  they  wish  to  go  to  communion  there. 

June. 

2.  Br.  Joh.  R.  Schmidt  announced  that  the  widowed  Sister 
Mary  Kraus  of  Bethabara  has  entered  service  of  the  Girls' 
Boarding  School  as  a  waitress  in  the  dining  room. 

3.  The  married  Sr.  Eva  Swaim  has  moved  with  her  family 
from  the  neighborhood  of  Friedland,  as  has  also  the  widowed 
Sister  Cath.  Seitz  with  her  daughter  Rebecca  and  4  grandchil- 
dren, into  the  Hope  settlement. 

7.  Since  the  establishment  of  a  Sunday  School  in  the  school- 
house  at  John  Greter's  would  be  useful  for  the  children  of  our 
brethren  living  there,  the  conference  urged  the  Brr.  preaching 
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there  to  take  steps  as  soon  as  possible  for  the  establishment  of  a 
Sunday  School. 

July  7. 

2.  Since  the  Single  Henriette  Fetter  of  Bethabara  has  not 
been  acting  with  approved  behavior  Br.  Schmidt  at  the  request 
of  the  conference  will  lay  before  the  committee  in  Bethabara 
the  question  of  her  exclusion  from  the  congregation.  Since  the 
person  just  mentioned  intends  to  stay  for  a  longer  time  in  the 
house  of  the  Widow  Lucy  Blum  near  Salem,  Br.  Byhan  com- 
missioned by  the  conference  will  announce  to  Sister  Blum  that 
this  cannot  be  done  without  the  approval  of  the  conference. 

Aug.  4. 

5.  The  older  girl  Lisette  Hein,  thus  far  numbered  among 
the  members  in  Bethabara  has  received  permission  to  join  the 
congregation  in  Salem  and  has  come  into  the  Sisters'  House 
here. 

6.  The  Single  Sister  Ridelphia  Kearney,  thus  far  a  member  at 
Bethabara,  wishes  to  belong  to  the  congregation  in  Bethania, 
where  she  has  moved  to  her  mother  from  Salem. 

9.  Since  as  a  result  of  the  school  law  now  coming  into  effect 
in  this  State  a  district  school  is  being  erected  not  far  from 
Bethania,  Br.  Bechler  inquired  whether  one  of  our  present  nor- 
mal school  students  could  not  be  recommended  as  teacher  and 
among  others  Saml.  Renatus  Schneider  was  named  to  him  for 
this  purpose. 

Nov.  3. 

6.  Since  the  regulation  that  in  the  rural  congregation  the 
reception  of  children  should  wait  until  the  14th  year  seems  to 
have  serious  difficulties  in  its  execution,  we  will  take  this 
matter  under  consideration  again. 

Dec.  1. 

1.  After  discussion  the  Brr.  declared  themselves  of  the  opinion 
that  it  would  be  better  to  agree  again  on  the  reception  of  chil- 
dren again  at  the  age  of  12  years. 

3.  It  was  announced  that  at  the  recent  election  of  a  commit- 
tee in  Hope  Br.  Chr.  Seitz  had  been  chosen  as  Steward,  Br. 
Frederick  Null  as  Warden  and  the  Brr.  Charles  Hanes,  Jacob 
Frey,  George  Fisher  as  the  other  members  and  approval  was 
given. 
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7.  At  a  discussion  about  the  drawing  up  of  a  congregation 
catalog  it  was  advised  not  to  be  hasty  about  the  striking  out  of 
names. 

Diary  of  the  Congregation  in  Bethabara,  1842. 
{Extracts  translated^ 

Jan. 

Appendix  from  the  report  of  the  congregation  in  Bethabara 
to  the  P.H.C. 

Jan.  2.  The  baptism  of  the  little  daughter  born  on  August 
13  to  our  neighbors  Bonaparte  and  Eliza  Dougins  with  the  name 
Mary  Jane. 

March  13.  The  little  daughter  born  December  19  of  last  year 
to  our  friends  Wiley  and  Matilda  Schaus  was  baptized  with 
the  name  Sarah  Ann  Elisabeth. 

March  31.  Fire  broke  out  in  Jesse  Butner's  smithy  in  the 
village  but  with  God's  help  it  was  soon  put  out,  before  it  could 
get  too  good  a  start  and  only  the  roof  was  a  prey  to  the  flames. 

Appendix:  31.  In  spite  of  the  high  wind  with  God's  help  the 
fire  was  able  to  be  put  out. 

July  17.  The  baptism  of  the  little  son  born  May  27  to  our  Br. 
and  Sr.  Benjamin  and  Rebecca  Krause  with  the  name  Ben- 
jamin Josiah. 

Aug.  28.  W.  Jones  and  Br.  Vogler  by  request  held  some  tem- 
perance addresses  here  and  the  hall  was  filled  entirely  with 
listeners. 

Sept.  4.  There  was  again  a  temperance  meeting  and  it  finally 
came  to  the  point  that  a  little  Temperance  Society  was  formed 
here.  Eleven  persons  signed  the  pledge  which  is  composed  in 
accord  with  that  of  the  Washingtonians. 

Sept.  9.  We  had  a  very  violent  storm  and  a  stroke  of  light- 
ning struck  Neighbor  Noll's  barn  and  killed  a  horse  but  luckily 
did  not  set  fire  to  the  barn. 

Sept.  26.  Was  the  burial  of  the  negro  John  Henry,  son  of  the 
negress  Anny,  who  was  24  years  old  and  died  of  consumption. 
He  was  buried  in  Br.  John  Butner's  meadow  under  a  great  pine 
tree. 
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Oct.  9.  Our  single  brothers  and  boys  had  their  choir  festival. 
In  the  second  meeting  was  the  festival  address  and  the  recep- 
tion of  four  boys  in  the  Boys'  Choir:  Parmenio  Renatus  Hein, 
Josiah  Elias  Butner,  Jeremiach  Zachariah  Butner,  and  Israel 
Thomas  Reich. 

Oct.  16.  A  temperance  meeting  was  held. 

Dec.  21*.  Appendix.  In  the  Christmas  Eve  service  several  of 
our  neighbors  with  their  children  were  present  so  that  our 
little  Saal  was  entirely  filled.  It  caused  a  disturbance  that 
shortly  before  the  meeting  the  chimney  in  the  dieners*  room 
caught  fire  but  with  God's  help  and  with  the  great  lack  of  wind 
it  was  soon  extinguished. 

Memorabilia  of  the  Bethania  Congregation,  181*2. 
[Extracts  translated.} 

The  various  harvests  have  turned  out  very  well  indeed,  far 
better  than  many  expected.  The  fruits  of  the  field  have  rewarded 
the  husbandman  most  richly  for  his  efforts,  and  if  here  and  there 
this  or  that  gift  of  God  has  not  been  bestowed  on  us  so  richly 
as  we  have  been  accustomed  to  in  earlier  years,  yet  He  has  cared 
for  all  His  children  and  no  one  has  suffered  or  will  suffer  want. 
Wheat,  corn  and  other  products  are  in  most  places  in  generous 
abundance  and  the  industry  of  the  gardener  has  likewise  been 
blessed,  and  although  in  our  immediate  region  here  and  there 
the  harvest  has  not  been  so  abundant  as  formerly  perhaps,  yet 
we  must  rejoice  that  in  most  regions  in  our  land  it  has  been 
unusually  rich  so  that  with  the  prevailing  lack  of  money  through 
the  faithful  care  of  the  Heavenly  Father  many  thousands  of  poor 
families  have  been  saved  from  ruin. 

We  have  been  spared  on  the  whole  serious  illnesses  in  the  con- 
gregation. To  be  sure  some  have  had  rather  severe  attacks  of 
fever,  as  in  the  summer  a  sort  of  influenza-like  cold  prevailed 
among  the  children,  but  in  the  main  we  could  rejoice  over  good 
health  while  in  regions  around  about  whole  families  were  laid 
low. 

Diary  of  the  Bethania  Congregation,  181*2. 
[Extracts  translated.] 
Jan.  17.  In  this  night  there  lay  sick  our  Mother  Elisabeth 
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Susanna  Strub,  whom  we  visited  three  or  four  times  that 
day  until 

Jan.  21.  she  crossed  over  gently  and  blessedly  at  9:30  into 
the  eternal  abodes  of  peace  at  the  age  of  79  years. 

Jan.  29.  The  baptism  of  the  little  child  Mary  Magdalena, 
little  daughter  of  David  and  Henrietta  Shouse. 

Jan.  30.  The  sermon  did  not  take  place  since  the  whole  con- 
gregation without  exception  went  to  the  funeral  of  the  unlucky 
John  Strub  who  in  his  drunkenness  during  the  night  on  his  way 
home  got  stuck  in  the  swamp  and  thus  froze  to  death. 

March  If.  In  the  evening  a  terrible  storm  with  high  wind 
which  caused  great  harm  everywhere  in  the  section,  but  we 
through  God's  grace  are  spared. 

March  13.  Congregation  festival.  A  goodly  number  of  our 
brethren  assembled  in  spite  of  the  unfavorable  and  somewhat 
rough  weather. 

March  18.  We  had  a  pleasant  visit  at  the  home  of  N.  Lemly, 
as  our  Sister  Elisabeth  Conrad  intends  to  go  to  her  children 
Br.  and  Sr.  Bahnsen  in  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania.  She  is  an  ex- 
tremely dear  soul. 

March  19.  I  finished  the  confirmation  instruction  which  I 
during  the  passion  season  have  held  twice  a  week  with  the  Single 
Brothers  Levin  Grabs  and  Parmenius  Stolz.  The  former  has 
just  made  up  his  mind  to  be  confirmed. 

March  25.  (Good  Friday)  The  unfavorable  bad  weather  con- 
tinued so  the  morning  meeting  was  only  scantily  attended. 

March  27.  At  5:30  there  gathered  a  large  number  of  white 
people  and  some  colored  for  the  praying  of  the  Easter  litany  on 
God's  Acre.  Afterward  was  the  baptism  of  the  little  daughter 
of  Joel  Hauser  and  Elisabeth  with  the  name  Nancy  Lauretta. 

April  U.  Fine  outlook  for  rain  which  however  did  not  come 
to  much.  The  ground  is  very  dry. 

April  6.  I  visited  at  the  home  of  Hy.  Lemly  whose  child  is 
suffering  with  worms. 

April  15.  Visited  toward  sundown  at  the  home  of  Mother 
Holder.  Pleasant  ride  home  with  brilliant  moonlight. 
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April  16.  There  died  blessedly  after  long  suffering  the  widow 
Catharina  Holder  who  had  been  visited  by  us  almost  daily.  Her 
age  was  69  years,  7  months  and  3  days. 

April  17.  Rain  with  violent  storm  as  accompaniment. 

April  18.  Funeral  of  Catharina  Holder  who  died  day  before 
yesterday.  While  we  were  praying  the  litany  in  God's  Acre,  it 
rained  violently. 

April  19.  The  rain  is  keeping  on. 

April  21.  In  these  days  the  business  is  to  repair  our  church 
roof.  It  is  alas  worse  than  had  been  thought. 

April  2U.  Baptism  of  Julius  Timotheus,  little  son  of  our  Br. 
and  Sr.  Elias  and  Lydia  Shaub. 

April  27.  Very  windy  weather  and  I  had  another  attack  of 
my  toothache  and  did  not  sleep  at  all  the  following  night. 

April  80.  Monthly  sermon  in  Pfafftown.  Afterwards  baptized 
the  3  little  children:  John  Henry  Shulz  (Br.  and  Sr.  Tom.  and 
Chr.  Schulz),  Willis  Eugene  Lewis  (Jno.  and  Pauline  Mucke), 
Joseph  Wesley  (Jos.  and  Susanna  Sailer). 

May  18.  Violent  hurricane  caused  much  destruction  in  the 
forest  between  here  and  Shortown.  Baptism  of  William  Augus- 
tus Conrad  on  the  15th. 

May  29.  Toward  evening  again  a  violent  storm  with  high 
wind. 

May  18.  Appendix.  Thank  God  we  are  spared  all  harm  ex- 
cept that  by  the  violent  wind  the  rain  was  driven  through  the 
roofs  into  the  houses  so  that  the  water  from  the  upper  story 
ran  down  the  stairs  and  our  brothers  and  sisters  were  occupied 
for  no  inconsiderable  time  in  carrying  it  out. 

May  15.  Appendix.  Baptism  of  the  little  son  of  Isaac  Conrad, 
farmer  in  Huntsville,  and  the  married  Sister  Antionette,  m.n. 
Transou. 

June  4.  Baptism  in  the  parents'  home  of  the  little  daughter 
of  William  and  Nancy  Conrad  with  the  name  Louisa  Mary 
Magdalena. 

June  5.  The  Holy  Communion  at  which  unfortunately  only  a 
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few  were  present.  Continuing  jealousy  among  the  people  of  the 
place  is  causing  much  disturbance. 

June  8.  Rainy  dull  weather.  Very  many  are  disturbed  over 
their  haying. 

June  12.  Went  to  New  Philadelphia  schoolhouse  near  Jno. 
Greter  to  preach  there.  At  the  conclusion  I  urged  the  people 
strongly  to  begin  a  Sunday  School  at  this  place. 

Appendix.  All  the  men  with  whom  I  talked  after  the  sermon 
seemed  to  be  very  favorable  to  this  matter. 

July  4.  In  the  evening  the  young  people  made  a  terrible  racket 
m  the  village  celebrating  the  Fourth. 

Appendix.  This  evening  some  of  our  young  people  in  order 
to  have  a  local  celebration  of  this  day  made  a  frightful  noise  in 
our  village  which  lasted  until  after  midnight. 

July  23.  Preached  in  Pfafftown.  Baptized  first  the  3  little 
children:  Angelica  Jestine  (Br.  and  Sr.  Henry  and  Cath. 
Schulze),  Emma  Louisa  Catherine  (Eman.  and  Eliza  Beckel), 
Augustine  Alexander  (John  and  Julia  Folz) . 

Aug.  2.  A  public  meeting  at  which  Governor  Morehead  ad- 
dressed the  people  of  Stokes  County  in  regard  to  the  election. 
Other  candidates  of  both  parties  were  present.  Many  present. 

Aug.  15.  Rainy  weather  continues. 

Aug.  19.  Haying. 

Aug.  20.  To  Salem  for  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  the  Stokes 
County  S.  S.  U.  for  the  first  time  in  four  years.  Heard  that  Br. 
Jacobson  with  his  son  Eugene  will  leave  for  New  York  for  the 
treatment  of  the  back  ailment  of  the  latter. 

Aug.  SO.  Made  today  the  beginning  with  the  free  school  for 
our  district,  under  Renatus  Schneider  of  Friedland  as  teacher. 
13  pupils  were  there.  A  good  beginning. 

Sept.  1*.  Baptism  of  the  little  child  of  William  and  Nancy 
Lash  with  the  name  Laura  Louisa. 

Sept.  6.  Visited  at  the  home  of  Sam.  Stauber  whose  wife  pre- 
sented him  with  a  couple  of  fine  boys  Saturday. 
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Sept.  16.  Visited  at  Tim  Conrads  to  whom  God  has  given  a 
little  son  again. 

In  the  evening  the  committee  announced  that  Br.  Danl.  But- 
ner  felt  himself  compelled  to  resign  from  the  office  of  chief 
diener.  The  sorry  pack,  the  Transou  family,  are  always  ready 
to  stir  up  dissension.  Unfortunately  they  have  now  succeeded. 
This  week  a  bad  type  of  cold  is  prevailing  among  our  children. 

Sept.  24.  Baptism  of  the  little  daughter  of  Jesse  and  Nancy 
Conrad  with  the  name  Elisann  Susanna. 

Sept.  25.  I  rode  to  Sam  Staubers  and  baptized  the  twins 
Tobias  John  and  Julius  Francis. 

Sept.  2.  Appendix.  I  was  requested  in  the  evening  to  visit  at 
his  wish  the  unfortunate  James  Neal  to  aid  him  with  spiritual 
advice  since  he  was  troubled  over  the  well-being  of  his  immortal 
soul.  For  more  than  an  entire  week  he  had  been  drunk  and  had 
become  frantic  as  a  result  and  since  he  had  come  back  to  his 
senses  and  a  violent  fever  attacked  him,  the  spirit  of  God  made 
use  of  this  opportunity  to  lead  him  to  the  One  Thing  that  is  a 
Necessity.  When  I  came  to  him,  be  begged  me  with  tears  to  do 
something  for  his  poor  soul,  since  he  was  afraid  that  God  had 
rejected  him  and  had  closed  his  ears  to  the  prayer  of  such  a 
wretched  sinner,  declaring  that  he  had  not  yet  prayed  to  God 
and  did  not  know  how  to  pray.  He  seemed  to  be  repentant  over 
his  former  sin-burdened  life  and  said  that  he  was  convinced 
that  if  God  dealt  with  him  according  to  his  deserts  he  would 
be  lost  entirely.  I  referred  him  to  the  Friend  of  Sinners  who 
from  His  grace  receives  all  truly  repentant  ones  and  grants  for- 
giveness of  their  sins  to  them  for  the  sake  of  His  suffering  and 
death.  Then  I  sang  some  verses  and  prayed  beside  his  sickbed. 
When  I  visited  him  again  the  next  day,  I  found  him  more  calm. 
To  the  question  as  to  whether  he  thought  he  had  found  that 
which  he  sought,  he  answered  that  he  was  still  not  sure  but 
hoped  Christ  would  soon  reveal  Himself  as  his  Saviour.  I  ad- 
monished him  to  continue  strongly  in  prayer,  as  the  Saviour 
would  at  His  time  send  peace  to  his  heart,  that  it  depended  alone 
on  his  own  seeking,  that  men  could  be  the  signboards  for  Him 
but  he  himself  must  through  continuing  prayer  turn  to  the  Savi- 
our, to  become  a  new  creature,  so  born  through  grace,  and  thus 
arrive  at  a  complete  change  of  his  heart  and  actions. 

During  the  month  several  grown  people  and  children  in  the 
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village  and  some  outside  were  down  with  rather  severe  sickness 
but  the  Lord  helped  them  and  blessed  the  means  used  for  their 
recovery. 

Oct.  10.  Birth  of  our  little  son  Arthur  Augustus. 

Oct.  16.  Sunday  School  was  held  today  by  the  children  under 
the  chestnut  trees  in  the  woods. 

Oct.  17.  Visit  of  Br.  Schmidt  of  Bethabara  and  Br.  and  Sr. 
Huebener  of  Freidberg  for  the  baptism  of  our  little  son,  which 
Br.  Jacobson  of  Salem  held. 

Oct.  26.  Baptized  the  sick  little  son  of  Timothy  Hauser  with 
the  name  John  William. 

Oct.  29.  Sermon  in  Pfafftown  and  afterward  baptized  the 
little  son  of  Jacob  and  Cath.  Spoenhaur  with  the  name  Wm. 
Wilkerson  and  that  of  Timothy  and  Mary  Conrad  with  the  name 
John  Frederic  Wiley. 

Nov.  8.  The  brethren  began  to  cover  the  church  roof  which 
with  God's  help  was  finished  by  Saturday  evening  (the  12th). 

Nov.  26.  Sermon  in  Pfafftown  and  afterward  baptized  the 
little  son  of  Josiah  and  Lydia  Lineback  with  the  name  Junius 
Isaac. 

Nov.  27.  Was  the  harvest  sermon  which  was  very  well  at- 
tended and  gave  me  fresh  courage. 

Nov.  30.  Wm.  Conrad  came  this  evening  and  received  per- 
mission for  Jac.  Meyer  to  bury  his  oldest  son,  who  died  today, 
in  our  God's  Acre. 

Nov.  14.  Appendix.  I  had  today  a  conversation  with  my  neigh- 
bor Br.  Christian  Grabs  in  connection  with  the  unhappy  cir- 
cumstance which  had  existed  for  some  time  between  him  and 
his  neighbor,  the  family  of  Br.  Daniel  Butner,  whereby  the 
former  seemed  inclined  and  had  even  threatened  publicly  to 
take  legal  steps  against  him.  In  spite  of  all  representations  how- 
ever he  seemed  unwilling  to  let  the  matter  be  set  right  but  de- 
clared that  nothing  would  move  him  from  his  intention.  But 
after  I  had  talked  earnestly  with  him  he  seemed  to  be  of  a 
somewhat  milder  and  more  peaceable  mood  and  promised  to 
think  the  matter  over  again.  But  as  to  being  reconciled  with 
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Br.  D.  Butner,  I  could  not  bring  him  to  this  either  on  today  or  the 
following  day  when  I  again  had  the  opportunity  to  speak  with 
him. 

Minutes  of  the  Bethania  Committee, 
[Extracts  translated.] 

Feb.  20.  First  there  was  presented  to  the  brethren  of  the 
Committee  the  annual  accounting  of  the  congregational  treas- 
ury as  well  as  that  of  the  graveyard.  The  Brr.  had  no  objections 
to  it  and  registered  their  joy  that  the  congregation  again  was 
finally  out  of  debt. 

The  pastor  asked  how  it  was  with  Sol  Krieger  and  Renatus 
Lehman  since  both  had  had  children  buried  in  our  graveyard 
and  the  former  had  asked  for  a  reduction  in  the  established 
sum  ($4)  and  declared  himself  as  willing  to  pay  $2.  The  latter 
thought  they  should  not  charge  him  anything  as  he  had  worked 
some  days  on  the  new  fence.  They  considered  it  right  to  oppose 
the  wishes  of  both. 

Next  they  talked  about  the  old  note  against  Jos.  Hauser's 
estate.  Although  there  was  little  expectation  of  its  being  paid 
they  thought  it  was  their  duty  to  make  an  effort  and  to  present 
the  note  to  Benj.  Hauser  as  the  administrator. 

The  pastor  asked  what  was  to  be  done  with  the  bell  rope 
brought  by  Br.  Chrn.  Pfaff  from  Petersburg  and  which  was 
unusable.  They  decided  to  ask  Br.  Eug.  Lehman  to  take  on  the 
work  on  it  as  well  as  he  could. 

The  pastor  asked  the  Brr.  whether  it  was  not  possible  to  make 
some  adjustment  about  the  contribution  of  wood  to  him,  since 
he  was  often  forced  through  need  to  buy  wood.  It  was  proposed 
that  two  brothers  take  over  the  sawing  for  each  week's  need 
and  then  for  each  brother  to  make  a  choice  either  to  deliver  a 
load  of  wood,  or  to  pay  $1  or  to  cut  kindling  one  day  in  the 
woods  or  in  the  pastor's  yard. 

It  was  now  brought  out  that  Br.  M.  Sailer  had  announced 
that  he  was  forced  now  with  his  family  to  withdraw  from  the 
congregation  for  some  time  since  it  was  impossible  for  him  to 
pay  the  contributions.  The  pastor  asked  whether,  since  the 
brother  was  much  attached  to  the  congregation,  they  should  not 
have  consideration  for  him  on  account  of  his  circumstances.  The 
brethren  agreed  unanimously  but  thought  that  they  should  try 
at  least  through  work  to  get  something  from  him. 
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2.  The  pastor  announced  it  was  necessary  to  make  some  re- 
pairs on  the  bridge  of  the  graveyard,  since  this  had  sunk.  Then 
it  was  decided  to  make  a  post  fence  on  both  sides  of  the  same 
from  the  gate  of  the  pastor's  yard  to  the  bridge  and  from  the 
bridge  to  the  other  gate  and  to  fill  in  the  road  between  and  to 
make  a  ditch  on  both  sides  of  the  same.  The  Brr.  Chr.  Grabs 
and  Dan.  Butner  were  asked  to  see  about  it  and  if  possible  still 
before  Easter.  Also  the  pastor  asked  a  brother  to  inspect  his 
dwelling  and  to  make  the  necessary  repairs  on  it. 

March  9.  The  pastor  asked  whether  it  was  not  better  to  cut 
down  the  poplar  trees  in  front  of  the  church  and  Gemein  house 
and  plant  others  in  their  place,  perhaps  locust  or  cedar  trees, 
since  in  case  of  a  violent  storm  (as  a  few  days  ago)  those  there 
now  could  cause  no  inconsiderable  harm  as  they  were  already 
very  old  and  the  branches  dry.  The  Brr.  agreed  this  was  neces- 
sary and  Br.  Chrn.  Grabs  as  the  wood  inspector  for  the  village 
was  asked  to  look  after  it. 

May  15.  They  came  now  to  consideration  of  the  chief  cause 
of  this  meeting,  an  attempt  to  get  a  new  roof  for  our  church. 
The  Brr.  were  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  they  would  prob- 
ably be  able  to  accomplish  little  in  this  matter  on  our  part,  since 
within  only  a  few  years  some  collections  had  been  attempted. 
They  knew  nothing  to  do  except  to  turn  to  Salem  to  ask  help  of 
the  brethren  of  the  P.H.C.  if  possible.  The  pastor  was  asked  to 
do  this. 

The  pastor  reported  that  at  a  recent  visit  with  Jos.  Leinbach 
the  latter  had  asked  for  a  reduction  of  his  contribution  to  the 
congregation,  of  about  three  dollars,  when  he  had  adduced  his 
poor  situation,  distance  from  the  church,  sickness  of  his  wife 
etc.  as  cause  for  it.  They  thought  however  no  consideration 
ought  to  be  given  to  this  since  this  case  would  without  doubt 
be  a  new  precedent,  besides  the  afore-mentioned  brother  has  a 
good  income  from  his  profession.  They  would  however  agree 
with  him  in  so  far  as  to  consent  to  his  claim  that  if  he  was 
really  not  in  a  position  to  pay  the  full  amount  ($6)  they 
would  be  satisfied  with  $4  but  not  with  less. 

June  19.  The  purpose  of  our  meeting  today  was  to  take  the 
necessary  steps  to  renew  the  roof  of  the  church,  a  matter  al- 
ready discussed.  The  pastor  reported  that  he  as  a  result  of  the 
commission  given  him  had  turned  to  the  Brr.  of  the  P.H.C.  and 
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they  had  given  him  the  following  reply.  It  was  impossible  for 
them  to  give  the  congregation  the  whole  sum  for  the  purchase 
of  the  shingles  that  were  needed  but  they  advised  to  take  col- 
lections in  both  places,  Bethania  and  Salem,  and  in  this  way 
raise  the  necessary  money  with  the  promise  of  supplying  $50 
from  the  Sustentation  treasury.  The  Brr.  of  the  committee  de- 
clared themselves  very  grateful  for  this  aid.  Also  they  saw  the 
reasonableness  of  raising  a  collection  here  and  declared  they 
were  of  the  opinion  they  would  certainly  get  a  sum  of  $30  to 
$40  here. 

Sept.  16.  The  object  of  this  meeting  was  to  announce  to  the 
Brr.  that  Danl.  Butner,  the  present  chief  Saal  Diener,  felt  him- 
self compelled  to  give  up  this  office  on  account  of  the  hostile 
feeling  of  some  brethren  in  the  village  and  that  steps  must  be 
taken  for  the  selection  of  a  new  head  Diener.  After  some  con- 
sideration as  to  how  to  deal  best  with  the  prevailing  dissatis- 
faction, it  was  agreed  though  the  Dieners  thought  that  the 
choice  of  a  head  Diener  was  their  privilege  not  to  deviate  from 
the  rule  of  letting  the  choice  be  made  through  the  householders 
and  it  was  felt  to  be  justified  to  leave  the  decision  of  the  ques- 
tion to  the  latter. 

2.  The  Brr.  Dl.  Butner  and  Chrn.  Grabs  were  asked  to  make 
a  beginning  as  soon  as  possible  on  the  repairing  of  the  grave- 
yard bridge  and  the  fence  that  had  been  decided  upon.  The 
pastor  promised  to  get  permission  from  Br.  Theodor  Schulz  of 
Salem  to  be  allowed  to  cut  some  trees  for  this  purpose  on  his 
land. 

Dec.  U. 

1.  The  pastor  reported  to  the  Brr.  that  since  Br.  Christian 
Grabs  had  again  found  it  desirable  to  give  up  the  office  of  chief 
Diener  which  he  had  taken  over  for  a  while,  he  had  spoken  with 
Br.  William  Lehman  and  he  after  some  persuasion  had  agreed 
to  take  it  over,  and  he  asked  the  brethren  to  give  their  consent 
to  that,  which  they  did  unanimously. 

Bee.  25. 

1.  The  pastor  announced  that  Br.  Solomon  Conrad  applied  for 
release  from  his  obligation  to  the  Gemein  treasury  since  he  for 
some  years  now  overwhelmed  by  circumstances  had  been  present 
only  rarely.  His  account  runs  to  about  $14,  so  he  declared,  and 
he  is  willing  to  pay  $8  and  hopes  the  committee  with  be  satisfied 
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with  that.  They  thought  at  first  it  was  not  possible  to  grant  the 
application  of  this  brother  since  a  reduction  in  his  contribution 
had  already  been  made,  but  when  they  investigated  his  circum- 
stances they  (the  Brr.  to  whom  the  decision  was  left  and  who 
were  present)  agreed  to  the  sum  of  $10.  At  the  same  time  it 
was  expressly  stated  that  they  would  not  reduce  it  one  farthing 
more  and  expected  of  him  a  punctual  annual  delivering  of  his 
already  small  contribution. 

2.  The  pastor  made  a  settlement  about  the  church  roof  in 
which  a  small  surplus  was  shown. 

Friedberg  Memorabilia  of  1842. 

{Extracts  translated.'] 

The  circuit  of  work  and  the  range  in  which  the  pastor  here 
is  busied  with  preaching  has  been  widened,  since  to  the  four 
existing  places  for  preaching:  Friedberg,  Hopewell,  Cool  Spring 
and  Hope  another  fifth  one  has  come,  namely  in  a  schoolhouse 
on  Silas  Creek  about  four  miles  from  Hope  called  Philadelphia 
in  which  every  two  months  there  is  preaching  once  from  here. 
In  four  of  these  preaching  places  Sunday  Schools  have  also  been 
established. 

We  have  also  experienced  His  grace  in  the  long  period  of  sick- 
ness for  although  our  congregation  and  neighborhood  suffered 
severely  with  fever  so  that  in  most  families  there  were  one  or 
several  patients,  yet  no  one  on  this  occasion  died  of  this  sickness. 

Diary  of  Friedberg  of  1842. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  2.  I  preached  in  English  in  the  schoolhouse  on  John 
Greter's  land  and  made  an  agreement  with  the  brethren  living 
there  that  there  should  be  preaching  there  once  a  month.  I 
promised  to  come  on  the  first  Sundays  of  March,  May,  July, 
September  and  November  in  the  afternoon,  and  to  make  an 
agreement  with  the  brethren  in  Salem  that  from  then  on  on  the 
second  Sundays  of  February,  April,  June,  August,  October  and 
December  likewise  the  preaching  would  be  taken  care  of. 

Appendix  from  the  report  of  Friedberg  and  Hope. 
Baptized :  Wilhelmine  Rebecca  Miller. 

Feb.  15.  Appendix.  We  visited  a  sick  woman  whom  we  found 
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improving  again.  In  an  earlier  sickness  she  had  proposed  to 
herself,  when  she  was  well  again,  to  give  herself  entirely  to  the 
Lord,  and  to  seek  Him  with  her  heart,  but,  as  happens  only  too 
often,  had  at  the  recovery  of  her  health  forgotten  her  good 
resolution  and  in  this  sickness  she  had  again  proposed  the  same. 
She  was  reminded  of  her  earlier  promise  which  she  had  neg- 
lected. She  expressed  herself  as  very  repentant  over  her  negli- 
gence and  promised  to  do  better  this  time.  She  was  advised  not 
to  promise  so  much  but  as  a  poor  sinner  to  come  to  Jesus  and 
to  seek  with  Him  forgiveness  for  her  sins. 

Baptized:  Romulus  Augustinus  Fischel,  Clementine  Spach. 
Both  on  the  27th  of  this  month. 

March  U.  Toward  evening  there  moved  over  our  section  a 
frightful  storm  which  caused  much  damage  to  roofs,  fences  and 
trees  in  this  neighborhood.  On  our  land  several  large  forest 
trees  were  uprooted  or  broken  off  at  the  ground. 

March  11.  Br.  G.  Hege  came  with  the  news  that  John  Wees- 
ner's  wife  had  died  and  he  asked  whether  she  could  be  buried 
here  but  this  under  such  circumstances  according  to  our  rule 
could  not  be  permitted. 

Appendix:  Baptized:  Julia  Augusta  Spach  the  13th,  Isaac 
James  Rominger  the  20th,  Salome  Maria  Rothroth  the  20th, 
Francis  Marion  Foltz  the  20th,  Joseph  Orestus  Walk  the  25th 
and  Obidja  Spach  the  27th. 

April  10.  Appendix.  The  yearly  celebration  of  the  Sunday 
School  Union  of  Stokes  County  was  held  and  on  this  occasion 
probably  1,000  people  were  present. 

Baptized :  Samuel  Joshua  Schott  April  24. 

May  12.  Congregational  festival.  A  meeting  of  the  Congrega- 
tion Council  was  held  in  which  the  following  brethren  were 
chosen:  Br.  Solomon  Hege  as  Communion  Steward,  Br.  J.  Jos. 
Walk  as  Lovefeast  Steward,  Br.  J.  George  Spach  as  Collector 
and  the  Brr.  Christian  Hege,  George  Tesch,  Christian  Rippel 
and  Christian  Spach  who  with  the  First  Saal  Diener,  Br.  Daniel 
Spach,  will  form  the  new  committee.  Br.  Jacobson  held  the  last 
meeting.  In  it  the  following  young  men  and  girls  were  received : 
John  Edwin  Spach,  Philip  Seitz,  Fanny  A.  Miller,  Elizabeth 
Foltz,  Margaretha  Belinda  Rothrock,  Eliza  Elizabeth  Roth- 
rock,  Seline  Lisette  Spach,  Sarah  Lisetta  Mack,  Sarah  Rosina 
Padget  and  Adeline  Kimmel. 
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May  15.  At  Whitsunday  the  following  persons  were  solemnly 
confirmed  in  their  baptismal  covenant.  Names:  Married  Brr. 
Daniel  Fishel  and  Christian  Miller,  Single  Br.  Jonathan  Fishel, 
Married  Sr.  Regina  Fishel  and  Single  Srr.  Eleanora  Boeckel 
and  Angeline  Mack. 

May  21.  Elisabeth  Fischer  who  could  not  come  last  Sunday  on 
account  of  sickness  was  confirmed. 

May  30.  The  sickness  which  at  the  beginning  of  this  month 
appeared  only  light  in  our  section,  has  seemed  now  for  some 
days  to  be  taking  hold  again  and  becoming  far  more  serious. 

Appendix.  From  the  middle  of  April  to  the  beginning  of  May 
the  cholera  morbus  appeared  in  our  section  in  a  light  form  and 
we  hoped  that  it  had  entirely  subsided  but  toward  the  end  of 
the  last  month  it  broke  out  with  renewed  violence  and  there 
were  some  rather  sudden  deaths,  among  them  one  from  the 
congregation  namely  the  older  girl  Esther  Kreutzfusser  on  the 
morning  of  the  31st. 

Baptized :  Ludwig  Spach  May  12  and  Susanna  Rebecca  Fishel 
May  29. 

June  2U.  There  arose  toward  evening  an  unimportant  look- 
ing cloud  on  the  western  horizon  but  after  it  reached  the  zenith, 
the  rain  began  to  fall  in  torrents  and  kept  on  undiminished  for 
an  hour.  The  streams  of  water  ran  so  strong  that  very  many 
fences  were  torn  down.  The  little  quite  insignificant  creek  be- 
hind our  house  became  a  raging  stream  of  over  four  feet  deep 
and  spread  over  the  meadow  so  that  it  looked  like  a  river.  The 
fence  on  our  side  had  to  give  way.  People  who  had  not  harvested 
their  hay  lost  it  entirely.  No  one  could  remember  such  a  rain 
in  this  region. 

July  3.  I  rode  to  Philadelphia  where  after  a  sermon  in  which 
was  presented  the  fact  that  both  in  the  Old  and  New  Testaments 
God  makes  it  our  duty  to  make  the  youth  acquainted  with  the 
holy  truth,  a  Sunday  School  was  formed. 

July  18.  As  usual  all  the  days  of  this  week  were  spent  in 
visiting  the  families  and  the  sick.  The  usual  fall  fevers  are  be- 
ginning to  appear.  There  have  already  been  several  bad  but 
not  really  severe  cases. 

Appendix.  Baptized  Philip  Wesley  Gladf  elder  July  10. 
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Aug.  23.  The  funeral  of  the  child  William  Kreutzfusser.  On 
June  1  his  older  sister  was  buried.  This  death  made  a  deep  im- 
pression on  him  and  he  could  not  forget  his  sister  but  often 
declared  that  he  would  soon  join  her.  He  would  not  take  any 
kind  of  medicine  because  he  wanted  to  go  to  his  sister. 

Sept.  15.  Today  was  the  funeral  of  the  widowed  Magdalena 
Boeckel,  m.n.  Rominger,  who  did  not  belong  to  the  congrega- 
tion. Several  weeks  ago  she  hurt  her  leg  badly  and  this  caused  a 
fever  as  a  result  of  the  wound  and  that  finally  degenerated  into 
the  prevailing  bilious  fever,  which  was  the  cause  of  her  death. 
This  occurred  at  the  age  of  54  years,  6  months  and  22  days.  The 
sickness  in  the  congregation  and  surrounding  region  still  does 
not  abate  and  now  there  have  been  over  a  hundred  from  the 
congregation  attacked  by  it  but  several  of  them  have  recovered 
entirely  and  others  are  showing  improvement. 

Oct.  17.  The  funeral  of  the  married  Matthaeus  Kettner  at 
Hopewell. 

Oct.  23.  Still  many  cannot  come  to  the  meeting  because  of 
sickness  or  weakness  still  remaining  as  its  result.  Today  how- 
ever there  were  more  listeners  present  than  for  a  long  time. 

Oct.  30.  In  the  week  just  past  there  have  been  several  new 
patients  with  fever  and  others  have  suffered  setbacks. 

Appendix.  In  these  three  months  there  was  much  sickness 
prevailing  in  almost  all  families  of  these  two  congregations 
while  at  Friedberg  no  less  than  150  cases  and  50  in  Hope 
suffered  from  fever  but  there  were  relatively  few  deaths. 

Baptized :  Ellen  Jane  Hege,  October  8 ;  Susanna  Weaver,  Octo- 
ber 27;  Anna  Lizetta  Foltz,  October  30;  and  Elisabeth  Cornelia 
Anna  Walk,  October  30. 

Nov.  20.  Harvest  thanksgiving.  We  brought  to  the  Lord  our 
humble  thanks  for  the  many  blessings  which  He  has  allowed 
to  be  sent  to  us  and  the  many  kinds  of  protection  and  help  which 
we  in  so  many  ways  had  experienced  especially  in  the  time  of 
sickness. 

Dec.  26.  Appendix.  I  held  the  funeral  at  Hopewell  of  the 
married  Catharina  Zimmerman,  m.n.  Meyers.  She  was  about  85 
years  old  and  had  been  married  twice. 

Baptized :  Paulina  Rebecca  Miller  December  18. 
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Minutes  of  the  Friedberg  Committee,  1842. 
[Extracts  translated.'] 

Feb.  26. 

2.  The  graveyard  is  to  be  cleaned  off  and  the  fence  repaired 
on  the  16th.  The  fence  around  the  garden  and  yard  is  to  be  re- 
paired next. 

3.  Since  there  have  been  quarrels  again  between  George  Spach 
and  his  son  Solomon  which  have  degenerated  into  violence  and 
caused  a  lawsuit,  the  committee  found  it  good  to  exclude  both 
for  the  time  from  the  congregation,  if  the  L.A.C.  approves. 

4.  Joseph  Spach  with  whom  there  were  difficulties  earlier  on 
account  of  shooting  matches  and  who  does  not  seem  interested 
in  the  congregation  is  said  to  have  arranged  one  recently.  It 
was  assigned  to  Br.  Chr.  Spach  to  investigate  and  report  to  the 
committee  next  time  as  to  the  grounds  or  lack  of  grounds  for 
this  talk. 

April  30. 

1.  It  was  reported  that  the  land  was  now  fenced  in  but  that 
the  blocks  and  pieces  are  to  be  burned. 

2.  It  was  reported  that  Joseph  Spach  had  confessed  that  he 
had  arranged  a  shooting  match  and  since  he  showed  no  repent- 
ance about  it,  his  exclusion  from  the  congregation  was  an- 
nounced to  him. 

5.  There  was  a  discussion  about  the  organization  of  a  Tem- 
perance Society  in  Friedberg  and  each  member  promised  to 
speak  with  the  brethren  about  it  and  encourage  them  to  such 
a  step. 

May  28.  In  connection  with  the  quarrel  between  George  and 
Solomon  Spach  it  was  agreed  that  the  Brr.  Christian  Rippel, 
Christian  Hege  and  George  Tesch  should  go  to  them  to  make 
one  more  attempt  to  bring  about  a  reconciliation  between  the 
two,  and  if  this  did  not  succeed,  to  invite  them  both  before  the 
committee. 

3.  It  was  stated  that  Christian  Ernst  had  denied  his  signa- 
ture and  sign  on  a  note  of  hand  where  it  could  be  proved  that 
he  really  had  signed  the  same.  But  since  nothing  very  definite 
was  known  about  it,  the  Brr.  John  George  and  Daniel  Spach 
were  commissioned  by  the  committee  to  inquire  as  to  the  truth 
or  falsity  of  this  and  to  make  a  report  at  the  next  meeting. 
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6.  Since  many  who  come  regularly  to  the  lovefeasts  do  not 
pay,  it  was  urged  that  they  be  reminded  on  occasion. 

7.  The  question  came  before  the  committee  as  to  whether  and 
how  much  widows  have  to  contribute  and  in  this  regard  it  was 
established  that  they  had  to  give  meat,  substance,  fat,  salt  and 
flax  and  wool  as  formerly  but  were  released  from  giving  fruit 
and  money  but  with  contributions  of  butter  and  with  lovefeast 
baking  it  remains  as  before. 

July  2. 

1.  At  the  invitation  of  the  Brr.  Rippel,  Chr.  Hege  and  Tesch 
the  Brr.  George  Spach  and  his  son  Solomon  were  present  to  clear 
up  the  matter  about  their  quarrels  with  each  other.  After  a 
long  talk  back  and  forth  it  was  finally  agreed  that  each  should 
choose  one  brother  and  these  should  investigate  the  status  of 
things  and  decide  what  each  has  to  do,  and  if  these  two  shall 
not  be  able  to  agree,  they  shall  choose  a  third  brother.  Brr. 
Rippel  and  Christian  Hege  were  chosen  whereupon  the  two  op- 
ponents gave  in  writing  their  promise  and  bound  themselves 
to  abide  by  the  decision  of  these  men.  At  last  they  shook  hands 
in  reconciliation  and  were  then  let  go. 

2.  Some  Brr.  signed  the  temperance  pledge  in  order  to  form 
a  Total  Abstinence  Society. 

July  12.  In  a  special  called  meeting  of  the  committee  there 
was  a  talk  with  Christian  Ernst  about  his  quarrel  with  John 
Hier  and  after  a  long  conversation  with  him  it  was  decided 
that  Br.  J.  George  Spach  should  bring  the  two  together  in  an- 
other place  to  move  them  to  a  reconciliation. 

Aug.  17.  It  was  decided  at  once  to  go  out  to  make  a  new 
sweep  for  the  well.  This  was  done  right  away  and  in  a  couple 
of  hours  it  was  all  finished. 

Nov.  17. 

3.  It  was  announced  that  the  lightning  rod  on  the  tower  for 
years  had  been  crooked  and  they  ought  to  try  to  put  it  straight 
again. 

Minutes  of  the  Friedland  Committee,  1842. 
[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  2. 

3.  The  necessary  building  of  a  new  shed  was  mentioned  by 
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the  pastor  and  the  carrying  out  of  the  matter  was  turned  over 
to  him  and  also  the  arranging  for  a  capable  carpenter  and  the 
costs  to  be  paid  for  out  of  the  house  treasury. 

4.  It  was  also  mentioned  on  the  part  of  the  pastor  that  the 
necessary  cow  and  horse  stable  ought  to  be  floored  since  in  wet 
weather  it  is  almost  inaccessible  and  the  cattle  suffer  from  it. 
The  resolution  was  finally  passed  that  it  should  be  reported  to 
the  householders  and  each  one  should  fell  some  chestnut  trees 
on  the  Brethren's  land  (with  Br.  Schultz's  approval  ahead  of 
time)  and  prepare  a  sort  of  plank  out  of  these  and  bring  them 
in  as  this  would  be  the  cheapest  and  most  durable  method. 

Jan.  16. 

1.  First  the  committee  discussed  the  singing  school  established 
by  Immanuel  Reid  and  Renatus  Schneider  in  the  schoolhouse 
situated  nearby,  while  the  divine  service  is  going  on  in  Fried- 
land.  The  announcement  was  first  made  by  the  pastor  that  in 
accordance  with  the  wish  of  some  members  the  matter  be  talked 
over  with  Br.  Van  Vleck  and  the  coming  Saturday  be  appointed 
when  a  brother  from  the  Provincial  Conference  should  discuss 
the  matter  with  the  committee  and  hear  their  opinion  on  the 
matter  since  it  develops  more  and  more  that  several  brethren 
and  families  of  the  surrounding  country  are  supporting  the 
matter. 

2.  The  wish  expressed  by  the  pastor  in  the  previous  meeting 
of  the  committee  to  lay  some  planks  in  the  cow  and  horse  stable 
was  discussed  again  and  the  proposal  of  a  member  to  ask  the 
householders  about  it  was  acknowledged  to  be  too  detailed 
and  Br.  Philip  Seitz  was  commissioned  and  found  to  be  willing 
to  talk  with  Br.  Philip  Lachenaur  and  ask  him  to  lay  aside  some 
strong  tree  barks  for  the  purpose  and  Br.  Miller  was  willing 
to  deliver  them.  Br.  John  Seitz  was  willing  to  help  lay  them. 

Jan.  23. 

1.  Since  the  P.H.C.  in  Salem  after  mature  consideration  of 
the  matter  had  decided  and  stated  that  first  they  should  get  the 
opinion  of  each  member  of  the  committee  about  the  time  of  the 
singing  school  that  had  been  established,  in  the  presence  of  the 
pastor,  the  agreed-upon  meeting  was  postponed  to  last  Satur- 
day. It  was  to  be  regretted  that  not  many  members  could  be 
present  today  since  that  was  the  wish  of  the  conference  and  it 
was  found  necessary  to  postpone  it  to  the  coming  Sunday,  the 
30th.  Nevertheless  they  discussed  the  matter  for  Brr.  Leibengut 
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and  Hem  had  not  expressed  their  opinions  earlier.  The  former 
declared  that  since  he  had  been  asked  by  his  daughter  to  attend 
the  school,  he  had  not  understood  otherwise  than  that  it  would 
be  held  in  the  afternoon.  To  the  question  as  to  his  giving  his 
approval  now  that  he  had  been  informed  otherwise  he  asserted 
that  he  thought  the  time  when  the  school  would  be  held  was  un- 
suitable and  that  he  regarded  it  as  desirable,  if  they  persisted 
in  it  that  these  two  teachers  be  cited  before  the  committee  and 
instructed  to  choose  another  time  for  the  school.  Br.  Hein  ex- 
pressed a  similar  opinion  but  had  the  idea  that  the  matter 
would  perhaps  soon  die  out.  Br.  Deitz  and  Br.  Miller  had  al- 
ready expressed  themselves  earlier  definitely  against  the  unfit- 
ness of  using  time  on  Sunday  during  the  divine  service,  and  the 
place  of  the  meeting  and  that  it  was  disadvantageous  to  the 
Sunday  School  since  these  two  brethren  had  received  instruc- 
tion for  this  purpose  in  the  Normal  School  in  Salem.  The  final 
opinion  expressed  was  that  of  one  member,  namely  that  every- 
one of  common  sense  must  consider  it  a  presumptuous  under- 
taking. 

Jan.  30.  All  members  present.  6  in  number. 

To  put  an  impediment  in  the  way  (of  the  singing  school)  one 
member  expressed  further  about  it  that  perhaps  it  would  be 
better  to  postpone  the  matter  for  a  while  until  a  quarter  of  a 
year  had  passed.  This  proposal  seemed  to  be  accepted  rather 
generally  but  one  member  thought  the  sooner  the  better  to  make 
a  settlement  of  the  time.  The  proposal  made  earlier  to  make  the 
time  of  the  afternoon  Sunday  School  from  1  to  3  into  a  singing 
school  here  in  the  meetinghouse  was  renewed  and  then  an  op- 
portunity would  be  given  to  all  to  practice  our  church  tunes. 

An  expression  was  also  given  and  the  wish  announced  to  the 
purpose  that  the  pastor  might  more  often  use  in  the  singing 
melodies  outside  our  church,  especially  on  occasions  when  mem- 
bers belonging  to  such  churches  were  present  at  our  services 
and  that  there  might  be  used  in  the  song  practice  Methodist 
tunes  and  those  found  in  the  little  Union  songbook.  That  the 
real  cause  of  the  singing  school  established  in  the  schoolhouse 
was  this:  That  on  occasion  of  rather  frequent  visits  of  the 
Friedland  youth  to  Friedberg  they  had  found  that  they  were  so 
behindhand  and  that  they  wished  also  to  learn  these  melodies 
which  were  not  all  to  be  found  in  our  melodies.  And  if  this  was 
permitted  in  Friedberg,  they  did  not  see  why  difficulties  were 
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made  about  it  here.  The  committee  wished  to  have  the  opinion 
of  the  P.H.C.  on  the  matter. 

April  3. 

1.  The  first  matter  to  be  brought  up  with  the  committee  was 
the  working  of  the  land  to  be  sowed  with  oats  and  it  was  in- 
quired of  the  pastor  as  to  how  this  had  been  handled.  They  were 
informed  the  sowing  of  oats  had  always  been  attended  to  by 
the  pastor  himself. 

Special  meeting  of  the  committee  May  22. 
The  cause  of  this  meeting  was  that  Eleazer  Smith  on  Sunday 
sent  a  messenger  with  the  request  to  bury  on  our  graveyard  a 
little  daughter  that  had  just  died.  This  would  probably  have 
been  self  understood  since  his  wife  Elisabeth,  n.m.  Swaim,  be- 
longs at  Friedland.  Mindful  of  this  the  committee  did  not  have 
to  give  its  consent.  But  one  member  declared  that  this  was  only 
agreed  to  for  a  nonmember  insofar  as  he  was  willing  to  con- 
form to  the  rule  of  the  society  namely  to  pay  one  dollar  and 
•  within  six  months  to  put  up  a  stone  on  the  grave  and  to  clean 
off  the  grave  every  year  at  Easter.  Br.  Leibenguth  was  willing 
to  inform  him  of  this. 

Diary  of  Hope,  18 %2. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Feb.  6.  Today  there  were  quite  a  number  of  people  present  in 
Hope  among  whom  the  former  Methodist  preacher,  Mr.  Bethel, 
was  one.  At  request  after  he  had  been  offered  the  sermon  and 
it  had  been  refused  by  him,  he  offered  the  prayer  before  the 
sermon. 

On  the  way  home  I  visited  the  married  Sister  Melinda  Kunz, 
m.n.  Stater,  to  talk  with  her  about  her  life  in  regard  to  her 
continuing  to  belong  to  Hope.  She  assured  me  that  she  would 
much  prefer  to  continue  to  belong  to  the  congregation  but  that 
her  husband  wanted  to  join  the  Methodists  and  she  would  prob- 
ably join  that  congregation  with  him. 

March  18.  Appendix.  I  rode  again  for  the  first  time  since 
November  to  Hope.  On  this  road  the  traces  of  the  storm  are 
much  more  evident  than  on  the  upper  one.  Several  trees  had 
fallen  on  the  road  around  several  of  which  a  new  road  already 
was  made  and  on  the  hills  several  ugly  ditches  were  torn  out 
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by  the  many  rains  and  the  ford  through  the  Wach  was  so  deep 
that  the  horse  almost  had  to  swim. 

Baptized :  William  John  Lewis  Lobach  March  6. 

June  5.  Today  in  several  places  in  the  region  of  Hope  meet- 
ings of  other  congregations  were  held,  therefore  not  many  came 
to  the  meetings  there.  On  the  way  we  spent  the  time  during  a 
storm  in  a  stable  and  another  came  so  unexpectedly  that  we 
could  find  refuge  nowhere. 

In  our  old  carriage  we  had  no  protection  against  a  penetrating 
rain  so  we  finally  came  wet  through  to  the  place  of  our  appoint- 
ment. 

Nov.  8.  At  Hope  the  funeral  of  the  married  Br.  Henry  Cook. 
He  died  the  first  at  the  age  of  35  years,  2  months  and  27  days. 

Nov.  Ik.  The  funeral  of  the  married  Anna  Frey,  m.n.  Cook, 
who  died  at  the  age  of  37  years  and  9  months.

[After  Daniel  Webster  retired  as  Secretary  of  State,  Abel  P. 
Upshur,  who  later  lost  his  life  in  an  accident,  was  appointed  to 
that  office.

Diary  of  Salem  Congregation,  1843. 

[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  12.  Br.  Blech  held  the  funeral  of  an  aged  person,  by  the 
name  of  Huddell  who  had  died  at  the  Cotton  Factory  and  was 
buried  in  the  graveyard  of  the  Methodist  Church,  New  Jeru- 
salem. 

Jan.  15.  Br.  Bechler  began  this  evening  a  series  of  readings 
on  the  history  and  organization  of  the  Brethren's  Church,  for 
the  single  brothers  who  in  the  last  two  years  have  been  received 
into  the  choir  or  have  come  into  the  congregation  here,  as  prep- 
aration for  their  pledging  themselves  to  follow  the  rules  of  the 
congregation. 

Jan.  18.  Was  the  funeral  of  the  married  Eliza  Allan  Courts, 
m.n.  Waugh,  a  former  pupil  of  our  Girls'  Boarding  School  who 
died  on  the  15th  of  this  month  in  Rockingham  County  at  the 
age  of  32  years. 

In  the  evening  in  the  Bible  reading  Br.  Van  Vleck  read  the 
letter  to  Jude  and  read  also  the  selections  from  the  "Idea  Fidei 
Fratrum"  which  touch  on  that  epistle  and  concern  the  much  dis- 
cussed second  coming  of  our  Lord.  Since  this  had  been  widely 
advertised,  the  Gemeinsaal  was  filled  in  unusually  large  num- 
bers for  this  meeting.  The  purpose  was  the  opinion  about  the 
question  as  to  whether  the  Lord  (as  is  asserted  by  some)  iq  to 
be  expected  in  this  year  of  1843  and  to  be  directed  to  the  more 
important  investigation  as  to  this:  whether  we  are  ready  for 
His  coming  again  to  us  or  our  being  taken  to  Him  Whose  day 
and  hour  we  do  not  know. 
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Jan.  22.  There  died  early  and  after  a  short  sickness  and  also 
in  the  absence  of  the  father  who  is  in  the  legislature  in  Raleigh 
the  little  boy  Charles  Frederic  Schulz,  son  of  the  nonresident  Br. 
and  Sr.  Jacob  and  Maria  Schulz,  at  the  age  of  5  years,  3  months 
and  21  days. 

Jan.  25.  Br.  Van  Vleck  continued  in  the  discussion  which  he 
had  begun  about  the  second  coming  of  Christ. 

Feb.  2.  Our  Br.  and  Sr.  Charles  Kraemer  experienced  pro- 
tection from  the  danger  of  fire  when  in  the  room  of  the  helpless 
mother,  the  widowed  Sister  Vierling,  under  the  hearth  the  wood- 
work, not  suitably  safe,  caught  fire  which  was  however  dis- 
covered through  the  ascending  smoke,  before  it  progressed  far- 
ther which  could  have  happened  easily  as  night  was  coming  on. 
For  this  protection  we  together  with  the  hard-tried  family  were 
heartily  thankful  to  the  Lord. 

Feb.  6.  Br.  Jacobson  started  to  Charleston,  South  Carolina 
on  business. 

Feb.  10.  The  weather  was  very  changeable  and  brought  stub- 
born colds  which  changed  in  several  cases  to  catarrhal  fever. 

March  7.  The  youth  Elias  Vogler  experienced  a  manifest  pre- 
servation of  his  life  when  he  received  from  a  horse  a  violent 
blow  on  the  head  which  wounded  him  severely  and  caused  him 
to  be  unconscious  for  some  time,  but  it  caused  no  further  dan- 
gerous results,  for  which  we  together  with  the  parents,  Br.  and 
Sr.  John  Vogler,  were  sincerely  grateful  to  the  Lord. 

March  9.  The  Single  Brother  Romulus  Aug.  Schulz  of  this 
neighborhood  was  married  by  Br.  Chas.  Blech  to  the  Single 
Sister  Christina  Spurgin.  He  is  a  member  here. 

March  10.  In  the  presence  of  three  Brr.  of  the  Elders*  Con- 
ference and  three  Brr.  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium  15  single 
sisters  who  had  been  received  into  this  choir  in  the  last  two 
years  or  had  otherwise  come  into  the  congregation  here  and 
to  whom  preparatory  instruction  about  the  history  of  the  Breth- 
ren and  their  organization  had  been  given,  after  a  short  address 
of  Br.  Van  Vleck  and  a  prayer  were  solemnly  pledged  to  the 
congregation  rules  with  a  vow  and  shaking  of  the  hands. 

March  23.  Today  was  the  coldest  day  of  the  winter.  Ther- 
mometer 16  to  26  degrees. 
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March  2U.  With  the  cold  so  late  and  so  exhausting  there  came 
again  attacks  of  the  catarrhal  fever  and  also  the  whooping  cough 
and  measles  appeared  again. 

March  26.  The  little  son  born  on  February  26  to  Br.  and  Sr. 
Blech  was  baptized  by  Br.  Van  Vleck  with  the  name  of  John 
Samuel. 

April  6.  Many  children  were  laid  low  with  the  measles.  In  the 
evening  was  the  baptism  by  Br.  Jacobson  of  two  children:  the 
little  daughter  born  on  March  15  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Vierling  with 
the  name  of  Martha  Elisabeth  and  the  little  son  born  on  March 
26  to  Br.  and  Sr.  William  Winkler  with  the  name  Samuel 
Thomas. 

April  15.  The  weather  was  now  lovely  and  the  pear  trees 
were  in  blossom. 

April  16.  Easter.  Life  was  blessedly  ended  for  our  Sister 
Anna  Johanna  Sponhauer  who  had  suffered  long  and  severely. 

April  17.  Because  of  many  kinds  of  sickness  not  a  few  were 
prevented  from  attendance  at  the  meetings.  The  measles  had 
spread  so  in  the  school  that  the  little  Saal  had  had  to  be  made 
use  of  for  taking  care  of  the  patients. 

April  19.  The  baptism  of  the  little  daughter  born  on  March 
24  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Emanuel  Shober  with  the  name  of  Adelaide 
Matilda. 

April  27.  There  died  a  pupil  of  the  Boarding  School  here, 
Eliza  Agnes  Shaw  of  South  Carolina,  who  had  entered  the 
school  in  October  1841  as  an  orphan  and  now  as  many  others 
of  our  pupils  had  been  attacked  by  measles.  Her  age  was  15 
years,  6  months  and  12  days.  In  this  hard  blow  which  has  hit 
our  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacobson  we  sympathize  with  sorrow  and  ask 
that  the  Lord  will  turn  all  for  the  best. 

April  30.  Today  Br.  Blech  went  to  the  adjacent  village  Liberty 
to  the  dedication  of  a  newly  built  schoolhouse  there  in  which 
there  is  to  be  held  presently  preaching  services. 

May  A.  The  little  son  born  on  April  16  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Thos. 
Boner  was  baptized  by  Br.  Van  Vleck  with  the  name  Isaac 
Franklin. 

May  lb.  Br.  Van  Vleck  reported  the  news  just  received  from 
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London  of  the  earthquake  on  February  8  in  Antigua  and  St. 
Kitts  and  of  the  harm  suffered  at  our  mission  posts  there,  as 
well  as  of  the  gracious  preservation  of  our  missionaries. 

The  remarkable  insects,  the  locusts,  appear  here  again  this 
year  in  great  numbers. 

May  26.  The  funeral  of  the  single  Catharine  Lumley  who  had 
worked  in  the  cotton  factory  here  and  died  as  a  consequence  of 
the  measles  at  the  age  of  23  years. 

May  28.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  son  born  May  15 
to  Br.  and  Sr.  Saml.  Ephr.  Brietz  with  the  name  James  Frederic. 
At  3  there  was  a  meeting  of  the  Brr.  and  Srr.  who  are  concerned 
with  the  music  of  the  congregation  and  since  Br.  Josh.  Boner 
at  his  request  wished  to  be  released  from  his  position  as  choir 
director,  Br.  S.  Ephr.  Brietz  was  named  in  his  place. 

June  5.  Today  Sr.  Hueffel  with  some  other  sisters  started  for 
Pennsylvania. 

June  17.  There  prevailed  several  kinds  of  indispositions, 
among  others,  after  the  measles  had  generally  subsided,  a  cer- 
tain breaking  out,  or  rash,  with  both  adults  and  children. 

June  18.  Br.  Martin  Hauser  of  Hope,  Indiana,  arrived  here 
toward  evening. 

June  22.  Br.  Blech  held  the  funeral  of  a  girl  who  died  as  a 
result  of  the  measles.  She  had  formerly  attended  the  factory 
Sunday  School  and  she  was  buried  in  the  Methodist  New  Jeru- 
salem Church  graveyard. 

June  28.  Br.  Martin  Hauser  left  for  home  again  from  here 
with  his  two  daughters,  Sophia  and  Malvina,  whom  he  at  his 
last  visit  here  (1840-1841)  had  left  here  and  whose  schooling 
was  now  finished.  He  also  took  to  Hope,  Indiana,  the  little  boy 
Benjamin  Chitty,  at  the  request  of  his  widowed  father  for  care 
there  and  he  will  in  the  future  be  numbered  in  the  congregation 
there. 

June  30.  The  thermometer  registered  100  degrees  today. 

July  2.  The  baptism  of  the  little  son  born  June  24  to  Br.  and 
Sr.  Ephraim  Conrad  with  the  name  Christian  David. 

July  8.  Br.  Henry  J.  Van  Vleck  came  from  Nazareth  where 
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he  has  served  as  teacher  for  a  visit  with  his  parents  during  the 
vacation  here. 

July  20.  Br.  Blech  conducted  the  funeral  today  at  Abbott's 
Creek  of  the  married  Juliana  Mack,  wife  of  the  well-known 
neighbor  Jacob  Mack,  who  after  long  suffering  had  died  as  the 
result  of  a  cancer  at  the  age  of  65  years. 

July  21.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  daughter  born  on 
the  12th  of  this  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Henry  Schaffner,  with  the 
name  of  Louisa  Caroline. 

July  23.  Br.  Jacobson  baptized  the  little  son  born  on  the  5th 
of  this  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Edw.  Bolow  with  the  name  of 
Robert  William. 

July  25.  There  died  the  widowed  Sister  Elisabeth  Leinbach, 
m.n.  Transu,  at  the  age  of  74  years.  There  followed  her  un- 
expectedly in  the  second  hour  of  the  morning  on  the  26th  the 
single  Brother  Magnus  Benjamin  Hulthin  who  had  served  the 
Single  Brothers'  Choir  for  nearly  20  years  as  Supervisor  and 
part  of  the  time  also  as  Pfleger.  His  age  was  78  years.  Since 
the  burial  of  the  late  Sister  Leinbach  was  to  take  place  at  4 
o'clock  this  afternoon  and  in  regard  to  the  body  of  the  late  Br. 
Hulthin  with  the  great  heat  and  on  account  of  the  kind  of  ill- 
ness which  he  had,  which  was  like  spasmodic  cholera,  there 
arose  considerations  as  to  whether  it  would  be  advisable  to  post- 
pone the  burial  until  tomorrow,  as  had  first  been  decided,  so  it 
was  decided,  though  very  unwillingly,  shortly  before  the  assem- 
blage to  commit  both  bodies  to  the  earth  at  the  same  time. 

July  30.  There  died  the  married  brother  Johann  Adam  Fischel 
at  the  age  of  74  years. 

Aug.  4.  Today  our  sister  Hiiffel  returned  in  good  health  from 
her  visit  in  Pennsylvania. 

Aug.  17.  Our  children  celebrated  their  choir  festival.  At  the 
lovefeast  we  mentioned  with  sincere  gratitude  to  our  faithful 
Lord  the  great  benefit  that  so  many  of  our  dear  children  who 
in  the  course  of  the  year  had  had  measles,  beside  several  adults 
who  had  likewise  suffered  from  them,  had  fortunately  survived 
them  so  that  no  one  from  the  congregation  except  just  one  pupil 
from  the  Boarding  School  had  died  as  a  result  of  them.  Namely 
in  our  town  15  grown  or  practically  grown  people,  114  children

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of  the  congregation,  besides  between  70  and  80  pupils  in  the 
Boarding  School,  and  furthermore  some  40  nonmembers  have 
had  measles,  and  also  a  number  of  negroes. 

Aug.  23.  Br.  Henry  Jacob  Van  Vleck  started  for  Nazareth 
again  and  with  him  went  the  little  boy,  Edward  Hastings  Jacob- 
son,  to  enter  the  Boys  Boarding  School  there.  The  Brr.  Van 
Vleck  and  Jacobson  accompanied  their  sons  to  the  other  side 
of  Greensboro. 

In  the  evening  there  died  at  the  home  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Tim. 
Vogler,  Theophilus  Christoph  Hege  who  belonged  to  the  con- 
gregation in  Freidberg  who  was  the  son  of  Br.  Christian  and 
Sr.  Anna  Maria  Hege,  m.n.  Vogler,  of  a  critical  fever  at  the  age 
of  16  years,  5  months  and  4  days  after  the  blessing  of  the  Lord 
for  his  going  home  had  been  given  him. 

Aug.  29.  Br.  Jacobson  baptized  the  little  son  of  Br.  and  Sr. 
William  Leinbach  born  on  the  17th  of  this  month  with  the  name 
Edgar  Irwin. 

Sept.  1.  At  the  beginning  of  this  month  there  took  place  a 
change  in  our  hotel  when  the  present  host,  Mr.  Gott,  left  and  a 
new  one,  Mr.  Wilson,  from  this  section  took  his  place. 

Sept.  3.  In  the  afternoon  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little 
daugnter  born  August  8  to  Br.  and  Sr.  John  Hall  with  the  name 
Martha  Ann  Elizabeth. 

Sept.  10.  The  outside  Married  Sister  Martha  Magdalena 
Fockel  who  in  the  previous  year  received  permission  to  join 
the  congregation  was  solemnly  received  in  our  midst  and  in  a 
prayer  together  with  the  rest  of  the  congregation  laid  on  the 
f  aitnf  ul  heart  of  the  Saviour. 

Sept.  18.  There  died  after  a  short  illness  the  Single  Sister 
Maria  Lavina  Blum,  teacher  in  the  Boarding  School,  at  the  age 
of  27  years,  8  months  and  23  days. 

Sept.  2b.  Was  the  baptism  of  the  little  daughter  born  on  the 
10th  of  this  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Traugott  Chitty  with  the  name 
Cornelia  Rosalia. 

The  heat  continued  and  there  appeared  more  and  more  cases 
of  fever,  especially  in  the  surrounding  region,  namely  in  the 
Fnedberg  section. 

Sept.  26.  There  developed  more  cases  of  fever  in  the  town. 
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Sept.  27.  In  the  Saal  was  the  marriage  of  the  nonresident 
Single  Br.  William  Henry  Jerome  White  to  the  Single  Sister 
Lisette  Cornelia  Beitel  of  this  place. 

Oct.  3.  The  new  innkeeper  who  moved  in  here  September  1 
and  took  sick  a  few  days  ago  with  the  prevailing  fever,  our 
friend  Thomas  Wilson,  died  at  the  age  of  60  years,  1  month  and 
5  days.  He  leaves  a  grieving  wife  and  10  children  (2  sons  and  8 
daughters)  who  mourn  his  loss,  in  which  we  all  also  sympathize 
with  sorrow. 

Oct.  8.  There  died  the  widowed  Sister  Fischel,  m.n.  Zimmer- 
mann,  at  the  age  of  72  years  just  10  weeks  after  the  death  of 
her  late  husband  at  the  same  hour  on  the  day  of  the  Lord. 
Toward  evening  the  nonresident  Widowed  Brother  Joh.  David 
Blum  was  married  to  the  nonresident  Single  Sister  Maria 
Amalia  Rothhaas  in  the  house  of  her  parents  by  Br.  Blech. 

Oct.  9.  There  was  in  and  around  Salem  a  severe  illness  such 
as  has  not  been  the  case  since  1818.  May  the  Lord  turn  it  to  a 
blessing.  The  40  or  50  sick  people  (in  town)  who  have  for  a 
time  had  the  fever  or  still  are  suffering  with  it,  may  He  visit 
with  His  grace. 

Oct.  U.  We  had  the  first  frost. 

Oct.  15.  Br.  Blech  rode  to  Blackburn's  nine  miles  from  here 
to  hold  an  announced  sermon. 

Oct.  20.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  son  born  on  the 
5th  of  this  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Nathanael  Vogler  with  the 
name  William  Theodor. 

Oct.  21.  In  the  afternoon  was  the  funeral  of  the  nonresident 
widowed  Sister  Sarah  Beroth,  m.n.  Zimmermann,  who  died  on 
the  19th  of  this  month. 

Oct.  29.  The  baptism  of  the  little  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Sandford 
Schulz  born  on  the  6th  of  this  month  with  the  name  Henry 
Sylvester. 

Nov.  5.  There  was  a  little  lovefeast  in  the  factory  Sunday 
School  which  Br.  Blech  held  on  the  occasion  of  their  annual 
celebration.  Six  who  had  been  pupils  had  died  within  the  period 
of  the  year.  Br.  Joh.  Adam  Friebele  who  had  received  a  call 
to  Jamaica  and  Br.  Lewis  Winkler  who  intends  to  accompany 
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him  to  Pennsylvania  ended  their  service  as  teachers  in  this 
school  and  made  a  touching  farewell. 

Nov.  6.  It  now  became  considerably  colder  and  while  on  the 
one  hand  the  cases  of  fever  lessened,  on  the  other  hand  there 
developed  a  kind  of  influenza  with  which  many,  both  adults 
and  children,  suffered. 

Nov.  7.  Br.  Herman  Rude,  the  present  assistant  with  the 
Cherokee  mission,  who  has  received  and  accepted  a  call  to 
Westfield,  arrived  here  from  the  latter  place  in  good  health. 

Nov.  9.  In  the  Saalchen  was  held  the  marriage  of  the  Single 
Brother  Joh.  Adam  Friebele  who  has  been  called  to  Jamaica,  to 
the  Single  Sister  Henriette  Louisa  Petersen,  at  present  a  teacher 
in  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  here. 

Nov.  11.  Br.  Joh.  A.  and  Sr.  Henriette  L.  Friebele  were  re- 
ceived as  acoluths  in  the  presence  of  the  Elders'  Conference. 

Nov.  12.  We  celebrated  the  Elders'  and  Congregation  festival 
of  the  congregation  here  before  the  countenance  of  the  Lord. 
The  married  Sister  Elisabeth  Eberhardt,  m.m.  Noles,  wife  of 
this  nonresident  Br.  Chas.  Eberhardt,  was  received  in  the  con- 
gregation. Under  authorization  of  the  Unity  Conference  Br. 
Joh.  Adam  Friebele  was  ordained  by  Br.  Van  Vleck  as  a  deacon 
of  the  Brr.  Church. 

Nov.  13.  Br.  and  Sr.  Friebele  accompanied  by  Br.  Lewib 
Winkler  started  on  their  journey  from  here  to  Philadelphia  with 
our  best  wishes  for  their  blessing. 

Nov.  17.  The  catarrhic  evil  (a  species  of  grippe)  became 
worse  and  worse.  It  also  prevailed  in  the  Boarding  School. 

Nov.  22.  The  youngest  little  son  of  our  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacobson, 
James  Arthur,  died  as  a  consequence  of  the  prevailing  influenza 
at  the  age  of  1  year,  6  months  and  14  days. 

Nov.  30.  There  died  again  a  pupil  of  our  Boarding  School, 
Eugenia  Phares,  as  a  result  of  the  prevailing  influenza  at  the 
age  of  16  years,  1  month  and  16  days.  An  extremely  severe  blow 
for  our  dear  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacobson.  Also  our  already  hard  tested 
Br.  and  Sr.  Kramer  met  with  a  new  misfortune  when  their 
only  son  fell  from  a  hayloft  and  hurt  himself  badly. 

Dec.  1.  In  the  morning  there  died  the  youngest  daughter  of 
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Br.  and  Sr.  Ernest  Vierling,  Martha  Elisabeth,  as  a  result  of 
the  influenza  at  the  age  of  7  months  and  15  days. 

Dec.  S.  The  weather  was  bright  and  cold.  Br.  Sensemann 
preached  in  the  place  of  Br.  Hubener  who  was  holding  a  funeral. 
It  was  the  12th  since  the  beginning  of  October.  He  had  counted 
350  sick  people. 

Dec.  5.  There  died  the  little  boy  Owen  Benjamin  Kramer, 
who  on  November  29  had  sustained  a  serious  fall  from  whose 
consequences  he  died  after  many  sufferings  which  he  bore  with 
great  patience.  The  whole  congregation  has  the  most  sincere 
sympathy  for  the  sorrow  of  the  parents. 

Dec.  10.  Not  far  from  Salem  there  died  the  nonresident  Mar- 
ried Br.  Salomo  Schaub  who  had  been  ailing  for  some  time.  His 
age  was  31  years,  3  months  and  14  days. 

Dec.  15.  There  was  again  a  funeral  since  our  Widowed  Br. 
Carl  Gottlieb  Clauder  who  had  served  the  Single  Brothers'  Choir 
as  Supervisor  and  finally  the  congregation  for  20  years  as  Saal- 
diener  faithfully  up  to  the  end  of  his  life,  had  died  day  before 
yesterday,  the  13th  of  this  month,  after  a  very  short  illness  of 
the  prevailing  grippe.  His  age  was  78  years,  2  months  and  18 
days. 

Dec.  25.  There  died  the  married  Br.  Joh.  Friedrich  Holland 
as  a  result  of  a  severe  cold.  His  age  was  62  years,  1  month  and 
23  days. 

Memorabilia  of  Salem  Congregation,  IS  US. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

After  a  winter  of  very  changeable  character,  which  more- 
over remained  the  whole  year,  followed  a  late  and  cold  spring 
while  we  had  even  toward  the  end  of  March  the  highest  degree 
of  cold  for  this  year.  In  the  course  of  the  summer  there  alter- 
nated violent,  partly  cold,  spells  of  rain,  with  a  definite  and 
especially  exhausting  heat  and  dryness  which  still  in  September 
was  now  and  then  oppressive  and  since  the  first  frost  in  October 
the  weather  was  often  wet  and  cold  and  unfriendly.  There  ap- 
peared therefore  already  in  the  winter  catarrhal  evils  very  fre- 
quently and  toward  spring  these  assumed  sometimes  the  char- 
acter of  pneumonia.  Among  the  children  there  prevailed  from 
the  time  of  the  autumn  of  the  previous  year  the  whooping  cough. 
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In  addition  to  this  there  was  joined  the  measles.  Already  in  the 
summer  months  there  came  fever,  which  had  prevailed  in  the 
previous  fall,  anew  and  it  spread  in  late  spring  more  and  more 
both  in  the  surrounding  territory  and  in  Salem  itself.  In  some 
families  almost  all  parents  and  children  were  laid  low.  Some- 
times this  epidemic  took  on  a  dangerous  character  and  here  3 
people  died  as  a  result  of  it.  Those  suffering  from  the  fever  re- 
covered only  very  slowly  and  scarcely  had  it  slackened  a  little 
at  the  coming  of  colder  weather,  when  a  sort  of  influenza  at- 
tacked, perhaps  the  so-called  grippe,  with  such  violence  that 
only  a  few  were  spared.  With  many  there  occurred  stitches  in 
the  side1  and  several  were  seriously  sick  so  that  it  was  the  cause 
of  death  with  some.  Including  the  funerals  of  nonmembers  in 
the  course  of  this  year  24  bodies  were  buried  in  our  graveyard, 
a  total  which  surpasses  that  of  any  other  year.  To  be  sure  in 
this  number  were  6  more  or  less  aged  people  who  had  about 
reached  the  usual  limit  of  human  life. 

Outside  those  cases  of  sickness  there  happened  also  some 
serious  injuries  as  with  a  Widowed  Sister  Siewers  and  with  a 
little  boy,  the  latter  of  whom  died  after  several  days  of  suffer- 
ing as  the  result  of  a  fall. 

He  has  in  general  cared  for  us  and  ours  as  a  father  and  be- 
stowed upon  us  fruitful  times  and  a  blessed  harvest  while  the 
field  and  garden  fruits  and  those  of  the  trees  throve  and  with 
the  still  not  improved  depression  of  circumstances  in  business 
circles,  still  no  one  of  us  had  to  suffer  need. 

On  the  8th  of  February  many  here  believed  that  they  felt 
something  of  an  earthquake. 

In  March  there  appeared  on  our  southwest  horizon  a  remark- 
able comet  which  however  soon  disappeared  against  the  in- 
visible distance  in  order  to  preach  to  other  worlds  of  its  and 
their  Creator's  greatness. 

In  the  summer  there  appeared  here  as  elsewhere  the  strange 
insects,  locusts,  which  are  said  to  make  their  appearance  every 
seventeen  years  and  they  filled  our  forests  with  their  monoto- 
nous song. 

In  our  town  in  the  course  of  the  year  there  have  been  besides 
the  building  of  a  dwelling  begun  by  Br.  D.  Blum  and  an  addi- 
tion to  another  of  Br.  Chr.  Ebert  several  houses  improved  or 
beautified. 

With  our  Cherokee  Mission  there  has  been  attained  the  estab- 

1  This  was  probably  pneumonia  or  possibly  pleurisy. 
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lishment  of  a  new  mission  post  midway  between  the  two  earlier 
settlements  at  Spring  Creek,  which  has  received  the  name  New 
Spring  Place  and  which  might  become  the  chief  station  in  the 
long  run.  From  this  mission  Br.  Gottlieb  Herman  Rude  who  is 
now  here  has  been  called  to  the  service  of  the  little  Delaware 
congregation  in  Westfield. 

Only  two  visitations  could  be  undertaken  to  the  mountain 
region  of  Virginia  in  this  year.  Our  Home  Mission  Society  heard 
with  interest  what  Br.  Martin  Hauser  who  visited  here  in  the 
course  of  the  summer  could  report  of  his  journey  to  Edwards 
Claim  in  the  State  of  Illinois  where  a  new  settlement  of  mi- 
grants from  our  Wachovia  congregation  seems  to  be  forming. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  14  pupils  have  left  the  Infant  School 
and  12  have  entered.  The  present  number  of  pupils  is  31. 

Our  local  Boys'  School  has  lost  in  the  course  of  the  year  5 
pupils  and  10  new  ones  have  been  enrolled  in  it.  The  present 
number  is  41  among  whom  4  are  nonresident. 

The  local  Girls'  School  has  on  the  contrary  decreased  in  num- 
ber since  12  have  left  and  only  6  entered.  28  little  girls  attend 
the  school  now  and  of  these  4  nonresidents  are  to  be  found. 

From  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  in  the  course  of  the  year  the 
following  teachers  have  left :  the  Sisters  Therese  Petersen,  Sarah 
Ann  Leinbach,  Lucinda  Bagge,  and  Henriette  Petersen.  On  the 
contrary  there  have  come  in  the  Sisters  Lisette  Brietz,  Caroline 
Levering  and  Julia  Blum.  Sister  Susan  Reuz  (Rights)  has  come 
in  again.  In  the  course  of  the  year  there  returned  to  the  institu- 
tion 70  pupils;  two  died  and  64  entered  for  the  first  time.  The 
total  number  of  boarding  pupils  is  now  126.

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Minutes  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium  for  1843. 
[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  10.  On  January  10  the  Congregation  Council  elected  a 
new  Collegium  for  the  term  of  two  years.  Em.  Schober  received 
36  votes,  Francis  Fries  27,  Charles  Brietz  24,  H.  Henry  Schulz 
23,  Charles  Cooper  18,  Edw.  Belo  17  and  Jac.  Siewers  17. 

We  discussed  matters  concerned  with  Sr.  Herbst  and  agreed 
that  the  Diacony  would  not  gain  anything  by  carrying  through 
the  suggestion  of  building  a  new  house  for  her.  In  that  case  we 
would  probably  lose  the  rent  while  now  the  Diacony  loses  the 
interest.  The  house  and  improvement  would  cost  more  than  the 
sum  already  on  Herbst's  estate  for  which  Sr.  Herbst  should  pay 
interest.  It  was  then  suggested  having  the  Diacony  take  over  the 
Herbst  house.  Sr.  Herbst  could  then  rent  the  lower  story  for 
herself  and  the  upper  story  and  the  shop  could  then  be  rented. 

The  house  construction  planned  by  Br.  David  Blum  was  dis- 
cussed and  we  agreed  that  under  no  condition  whatsoever  should 
he  or  his  successor  in  the  house  obtain  more  than  $2,000  for  the 
house  in  case  it  should  ever  have  to  be  taken  over  by  the  Diacony. 
This  was  to  be  announced  to  Br.  Blum  as  the  express  condition 
under  which  he  is  to  be  permitted  to  start  construction.  We  were 
strengthened  in  this  resolution  by  the  decision  in  a  similar  case 
reported  in  the  minutes  of  December  21,  1829.  He  will  also  have 
to  be  informed  that  he  is  not  allowed  to  deal  in  coffee,  sugar, 
salt,  etc.,  since  there  are  various  families  in  our  congregation 
that  make  their  livings  in  this  way  and  they  would  be  harmed 
seriously. 

Br.  Peter  Fetter  would  like  to  employ  his  father  in  his  work- 
shop. The  Collegium  agrees  to  this  if  the  father  works  on  Peter's 
account  and  not  on  his  own. 

In  the  last  meeting  of  the  Congregation  Council  a  committee 
was  appointed  who  jointly  with  the  Collegium  is  to  discuss  the 
burial  of  strangers  in  our  graveyard.  This  meeting  is  to  be  held 
next  Monday  night. 

The  Collegium  advises  having  the  Diacony  take  over  Br.  Jos. 
Stauber's  house  as  soon  as  possible,  since  we  fear  that  he  will 
cause  us  a  lot  of  trouble,  if  the  matter  is  deferred  longer. 

There  is  complaint  about  Br.  Chitty's  negligence  in  taking 
care  of  the  street  lamps.  In  this  connection  several  brethren  ap- 
plied for  the  installation  of  more  street  lamps.  No  decision  was 
made,  however. 
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We  discussed  the  mischief  caused  by  unknown  persons  at 
night,  who  take  away  doors,  gates,  etc.  We  hope  to  find  the  per- 
petrators of  this  sometime  and  punish  them  accordingly. 

Br.  Schober  reported  that  he  is  forced  to  sue  Br.  John  Chitty 
in  court  for  a  debt  which  cannot  be  paid  in  any  other  way. 

Jan.  16.  The  Collegium  met  with  the  committee  from  the  Con- 
gregation Council  to  discuss  the  regulations  about  strangers  who 
are  to  be  buried  in  the  Salem  Graveyard. 

Jan.  23.  The  administrators  of  the  Herbst  estate  are  to  be 
informed  that  the  debt  has  to  be  paid.  Brr.  Schober,  Fries  and 
Pfohl  were  appointed  to  estimate  the  value  of  the  house  so  that 
whoever  makes  a  bid  during  the  sale  representing  the  Congre- 
gational Diacony  will  know  how  high  to  bid. 

It  is  advised  to  have  a  contract  in  writing  set  up  with  all 
the  stipulations  agreed  on  with  Br.  D.  Blum  about  the  construc- 
tion of  his  house.  Thus  future  difficulties  will  be  avoided. 

The  fire  inspectors  have  finished  their  task  and  report  the  fol- 
lowing items:  Br.  Henry  Winkler's  bake  oven  is  too  near  the 
woodshed.  His  smokehouse  does  not  seem  to  fit  regulations 
either.  Sr.  Strehle  should  have  a  piece  of  sheet  iron  in  front  of 
her  stove.  Coals  may  otherwise  very  easily  fall  on  the  wooden 
floor.  Chr.  Ebert's  bake  oven  is  too  near  Br.  Clauder's  wood- 
shed, which  could  become  very  dangerous  in  windy  weather.  In 
Br.  Theoph.  Vierling's  shop  a  stovepipe  has  been  led  through  a 
window  pane.  A  new  piece  of  sheet  iron  should  be  placed  in 
front  of  the  stove  in  the  large  room  of  the  Boys'  School.  The 
inspectors  advise  not  taking  away  the  keys  to  the  lower  room 
of  the  Boys'  School,  in  which  the  evening  classes  for  apprentices 
are  being  held.  In  case  of  emergency  the  night  watchman  would 
be  able  to  enter.  Br.  Hulthin's  chimney  should  be  repaired  and 
burnt  out.  A  larger  container  for  ashes  will  have  to  be  built  for 
Br.  Van  Vleck.  On  the  lot  of  the  Community  Warden  a  new 
smokehouse  is  to  be  built  at  greater  distance  from  the  rest  of 
the  buildings.  Br.  Theod.  Schulz  is  recommended  to  have  care- 
ful supervision  of  the  negro  house  since  the  inspectors  believe 
that  easily  inflammable  materials  are  stacked  there  too  near  the 
fire.  About  Sr.  Herbst's  and  Br.  Adam  Butner's  smokehouses 
and  bake  ovens  it  was  reported  again  that  they  stand  in  dan- 
gerous places.  Br.  Wm.  Winkler  is  to  be  advised  to  build  a  brick 
smokehouse  for  greater  safety.  Of  part  of  the  smokehouse  of 
the  Sisters'  House  it  was  reported  that  one  of  the  beams  is 
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situated  too  near  the  hole  in  which  the  fire  is  kindled.  In  George 
Folz's  shop  one  of  the  wooden  posts  stands  too  near  the  fire  of 
the  smithy  fireplace.  Sr.  Barb.  Folz's  bake  oven  which  leads 
from  outside  under  her  stove  of  the  kitchen,  is  not  in  good 
condition  either.  In  front  of  this  bake  oven  is  a  large  pile  of 
coals  which  should  be  removed.  Br.  Fishel  needs  great  care 
with  his  smokehouse,  since  it  is  extraordinarily  small  and  built 
of  wood.  At  Br.  Em.  Reich's  shop  there  is  a  damaged  stovepipe 
which  is  conducted  through  the  house  wall  into  the  chimney  out- 
side the  house. 

Single  Br.  Charles  Reich  has  moved  to  Henderson  to  practice 
his  craft  there  for  a  while.  He  will  be  considered  a  member  of 
the  Salem  Congregation  still. 

Br.  Henry  Winkler  wishes  to  rent  the  rest  of  the  Opitz  site, 
promising  that  he  will  return  the  land  as  soon  as  it  is  needed 
for  other  purposes.  No  objection. 

Dr.  Schumann  has  returned  the  pasture  and  field  which  thus 
far  he  had  rented  on  his  former  plantation.  Several  years  ago 
Br.  Dan  Wohlfarth  asked  for  the  field,  in  case  Dr.  Schumann 
should  ever  return  it  so  it  will  have  to  be  offered  first  of  all  to 
Widow  Wohlfarth  now. 

Mr.  Wm.  Gott  believes  that  it  would  be  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Salem  tavern  if  we  took  over  a  short  stage  route,  from  here  to 
Lexington,  with  a  two-horse  coach  to  go  three  times  a  week. 
The  coach  and  horses  could  be  kept  at  the  tavern.  The  suggestion 
was  discussed  and  it  was  agreed  that  we  should  try  it,  if  the 
contract  can  be  obtained  at  such  a  price  that  it  will  still  yield 
a  profit.  Br.  Schober  will  handle  this  matter  together  with  Mr. 
Gott,  without  making  it  a  big  issue  anywhere. 

Jan.  SO.  The  reason  for  today's  meeting  was  the  building  of 
Br.  D.  Blum's  house.  Since  the  last  week's  meeting  he  was  in- 
formed about  the  stipulations  under  which  he  can  be  allowed  to 
build  a  house  of  such  an  uncommon  size,  and  he  is  unwilling  to 
accept  these  conditions.  The  Collegium  cannot  deviate  from  a 
decision  once  taken,  especially  as  we  are  obliged  according  to 
the  instructions  to  see  to  it  that  no  very  expensive  constructions 
are  set  up  in  our  community  and  also  that  no  one  engage  him- 
self in  building  a  house  that  might  later  on  become  too  heavy  a 
burden  for  the  Diacony,  in  case  the  Diacony  should  have  to  pay 
the  full  value  for  such  a  house.  We  expect  that  the  value  of  the 
house  together  with  the  necessary  improvements  on  the  lot  will 
amount  to  $5,000.  The  Collegium  wishes  therefore  that  Br. 
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Blum  be  informed  in  writing  that  we  must  insist  on  the  decision 
taken  first  according  to  which  the  house  would,  if  ever  taken 
over,  not  yield  more  than  $2,000.  In  case  he  does  not  want  to 
accept  these  terms  the  Collegium  is  ready  to  take  over  the  lot 
and  refund  him  the  sum  paid  for  improvements.  The  Collegium 
wished  to  have  this  statement  given  to  Br.  Blum  signed  by  the 
President  of  the  Elders'  Conference  and  the  Aufseher  Colleg- 
ium. At  the  same  time  it  was  stated  that  Br.  David  Blum  should 
sign  the  congregation  orders  before  he  becomes  owner  of  a  house 
in  Salem. 

We  discussed  again  the  mischievous  pranks  played  by  un- 
known persons  during  nighttime  at  various  places  in  the  com- 
munity. The  Collegium  was  asked  what  should  be  done  with  the 
originators,  in  case  they  should  be  detected.  It  was  agreed  that 
they  should  be  summoned  to  the  Collegium  and  talked  to  very 
seriously. 

There  have  been  compaints  that  Br.  John  Heisler  does  not 
attend  carefully  to  his  office  as  night  watchman. 

Since  Br.  John  Chitty  has  stated  that  he  does  not  care  whether 
the  office  of  looking  after  the  street  lamps  is  taken  over  by  some- 
one else,  it  was  agreed  that  this  could  be  attended  to  in  the  future 
by  a  day  laborer  who  is  regularly  employed  by  the  Warden.  We 
also  agreed  that  the  street  lamps  bought  a  few  years  ago  should 
finally  be  installed.  One  at  the  corner  of  the  street  near  Jos. 
Stauber,  Dr,  Kuehln  and  Evan  Boner.  The  one  near  Br.  Sense- 
mann  is  to  be  repaired. 

We  are  informed  that  Br.  J.  Chitty  has  raised  the  price  for 
gravedigging  from  $2  to  $3.  The  Collegium  wishes  he  would 
stick  to  his  old  price,  and  we  shall  talk  to  him  about  it. 

Br.  Nath.  Vogler  asks  whether  the  Citizens'  Account  is  to  pay 
for  new  planks  for  the  bridge  near  his  house.  So  far  he  has 
taken  care  of  this  himself  privately  but  now  that  the  bridge  is 
used  more  frequently  by  others,  he  does  not  consider  this  rea- 
sonable any  longer.  The  Collegium  agrees  with  him. 

Feb.  1.  Joint  Conference.2 

Feb.  6.  The  administrators  of  the  Herbst  estate  have  been  in- 
formed about  the  resolution  of  the  Collegium  about  the  house 
and  they  declare  they  are  not  willing  to  sell  the  house  as  long 
as  Sr.  Herbst  keeps  living  in  it,  as  she  would  not  in  that  case 
receive  the  full  value  for  the  house.  The  Collegium  believes  that 

2  A  detailed  statement  was  given  to  David  Blum  in  regard  to  what  the  two  conferences 
expected  in  regard  to  his  house. 
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the  administrators  are  only  raising  the  trouble  in  order  to  raise 
the  price  of  the  house.  We  believe  therefore  that  the  note,  which 
the  Diacony  has  against  the  estate  should  be  handed  over  to  Br. 
Schober  either  to  press  the  administrators  to  a  voluntary  settle- 
ment of  the  matter  or,  if  this  cannot  be  done,  to  issue  a  writ 
against  them. 

The  mischievous  pranks  played  on  people  during  the  night  are 
not  only  continuing  but  even  are  increasing.  Last  night  two 
windows  were  smashed  in  the  Sisters*  House.  Though  several 
young  people  are  suspected  of  being  connected  with  this  wrong- 
doing nothing  can  be  proved  against  them.  We  were  not  able  to 
do  anything  except  try  to  find  out  more  certain  details  by  ques- 
tioning the  apprentices. 

There  was  a  conference  with  Br.  Heisler  about  the  night 
watch.  He  assures  us  that  he  attends  to  his  office  regularly 
until  3:30  a.m.  although  he  does  not  always  blow  his  horn.  We 
find  that  this  should  be  done.  Also  he  should  be  informed  that 
in  the  winter  he  is  to  hold  watch  from  10  to  4  and  in  the  sum- 
mer from  10  to  3. 

Br.  Chitty  was  also  talked  to  about  his  gravedigging.  He  de- 
clares that  he  cannot  take  a  lower  price  in  view  of  the  modern 
way  of  making  graves,  i.e.,  with  a  pit  into  which  the  coffin  is 
fitted  and  then  covered  with  wooden  boards.  He  also  states  that 
he  takes  much  better  care  of  covering  the  graves  with  grass  than 
other  gravediggers  before  him  and  the  Collegium  recognizes  this. 

Another  letter  from  Br.  F.  Grunewald  in  Gnadau  about  a  ship- 
ment of  buckskin  leather  was  read.  The  Collegium  insists  how- 
ever on  the  resolution  taken  last  year,  April  1,  1842,  of  which 
Br.  Grunewald  shall  be  informed  with  a  hint  to  spare  us  these 
supplications  in  the  future. 

Br.  David  Blum  visited  the  Warden  this  afternoon  to  get  his 
house  measured  out  tomorrow.  At  the  same  time  he  declared 
that  he  will  not  accept  any  of  the  conditions  set  up  for  him  on 
February  3.  Since  the  Diacony  will  have  to  insist  on  these  con- 
ditions, being  bound  through  the  instructions  previously  men- 
tioned, no  other  step  remains  except  to  prohibit  Br.  Blum  in  the 
name  of  the  proprietor  from  undertaking  the  construction  of 
the  house. 

Feb.  10.  Joint  Meeting.  The  Elders'  Conference  and  the  Col- 
legium were  charged  in  the  last  meeting  of  the  Cong.  Council 
with  the  reorganization  of  the  Saaldieners'  service  on  the  part  of

the  men  according  to  rules  set  up  on  January  26,  1843.  Br.  G. 
Clauder  as  first  Saaldiener  asked  whether  the  brethren  con- 
cerned want  to  serve  as  dieners  or  pay  a  compensation  of  25 
cents  annually  instead.  Eleven  brethren  are  willing  to  serve  per- 
sonally as  dieners  and  eight  have  been  found  willing,  too,  to 
take  over  the  service  for  those  who  do  not  wish  to  serve  but 
will  make  the  compensation  mentioned,  provided  this  compensa- 
tion is  paid  over  to  them.  We  believe  that  this  will  settle  the 
problem  as  soon  as  this  arrangement  is  started.  The  first  Saal- 
diener will  be  informed  of  this.  The  annual  25  cents  are  to  be 
charged  to  the  brethren  concerned  in  addition  to  their  regular 
contributions. 

We  discussed  again  David  Blum's  affairs  and  it  was  announced 
that  through  Br.  Jac.  Rothhaas  he  offered  the  Diacony  yesterday 
to  return  his  lot,  if  improvements  and  work  done  on  the  lot 
were  paid  for  and  if  his  building  material  was  bought  from  him, 
under  the  condition  that  he  can  sever  the  contract  concluded 
with  the  bricklayer  and  carpenter.  However,  Br.  Blum's  state^ 
ments  dropped  here  and  there  point  to  the  unpleasant  intention 
of  trapping  the  Diacony,  so  we  decided  unanimously  to  ask  him 
to  send  his  suggestions  in  writing  to  the  Collegium. 

Br.  Rothaas  is  willing  to  sell  the  house  of  his  mother  accord- 
ing to  the  estimate  for  $125  to  the  Diacony.  By  means  of  an 
additional  construction  this  is  to  be  established  as  Sr.  Herbst's 
future  living  quarters. 

Feb.  20.  In  Br.  Blum's  affairs  nothing  has  been  achieved  so 
far. 

The  Diacony  bought  Sr.  Rothaas'  house  from  her  son.  We  dis- 
cussed the  way  this  house  is  to  be  remodeled  for  the  use  of  Sr. 
Herbst.  No  decision  was  reached  but  the  house  is  to  be  in- 
spected tomorrow. 

According  to  the  decision  of  November  21,  1842,  the  Colleg- 
ium commissions  the  Warden  to  order  30  leather  fire  buckets 
from  the  north.  Part  are  to  be  kept  with  the  fire  engine  and 
part  are  to  be  sold  to  house  owners. 

Feb.  22.  The  reason  for  this  meeting  was  the  application  for 
permission  to  bury  Alex.  Parks  who  worked  in  the  factory  and 
whose  child  was  buried  in  the  Salem  graveyard  some  months 
ago.  Since  the  Congregation  Council  did  not  accept  the  sugges- 
tions made  by  the  Collegium  and  the  committee  on  January  16, 
and  on  the  contrary  decreed  that  the  old  regulations  should  be 
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kept  up  concerning  the  burial  of  strangers  in  Salem,  it  was  per- 
mitted to  have  Mr.  Parks  buried  in  the  Salem  graveyard.  At  the 
same  time  it  was  suggested  and  accepted  to  have  a  special  ceme- 
tery laid  out  for  those  persons  who  work  at  the  factory,  since 
we  have  to  expect  from  the  large  personnel  there  that  most  of 
the  applications  coming  to  us  for  burial  in  our  graveyard  will 
be  from  there. 

Feb.  24.  The  Collegium  pledged  absolute  secrecy.  It  must  not 
be  told  which  brother  brought  up  a  subject  against  someone  else, 
since  several  brethren  have  got  into  discredit  with  other  mem- 
bers of  the  congregation  on  account  of  certain  remarks  made 
by  members  of  the  Collegium.3 

We  discussed  the  most  efficient  and  reasonable  way  in  which 
Sr.  Rothaas'  house  can  be  remodeled  for  the  use  of  Sr.  Herbst 
and  her  family.  We  agreed  that  a  lightly-built  addition  fur- 
nished with  a  chamber  and  a  wash-kitchen  with  bake  oven 
should  be  built.  A  well  ought  to  be  dug  in  the  yard.  The  Colleg- 
ium realizes  that  Sr.  Herbst's  plight  was  caused  by  her  being 
cheated  in  business  matters  by  her  neighbors  and  also  she  does 
not  have  the  gift  of  being  a  good  homemaker  and  planner.  The 
Collegium  considers  it  a  duty  to  give  her  an  adviser  and  Br.  Fr. 
Fries  was  asked  to  take  over  this  office,  since  he  lives  in  her 
neighborhood. 

March  11.  The  reason  for  today's  special  meeting  was  a  letter 
from  the  local  P.H.C.  to  the  Elders'  Conference  and  the  Colleg- 
ium about  the  affair  of  Br.  David  Blum,  in  which  the  P.H.C. 
expresses  doubt  as  to  whether  the  Diacony  has  really  done  every- 
thing possible  to  settle  these  differences  peacefully.  The  Elders' 
Conference  does  not  consider  it  unreasonable  if  to  Br.  David 
Blum  a  refund  is  given  of  $600  in  addition  to  the  compensation 
mentioned  for  buildings  to  be  constructed  by  Br.  Blum.  The 
P.H.C.  also  considers  $2,000  the  highest  sum  to  be  refunded  to 
him  in  case  the  Diacony  has  to  take  over  the  house  and  improve- 
ments.4 

March  20.  Single  Br.  Van  Blum  who  left  recently  to  work 
outside  Salem  in  his  field  of  craftmanship  has  requested  that 
he  be  considered  a  member  of  the  congregation  and  this  is 
granted  to  him  only  under  the  condition  of  excellent  conduct. 

3  David  Blum  in  a  rather  long  communication  asked  to  have  his  affairs  arbitrated  by  an 
impartial  group,  but  this  was  turned  down.  The  Collegium  had  to  stay  by  their  decision. 

4  A  further  long  discussion  ensued  concerning  the  possibility  of  the  issuing  a  writ  of 
ejection  against  David  Blum. 
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The  brethren  of  the  music  band  ask  to  transform  the  wooden 
partition  wall  between  the  concert  hall  and  the  adjoining  room 
into  folding  doors  so  that  the  whole  space  can  be  used  during 
the  performance  of  concerts.  The  Collegium  agrees  with  the  con- 
dition that  this  will  not  be  an  obstacle  in  case  the  room  has  to 
be  rented  to  someone.  The  band  must  not  consider  this  their 
room  which  may  only  be  used  with  the  permission  of  the 
occupant.  The  wall  must  be  left  in  good  condition. 

April  18.  It  was  observed  that  the  band  was  under  the  im- 
pression that  the  Diacony  would  attend  to  refashioning  the 
partition  wall.  This  caused  long  discussion,  the  result  of  which 
was  that  Sr.  Christ  is  to  be  asked  whether  she  is  willing  to  give 
up  the  room  and  return  it  to  the  Diacony. 

Br.  David  Blum  saw  the  Congregation  supervisor  and  told 
him  that  he  intends  to  sell  his  improvements  on  the  lot  along 
with  the  purchased  construction  materials.  If  he  could  not  find 
a  buyer,  he  would  be  more  or  less  forced  to  attend  to  the  con- 
struction as  planned  with  the  intention,  however,  of  selling  the 
house  because  he  does  not  feel  like  moving  into  our  community. 
The  Collegium  discussed  this  announcement  with  the  result  that 
we  can  only  give  him  our  old  answer  namely  that  nothing  new 
is  to  be  said  to  him,  as  he  has  been  thoroughly  informed  about 
all  the  stipulations.  If  he  starts  to  build  against  our  regulations, 
he  will  do  so  at  his  own  risk  and  will  have  to  face  the  conse- 
quences. It  was  reported  that  today  the  grounds  were  measured 
and  the  excavation  of  the  cellar  has  been  started. 

Mr.  Matth.  Crews  has  offered  a  certain  negro,  Squire,  to  the 
Diacony  for  sale.  The  negro  has  been  working  for  the  congrega- 
tion Warden  for  several  months.  The  Collegium  does  not  have 
any  intention  whatsoever  of  dealing  with  these  cases. 

A  member  of  the  Collegium  reported  that  he  finds  the  present 
tavern  keeper  not  frugal  enough  since  there  are  many  more 
persons  employed  in  the  tavern  than  are  necessary  with  the 
small  number  of  strangers  staying  there. 

It  was  reported  that  Br.  John  Chitty  lives  in  bad  disorder 
on  his  lot  and  in  his  house  as  he  allows  strangers  to  hold  race 
horses  at  his  stables  and  to  stay  overnight  in  his  house  while 
he  himself  stays  in  the  tavern  and  thus  the  strangers  are  with- 
out supervision.  We  shall  have  to  tell  him  about  this. 

May  2.  The  Elders'  Conference  suggested  taking  the  southern 
part  of  Sr.  Christ's  room  up  to  the  chimney  and  adding  this 
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part  to  the  concert  hall  and  making  a  smaller  room  of  the  rest. 
The  Collegium  thought  it  better  to  hold  to  our  former  decision 
especially  since  the  house  was  really  destined  by  us  for  widows 
of  the  congregation  and  without  doubt  Sr.  Christ  would  give  a 
negative  answer  and  that  would  mean  that  the  application  of 
the  band  was  decided  on  at  once.  The  Collegium  is  also  under 
the  impression  that  the  band  is  going  to  dissolve  soon  and  thus 
it  would  not  be  worthwhile  to  make  a  change  with  all  the 
trouble  and  expense. 

Br.  Blum  declared  after  hearing  of  the  decision  of  the  Colleg- 
ium that  as  the  Collegium  is  not  willing  to  insert  the  $600  into 
the  lease  in  addition  to  the  $2,000  that  he  feels  himself  more  or 
less  cheated.  During  the  meeting  he  was  also  asked  to  sign  the 
congregation  orders  which  he  would  rather  not  do,  as  he  is  not 
planning  to  move  into  this  community.  According  to  these  regu- 
lations nobody  can  be  given  permission  to  settle  or  undertake 
any  business  in  our  community  before  he  has  bound  himself  to 
observe  the  congregation  orders  without  fail.  This  applies  to 
Br.  Blum,  and  nothing  can  be  done  in  his  case  unless  he  pledges 
himself  to  observe  the  orders. 

Single  Br.  Henry  Ruede  wishes  to  carry  on  a  shoemaker's 
business  on  his  own  account.  He  does  not  want  to  employ  any 
journeyman  for  the  time  being.  His  request  is  permitted  with 
the  express  condition  that  he  will  have  to  make  further  appli- 
cation in  case  he  wants  to  employ  apprentices  or  journeymen. 
In  this  connection  the  Collegium  stated  its  desire  of  having  the 
Inspector  of  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  patronize  the  local  shoe- 
makers rather  than  those  outside  the  community. 

May  15.  It  was  reported  that  Sr.  Christ  declared  that  she 
cannot  return  her  room  to  the  congregation  without  being  as- 
signed other  quarters. 

Single  Br.  Alexander  Blum  would  like  to  establish  himself  as 
a  citizen  and  get  married.  There  was  no  objection. 

Usually  the  gate  at  the  little  alley  between  Theoph.  Vierling 
and  Peter  Fetter  remains  open  and  the  cattle  stray  through  the 
open  gate  into  the  Grave  Yard  Alley.  We  shall  have  to  make 
some  arrangement  so  that  the  gate  cannot  stay  open. 

Br.  David  Blum  was  informed  last  week  through  the  Elder's 
Conference  that  we  expect  him  to  declare  definitely  by  today 
whether  he  will  sign  the  congregation  orders  or  not.  He  stated 
that  he  is  not  refusing  to  do  so  but  wished  to  know  what  the 
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consequences  would  be  in  case  he  did.  At  the  same  time  he  re- 
ported that  he  leaves  it  up  to  the  Elders'  Conference  and  the 
Collegium  to  dispose  of  his  construction  as  is  deemed  necessary, 
so  long  as  he  does  not  suffer  any  damage  from  it.  If  the  Diacony 
takes  over  his  building  materials,  he  will  agree.  If  it  wishes  to 
have  the  house  built  he  would  be  willing  to  function  as  con- 
tractor. In  short  he  would  like  to  set  an  end  to  the  whole  matter 
without  court  procedure.  His  statement  was  fully  discussed  and 
the  Collegium  is  not  willing  to  agree  to  the  latter  part  of  it  for 
this  would  establish  a  dangerous  precedent  for  the  future  and 
could  cause  others  to  deal  in  the  same  way  as  David  Blum,  if 
their  demands  presented  did  not  receive  approbation  of  the  Dia- 
cony. Br.  Blum  will  be  informed  that  as  soon  as  he  has  signed 
the  congregation  orders  he  is  permitted  to  build  his  house  under 
the  conditions  given  him  in  writing  on  Febuary  3. 

May  17.  The  case  of  Br.  David  Blum  was  discussed  again  and 
a  definite  answer  was  demanded  from  him  by  May  27. 

May  29.  It  was  reported  that  Br.  D.  Blum's  time  was  up  by 
which  he  was  to  announce  definitely  his  future  plans  but  he  has 
not  answered.  He  remarked  to  a  member  of  the  Collegium,  Br. 
Jac.  Siewers,  that  he  could  not  sign  the  congregation  orders  as 
long  as  the  conditions  stipulated  under  February  3  are  not  de- 
clared void  by  the  Collegium.  He  does  not  wish  legal  procedure 
but  would  rather  return  the  lot.  He  is  determined,  however,  ac- 
cording to  this  statement  not  to  suffer  any  loss  in  this  deal. 

The  Collegium  discussed  the  case  at  length  and  finally  agreed 
to  refund  him  the  $600  paid,  plus  interest  and  at  the  same  time 
he  is  to  be  informed  that  if  he  should  not  want  to  accept  the 
amount  nor  enter  the  stipulated  conditions,  we  would  open  legal 
suit  against  him. 

Br.  Em.  Reich  is  employing  a  certain  Jackson  Cannaday  who 
seems  to  lead  a  very  dissipated  life.  The  Collegium  finds  it 
necessary  to  ask  Br.  Reich  to  fire  the  man. 

Single  Sr.  Regina  Rothrock  wishes  to  move  into  the  Sisters' 
House.  In  this  connection  it  was  observed  rather  regretfully 
that  our  Sisters'  House  is  almost  entirely  occupied  by  persons 
from  the  outside  region,  so  that  finally  there  will  be  no  room 
for  sisters  from  Salem. 

Br.  Adam  Butner  would  like  to  build  a  light  carriage  shed 
on  the  lot  behind  the  church.  The  Collegium  does  not  agree  since 
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Br.  Butner  uses  a  lot  next  to  Br.  H.  Schaffner  on  which  he  may- 
build  such  a  shed  as  he  wishes. 

May  31.  Joint  Conference.  The  reason  for  the  meeting  was 
another  discussion  of  the  D.  Blum  case.  It  was  agreed  as  a  last 
proposition  to  offer  Br.  Blum  repayment  of  the  $600  for  the 
improvements  on  his  lot  together  with  the  $2,000  for  his  future 
house  in  case  this  should  ever  have  to  be  taken  over  by  the  Diac- 
ony.  (A  letter  was  to  be  sent  to  Br.  Blum  stating  these  facts 
and  this  was  to  be  final.)  He  was  to  make  a  final  reply  by 
June  5. 

June  12.  It  was  announced  that  Br.  David  Blum  has  signed 
the  congregation  orders  and  recognized  the  resolution  of  the 
Joint  Conference  on  May  31.  He  started  the  construction  of  his 
house  today. 

A  reminder  was  given  that  we  should  see  to  it  that  the  clay 
pit  in  Phil.  Reich's  pasture  be  filled  up  as  soon  as  possible  in 
order  to  avoid  fever  epidemics  in  our  community  due  to  the 
water  gathering  in  those  pits. 

No  cows  are  to  be  brought  out  to  the  pasture  of  the  water- 
works as  we  previously  put  fences  around  this  field  and  the 
bushes,  to  preserve  the  bushes  around  the  springs. 

July  12.  On  the  old  Bethabara  road  the  valley  has  been  raised 
due  to  which  outside  the  upper  part  of  the  community  a  spot 
has  been  created  where  rain  water  forms  a  puddle  which  has 
no  drainage.  This  means  a  definite  disadvantage  for  the  health 
of  our  community.  The  Collegium  agrees  that  a  subterranean 
ditch  should  be  built  for  draining  this  water.  The  funds  are  to 
be  raised  by  the  Diacony  and  the  citizens'  account. 

Br.  John  Chitty  has  announced  that  he  intends  to  make  a 
long  trip  to  Indiana  this  fall.  Br.  Abr.  Stauber  has  applied  to 
take  supervision  of  the  waterworks  during  Br.  Chitty's  absence. 
This  is  approved. 

Br.  Dav.  Blum  applies  as  follows :  In  consideration  of  the  $600 
paid  for  the  improvements  of  the  lot  he  demands  the  privilege 
of  opening  a  store  in  this  house.  In  case  he  would  like  to  rent 
the  lot,  he  also  demands  the  right  to  tell  his  rent  holder  that 
he  has  the  privilege  of  opening  a  store  in  this  house.  The  Col- 
legium holds  the  opinion  that  according  to  our  ruling  persons 
and  not  houses  are  given  permission  to  operate  a  store,  where- 
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fore  it  is  unnecessary  to  consider  this  application  which  is  of 
course  to  be  declined. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  legislature  of  North  Carolina  an 
act  of  incorporation  was  passed  for  a  fire  company  to  be  founded 
here  in  Salem.  In  order  to  further  the  matter  it  was  agreed  to 
have  Br.  Schober  call  a  meeting  of  all  those  subject  to  military 
duty. 

Last  Saturday  a  public  sale  was  held  at  which  the  local  ad- 
ministration acquired  the  Herbst  house.  Br.  Theod.  Schulz  an- 
nounced this  to  the  Collegium.  This  sale  will  take  care  of  the 
debt  which  the  afore-mentioned  estate  owes  the  Diacony.  Sr. 
Herbst  is  willing  to  pay  the  due  interest  for  this  debt  from  the 
part  of  the  sale  which  is  her  share.  This  is  in  accordance  with 
an  agreement  made  with  her  five  years  ago. 

In  consideration  of  the  scant  number  of  guests  that  frequent 
our  tavern  we  had  expected  a  deficit  at  the  end  of  the  year  but 
were  not  prepared  for  such  a  high  one.  We  could  not  escape  the 
idea  that  the  management  has  not  dealt  with  the  necessary 
economy  and  frugality.  In  an  elaborate  debate  on  this  problem 
it  was  resolved  that  we  must  oppose  the  recurring  of  such 
deficits  with  all  our  possible  influence.  A  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  take  this  matter  up  with  Mr.  Gott  and  make  a  report. 

July  11}..  A  meeting  was  held  to  consider  the  petition  signed 
by  56  brethren  for  the  construction  of  a  Town  and  Concert 
Hall.  A  long  discussion  was  held  and  several  plans  offered.  No 
decision. 

July  18.  The  committee  appointed  July  12  had  a  conference 
with  Mr.  Gott,  during  which  he  stated  that  the  scant  number 
of  strangers  visiting  our  Salem  tavern  does  not  permit  us  to 
operate  a  tavern  on  such  a  large  scale  since  the  expenditures 
surpass  the  receipts.  He  announced  that  he  plans  to  buy  a  tavern 
in  Greensboro  but  will  stay  in  Salem  until  we  have  found  an- 
other tavern  keeper.  The  Collegium  reread  the  agreement  and 
resolutions  taken  in  1840  about  the  renting  of  the  tavern.  The 
members  of  the  Collegium  seemed  to  favor  having  our  tavern 
administered  in  the  usual  way  if  we  can  find  a  suitable  tavern 
keeper.  The  opinion  is  that  in  these  poor  times  nobody  can  be  ex- 
pected to  pay  a  higher  rent  for  the  tavern.  Mr.  Gott5  stated  to 
several  brethren  that  he  would  be  willing  to  rent  the  tavern  for 
a  certain  amount  under  the  condition  that  his  plan  of  buying 

5  Mr.  Gott  made  several  propositions  as  to  what  he  would  do,  but  the  Collegium  was  un- 
willing to  accept  his  terms  at  all. 
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an  inn  in  Greensboro  fails.  We  do  not  wish  to  rent  the  tavern 
at  present  but  are  willing  to  hear  his  offer  for  renting  it. 

The  Collegium  will  ask  Mr.  Gott  to  have  Br.  John  Chitty  pay 
his  boarding  fees  in  advance  and  if  possible  collect  as  much  as 
possible  of  his  debt  amounting  to  $115.  It  seems  that  this  bro- 
ther who  is  deeply  indebted  wishes  to  live  solely  at  the  expense 
of  the  Diacony. 

July  19.  A  long  discussion  was  held  about  renting  the  tavern 
without  coming  to  any  conclusion. 

July  2J>.  Another  discussion  about  the  Town  and  Concert  Hall. 
Br.  Ephr.  Brietz  was  appointed  to  tour  the  community  with  a 
subscription  list.  In  case  the  necessary  sum  should  be  subscribed 
further  plans  could  be  made. 

The  Collegium  discussed  the  situation  of  the  local  Boys' 
School.  We  regret  that  our  present  instructors  lack  the  neces- 
sary zeal  for  their  work.  Thus  children  show  little  progress  in 
their  studies. 

Aug.  21?  Finally  it  was  announced  that  Mr.  Thomas  Wilson 
had  been  informed  about  his  election  as  local  host  of  the  tavern. 
He  agreed  to  the  various  items  contained  in  the  agreement  and 
was  willing  to  enter  the  office  by  September  1. 

Br.  Ephr.  Brietz  applied  for  the  little  house  of  Br.  Magnus 
Hulthin  who  passed  away  last  month.  He  would  like  to  buy  the 
house  for  the  widowed  Sr.  Anna  Maria  Bagge  with  the  pro- 
vision that  she  would  be  willing  to  leave  the  right  of  pre- 
emption to  the  Diacony  according  to  valuation  in  case  there 
should  be  any  doubt  about  the  situation  of  the  house  on  the 
church  lot  and  her  possible  passing  away.  Under  the  aforesaid 
conditions  the  Collegium  agrees  to  the  sale.  Br.  C.  Cooper  was 
appointed  as  the  Diacony's  representative  in  the  valuation  of 
the  house. 

Sept.  5.  It  was  reported  that  Mr.  Gott  left  the  tavern  on 
September  3  and  on  the  same  day  Mr.  Wilson  arrived  and  took 
charge  of  the  business. 

On  the  part  of  the  orchestra  it  was  requested  that  before  the 
subscription  was  opened,  the  locality  and  plan  for  the  Concert 
Hall  be  drafted  and  inspected.  A  committee  was  appointed  to 
do  this. 

Br.  John  Chitty  finds  himself  in  a  very  bad  plight.  There  is 


6  Several  meetings  were  held  in  July  and  August  about  the  tavern. 
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talk  that  his  property  is  to  be  sold  in  order  to  balance  his 
debts  somehow.  The  Collegium  holds  the  opinion  that  he  has 
improved  considerably  and  that  we  should  allow  him  a  little 
more  time  for  payment  of  his  debts.  Br.  Chitty  will  have  to 
understand,  however,  that  he  should  not  wait  too  long  with  pay- 
ment of  interest  for  outstanding  sums. 

Sept  13.  The  committee  on  the  construction  of  a  Concert  Hall 
reports  their  decision  to  have  it  built  either  on  the  lot  of  the 
Boys'  School  or  on  the  Market  House.  The  brethren  could  not 
agree  that  such  a  building  be  raised  on  the  lot  of  the  Boys' 
School  but  that  rather  it  should  be  built  on  the  Market  House 
as  a  second  story,  to  project  on  three  sides  over  the  original 
Market  House  and  be  supported  by  pillars.  The  present  Market 
House  could  be  used  then  exclusively  for  storage  of  fire  equip- 
ment, engines,  etc.  and  on  one  side  the  market  could  be  held 
under  protection  of  the  second  story.  As  soon  as  the  Elders' 
Conference  approves  the  proposal  the  subscription  list  will  be 
opened. 

The  appointed  brethren  have  valued  Hulthin's  house  at  $450. 
Single  Sr.  Lucinda  Bagge  asked  whether  she  could  buy  the  house 
in  order  to  have  her  own  living  quarters  in  her  old  age  after 
Widow  Bagge's  death.  So  far  it  has  not  been  allowed  to  single 
sisters  to  own  houses.  The  Collegium  believes  that  a  deviation 
from  this  rule  would  cause  a  lot  of  unpleasant  troubles.  We 
therefore  had  to  decline  Lucinda  Bagge's  application. 

Widow  Anna  Marshall  who  is  not  a  member  of  the  congrega- 
tion would  like  to  rent  a  room  in  Br.  Jno.  Schaffner's  house  with 
the  intention  of  having  her  own  household  there  and  making 
her  living  in  Salem  with  various  kinds  of  work.  There  is  no  ob- 
jection to  Widow  Marshall  as  a  person  but  we  will  have  to  turn 
down  her  application  since  never  before  did  a  similar  case  arise 
and  we  would  have  to  fear  other  applications  of  the  same  kind, 
if  she  should  be  allowed  to  move  to  Salem. 

Br.  Fr.  Fries  announced  that  he  has  purchased  an  old  negro 
couple,  Squire  and  Betty. 

Oct.  3.  It  was  reported  that  the  Elders'  Conference  agrees 
rather  unwillingly  to  have  the  Concert  Hall  built  on  the  Market 
House  under  the  condition  that  the  community  expresses  its 
ardent  desire  through  the  opened  subscription  as  being  in  favor 
of  this  proposition.  Last  week  $335.90  was  subscribed  and  sev- 
eral other  contributions  in  building  materials  and  work  were

made.  The  administration  and  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  have 
not  yet  made  their  contributions  so  the  Collegium  agreed  to  let 
the  matter  rest  until  then,  since  it  will  be  easier  to  determine 
in  that  case  how  much  will  have  to  be  added  for  the  total  costs. 

Br.  Ephr.  Brietz  would  like  to  have  the  matter  of  the  Hulthin 
house  settled  in  such  a  way  that  Sr.  Lucinda  Bagge  may  be 
assured  the  privilege  of  living  in  that  house  after  Widow 
Bagge's  death.  The  Collegium  is  not  willing  to  enter  upon  any 
promises  the  fulfilling  of  which  will  have  to  wait  for  many  years 
perhaps.  If  Br.  Brietz  holds  the  house  under  a  usual  lease  his 
purpose  is  accomplished. 

The  room  which  Sr.  Mary  Belo  has  occupied  for  almost  a 
year  now  used  to  yield  a  rent  of  $10  annually.  Since  Sr.  Belo's 
income  is  very  low,  it  is  agreed  that  we  could  deduct  annually 
$5  from  her  account  as  we  are  unwilling  to  lower  the  rent  and 
thus  create  a  precedent. 

Oct.  21*.  Only  one  month  after  taking  over  the  administration 
of  the  Salem  tavern,  Mr.  Thomas  Wilson,  Sen.,  the  new  tavern 
keeper,  passed  away.  The  question  arose  as  to  what  is  to  be  done 
with  the  tavern  now.  Two  new  applicants  have  put  in  their 
recommendations,  namely  Salathiel  Stone  and  Wm.  Gillam.  We 
do  not  feel  like  employing  either  of  them.  We  rather  agree  with 
the  desire  of  Mrs.  Wilson  who  wishes  to  administer  the  tavern 
with  the  help  of  her  son  Thomas,  Jun.,  until  September  1  of 
next  year.  The  Collegium  is  convinced  that  Mr.  Wilson,  Jun.,  will 
be  very  skillful  in  this  office.  This  decision  is  also  caused  by  the 
fact  that  when  Mr.  Wilson,  Sen.,  moved  to  Salem  he  rented  his 
house  and  plantation  to  another  family  for  the  time  of  one  year 
and  his  family  now  would  be  without  any  place  to  go.  We  shall 
try  however  to  convince  Mr.  Wilson  that  he  give  up  visiting  the 
courts  and  rather  dedicate  himself  to  the  task  of  administer- 
ing the  tavern. 

Br.  Fries  announced  that  he  has  bought  another  negro. 

Oct.  30.  We  discussed  once  more  the  application  of  various 
citizens  to  have  a  stranger  instruct  their  apprentices  not  belong- 
ing to  the  congregation  for  which  they  need  the  lower  room 
in  the  Salem  Boys'  School.  This  was  granted  after  detailed  dis- 
cussion since  we  cannot  expect  that  the  masters  will  agree  to 
send  their  apprentices  to  school  during  the  daytime  and  since 
we  do  not  want  to  hinder  the  young  people  in  getting  some 
knowledge.  From  their  instructor  we  expect  not  only  to  be  able 
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to  keep  the  boys  disciplined  while  in  class  but  also  that  he  will 
be  responsible  for  keeping  them  quiet  on  the  way  home.  The 
masters  who  plan  to  send  their  apprentices  to  this  class  will 
have  to  take  care  that  a  stove  is  set  up  in  the  room.  An  open 
fire  as  during  the  last  winter  will  not  do,  especially  since  the 
danger  of  fire  increased  with  it. 

Nov.  27.  The  wife  of  our  neighbor  John  Sanders,  m.n.  Hein, 
who  formerly  belonged  to  the  Bethabara  congregation  would 
like  to  become  a  member  of  the  Salem  outside  congregation. 
Before  granting  her  permission  the  Collegium  is  asked  their 
opinion  by  the  Elders'  Conference.  Since  this  family  enjoys  a 
very  poor  reputation,  the  Collegium  does  not  advise  granting 
the  request.  It  was  also  stated  that  it  was  ruled  some  years  ago 
in  the  Congregation  Council  that  persons  who  live  in  the  Waugh- 
town  neighborhood  are  to  be  considered  as  members  of  the 
Friedland  congregation. 

Dec.  18.  Single  John  Robert  Weir  who  is  a  wheelwright  and 
blacksmith  and  has  worked  for  some  years  in  Salem  would  like 
to  become  a  member  of  the  Salem  congregation  with  the  inten- 
tion of  getting  married  and  establishing  himself.  The  Collegium 
will  not  express  an  opinion  on  this  person  until  we  have  re- 
ceived further  information  on  his  character.  As  concerns  his 
establishing  himself  in  Salem  as  a  blacksmith,  we  cannot  per- 
mit this,  since  the  smithies  existing  already  do  not  have  enough 
work. 

Married  Lewis  Rights  and  his  wife  both  members  of  the 
Methodist  Church  also  are  applying  for  permission  to  become 
members  of  the  Salem  congregation.  The  Collegium  is  willing 
to  grant  this  to  Lewis  Rights  who  is  known  to  us  as  a  quiet  and 
orderly  man.  We  believe,  however,  that  we  should  get  better  ac- 
quainted with  his  wife  first.  Only  after  both  of  them  have  been 
admitted  can  they  be  allowed  to  move  into  the  Salem  community. 
We  shall  also  have  to  find  out  how  he  plans  to  make  a  living. 

When  the  Diacony  took  over  the  Herbst  house  all  of  us  had 
expected  that  the  stable  on  the  lot,  situated  on  the  rear  street, 
would  be  torn  down.  Instead  the  old  stable  has  been  repaired 
and  various  members  of  the  community  raise  complaints  about 
this.  Br.  Theod.  Schulz  will  have  to  be  asked  to  remove  it. 

In  connection  with  this  there  were  complaints  about  the  pig 
pens  situated  near  the  Grave  Yard  Alley.  According  to  an  agree- 
ment made  with  them  at  the  enlargement  of  their  lots  Brr. 
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Cooper  and  Micke  will  not  rebuild  their  pig  pens  at  the  Church 
Yard  Alley.  Br.  James  Hall  will  also  have  to  be  asked  to  remove 
his  pig  pen  to  another  location. 

Upon  request  the  Collegium  decided  to  set  up  five  more  new 
street  lamps  namely  near  John  Ackermann,  C.  Brietz's  garden 
corner,  near  Abr.  Steiner,  Henry  Schulz  and  Widow  Vogler  or 
Phil.  Reich.  In  order  to  make  the  attending  to  all  these  lamps 
easier  and  less  expensive,  the  ruling  was  made  that  they  should 
be  extinguished  at  nine  o'clock  during  the  wintertime. 

Since  Br.  Henry  Winkler  has  taken  over  feeding  the  coach 
horses,  he  not  only  boards  traveling  strangers  but  also  tries  to 
make  people  stay  in  his  house  overnight  so  that  we  suspect  he 
plans  on  opening  a  private  inn.  This  could  cause  much  trouble 
and  disorder  and  Br.  Schober  will  talk  to  him  about  it. 

Report  of  the  Negro  Congregation  in  and  around  Salem,  1843. 

[Extracts  translated.'} 

Jan.  5.  When  the  negress  Mourning  visited  us  this  evening 
to  talk  with  us  about  the  condition  of  her  heart,  the  comfort 
from  the  Word  of  God  which  was  given  to  her  seemed  to  en- 
courage her  greatly.  She  was  also  told  that  she  would  get  regular 
instruction  every  Saturday  evening  and  that  a  beginning  of  this 
is  to  be  made  next  Saturday  the  14th.  She  has  been  on  hand  since 
then  each  time  punctually  at  the  appointed  time. 

Feb.  8.  I  visited  the  negroes  at  the  paper  mill  and  talked  with 
them  about  the  Thing  Most  Necessary.  An  old  negress  said 
among  other  things  that  she  asked  the  Saviour  constantly  that 
He  would  make  her  at  least  his  footstool  in  heaven  for  this  would 
be  honor  enough  for  her  because  she  acknowledged  herself  as 
a  sinner  and  not  worthy  of  anything  else. 

Also  a  talk  was  held  about  matters  of  the  heart  with  another 
old  negro,  by  the  name  of  David,  a  cripple  who  can  get  around 
only  with  much  effort  on  two  crutches.  He  holds  himself  with  the 
Methodists  and  is  a  zealous  defender  of  this  sect.  To  the  ques- 
tion as  to  why  he  does  not  sometimes  attend  the  church  here  in 
the  town,  which  is  especially  built  for  the  colored  people,  he 
gave  me  the  answer  that  even  if  he  could  go  as  he  wished,  he 
would  not  come  anyway  to  our  church  for  he  would  not  know 
where  to  sit.  Our  way  of  holding  meetings  is  not  right  for  the 
sheep  and  the  goats  were  all  mixed  together,  which  should  not 
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be  for  the  converted  and  those  who  are  beginning  to  take 
thought  and  those  who  are  still  unconverted  should  all,  each 
one  in  a  class  for  themselves,  sit  alone  and  this  was  the  reason 
he  would  never  come  to  the  negro  church,  for  he  could  not  decide 
to  sit  among  the  mixed  groups. 

Feb.  26.  In  the  second  meeting  while  kneeling  in  prayer  we 
started  reading  the  account  of  the  passion  of  our  Lord  which 
was  listened  to  with  unusual  quiet  and  attention.  Afterward 
when  I  had  talked  with  some  individuals  about  the  reading, 
one  said  that  he  had  never  heard  this  in  his  life  and  that  he 
would  certainly  come  to  the  church  the  next  Sunday,  even  if 
he  had  to  come  on  his  knees. 

March  19.  Since  it  was  snowing  today  and  the  weather  was 
very  raw,  I  did  not  expect  that  there  would  be  anyone  of  the 
negroes  at  church,  but  when  I  was  coming  there  a  fine  little 
group  had  gathered  around  the  warm  stove  and  from  a  distance 
I  heard  them  singing  songs  from  the  Sunday  School  Union 
hymnbook  together  and  I  sat  down  with  them  and  sang  a  while 
with  them.  Then  I  read  them  a  part  of  the  account  of  the  passion 
of  our  dear  Lord  and  talked  with  them  about  the  reading  while 
we  formed  a  circle  around  the  stove.  The  Lord's  presence  was 
sensed  to  be  very  near. 

April  2.  Was  the  baptism  of  a  negro  child.  Since  some  of  the 
godparents  of  this  child  conducted  themselves  at  this  baptism 
in  an  unsuitable  and  sinful  manner  they  were  earnestly  talked 
to  and  an  effort  was  made  to  show  them  how  sinfully  and  god- 
lessly  they  had  behaved  at  this  holy  service  and  in  the  presence 
of  God.  Then  they  went  away  immediately. 

Then  it  was  announced  to  the  negroes  that  once  more  com- 
plaints had  been  made  that  some  of  them  regularly  after  the 
meetings  go  to  the  mustering  grounds  above  the  town  and  play 
ball.  They  were  requested  and  admonished  to  give  this  up  in 
the  future  and  were  shown  what  a  sin  it  was  to  desecrate  Sun- 
day in  such  a  fashion  etc. 

April  23.  The  baptism  was  held  of  a  grown  negress  belong- 
ing to  Br.  and  Sr.  Christian  Blum  with  the  name  Mourning 
Agnes.  There  were  present  a  crowd  of  negroes  as  well  as  a 
number  of  white  people  from  the  town. 

April  30.  The  baptized  negro  Jeremias  was  spoken  to  since 
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his  present  behaviour  is  not  to  the  honor  of  the  Saviour  or  the 
congregation  and  he  was  admonished  to  lead  through  God's 
grace  a  more  worthy  mode  of  life,  worthy  of  the  gospel  and  to 
comply  with  that  which  he  had  promised  the  Saviour  at  his 
baptism. 

June  .  Today  there  visited  me  one  of  our  communicant 
brethen  who  recently  had  committed  some  shocking  sins  and  he 
acknowledged  his  error. 

July  7.  I  visited  a  negro  couple  on  Jacob  Schulz's  plantation 
and  I  found  them  in  a  happy  condition  of  heart  and  their  mouths 
overflowed  with  praise  and  gratitude  for  the  grace  and  mercy 
which  the  Saviour  was  showing  them  in  their  old  days. 

July  8.  In  the  evening  our  recently  baptized  negress  Mourn- 
ing Agnes  visited  us.  She  is  in  the  first  love  and  is  animated 
when  one  speaks  with  her  of  matters  of  the  heart  and  cannot 
say  enough  of  what  the  Saviour  has  done  for  her. 

July  16.  Sister  Denke  held  the  instruction  for  the  children 
and  had  them  say  their  memorized  verses.  It  is  gratifying  to 
hear  and  to  see  how  these  little  black  ones  already  have  com- 
prehended so  much  that  is  necessary  to  be  known  for  our  bliss 
and  when  asked  can  answer. 

July  16.  Also  I  visited  today  the  negro  Miles  in  the  cotton 
factory  who  some  time  ago  expressed  the  wish  to  be  allowed  to 
join  the  negro  congregation.  Since  he,  if  need  be,  can  read  but 
has  no  Bible,  I  gave  him  a  New  Testament  about  which  he 
seemed  to  be  very  happy. 

Aug.-Dec.  In  the  middle  of  November  was  given  to  the 
negroes  Hercules  and  his  wife  Anna  and  to  Mourning  Agnes 
the  confirmation  instruction  for  their  first  participation  in  the 
Holy  Communion  in  the  negro  church. 

Dec.  17.  Since  today  was  a  rainy  day,  one  could  not  expect 
that  many  and  even  perhaps  that  no  negroes  would  be  at  church, 
as  it  rained  violently  before  time  for  the  meeting.  In  spite  of  the 
rain  however,  all  the  children  were  there  and  a  number  of  adults 
with  whom  a  talk  was  held  about  the  text  for  today.  Although 
the  Sisters  Denke  and  Steiner  could  not  come  on  account  of  the 
rain,  after  the  meeting  several  children  stayed  on  their  own 
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initiative  and  practiced  learning  Christmas  verses  which  they 
have  to  say  by  heart  on  Christmas  Day. 

The  negro  congregation  consisted  at  the  end  of  the  year  1843 
of  11  communicants  and  4  noncommunicants.  Total  15  persons. 

Minutes  of  the  L.A.C.,  IS  US. 
[Extracts  translated.'] 

Feb.  2. 

1.  As  to  the  opinion  of  the  country  pastors  about  the  recep- 
tion of  children,  the  answer  was  given  on  the  part  of  the  P.H.C. 
that  the  respective  pastors  might  settle  the  matter  after  in- 
vestigation of  the  circumstances  and  in  agreement  with  the 
parents  of  the  children. 

3.  Br.  Byhan  announced  that  the  negress  Sylvia  with  Br. 
and  Sr.  Boner  has  asked  for  confirmation.  The  conference  gave 
their  approval  that  Br.  Byhan,  who  in  his  inquiry  has  found 
a  good  report  of  her,  after  he  has  still  looked  into  the  matter  for 
a  while,  will  proceed  further. 

5.  It  was  mentioned  that  the  Single  Sister  Christina  Gibbins 
of  Friedland  has  received  permission  to  join  the  congregation 
in  Salem,  further  that  the  Single  Sister  Ridelphia  Kearney  who 
married  Ackerman  and  also  the  Single  Sister  Lucinda  Schneider 
who  married  Fockel  since  their  marriage  have  been  counted  as 
belonging  to  the  congregation  here.  The  little  girl  Julie  Hubener 
in  the  school  and  the  little  boy  Obadiah  Hubener  will  be  counted 
here  for  the  time.  On  the  contrary  the  Single  Sister  Caroline 
Belo,  married  name  Rank,  has  come  to  Bethabara  as  a  member 
there. 

6.  The  Single  Sister  Elizabeth  Styres  of  Hope  is  at  the  home 
of  Br.  and  Sr.  Henry  Winkler. 

March  2. 

3.  Br.  Renatus  Schmidt  announced  that  the  Single  Sister 
Lisette  Krause  has  come  into  service  at  Br.  and  Sr.  Henry  Lein- 
bachs  in  Salem. 

4.  Br.  Hubener  reported  that  the  Single  Br.  Robert  Reich  of 
Salem  is  considering  marrying  Sister  Maria  Seitz  of  Friedberg 
and  staying  with  the  Friedberg  congregation. 

5.  To  Br.  Haman  who  stated  that  a  person  who  was  to  be  re- 
ceived into  the  congregation  was  not  present  for  the  reception 
and  asked  what  action  was  to  be  taken  in  regard  to  her,  the 
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answer  was  given  that  her  reception  would  best  be  postponed 
until  the  next  year. 

6.  A  discussion  was  held  about  the  contributions  of  such 
country  members  as  live  in  Salem  and  it  was  stated  that  the 
respective  committees  should  announce  to  such  members  of  their 
congregations  that  they  should  pay  half  of  their  contributions 
to  their  own  congregations. 

April  6. 

6.  A  mulatto  in  Friedberg,  granddaughter  of  the  old  George 
Spach,  wishes  that  she  go  to  religious  instruction  with  the  whites 
and  Br.  H.  asks  for  the  advice  of  the  conference.  He  was  advised 
to  discuss  the  matter  with  the  committee  and  to  act  according 
to  their  opinion. 

10.  The  question  was  raised  again  as  to  whether  a  suitable 
person  could  be  found  to  be  appointed  as  colporteur  in  the  rural 
congregations  but  that  does  not  seem  to  be  the  case. 

July  6.  Br.  Byhan  remarked  also  that  the  negro  of  Br.  and 
Sr.  Fishel  is  not  acting  right  toward  the  old  people,  as  he  should. 
It  is  believed  that  this  is  a  consequence  of  their  refusal  to  give 
permission  for  his  marriage.  The  conference  regrets  this  but 
an  admonition  will  be  given  to  the  negro  and  further  develop- 
ments will  be  awaited. 

4.  Br.  Hubener  reports  that  the  Tunkers  have  appeared  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Friedberg  and  preached,  whereupon  a  long  dis- 
cussion about  baptism  and  related  subjects  ensued. 

Aug.  3. 

2.  It  was  reported  that  the  Single  Br.  Alexander  Hege  be- 
longing at  Friedberg  has  been  given  a  job  in  Br.  Blum's  store 
for  a  year. 

3.  The  Single  Sister  Jeanette  Spach  of  Friedberg  has  gone 
into  service  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Tho.  Pf  ohl. 

4.  That  the  Single  Brother  Hubert  Ebert  belonging  at  Fried- 
berg had  gone  from  here  to  Randolf  where  he  is  attending  a 
school  but  has  announced  his  wish  to  be  regarded  still  further 
as  belonging  to  the  congregation. 

6.  Since  the  married  Catharina  Swaim,  m.n.  Lagenauer,  has 
asked  again  for  readmission  to  the  congregation  at  Friedland, 
it  was  decided  to  grant  her  request. 

8.  The  Sunday  Schools  in  Bethania  and  Bethabara  were 
reported  as  being  very  poorly  attended. 
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9.  There  was  read  an  excerpt  from  a  letter  of  Dr.  V.  D. 
Anders  about  the  awakening  in  several  German  congregations 
and  in  the  schools  of  the  Unity. 

Nov.  2. 

5.  Br.  Haman  reported  that  the  Single  Sister  Lisette  Steward, 
daughter  of  Moses,  has  come  into  service  at  the  home  of  Br. 
and  Sr.  Emanl.  Reich. 

6.  Br.  Jacob  Fetter  on  the  occasion  when  he  settled  up  his 
debt  in  arrears  to  the  Bethabara  congregation  asked  to  strike 
out  his  name  from  the  list  of  the  members  of  the  congregation. 
The  decision  of  the  conference  in  the  matter  is  not  to  do  it  yet, 
since  perhaps  he  will  reconsider  it. 

7.  It  was  reported  that  the  married  woman  Mrs.  Saunders 
has  asked  for  permission  to  belong  to  the  nonresident  member- 
ship of  Salem  and  has  made  some  inquiries  about  this.  No  objec- 
tion to  this  was  known  except  that  through  her  marriage  to  an 
outsider  according  to  the  old  rule,  she  separated  herself  from 
the  congregation  in  Bethabara  to  which  she  belonged.  Br. 
Schmidt  will  meantime  make  further  inquiries  into  this  matter. 

9.  The  widowed  Sister  Eva  Hege  is  in  accordance  with  her 
wish  counted  at  Salem. 

Minutes  of  the  Bethabara  Committee,  18J>3. 
[Extracts  translated.'] 
Householders*  Conference  Jan.  22. 

The  steward  presented  the  congregational  accounts  and  it  was 
found  that  the  treasury  already  owed  him  a  considerable 
amount.  If  all  the  amounts  that  were  owed  by  members  should 
come  in,  the  debts  would  be  well  covered.  Several  of  the  breth- 
ren are  much  in  arrears  and  from  some  of  the  old  members  can 
probably  little  or  even  nothing  be  expected.  The  pastor  was 
asked  to  lay  our  whole  situation  before  the  P.H.C.  in  Salem  and 
ask  it  for  advice  in  our  present  circumstances  and  ask  that  a 
note  be  sent  out  by  it  warning  the  congregation  for  if  several 
withdraw  and  do  not  pay,  those  too  who  have  formerly  paid 
their  contributions  promptly  will  become  discouraged.  (There 
were  only  6  brothers  present.) 
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Diary  of  the  Congregation  in  Bethabara,  IS  US. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  b.  The  funeral  of  Thomas  Krause,  a  former  member  of 
the  congregation  here,  who  died  on  the  2nd  of  this  month  in 
Clemenstown.  His  age  was  44  years,  6  months  and  13  days. 

Jan.  15.  The  little  son  born  on  December  12  to  our  neighbors 
Abraham  and  Louise  Petri  was  baptized  with  the  name  of  Wil- 
liam Alexander. 

Appendix.  In  the  afternoon  at  two  o'clock  there  was  a  tem- 
perance meeting  which  lasted  till  five  so  the  evening  meeting 
was  canceled. 

Feb.  19.  A  baptismal  service  in  which  the  little  daughter  of 
John  and  Eliza  Steiers  born  December  27  was  baptized  with  the 
name  Mary  Catharine. 

March  26.  The  little  son  born  on  February  12  to  our  neigh- 
bors Josua  and  Louisa  Butner  was  baptized  with  the  name 
Sandy  Thomas. 

May  20.  A  blessing  was  given  to  the  married  Sister  Cath- 
arina  Butner  for  her  near  approaching  end.  She  died  soon  after. 

June  k.  There  was  a  baptism  of  the  little  daughter  born  on 
May  14  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Christian  and  Anna  Johanna  Hauser  with 
the  name  Louisa  Harriet. 

June  18.  Baptism  of  the  little  daughter  born  April  2  to  John 
and  Eva  Ranks  with  the  name  Laura  Augusta. 

July  16.  The  little  son  born  March  28  to  our  neighbors  Bona- 
parte and  Eliza  Dougins  was  baptized  with  the  name  William 
Alexander. 

Aug.  Appendix.  The  children  in  the  village  have  the  measles 
and  also  here  and  there  the  fever  continues  to  prevail  among 
the  brethren. 

Sept.  8.  Henry  Masekopf  died  gently  and  blessedly  and  was 
buried  ten  miles  from  here  at  his  brother's.  His  age  was  22 
years  and  4  months. 

In  our  family  the  fever  continues  and  the  children  still  have 
the  measles. 
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Sept.  19.  The  funeral  of  the  little  daughter  of  our  Br.  and 
Sr.  Christian  and  Anna  Johanna  Hauser,  Louisa  Harriet  who 
died  of  the  fever  at  the  age  of  4  months  and  10  days. 

Oct.  5.  The  funeral  of  the  older  boy  Zacharias  Jeremias  But- 
ner  who  died  yesterday  morning  of  dysentery.  He  was  the  son 
of  our  Br.  and  Sr.  Joseph  and  Catharina  Butner.  His  sojourn 
here  below  lasted  13  years,  3  months  and  13  days. 

Oct.  15.  There  died  the  youngest  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Joseph 
Butner,  John  Joseph  of  the  dysentery.  His  age  was  2  years, 
3  months  and  18  days.  In  almost  every  house  there  are  those 
sick  of  the  fever  and  several  children  are  suffering  with  dysen- 
tery. 

Oct.  23.  There  was  held  here  the  funeral  of  the  child  Louis 
Theophilus  Schoor  who  died  day  before  yesterday  at  the  age  of 
11  years  and  5  days.  He  was  a  son  of  our  neighbors  Benjamin 
and  Rebecca  Schoor. 

Oct.  29.  The  majority  of  people  are  sick.  Only  four  people 
came  to  the  meetings  today. 

Nov.  5.  The  Single  Brother  Josua  Spach  was  married  to  the 
Single  Christina  Petrie. 

Dec.  . . .  There  was  baptized  the  little  daughter  born  on  Octo- 
ber 19  of  this  year  to  our  Br.  and  Sr.  John  and  Catharina  Shore 
with  the  name  Maria  Cornelia. 

Minutes  of  the  Bethania  Committee,  18 US. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  29.  The  pastor  announced  that  it  was  necessary  to  in- 
crease the  number  of  dieners  for  the  week.  It  was  accordingly 
proposed  to  ask  the  following  three  brothers  to  take  over  this 
service  willingly:  Brr.  Michael  Butner,  Elias  Shaub  and  Oeh- 
man,  who  had  volunteered.  This  was  done  and  they  were  found 
to  be  willing.  Since  new  curtains  are  needed  in  the  church,  the 
pastor  asked  whether  he  might  be  permitted  through  Ren.  Leh- 
man who  intends  to  go  to  Philadelphia  in  a  few  months  to  send 
money  for  the  purchase  of  the  necessary  muslin.  This  was  ap- 
proved. 

Feb.  5.  The  purpose  of  this  meeting  was  to  talk  over  the 
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situation  of  our  Br.  Christoph  Shaub  and  his  wife.  The  latter 
had  namely  felt  herself  compelled  through  the  unchristian  be- 
haviour of  her  husband  to  leave  the  house  by  night  and  to  stay 
away  from  her  husband  in  the  village  with  the  view  of  staying 
there.  The  brethren  were  of  the  opinion  unanimously  of  letting 
the  matter  rest  for  the  present,  as  they  hoped  for  a  better  out- 
come of  the  affair  since  it  already  had  the  appearance  of  their 
being  reconciled  again.  It  would  be  good  for  both  to  withdraw 
from  communion  for  a  while. 

Memorabilia  of  the  Bethania  Congregation,  18 US, 

[Extracts  translated.] 

Already  early  in  the  summer  here  and  there  in  the  village 
and  outside  among  the  children  and  growing  young  people  the 
measles  appeared  and  a  not  insignificant  part  of  them  were 
attacked  by  this  evil.  In  addition  fever  broke  out,  at  first  only 
in  a  mild  manner  but  it  soon  advanced  with  rapid  strides,  here 
in  the  village  and  chiefly  in  the  surrounding  territory,  namely 
in  and  around  PfafFtown  where  it  raged  to  such  a  degree  that 
whole  families  were  laid  low  with  it  at  the  same  time  and  young 
and  old,  large  and  small,  did  not  escape  it.  For  its  holding  on, 
the  uncommonly  great  and  persistent  heat  in  the  late  part  of 
the  year  contributed  in  no  slight  measure  and  the  vapor  from 
the  swampy  areas  was  highly  injurious.  Later  when  the  colder 
weather  came,  there  appeared  with  us  a  still  more  hazardous 
evil,  the  pleurisy,  with  which  a  number  of  our  people  had  seri- 
ously to  suffer. 

In  every  respect  has  the  industry  of  the  farmer  been  crowned, 
so  that  the  earth  had  to  give  back  richly  its  sowing  in  a  happy 
harvest.  The  wheat  harvest  which  had  been  scant  for  a  num- 
ber of  years,  has  been  extremely  productive.  So  have  too  the 
rest  of  the  products  of  field  and  garden  which  are  related  to 
them  and  they  have  paid  for  the  efforts  expended  on  them. 
Hay,  corn,  oats  and  the  like  are  at  hand  in  abundance  so  that  all 
creatures  of  God  have  rich  support  for  their  lives,  and  can  en- 
joy the  same  with  hearts  filled  with  gratitude. 
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Diary  of  the  Congregation  in  Bethania,  1843. 
[Extracts  translated.} 
Jan.  10.  Violent  rainstorm. 

Jan.  13.  Marriage  of  the  Single  Br.  Allen  Ackerman  of  Salem 
to  the  Single  Sister  Ridelphia  Kearney  in  the  dwelling  of  the 
widowed  Sister  Gertraut  Kearney. 

Jan.  26.  There  died  the  Sister  Caroline  Cynthia  Schaub  who 
belonged  to  us  and  was  often  visited  by  us  each  day.  Her  maiden 
name  was  Fields  and  she  was  the  wife  of  Thomas  Shaub. 

Jan.  29.  The  burial  of  the  little  child  Calvin  Henry  Shaub, 
little  son  of  the  widower  Th.  Shaub  and  Caroline  Cynthia  Shaub 
who  was  buried  yesterday.  When  we  came  to  the  graveyard  the 
coffin  of  the  mother  already  sunk  in  the  earth  but  not  yet 
covered  with  earth  was  again  lifted  out  and  opened  again  and 
the  body  of  the  little  girl  laid  in  the  arms  of  the  mother  and 
both  were  buried  in  the  same  coffin.  In  the  evening  was  the  con- 
gregation meeting  and  after  it  came  a  messenger  to  tell  me  that 
Br.  Chr.  Shaub  was  very  sick  and  sent  to  ask  me  to  visit  him 
still  this  evening.  When  I  found  the  sick  man  and  asked  him 
whether  he  was  suffering  much  pain  and  believed  that  he  would 
probably  die,  he  answered  "I  have  not  sent  for  you  to  talk  with 
you  about  my  salvation  but  for  you  to  write  my  will."  When 
I  replied  to  him  that  that  was  to  be  sure  not  my  calling,  he 
declared  that  he  could  probably  get  someone  else.  He  complained 
very  much  about  his  having  been  abandoned  by  all  his  own  peo- 
ple; his  wife  had  let  herself  be  talked  into  it  by  his  two  oldest 
sons  that  she  should  leave  him.  He  had  namely  in  the  night  from 
Friday  to  Saturday  driven  her  out  of  the  house  with  the  3-week- 
old  little  son  of  Thorn.  Shaub.  The  children  scorned  him  on  ac- 
count of  his  poverty  and  several  things  of  the  same  kind.  Now 
he  wanted  to  have  his  will  written  and  in  case  I  was  not  will- 
ing, he  was  through  with  me.  When  I  sought  to  talk  with  him 
about  the  condition  of  his  heart  he  answered  repeatedly  that  he 
knew  as  well  as  everybody  else  or  even  I  could  say  to  him  that 
he  was  ready  to  die  since  he  had  made  peace  with  God.  But  at 
the  same  time  he  reviled  his  children  in  every  way  and  manner. 
In  these  lamentable  conditions  I  left  him  with  the  promise  of 
visiting  him  again  tomorrow,  whereupon  he  almost  drove  me  out 
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of  the  house  while  he  was  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  he  would 
die  in  this  night. 

When  I  was  just  getting  ready  to  visit  Br.  Shaub  I  heard  he 
had  been  in  the  town  this  morning  and  had  through  advertise- 
ments to  the  shops  and  mill  announced  it  was  forbidden  to  all 
to  let  his  wife  have  anything  in  his  name  and  soon  after  that  I 
saw  Br.  Henry  Schulz'  wagon  going  along  with  the  wife's  things 
and  unloading  them  before  Thomas  Shaub's  house.  He  has  as 
a  consequence  of  his  unchristian  behaviour  been  excluded  from 
our  congregation. 

Feb.  5.  There  was  communion.  Some  of  the  brethren  in  the 
town  were  present  again,  who  had  for  some  time  withdrawn. 
May  the  Lord  in  His  grace  accomplish  it  than  an  end  be  made 
to  the  spirit  of  discord  and  that  on  the  contrary  confidence 
mutually  may  be  established  again. 

Feb.  19.  Baptism  of  the  little  daughter  of  Jos.  Conrad  and 
the  married  Sister  Elis.  Conrad,  m.n.  Stauber,  with  the  name 
Paulina  Gertraut. 

Feb.  26.  I  rode  to  Isaac  Lash's  and  baptized  their  little  son 
with  the  name  John  Augustus. 

March.  Election  of  a  new  committee  which  came  out :

Br.  Eugen  Lehman    "    21  " 
Br.  Elias  Schaub       "    19  "

April  30.  Violent  rainstorm.  Baptism  of  the  child  of  our  Br. 
and  Sr.  Wm.  and  Cath.  Lehman  with  the  name  Paulina  Philip- 
pina. 

May  7.  The  single  sisters  celebrated  their  festival,  on  which 
occasion  8  girls  were  received  into  the  choir.  Names:  Pamelia 
Grabs,  Clarinda  Oehman,  Maria  Butner,  Louisa  Werner,  Leanna 
Shaub,  Frances  Stauber,  Emelia  Stolz,  Pamelia  Schor. 

May  lJf.  The  little  child  of  Dr.  George  Wilson  and  Henriette 
Wilson  baptized  with  the  name  Mary  Josephine.  In  the  even- 
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ing  the  baptism  of  the  little  son  of  Hy.  R.  and  Elis.  Lehman 
with  the  name  Tiref  ens  Payton. 

May  20.  During  my  absence  I  found,  after  I  came  home  that 
danger  had  arisen  of  fire,  since  a  sleeper  under  the  hearth  in 
the  fireplace  had  caught  fire. 

May  30.  Rode  to  Jno.  Grabs  to  preach  there  but  besides  the 
Grabs  family  only  one  listener  came,  so  I  sang  some  verses  and 
made  a  short  prayer  on  my  knees  and  gave  this  group  some 
tracts  and  scattered  some  of  the  same  on  the  road  as  I  rode 
home. 

Appendix. 

1.  When  I  was  visiting  today  at  the  home  of  Hy.  Schulz,  I 
heard  that  they  had  had  a  great  fright  last  evening.  The  young- 
est child  had  gone  to  the  attic  in  the  evening  with  a  burning 
candle  and  there  through  lack  for  foresight  had  set  fire  to  a 
pile  of  stuff  which  immediately  was  in  flames.  Aroused  by  the 
cry  of  the  child  everybody  rushed  up  but  the  flames  shot  up 
everywhere  through  the  roof.  But  since  it  was  still  moist  from 
the  rain,  it  did  not  catch  fire  and  so  they  succeeded  through 
God's  help  in  putting  out  the  fire  after  it  had  destroyed  about 
50  pounds  of  goods,  several  pieces  of  bed  linen  and  bedcovers 
etc.,  without  however  doing  any  serious  harm  to  the  house. 

June  U.  Whitsuntide.  At  communion  there  were  about  60 
communicants  present,  more  than  there  had  been  for  a  year. 
It  was  a  day  of  true  inspiration  for  the  whole  congregation 
and  especially  for  me,  since  I  could  now  see  that  finally  the 
spirit  of  God  has  succeeded  in  establishing  peace  in  the  congre- 
gation. 

June  8.  I  was  asked  to  baptize  the  sick  baby  of  Andreas  and 
Susan  Krause,  so  I  rode  to  George  Krause's  and  baptized  the 
child  with  the  name  of  Edwin  Adolphus. 

June  11.  Rode  in  the  midst  of  a  very  violent  rain  to  the  home 
of  Jacob  Schor  who  is  said  to  be  very  weak  and  gave  him  the 
blessing  of  the  Lord  and  the  congregation  for  his  end. 

June  12.  There  departed  after  a  serious  lingering  illness  the 
married  Br.  Johann  Jacob  Schor  at  the  age  of  72  years,  8 
months  and  22  days. 
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July  1.  Indescribable  heat. 

July  17.  I  visited  in  Salem  and  on  the  way  back  toward  even- 
ing my  horse  threw  me  on  the  ground  but,  thank  God,  I  did 
not  suffer  any  harm. 

July  2U.  Made  the  scaffolding  in  order  to  whitewash  the  Saal. 

July  25.  Made  a  beginning  of  the  whitewashing  of  the  church 
and  continued  until  Friday  morning  when  this  work  was  finished 
and  the  Saal  looks  very  nice. 

Aug.  2.  Busy  with  the  painting  of  the  dwelling.  The  sisters 
busy  in  the  Saal  with  sewing  the  new  church  curtains. 

Aug.  6.  Attacks  of  fever  appear  again  here  and  there  in  the 
village. 

Aug.  8.  Toward  evening  a  fine  rain  and  I  came  home  in  a 
rainstorm. 

Aug.  12.  Today  the  new  church  curtains  were  put  up.  Our 
little  church  looks  very  nice  now. 

Aug.  18.  Visited  the  sick  in  Pfafftown.  At  Wm.  Conrad's  and 
Chrn.  Pfaff's  a  pitiful  situation.  In  the  former  house  5  and  in 
the  latter  8  down  with  fever. 

Aug.  27.  Celebration  of  the  Choir  Festival  of  the  single  bro- 
thers. The  boys  Constantine  Thaddeus  Transou  and  James  Irwin 
Strub  were  admitted  to  the  choir. 

Appendix.  The  usual  monthly  sermon  was  preached  in  Pfaff- 
town. Since  the  sermon  was  canceled  here  as  the  brethren  were 
all  sick  without  exception  and  have  not  yet  recovered.  May  the 
Lord  cause  this  heavy  time  of  testing  when  in  some  homes  13 
to  14  people  at  the  same  time  lay  sick  with  fever,  to  be  used  for 
the  curing  of  their  souls.  (Written  in  October  about  the  month 
of  August.) 

Sept.  6.  In  the  evening  a  visit  from  Br.  Jacobson  of  Salem 
who  brought  news  of  the  changes  of  pastors  in  Pennsylvania, 
and  there  was  no  change  for  me.  Praise  be ! 

Sept.  15.  In  the  village  fever  has  appeared  in  several  families. 

Sept.  2b.  Baptized  in  the  parents'  home  the  little  daughter 
of  the  married  Henry  A.  Lemly  and  the  married  Sister  Amanda, 
m.n.  Conrad,  with  the  name  Laura  Eliza. 
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Oct.  7.  Since  almost  everybody  is  sick  the  monthly  sermon 
in  Pfafftown  was  omitted.  Instead  of  this  I  baptized  the  little 
sons  of  the  married  Br.  and  Sr.  Nath.  Pfaff  and  Eph.  and  A. 
Transou,  the  former  with  name  Albert  Levin  and  the  latter  Owen 
Carter. 

Oct.  15.  There  was  held  at  Simon  Stolz's  the  marriage  of  the 
Single  Brother  Thorn.  Benj.  Lash  to  the  Single  Sister  Wilhel- 
mine  Fiorina  Stolz. 

Oct.  16.  There  died  quite  unexpectedly  of  a  cold  fever  the 
married  Adam  Butner  at  the  age  of  76  years.  At  7  P.M.  after 
long  suffering  the  widowed  brother  Abr.  Loesch  died  at  the  age 
of  78  years. 

Oct.  22.  Baptism  of  the  twin  children  of  Gottlieb  and  Lisetta 
Henrietta  Leinbach,  Lewis  and  Rachel  Leinbach. 

Oct.  21*.  There  died  Br.  Simon  Peter  Stolz  who  had  been  ail- 
ing a  long  time  at  the  age  of  50  years,  7  months  and  14  days. 

Oct.  28.  The  preaching  was  canceled  because  no  one  felt  well 
enough  to  come. 

Oct.  30.  Heard  that  Br.  Bahnson  arrived  happily  in  Lancaster 
from  Christiansfeld  on  the  9th  of  this  months  but  has  refused 
his  call  to  Philadelphia. 

Nov.  3.  Mary  and  I  attacked  by  fever. 

Nov.  5.  Rest  on  account  of  the  fever. 

Nov.  12.  Rest  on  account  of  the  fever. 

Dec.  31.  Since  the  weather  was  favorable  there  was  a  great 
number  of  brethren  and  a  great  throng  of  outsiders,  the  former 
for  the  meetings  and  the  latter  to  stir  up  trouble.  This,  how- 
ever, was  denied  them. 

Diary  of  the  Congregation  at  Friedberg,  181*3.

Feb.  1*.  The  funeral  of  the  widowed  Sister  Sarah  Mach,  m.n. 
Spach,  age  52  years,  5  months  and  23  days. 

Feb.  18.  The  funeral  of  Eleanora  Sarah  Miller,  age  47  years, 
less  4  days. 
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March  1.  The  funeral  of  the  widowed  John  Lazarus  Berril. 
His  age  is  unknown  but  is  estimated  as  between  70  and  80  years. 

March  7.  I  held  the  wedding  of  the  Single  Br.  Robert  Alex. 
Reich  of  Salem  to  the  Single  Sister  Maria  Seitz  of  this  congre- 
gation. 

March  11.  I  preached  in  the  new  schoolhouse  not  far  from 
Tobias  Bockels  for  the  first  time. 

March  18.  The  evening  before  a  comet  was  seen. 

Appendix.  There  were  baptized:  Charles  Augustus  Fishel, 
Aaron  George  Spach  both  on  the  12th  of  this  month;  Naaman 
Thomas  Schor  on  the  26th. 

April  A.  The  funeral  of  the  Single  Sister  Catharina  Spach. 
She  died  on  the  2nd  of  this  month  at  the  age  of  47  years  and 
14  days. 

April  23.  There  came  as  usual  on  the  first  Sunday  after 
Easter  only  a  very  few  listeners  and  still  fewer  pupils  and 
almost  no  teachers  at  all. 

April  30.  During  the  meeting  our  Julia  had  come  from  Salem 
sick  with  the  measles. 

Appendix.  Baptized  April  14  Constantin  Alexander  Hege. 

May  28.  Today  a  Mennonite  preached  at  the  Muddy  Creek 
meetinghouse  and  many  from  the  neighborhood  went  to  hear 
him.  Others  were  kept  away  by  the  measles  now  prevailing  more 
and  more  and  only  a  few  came  to  the  meetings. 

June  10.  Today  the  married  sister  Anna  Weesner  who  could 
not  come  last  Sunday  on  account  of  sickness  was  confirmed.  The 
measles  which  prevail  very  greatly  in  our  neighborhood  pre- 
vented many  from  coming. 

June  17.  Today  we  were  made  very  happy  by  the  birth  of  a 
healthy  little  daughter. 

July  16.  Today  I  baptized  our  little  daughter.  In  this  week 
sick  people  had  to  be  visited  every  day.  The  fever  is  appearing 
in  many  families. 

Appendix.  Our  little  daughter  was  baptized  with  the  name 
Maria  Catharina. 
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About  this  time  the  fever  began  to  appear  again  and  to  spread 
so  that  up  to  the  end  of  the  month  50  persons  were  sick  with  it. 
However  several  have  recovered  from  it.  It  looks  as  if  this  sick- 
ness would  become  again  as  completely  general  as  the  previous 
year.  There  are  also  always  some  sick  with  measles  in  the  com- 
munity and  some  have  bad  colds. 

Sept.  17.  Maria  Christina  Fischel  born  July  28  was  baptized. 

At  Jacob  Shore's  I  heard  that  only  very  few  were  there  who 
would  not  stay  at  home  on  account  of  sickness  and  shortly  be- 
fore my  arrival  they  had  gone  away  again. 

To  today  the  number  of  sick  since  the  middle  of  July  had 
risen  to  231. 

Oct.  8.  The  number  of  sick  increased  this  week  again  and 
went  to  295. 

Oct.  Ik.  Today  was  interred  the  abandoned  shell  of  the  mar- 
ried Maria  Magdalena  Boeckel,  m.n.  Rothrock.  She  died  day  be- 
fore yesterday  after  a  marriage  which  lasted  six  weeks  at  the 
age  of  19  years  and  13  days. 

Oct.  15.  Today  30  listeners  came.  During  the  English  sermon 
3  people  had  to  leave  the  church,  because  they  had  been  attacked 
anew  by  the  fever. 

Oct.  21.  The  funeral  of  the  widowed  George  Heinrich  Tesch, 
aged  82  years  and  9  months. 

Oct.  22.  Today  come  30  listeners  of  whom  one  again  had  to 
leave  the  church  with  the  fever. 

Oct.  2A.  Was  the  funeral  of  the  married  Anna  Maria  Hohns, 
m.n.  Frey.  She  died  of  the  prevailing  fever  yesterday  on  the 
23rd  of  this  month  at  the  age  of  70  years,  8  months  and  16  days. 

Oct.  29.  The  sickness  does  not  seem  to  be  spreading  any  more 
and  has  now  reached  the  highest  point  with  349  persons.

Minutes  of  the  Friedberg  Committee,  1843. 
[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  26. 

5.  A  reminder  was  given  about  the  salary  of  the  pastor 
whereby  it  was  found  that  only  very  little  had  come  in. 

March  25. 

1.  About  the  debt  to  Br.  Theodor  Pfohl  it  was  decided  that 
an  effort  should  be  made  to  pay  this  through  a  subscription. 

2.  Since  the  married  Christian  Ernst  and  the  single  John 
Foltz  quarreled  with  each  other  some  time  ago  about  a  shooting 
match  it  was  decided  to  exclude  the  former  because  he  had  al- 
ready been  warned  several  times  about  his  behaviour  and  the 
latter  shall  be  given  a  talking  to. 

3.  Since  the  married  Br.  Robert  Reich,  former  member  of 
the  congregation  at  Salem,  has  desired  permission  to  join  the 
congregation  here,  it  was  so  granted  to  him  on  the  part  of  the 
committee. 

4.  The  Single  Br.  Jacob  Mack  would  like  to  exchange  a  piece 
of  land  which  is  unsuitable  for  him  for  a  part  of  the  congrega- 
tion land  which  does  suit  him.  Since  the  above-mentioned  land 
borders  on  the  congregation  land  and  lies  just  as  suitably  for 
the  congregation  as  the  other,  the  committee  gave  its  consent 
for  the  exchange. 

May  27. 

1.  It  was  announced  that  the  conference  advises  not  to  ex- 
clude Chr.  Ernst  from  the  congregation  but  for  now  only  from 
communion  and  the  committee  agreed. 

2.  A  reminder  was  given  of  the  dispensing  of  Bibles  and  the 
two  dispensers  who  were  presented  promised  to  travel  over  their 
district  again  and  to  extend  it  even  farther. 
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4.  The  married  Sister  Theresia  Meinung,  m.n.  Hege,  will 
henceforth  be  counted  in  the  congregation  at  Salem. 

Aug.  19. 

It  was  announced  that  the  widowed  Philippina  Padget  has 
taken  over  the  cleaning  of  the  church. 

Dec.  5. 

2.  The  land  exchange  with  Br.  Jacob  Mack  was  discussed  and 
agreed  upon  as  he  proposes  namely:  That  between  his  land  and 
the  land  of  the  congregation  from  his  corner  a  line  be  drawn 
straight  east  and  west  and  that  he  for  what  he  receives  more 
is  to  pay  5  dollars  an  acre.  On  account  of  the  expending  of 
money  it  was  decided  to  lay  it  before  the  Congregation  Council 
as  to  how  it  wants  it  to  be  spent  for  the  use  of  the  pastor. 

5.  Wm.  Haertel  and  his  wife,  as  well  as  the  married  Sister 
Mariann  Walk,  have  desired  admission  to  the  congregation.  The 
committee  gave  its  consent. 

Minutes  of  the  Friedland  Committee,  18^3. 
[Extracts  translated.'] 

April  16. 

It  was  announced  by  the  pastor  that  Joseph  Rothrock  since 
the  death  of  his  daughter  had  asserted  to  the  pastor  on  repeated 
occasions  that  he  had  thought  of  joining  the  congregation  at 
Friedland  but  his  wife  had  not  yet  decided  to  do  it.  There  was 
found  with  all  members  of  the  committee  much  pondering  as  to 
giving  their  consent  for  this  step  since  his  behaviour  previously 
has  been  strikingly  offensive  and  they  would  like  to  be  convinced 
first  of  a  real  change  of  his  behaviour.  Especially  would  a  zeal- 
ous church  attendance  be  recognized  as  a  fruit  of  repentance, 
earnest  desire  for  the  word  of  God  and  a  change  of  his  life. 

2.  It  was  announced  by  the  pastor  that  he  had  got  six  new 
instruction  booklets  from  Br.  Pfohl  in  Salem  which  should  be 
used  with  the  boys  and  girls  to  be  taken  into  the  congregations 
and  the  question  was  asked  whether  the  cost  could  be  paid  for 
from  the  house  treasury  and  this  was  agreed  to. 

3.  Was  recommended  the  choice  of  six  brethren  which  con- 
cerns the  care  of  the  Welschcorn  field  for  this  year.  This  matter 
was  discussed  quite  in  detail. 

The  notification  and  appointment  of  these  6  brethren  has  been 
taken  care  of  thus  far  by  Br.  Leibenguth  but  since  he  now  ex- 
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pressed  his  wish  to  be  relieved  of  this  duty  since  his  urgent 
circumstances  demanded  his  applying  all  his  strength  and  time 
for  his  family,  it  was  gladly  granted  to  him  since  it  was  seen 
to  be  well  founded.  Since  no  Br.  was  found  among  the  members 
of  the  Committee  to  take  the  future  management  of  this  office, 
it  was  proposed  that  in  the  future  a  Br.  from  the  company 
should  take  it  upon  himself  and  Br.  Amos  Steward  was  proposed. 
The  request  was  to  be  made  to  him  through  the  pastor. 

Diary  of  the  Congregation  at  Hope,  18 US. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  8.  In  Hope  yesterday  2  people  died  whose  numerous  rela- 
tives were  at  the  homes  of  the  dead  and  had  to  work  at  the 
graves  or  coffins  of  others  and  therefore  only  a  few  came  to 
church  and  the  meeting  was  canceled. 

Jan.  9.  Two  people  were  buried  at  Hope :  The  married  Sister 
Elizabeth  Maria  Jarvis,  m.n.  Campbell,  and  the  youth  Christian 
Harrison  Styers. 

Appendix.  George  Styers  also  died  as  has  been  learned.  He 
has  been  counted  at  Hope. 

Feb.  5.  I  went  on  very  bad  roads  and  with  high  water  to 
Hope.  The  brethren  did  not  expect  me  and  so  I  found  only  5 
listeners.  They  assembled  in  the  room  where  we  had  a  Bible 
reading  and  a  prayer.  While  we  were  there  5  other  people  came. 

July.  Appendix.  In  the  congregation  at  Hope  the  fever  has 
not  yet  shown  itself  very  severe  and  the  brethren  have  so  far 
been  spared  in  that  neighborhood  from  the  widely  prevailing 
dysentery.  How  long  they  will  remain  without  this  epidemic 
only  the  Lord  knows. 

Aug.  6.  Today  was  held  a  funeral  sermon  in  memorial  of  the 
single  Brother  John  George  Styers  who  died  on  the  last  23rd 
at  Charlotte  and  was  buried  there.  His  age  was  22  years,  9 
months  and  8  days. 

Aug.  26.  The  congregational  festival  was  celebrated  at  Hope. 

Appendix.  Baptized  on  the  26th :  Maria  Catharina  Seitz  born 
July  10,  Carlos  Webster  Miller  born  May  17  and  John  Philip 
Hohns  born  March  5. 
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Oct.  81.  The  funeral  at  Hope  of  the  married  Sister  Maria 
Lashmit,  m.n.  Padget.  Age  72  years,  7  months  and  19  days. 

Nov.  22.  At  Hope  was  the  funeral  of  the  Single  Sister  Tempe 
Louisa  Elrod.  Her  age  was  20  years,  4  months  and  24  days. 

Dec.  27.  The  funeral  at  Hope  of  the  married  Br.  Charles 
Lewis  Hanes  at  the  age  of  33  years,  8  months  less  one  day. 

Dec.  30.  At  Hope  the  funeral  of  the  child  Uriah  Pettis  Hanes, 
eldest  son  of  the  late  married  Charles  L.  Hanes  and  Sarah,  m.n. 
Phillips,  at  the  age  of  7  years  and  4  days. 

Br.  Huebener's  Report  about  the  sickness  in  Friedberg  and  Hope 
to  L.A.C.,  August  to  November,  1843. 

[Extracts  translated.] 

This  period  of  time  was  for  both  congregations  especially  a 
time  of  testing  in  which  the  Lord  visited  each  family  of  the  same 
more  or  less  with  sickness.  Already  early  in  the  year  several 
families  suffered  from  attacks  of  illness  and  during  the  early 
summer  the  measles  prevailed  rather  generally  but  all  this  was 
insignificant  in  comparison  with  the  sickness  which  in  the  course 
of  the  passing  months  occurred  for  in  that  time  there  were 
families  here  and  there  every  member  of  which  became  sick. 
Moreover  in  this  time  there  were  no  less  than  31  families  in 
which  each  member  was  attacked  lightly  or  seriously  with  fever. 
Of  the  rest  the  majority  were  in  the  situation  that  one  or  two 
members  stayed  well  and  only  a  few  families  were  found  where 
only  two  or  three  were  sick.  To  the  last  named  belonged,  God 
be  praised,  ours. 

Not  the  whole  terrain  of  the  Friedberg  congregation  was  over- 
whelmed at  once  by  the  miasma  of  fever,  so  far  as  one  can  ob- 
serve, but  gradually  one  section  after  another  was  seized.  In  the 
beginning  only  the  families  on  the  lower  part  of  the  South  Fork 
were  sick,  but  it  soon  went  further;  one  family  after  another 
was  seized  by  fever,  just  as  they  live  near  each  other  near  the 
creek  so  that  by  the  end  of  the  month  of  July  all  the  families 
that  live  near  the  creek  up  to  the  high  road  were  sick,  while 
those  on  the  elevated  places  were  still  spared,  and  the  sickness 
began  to  show  itself  in  the  families  who  live  on  the  Lahr.  Up  to 
about  the  end  of  August  there  were  still  only  a  few  houses  left 
where  no  sickness  was  to  be  found;  only  the  families  who  live 
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on  Freys  Creek  were  spared  during  this  month.  All  the  rest  on 
the  South  Fork,  Lahr,  Lick  and  Soran  were  suffering  from  the 
sickness  by  this  time.  By  the  end  of  September  there  was  not 
one  single  family  left  but  the  sickness  only  reached  its  highest 
peak  in  the  last  week  of  October,  from  which  time  on  it  began 
to  subside  noticeably. 

Although  the  cases  of  fever  are  no  longer  so  frequent,  still 
other  illnesses  are  now  appearing,  among  which  the  stitch  in 
the  side  is  the  most  dangerous  and  from  which  several  have  died. 
Among  the  children  the  sore  throat  is  found.  With  this  sickness 
the  throat  swells  and  thereby  it  gets  an  equal  thickness  with  the 
face.  If  the  swelling  of  the  throat  goes  down,  it  moves  down- 
ward into  the  body  and  finally  into  the  legs  and  feet,  where  it 
finally  disappears  and  leaves  the  patient  extremely  weak.  With 
such  cases  the  complete  recovery  takes  place  very  slowly.  If  the 
disease  is  fatal,  the  patient  chokes.  Grown  people  have  had  this 
disease  also  but  it  seems  that  they  have  not  been  hit  by  it  so 
hard,  for  they  generally  recover  more  quickly  than  the  children. 
Even  though  the  fever  has  left  them,  still  general  health  is  by 
no  means  restored  since  even  those  who  have  recovered  from 
the  fever  have  to  take  care  of  themselves,  because  often  even 
slight  exertions  bring  the  fever  back. 

Income  has  been  definitely  lessened  by  the  general  sickness. 
Several  were  unable  to  harvest  all  their  hay  and  most  of  the  corn 
dried  up  on  the  stalk  (much  hay  was  wiped  out  in  the  early 
summer  by  high  water)  and  even  the  wheat  has  sometimes 
been  for  a  great  part  destroyed  in  the  barn  by  insects  because 
they  could  not  thresh  it  for  too  long  a  time.  The  feminine  part 
of  the  family  has  also  been  set  back  in  all  work,  for  they  look 
after  the  clothing  and  the  spinning,  weaving  and  sewing  all  de- 
pend on  their  condition.  If  the  housewife  then  has  many  other 
occupations,  such  as  taking  care  of  the  sick,  or  she  herself  is 
sick,  the  rest  of  the  family  has  to  suffer  the  lack  of  clothing. 
Therefore  one  sees  now  still  most  people  in  linen  or  cotton 
clothes  and  these  generally  ragged  where  in  healthy  years  the 
woolen  or  half  linen  clothes  were  all  ready  at  this  time  of  year 
and  the  summer  clothes  laid  aside.  Of  shoes  there  is  the  utmost 
need  for  with  most  people  each  child  is  supplied  with  a  pair 
of  shoes  in  the  fall,  which  is  usually  worn  until  spring  and  is 
disposed  of  as  worn  out,  and  since  many  householders  this  fall 
had  no  chance  to  earn  anything,  or  at  least  little,  they  have  not 
been  able  to  procure  any  leather,  so  many  must  go  without  shoes 
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and  stockings  and  with  some  it  will  result  that  they  must  miss 
church  and  school  the  whole  winter  for  lack  of  shoes. 

The  congregation  at  Hope  which  formerly  always  suffered 
more  from  illness  was  less  seriously  hit  than  in  other  years  and 
this  was  much  to  be  desired  by  me  for  with  the  many  sick  in 
Friedberg  it  would  have  made  it  impossible  for  me  to  visit  in 
that  congregation. 

Since  the  members  of  the  Friedberg  congregation  live  very 
widely  scattered  the  visiting  of  so  many  sick  was  no  easy  work, 
and  every  day  was  used  for  that  and  still  each  family  could  be 
visited  only  once  in  every  ten  or  twelve  days.  If  these  visits  were 
strenuous  for  the  body  they  were  mostly  inspiring  for  the  spirit 
for,  although  some  paid  no  heed  to  the  strong  voice  of  God  which 
came  to  them  through  sickness,  yet  there  were  many  in  whom 
one  could  see  that  they  rejoiced  in  the  presence  of  the  Saviour 
at  their  sickbeds  and  who  asserted  that  they  resigned  themselves 
entirely  to  the  will  of  the  Lord  and  some  who  had  been  indiffer- 
ent were  wholesomely  affected  and  took  the  resolution  when  they 
were  well  again  to  exert  themselves  to  improve,  of  whom  alas! 
several  with  returning  health  forgot  their  good  resolutions. 

The  meetings  were  held  regularly  but  could  be  attended  by 
only  a  few.  The  Sunday  Schools  had  to  stop.  By  the  latter  one 
could  observe  well  how  the  sickness  spread  from  week  to  week 
for  there  came  from  Sunday  to  Sunday  fewer  and  fewer  pupils 
until  only  two  appeared  and  then  we  stopped  holding  the  school 
entirely.  We  shall  not  begin  the  Sunday  School  again  until  warm- 
er weather  comes  with  the  spring.  On  Sundays  we  always  had 
sad  feelings  for  in  whatever  direction  one  looked,  only  one  by 
one  and  not  groups  were  to  be  seen  and  if  one  asked  about  how 
they  were,  he  always  heard  of  new  cases  of  fever.  From  10  to 
30  was  the  usual  number  of  listeners  and  of  these  few  often  2 
or  3  had  to  leave  the  church  on  account  of  a  new  attack  of  fever. 

Although  the  sickness  had  begun  in  the  middle  of  July,  there 
occurred  no  deaths  until  October  9  but  since  then  there  have 
Deen  frequent  ones.  (11  of  which  8  were  in  Friedberg  and  2  in 
Hope  and  1  in  Hopewell.)  The  funerals  at  this  time  could  be 
attended  by  only  a  few,  since  where  otherwise  the  church  would 
have  been  too  small,  it  was  by  far  not  full  on  occasions  when 
very  well-known  and  highly  regarded  people  were  buried. 

I  myself  have  in  this  time  experienced  the  help  of  the  Lord 
for  He  has  kept  me  and  my  wife  in  health  and  strength.  In  dan- 
ger he  was  our  Saviour.  Twice  we  have  experienced  Him  as 
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such.  Once  when  in  a  dangerous  spot  we  were  overturned  in 
our  wagon,  when  the  wagon  broke  to  pieces  and  we  got  up  un- 
harmed and  the  other  time  as  I  was  riding  home  at  night  and 
was  knocked  off  my  horse  by  a  branch  without  getting  a  ay  in- 
jury from  it. 

May  the  Lord  make  all  of  us  be  drawn  to  Him  through  this 
sickness  and  make  each  one  in  the  congregation  thrive  ivi  His 
praise.

[James  K.  Polk  was  President.  The  Texas  issue  was  the  chief 
one  in  the  presidential  election.  Henry  Clay  and  ex-President 
Van  Buren  both  opposed  the  annexation  of  Texas.  William  S. 
Murphy  took  the  responsibility  of  giving  in  writing  the  assur- 
ance that  was  requested  by  Texas  that  the  United  States  would 
aid  in  her  protection  against  Mexico  pending  the  proposed  nego- 
tiations regarding  annexation.

Memorabilia  of  the  Congregation  at  Salem, 
[Extracts  translated."] 

The  portion  of  life  that  has  just  hastened  by  was  the  third 
year  that  was  distinguished  by  prevailing  sickness  of  many 
kinds,  but  not  to  the  degree  as  the  second  one  or  one  immediate- 
ly past,  and  therefore  after  our  earlier  experiences  we  like  to 
give  room  for  hope  that  we  may  be  permitted  again  to  look 
forward  to  a  series  of  more  healthy  years. 

The  depression  of  affairs  in  the  business  world  seemed  to  be 
about  to  relax  gradually.  In  our  town  in  the  course  of  the  year 
besides  a  new  concert  hall,  four  dwellings  (those  of  Brr.  Jno. 
Dav.  Blum,  Josh.  Boner,  Jno.  D.  Siewers  and  Fr.  C.  Meinung) 
were  in  part  begun  and  in  part  finished  and  moreover  others 
were  improved.  Might  also  the  inner  life  of  the  congregation 
be  reached  and  improved!  But  here  we  must  with  shame  and 
sorrow  acknowledge  that  neither  the  severe  nor  the  milder 
means  which  the  Lord  has  used  for  this  purpose,  namely  the 
many  and  in  part  sudden  deaths  in  the  last  years,  especially  too 
of  younger  people,  so  far  as  can  be  seen  by  the  eyes  of  man, 
seemed  to  leave  the  desired  impression  on  the  hearts.  There 
seems  rather  to  result  a  disregard  of  the  means  of  grace  and 
opportunities  for  edification  on  the  part  of  so  many  of  our 
people. 

In  expectation  of  the  recall  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Miles  Vogler  from 
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the  Cherokee  Mission  already  in  the  spring  Br.  Gilbert  Bischof 
from  there  had  been  invited  for  a  visit  in  Salem  and  he  arrived 
toward  the  end  of  March.  After  he  had  celebrated  Passion  Week 
and  Easter  in  the  bosom  of  our  congregation  he  left  in  April  for 
Bethlehem  where  he  was  married  to  the  Single  Sister  Margaret 
Louisa  Morris  and  then  with  her  returned  to  his  post  among 
the  Cherokees,  which  they  reached  safely  toward  the  end  of 
June.  Meantime  Br.  David  Schmidt  had  remained  alone  at 
Springplace  where  they  had  had  a  very  blessed  celebration  of 
Passion  Week  and  Easter,  but  later  had  been  compelled  through 
an  attack  of  fever  to  betake  himself  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Vogler  at 
Beatties  Prairie  where  Br.  and  Sr.  Bischof  found  him.  As  soon 
as  Br.  Schmidt  and  Br.  Bischof  had  recovered  sufficiently  this 
part  of  the  mission  family  moved  to  Springplace  where  the 
greater  number  of  their  Cherokee  congregation  is  and  where, 
too,  work  was  going  on  on  the  building  of  the  new  dwelling, 
while  Br.  and  Sr.  Vogler  continued  at  Beatties  Prairie  the  school 
there  up  to  the  time  of  their  departure  for  the  West  Indies. 

For  the  building  of  a  church  in  the  new  little  congregation  of 
the  Brethren  which  has  been  established  with  the  name  of  New 
Salem  a  contribution  was  taken  up  in  the  congregation  here. 

In  the  course  of  the  fall  an  agent  of  the  American  Tract 
Society  took  up  a  collection  here  and  there  resulted  from  this 
cause  a  discussion  about  the  sending  out  of  a  colporteur  into 
the  northwest  counties  of  our  State  for  whose  support  for  a 
year  the  Auxiliary  Tract  Society  here  and  our  Bible  Society 
were  glad  to  assume  responsibility  with  the  inclusion  of  the 
previously  mentioned  collection  in  order  in  this  much  tried  man- 
ner to  extend  their  circle  of  work  over  sections  very  much  in 
need  of  such  attention.  A  suitable  person  proposed  for  the  pur- 
pose, our  neighbor  the  Methodist  minister  Milton  Cain,  has  al- 
ready been  given  this  assignment  by  the  American  Tract  Society 
for  this  service  and  will,  God  willing,  enter  upon  it  with  the 
beginning  of  the  new  year. 

With  five  little  boys  and  five  other  boys  in  two  rooms  under 
the  direction  of  3  Brr.  a  local  school  was  organized  in  the  house 
of  the  Little  Boys'  School.  May  the  Lord  continue  to  let  his  bless- 
ing rest  on  our  Little  Boys'  School  and  let  us  succeed  with  His 
help  in  the  further  education  of  our  sons  according  to  the  usual 
school  years  (about  which  there  has  been  repeated  discussion 
and  also  in  more  recent  times  attempts  have  been  made  again) 
in  finding  a  useful  organization.  Six  little  boys  left  the  school  in 
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the  course  of  the  year  and  on  the  other  hand  10  new  pupils  en- 
tered it.  The  present  number  of  little  boys  in  the  local  school 
is  45  of  whom  3  are  outsiders. 

14  children  entered  the  Infant  School  and  15  left  it.  The  pres- 
ent number  of  these  little  ones  runs  to  30.  In  the  management 
of  the  local  Girls'  School  several  changes  took  place  in  the  course 
of  the  year  when  Sister  Anna  Abigail  Leinbach  was  willing  for 
a  while  to  serve  as  teacher  in  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  and 
meantime  3  other  sisters  and  finally  Sister  Carolina  Beata  Burk- 
hardt  took  care  of  the  local  Girls'  School.  Eleven  pupils  entered 
it  and  8  left  it  again  so  its  numbers  at  the  end  of  the  year  stood 
at  31  of  whom  3  were  outside  girls. 

As  concerns  our  Girls'  Boarding  School,  it  has  also  shared  in 
the  lot  of  the  congregation  in  whose  bosom  it  is  found,  in  regard 
to  the  sicknesses  prevailing  here  but  likewise  in  less  degree  than 
the  year  before  and  only  one  of  their  pupils  was  followed  to  the 
grave.  Among  the  teachers,  however,  there  were  more  frequent 
illnesses  than  in  the  last  years,  so  that  several  of  them  had  to 
give  up  work  entirely  or  for  some  time  and  this  was  the  cause  of 
its  being  necessary  to  reduce  the  number  of  room  companies 
from  8  to  7.  As  was  to  be  expected  to  be  sure  the  report  of  the 
sickness  of  the  last  years  has  spread  and  as  a  result  of  this 
several  of  our  pupils  have  been  taken  home. 

As  teachers  have  entered,  in  part  new  ones,  the  seven  sisters : 
Lucinda  Bagge,  Anna  Leinbach,  Sarah  Ann  Leinbach,  Charlotte 
Schmidt,  Angelica  Reich,  Olivia  Warner  and  Emma  Leinbach. 
There  have  left  the  eight  sisters:  Augusta  Hagen,  Julia  Blum, 
Louisa  Vogler  (now  Sensemann),  Henrietta  Reich  (now  Bolow); 
Sophia  Zevely,  Olivia  Warner,  Anna  Leinbach  and  Lucinda 
Bagge. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  70  new  pupils  have  been  received 
in  the  institution,  on  the  contrary  74  have  returned  to  their  own 
people.  The  number  of  boarding  pupils  and  such  others  as  have 
been  otherwise  counted  in  the  school  is  at  the  end  of  the  year 
122,  thus  4  less  than  the  previous  year.

Diary  of  the  Congregation  in  Salem,  l&Uk. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  12.  The  severely  cold  weather  still  continues. 

Jan.  15.  Br.  Jno.  Joach.  Hagen  died  at  the  age  of  72  years, 
8  months  and  5  days.  He  went  home  gently  and  blessedly. 

Jan.  21.  There  continues  to  be  a  great  deal  of  sickness. 

Jan.  22.  Br.  Blech  baptized  the  little  daughter  of  nonresident 
Br.  and  Sr.  Wm.  Holland  born  on  December  27,  with  the  name 
of  Cynthia  Cornelia  at  the  house  of  the  grandmother,  Sr.  Mary 
Holland,  a  widow. 

Jan.  29.  Two  children  died  today.  Early  in  the  forenoon  died 
suddenly  the  little  girl,  Sarah  Ann  Louisa  Eberhardt,  oldest 
daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Ludwig  Ferdinand  and  Cath.  Eberhardt, 
m.n.  Blum,  at  the  age  of  10  years,  10  months  and  5  days.  In  the 
afternoon  died  a  pupil  in  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  here,  Laura 
Ward  of  Tarboro  in  this  state,  who  had  just  entered  in  Novem- 
ber. Her  age  was  12  years,  6  months  and  4  days. 
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Jan.  30.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  son  born  December 
29  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Chr.  Sussdorf  with  the  name  Edwin  Gustav. 

Jan.  31.  In  the  evening  there  died  Sr.  Juliana  Spach,  m.n. 
Strub,  widowed  Phillips,  widowed  Mucke,  at  the  age  of  72  years, 
5  months  and  11  days. 

Feb.  9.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  daughter  born  Jan- 
uary 12  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Phil.  Lagenauer  with  the  name  Clarinda 
Orpheline. 

Feb.  20.  The  Saviour  took  our  widowed  Sister  Martha  Elisa- 
beth Vierling,  m.n.  Micksh,  after  long  and  severe  suffering,  to 
Himself.  Her  age  was  75  years,  4  months  and  10  days. 

Feb.  23.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  daughter  born  Jan- 
uary 29  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Evan  Boner  with  the  name  of  Sophia 
Caroline. 

March  12.  Br.  Blech  conducted  the  funeral  of  a  neighbor  by 
the  name  of  Williams  on  his  plantation  not  far  from  Salem.  In 
the  evening  there  died  the  older  girl,  Amelia  Marshall,  who 
worked  in  Dr.  Schumann's  family.  She  died  unexpectedly  at  the 
age  of  16. 

March  17.  Br.  Jacobson  baptized  the  little  daughter  born  Feb- 
ruary 25  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Joshua  Boner  with  the  name  Maria 
Lavinia. 

March  18.  We  celebrated  in  their  dwelling  not  far  from  Salem 
with  the  presence  of  a  numerous  company  of  children  and  grand- 
children, relatives  and  other  interested  brethren  and  friends  the 
fiftieth  wedding  anniversary  of  our  nonresident  Br.  and  Sr. 
Johann  Ludwig  and  Magdalena  Reich,  m.n.  Tesch.  Br.  Blech 
baptized  two  grandchildren  of  the  just  mentioned  Br.  and  Sr. 
namely  the  little  son  born  on  December  21,  1843  to  the  non- 
resident Br.  and  Sr.  Joh.  and  Maria  Agnes  Reich,  m.n.  Schulz, 
with  the  name  Lewis  Emmanuel  and  the  little  daughter  born  on 
November  29,  1843  to  the  married  couple  Danl.  and  Julia  Reich 
with  the  name  of  Alpha  Jane.  After  a  dinner  had  been  partaken 
of,  Br.  Byhan  sang  with  those  present  some  verses  of  blessing, 
after  which  the  visitors  betook  themselves  home. 

March  21.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  daughter  born  on 
March  9  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Allan  Ackermann  with  the  name  Sarah 
Louisa. 
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March  27.  There  died  gently  and  blessedly  the  widowed  Sister 
Eva  Hege,  m.n.  Fischer,  in  the  home  of  her  daughter,  the 
widowed  Sister  Catharina  Wohlfahrt,  not  far  from  Salem,  after 
a  short  illness  at  the  age  of  77  years. 

Our  Br*  Gilbert  Bischof  arrived  with  us  in  good  health  today 
from  New  Springplace  among  the  Cherokees. 

March  28.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  son  born  on  the 
20th  of  the  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Charles  Brietz  with  the  name 
of  John  Joseph. 

March  29.  In  these  days  there  occurred  for  the  first  time  in 
our  Boarding  School  here  the  interesting  circumstance  that  the 
granddaughter  of  a  former  pupil  entered  as  a  pupil.  A  number 
of  daughters  had  already  entered  the  school. 

April  1.  Br.  and  Sr.  Chr.  Lewis  Rights  moved  into  the 
house  rented  by  them  in  the  town. 

April  2.  With  warmer  weather  many  kinds  of  sickness  in- 
creased :  fevers,  chills,  sore  throats  and  pneumonia. 

April  1A.  Br.  Van  Vleck  preached  in  German  with  a  con- 
clusion in  English  while  the  chapel  of  the  Boarding  School  had 
again  been  taken  to  use  in  caring  for  the  sick.  In  the  afternoon 
he  baptized  the  little  son  born  on  March  25  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Chr. 
Ebert  with  the  name  of  Francis  Irwin.  In  the  5th  hour  there 
died  the  youngest  son  of  our  dear  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacobson,  John 
Henry,  after  a  sickness  of  two  weeks  at  the  age  of  almost  7 
years.  In  this  heavy  blow  again  after  they  only  in  the  spring 
had  followed  their  little  James  Arthur  to  the  grave  and  like- 
wise within  a  period  of  a  year  three  pupils  and  a  teacher  of 
the  Boarding  School,  their  fellow  pastors  and  the  whole  congre- 
gation felt  a  very  close  sympathy.  May  the  Lord  send  them 
comfort ! 

In  the  evening  Br.  Van  Vleck  held  the  litany  and  announced 
that  in  consequence  of  the  resignation  of  our  dear  worthy  Br. 
Theodor  Schulz,  Br.  Carl  Friedrich  Kluge,  the  School  Inspector 
in  Nazareth  on  the  part  of  the  U.A.C.  according  to  the  direction 
of  our  Lord  had  received  a  call  as  Administrator  of  the  hold- 
ings of  the  Wachovia  Unity  and  had  also  accepted  the  same. 

April  18.  Br.  Gilbert  Bischof  left  at  this  time  for  Bethlehem. 

April  23.  The  marriage  of  the  single  sister  of  this  place,  Mary 
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Ann  Holland,  to  the  widowed  James  Jarvis  of  Hope  to  which 
congregation  the  afore-mentioned  sister  will  belong  in  the  fu- 
ture. Br.  Blech  on  the  11th  of  this  month  performed  the  mar- 
riage of  the  nonresident  Sister  Maria  Schulz  here  at  the  home 
of  her  parents  to  the  Single  Brother  James  Brendel.  She  will 
hereafter  be  considered  a  nonresident  member  of  the  congrega- 
tion here.  In  the  evening  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  son 
born  on  the  14th  of  this  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Joseph  Stauber 
with  the  name  Johann  Alexander. 

April  25.  At  a  disaster  at  the  new  concert  hall  being  erected 
near  the  present  pottery1  several  people  experienced  a  gracious 
protection  when  they  were  thrown  to  the  ground  with  a  collaps- 
ing scaffolding,  without  anyone  being  seriously  injured. 

On  one  of  these  evenings  all  the  menfolks  of  this  place  went 
out  to  hunt  a  panther  that  was  said  to  have  been  seen  nearby. 
The  whole  thing  may  merely  however  have  been  a  false  alarm. 

April  28.  The  baptism  of  a  little  daughter  born  on  March  27 
to  our  nonresident  Sister  Susanna  Byerly,  m.n.  Foltz,  and  her 
husband  Joh.  Byerly  who  does  not  belong  to  us,  with  the  name 
Mary  Jane. 

May  5.  The  Single  Sisters  celebrated  their  choir  festival. 

Br.  Blech  rode  to  the  schoolhouse  called  Spanish  Grove  to 
preach  a  Sunday  School  sermon  there.  In  the  afternoon  Br. 
Jacobson  baptized  the  little  son  born  May  12  of  last  year  to  the 
nonresident  Sister  Agnes  Whicker,  m.n.  Morrow,  and  her  hus- 
band Levi  Whicker  not  belonging  to  us  with  the  name  Alphonso 
Floridor.  Afterwards  communion  was  administered  to  six  sisters 
in  the  infirmary.  There  is  still  everywhere  much  sickness,  with 
colds,  fever  etc. 

May  6.  Br.  Van  Vleck  read  a  report  from  the  U.A.C.  in  which 
the  death  of  the  dear  Br.  Hans  Wied,  member  of  this  conference 
in  the  Missionary  Department  was  announced. 

May  13.  There  died  the  only  child  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Edward  and 
Aurelia  Reich,  Sarah  Jane  at  the  age  of  1  year,  5  months  and 
17  days  as  a  consequence  of  a  swelling  of  the  throat  with  which 
several  children  in  the  town  are  sick  and  which  seems  to  be  con- 
nected with  scarlet  fever. 

May  17.  Br.  and  Sr.  Adam  Haman  with  their  four  children 
moved  to  the  town  from  Friedland. 


1  The  pottery  building  was  on  the  corner  of  what  is  now  Liberty  and  Brookstown  streets. 
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May  18.  Br.  Van  Vleck  and  Br.  Jacobson  went  to  the  Yadkin 
River  to  visit  Br.  and  Sr.  Solomon  Transu  whose  son  Tryphon- 
ius,  full  of  promise,  died  in  his  21st  year.  Meantime  Br.  Blech 
baptized  in  the  house  of  the  parents  the  little  daughter  born  on 
the  16th  to  our  Br.  and  Sr.  Thos.  Pfohl  with  the  name  of  Cor- 
nelia Caroline  who  died  in  the  course  of  the  afternoon. 

May  21.  There  died  the  little  girl  Louisa  Henriette  Vierling, 
only  little  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Traugott  Theophilus  and 
Catharina  Vierling,  m.n.  Williams,  at  the  age  of  2  years,  10 
months  and  17  days  as  a  result  of  the  previously  mentioned 
swelling  of  the  throat. 

May  25.  Br.  Blech  held  this  evening  a  preaching  in  a  village 
situated  nearby  where  woodcutters'  families  have  settled  and 
where  he  had  visited  in  these  days. 

May  26.  It  was  announced  by  Br.  Van  Vleck  that  in  the  place 
of  the  late  Br.  Hans  Wied,  our  Br.  Joh.  Gottlieb  Hermann  in 
Bethlehem  has  been  called  by  our  dear  Lord  as  a  member  of  the 
U.A.C.  in  the  Missions  Department. 

May  30.  There  took  place  the  public  examination  in  our  Girls' 
Boarding  School  in  which  there  are  151  pupils.  In  addition  there 
are  29  in  the  local  Girls'  School,  180  altogether.  The  conclusion 
was  made 

May  31.  and  on  this  occasion  heartfelt  thanks  were  expressed 
to  dear  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacobson  who  have  been  at  the  head  of  this 
institution  now  for  10  years,  as  well  as  to  their  successors,  Br. 
and  Sr.  Chas.  Blech  who  were  recommended  highly  to  the  pa- 
trons of  our  institution. 

June  2.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  congregational  meeting  Br. 
Van  Vleck  commended  to  the  remembrance  of  the  congregation 
before  the  Lord  our  dear  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacobson  who  have  re- 
ceived and  accepted  a  call  to  the  Boys'  Boarding  School  in  Naza- 
reth and  our  dear  Br.  and  Sr.  Blech  who  have  received  and 
accepted  an  appointment  in  their  place  to  the  Girls'  Boarding 
School  here.  Br.  Blech  will  further  continue  his  service  in  the 
office  of  preaching  here  and  now  and  then  with  the  inspection 
of  the  Boys'  School  but  the  rest  of  his  duties  here  will  be  taken 
over  by  other  brothers.  The  Wachovia  Provincial  Helpers'  Con- 
ference will  in  the  future  consist  of  the  Brr.  Van  Vleck,  Th. 
Schulz  and  C.  Kluge. 
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June  3.  Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Vleck  journeyed  to  the  Narrows  of 
the  Yadkin. 

June  8.  Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Vleck  returned  from  their  journey- 
by  way  of  Salisbury  and  Lexington,  on  which  opportunity  was 
found  for  the  distribution  of  Bibles,  Testaments  and  tracts. 

June  10.  After  a  period  of  three  weeks'  vacation  the  School 
for  Little  Children  here  and  the  Boys'  School  were  reopened.  In 
the  latter  there  took  a  position  for  a  while  Br.  Edw.  Leinbach 
as  teacher  in  the  place  of  the  ailing  Br.  Wm.  Meinung. 

June  11.  After  a  heat  of  96  degrees  the  thermometer  fell  to 
about  40  and  this  change  was  very  unpleasant. 

June  lb-  There  died  at  the  home  of  her  widowed  mother,  the 
Single  Sister  Henriette  Regina  Schober  after  a  short  sickness 
of  a  week  at  the  age  of  31  years  and  3  months. 

June  17.  Br.  and  Sr.  Jul.  Bechler  who  have  served  the  con- 
gregation in  Bethania  as  pastor  and  wife  left  Salem  for  Penn- 
sylvania in  the  hope  that  his  health  might  soon  be  restored. 

June  19.  Br.  Constantin  Rights  arrived  in  good  health  after 
having  completed  his  course  of  studies  in  the  Seminary  at  Beth- 
lehem. 

June  20.  Our  dear  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacobson  with  their  suffering 
son  Eugene  left  in  the  afternoon  for  Nazareth  after  a  heartfelt 
farewell  and  accompanied  by  our  best  wishes  for  their  blessing. 

June  29.  In  the  meeting  of  the  Single  Brothers  began  a  series 
of  lectures  for  the  explanation  and  use  of  our  church  litany. 

June  30.  Br.  Van  Vleck  announced  that  the  office  of  Director 
of  the  Choirs  of  the  Single  Brothers,  Older  Boys  and  Little  Boys 
formerly  held  by  Br.  Blech  would  now  again  fall  back  on  the 
congregational  assistant.  Members  of  the  congregation  here  have 
increased  and  the  work  in  the  area  of  Salem  has  especially  been 
extended,  so  specifically  for  this  work's  use  a  married  couple 
have  been  called,  namely  Br.  and  Sr.  Danl.  R.  Huebener,  who 
will  move  here  for  that  purpose.  In  their  place  furthermore  the 
single  Brother  Edwin  J.  Sensemann  has  been  called  as  pastor 
of  the  congregation  in  Friedberg. 

July  1.  Br.  Francis  R.  Holland  arrived  with  us  in  good  health 
from  Jamaica.  The  thermometer  stood  at  102  degrees. 
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July  2.  At  this  time  Br.  and  Sr.  Blech  moved  into  the  house 
of  the  Inspector. 

July  lJf.  Our  Older  Boys  celebrated  their  choir  festival. 

July  18.  With  the  great  heat  and  dryness  there  appeared  new 
attacks  of  fever  here  and  also  in  the  surrounding  country. 

July  21.  In  a  solemn  assembly  of  adult  communicants  to  which 
were  admitted  also  the  older  boys  and  girls  after  a  talk  about 
the  daily  text,  was  held  the  ordination  of  Br.  Samuel  Renatus 
Huebener  as  presbyter  and  of  the  Brr.  Edwin  Timoleon  Sense- 
mann  and  Francis  Raymund  Holland  as  deacons  of  the  Brr. 
Church. 

July  22.  Br.  Constantin  L.  Reuz  was  appointed  as  teacher  in 
the  local  Boys'  School  in  place  of  Br.  E.  Sensemann. 

July  28.  The  sad  event  occurred  that  a  negro  who  because  of 
his  real  and  true  Christian  behaviour  had  won  for  himself  gen- 
eral esteem  was  buried  at  the  digging  of  a  well  not  far  from  the 
wool  factory  and  so  lost  his  life.  Cases  of  fever  appear  more  and 
more  frequently. 

July  26.  To  our  joy  there  arrived  dear  Br.  and  Sr.  Carl  Fr. 
and  Agnes  Kluge,  m.n.  Pannach,  with  their  5  children  toward 
evening  in  Salem.  Brr.  Van  Vleck  and  Pfohl  had  gone  as  far  as 
Kernels  Crossroads  to  meet  them. 

July  27.  Our  dear  Br.  and  Sr.  Kluge  were  heartily  welcomed 
into  the  circle  of  the  Elders'  Conference,  from  which  our  dear 
Br.  and  Sr.  Theod.  Schulz  were  taking  leave  after  almost  23 
years  of  service. 

July  28.  There  died  suddenly  of  a  hemorrhage  the  married 
brother  Samuel  Ephraim  Brietz  at  the  age  of  27  years,  4  months 
and  28  days. 

July  29.  Was  the  funeral  of  the  married  brother  Sam.  Eph. 
Brietz  who  died  yesterday.  Br.  Blech  prayed  the  litany  at  the 
grave  to  which  the  body  of  the  late  brother,  who  had  formerly 
been  a  teacher  of  the  school  here  and  had  served  finally  as  di- 
rector of  the  congregation's  music,  was  accompanied  by  a  numer- 
ous following  and  a  double  choir  of  hornblowers. 

Aug.  8.  Br.  Holland  preached  in  English.  Soon  thereafter  he 
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became  sick  with  the  fever  by  which  more  and  more  people  are 
being  attacked. 

Aug.  13.  Br.  Van  Vleck  with  the  Brr.  Kluge  and  Haman  went 
to  Friedland  for  the  celebration  of  a  memorial  day  on  which 
occasion  Br.  Haman  took  farewell  of  the  congregation.  In  the 
evening  here  in  Salem  was  the  marriage  of  the  Single  Brother 
Edwin  Timoieon  Sensemann,  who  has  been  called  as  pastor  of 
the  congregation  in  Friedberg  to  the  Single  Sister  Louisa  Lau- 
retta Vogler,  daughter  of  John  Vogler  of  this  place  and  former 
teacher  in  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  here. 

Aug.  lb.  The  Sister  Lou  L.  Sensemann  in  the  presence  of  the 
P.H.C.  and  the  E.C.  was  accepted  as  an  acoluth.  Br.  Haman  will 
from  now  on  take  over  the  personal  work  with  the  cotton 
factory. 

Aug.  15.  Br.  and  Sr.  Sensemann  moved  from  here  to  Fried- 
berg and  Br.  and  Sr.  Huebener  from  there  to  Salem. 

Aug.  17.  It  happened  here  in  Salem  that  a  youth  belonging 
to  the  congregation  in  Friedberg,  who  was  attending  school 
here,  Leander  Hege,  was  seriously  injured  in  the  hand  by  the 
unexpected  going  off  of  a  gun.  Also  the  Single  Brother  Jul. 
Steiner  at  this  time  had  the  experience  of  a  saving  of  his  life 
when  a  pistol  shot  went  through  his  hat. 

Aug.  18.  The  Single  Sister  Dorothea  Elisabeth  Pfohl  to  whom 
yesterday  evening  the  blessing  was  given  for  her  going  home 
died  gently  and  blessedly  after  long  suffering  with  dropsy.  Her 
age  was  38  years,  4  months  and  1  day. 

Aug.  25.  The  members  who  serve  the  congregation  with  music 
had  a  meeting  in  the  little  Saal  with  the  Elders'  Conference  in 
regard  to  the  naming  of  a  successor  to  Br.  Ephr.  Brietz,  as  di- 
rector of  the  congregational  music.  The  choice  fell  on  Br.  Joshua 
Boner. 

Sept.  1.  Our  single  brothers  had  their  choir  festival.  In  the 
festival  address  Br.  Van  Vleck  read  from  a  report  from  Niesky 
to  the  single  Brr.  in  Salem  an  account  of  the  awakening  there 
among  the  single  Brr.,  boys  and  little  boys  on  August  29  and 
November  13,  1841. 

Sept.  2.  The  Brr.  Van  Vleck  and  Huebener  visited  Br.  and  Sr. 
Schmidt  in  Bethabara  who  together  with  a  large  number  of 
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members  of  the  congregation  there  were  suffering  with  fever. 
In  the  prayer  meeting  Br.  Van  Vleck  read  a  letter  from  Br.  Gil- 
bert Bischof  announcing  the  arrival  of  him  and  his  wife  at  their 
post  among  the  Cherokees. 

Sept.  3.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  daughter  born  Au- 
gust 31  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Francis  Fries  with  the  name  Mary  Elisa- 
beth. 

Sept.  13.  Was  the  baptism  of  the  little  son  born  on  the  second 
of  this  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Alexander  Blum  with  the  name 
John  Alexander. 

Sept.  16.  Toward  evening  there  arrived  here  in  good  health 
from  Nazareth  Br.  and  Sr.  Franz  F.  Hagen  with  their  little 
daughter.  They  have  been  called  to  service  in  Bethania. 

Sept.  18.  Br.  and  Sr.  Hagen  were  welcomed  by  the  Elders' 
Conference  and  received  as  acoluths. 

Sept.  19.  In  a  solemn  gathering  Br.  Franz  Florentin  Hagen 
was  ordained  by  Br.  Van  Vleck  as  a  deacon  of  the  Brr.  Church. 

Sept.  23.  Br.  Fr.  Holland  accompanied  by  Sister  Denke  left 
for  Bethlehem  to  be  married  there  to  the  Single  Sister  Augusta 
Wolle  and  then  to  sail  with  her  to  Jamaica. 

Sept.  29.  The  Brr.  Huebener  and  Zevely  visited  in  the  Poor 
House  today  not  far  from  Germantown  where  they  announced 
the  Word  and  sought  to  edify  by  private  conversation. 

Oct.  5.  Br.  Kluge  was  sick  now  with  the  fever,  which  still  did 
not  seem  to  be  slackening. 

Oct.  11.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  son  born  September 
13  to  the  nonmembers  Br.  and  Sr.  John  Wagemann  with  the 
name  Christian  Francis. 

Oct.  Ik*  There  died  gently  and  blessedly  after  a  short  sick- 
ness with  fever  the  oldest  member  of  our  congregation,  the 
widowed  Sister  Anna  Barbara  Foltz,  m.n.  Fischer,  at  the  age 
of  90  years,  6  months  and  16  days.  During  a  rain  that  had 
started  up  again  Br.  Huebener  in  the  evening  at  the  home  of 
the  parents  baptized  the  little  daughter  born  September  26  to 
Br.  and  Sr.  Aug.  Zevely  with  the  name  Ann  Lavinia,  since  one 
of  the  sponsors,  the  Widowed  Sister  Antoinette  Brietz  was  on 
the  point  of 
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Oct.  15.  starting  with  her  sister  Lucinda  Bagge  and  her  step- 
mother the  Widowed  Sister  Nancy  Bagge  for  Pennsylvania. 

Oct.  16.  Br.  Huebener  baptized  in  the  neighborhood  the  child 
of  the  widowed  Lou.  Flower,  m.n.  Blum. 

Oct.  20.  In  the  afternoon  Br.  Hy.  Schulz  arrived  from  Beth- 
lehem on  a  visit  to  his  parent  here.  Father  Schulz  had  practical- 
ly recovered  from  fever.  Br.  Kluge  was  improving.  The  fever 
moreover  seemed  to  be  slackening  somewhat.  The  jaundice  is 
taking  its  place  instead. 

Oct.  23.  The  agent  of  the  American  Tract  Society  collected 
$40  here. 

Nov.  If.  Br.  H.  Schulz  went  back  to  Bethlehem  again. 

Nov.  10.  The  married  man  John  Byerly  who  had  been  con- 
firmed in  the  Lutheran  church  and  whose  wife,  Anna  Susanna, 
m.n.  Foltz,  together  with  their  children  had  been  counted  as 
members  with  us  already,  was  received  as  a  nonresident  mem- 
ber of  the  congregation  here. 

Nov.  19.  Was  the  marriage  of  the  nonresident  Single  Br. 
Christian  Friedrich  Burkhardt  to  the  Single  Sr.  Alina  Elisa- 
beth Oehmann. 

Nov.  20.  The  little  son  born  on  the  8th  of  this  month  to  Br. 
and  Sr.  David  Clewell  was  baptized  with  the  name  Augustus 
Alexander. 

Nov.  21.  The  marriage  of  the  Single  Brother  Lewis  Ephraim 
Bolow  and  the  Single  Sister  Lisette  Henriette  Reich. 

Nov.  24.  Br.  Huebener  preached  in  the  schoolhouse  Phila- 
delphia, which  post  he  will  serve  through  the  winter,  and  Br. 
Sensemann  will  serve  the  little  congregation  at  Hope  once  a 
month  in  the  same  way. 

Nov.  28.  The  Home  Mission  Society  had  its  semiannual  meet- 
ing at  which  a  report  was  given  of  the  existence  of  a  new  little 
Brethrens  Congregation  in  Edwards  County,  Illinois,  which  has 
been  established  with  the  name  New  Salem.  The  sickness  of 
fever  let  up  at  this  time  except  for  occasional  cases.  Our  Br. 
John  Vogler  experienced  recently  a  manifest  preservation  of  his 
life  when  he  crashed  with  a  high  ladder,  on  which  he  had 
climbed,  without  being  seriously  injured. 
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Dec.  1.  The  funeral  of  our  neighbor  James  Waugh  who  was 
born  in  Adams  County,  Pennsylvania,  but  had  lived  in  this  sec- 
tion since  1815  and  who  had  died  after  a  sickness  of  some 
months  on  November  29  at  the  age  of  75  years,  10  months  and 
29  days.  Two  of  his  daughters  who  had  been  in  school  here  were 
buried  in  our  God's  Acre. 

Dec.  2.  We  mentioned  in  prayer  our  Br.  and  Sr.  Miles  Vogler 
who  had  to  be  sure  reached  New  Orleans  safely  but  had  to  sail 
to  New  York  for  lack  of  a  ship  that  was  sailing  to  the  West 
Indies  and  our  Br.  and  Sr.  Francis  Holland  whose  ship  after 
it  had  set  out  from  Philadelphia  had  been  detained  in  the  Del- 
aware Bay  because  its  crew  refused  obedience  to  the  captain. 

Dec.  9.  The  little  boy  Samuel  Hall  met  with  the  misfortune 
of  falling  down  from  the  hayloft  and  broke  his  leg.  After  warm 
and  moist  weather  suddenly  a  cold  spell  came,  at  which  sudden 
change  catarrhic  evil  took  the  upper  hand.  Our  dear  Br.  Theod. 
Schulz  became  sick  with  the  fever  again  in  the  course  of  the 
week. 

Dec.  12.  The  marriage  of  the  Single  Brother  Johann  Daniel 
Siewers  to  the  Single  Sister  Rebecca  Paulina  Schober. 

Dec.  13.  The  Single  Brother  Matthias  Huebener,  son  of  our 
Br.  and  Sr.  Saml.  Huebener  of  Nazareth,  arrived  here  to  take  a 
job  in  Br.  Theodor  PfohPs  store. 

Dec.  19.  The  marriage  of  the  Single  Br.  Al.  Hauser  formerly 
belonging  to  the  congregation  in  Bethabara  but  who  has  now 
received  permission  to  join  the  congregation  here  as  a  nonresi- 
dent member  to  the  nonresident  Single  Sr.  Maria  Henriette 
Holland. 

Dec.  20.  Since  on  the  8th  of  this  month  it  had  been  50  years 
since  the  local  Boys'  School  had  been  dedicated,  the  school  chil- 
dren this  afternoon  in  the  presence  of  the  brethren  of  the  Elders' 
Conference  were  informed  of  that  and  then  knelt  in  prayer  while 
humble  thanks  was  given  to  the  Lord  for  everything  that  He 
has  done  in  the  past  half  cenutry  for  this  school. 

Dec.  29.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  son  born  on  the 
17th  of  this  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Adam  Butner  with  the  name 
Lewis  Edward. 
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Minutes  of  the  Elders*  Conference  in  Salem,  18 %4. 

[Extracts  translated.] 

Br.  G.  Byhan  was  chosen  as  Chief  Saaldiener.  It  was  the 
thought  of  the  other  Dieners  that  he  should  act  as  Chief  only 
and  that  the  others  should  attend  to  the  various  duties,  with  the 
exception  of  getting  pallbearers  and  having  charge  of  the  church 
at  lovefeasts.  Br.  Pfohl  will  talk  with  Br.  Byhan  and  tell  him  to 
delegate  duties  to  others  and  not  to  take  too  great  a  load  on 
himself. 

Feb.  8.  The  post  horses  which  are  "boarded"  at  Hy.  Winkler's 
will  again  be  kept  at  the  tavern. 

Single  Br.  Israel  Koerner,  belonging  to  Friedland,  has  come 
into  the  tavern  as  barkeeper  instead  of  Traugott  Christ. 

Shooting  of  birds  in  Cedar  Avenue  is  to  be  prohibited  by  post- 
ing of  bills  to  that  effect. 

Feb.  14.  Br.  Pfohl  has  been  handed  a  draft  on  the  Public 
School  Commissioners  in  the  amount  of  $73.00  which  will  come 
to  the  benefit  of  the  Diacony  which  has  had  to  make  grants  to 
the  town  schools  annually. 

Br.  Schober  is  very  desirous  of  having  a  higher  class  arranged 
in  the  Boys'  School  for  those  who  wish  to  study  further.  Elders' 
Conference  would  like  very  much  to  see  it  if  means  are  available 
and  advises  those  who  are  interested  to  agitate  the  matter. 

Feb.  28.  Alex.  Blum  asks  the  price  of  the  former  Widows' 
House.  The  Diacony  is  willing  to  sell  it  to  him  for  the  appraised 
value.  It  is  also  willing  to  sell  the  Clauder  house  to  Hy.  Ruede 
on  the  same  basis,  on  condition  that  he  cannot  become  a  house 
owner  unless  he  marries  a  sister  of  the  congregation,  not  an 
outsider. 

The  idea  was  brought  up  that  Br.  Eph.  Brietz  might  be  will- 
ing to  conduct  a  weekly  class  in  singing  in  the  Boys'  School. 
Br.  Blech  will  first  of  all  speak  with  the  teachers  about  it.  The 
singing  class  would  be  concerned  chiefly  with  practice  in  singing 
chorals,  in  order  to  improve  the  singing  in  the  congregation. 

March  13.  Br.  Brietz  is  not  willing  to  conduct  a  singing  class. 

Making  a  Music  Hall  out  of  the  rear  building  at  the  pottery 
is  not  practicable.  Elders'  Conference  was  glad  of  this,  because 
if  a  pottery  were  again  started,  the  building  would  be  needed. 
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April  10.  Single  Br.  Lewis  Winkler  is  permitted  to  work  at 
tailoring  on  his  own  account  but  is  not  allowed  to  take  a  journey- 
man. 

It  was  announced  that  Br.  Charles  F.  Kluge,  Inspector  of  the 
School  at  Nazareth,  had  been  appointed  Administrator  of  the 
Unity's  possessions  here  (Wachovia)  in  Br.  Theodor  Schulz's 
place.  The  latter  had  asked  to  be  relieved. 

May  29.  It  was  announced  to  the  members  of  Elders'  Con- 
ference that  Br.  Chas.  A.  Blech  had  received  and  accepted  a  call 
to  become  Inspector  of  the  Girls'  Boarding  School.  He  will  con- 
tinue for  a  time  to  serve  the  congregation  as  assistant  in  preach- 
ing and  temporarily  keep  his  office  of  Inspector  of  the  Boys' 
School. 

June  12.  Br.  Edw.  Leinbach  will  become  teacher  in  the  Boys' 
School  for  the  time  in  Br.  Wm.  Meinung's  place.  Elders'  Con- 
ference is  willing  to  pay  Wm.  Meinung's  board  at  his  parent's, 
from  the  remaining  fund  of  the  former  normal  school  and  also 
to  pay  his  salary  for  a  month  because  he  had  to  leave  the  school 
on  account  of  impaired  health. 

July  25.  Lewis  Belo  rents  the  southern  part  of  the  former 
pottery  premises  to  carry  on  his  saddler  trade. 

Oct.  2.  Br.  Huebener  has  his  2nd  Sunday  free  and  he  wishes 
to  use  this  to  preach  in  a  schoolhouse  in  "Liberty,"  or  Burcham- 
ston.  Elders'  Conference  gladly  consented. 

Oct.  20.  Br.  Edw.  Leinbach  reminds  that  the  time  he  had 
agreed  to  serve  in  the  Boys'  School  as  teacher  expires  in  a 
month.  He  would  like  to  have  Wm.  Meinung,  now  restored  to 
health,  enter  the  School  again. 

Br.  Lewis  Rights  has  been  appointed  to  teach  the  free  school 
of  our  district  this  winter.  It  is  held  in  the  Sunday  School  build- 
ing of  the  factory  which  has  been  offered  for  the  purpose. 

The  factory  Sunday  School  and  the  Liberty  Sunday  School,  by 
their  request,  will  have  a  meeting  in  our  church  on  Sunday  after- 
noon to  celebrate  the  anniversary  of  the  former. 

Nov.  14.  Br.  Schober  again  brought  up  the  matter  of  ar- 
ranging for  a  higher  class  for  boys  who  wish  to  go  beyond  what 
is  offered  in  the  Boys'  School,  such  a  higher  class  to  offer  courses 
in  the  arts  and  sciences.  His  proposal  was  that  10-12  "outside" 
boys  might  be  accepted  who,  if  possible,  should  board  and  room 
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with  the  teacher  who  would  have  to  be  a  married  man.  The  "out- 
side" boys  should  pay  for  instruction  alone  $40.00-$50.00.  Dis- 
cussion of  such  a  higher  class,  long  felt  as  desirable,  brought  out 
that  in  Bethlehem  the  so-called  Preparatory  School,  existing  for 
the  same  purpose,  stood  under  the  direction  of  the  P.H.C.  there. 
It  was  therefore  decided  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  P.H.C.  here. 

Dec.  11.  Single  Br.  Joh.  Siewers  wishes  to  marry  Single  Sr. 
Paulina  Schober.  No  objections. 

P.H.C.  gave  back  to  Elders'  Conference  the  matter  of  forming 
a  higher  class,  after  enumerating  the  difficulties  in  the  way. 
They  suggested  a  higher  class  might  be  formed  in  the  Boys' 
School  with  Wm.  Meinung  as  teacher,  at  least  to  meet  part  of 
the  desired  ends. 

The  coming  holidays  were  discussed.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
experience  hitherto  has  taught  that  the  factory  employees  crowd 
into  our  Christmas  and  New  Year's  lovefeasts,  Br.  Pfohl  will 
discuss  the  matter  with  the  President  of  the  factory,  Dr.  Schu- 
man. 

Dec.  18.  Br.  Byhan  asks  the  advice  of  Elders'  Conference 
whether  a  lovefeast  for  the  Negro  Church  could  be  held  on  Jan- 
uary 5.  They  are  very  desirous  of  having  one.  Elders'  Confer- 
ence felt  it  could  be  granted  if,  to  prevent  the  crowding-in  of 
other  negroes,  the  lovefeast  were  restricted  to  church  members 
and  regular  attendants. 

The  factory  Sunday  School  will  have  a  Christmas  celebration 
next  Sunday  afternoon  to  which  the  brethren  of  Elders'  Con- 
ference are  invited. 

Minutes  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium  of  18H. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  8.  Br.  Winkler  has  been  told  that  he  cannot  plan  on  open- 
ing a  private  entertainment  house  without  the  consent  of  the 
Diacony. 

A  discussion  of  the  tavern  arose  and  it  was  suggested  selling 
the  two  negroes  serving  in  the  tavern  and  belonging  to  the  Dia- 
cony. One  of  the  two  is  said  to  lead  a  very  dissipated  life  and 
the  other  is  of  little  use  to  the  host  on  account  of  his  stubborn- 
ness. Without  having  talked  to  the  tavern  keeper  about  this  we 
cannot  come  to  any  conclusion. 

Brr.  Wm.  Holland  Sr.  and  Jr.  will  administer  the  estate  of 
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Br.  John  Fr.  Holland  who  passed  away  recently  and  who  owes 
about  $1,600  to  the  Diacony.  They  hope  to  liquidate  this  debt  by 
bank  stock,  through  the  sale  of  a  plantation  and  good  and  safe 
notes  which  they  have  at  hand.  The  Collegium  is  unwilling  to 
accept  bank  stock  as  payment  for  this  debt  and  especially  at 
the  present  moment  not  at  par  value. 

Br.  Henry  Schaffner  would  like  to  obtain  the  pottery  meadow 
so  far  rented  to  John  Holland.  Since  we  do  not  know  at  this  time 
whether  another  potter  will  rent  the  pottery  so  far  rented  by 
Br.  Holland,  the  Collegium  cannot  give  Br.  Schaffner  a  definite 
answer  to  his  request.  In  case  no  potter  applies  for  our  pottery, 
he  will  be  allowed  to  rent  this  meadow. 

Br.  Jac.  Blum  has  entered  a  partnership  with  his  son  Alex- 
ander and  Br.  Charles  Brietz  with  his  brother  Ephraim.  This 
means  a  change  in  the  deeds  of  trust  which  the  Diacony  holds 
against  Br.  Jac.  Blum  and  Charles  Brietz.  Br.  Em.  Schober  was 
asked  to  make  the  matter  legal. 

Jan.  25.  We  discussed  once  more  the  application  of  Robert 
Weir  for  admission  to  the  congregation  and  the  Collegium  is  of 
the  opinion  that  we  should  not  be  precipitate  in  taking  action 
about  him  as  it  seems  as  if  he  is  seeking  admission  in  order 
to  operate  his  trade  in  Salem.  The  Collegium  agreed  to  tell  him 
definitely  that  there  are  no  prospects  for  his  establishing  him- 
self in  Salem  as  blacksmith. 

A  discussion  was  held  about  the  planned  construction  of  the 
Concert  and  Town  Hall.  The  subscription  funds  raised  for  this 
purpose  amount  to  $484.  The  next  step  is  to  inquire  from  a  con- 
tractor how  much  the  building  would  cost. 

It  was  suggested  and  unanimously  accepted  to  have  a  notice 
posted  in  the  graveyard  alley  prohibiting  shooting  there  and  in 
the  graveyard  itself  and  in  the  neighboring  lots,  since  such 
shooting  caused  considerable  damage  last  winter  among  the 
cedar  trees  and  could  also  be  dangerous  for  passers-by. 

Feb.  19.  The  report  was  made  that  Chr.  Seitz  has  offered  to 
furnish  the  woodwork  for  the  planned  Concert  Hall  for  a  price 
of  $450  excluding  the  window  frames  and  shingles.  The  rest  of 
the  material  and  work  would  run  well  into  $400  more,  where- 
fore the  Collegium  held  that  we  should  not  deal  any  further  with 
the  project.  It  was  suggested  that  perhaps  the  rear  building  at 
the  pottery  in  which  the  pottery  stove  was  situated  could  be  pre-

pared  with  considerably  lower  cost  for  this  purpose.  It  was 
agreed  to  inspect  this  building. 

After  having  received  further  information  the  Collegium  is 
willing  to  admit  Mrs.  Rights,  Lewis'  wife,  to  the  Salem  con- 
gregation. 

Br.  George  Folz  has  returned  the  field  which  he  rented  on 
Schumann's  plantation  to  the  Diacony. 

The  Collegium  cannot  tolerate  the  pottery  pasture  and  its 
fences  not  being  cared  for  by  anyone.  Therefore  it  was  agreed 
to  rent  the  pasture  to  Br.  H.  Schaffner  with  the  condition  that 
he  would  have  to  return  it  or  allow  clay  to  be  dug  in  the  pasture 
in  case  another  potter  establishes  himself  here  in  Salem. 

We  discussed  the  appointing  of  a  new  tavern  keeper  after  the 
year  of  Mrs.  Wilson  and  her  son  is  ended.  It  was  unanimously 
agreed  that  we  will  return  to  the  simple  way  of  having  a  mar- 
ried couple  of  the  brethren  take  over  the  management  if  we 
want  to  avoid  somehow  the  annual  deficit.  We  shall  make  known 
the  opinion  through  public  talk  and  hope  that  someone  will  apply 
for  this  post. 

It  was  reported  that  Br.  John  Siewers  plans  to  build  a  one 
and  a  half  story  house  on  his  lot,  of  brick  and  40  to  30  feet.  It 
will  have  a  middle  passage  and  4  rooms.  At  the  rear  will  be  a 
porch  with  a  kitchen.  There  is  no  objection  to  this  plan  but  at 
our  next  meeting  Br.  Siewers  will  have  to  present  an  accurate 
draft  of  the  house. 

Feb.  26.  The  pottery  building  was  inspected  and  it  was  found 
that  if  we  would  add  another  10  feet  to  its  width,  it  would  serve 
the  intended  purpose  well.  The  cost  of  changing  and  furnishing 
the  house  was  calculated  to  be  $350.  $200  is  to  be  raised  by  other 
sources  and  the  Diacony  would  have  to  contribute  only  $150. 
It  was  agreed  that  this  plan  should  be  carried  through  especially 
since  there  is  an  opportunity  now  with  the  pottery  being  vacant 
to  get  a  room  at  a  somewhat  distant  location  which  would  be 
most  convenient  to  serve  as  a  music  hall.  We  do  not  believe  that 
another  potter  will  apply  for  those  buildings  as  only  little 
money  can  be  earned  in  this  trade  these  days.  Also  it  is  not 
advisable  to  have  a  pottery  stove  in  such  a  populated  part  of 
the  community. 

Br.  Ephraim  Brietz  reports  that  he  recently  took  over  Br. 
Chr.  Blum's  house  as  compensation  for  a  debt  which  the  latter 
owes  to  him  and  Luc.  Bagge  with  the  condition  that  Br.  Blum 
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may  live  in  this  house  for  the  time  of  his  life  with  annual  rent 
payment  of  $15.  He  is  also  free  to  buy  back  the  house  as  soon 
as  he  is  able. 

The  road  which  leads  to  Nath.  Vogler's  forms  at  Br.  John 
Siewers'  lot  an  obtuse  angle  with  Main  Street  and  the  southeast 
corner  of  this  lot  is  left  with  such  a  rocky  foundation  that  only 
with  greatest  effort  and  cost  can  a  cellar  be  excavated  there.  Br. 
Siewers  would  like  therefore  to  move  his  house  so  far  into  this 
road  that  its  southwest  corner  would  form  the  southern  line  of 
the  lot  by  which  he  would  alleviate  the  above-mentioned  diffi- 
culty. The  Collegium  grants  this  request  of  Br.  Siewers  since 
the  entrance  to  the  path  will  be  wide  enough  even  if  part  of  the 
house  should  occupy  it.  We  advise  him  however,  to  talk  to  the 
people  who  live  on  that  road  to  find  out  whether  they  make  any 
objection. 

March  9.  The  report  was  made  that  the  Elders'  Conference 
suggests  raising  a  new  subscription  as  the  old  one  cannot  be 
collected  on  account  of  the  change  in  plans  about  the  Concert 
Hall.  The  Collegium  would  rather  not  enter  a  subscription  again 
as  the  cost  which  would  have  to  be  borne  by  the  Diacony  is 
rather  low.  Thus  will  be  avoided  the  possibility  of  subscribers 
claiming  certain  privileges  in  the  use  of  the  hall.  We  shall  also 
make  the  band  understand  that  they  have  not  bought  certain 
privileges  for  the  use  of  the  hall  before  all  others,  simply  on 
account  of  the  contributed  $100.  The  Concert  Hall  would  be 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Diacony  just  as  the  one  planned 
for  the  Market  House  would  have  been. 

It  was  reported  that  Br.  John  Siewers  has  talked  to  the 
persons  concerned  and  that  he  did  not  encounter  any  objection 
to  his  moving  his  house  out  in  the  path  except  for  Nath.  Vogler. 
Br.  Vogler  objects  that  this  would  make  the  street  too  narrow. 
To  meet  this  objection  Br.  Siewers  suggests  leaving  an  open 
space  of  32  feet  between  his  house  and  the  opposite  corner  of 
Br.  G.  Foltz's  lot  and  house  which  would  be  just  as  much  as  the 
space  between  Br.  Vogler's  house  and  shop  and  since  Br.  Folz's 
shop  stands  7  feet  behind  the  pointed  angle,  the  entrance  into 
this  street  would  be  39  feet  wide.  The  Collegium  agrees  to  this 
suggestion.  The  draft  of  his  house  was  also  approved. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Lewis  Rights  would  like  to  rent  quarters  in 
Salem  since  they  will  have  to  leave  their  present  site  in  Liberty 
very  soon.  Br.  Rights  works  in  the  Salem  printer's  shop.  There 
is  no  objection. 
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Br.  Charles  Kremer  is  applying  for  four  feet  of  land  next  to 
his  lot.  The  land  requested  was  granted  to  the  Girls'  Boarding 
School  some  years  ago.  Br.  Kremer  needs  it  to  have  an  entrance 
drive  to  his  stable.  We  cannot  agree  to  this  since  a  small  change 
in  Br.  Kremer's  stable  would  suffice  to  make  it  possible  for  him 
to  unload  his  hay  there  when  coming  from  his  yard.  The  lot 
was  granted  to  the  school  for  the  special  reason  that  we  do  not 
want  it  to  be  used  for  building  grounds. 

In  a  conference  with  a  member  of  the  Collegium  Br.  Tim.  Vog- 
ler  declared  himself  willing  to  take  over  the  administering  of 
the  Salem  tavern  as  soon  as  the  present  tavern  keeper  leaves,  if 
we  will  allow  him  instead  of  the  usual  $150  and  %  of  the  net 
profit  annually  $200  plus  said  profit.  It  was  unanimously  agreed 
that  we  should  accept  Br.  Vogler's  offer  as  we  do  not  think  we 
can  find  anyone  among  our  brethren  who  would  fit  into  this 
position  as  well  as  Br.  Vogler  does.  We  shall  offer  him  in  return 
either  a  contract  for  $200  plus  %  of  the  net  profit  or  a  contract 
as  existed  formerly  with  the  master  of  the  Red  Tannery.  Ac- 
cording to  the  latter  he  would  receive  half  the  net  profit  and  in 
case  this  does  not  amount  to  $200  he  would  receive  $200  at  any 
rate.  Br.  Vogler  wishes  to  enter  the  business  as  bartender  as 
soon  as  possible  in  case  he  should  be  elected  for  this  office.  Thus 
he  hopes  to  acquaint  himself  with  the  requirements  of  the  busi- 
ness. 

April  1.  Br.  Jac.  Blum  would  like  to  build  a  porch  and  kitchen 
at  the  house  between  his  store  and  the  former  Single  Brothers' 
House,  mainly  situated  on  the  Brothers'  House  lot.  He  would  like 
to  furnish  the  house  as  future  living  quarters  for  his  son  Alex- 
ander and  his  family.  This  cannot  be  done  unless  Br.  Blum  re- 
ceives another  portion  of  the  former  Brothers'  House  lot.  No 
decision. 

April  22.  The  Collegium  does  not  like  the  idea  of  having  Br. 
Blum  change  the  afore-mentioned  house  into  living  quarters  for 
his  son,  since  this  would  easily  be  followed  by  other  claims  for 
house,  yard,  garden,  etc.  The  Collegium  does  not  want  to  be  too 
hard  on  him  and  also  is  willing  to  help  his  son  out  of  the  very 
unhappy  situation,  wherefore  Br.  Jac.  Blum  is  permitted  to  add 
a  kitchen  to  the  said  building  under  the  condition  that  Br.  Blum 
returns  6  feet  of  land  which  he  possesses  at  the  north  side  of 
this  building  (present  site  of  staircase) .  The  entrance  will  have 
to  be  made  from  the  store  side  into  the  lower  story.  Also  he 
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is  not  to  be  allowed  to  bring  wagonloads  of  flax  seed  etc.  through 
the  Brothers'  House  yard.  A  further  application  for  a  passage 
between  two  sheds  and  part  of  the  Brothers'  House  garden  was 
denied. 

Mr.  David  Dunlap  from  the  State  of  Missouri,  who  is  con- 
sidered a  member  of  the  Unity  of  the  Brethren  and  who  used 
to  spend  some  time  in  Salem  some  years  ago,  has  now  turned 
in  his  application  for  permission  to  spend  the  rest  of  his  life 
here.  At  the  same  time  he  wishes  to  be  assigned  some  kind  of 
work  since  he  could  not  make  a  living  very  long  with  his  estate 
of  $2,000  or  $3,000.  There  is  no  objection  to  his  living  in  Salem 
but  at  present  we  do  not  know  of  any  job  which  he  could  take 
over. 

April  29,  It  was  suggested  having  the  local  Justice  of  the 
Peace  make  use  of  one  of  the  rooms  in  the  former  pottery  for 
questionings.  There  was  a  division  of  opinion  on  this  subject. 
We  believe  that  Br.  Chitty's  vacant  house  may  be  used  as  for- 
merly for  this  business. 

The  Young  Men's  Missionary  Society  would  like  to  have  some 
room  in  the  pottery  building  to  open  their  museum  there.  There 
is  no  objection  to  their  placing  their  cabinets  and  cases  in  the 
planned  concert  hall. 

May  13.  Br.  Augustus  Zevely  would  like  to  buy  the  former 
Widows'  House  according  to  a  former  suggestion  after  its  valu- 
ation. Before  this  year  is  over  he  intends  to  build  a  two-storied 
frame  house  in  its  place.  The  Collegium  is  willing  under  the 
conditions  stated  but  in  order  to  give  the  house's  present  occu- 
pants enough  time  to  find  other  living  quarters,  he  can  take 
possession  of  the  house  only  after  two  more  months.  He  cannot 
take  over  the  garden  until  the  present  occupants  have  harvested 
their  vegetables,  fruits,  etc.  It  was  reported  that  Single  Sisters 
Regina  and  Anna  Leinbach  could  not  find  any  room  in  the  Sis- 
ters' House  on  account  of  their  special  situation  and  have  applied 
for  a  room  in  the  former  Brothers'  House  in  case  of  a  vacancy 
during  the  late  fall  of  this  year. 

Br.  Wm.  Winkler  complains  that  Br.  Naaman  Reich  and 
Francis  Miller  have  rented  a  room  in  Br.  David  Blum's  house 
where  they  plan  to  sell  mineral  water,  mead  and  cider  during 
examination  time.  Br.  Henry  Winkler  complains  that  Br.  Trau- 
gott  Leinbach  and  Dav.  Clewell  sell  candy  in  their  shops.  This 
caused  a  long  discussion  about  the  consequences  which  such 
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illegal  dealings  have  for  the  trades  in  general  in  the  community. 
On  one  hand  the  Collegium  is  definitely  willing  to  oppose  these 
dealings  and  on  the  other  hand  we  must  realize  all  the  difficulties 
that  are  connected  with  sustaining  the  old  and  laudable  orders. 
We  believe  that  only  friendly  reproofs  can  do  anything  in  these 
cases. 

A  new  instructor  will  probably  have  to  be  appointed  for  the 
local  Boys'  School  soon.  The  Elders'  Conference  suggests  Single 
Br.  Constantine  Rights  in  Bethlehem  who  will  finish  his  studies 
at  the  end  of  June.  We  would  rather  employ  an  experienced 
teacher  as  we  fear  that  the  frequent  change  of  instructors  will 
harm  the  reputation  of  the  school,  and  we  should  prefer  to  em- 
ploy a  permanent  teacher.  Since  it  seems  impossible  at  the 
present  moment  to  find  a  suitable  person  for  this  office,  that  is 
suitable  as  stated  above,  we  agreed  to  engage  Br.  Rights.  Since 
he  is  going  to  come  home  at  any  rate,  the  Diacony  will  save  his 
traveling  expenses. 

June  A.  The  Widowed  Sr.  Anna  M.  Bagge  would  like  to  build  a 
fence  in  front  of  the  former  Hulthin  house.  She  would  like  to 
lay  out  a  little  garden.  There  are  no  objections  provided  the 
fence  does  not  bar  the  entrance  to  the  woodsheds. 

We  shall  probably  be  forced  to  fire  Br.  Ernest  Vierling  from 
his  service  in  the  Sisters'  House  management  as  he  continues  to 
lead  a  dissipated  life  in  spite  of  various  warnings.  Not  only  is 
he  unable  to  fulfill  his  task  but  he  creates  the  greatest  scandal. 

Br.  Timotheus  Vogler  is  willing  to  take  over  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Salem  Tavern  for  at  least  one  year. 

Dr.  Schumann  has  adopted  the  girl  Ellen  Blickensdoerfer 
from  Lititz. 

June  2 %.  It  was  reported  that  Br.  Ernst  Vierling  has  been 
dismissed  from  his  service  in  the  Sisters'  House.  Br.  Abr. 
Steiner  has  taken  over  the  supervision  in  the  management  of  the 
outer  household. 

Sr.  A.  M.  Bagge  wishes  to  conduct  the  pipe  water  to  her  house, 
formerly  occupied  by  Br.  Hulthin.  She  is  willing  to  pay  for  the 
expense.  The  Collegium  cannot  agree  to  weaken  the  water  pres- 
sure even  more  by  having  the  water  conducted  to  private  homes. 
This  caused  a  discussion  about  the  improvement  of  the  present 
waterworks.  We  decided  to  improve  the  cistern  at  the  Adminis- 
tration House  this  summer  by  constructing  one  of  brick  and 
paving  it  with  hydraulic  cement.  The  water  stock  in  the  yard 
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of  the  Administration  House  is  to  be  removed  since  experience 
has  taught  us  that  such  water  stocks  are  often  the  cause  for  the 
high  loss  of  water.  At  the  cistern  in  front  of  the  house  a  faucet 
will  have  to  be  retained  where  fresh  water  is  always  available. 
It  is  thought  advisable  to  supply  the  main  pipeline  to  the  reser- 
voir with  iron  pipes  since  so  far  there  are  still  about  60  feet  of 
wooden  pipes  in  this  line.  We  shall  try  to  buy  these  pipes  as  soon 
as  we  have  received  the  detailed  information.  Should  the  brick 
reservoir  be  a  success  we  shall  construct  the  rest  of  the  cisterns 
in  the  same  fashion.  This  will  save  a  lot  of  money  for  the  water- 
works in  the  long  run  since  the  wooden  ones  decay  after  a  few 
years  of  use. 

Extra  Meeting  July  1.  The  reason  for  this  special  meeting  was 
the  application  of  a  certain  Mrs.  Parker  from  Alabama  (she 
has  two  daughters  in  the  local  Girls'  School)  to  stay  for  the 
time  of  4  to  6  weeks  with  her  travel  company  in  Br.  John 
Chitty's  house.  This  company  consists  of  17  persons.  There  is 
no  objection  as  they  plan  to  stay  here  only  a  short  time  and  we 
have  reason  to  believe  that  they  are  persons  of  good  character. 

July  8.  There  was  considered  once  more  the  expediency  of 
having  a  new  negro  graveyard  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  com- 
munity. The  present  one  is  to  be  discontinued. 

Br.  Charles  Brietz  complains  about  the  timber  which  the  cot- 
ton factory  stacks  in  the  alley  behind  the  lots  of  Sr.  Denke  and 
Br.  Susdorff.  He  maintains  that  this  damages  his  fences.  We 
shall  have  to  talk  to  Mr.  Banner  about  it. 

Br.  Em.  Schober  announced  that  he  has  employed  again  the 
young  man  Mr.  Sam  Smith  as  clerk  in  his  post  office.  Br.  Aug. 
Fetter  has  left  him  in  order  to  perfect  his  knowledge  in  a  school 
about  20  miles  from  here. 

Aug,  22,  Br.  Aug.  Zevely  states  that  he  does  not  know  for 
certain  whether  he  wants  to  purchase  the  Widows'  House  or  not. 
He  would  rather  buy  another  house  or  rent  one,  since  his  busi- 
ness hinders  him  in  constructing  a  new  house  for  himself  as 
originally  planned.  For  the  present  however  he  wishes  to  be 
considered  an  applicant  for  the  house. 

Sr.  Susanna  Hagen  is  applying  for  the  two  rooms  that  Br. 
and  Sr.  Josua  Boner  are  occupying  in  the  Brothers'  House.  She 
is  granted  these  rooms. 

There  was  no  objection  to  building  a  small  building  at  the 
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Sisters*  House.  It  is  to  be  used  as  a  kind  of  shop  and  will  meas- 
ure 15  to  16'. 

Br.  Sandford  Schulz  would  like  to  move  his  slaughterhouse 
a  little  bit  further  up  the  valley  to  a  certain  spring  there.  At  its 
present  site  the  soil  has  been  washed  away  so  that  the  house 
threatens  to  collapse.  He  would  also  like  to  have  a  piece  of  land 
fenced  in  around  his  house.  We  shall  have  to  inspect  the  place 
before  making  a  decision. 

Single  Br.  Alexander  Hauser  so  far  belonging  to  Bethabara 
applies  for  admission  to  this  congregation  and  for  permission 
to  establish  himself  as  a  tinsmith  in  Salem.  We  shall  have  to 
ask  the  two  local  tinsmiths  whether  a  third  one  would  be  able 
to  make  his  living  here  without  inflicting  any  damage  to  them. 

Objections  are  raised  to  permission  given  to  Robert  Wier 
to  establish  a  smithy  at  the  cotton  factory  and  to  work  there 
for  himself.  A  brother  was  appointed  to  talk  with  the  presi- 
dent of  the  factory. 

Aug.  23.  The  final  account  of  the  Single  Sisters'  Choir  Diac- 
ony  was  presented  from  which  we  learned  that  the  Diacony 
ha?  made  a  net  profit  of  $500.65  The  Collegium  saw  it  was 
evident  that  in  the  course  of  a  few  years  this  profit  has  dwindled 
from  about  $2,000  annually  to  one  fourth  of  this  sum.  Br.  Kluge 
and  Pfohl  were  asked  to  make  an  accounting  of  the  expenses  for 
kitchen  and  household  as  well  as  a  list  of  boarding  fees  received 
since  the  year  1837.  The  list  was  presented  and  the  Collegium 
was  informed  that  since  the  year  1837  the  receipts  from  the 
Girls'  Boarding  School  have  decreased  by  about  $2,000,  which 
explains  the  low  profit.  It  is  advised  to  buy  those  articles  such 
as  molasses,  sugar,  rice,  salt,  etc.  rather  in  Wilmington  than 
in  Fayetteville.  The  Sisters'  Diacony  will  also  have  to  see  to  it 
that  not  too  many  workmen  are  employed.  The  $900  paid  for 
the  kitchen  workers  was  quite  striking.  It  was  advisable  to 
appoint  a  committee  of  Brr.  Schober,  Belo  and  Pfohl  to  talk 
with  Sr.  Hueffel  about  this. 

Sept.  If.  The  slaughterhouse  of  Br.  Sandford  Schulz  has  been 
inspected  and  for  the  reasons  mentioned  it  was  found  advisable 
to  move  it  to  another  site.  He  is  therefore  permitted  to  set  it  up 
at  the  said  place  and  to  fence  a  piece  of  land.  We  wish  him  to 
take  care  of  the  spring.  For  timber  cut  on  that  land  he  will 
have  to  pay  the  usual  trunk  fees. 

The  two  local  tinsmiths  report  that  a  third  of  that  trade 
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could  not  make  his  living.  The  Collegium  agreed  and  Br. 
Hauser's  application  for  establishing  himself  here  in  that  trade 
will  have  to  be  refused. 

The  Committee  appointed  August  23  reported  talking  with  Sr. 
Hueffel  and  found  the  following  rather  remarkable  items:  1. 
The  boarding  fees  which  the  house  occupants  pay  for  their  din- 
ner, namely  5  cts.  are  too  low,  if  one  considers  that  they  take  the 
rest  with  them  for  their  supper  without  additional  payment. 
2.  Out-boarders  are  to  pay  more  than  house  occupants.  3.  The 
Inspector  of  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  must  be  required  to  turn 
in  itemized  bills  for  the  boarding  fees  instead  of  turning  in  only 
the  total  sum  to  be  paid  for  the  children.  4.  Too  much  food  is 
wasted  in  the  dining  hall.  5.  Food  storage  in  the  Sisters'  House 
is  to  be  kept  locked  up  and  the  daily  rations  are  to  be  distributed 
by  only  one  person.  So  far  each  member  of  the  kitchen  personnel 
has  had  free  access  to  those  goods.  The  Collegium  believes  that 
these  items  must  be  regarded  since  it  will  help  the  Sisters' 
House  to  make  a  larger  profit  in  the  course  of  time. 

The  Elders'  Conference  observed  in  reference  to  the  use  of 
the  Sisters'  Diacony  profit  that  it  is  to  be  expected  that  the 
number  of  students  in  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  will  decrease 
even  more  in  the  coming  years  and  this  means  also  a  decrease 
in  the  Sisters'  Diacony  profit.  The  Elders'  Conference  considers 
it  shortsighted  to  take  the  whole  profit  of  this  Diacony.  The 
deficit  revealed  of  the  Congregation  Diacony,  namely  $336.46  y% 
is  to  be  paid  from  the  profit  of  the  Sisters'  Diacony,  the  rest 
$164.19  to  be  added  to  the  reserve  fund  of  the  Sisters'  Diacony 
in  order  to  have  a  considerable  sum  at  hand  to  cover  eventual 
deficits  in  this  Diacony.  The  majority  agreed. 

The  tuning  and  repairing  of  the  organ  in  our  church  was 
approved. 

Sept.  16.  Mr.  Thomas  Wilson  would  like  to  rent  the  living 
quarters  in  the  Salem  Pottery  for  a  year  to  enable  his  younger 
sisters  to  attend  the  Salem  school.  One  brother  remarked  that 
Br.  Lewis  Belo  to  whom  on  July  24,  1844,  the  south  wing  was 
granted  would  like  to  rent  these  living  quarters.  He  will  have 
to  be  asked  about  the  matter  and  in  case  he  does  not  want  to, 
Mr.  Wilson  may  rent  those  quarters  for  one  year  observing  the 
synod  regulations.  $30  annually  is  considered  a  reasonable  rent 
for  this. 

Sept.  20.  Br.  Lewis  Belo  wishes  to  rent  the  former  pottery 
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quarters.  Thus  Mr.  Wilson  does  not  have  the  possibility  of  find- 
ing living  quarters  here  in  Salem  for  the  family.  He  declares 
that  he  cannot  take  possession  of  his  father's  house  before  the 
middle  of  November  and  the  Collegium  met  to  see  what  could 
be  done.  Time  has  come  for  Br.  Tim.  Vogler  to  take  charge 
of  the  tavern.  We  finally  agreed  to  have  a  member  of  the  Col- 
legium present  to  Mr.  Wilson  the  difficult  situation  into  which 
he  brings  the  Diacony  by  refusing  the  leave  the  tavern  since 
we  have  reason  to  expect  that  Br.  Vogler  will  withdraw  his 
offer.  We  shall  ask  him  to  vacate  the  tavern  by  October  first.  We 
believe  he  can  do  this  easily  as  his  father's  house  is  large 
enough  to  house  two  families.  This  will  be  announced  to  Br. 
Vogler. 

Through  unforeseen  circumstances  Br.  Josua  Boner  finds 
himself  unable  to  make  a  living  for  his  family  and  also  raise  the 
necessary  money  for  building  his  house.  He  applies  for  permis- 
sion of  the  Diacony  to  open  a  store  in  Salem  together  with  his 
brother-in-law,  Single  Br.  Jac.  Rud.  Christ,  who  has  clerked 
some  years  in  a  Knoxville,  Tennessee  store.  We  realize  the  prob- 
lem but  took  no  decision. 

Oct.  16.  The  Elders'  Conference  is  rather  doubtful  whether 
we  should  raise  the  boarding  fees  for  the  occupants  of  the  Sis- 
ters' House  under  the  present  circumstances  of  dissatisfaction 
in  that  choir.  The  Collegium  thought  a  solution  could  be  found 
by  announcing  that  the  boarding  fees  are  to  be  raised  after  the 
next  final  accounts  are  turned  in. 

Br.  Tim.  Vogler  and  Thomas  Wilson  have  come  to  terms  so 
that  the  latter  is  going  to  stay  until  the  middle  of  November 
in  the  tavern.  He  is  going  to  see  to  it  though  that  the  neces- 
sary supply  of  Welschcorn,  wheat  etc.  is  bought  in  due  time. 

Br.  David  Blum's  house  is  finished.  We  shall  see  to  it  that  a 
lease  is  drawn  up  and  signed. 

A  certain  Mrs.  Anna  Banner  who  has  separated  herself  from 
her  husband  Jesse  Banner  would  like  to  rent  a  house  in  Salem. 
This  is  declined. 

Br.  Aug.  Zevely  has  rented  the  former  Charles  Bagge  house 
and  has  announced  that  he  will  not  buy  the  former  Widows' 
House. 

Oct.  24.  The  Elders'  Conference  suggests  letting  the  whole 
matter  of  raising  the  boarding  fees  in  the  Sisters'  House  rest 
until  after  the  final  accounting  of  next  year.  The  Collegium  dis-

cussed  the  situation  and  insisted  that  the  boarding  fees  are  so 
unusually  low  that  the  occupants  do  not  have  any  reason  to  com- 
plain of  a  raise  since  they  do  not  have  any  right  to  claim  that 
the  Choir  Diacony  should  pay  for  their  living. 

Mr.  Wilson  applies  again  for  the  former  pottery  quarters.  The 
Collegium  was  afraid  to  create  a  precedent  that  might  cause 
trouble  in  the  future  as  this  would  be  the  first  time  we  had  per- 
mitted a  family  to  conduct  their  special  household  for  a  longer 
time  in  Salem.  It  was  however  allowed  to  Mr.  Wilson  to  rent  the 
said  living  quarters  for  the  period  of  one  year  under  the  condi- 
tion that  in  the  meantime  nothing  occurs  in  their  family  that 
would  necessitate  their  removal  from  the  community.  Like  other 
families  they  are  to  pay  the  usual  congregational  contributions. 

Complaints  were  raised  again  about  the  pigs  of  our  neighbors 
molesting  the  community.  They  cause  considerable  damage  in 
streets  on  footpaths  etc.  wherefore  those  neighbors  living  on 
Salem  land  are  to  receive  a  serious  admonition. 

Nov.  11.  The  Elders'  Conference  stressed  once  more  that  fact 
that  they  wish  very  much  to  let  the  affair  of  raising  the  board- 
ing fees  in  the  Sisters'  House  rest  for  another  year.  The  Col- 
legium is  not  going  to  give  in  to  this  desire. 

We  discussed  at  length  the  application  of  Br.  Josua  Boner 
but  arrived  at  no  decision,  since  the  whole  matter  is  too  vague. 
He  will  be  asked  what  means  he  has  in  hand  with  which  to 
open  a  store  and  how  much  capital  he  is  going  to  borrow.  He 
also  is  to  be  asked  whether  he  is  sure  that  Br.  Rud.  Christ  owns 
$3,000. 

It  was  reported  that  Mr.  Wilson  and  his  family  left  the  Salem 
tavern  today  and  moved  into  the  pottery  quarters.  Br.  Tim.  Vog- 
ler  took  over  the  administration  of  the  tavern. 

Joint  Conference,  Nov.  29.  The  Joint  Conference  met  at  11 
A.M.  in  order  to  consider  the  application  of  Mrs.  Waugh  who 
wished  to  bury  her  dead  husband,  Mr.  James  Waugh  in  our 
Salem  Graveyard.  The  majority  voted  against  it.  Mrs.  Waugh 
was  not  content  with  this  answer.  By  the  afternoon  of  the  same 
day  she  had  talked  individually  to  practically  all  members  of 
the  Conference  and  the  Collegium  and  asked  for  another  con- 
sideration of  the  case.  We  met  again  at  four  in  the  afternoon 
and  the  majority  moved  by  the  solicitations  of  Mrs.  Waugh 
voted  for  James  Waugh's  burial  in  the  graveyard. 
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Dec.  7.  The  Elders'  Conference  suggests  leaving  the  boarding 
fees  in  the  Sisters'  Choir  for  dinner  at  the  rate  of  5  cents  but 
to  make  them  pay  for  extra  meals  received  in  the  kitchen  from 
the  leftovers.  This  was  deferred  until  the  new  year. 

Br.  Josua  Boner  declared  that  he  together  with  Rud.  Christ 
owns  $3,000  which  they  could  invest  in  goods  and  that  they  plan 
to  borrow  $4,000  to  start  their  enterprise  with  a  capital  of 
$7,000.  The  Collegium  must  oppose  the  increasing  number  of 
stores  in  Salem  since  it  will  be  very  hard  on  the  individual  store 
and  also  on  the  trades  but  we  thought  that  one  more  store 
could  be  operated  in  Salem  without  encroaching  on  the  rights 
of  the  others.  It  was  voted  that  Br.  Josua  Boner  and  Jacob 
Rudolph  Christ  be  given  permission  to  operate  a  store  here  in 
Salem  as  one  firm  with  the  condition  that  they  start  by  June 
1  next  year  and  in  case  one  brother  resigns  from  the  firm  the 
permission  given  to  both  for  operation  of  a  store  becomes  void. 

Dec.  19.  Single  Br.  James  Fischer  is  applying  for  permission 
to  get  married  in  Salem.  He  plans  to  continue  working  as  con- 
fectioner for  Br.  Henry  Winkler.  At  the  same  time  he  applies 
for  permission  to  rent  a  few  rooms  in  the  former  Widows' 
House.  Permission  is  granted  as  he  does  not  want  to  establish 
himself  independently  in  his  trade  and  does  not  want  to  build 
a  house  or  buy  one  either.  In  case  this  should  be  the  case  later 
on  a  new  application  will  be  required.  He  can  rent  a  few  rooms 
in  the  former  Widows'  House  only  on  the  condition  that  he  va- 
cate these  rooms  as  soon  as  it  becomes  necessary.  He  will  also 
have  to  inform  himself  about  the  tumble-down  condition  of  the 
house. 

A  member  of  the  community  complains  about  the  situation  in 
the  Boys'  School  where  the  children  have  to  bring  with  them  the 
coals  in  order  that  the  stove  may  be  lighted.  This  is  especially 
hard  on  those  children  living  at  a  distance  from  the  school.  He 
also  points  out  the  danger  of  fire  in  this  case.  We  believe  that 
another  arrangement  should  be  made.  Members  of  the  Collegium 
agree  that  it  is  very  hard  on  young  and  small  boys  to  have  to 
carry  fuel  to  the  schoolhouse  from  a  distance  very  early  in  the 
morning  so  that  a  fire  can  be  started  in  the  four  stoves. 
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Report  of  the  Negro  Church,  18  UU  (Salem). 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  2.  There  died  in  the  neighborhood  a  negro  woman  not 
belonging  to  the  congregation,  belonging  to  the  widowed  Sr. 
Hege  and  she  was  buried  on  the  same  day  in  the  negro  grave- 
yard. In  her  days  of  good  health  she  bothered  very  little  or  not 
at  all  about  her  souPs  salvation  and  lived  in  the  world  without 
Jesus,  but  the  spirit  of  God  succeeded  in  convincing  her  in  the 
sickness  that  lasted  three  quarters  of  a  year  of  her  condition  so 
that  she  finally  took  refuge  with  Jesus.  In  the  last  days  of  her 
life  she  called  out  often:  "Come  my  Saviour  and  take  me  to 
you,"  and  with  this  desire  and  longing  to  be  at  home  with  the 
Lord  she  died. 

Jan.  28.  Was  the  funeral  sermon  of  the  afore-mentioned  negro 
woman  Juliana  who  had  died. 

April  21. 1  visited  the  negroes  in  the  paper  mill.  An  old  negro 
woman  well  on  in  years  there  with  whom  I  spoke  about  the 
One  Necessity,  expressed  herself  this  time  as  very  indifferent 
and  unconcerned  about  her  soul's  condition  and  I  had  to  leave 
her  with  a  heavy  feeling.  Another  negro  woman  talked  with  me 
afterward  and  said  that  this  old  negress  was  in  a  bad  situation 
and,  as  she  said,  curses  and  swears  and  gives  godless  talks  and 
among  other  things  is  said  to  have  said,  when  she  was  reminded 
and  chided  by  the  other  negroes  not  to  be  so  godless,  that  she  did 
not  care  if  she  went  to  hell  as  she  knew  that  she  would  not  be 
alone  there.  May  the  Lord  have  mercy  on  her  poor  soul. 

May  26.  When  some  young  females  at  a  Sisters'  communion 
had  declared  that  they  had  a  desire  to  join  the  little  negro  con- 
gregation, they  were  gathered  together  after  the  meeting  and 
were  given  a  talk  and  were  told  of  what  importance  it  is  and 
what  is  demanded,  if  they  want  to  join  the  little  congregation.  A 
few  of  them  indicated  their  wish  to  become  the  property  of  Jesus 
and  said  they  were  convinced  in  their  hearts  that  they  were 
great  sinners  and  that  they  needed  a  Saviour.  Two  of  them 
said  they  felt  they  were  still  too  bad  to  come  to  the  Saviour ;  they 
must  first  be  better.  To  this  an  appropriate  answer  was  given. 
They  all  asked  to  give  themselves  with  all  their  sinfulness  to 
Jesus  and  were  told  that  He  rejects  no  sinner  repentant  from 
his  heart,  without  comfort  etc. 
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June  2.  The  baptism  of  a  grown  negro  woman,  wife  of  the 
communicant  Br.  William.  There  were  present  for  this  event  a 
great  number  of  blacks  as  well  as  a  considerable  number  of 
whites. 

June  16.  Only  a  few  were  present  for  church  as  the  Method- 
ists had  a  meeting  in  the  neighborhood  at  which  a  black  man 
preached. 

June  25.  I  visited  the  old  communicant  brother  and  sister 
Hercules  and  his  wife  Anna.  Both  cannot  express  themselves  as 
thankful  enough  that  the  Saviour  has  drawn  them  in  His  grace 
and  mercy  to  Himself  in  their  old  days  and  has  made  it  clear 
to  them  that  the  Saviour  also  has  shed  His  blood  for  their  sins 
and  has  freed  them  from  the  slavery  of  Satan  and  that  they 
can  spend  the  few  remaining  days  of  their  earthly  life  in  asso- 
ciation with  their  Lord  and  Saviour  until  He  takes  them  home 
and  will  let  them  go  to  Him  into  the  eternal  joys  which  He  has 
won  for  them  through  His  suffering  and  death  and  for  all  this 
and  still  more  he  thanked  with  folded  hands  uplifted  toward 
heaven  and  witnessed  that  the  Saviour  is  his  One  and  All. 

June  26.  I  visited  the  negroes  on  another  plantation.  An  old 
communicant  sister  said  since  she  must  spend  most  of  her  time 
alone  in  the  house  because  on  account  of  her  age  she  can  no  longer 
work  in  the  field,  she  was  very  happy  when  she  could  spend 
her  time  so  undisturbed  in  communion  with  the  Friend  of  her 
soul. 

July  3.  The  funeral  of  the  negro  Lewis  of  the  paper  mill 
belonging  to  Br.  Chr.  Blum,  in  our  graveyard. 

July  21.  Was  the  confirmation  of  the  negro  woman  Anna 
Susanna  for  the  first  participation  in  the  holy  communion.  This 
negress  had  been  received  already  more  than  20  years  ago  into 
the  society  in  Hopewell. 

In  the  second  meeting  we  had  a  blessed  enjoyment  of  the  holy 
communion.  A  negro  woman  who  belongs  to  the  Methodists 
and  is  a  communicant  was  at  her  request  admitted  as  a  guest. 
After  the  meeting  most  of  them  asserted  that  they  had  never 
felt  so  well  and  satisfied  in  their  hearts,  as  today,  and  especially 
at  the  partaking  of  the  holy  communion. 

July  2 If.  The  funeral  of  a  negro,  by  the  name  Squire,  in  the 
graveyard.  This  negro  had  died  yesterday  of  a  violent  death 
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when  he  was  buried  in  a  well  which  he  was  digging  for  his 
master  and  he  could  not  be  brought  out  dead  until  six  hours 
after  the  misfortune  happened.  He  was  considered  as  a  God- 
fearing negro  by  all  who  knew  him.  He  belonged  to  the  Bap- 
tists but  he  was  present  in  our  church  every  Sunday. 

Aug.  In  the  first  week  of  this  month  the  negroes  at  the  paper 
mill  and  especially  those  that  belong  to  the  little  congregation 
were  visited  at  the  home  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Fries.  With  most  of 
them  one  could  rejoice  over  the  condition  of  their  hearts. 

Sept.  Through  this  month  the  meetings  in  the  negro  church 
were  attended  by  only  a  few  since  most  Sundays  in  our  neigh- 
borhood meetings  were  held  by  Methodists  or  Baptists,  so  our 
meetings  were  mostly  only  attended  by  those  who  belong  to  our 
little  congregation,  and  therefore  the  church  was  very  empty. 
But  the  children  were  there  in  rather  large  numbers  and  wit- 
nessed especially  their  enjoyment  in  learning  verses  and  singing 
them. 

Oct.  27.  The  church  was  right  well  filled  with  listeners.  After 
the  sermon  several  individuals  were  spoken  to  and  from  their 
expressions  one  could  draw  the  conclusion  that  it  concerns  most 
of  them  to  learn  to  know  the  Saviour  as  their  Redeemer,  only 
it  is  still  hard  to  tear  themselves  entirely  from  the  world  and 
surrender  completely  to  the  Saviour. 

Dec.  15.  Since  the  fence  around  the  negro  graveyard  is  in 
such  bad  condition  that  the  cattle  are  breaking  in  and  violating 
the  graves,  it  was  presented  to  the  negroes  today  after  the  meet- 
ing in  a  conversation  with  them,  how  necessary  it  was  that 
they  all  generally  lend  a  hand  to  bring  their  graveyard  into 
order  again  so  that  it  would  not  be  destroyed  entirely.  They 
promised  to  bring  it  into  order  again  before  the  new  year. 

Dec.  23.  The  burial  of  a  very  aged  negro  woman,  by  the  name 
of  Sally.  She  was  probably  nearly  90  years  old  and  was  from 
the  paper  mill.  According  to  her  assertions  she  recognized  her- 
self as  a  great  sinner  and  hoped  that  the  Saviour  would  take 
her  for  the  sake  of  His  suffering  and  death  and  would  grant  her 
a  place  in  heaven,  even  if  it  were  also  the  least. 
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Minutes  of  the  L.A.C.,  18  kk- 
[Extracts  translated.] 

Feb.  1. 

1.  Reported  that  the  Single  Sr.  Angelina  Mack  of  Friedberg 
has  come  into  the  Sisters'  kitchen  (in  Salem) . 

3.  The  married  Wm.  Hertell  with  his  wife  and  child  and  the 
married  Mary  Ann  Walk  have  been  received  into  the  congrega- 
tion at  Friedberg. 

Feb.  26. 

1.  The  reason  for  the  L.A.C.  meeting  being  held  earlier  than 
the  regular  day  was  that  the  conference  has  been  asked  for 
through  a  circular  of  the  U.A.C.  to  cast  their  votes  for  the  choice 
of  a  new  member  of  the  Missions  Department  of  the  U.A.C.  The 
synodal  duty  in  this  connection  belonging  here  was  read  and 
then  a  letter  from  Br.  Bechler  who  was  prevented  by  sickness 
from  being  present  and  which  contained  his  vote  was  read,  and 
then  the  conference  through  a  majority  of  votes  decided  to  cast 
their  first  vote  for  Br.  William  Mallelieu  and  their  second  for 
Br.  John  Rogers. 

3.  A  grandchild  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Christ.  Nissen  that  they  have 
taken  as  their  own  child  has  been  baptized  by  their  wish  in 
Friedland  and  will  be  regarded  as  belonging  to  the  congrega- 
tion. 

March  28. 

3.  It  was  announced  that  the  married  Henrietta  Rebecca 
Spach,  m.n.  Transou,  has  come  to  her  son  in  Friedberg  and  that 
the  Single  Sr.  Charlotte  Schmidt  of  Bethabara  has  entered  the 
institution  in  Salem  as  a  teacher. 

4.  The  Single  Sr.  Catharina  Ernst  and  also  Sarah  Catharina 
Spach  were  confirmed  with  Br.  Huebener's  approval  here  in 
Salem  but  will  not  be  considered  members  here. 

6.  The  pastors  of  the  country  congregations  gave  as  their 
opinion,  on  request,  that  in  the  country  congregations  little 
or  in  fact  no  contribution  was  to  be  counted  on  for  an  abridg- 
ment of  the  congregational  hymnbook. 

7.  Br.  Huebener  raised  the  question  as  to  whether  the  fami- 
lies living  in  the  neighborhood  of  John  Greter  and  of  our 
brethren  might  be  organized  as  a  new  country  congregation. 

8.  Br.  Haman  reported  that  the  married  Nancy  Reed,  m.n. 
Lander,  wife  of  Emanuel  Reed  wishes  to  join  the  congregation. 
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9.  The  circumstance  that  a  couple  belonging  at  Friedland 
recently  went  to  a  magistrate  to  be  married,  without  announc- 
ing it  gave  occasion  for  speaking  about  the  rule  that  marriages 
must  be  announced  and  it  was  found  as  desirable  that  each  year 
the  public  reading  of  the  Brotherly  Agreement  be  recommended 
to  the  L.A.C. 

May  2. 

2.  The  case  of  the  negress  Anna  at  Geo.  Fisher's  was  dis- 
cussed. Her  husband  is  away  and  she  has  since  had  a  child, 
which  she  confessed  with  expressions  of  repentance.  She  asked 
for  readmission  to  the  negro  congregation  and  the  conference 
believed  that  she  meant  it  honestly  and  gave  its  approval  for 
readmission. 

3.  In  that  connection  it  was  decided  that  all  baptized  negro 
children  stand  under  the  care  of  the  pastor  but  only  such  as  have 
parents  or  at  least  the  mother  belonging  to  the  congregation  be 
regarded  as  belonging  to  the  congregation  and  be  recorded  as 
such  in  the  catalog. 

10.  It  was  proposed  that  the  married  Mary  Ann  Jarvis,  m.n. 
Holland,  be  counted  as  a  member  of  the  Hope  congregation. 

July  4. 

2.  Br.  Huebener  was  willing  to  take  over  the  recording  of  the 
minutes  of  this  conference  in  the  future. 

6.  The  Single  Br.  James  Fischer  of  Friedberg  has  applied 
for  permission  to  belong  to  the  congregation  in  Salem  where 
he  has  been  for  quite  some  time  already. 

7.  The  widowed  Sr.  Elrod  of  Hope  who  wishes  to  move  with 
her  children  to  Salem  has  been  counseled  rather  to  give  up  that 
idea. 

Aug.  i. 

4.  The  Older  Boy  Leander  Hege  of  Friedberg  has  come  as 
apprentice  to  Br.  Henry  Meinung  in  Salem. 

5.  In  Hope  and  Philadelphia  there  will  be  preaching  in  the 
future  twice  each  monthly  namely  on  the  first  Sunday  by  Br. 
Sensemann  of  Friedberg  and  on  the  4th  by  Br.  Huebener  of 
Salem. 

7.  The  married  Philip  and  Ros.  Reich,  m.n.  Zimmerman,  with 
their  9  children  wish  to  be  readmitted  to  the  congregation  in 
Friedberg,  to  which  the  committee  has  no  objection  and  the 
conference  likewise  gives  its  approval  for  it. 
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11.  Br.  and  Sr.  Bechler  will  follow  a  call  they  have  received 
to  Emmaus. 

Oct.  3. 

3.  Henrietta  Fetter  daughter  of  the  married  Jacob  and 
Benigna  Fetter  has  taken  up  the  matter  of  readmission  with 
Sister  Huffel.  For  two  years  she  has  been  separated  from  the 
congregation.  Br.  Schmidt  has  no  objections  to  raise  and  com- 
mends her  rather  to  the  Elders'  Conference. 

4.  The  married  Nathanael  and  Angelina  Byhan  have  likewise 
expressed  the  wish  to  be  able  to  belong  to  the  nonresident 
Salem  members.  Since  they  are  still  numbered  in  the  congrega- 
tion at  Bethabara,  Br.  Schmidt  recommended  it. 

7.  Br.  Sensemann  expressed  the  wish  to  the  committee  to  be 
allowed  to  discontinue  entirely  preaching  at  Cool  Spring.  The 
conference  advised  Br.  Senseman  not  to  do  such  things  in  haste 
but  rather  to  consider  further. 

Dec.  5. 

4.  Joseph  Conrad  of  Bethania  has  applied  for  readmission  in 
Bethania  but  the  committee  has  not  been  able  to  get  together  on 
it.  The  Conference  gives  its  approval  for  postponement  in  the 
matter. 

6.  Br.  Hagen  announced  that  in  Bethania  they  are  planning 
to  start  a  sort  of  boarding  school  and  that  for  the  purpose 
several  have  promised  to  contribute  considerable  sums.  The 
Conference  is  glad  for  this  but  it  sees  also  the  difficulties  of 
such  a  plan. 

7.  From  Friedberg  the  Single  Sister  Gertraut  Spach  has  en- 
tered service  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Traugott  Leinbach  and  the  Single 
Sister  Margaret  Vogler  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Timotheus  Vogler. 

9.  The  boys  Henry  and  William  Fetter  and  the  married  Br. 
Alexander  Hauser,  all  until  recently  belonging  to  Bethabara, 
have  received  permission  to  be  nonresident  members  of  Salem. 

Memorabilia  of  the  Congregation  at  Bethabara,  18hb. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

The  year  just  gone  by  was  for  us  and  our  neighborhood  an 
especially  hard  one  of  sickness  and  death.  Early  in  the  New 
Year  the  scarlet  fever  broke  out  among  the  children  which  for 
several  of  our  dear  little  ones  was  the  occasion  for  their  death 
and  also  several  adults  suffered  from  a  severe  sore  throat  and 
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in  the  course  of  the  summer  the  fever  broke  out  with  which  all 
in  the  village  and  most  people  in  the  district  had  to  suffer 
severely.  But  our  faithful  Physician  who  punishes  us  at  times 
according  to  His  wisdom  with  sickness,  has  so  let  the  trial  take 
an  end  that  we  were  able  to  bear  it. 

Diary  of  the  Congregation  at  Bethabara, 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  lb.  The  baptism  of  the  little  son  born  December  11  of 
the  past  year  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Samuel  and  Lucinda  Hein  with  the 
name  Edmund  Thomas. 

Jan.  28.  The  funeral  of  Julianna  Susanna  Krause  who  died 
here  day  before  yesterday  evening.  Her  age  was  21  years,  6 
months  and  20  days.  Today  there  broke  out  here  in  the  village 
the  scarlet  fever  when  three  children  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Hauser 
were  all  taken  down  with  it  at  once.  Also  the  rest  of  the  family 
suffered  from  sore  throat. 

Jan.  27.  Their  youngest  daughter  was  attacked  by  it  and  on 
the  following  morning  was  a  corpse  (Clementine  Caroline 
Hauser) . 

Feb.  A.  There  died  the  older  boy  Alfred  James  Hauser. 

Feb.  18.  The  sickness  in  the  village  and  surrounding  neigh- 
borhood is  beginning  to  abate  a  little. 

Feb.  25.  Two  children  were  baptized:  1.  The  little  son  born 
November  22  of  the  last  year  to  our  neighbors  Henry  and  Anna 
Miller  with  the  name  Vergenius  Polimon.  2.  A  little  daughter 
born  on  November  8  of  last  year  to  our  neighbors  Samuel  and 
Martha  Butner  with  the  name  Mary  Letitia. 

March  10.  The  little  daughter  born  on  January  4  to  our  neigh- 
bors Basil  and  Priscilla  Jones  was  baptized  with  the  name  Hen- 
riette  Cellestia. 

March  2b.  There  was  a  baptism  in  which  the  little  son  of  Br. 
and  Sr.  Charles  and  Carolina  Ranks  born  on  December  19  of 
the  last  year  was  baptized  with  the  name  of  Louis  Augustus. 

March  27.  There  was  the  funeral  of  Mary  Krause,  wife  of 
William  Krause,  who  died  day  before  yesterday  the  25th.  Her 
ailment  was  consumption  and  she  died  at  the  age  of  24  years. 
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May  5.  The  single  sisters  celebrated  their  festival.  The  little 
girl  Amanda  Ernestina  Krause  was  received  into  the  choir. 

May  26.  Baptism  of  the  little  daughter  born  April  27  to  our 
Br.  and  Sr.  Thomas  and  Louise  Spach  with  the  name  Henriette 
Celestia. 

May  29.  The  funeral  of  one  of  our  oldest  neighbors  John 
Noll  who  died  day  before  yesterday.  His  age  was  75  years,  8 
months  and  29  days. 

June  16.  Was  the  baptism  of  the  little  daughter  born  on  Sep- 
tember 3  in  Clemenstown  to  our  neighbors  John  Christian  But- 
ner  with  the  name  Eliza  Rebecca. 

June  22.  The  funeral  of  Catharina  Noll,  born  Schaus,  at  the 
age  of  68  years,  9  months  and  11  days. 

Appendix.  The  fever  is  beginning  again  in  the  village  and 
surrounding  area.  Seven  of  our  members  and  some  outsiders 
are  down  with  it. 

July  Was  the  funeral  of  the  little  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Charles 
Ranks,  Louis  Augustus,  who  died  yesterday  morning  at  three 
o'clock  at  the  age  of  6  months  and  13  days. 

July  6.  Was  the  funeral  of  the  little  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr. 
John  and  Catharina  Shore,  Maria  Cornelia,  who  died  yesterday 
morning  at  the  age  of  8  months  and  16  days. 

July  28.  In  the  past  week  I  had  daily  9  to  12  sick  people  to 
visit  and  the  number  is  increasing  daily. 

Aug.  Immediately  at  the  beginning  of  the  month  the  fever  be- 
gan to  spread  with  renewed  force.  68  inhabitants  of  the  village 
were  attacked  and  also  the  majority  of  our  nonresident  mem- 
bers were  laid  low  with  it.  On  the  16th  there  were  only  6  people 
in  the  village  who  had  not  had  it. 

Appendix.  The  sick  were  visited  daily  until  we  too  came  down 
with  the  fever,  from  which,  God  be  praised,  we  recovered  after 
14  days.  Until  the  19th  of  September  no  meetings  could  be  held. 

Sept.  19.  Was  the  funeral  of  the  baby  of  Henry  Thomas 
Krause  who  died  yesterday.  He  was  the  grandson  of  Lwig. 
Krause  and  died  yesterday  at  the  age  of  9  months  and  12  days. 

Sept.  20.  Was  the  funeral  of  the  little  daughter  of  our  neigh- 
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bors  Basil  and  Priscilla  Jones  who  had  died  yesterday  at  the 
age  of  8  months  and  2  weeks.  At  both  funerals  only  very  few 
were  present.  They  could  only  with  difficulty  get  anyone  to  dig 
the  graves.  The  child  was  Henriette  Celestia  Jones. 

Oct.  6.  Was  the  baptism  of  the  little  daughter  born  on  the 
14th  of  August  this  year  to  our  neighbors  Bonaparte  and  Eliza 
Dougins  with  the  name  of  Ernestina  Elisabeth. 

Oct.  13.  There  was  baptized  the  little  son  born  on  June  10 
to  our  Joshua  and  Christina  Spach  with  the  name  of  Thomas 
Alexander.  The  fever  is  still  not  subsiding  and  during  the  meet- 
ing three  people  were  taken  with  it. 

Oct.  20.  The  little  son  born  September  9  to  our  neighbors 
Abr.  and  Louise  Petry  was  baptized  with  the  name  Wesly  Timo- 
theus. 

Dec.  8.  Was  the  funeral  of  the  child  Jonathan  Matthias  But- 
ner  who  died  of  a  nervous  fever  at  six  o'clock  yesterday  morn- 
ing. Little  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Joseph  Butner  aged  9  years,  5 
months  and  13  days. 

Dec.  15.  Funeral  of  the  little  twin  son  of  our  neighbors  Josua 
and  Louise  Butner  who  died  yesterday  morning  at  5  o'clock  of 
a  nerve  fever.  His  name  was  Lafayette  and  his  age  7  years,  5 
months  and  13  days. 

Dec.  26.  The  funeral  of  the  married  man  Br.  Christian  John 
Butner  who  died  gently  and  blessedly  on  the  morning  of  day 
before  yesterday  after  long  suffering  with  consumption. 

Minutes  of  the  Committee  in  Bethabara,  18H. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

May  llf.  The  question  was  laid  before  the  committee  on  the 
part  of  the  administrator  as  to  whether  it  had  any  objections 
if  he  sold  the  former  Byhan  house  to  Mr.  Bodenheimer.  The 
committee  made  no  objections. 

May  27.  The  relatives  of  John  Nole,  one  of  our  neighbors 
who  died  today  are  asking  to  bury  his  body  in  our  God's  Acre, 
with  the  request  of  Br.  Blech,  if  he  has  to  be  sure  the  approval 
of  the  pastor,  that  he  might  preach  the  sermon  in  English.  The 
committee  decided  that  he  will  be  buried  here  if  the  relatives 
pay  $3  for  a  gravestone. 
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June  20.  The  relatives  of  Catharina  Nole,  m.n.  Schaus,  who 
died  today,  ask  to  bury  her  body  in  our  God's  Acre.  This  made 
no  difficulty  especially  as  her  parents  were  formerly  members 
of  the  congregation  in  Bethania  but  it  would  be  under  the  same 
conditions  as  above. 

Nov.  17.  Br.  Van  Vleck  present.  It  was  announced  to  the 
committee  that  the  married  John  Christian  Butners  with  their 
children  and  also  the  married  Christina  Spach  (Josua  Spach's 
wife)  have  asked  to  be  received  in  the  congregation  here  and 
the  thoughts  of  the  committee  were  asked  for  about  it.  The  com- 
mittee has  no  objections  and  wishes  that  still  more  who  have  the 
intention  of  living  for  the  Saviour  here  might  make  the  same 
request. 

Diary  of  the  Congregation  in  Bethania,  18W. 

[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  9.  Very  pleasant  visit  from  the  Brr.  Jacobson  and  Pfohl 
of  Salem  and  Br.  Schmidt  of  Bethabara  for  celebration  of  my 
father's  birthday. 

Jan.  11.  I  married  the  widowed  Br.  Chrn.  Benjamin  Pfaff  to 
the  Single  Sr.  Minerva  Magd.  Flynt. 

Jan.  12.  There  died  gently  after  some  hours  of  severe  suffer- 
ing the  very  aged,  married  Br.  Joh.  Chr.  Loesch  at  the  age  of 
85  years  and  18  days. 

Jan.  11*.  Our  little  Mary  critically  sick  with  scarlet  fever  and 

Jan.  16.  she  died  gently  after  severe  suffering  at  20  minutes 
before  8  p.m.  and  was 

Jan.  18.  buried  when  Br.  Jacobson  gave  the  sermon.  In  the 
evening  our  little  Arthur  came  down  with  the  same  sickness 
and  died 

Jan.  20.  at  2 : 15  a.m.  and  was 

Jan.  21.  buried  on  which  occasion  Br.  Van  Vleck  of  Salem 
preached  on  Matth.  19 :14. 

Jan.  23.  Visited. 

Jan.  27.  Baptized  in  Wm.  Conrad's  home  the  daughter  of  Wil- 
liam and  Nancy  Conrad  with  the  name  Julia  Angelica  and  the 
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little  son  of  Jos.  and  Cath.  Conrad  with  the  name  Jacob  Carlos. 

Jan.  31.  To  Salem  for  consolation  and  for  L.A.C. 

Appendix.  Jan.  16.  Our  little  daughter  Augusta  Maria  died 
at  the  age  of  5  years  and  12  days.  Soon  after  the  funeral  there 
were  shown  also  symptoms  of  the  same  sickness  in  our  little  son 
Arthur  Augustus,  which  seemed  to  get  so  much  worse  so  quick- 
ly that  in  spite  of  the  most  faithful  care  of  a  physician  he  also 
after  about  30  hours  of  suffering  after  a  short  sojourn  of  15 
months  went  to  the  joy  of  his  Lord,  joined  with  his  sister  be- 
fore the  throne  of  God  to  unite  in  the  happy  song  which  is  sung 
there  to  the  Lamb  who  was  slain  for  us  by  millions  of  the  re- 
deemed.2 

Feb.  1.  I  was  attacked  by  bronchitis  which  through  a  par- 
alysis of  the  nerves  brought  on  by  it  prevented  me  for  some 
weeks  from  attending  to  my  duties.  Meantime  the  Lord  in  His 
grace  has  helped  me  and  sent  me  the  necessary  help. 

Feb.  Jf.  Today  when  on  communion  day  this  important  cele- 
bration of  the  love  of  our  dear  Lord  and  Saviour  had  to  be 
omitted  since  Br.  Schmidt  of  Bethabara  on  account  of  circum- 
stances could  not  at  my  request  be  present,  the  few  communi- 
cants who  had  come  in  spite  of  the  heavy  rain  assembled  in  the 
Saal  and  partook  of  the  lovefeast  without  the  liturgy  while  some 
suitable  verses  were  sung  by  the  choir. 

Feb.  25.  The  marriage  of  the  Single  Br.  Michael  Butner  to 
the  Single  Mary  Ann  George  at  the  mill. 

March  3.  Baptism  of  the  child  of  Joel  and  Elis.  Hauser  with 
the  name  of  Emily  Henrietta  at  the  home  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Eug. 
Lehman. 

March  17.  Celebration  of  our  Congregational  Festival.  Al- 
though through  the  week  there  had  been  constant  rain  and  still 
on  Saturday  evening  there  was  little  prospect,  or  really  none, 
for  clear  weather,  still  this  morning  the  sun  shone  in  all  its 
splendor  and  glory  so  that  in  spite  of  the  bad  roads  a  very  good 
number  of  our  brethren  could  be  present  for  the  festival.  Br. 
Van  Vleck  had  already  come  to  us  the  previous  evening  from 
Salem  and  kindly  held  the  meetings  since  I  on  account  of  the 
bad  state  of  my  nerves  could  not  be  present. 


J.  T.  Bechler  was  the  pastor  who  had  this  tragic  experience. 
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March  18.  There  departed  gently  after  a  short  period  of  suf- 
fering the  very  aged  and  life-weary  widowed  Sister  Magdalena 
Hauser,  m.n.  Schor,  at  the  age  of  85  years,  9  months  and  11 
days. 

March  21.  The  marriage  of  the  Single  Br.  Benjamin  Spach 
of  Friedberg  to  the  Single  Sr.  Rebecca  Henrietta  Transou  of 
Salem  in  Christian  Grabs'  home. 

April  6.  Baptism  in  Stockburgers'  home  of  the  child  Joseph 
Commodore  Malcolm. 

April  13.  Went  to  Solomon  Conrad's  to  baptize  their  twins 
born  on  January  20  with  the  names  John  Joseph  and  Susanna 
Catharine. 

April  14.  Baptism  of  the  little  son  of  Thomas  and  Paulina 
Kapp  with  the  name  of  John  Henry  at  Wm.  Lehmann's  home. 

Appendix.  Baptized  in  this  month  Amanda  Lavinia  Douthitt. 

It  is  to  be  noticed  that  the  fever  prevailing  in  the  previous 
late  summer  appears  again  in  all  directions  in  the  congregation 
both  inside  and  outside  the  village. 

May  5.  I  rode  to  Pfafftown  to  have  a  conversation  with  the 
brethren  there  in  regard  to  re-establishing  the  Sunday  School. 
It  was  decided  to  make  a  beginning  on  May  19  with  a  sermon. 

May  18.  This  morning  there  went  to  sleep  gently  after  a  long 
sickness  with  dyspepsia  the  Single  Br.  Tryphonius  Emil  Transou 
at  the  age  of  21.  In  the  evening  an  attack  of  fever. 

May  20.  Went  to  Salem  for  a  visit  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl  to 
whom  the  Lord  on  last  Saturday  had  given  a  little  daughter  but 
she  finished  her  life  at  the  end  of  the  second  day.  I  was  taken 
with  fever,  as  soon  as  I  arrived  toward  evening. 

May  22.  Fever  again. 

May  23.  Dr.  Jones  and  his  wife  set  out  on  their  journey  to 
Philadelphia. 

May  28.  Preached  for  the  last  time  at  the  home  of  Jno.  Grabs. 
Afterward  baptized  the  little  son  of  Demetrius  and  Mary  Hauser 
with  the  name  Edwin  Jasper. 

June  2.  The  committee  for  the  naming  of  a  Head  Diener.  At 
the  end  of  the  meeting  announced  that  the  brethren  of  the

P.H.C.  in  Salem  had  released  me  for  an  undetermined  time  from 
my  office  for  the  recovery  of  my  shattered  nerves  and  I  had  in 
mind  to  go  with  my  wife  for  a  visit  to  Pennsylvania  at  the  be- 
ginning of  next  week,  further  that  Br.  Edw.  Sensemann  of 
Salem  meanwhile  would  serve  the  congregation  with  preaching 
and  visiting  the  sick,  until  a  successor  could  be  appointed.3 

June  5.  I  suffered  with  vomiting,  diarrhea  and  fever. 

June  9.  Confirmation  of  the  Single  Brr.  Edwin  Schulz,  Edwin 
Pfaff,  Francis  Holder,  Augustine  Holder  and  the  Single  Sisters 
Mary  Leinbach,  Louise  Schulz.  In  the  afternoon  was  communion 
lovefeast  in  which  I  commended  us  to  the  further  loving  remem- 
brance of  the  congregation  and  concluded  my  six  years  of  work 
among  them. 

June  1U.  Today  we  started  for  Philadelphia  and  on  the  way 
made  some  visits  in  Shortown. 

July  2U.  Today  was  the  funeral  of  the  widowed  Sister  Regina 
Elisabeth  Keieger,  widowed  Miller,  m.n.  Zimmerman,  who  had 
died  early  yesterday  at  the  age  of  77  years,  10  months  and  16 
days. 

Aug,  22.  In  the  afternoon  at  one  o'clock  was  the  funeral  of 
the  married  Henry  Schor  who  died  day  before  yesterday  at  the 
age  of  46  years,  8  days  after  a  sickness  of  7  days. 

Sept.  ...  In  the  course  of  the  past  week  the  fever  in  the  vil- 
lage had  increased  and  also  in  the  surrounding  region.  The  sick 
in  the  village,  namely  in  8  families,  were  all  visited. 

Sept.  10.  Br.  Huebener  conducted  the  funeral  of  the  little  girl 
Margaret  Elisabeth  Lehmann  who  died  day  before  yesterday 
at  the  age  of  2  years,  10  months  and  4  days,  of  the  fever. 

Sept.  15.  In  the  afternoon  was  the  baptism  of  the  first-born 
son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Thomas  and  Wilhelmine  Losch. 

Sept.  22.  Br.  and  Sr.  Hagen  were  introduced  in  an  early 
meeting. 

Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  first-born  son  of  our  friends  Dr. 
Jones  and  Julia,  m.n.  Conrad. 

Sept.  2k.  Br.  Hagen  does  the  writing  now. 
Held  the  funeral  of  the  late  sister  Oehman  and  visited  sev- 
eral sick  in  the  village. 

8  Sensemann  was  appointed  as  the  interim  pastor  between  Bechler  and  Hagen. 
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Sept.  25.  Visited  with  my  dear  wife  all  the  brethren  in  Beth- 
ania  with  the  exception  of  such  as  were  not  at  home.  The 
people  everywhere  are  in  general  very  seriously  minded. 

Sept.  27.  Our  dear  Lord  has  finally  made  us  rejoice  over  a 
gracious  rain  after  a  long  continued  dry  spell.  The  dear  breth- 
ren have  met  us  on  all  sides  with  great  love  and  kindness. 

Sept.  28.  It  rained  the  whole  night  through  and  also  this 
whole  day  until  toward  evening.  The  creek  has  now  risen  so 
much  that  probably  the  mills  can  get  started  again  and  so  there 
will  be  relief  for  the  lack  of  flour. 

Sept.  29.  Today  on  the  Lord's  day  His  poor  servant's  heart 
was  heavy;  the  feeling  of  my  weakness  and  its  weak  faith 
troubled  my  poor  heart.  But  His  power  is  great  in  my  weak- 
ness and  that  is  my  comfort. 

Sept.  30.  Today  I  rode  to  Pfafftown  for  the  first  time  on  my 
old  black  horse  that  I  found  here  yesterday.  I  visited  13  families. 

I  sought  to  speak  everywhere  of  the  dear  wounds  of  my  dear 
Saviour  to  the  dear  people.  May  the  Spirit  bless  these  talks  and 
let  them  serve  for  the  healing  of  the  hearts.  I  also  visited  a  sick 
family  in  Bethania.  Oh  Saviour,  help  them.  Oh  what  pleasure 
I  feel  today  in  the  Lord,  as  I  sympathize  so  much  with  the  pain 
of  my  beloved  people  and  I  believe  it  is  nothing  but  mercy  that 
He  sends  to  us,  whatever  it  may  be.  The  Lord  was  good  to  me 
today. 

Oct.  U.  Last  night  we  had  suddenly  a  violent  storm  with  some 
rain. 

Oct.  5.  We  went  to  Pfafftown  where  I  preached  in  Englisr. 
on  I  Timothy  1:15.  I  have  reason  to  thank  the  Lord  for  his 
gracious  assistance  in  my  first  sermon.  He  gave  me  thoughts 
and  words  and,  as  I  also  have  faith  to  believe,  healing,  and  He 
will  also  henceforth  do  more  than  I  can  ask  and  understand. 

Oct.  6.  I  baptized  the  little  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Thomas  Shultz, 
m.n.  Miicke. 

Oct.  8.  In  the  evening  we  started  practice  on  our  church 
music.  The  dear  people  seemed  to  have  great  enthusiasm  for  it. 

Oct.  10.  Father  Schor  has  gone  home.  He  had  reached  his 
80th  year.  Right  after  noon  I  was  attacked  by  a  violent  pain  in 
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my  teeth,  ear  and  the  right  side  of  my  face  so  that  I  had  to  lie 
down  for  some  hours.  The  Lord  knows  how  I  felt  today;  I  am 
so  unskilled  and  incapable  and  yet  a  powerful  preacher  of  the 
truth  ought  to  be  stationed  here,  for  there  is  great  need. 

Oct.  11.  While  we  were  in  God's  Acre  for  the  burial  of  Br. 
John  Shor  it  began  to  rain. 

My  dear  brother-in-law  Sussdorf  has  been  with  us  today  and 
tomorrow  will  repair  our  organ. 

Oct.  1U.  Gloomy.  Rode  to  Salem  and  took  letters  to  the  North 
to  Sister  A.  Brietz,  L.  Bagge  and  Nancy  who  are  going  to  Beth- 
lehem tomorrow.  Drove  to  Bethania  in  my  new  coach  bought 
for  me  by  Br.  Adam  Haman.  I  finally  heard  something  in  Salem 
about  our  things.  They  are  perhaps  already  in  Fayetteville. 

Oct.  16.  Held  violin  instruction  for  church  music. 

Oct.  17.  It  is  necessary  that  one  pray  right  zealously  for  a 
time  of  Pentecost  for  our  Bethania  and  the  neighborhood. 

Oct.  29.  Very  cold  and  windy  and  snowed  a  little. 

Oct.  30.  My  birthday.  Drove  to  Salem.  Weather  cold. 

Nov.  1.  Came  back  with  Angelica.  Our  things  finally  here. 
Stove  in  the  bedroom  newly  set  up.  Very  busy  with  unpacking. 
Very  tired. 

Nov.  2.  In  the  afternoon  a  sermon  for  negroes  at  the  begin- 
ning of  which  a  negro  child  was  baptized,  a  little  girl,  by  the 
name  Martha  Malina,  daughter  of  Lydia,  the  property  of  Simon 
Stolz's  widow  and  of  George,  belonging  to  Solomon  Transou, 
born  August  11.  This  meeting  with  largely  attended  by  both 
black  and  white. 

Nov.  7.  Tonight  an  attempt  was  made  to  break  into  Eug. 
Lehman's  store  and  the  thieves  were  also  in  Jos.  Transou's  shop. 

Nov.  14.  Went  on  horseback  to  Salem.  Had  there  the  unex- 
pected pleasure  of  being  present  in  the  afternoon  at  the  celebra- 
tion of  the  birthday  of  our  dear  Bishop  Van  Vleck. 

Nov.  20.  Slaughtering  day. 

Nov.  21.  Heard  that  Nath.  Pfaff's  smallest  child  had  died 
yesterday.  In  the  evening  had  a  conversation  with  Dr.  Wilson 
about  the  establishment  of  a  school  here  in  Bethania. 
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Nov.  2h.  Harvest  festival  of  Thanksgiving.  First  litany  and 
then  English  sermon.  In  the  evening  litany  and  eclipse  of  the 
moon.  Also  my  poor  heart  was  somewhat  darkened.  I  have  not 
wanted  to  preach.  May  the  Lord  have  mercy  graciously  on  His 
poor  servant. 

Nov.  SO.  Went  to  Pfafftown.  Baptized  there  the  little  child 
Sarah  Rebecca,  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Timothy  and  Mary  Con- 
rad, born  on  the  7th  of  this  month. 

Dec.  1.  The  baptism  of  the  negro  baby  Josiah  little  son  of 
the  married  couple  Jack  and  Nancy  who  live  at  Abraham  Con- 
rad's, born  September  28. 

Dec.  9.  Funeral  of  Maria  Magdalena  Salome  Flint  who  died  on 
Saturday  the  7th  at  the  age  of  48  years,  8  months  and  22  days. 
The  church  was  full  for  the  first  time  since  the  writer  has  been 
here. 

Dec.  1U.  Today  the  negro  baby,  Martha  Malvina,  just  bap- 
tized on  November  2,  dead  in  bed.  She  had  choked  on  mucus. 

Dec.  15.  Baptized  two  negro  children  namely:  first  the  little 
girl  Amanda  Louisa  daughter  of  Sandy  and  Betsey  belonging 
to  Loesh,  who  was  born  March  18,  1844,  second  the  little  boy 
Julius  Preston,  little  son  of  Louis  of  Lemlys  and  Maria  of 
Loesches.  He  was  born  September  5,  1844. 

Dec.  19.  Wood  and  sausage  come  in  right  generously  in  these 
days. 

Dec.  21.  Another  meeting  about  the  establishment  of  a  school 
in  our  village.  A  plan  was  proposed  and  accepted.  A  company 
was  formed  by  subscription  of  names  and  at  once  the  company 
that  had  just  come  into  being  chose  a  treasurer,  Israel  Lash, 
three  trustees  of  the  school,  namely  Dr.  Wilson,  Benj.  Thos. 
Lash  and  Eugene  Lehmann.  These  trustees  by  authorization 
named  the  pastor  of  the  congregation  here  as  Principal  of  this 
school.  The  Pastor  accepted  this  office  with  the  condition  and 
proviso  that  this  school  duty  of  his  should  be  no  hindrance  to 
him  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  of  office  assigned  to  him 
hereafter. 

Dec.  28.  Bitter  cold  and  stormy.  Went  in  the  evening  to  Jos. 
Conrad's  across  the  river.  She  had  a  child  last  Friday  and  is  in 
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a  dangerous  situation.  Prayed  with  her.  Returned  about  three 
o'clock  in  the  morning. 

Dec.  2Jf.  Lovefeast  for  the  children  and  immediately  after- 
ward an  English  sermon.  Had  to  reprove  some  on  account  of 
bad  behaviour  in  the  church. 

Dec.  29.  After  the  negro  sermon  was  the  baptism  of  the  negro 
baby  Sarah  Minerva,  born  April  1,  1844.  Little  daughter  of 
Peter  (Douthitt)  and  Maria  (Douthitt). 

Dec.  30.  Went  to  Johnathan  Stulz's  for  his  funeral.  He  died 
some  days  ago  in  Danville  175  miles  from  here. 

Minutes  of  the  Committee  in  Bethania,  1844. 
[Extracts  translated."] 

March  25. 

The  pastor  announced  that  Sr.  Cath.  Lehmann  who  up  to  now 
has  assisted  her  husband  in  his  office  as  first  Saaldiener,  is  ask- 
ing to  be  released  from  this  duty,  since  her  family  circum- 
stances hinder  her  in  the  performance  of  her  duties.  It  was 
proposed  to  appoint  the  Single  Sister  Susan  Strub  for  this  duty. 
She  has  however  refused  it. 

The  pastor  stated  that  it  would  probably  be  necessary  to  make 
a  change  in  the  contributions  of  some  of  the  brethren  living  at 
some  distance.  Through  unavoidable  circumstances,  the  demise 
of  many  heads  of  families,  the  moving  away  of  whole  families 
etc.  it  has  come  to  the  point  that  the  burden  of  congregational 
contributions  has  fallen  on  a  relatively  small  part  of  the  breth- 
ren, since  those  living  at  a  distance,  who  formerly  were  only  a 
few  in  number  and  their  contributions  also  small,  have  now  so 
increased,  that  it  is  necessary  in  order  to  approximate  more 
equality  to  tax  these  higher.  Various  proposals  were  made  but 
they  were  unable  to  come  to  a  definite  conclusion  and  postponed 
the  matter  until  the  next  meeting.  The  pastor  was  asked  to 
prepare  before  then  a  list  of  those  living  at  a  distance. 

March  [?]. 

The  pastor  reported  that  he  had  spoken  again  with  Sister 
Cath.  Lehman  and  she  had  been  willing  to  assist  her  husband  in 
his  office,  if  they  did  not  expect  of  her  that  she  take  an  active 
part  in  the  kitchen  at  lovefeasts  since  her  family  circumstances 
prevented  her  from  that.  It  was  decided  that  permission  be  given 
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to  Br.  Wm.  Lehman  to  talk  the  matter  over  with  some  other 
person  who  would  be  willing  to  fill  the  place  of  his  wife  in  the 
kitchen. 

3.  It  was  declared  that  it  would  probably  be  necessary  first 
before  one  could  raise  the  amounts  of  contributions  to  try  out 
the  feeling  of  those  concerned,  as  to  whether  they  wished  to  be 
regarded  as  members  of  our  congregation,  or  not,  and  the  pastor 
was  asked  to  speak  as  soon  as  feasible  with  the  various  in- 
dividuals and  to  report  on  the  matter. 

June  2. 

1.  The  pastor  announced  that  Br.  Wm.  Lehman  had  stated 
his  wish  to  give  up  the  office  of  first  Saaldiener  since  the  cir- 
cumstances of  his  wife  did  not  allow  the  serving  of  the  same. 
They  can  moreover  offer  it  to  one  of  the  married  Dieners.  Per- 
haps Br.  Michael  Butner  would  be  willing  to  take  it  over. 

3.  The  pastor  brought  up  the  building  of  a  corpse  house  which 
had  been  discussed  in  the  previous  session.  They  were  unani- 
mous in  recognizing  the  necessity  for  such  a  building  but  could 
not  agree  from  where  to  get  the  means,  since  they  did  not  feel 
justified  in  burdening  the  congregation's  treasury  with  it.  After 
an  investigation  of  the  place  they  thought  the  east  corner  by  the 
lovefeast  kitchen  the  most  suitable  and  brick  the  most  durable 
material.  The  proposition  of  making  an  effort  of  raising  at  least 
a  part  of  the  necessary  outlay  by  subscription  was  consented  to. 
Br.  Eug.  Lehman  promised  to  make  an  attempt  in  the  village 
and  Br.  P.  Pf aff  among  those  outside. 

June  If. 

Pastor  announced  that  he  had  asked  of  the  Brr.  of  the  P.H.C. 
in  Salem  permission  to  make  a  visit  for  an  indefinite  time  with 
his  wife's  relatives  in  Pennsylvania  and  it  had  been  granted  to 
him  and  he  expected  to  start  in  the  week  after  the  9th  of  June. 
His  place  would  be  substituted  for  again  by  Br.  Edw.  Senseman 
until  a  successor  could  be  named,  but  circumstances  were  such 
that  public  divine  service  here  could  only  be  held  every  two 
weeks. 

June  23. 

Br.  Thos.  Pfohl  who  had  charge  of  the  meetings  on  this  day 
read  to  the  committee  a  writing  of  the  Brr.  of  the  P.H.C.  in 
Salem  in  which  the  announcement  was  made  to  the  congregation 
in  Bethania  that  as  an  appointment  of  our  dear  Lord  through 
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the  lot  Br.  and  Sr.  Franz  Florentin  Hagen,  now  living  in 
Nazareth  were  approved  as  future  workers  in  the  congregation 
here.  The  committee  did  not  want  to  refuse  its  willingness  for 
the  appointment  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Hagen  exactly,  but  made  its  wish 
known  that  a  somewhat  older  couple  might  be  called  to  Beth- 
ania,  since  it  believed  that  the  present  condition  of  the  congre- 
gation demanded  that  it  be  served  by  a  couple  who  had  already 
had  more  experience  in  the  service  of  a  congregation.  Br.  Pfohl 
promised  to  convey  this  wish  of  the  committee  to  P.H.C. 

June  26. 

In  consequence  of  the  answer  of  the  committee  conveyed  to 
the  P.H.C.  in  Salem  by  Br.  Thos.  Pfohl,  Brr.  Van  Vleck  and 
Theo.  Schulz  were  present  for  another  discussion.  Since  however 
the  committee  expressed  its  wish  already  stated  only  still  more 
definitely,  the  Brr.  of  the  P.H.C.  thought  they  would  have  to 
give  up  the  appointment  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Hagen  in  Bethania. 

July  31. 

1.  There  were  present  from  Salem  Brr.  Van  Vleck  and  Carl 
Friedr.  Kluge.  The  latter  has  just  been  welcomed  as  a  new  mem- 
ber of  the  P.H.C.  here  and  on  this  occasion  was  introduced  and 
commended  to  the  committee  as  such. 

2.  According  to  the  letters  received  from  the  P.H.C.  in  Beth- 
lehem in  connection  with  the  calling  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Hagen  to 
Bethania  and  his  own  explanation  given  under  these  circum- 
stances, cause  was  found  for  giving  this  matter  once  more  to  the 
committee  for  consideration  who  then  also  after  mature  weigh- 
ing of  all  information  given  in  this  connection  decided  in  spite 
of  the  stronger  and  stronger  wish  for  the  serving  in  this  con- 
gregation of  an  older  pastor  and  wife  to  refuse  their  consent  no 
longer,  that  an  attempt  be  made  with  the  appointment  of  the 
before-mentioned  brother  and  sister. 

Sept.  22. 

Accompanied  by  Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Vleck  and  Br.  and  Sr.  Thos. 
Pfohl,  Br.  and  Sr.  Hagen  arrived  today  in  Bethania.  Br.  F.  F. 
Hagen  still  before  the  first  meeting  of  the  committee  was  intro- 
duced by  Br.  Van  Vleck  in  the  presence  of  Br.  Thos.  Pfohl  to 
them  and  commended  to  them  for  their  love  and  support  with 
counsel,  deed  and  prayer. 

Oct.  20. 

3.  Since  the  pastor  expressed  the  wish  that  an  opportunity 
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might  be  given  him  also  to  announce  the  way  of  salvation  to 
the  negroes  here,  as  a  suitable  time  was  set  Sunday  afternoon 
at  3  o'clock  to  hold  every  two  weeks  an  English  sermon  for  the 
negroes.  The  pastor  declared  himself  ready  at  the  afore-men- 
tioned time  and  to  be  sure  on  the  Sundays  when  German  was 
preached  to  hold  the  aforesaid  English  sermon  for  the  negroes; 
that  is,  if  nothing  else  such  as  for  example  a  brothers'  festival 
or  festival  day  interfered. 

4.  It  was  mentioned  that  it  has  come  to  be  an  unsuitable 
habit  that  our  youth  often  at  meeting  time  go  to  a  music  chorus, 
which  evil  is  to  be  checked  as  soon  as  possible.  The  committee 
expressed  the  wish  that  the  pastor  speak  individually  with  the 
Saaldieners  about  this  matter  and  ask  the  young  people  who  take 
no  part  in  the  music  and  therefore  do  not  belong  to  the  chorus, 
to  point  out  to  them  their  place  on  the  empty  benches  in  the  Saal. 
The  members  of  the  committee  declared  their  willingness  to  use 
their  influence  in  this  matter  for  upholding  the  order. 

Oct.  27. 

2.  The  committee  considered  it  advisable  to  appoint  the  youths 
Alvin  Butner  and  Wesley  Kearney  as  regular  bellows  blowers 
since  perhaps  there  could  be  a  need  if  from  now  on  the  running 
out  would  be  a  hindrance  to  the  choir  and  when  there  would  be 
no  one  there  to  blow  the  bellows. 

3.  The  pastor  announced  that  Br.  Jos.  Transou  and  wife, 
Henry  Lehman  and  Dr.  Wilson's  wife  wish  to  be  readmitted 
into  the  congregation  in  Bethania.  They  were  glad  for  this  and 
the  committee  gave  its  consent. 

4.  It  was  decided  that  the  Lord  willing  every  Sunday  at  1 
o'clock  a  meeting  for  children  should  be  held  and  after  it  Bible 
instruction  for  them. 

Nov.  10. 

Today  the  request  of  Br.  Christian  H.  Grabs  with  his  wife  and 
4  children  for  readmission  into  the  congregation  was  approved. 
The  P.H.C.  in  Salem  has  likewise  approved. 

Dec.  22. 

1.  The  pastor  announced  that  Jos.  Conrad  requests  to  be  re- 
admitted into  the  congregation  with  his  wife  and  two  children. 
His  request  was  approved.  The  P.H.C.  in  Salem  has  likewise 
agreed. 
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3.  It  was  likewise  sanctioned  that  the  pastor  might  be  com- 
missioned to  hold  a  Bible  hour  Wednesday  evening. 

4.  The  question  was  brought  up  whether  the  blue  bedstead 
left  by  Br.  and  Sr.  Bechler  be  bought  for  the  Gemein  house  from 
the  congregation  treasury. 

Dec.  25. 

1.  In  regard  to  the  bedstead  left  by  Br.  Bechler  the  pastor 
promised  to  write  presently  to  Br.  Bechler  to  hear  what  he 
wants  for  it. 

2.  It  was  decided  to  provide  the  church  path  with  a  fence  on 
the  south  side  reaching  from  the  Gemein  house  to  the  wall  and 
likewise  on  the  north  side  from  the  church  corner  to  the  wall, 
and  also  a  gate  for  this  fence.  Br.  Eugene  Lehman  was  willing 
to  look  after  the  erection  of  this  fence. 

3.  It  was  also  decided  to  set  out  trees  for  the  missing  ones 
on  the  graveyard  path  and  also  to  plant  a  row  of  cedar  trees 
in  front  of  the  church.  Br.  Peter  Pfaff  offered  to  deliver  these 
trees  and  Br.  Herman  Butner  to  see  to  their  planting. 

Memorabilia  of  the  Congregation  in  Friedberg,  18 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Although  the  harvest  this  year  was  not  so  abundant  as  in 
previous  years,  still  we  must  confess  that  the  blessing  of  God 
has  warded  off  all  want  and  has  given  us  plenty  of  life's  sus- 
tenance. The  fever  by  which  almost  the  whole  congregation  was 
laid  low  in  the  summer  of  1843,  showed  itself  very  early  this 
year  and  was  more  harmful  than  ever  before.  Only  a  few  fami- 
lies were  spared  from  it.  The  pleurisy  and  scarlet  fever  pre- 
vailed among  us  in  fall  and  winter.  Although  we  are  glad  for  a 
milder  form  of  these  diseases,  yet  there  were  several  deaths 
from  them  in  the  spring.  Indeed  the  number  of  dead  in  this  year 
is  rather  large. 

Minutes  of  the  Committee  in  Friedberg  of  1844. 
[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  27. 

5.  The  smokehouse  is  to  be  roofed  next  week. 

6.  It  was  announced  as  business  for  the  next  time  to  consider 
how  the  subsistence  for  the  pastor  could  be  cared  for  best. 
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March  30. 

3.  From  the  income  from  the  land  exchange  a  ditch  is  to  be 
made  through  the  meadow,  a  new  bell  rope  procured  and  the 
wheelbarrow  repaired.  It  was  not  decided  what  to  do  with  the 
rest  of  the  money. 

4.  A  new  bell  rope  is  to  be  procured  from  the  school  treasury. 
8.  It  was  decided  to  get  40  new  lovef  east  mugs. 

June  22. 

2.  A  report  from  the  P.H.C.  was  read  in  which  the  recall  of 
the  present  pastor  and  his  wife  and  their  call  to  service  with 
the  outside  brethren  in  the  neighborhood  of  Salem,  as  well  as 
the  call  of  the  Single  Br.  Senseman  for  service  with  the  con- 
gregation here  was  contained.  The  committee  approved  the  ap- 
pointment of  Br.  Senseman. 

3.  Br.  Chr.  Hege  undertook  to  build  the  well  house  at  the 
ditch  by  the  spring  toward  Th.  Fischer's. 

6.  Br.  Chr.  Hege  took  again  the  office  which  he  has  con- 
ducted previously,  namely  cashier. 

Sept.  U. 

3.  It  was  decided  by  the  committee  that  more  English  should 
be  preached  and  on  the  second  and  fourth  Sundays  in  the  month 
English  and  on  the  third  and  fifth,  if  there  should  be  one,  Ger- 
man should  be  preached. 

4.  The  committee  commissioned  the  pastor  to  speak  with  the 
Ministers'  Conference  at  Salem  about  giving  up  the  preaching 
place  Cool  Spring. 

Dec.  U. 

5.  The  pastor  was  requested  to  speak  with  Br.  Thos.  Pfohl 
about  the  debt  of  $10.75. 

6.  The  pastor  was  asked  to  speak  with  Br.  Jos.  Boeckel  and 
find  out  whether  he  wanted  to  be  a  member  of  the  congregation 
any  longer. 

7.  $12.00  was  appropriated  from  the  treasury  for  the  pay- 
ment on  the  debt  of  $40.00  with  Br.  Thos.  Pfohl  in  Salem. 

Diary  of  the  Congregation  at  Friedberg  and  Hope  of  the  year 

1844. 

[Extracts  translated."] 

Jan.  8.  The  sickness  (sore  throat)  seems  on  the  whole  to  be 
subsiding. 
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Jan.  19.  The  funeral  of  the  late  widowed  Sister  Elisab.  Rebec- 
ca Beroth,  m.n.  Miller,  who  died  on  the  17th  after  8  o'clock  in 
the  evening.  Her  age  was  54  years,  3  weeks  and  1  day. 

Jan.  30.  The  marriage  of  the  Single  Brother  John  Solomon 
Knauss  to  the  Single  Sister  Eva  Caritas  Spach. 

Appendix.  Feb.  17.  Baptism  of  Carolina  Wooseley  born  Jan- 
uary 21. 

March  8.  I  baptized  at  the  request  of  the  parents  the  little 
daughter  born  on  February  25  to  the  Solomon  Rothrocks. 

March  11.  I  took  our  children  who  spent  some  days  at  home 
with  us  back  to  Salem. 

March  18.  It  stormed  the  whole  day  and  several  trees  were 
uprooted. 

March  25.  I  visited  several  sick  people  among  others,  at  Henry 
Spach's,  whose  daughter,  Anna  Elisabeth,  died  at  one  this  after- 
noon at  the  age  of  9  years,  8  months  and  4  days. 

March  81.  Confirmation.  Names:  The  single  Gertraud  Spach, 
Lucia  K.  Fischer,  Anna  Lisetta  Fischer,  Margaret  Vogler,  Chris- 
tine Paulina  Boeckel  and  the  married  Anna  Fischel,  m.n.  Hoff- 
man. 

After  this  meeting  the  abandoned  limbs  of  the  youth  John 
Edwin  Spach  were  accompanied  to  their  rest.  He  was  born  Au- 
gust 25,  1827  and  died  yesterday  evening.  The  funeral  sermon 
will  be  given  another  time. 

Appendix.  March  8.  Baptism  of  Regina  Magdalena  Rothrock 
born  February  25. 

March  10.  Baptism  of  Paulina  Rebecca  Walk  born  January  26. 

April  1.  The  Brr.  Chr.  Rippel,  Jacob  Spach  and  Chr.  Spach 
promised  to  help  the  poor  and  suffering  Henry  Spachs  with  flour. 
These  3  brethren  will  for  this  purpose  have  2  and  %  bushels 
of  wheat  ground. 

April  5.  Was  the  confirmation  of  the  Single  Sister  Anna 
Maria  Spach.  Immediately  after  that  the  abandoned  hull  of  the 
child  Henry  Emanuel  Spach,  who  was  called  away  yesterday 
was  accompanied  to  its  rest.

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April  18.  Today  it  rained  again  after  long  heat  and  drought.

George  Philip  Taylor 
Vawter  and  the  confirmation  of  the  married  couples  John  Solo- 
mon Spachs  and  Henry  Berrils. 

Appendix.  Baptized  the  12th  of  May  Wesley  Sandford  Fischel. 

June  9.  I  began  instruction  with  the  black  sister  Anna  in  the 
holy  truth. 

June  21.  The  funeral  of  the  married  Sister  Sarah  Spach,  m.n. 
Tesch. 

July  9.  The  funeral  of  the  widowed  Anna  Maria  Reich,  m.n. 
Rothrock,  a  nonresident  member  at  the  age  of  71  years  and  16 
days. 

July  lJf.  In  the  course  of  this  week  we  could  not  visit  because 
our  child  was  sick  with  the  fever.  The  usual  fall  fevers  are  again 
at  hand,  but  not  so  severe  as  last  year. 

July  27.  The  funeral  of  the  widowed  Br.  Johannes  Spach  at 
the  age  of  81  years,  8  months  and  14  days. 

On  account  of  the  sickness  of  our  children  we  could  make  no 
visits  this  week. 

Aug.  11.  I  delivered  my  farewell  sermon. 

Aug.  17.   (Edwin  Senseman).  The  whole  congregation  was 
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present  for  the  farewell  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Huebener  and  Br.  and 
Sr.  Senseman  were  introduced  to  the  congregation. 

Aug.  25.  I  preached  chiefly  in  reference  to  the  Sunday  School 
which  is  not  very  well  attended. 

This  week  we  visited  several  families  and  found  many  sick 
with  fever. 

Sept.  12.  I  held  a  funeral  (Theoph.  Boeckel)  in  the  Methodist 
Church  Olivet.  The  child  was  the  son  of  Br.  Joseph  Boeckel,  born 
August  13, 1843  and  died  September  11, 1844. 

Sept.  21.  I  baptized  the  twin  children  of  our  neighbor  Jacob 
Spach,  Jun.,  Elija  Elisha  and  Eliza  Elizabeth.  Right  after  the 
baptism  the  first-named  child  died. 

Sept.  22.  After  the  sermon  was  a  baptism,  Allen  Alexander 
Fishel. 

During  the  following  week  my  dear  wife  became  sick  with  the 
fever.  I  considered  it  desirable  to  take  her  to  her  parents  in 
Salem  for  care  and  since  the  fever  was  very  bad  I  could  not 
visit  the  brethren. 

Sept.  29.  I  preached  a  temperance  sermon.  The  number  of 
listeners  was  large.  After  the  sermon  many  signed  the  tem- 
perance pledge. 

Oct.  5.  Celebrated  Married  People's  Festival  in  Friedberg. 
There  was  lovefeast  and  afterward  holy  communion.  Although 
this  was  the  first  time  I  conducted  this  service,  the  Lord  helped 
me  through  happily. 

In  the  following  week  I  visited  again  at  several  homes  and 
found  the  fever  slackening  off. 

Oct.  11.  I  was  able  to  bring  my  dear  wife  back  to  Friedberg, 
since  she  through  God's  help  had  become  well  again. 

Nov.  -4.  I  was  sent  for  to  go  to  our  neighbor  Crouch's  house 
where  one  of  his  children  lay  sick  with  bad  sore  throat.  Before 
daybreak  the  Saviour  took  the  soul  of  Sarah  Crouch  to  Himself. 

Nov.  15.  I  baptized  the  child  George  Washington  Spach  in 
the  house  of  his  father  Andreas  Spach. 

Nov.  23.  I  held  Bible  instruction  for  the  youth  and  children 
in  Cool  Spring.  This  instruction  is  to  be  held  regularly  when 
possible. 
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Nov.  30.  Johanna  Catherine,  little  daughter  of  our  Br.  and 
Sr.  Edward  Jacob  Mock,  was  baptized. 

Dec.  8.  I  held  the  funeral  sermon  of  the  child  Rosina  Chitty 
in  Hopewell. 

Dec.  16.  Early  I  was  sent  for  to  administer  the  holy  com- 
munion to  Nancy  Foltz  since  her  end  was  expected.  Against  all 
expectation  however  she  lived  until  about  two  o'clock  the  next 
morning.  She  was  a  full  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church. 

Minutes  of  the  Committee  in  Friedland,  18  Uh. 
[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  2b. 

The  chief  cause  for  this  first  meeting  in  the  newly  begun 
year  was  the  repairing  or  renewing  or  enlarging  of  the  grave- 
yard fence  which  has  been  found  necessary.  Since  however  only 
half  and  not  a  majority  of  the  members  had  assembled,  they 
did  not  feel  themselves  empowered  to  go  on  to  a  decision  of  the 
matter  and  thought  it  desirable  that  this  be  left  to  the  house- 
holders of  the  congregation. 

2.  The  house  account  was  presented  by  the  pastor  from  which 
it  was  evident  that  the  income  exceeded  the  expenditure  by  $12 
and  99  and  %  cents.  When  the  remark  was  made  that  this  money 
could  be  used  for  the  improvement  of  the  graveyard  fence  or 
some  house  repair  or  other,  the  pastor  mentioned  that  the  re- 
pairing of  the  floor  in  the  kitchen  which  has  completely  sunk, 
was  very  necessary. 

Meeting  of  the  householders  and  adult  brethren  February  11. 
19  persons  present. 

They  came  to  the  following  conclusions : 

1.  It  was  decided  that  the  graveyard  fence  should  be  built 
anew. 

2.  That  the  nails  for  the  purpose  should  be  procured  from  the 
house  treasury. 

3.  Decided  that  the  height  of  the  same  should  be  4%  feet. 

4.  That  the  procuring  of  the  necessary  materials,  posts,  bars 
and  pickets  should  be  left  optional  for  each  one. 

5.  That  the  distance  between  the  posts  should  not  exceed  8 
feet. 
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6.  That  the  bars  should  be  sawed  16  feet  in  length  and  should 
consist  of  good  black  oak  wood  and  should  be  delivered  for  ten 
cents  apiece. 

7.  That  all  materials  should  be  delivered  by  each  one  by  Feb- 
ruary 26..  1844. 

8.  That  the  thickness  of  the  squared  posts  shall  be  6  inches. 

9.  It  was  decided  and  unanimously  agreed  to  that  the  mak- 
ing and  setting  of  the  gate  and  posts  and  arch  should  be 
the  acknowledged  and  appointed  part  of  the  fence  for  Philip 
Schneider. 

Finally  the  following  question  was  brought  up  and  unanimous- 
ly decided,  that  where  a  householder  did  not  belong  to  the  con- 
gregation but  whose  wife's  membership  gave  them  and  their 
children  the  privilege  of  being  buried  in  the  graveyard,  he 
would  lose  this  right  in  case  he  should  refuse  to  do  his  ap- 
pointed part  in  the  making  of  the  fence.  A  similar  thing  would 
happen  to  a  wife  of  a  brother  belonging  to  the  congregation,  in 
case  he  was  unwilling  to  fulfill  his  part  of  the  fence.  The  pay- 
ment of  the  established  price  of  $1  for  a  gravestone  was  pledged. 

Feb.  25.  Committee. 

1.  Br.  John  Seitz  announced  that  the  chief  reason  of  our  meet- 
ing today  was  this :  On  the  previous  Sunday  a  neighbor  by  the 
name  of  Capt.  Keller  had  told  him  that  he  was  ready  to  con- 
tribute something  for  the  good  of  the  graveyard  fence  and  to 
help  with  the  renewing  of  the  same  in  case  it  was  granted  to  him 
for  his  mother  now  well  on  in  years  (had  been  a  Ruppel)  and  who 
had  been  a  member  of  the  brethren  in  Bethania  and  had  been 
reared  there  to  get  by  this  means  a  burial  right  thereby  in  our 
graveyard.  But  since  it  was  not  up  to  him  to  decide  it,  he  had 
put  him  off  until  today,  when  he  would  have  an  opportunity  to 
lay  his  proposition  before  the  committee.  But  since  he  did  not 
appear,  the  committee  came  to  the  conclusion  that  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  all  assistance  offers  were  certainly  acknowledged  with 
gratitude,  they  could  not  give  their  approval  for  strangers  to 
take  part  in  the  preparation  of  the  fence,  in  order  to  get  for 
themselves  a  right  in  the  graveyard.  It  should  be  pointed  out 
to  him,  in  case  he  came  on  the  next  day  to  help  with  the  fence 
that  they  could  only  abide  by  the  already  firmly  established  rule : 
namely  to  pay  $1  before  the  grave  was  made. 

March  3.  Committee. 

1.  They  had  hoped  to  see  Br.  Chr.  Nissen  present  to  convince 
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him  of  the  wrongness  of  his  opinion  that  something  had  been 
wrong  in  the  receiving  of  money  for  strangers'  graves  in  our 
graveyard  in  the  past  year  1843,  namely  in  the  grave  of  Phoebe 
Rothrock  whose  burial  and  the  reception  of  money  for  her  grave 
happened  in  the  year  1842  and  the  account  appears  for  that 
year.  Both  accounts  were  inspected  by  the  committee  and  pro- 
nounced correct.  It  was  assigned  to  the  pastor  to  assure  him 
through  a  few  lines  of  the  complete  conviction  of  the  committee 
of  the  justice  of  the  same. 

2.  They  discussed  the  last  decision  of  the  householders'  meet- 
ing that  only  those  householders  and  adult  brethren  have  a  right 
to  a  gravestone  who  have  taken  part  in  the  preparation  of  the 
graveyard  fence.  It  was  decided  that  a  list  of  names  of  those  who 
have  worked  on  it  be  drawn  up  and  incorporated  in  the  minutes. 
It  was  found  that  only  one  single  individual,  namely  J.  Brendel, 
who  through  his  wife's  membership  had  a  right  to  a  burial  stone 
had  forfeited  his  right  through  his  unwillingness  to  do  his  part. 

3.  There  was  also  touched  on  the  unwillingness  of  the  above- 
mentioned  man  further  to  take  part  in  the  baking  for  the  gen- 
eral lovefeasts,  which  came  to  light  at  the  notification  of  the 
baking  for  the  congregational  lovefeast,  when  his  wife  declared 
definitely  and  repeatedly  to  Br.  Hein  (in  charge  of  notifying 
about  lovefeasts)  that  she  could  no  longer  bake  because  her  hus- 
band was  unwilling. 

4.  In  connection  with  the  talk  about  lovefeast  baking  it  was 
brought  out  by  the  pastor  that  Eva  Swaim  so  far  has  not  taken 
part  in  the  baking  and  she  and  her  children  are  members  of  the 
congregation  and  go  to  the  lovefeasts. 

6.  It  was  brought  out  what  Br.  Carl  Schott  had  stated  at  New 
Years  since  he  wished  that  they  would  let  him  off  in  the  future 
in  regard  to  the  baking  for  lovefeasts  since  his  widowed  status, 
age  and  situation  made  it  too  difficult  for  him  to  supply  the 
cakes.  They  hoped  that  he  would  still  be  willing  to  do  his  part 
in  case  someone  would  undertake  to  look  out  for  the  supplying 
or  baking  for  him.  The  pastor  was  asked  to  lay  this  request 
before  him  as  well  as  the  procuring  of  a  gravestone  for  his  wife. 

7.  An  inquiry  was  made  as  to  how  to  use  best  the  old  left- 
over planks  of  the  graveyard  fence,  since  they  are  mostly  still 
useful.  The  reply  was  that  several  had  offered  to  buy  them  and 
that  the  money  realized  from  that  would  come  in  well  for  the 
house  treasury;  otherwise  they  might  even  be  serviceable  for 
the  improvement  and  beautifying  of  the  churchyard  fence. 
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8.  Since  Br.  Gottlieb  Seitz  has  offered  to  give  a  piece  of  land 
16  feet  wide  on  the  south  side  for  the  improvement  and  en- 
larging of  the  graveyard  and  it  has  now  been  enclosed,  it  was 
laid  before  the  committee  for  consideration  as  to  whether  it 
would  be  necessary  for  the  avoidance  of  all  quarrels  to  ask  him 
to  make  it  over  legally  to  the  congregation.  They  saw  the  neces- 
sity of  this  and  did  not  doubt  that  he  would  do  it  when  once 
he  would  get  the  deed  with  his  land.  They  recognized  it  as  not 
unfair  to  allow  him  something  in  return. 

Sept.  20.  Committee. 

Samuel  R.  Huebener  presided  as  he  again  serves  the  congre- 
gation from  Salem.  They  discussed  about  No.  7  of  the  previous 
minutes  several  things,  among  others  that  they  could  use  the 
old  graveyard  fence  in  the  yard  in  front  of  the  house  to  make 
a  fence  from  the  northeast  corner  of  the  stable  to  the  fence  at 
the  bush  toward  the  dam  and  it  was  also  discussed  as  to  setting 
a  middle  fence  between  the  old  and  new  land  but  the  commit- 
tee would  rather  know  the  decision  of  the  householders  on  this 
matter. 

They  discussed  the  cultivation  of  the  fields  for  the  next  year. 
With  the  clearing  as  well  as  the  ploughing  there  are  difficulties 
but  they  decided  to  try  the  latter  and  Br.  Miller  took  on  the 
task.  The  old  field  shall  be  sowed  with  wheat  this  fall  and  the 
rest  next  spring  with  Welschcorn. 

Since  a  teakettle  and  a  pail  and  equipment  for  the  well  are 
lacking,  it  was  decided  to  get  these  things  from  the  congrega- 
tional treasury. 

Since  no  one  lives  in  the  Gemein  house  to  be  able  to  show 
where  the  grave  should  be  made  in  case  of  death,  it  was  assigned 
to  Br.  John  Seitz  to  see  to  this  in  the  future.  To  the  same  brother 
was  also  assigned  the  management  of  the  congregational 
treasury. 

Diary  of  the  Congregation  in  Hope,  18 

[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  21.  Br.  Senseman  held  the  funeral  of  little  George  Fran- 
cis Hanes,  whose  father  and  older  brother  were  buried  in  the 
last  week  of  the  year  just  passed.  He  was  born  September  23, 
1838  and  died  day  before  yesterday. 
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Feb.  k.  Since  it  was  raining  today  I  stayed  at  home  and  can- 
celed the  meeting  at  Hope. 

Feb.  25.  I  held  the  funeral  of  little  Belinda  Styers  who  had 
died  on  the  23rd  of  the  throat  illness.  Her  age  was  6  years,  2 
months  and  6  days. 

March  21.  The  funeral  at  Hope  of  the  little  John  Alexander 
Frey  who  had  died  of  the  prevailing  sickness  at  the  age  of  8 
years,  9  months  and  22  days. 

April  k.  The  sickness  still  holds  on  but  is  no  longer  in  so 
many  families. 

June.  Appendix.  On  June  2  the  twins  Eli  Emanuel  and  Levi 
Samuel  Lobach  were  baptized. 

Aug.  26.  The  congregational  festival  was  held  in  Hope.  Brr. 
Van  Vleck,  Kluge  and  Br.  and  Sr.  Huebener  were  present  and 
Br.  Van  Vleck  introduced  me  to  the  congregation  (Edwin 
Senseman) . 

Oct.  21.  I  conducted  in  Hope  the  funeral  of  the  child  George 
Hamilton  Jarvis,  a  son  of  our  neighbor  James  Jarvis.  He  was 
eight  years  old. 

Nov.  16.  We  celebrated  the  Married  People's  Festival  in  Hope. 
The  nearness  of  our  dear  Lord  was  plainly  to  be  felt.  May  the 
Lord  fill  our  dear  Hope  again  through  the  assistance  of  His 
spirit  with  new  life  and  new  love. 

Dec.  2k,  The  festival  of  the  birth  of  our  Saviour  was  cele- 
brated in  the  usual  manner  in  Hope.  The  number  of  those  pres- 
ent was  considerable  and  among  them  was  found  Mr.  York,  a 
Methodist  preacher  at  Clemmonstown,  who  at  my  request  gave 
an  address  to  the  congregation  at  the  lovef  east. 
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[James  K.  Polk  was  President.  Texas  was  annexed  and  ad- 
mitted as  a  State  December  29,  1845.  Elias  Howe  successfully 
demonstrated  the  sewing  machine.  The  Baptist  and  Methodist 
churches  divided  (within  each  denomination)  over  the  slavery 
question.  The  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  November 
was  designated  as  the  day  for  presidential  elections. 

Andrew  Jackson  died  this  year. 

Governor  Graham  had  announced  on  his  inauguration  that  his 
policy  would  be  that  of  devoting  his  efforts  more  to  State  in- 
terests than  to  national  but  he  found  it  was  not  possible  to  keep 
the  two  completely  separated.  Later  as  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
he  was  instrumental  in  organizing  Commodore  Perry's  expedi- 
tion to  the  Orient  and  thus  ultimately  in  opening  Japan  to 
world  trade. 

This  was  the  year  of  the  greatest  concern  and  discussion  evi- 
denced in  this  decade  in  Salem  over  the  slavery  question  locally. 

As  evidence  of  the  last  statement  above  the  following  inter- 
esting documents  are  presented] . 

To  the  Dear  Brethren  of  the  Unity  Elders*  Conference 

in  Berthelsdorf. 

[Translated  in  full.] 

The  situation  of  the  congregational  town  of  Salem  at  least 
in  one  respect  is  found  to  be  entirely  different  from  that  of  any 
other  town  of  a  brethren's  congregation,  in  so  far  as  it  is  found 
in  a  State  in  which  slavery  was  the  practice  before  the  settle- 
ment of  the  first  brethren  in  Wachovia  but  since  then  has  been 
guaranteed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  is  per- 
mitted by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina.  Whatever 
the  views  of  the  first  brethren  who  settled  here  may  have  been 
about  slavery  and  however  disinclined  they  were  perhaps  to 
engage  in  it,  it  was  nonetheless  natural  that  their  descendants 
who  were  born  and  brought  up  here,  gradually  drew  away  from 
the  views  of  their  fathers,  became  accustomed  to  the  sight  of 
slavery,  as  it  presented  itself  all  around  them  to  their  eyes,  and 
practiced  slavery  as  a  civil  right,  if  external  advantages  seemed 
to  be  united  with  it.  This  was  true  so  much  the  more  when  the 
brethren's  congregation,  as  such  at  its  general  synods  to  our 
knowledge  once  more  made  a  declaration  about  slavery  but  laid 
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it  down  much  less  as  a  principle,  that  the  keeping  of  negro  slaves 
was  irreconcilable  with  the  brotherhood,  with  Christianity  and 
so  forth;  but  practice  seemed  rather  to  show  the  opposite  since 
in  our  mission  stations  in  the  West  Indies  and  Surinam  negro 
slaves  were  kept  for  the  carrying  on  of  trades  and  for  domestic 
service.  It  is  therefore  not  strange  that  the  brethren  in  Wachovia 
soon  in  similar  activities  employed  negroes  in  congregational 
services  and  in  the  economy  of  the  choir  houses.  This  seems 
however  to  have  been  the  case  in  only  a  limited  degree  until 
about  twenty-five  years  ago  when  the  increase  of  negroes  in 
Salem  threatened  to  become  harmful  to  the  external  as  well  as 
the  internal  welfare  of  the  town  and  they  felt  strongly  the 
necessity  of  limiting  the  great  influx  of  negroes  and  especially 
of  regulating  as  best  they  could  the  holding  of  the  same.  As  a 
result  the  following  rules  were  formulated  and  laid  down  in  the 
year  1820  by  the  Congregation  Council. 

1.  That  in  no  trade  or  profession  whatever  under  any  cir- 
cumstances whatsoever  shall  any  slave  be  acquired  or  admitted 
for  the  learning  or  management  of  the  same,  whether  such  a 
one  belong  to  those  who  carry  on  the  trade  or  profession  them- 
selves or  have  been  rented  and  given  over  by  someone  else  for 
the  learning  of  the  same  here  or  in  any  other  manner  or  under 
any  other  circumstances  have  come  here  and  if  it  appears  that 
elsewhere  something  of  the  sort  had  happened  or  was  to  happen, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium  and  the  congre- 
gational Diacony  to  be  mindful  in  all  seriousness  of  getting  rid 
of  this  evil. 

2.  If  anyone  cannot  in  any  other  way  procure  help  for  domes- 
tic and  household  work,  he  is  to  apply  with  the  Aufseher  Col- 
legium for  permission  to  get  a  slave  for  himself  for  the  neces- 
sary help.  The  Collegium  is  to  review  the  case  and  if  it  grants 
due  permission  it  is  to  announce  it  under  the  following  condi- 
tions : 

a.  The  applicant  must,  before  he  takes  a  slave,  truthfully 
report  to  the  Aufseher  Collegium  under  what  conditions  he 
proposes  to  hold  the  same  whether  he  is  to  belong  to  him  per- 
sonally or  is  to  be  rented. 

b.  Next  he  must  give  the  proprietor  a  bond  of  double  the 
value  of  the  slave  if  he  belongs  to  him  or  of  double  the  annual 
rent  if  he  only  rents  him,  and  he  is  obligated  to  get  rid  of  the 
slave  and  get  him  out  of  the  town  within  four  weeks  after  this 
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has  been  demanded  by  the  Aufseher  Collegium  and  in  no  case 
to  bring  him  in  again  without  its  express  approval. 

3.  The  Aufseher  Collegium  is  to  be  expressly  bound  to  demand 
this  as  soon  as  well-founded  complaints  arise  against  the  holding 
of  such  a  slave,  namely  if  well-established  causes  should  be  to  be 
believed  that  a  slave  is  privately  learning  a  trade  or  profession 
or  there  is  any  other  reason  at  hand  which  seems  to  make  it 
necessary  for  the  Aufseher  Collegium  to  have  such  a  slave  put 
out  of  the  town. 

The  above  rules  and  orders  which  were  renewed  and  confirmed 
in  1840  by  the  congregation  council  seem  not  to  have  proved 
to  be  as  effective  as  had  been  hoped  since  to  be  sure  the  viola- 
tion of  the  second,  chiefly  in  respect  to  condition  a,  has  had  the 
result  in  recent  years  that  the  number  of  slaves  to  be  found  in 
Salem  has  increased  greatly.  This  circumstance  and  the  well- 
founded  anxieties  in  regard  to  detrimental  influence  which  a 
further  increase  of  negroes  in  our  town,  particularly  if  they,  as 
happened  recently  in  individual  cases  were  admitted  to  trades  or 
professions,  threaten  to  be  disastrous  for  livelihood  as  well  as 
for  the  manners  and  morals  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town,  par- 
ticularly the  youth,  caused  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  a  new 
consideration  of  the  whole  matter  on  the  part  of  the  congrega- 
tion council,  the  final  result  of  which  was  a  confirmation  of  the 
above  orders  (2  meetings  of  interested  members)  in  regard  to 
the  holding  of  negroes,  in  which  the  opinion  of  the  congrega- 
tional council  very  clearly  expressed  the  idea  that  a  faithful 
and  exact  execution  of  the  same  was  expected  on  the  part  of  the 
Diacony  and  Aufseher  Collegium.  Since  now  in  cases  in  which 
after  a  warning  to  remove  a  negro  or  negroes  such  a  return 
should  take  place,  easily  the  notice  to  give  up  one's  lease  and 
the  taking  over  of  the  house  of  the  delinquent  by  the  Aufseher 
Collegium  or  Diacony  could  result  since  in  all  leases  the  selling, 
renting  or  holding  by  any  persons  against  the  will  of  the  pro- 
prietor, i.e.,  of  the  Diacony  and  the  Aufseher  Collegium  is  ex- 
pressly mentioned  as  a  definite  reason  for  the  immediate  ter- 
mination of  the  lease  contract,  so  the  Elders'  Conference  here 
feels  moved  to  lay  before  the  worthy  U.A.C.  two  questions  in 
regard  to  this  point  and  to  ask  for  a  gracious  reply  to  the  same, 
namely,  first  whether  it  definitely  approves  that  it  be  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  Diacony  for  the  enforcing  of  a  rule  which 
does  not  really  belong  to  the  congregational  orders  but  rather 
might  be  considered  as  a  police  order  which  is  at  stake,  and  in 
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the  second  place  if  the  answer  is  affirmative  how  far  the  U.A.C. 
considers  it  advisable  to  go  in  the  matter.  In  other  words,  would 
the  dear  brethren  of  the  U.A.C.  approve  that  the  local  Diacony 
here  make  a  great  sacrifice  for  the  enforcing  of  the  regulations 
about  the  keeping  of  negroes. 

That  the  increase  of  negro  slaves  in  our  town  must  contribute 
to  the  harm  of  the  same  in  moral  connection  can  probably  not 
be  a  matter  of  doubt.  Just  as  unmistakable  however  on  the 
other  side  on  the  occasion  of  the  recent  consideration  of  this 
matter  in  the  congregation  council  was  the  opinion  of  the 
majority  of  the  members  shown  to  be  against  sl  complete  abolish- 
ing of  the  use  of  negroes  in  our  town.  It  is  therefore  not  un- 
reasonable to  expect  that  the  number  of  negroes  acquired  at 
times  for  work  will  increase  rather  than  decrease. 

Since  moreover  the  existing  town-congregational  organization 
was  not  impowered  to  deal  directly  with  the  matter  of  the  in- 
crease of  negroes,  the  question  is  whether  it  would  be  justifiable 
that  the  Diacony  through  a  warning  about  leases  on  account  of 
a  violation  of  orders  pertaining  to  negroes  should  have  authority 
to  take  over  houses  which  perhaps  would  be  hard  to  sell  or  could 
not  be  rented  to  advantage. 

The  Elders'  Conference  here  feels  itself  compelled  to  request 
the  ideas  of  the  worthy  U.A.C.  about  the  matter  herewith  pre- 
sented, as  well  as  its  advice  for  their  guidance  with  the  diffi- 
culties that  are  appearing. 

Salem,  March  5,  1845 

In  the  name  of  the  Elders'  Conference  in  Salem 

Regulations 
[Translated  in  full.] 

Concerning  the  holding  of  slaves  in  the  congregational  town 
of  Salem  adopted  by  the  Congregation  Council  on  February 
24,  1820  and  affirmed  anew  by  the  same  on  February  21,  1845. 

1.  With  no  trade  or  profession  carried  on  inside  of  Salem, 
under  any  condition  whatsoever,  is  any  slave  to  be  accepted  and 
admitted  for  the  learning  or  practice  of  the  same,  whether  it 
may  be  one  who  belongs  to  those  who  administer  or  themselves 
own  the  trade  or  profession  or  have  rented  the  slave,  or  such 
as  have  been  brought  here  by  someone  else  for  the  learning  of 
the  same,  or  have  come  here  in  any  other  manner  or  under 
any  other  condition  whatsoever;  and  if  it  happens  that  any- 
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thing  whatsoever  of  the  kind  has  occurred  or  should  occur 
later,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium  and  the 
congregational  Diacony,  to  be  mindful  in  all  seriousness  for  the 
removal  of  this  evil  at  once. 

Explanation:  A  slave  can  only  be  regarded  as  one  to  be  em- 
ployed in  a  trade  or  profession  if  he  performs  therein  labors 
which  cannot  be  performed  by  an  ordinary  day  laborer. 

2.  If  anyone  cannot  otherwise  get  help  for  his  domestic  and 
family  work,  he  must  apply  to  the  Aufseher  Collegium  for  per- 
mission to  procure  the  necessary  help  by  a  slave.  The  Aufseher 
Collegium  has  to  consider  the  case,  and  if  it  seems  suitable, 
give  the  desired  permission  but  strictly  under  the  following  con- 
ditions : 

a.  The  applicant  before  he  acquires  a  slave  must  truthfully 
present  the  matter  as  to  how  he  intends  to  keep  the  same, 
whether  he  is  to  belong  to  him,  or  whether  he  intends  to  rent 
him. 

b.  Hereupon  he  must  obligate  himself  by  a  bond  to  be 
given  to  the  proprietor,  of  double  the  worth  of  the  slave,  if 
he  belongs  to  him,  or  double  the  annual  rent,  if  he  only  rents 
him,  to  remove  the  slave  from  the  town,  within  four  weeks,  if  it 
has  been  required  of  him  by  the  Aufseher  Collegium,  and  in  no 
case  to  bring  him  back  without  its  express  approval. 

3.  The  Aufseher  Collegium  shall  however  be  expressly  ob- 
liged to  demand  this,  as  soon  as  well-founded  complaints  arise 
about  the  behaviour  of  such  a  slave,  particularly  with  female 
persons,  if  they  become  pregnant,  or  even  if  they  are  found 
guilty  of  frivolous  behaviour,  or  if  there  should  be  present  well- 
founded  reasons  to  believe  that  a  slave  is  secretly  learning  a 
trade  or  profession  or  if  any  cause  is  at  hand  which  seems  to  the 
Aufseher  Collegium  to  make  it  necessary  for  such  a  slave  to  be 
removed  from  the  community. 

4.  Those  brothers  and  sisters  who  already  have  permission 
of  this  sort,  will  likewise  have  to  give  such  a  bond  for  the  slaves 
standing  in  their  service. 

5.  Concerning  the  plantations  adjacent  to  Salem,  their  inhabi- 
tants are  likewise  bound  by  their  leases  and  agreements,  to  keep 
no  one,  particularly  no  slave,  in  their  service,  if  the  same  is 
dangerous  to  the  welfare  and  morality  of  the  place. 

6.  Other  than  under  the  conditions  cited  no  negro  whatsoever 
under  any  condition  whatever  shall  be  kept  in  the  congregational 
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town  of  Salem,  though  he  may  be  like  other  day  laborers;  but 
even  in  this  case  only  under  the  condition  of  immediate  dismis- 
sal, as  soon  as  required  by  the  Auf  seher  Collegium. 

Resolution  of  the  Congregation  Council  in  Salem 

taken  on  March  6, 1845. 

[Translated  in  full] 

Resolved:  That  herewith,  in  the  name  of  the  Congregation 
Council,  to  all  those  who  in  one  way  or  another  have  acted 
contrary  to  the  existing  regulations,  a  sincere,  loving  request 
goes  forth,  for  the  sake  of  peace,  from  fraternal  love,  and  for 
the  well-being  of  the  whole,  voluntarily  and  without  further  ado, 
to  dispense  with  that  which  has  taken  place  contrary  to  the 
orders,  whether  it  be  that  without  permission  or  without  giving 
bond,  negroes  were  bought  or  rented,  or  that  such  were  admitted 
to  trades,  or  if  they  had  misbehaved,  they  were  not  removed 
or  were  brought  back  without  permission ;  in  short,  if  any  cause 
has  been  given  for  vexation  or  criticism;  and  that  if  they  find 
themselves  in  some  embarrassment  thereover,  they  might  hold 
conferences  in  a  brotherly  spirit  concerning  the  matter  with  the 
Auf  seher  Collegium  or  the  Elders'  Conference. 

Memorabilia  of  Salem  Congregation,  18^5. 

[Extracts  translated.] 

In  comparison  with  the  three  years  just  passed  the  one  now 
ending  in  respect  to  the  health  of  our  town  and  the  surrounding 
country  appeared  in  an  advantageous  light,  for  which  our  hum- 
ble gratitude  is  due  the  faithful  Protector  of  men.  The  number 
of  deaths  in  our  circle  this  year  was  half  as  large  as  those  of  the 
previous  year. 

Br.  Van  Vleck  on  behalf  of  the  U.A.C.  had  been  required  to 
make  a  trip  to  Pennsylvania  to  be  present  at  the  ordination  of 
the  dear  Br.  Peter  Wolle  by  Br.  Andreas  Benade  as  a  bishop  of 
the  Brethren's  Church,  which  solemn  church  ceremony  took 
place  on  September  28  at  Lititz. 

In  our  church  and  in  the  little  Saal  in  the  course  of  the  fall 
the  necessary  tuning  of  both  organs  was  taken  care  of. 

In  our  town  in  the  course  of  the  year  some  houses  begun  the 
year  before  were  finished  and  moved  into  and  also  a  new  one, 
that  of  Br.  Jac.  Fr.  Siewers  had  been  started. 
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The  appointment  of  a  new  missionary  for  the  mountain  sec- 
tions of  Virginia  in  the  person  of  our  married  Br.  Christian 
Ludwig  Reuz  has  given  our  Home  Mission  Society  a  new  in- 
spiration. In  the  previous  summer  and  also  in  the  fall  he  made 
several  visits  along  to  the  mountains  and  his  reports  especially 
of  the  last  journey,  which  he  made  into  a  region  not  visited 
before,  to  the  so-called  Pinnacles  of  Dan  where  the  condition 
of  the  inhabitants  is  highly  lamentable  in  both  spiritual  and 
physical  matters,  were  suited  to  convince  our  Home  Mission 
Society  that  there  remains  still  enough  work  for  it  in  that 
direction.  Also  the  new  little  congregation  founded  at  New 
Salem1  in  Edwards  County,  Illinois,  last  year  at  Whitsuntide, 
claimed  the  assistance  of  this  society  further.  The  newly  begun 
church  for  which  a  contribution  of  $100  has  been  sent  out  from 
here,  had  still  not  been  completed.  Meanwhile  the  purchase  of 
100  acres  of  land  which  border  on  the  church  lot  bought  earlier 
was  completed  and  the  intention  is  if  settlers  are  found  to  lay 
out  a  village  there  like  the  one  in  Hope,  Indiana,  to  which  the 
Lord,  if  it  is  His  will,  may  lend  His  blessing,  and  also  to  call  a 
pastor  for  that  new  post. 

In  the  immediate  region  around  Salem  to  the  present  preach- 
ing places  served  from  here,  a  new  one,  Kernersville,  has  been 
added  about  12  miles  from  here,  where  in  a  meetinghouse  built 
there  preaching  will  be  held  every  month  by  Br.  Huebener. 

As  Scripture  reader  and  dispenser  of  Bibles  and  tracts  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  Salem  a  brother  from  here  (Br.  Adam 
Haman)  has  sought  also  in  this  year  to  sow  good  seed.  This  is 
so  much  the  more  necessary  since  so  many  cannot  read. 

The  Stokes  County  Sunday  School  Union  whose  annual  sermon 
was  held  this  year  at  Hopewell  has  through  the  death  of  its 
aged  treasurer,  our  worthy  Br.  Conrad  Kreuser,  lost  a  warm 
friend  and  active  supporter,  whose  greatest  joy  it  was  to  hand 
out  little  children's  texts  to  the  pupils  and  to  praise  to  them 
more  with  tears  than  words  from  his  own  experience  Jesus  as 
the  Friend  of  Children. 

Both  the  Sisters'  Societies  as  well  as  the  Young  Mens*  Mis- 
sionary Society  and  also  the  local  Brothers'  Society  for  the 
Furthering  of  the  Gospel  among  the  Heathen  were  all  recom- 
mended to  sympathy  for  our  Cherokee  Mission,  since  at  New 

1  New  Salem  was  named  for  Salem  in  North  Carolina.  The  name  of  the  community 
was  changed  to  West  Salem  in  1854  because  another  town  in  Illinois  had  an  earlier  claim 
to  the  name  of  New  Salem.  The  pioneer  home  missionary  Martin  Hauser,  as  well  as  many 
of  the  early  settlers  here,  came  from  North  Carolina. 
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Spring  Place  the  building  of  a  new  church  had  to  be  undertaken. 
This  need  was  discussed  on  the  occasion  of  the  visit  of  Br.  David 
Zeisberger  Schmidt.  After  he  was  ordained  as  a  deacon  of  the 
Brr.  Church  he  went  at  once  to  Bethlehem  where  he  was  mar- 
ried to  the  Single  Sister  Elisabeth  Benezer  Kummer  on  April 
17.  With  her  he  then,  after  they  were  received  as  acoluths, 
started  on  May  5  the  farther  journey  to  the  Far  West,  reach- 
ing Cincinnati  on  the  19th  from  where  the  trip  down  the  Ohio 
and  Mississippi  rivers  with  the  low  state  of  the  water  was  very 
tiresome  and  arrived  on  June  7  at  the  mouth  of  the  Arkansas. 
After  a  short  stay  there  Br.  and  Sr.  Schmidt  finally  on  June 
21  reached  their  post  not  far  from  Beatties  Prairie,  to  which 
has  now  been  substituted  the  name  of  New  Canaan.  On  July  4 
they  went  to  Spring  Place  where  they  were  assigned  to  the 
little  Cherokee  congregation. 

In  a  meeting  of  a  little  congregation  in  a  house  a  written 
ordination  prepared  in  Salem  was  delivered  to  Br.  Gilbert 
Bischof  so  that  now  in  both  posts  is  established  an  ordained 
Brother. 

We  felt  warm  sympathy  in  the  death  of  the  dear  Br.  Christian 
Miksen  at  the  Delaware  Mission  at  Westfield,  the  early  ending 
of  the  life  of  Br.  William  Warner  at  the  St.  Croix  Mission  and 
the  loss  suffered  from  the  mission  in  the  Danish  Islands. 

The  little  childrens*  school  had  its  customary  progress  this 
year.  17  children  entered  and  9  left.  The  present  number  of  the 
little  ones  is  38. 

In  the  local  Boys'  School  in  the  spring  there  was  a  public 
examination2  of  pupils,  which  turned  out  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  parents.  After  the  vacation  Br.  Chr.  Lewis  Reuz  (Rights) 
took  the  place  for  a  while  of  the  ailing  Br.  William  L.  Meinung 
for  some  months  as  teacher  until  the  former  in  the  fall  was  able 
to  resume  his  service  of  many  years  anew.  This  year  5  pupils 
entered  and  6  left  the  school  which  at  present  numbers  44 
pupils  of  whom  2  are  outsiders.  In  the  local  Girls'  School  Sister 
Anna  Abigail  Leinbach  again  acted  as  teacher.  This  school  this 
year  received  5  new  pupils  and  8  girls  left.  The  present  number 
is  28  of  whom  3  are  outsiders. 

In  connection  with  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  it  is  to  be  noted 
that  as  usual  several  changes  were  made  among  the  teachers. 

2  At  the^  end  of  the  school  year  the  program  consisted  of  songs,  recitations,  dialogues, 
and  examinations.  In  later  years  it  consisted  almost  wholly  of  examinations.  To  quote 
one  of  the  teachers  "It  was  boring  to  listen  to  a  dialogue  on  a  hot  day  .  .  .  give  me  a 
nice  algebra  example,  there  is  nothing  so  cooling  and  refreshing." 
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Sister  Caroline  Malinda  Levering  married  Rude,  Sarah  Ann 
Leinbach  married  Fulkerson,  Emma  Aurelia  Sensemann  and 
Miranda  Rosalia  Keehln  married  Christ  left  the  school's  service. 
On  the  other  hand  their  places  were  taken  by  the  Sisters  Au- 
gusta Maria  Hagen,  Maria  Louisa  Hamann,  Olivia  Susanna 
Warner  and  Johanna  Sophia  Zevely.  During  the  year  66  new 
pupils  were  received  in  the  school  and  76  returned  to  their  own 
people.  The  school  now  numbers  112  pupils  for  whose  training 
may  the  Lord  give  us  farther  the  wisdom  and  grace  so  necessary.

Diary  of  the  Congregation  in  Salem,  1845. 

[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  A.  The  single  brothers  had  for  the  first  time  in  the  new 
year  their  monthly  choir  meeting  in  which  Br.  Van  Vleck  read 
to  them  a  call  to  universal  prayer  sent  out  by  an  unknown  hand 
and  accompanied  by  a  writing  to  them  by  a  brother  in  Herrnhut. 

Jan.  6.  In  the  forenoon  the  widowed  Br.  Christian  Brietz  died 
at  the  age  of  72  years  and  in  the  afternoon  the  Older  Girl  Pamela 
Malvina  Blum  unexpectedly  at  the  age  of  16. 

Jan.  9.  The  Congregation  Council  met  in  regard  to  a  new 
election  for  the  Auf seher  Collegium  which  then 

Jan.  10.  took  place.  Then  the  following  7  brothers  were  chosen 
with  majority  votes.  Names:  Emanuel  Schober,  Charles  Brietz, 
Henry  Leinbach,  Francis  Fries,  Augustus  Zevely,  Salomo  Mucke 
and  Edward  Bolow. 

Jan.  16.  The  marriage  of  the  Single  Brother  James  Fischer  to 
the  Single  Sister  Paulina  Catharina  Schneider  who  formerly 
was  counted  at  Friedberg  but  now  at  Salem.  Br.  Van  Vleck  per- 
formed the  ceremony  in  the  little  Saal. 

Jan.  26.  The  oldest  brother  in  the  congregation,  our  worthy 
father  Conrad  Kreuser,  fell  asleep  gently  and  blessedly  in  the 
82nd  year  of  his  age. 

Jan.  27.  Br.  Huebener  returned  from  Friedland  where  he  had 
preached  yesterday.  A  new  place  for  preaching  is  opening  up 
for  him  at  the  Cross  Roads,3  12  miles  from  Salem,  where  he  in- 
tends to  go  once  a  month. 

Feb.  2.  In  the  afternoon  was  a  lovefeast  for  the  whole  congre- 
gation and  children  as  a  memorial  celebration  for  the  late  Br. 
Conrad  Kreuser,  according  to  his  own  order  which  was  held  with 


3  Also  known  as  "Dobson's  Cross  Roads,"  "Kerner's  Cross  Roads,"  and  later  Kernersville. 
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the  singing  of  suitable  verses  of  hymns  and  musical  pieces,  and 
whereby  Br.  Van  Vleck  informed  the  congregation  of  a  farewell 
admonition  entrusted  to  him  by  the  worthy  old  man  on  the  day 
before  his  home-going,  not  indeed  to  give  room  to  the  indiffer- 
ence slipping  in  toward  the  One  Necessity  and  to  the  increasing 
negligence  toward  the  means  of  grace,  but  to  resist  the  same  in 
the  power  of  Christ,  so  that  the  Saviour  can  begin  anew  with  us. 
Hereupon  all  the  children  in  the  local  Boys'  School  and  those 
in  the  local  Girls'  School  and  the  Infant  School  had  an  English 
meeting  in  the  little  Saal,  in  which  after  an  address  in  the  name 
of  the  late  father  who  already  in  his  childhood  had  had  an 
experience  in  his  heart,  in  accordance  with  his  wish  little  book- 
lets were  given  out  in  remembrance.  May  both  have  left  behind 
the  desired  impression ! 

Feb.  U.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  daughter  born  Janu- 
ary 11  to  the  nonresident  Br.  and  Sr.  Aug.  Fockel  with  the 
name  of  Mary  Ann  Louisa. 

Feb.  23.  Our  children  had  their  usual  prayer  day  in  the  pas- 
sion time.  In  the  afternoon  was  the  baptism  of  two  children 
namely  the  little  daughter  born  on  January  15  of  our  neighbor 
James  Brendel  whose  wife  Louisa,  m.n.  Schulz,  is  an  outside 
member  of  the  congregation  here  with  the  name  Mary  Eleonora 
and  of  the  son  born  on  January  30  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Thomas  and 
Phebe  Boner  with  the  name  John  Henry. 

Feb.  2Jf.  Br.  David  Zeisberger  Schmidt  arrived  from  the 
Cherokee  mission  here  on  a  visit. 

March  2.  Was  the  baptism  of  the  little  daughter  of  the  out- 
side Br.  and  Sr.  Nathanael  Blum  with  the  name  Jane  Catherine. 

March  3.  Was  the  annual  celebration  of  the  Salem  Auxiliary 
Tract  Society,  in  which  after  the  usual  introduction  on  the  part 
of  the  President,  the  Methodist  preacher,  Milton  Cain,  colpor- 
teur sent  since  the  beginning  of  the  year  into  the  northwest 
counties  of  this  state,  gave  an  account  of  his  experiences  thus 
far. 

March  7.  There  took  place  in  the  Congregation  Council  a  re- 
peated election  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium,  since  the  members 
elected  in  January  had  all  resigned. 

March  13.  The  marriage  of  the  Single  Br.  Geo.  Henry  Ruede 
to  the  Single  Sister  Caroline  Matilda  Levering. 
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March  16.  Palm  Sunday  the  Single  Elisabeth  Davis,  who  al- 
ready as  a  child  had  been  received  in  the  family  of  Br.  and  Sr. 
Traugott  Chitty  and  accordingly  had  grown  up  in  the  bosom  of 
the  congregation,  was  baptized  with  the  name  Mary  Elisabeth 
and  then  embodied  in  the  Brr.  congregation. 

Besides  19  persons  confirmed  also  the  married  Br.  John 
Beyerle,  who  had  been  confirmed  in  the  Lutheran  Church  was 
counted  as  a  communicant  in  the  congregation. 

March  23.  Was  the  ordination  of  Br.  David  Zeisberger 
Schmidt,  missionary  among  the  Cherokees,  as  a  deacon  of  the 
Brethren's  Church,  on  which  occasion  his  dear  parents  were 
present. 

March  26.  The  baptism  of  the  little  son  born  on  the  12th  of 
this  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Henry  Winkler  with  the  name  of  John 
Henry  and  which  Br.  Van  Vleck  administered  on  account  of 
circumstances  in  the  house  of  the  parents. 

March  27.  Br.  David  Z.  Schmidt  left  accompanied  by  our 
best  wishes  for  Bethlehem  to  be  united  there  in  marriage  with 
the  Single  Sister  Elisabeth  B.  Kummer  and  then  to  return  with 
her  to  his  post  with  the  Cherokees. 

March  29.  The  Stokes  County  Sunday  School  Union  held  their 
annual  meeting  in  the  little  Saal.  Br.  Saml.  Huebener  was  elected 
president  and  Br.  Gottlieb  Byhan  as  treasurer. 

March  30.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  son  born  Novem- 
ber 25  of  last  year  to  our  friends  Thos.  and  Theres.  Wilh.  Sid- 
dall,  m.n.  Bolow,  with  the  name  Henry  Albert  in  the  home  of 
our  widowed  Sister  Bolow. 

April  1.  The  whooping  cough  made  its  appearance  this  spring 
among  the  children.  Besides  severe  colds  prevailed. 

April  7.  The  drought  held  on  and  then  came  in  addition  a 
severe  frost  so  that  many  things  in  the  gardens  froze.  Also  trees 
of  different  kinds  suffered  and  the  outlook  for  fruit  became  much 
lessened. 

April  21.  Br.  Lewis  Reuz  (Rights)  took  the  place  of  Br. 
Zevely  as  Home  Missionary.  Already  under  his  guidance  he 
had  visited  since  Easter  once  in  the  mountain  section  of  Vir- 
ginia. Now  he  made  his  first  trip  to  visit  there  alone. 

April  2b.  The  heat  went  up  today  to  97  degrees  F. 
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April  26.  At  five  o'clock  the  widowed  sisters  had  their  meeting 
at  the  conclusion  of  their  choir  year  and  at  7 :30  the  single 
sisters  a  preparatory  meeting  in  connection  with  the  celebra- 
tion of  their  approaching  choir  festival.  In  the  midst  of  these 
two  meetings  our  village  experienced  a  gracious  protection  in 
the  threatening  danger  of  fire,  when  in  the  large  cabinetmaker's 
shop  of  the  brothers  Jacob  and  Johannes  Siewers  a  fire  broke 
out  which  with  the  extensive  amount  of  wood  and  the  dryness 
at  that  time  which  caused  a  shortage  of  water  might  easily  have 
spread  and  laid  a  great  part  of  the  town  in  ashes,  if  it  had  not 
been  discovered  in  time  by  the  paternal  guidance  of  God,  and  if 
the  violent  wind  which  had  previously  and  also  later  been  blow- 
ing toward  the  main  street  of  the  town,  had  not  died  down  just  at 
that  hour.  For  the  so  manifest  preservation  since  in  many  other 
places  of  our  land  in  a  very  short  time  overpowering  outbursts 
of  fire  have  prevailed,  we  brought 

April  27.  our  thanks  with  great  emotion  in  prayer  before  the 
sermon  to  the  faithful  Protector  of  men  and  we  did  it  as  a 
group.  The  same  was  done  in  the  early  festival  meeting  of  the 
widowed  sisters  who  celebrated  their  festival  today  and  some 
of  whom  were  greatly  disturbed  by  the  terror  of  yesterday 
evening.  In  the  meeting  of  the  congregation  Br.  Byhan  men- 
tioned again  on  the  occasion  of  today's  text :  "Thou  holdest  Thy 
hand  over  me"  yesterday's  experience  of  the  protection  of  our 
Lord.  Br.  Huebener  preached  in  Friedland  and  Kernersville. 

May  1.  Br.  Van  Vleck  united  the  festival  sermon  with  As- 
cension Day  and  with  the  funeral  sermon  in  connection  with  the 
departing  early  yesterday  of  the  outside  Single  Sister  Maria 
Elisabeth  Foltz  who  was  released  in  her  27th  year  from  her 
extremely  sad  circumstances.  In  the  afternoon  there  came  Br. 
and  Sr.  Carl  Anton  Van  Vleck  with  their  4  children  from  Beth- 
lehem. 

May  6.  In  the  evening  in  the  Concert  Hall  a  traveling  temper- 
ance lecturer  held  a  lecture  on  this  subject. 

May  11.  Was  the  baptism  of  the  little  daughter  born  April 
16  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Chas.  Kramer  with  the  name  Sarah  Cornelia. 

May  13.  Br.  and  Sr.  Carl  A.  Van  Vleck  with  their  4  children 
left  here  for  Greenville,  Tennessee  where  they  had  received  an 
invitation  to  take  charge  of  a  public  school. 
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May  15.  There  appeared  cases  of  cold  and  dysentery  especially 
in  the  neighborhood  and  also  occurred  several  relapses  of  fever. 

May  23.  The  agent  of  the  American  and  North  Carolina  Bible 
Society  Wm.  J.  Langdon  is  visiting  here  and  gained  information 
about  our  measures  for  the  spreading  of  the  Scripture,  where- 
upon he  offered  his  hands  in  very  friendly  fashion. 

May  29.  The  marriage  of  the  widowed  Br.  John  George  Spach 
of  Friedberg  with  the  Single  Sister  Christina  Kimmel. 

May  SO.  There  was  frost  at  night. 

May  31.  Our  widowed  Sister  Maria  Denke,  m.n.  Steiner,  ac- 
companied by  our  best  wishes  for  her  blessing  left  here  to 
accompany  as  their  governess  two  former  pupils  of  our  Board- 
ing School  here  at  the  request  of  their  parents  of  Macon  in 
Georgia  to  the  Brethren's  Institution  in  Montauban  in  southern 
France  and  to  stay  there  about  three  years  with  them.  May  the 
Lord  accompany  them  safely  to  the  place  of  their  choice,  ac- 
knowledge Himself  to  them  and  bring  them  back  in  His  time 
happily  to  their  native  land. 

June  10.  The  little  daughter  born  on  May  24  to  Br.  and  Sr. 
Heinr.  Schaffner  was  baptized  with  the  name  Sarah  Elisabeth. 

June  11.  The  baptism  of  the  little  daughter  born  May  10  of 
the  outsider  married  Br.  Saml.  Ren.  Schneider  and  his  wife 
Martha,  m.n.  Whicker,  not  belonging  to  us  with  the  name  Mary 
Ann  Elisabeth. 

June  19.  The  blessing  of  the  Lord  for  her  departure  from  life 
was  administered  to  our  widowed  Sister  Schaaf,  m.n.  Frenzel, 
who  had  been  seriously  sick  since  Monday.  Her  departure  then 
followed  in  a  particularly  gentle  manner  at  the  age  of  77  years, 
4  months  and  16  days. 

June  22.  Br.  Blech  baptized  for  the  nonresident  Br.  Romulus 
Schulz  and  his  wife  Christine,  m.n.  Spurgin,  not  belonging  to  us 
the  little  son  born  May  20  with  the  name  William  Jacob.  The 
Single  Sister  Caroline  Blech  arrived  here  this  evening  from 
Bethlehem  accompanied  by  her  brother  Ernst  Friedrich. 

June  24.  After  the  passing  of  the  vacation  the  local  Boys' 
School  was  reopened.  In  the  place  of  Br.  Wm.  Meinung  whose 
health  was  very  bad  came  for  a  time  Br.  Chr.  Ludwig  Reuz 
(Rights)  as  teacher  of  the  smallest  pupils. 
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June  28.  The  wheat  harvest  is  turning  out  well  but  in  this 
dry  weather  almost  everything  else  has  suffered  very  much. 

June  30.  A  great  change  took  place  in  the  weather  when  the 
thermometer  fell  from  about  90  to  50. 

July  17.  After  noon  there  came  a  sudden  and  shattering  case 
of  death.  At  the  digging  of  a  well  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
church  at  which  they  had  to  split  asunder  some  rocks,  the  pow- 
der went  off  too  soon  and  a  strange  young  man  who  was  work- 
ing on  the  well  lost  his  life  in  a  moment  in  a  lamentable  manner. 

July  2Jf.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  son  born  on  the 
13th  of  this  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Friedrich  Jacob  Reich  with 
the  name  Alexander  Christopher. 

Aug.  10.  The  memorial  day  of  August  134  was  first  celebrated. 
In  the  first  festival  meeting  the  Single  Joh.  Dietrich  Tewes  from 
Hanover  born  and  then  baptized  and  confirmed  in  the  Lutheran 
Church  who  has  already  worked  3  years  here  in  Salem  as  a 
carpenter  was  numbered  in  the  congregation  here. 

Aug.  12.  The  marriage  of  two  couples  took  place  at  which 
the  brides  were  the  only  daughters  of  our  Br.  and  Sr.  Traugott 
and  Theresia  Leinbach.  Br.  Van  Vleck  performed  the  ceremony 
in  the  Saal.  The  single  brother  from  here  Br.  Jacob  Levin  Fulk- 
erson  was  married  to  the  elder  daughter,  the  Single  Sister 
Sarah  Ann  Elvira  Leinbach  and  the  Single  Augustus  Wolle  of 
Bethlehem  to  the  younger  daughter,  the  Single  Sister  Cornelia 
Elisabeth  Leinbach.  The  latter  will  at  once  be  numbered  in  the 
congregation  in  Bethlehem. 

Aug.  H.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  daughter  born  on 
the  4th  of  this  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Edwin  Beitel  with  the 
name  Cornelia  Elisabeth. 

Aug.  28.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting  in  the  Single  Sis- 
ters' House,  Br.  Van  Vleck  announced  that  since  Sister  Hueffel, 
the  Pflegerin  of  the  choir,  had  applied  for  release  from  the  work 
of  supervisor,  Sister  Cath.  Gibbins  had  received  and  accepted 
the  appointment  to  stand  at  the  side  of  the  same  as  assistant 
supervisor. 

Sept.  J+.  Br.  Huebener  performed  the  marriage  of  the  non-

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resident  Br.  Edmund  James  Schulz  to  the  Single  Cynthia 
Thomas  not  belonging  to  us  in  the  house  of  her  parents  not  far 
from  Salem. 

Sept.  7.  Was  the  baptism  of  a  little  daughter  of  the  nonresi- 
dent Sister  Agnes  Whicker  and  her  husband  Levi  Whicker  not 
belonging  to  us  with  the  name  Arborette  Rosalia  Adelaide.  After 
the  monthly  prayer  Stunde  it  was  announced  how  Br.  Van 
Vleck's  place  would  be  taken  by  the  rest  of  the  pastors  during 
his  absence.  This  forenoon  a  fire  that  originated  in  a  kitchen 
chimney  was  luckily  put  out.  With  little  abatement  the  heat 
still  continues  and  several  are  sick  with  fever  among  whom  is 
Br.  Kluge. 

Sept.  9.  Our  dear  Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Vleck  in  the  company  of 
the  Single  Brother  Lewis  Winkler  started  their  journey  in  the 
coach  of  Br.  Jacob  Schulz  to  Pennsylvania. 

Sept.  16.  Br.  Huebener  held  the  preparatory  talk  for  the 
widowed  sisters  for  their  choir  communion  and  recommended 
on  the  occasion  Sister  Huebener  as  a  temporary  Pflegerin  of 
the  Widows'  Choir. 

Sept.  20.  We  received  the  news  that  Br.  Hagen  in  Bethania 
is  sick  with  fever  and  tomorrow  the  meetings  cannot  be  held 
but  we  find  it  impossible  to  send  help. 

Sept.  28.  Br.  Blech  baptized  a  little  daughter  of  our  non- 
resident Br.  and  Sr.  William  White  with  the  name  Emily 
Cornelia. 

Oct.  3.  Br.  Huebener  held  in  Opossum  Town  the  funeral  of 
Danl.  Motzinger  whom  he  had  often  visited  during  his  last  sick- 
ness. 

Oct.  7.  Today  Br.  Lewis  Rights  whose  temporary  school  serv- 
ice had  ended  started  on  a  trip  to  the  Virginia  mountain  section. 

Oct.  9.  In  the  night  of  the  8th  to  the  9th  there  was  a  rainstorm 
that  with  only  slight  interruption  lasted  until  the  morning  of  the 
10th.  The  streams  in  the  section  around  here  and  particularly 
the  Wach  reached  an  unheard-of  height  due  to  the  violent  rain 
(unheard-of  for  several  years)  and  caused  in  some  places 
serious  harm  through  the  carrying  away  of  fences,  hay,  etc. 

Oct.  19.  Br.  Blech  baptized  the  little  son  born  on  the  7th  of 
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this  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  William  P.  Winkler  with  the  name 
John  Christian. 

Nov.  2.  Br.  Blech  baptized  the  little  son  born  on  the  19th 
of  this  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Theoph.  Vierling  with  the  name 
John  Matthew. 

Nov.  9.  Br.  Blech  baptized  two  babies  namely  the  little  son 
born  on  October  29  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Edward  Belo  with  the  name 
Henry  Augustus  and  the  little  daughter  born  on  October  31  to 
Br.  and  Sr.  Lewis  F.  Eberhard  with  the  name  Mary  Josephina. 

Nov.  10.  The  reading  had  to  be  omitted  since  the  organ 
builder  from  Philadelphia  Mr.  George  Corrie,  was  working  on 
the  little  organ  in  the  little  Saal  today  and  was  taking  it  apart. 

Nov.  12.  The  marriage  of  the  Single  Br.  Jacob  Rudolph  Christ 
to  the  Single  Sister  Miranda  Rosalia  Kuhln. 

Nov.  16.  Today  toward  evening  there  died  unexpectedly 
quickly  in  consequence  of  her  confinement  yesterday  the  married 
Sister  Rebecca  Paulina  Siewers,  m.n.  Schober.  This  death  of  the 
last  child  of  a  widowed  mother  under  especially  touching  cir- 
cumstances claimed  the  sympathy  of  all  the  brethren  in  an  un- 
usual degree.  Our  late  sister  was  27  years  and  3  months  old. 

Nov.  22.  Our  dear  Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Vleck  returned  here  with 
their  son  Henry  and  the  Single  Sister  Maria  Kampman  from 
Bethlehem  after  a  very  happily  completed  journey. 

Nov.  23.  Harvest  Thanksgiving  sermon.  Although  the  Welsch- 
corn  harvest  has  not  been  very  abundant  on  account  of  a  long- 
lasting  drought  and  the  fruits  of  the  trees  have  been  destroyed 
almost  entirely  by  a  late  frost,  nonetheless  the  wheat  has  thrived 
very  well  and  no  one  with  us  must  suffer  any  apprehension  of 
need. 

Br.  Blech  baptized  the  little  daughter  born  on  the  15th  of  this 
month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Henry  Meinung  with  the  name  Mary 
Elisabeth. 

Nov.  25.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  son  born  on  the 
15th  of  this  month  to  Br.  Joh.  Danl.  Siewers  and  his  now  late- 
departed  wife  Rebecca  Paulina,  m.n.  Schober,  in  their  home  with 
the  name  Nathanael  Schober. 

Nov.  27.  The  marriage  of  the  Single  Brother  Francis  Wm. 
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Miller  of  Nazareth  now  living  in  Greensborough  to  the  Single 
Sister  Henriette  Caroline  Reich  of  this  place,  who  will  continue 
to  be  a  member  of  the  congregation  here. 

Nov.  30.  A  circular  letter  from  the  U.A.C.  was  read  in  which 
it  was  announced  that  in  the  place  of  Br.  John  Danl.  Anders 
who  has  had  to  resign  because  of  sickness  Br.  Christian  Fried- 
rich  Benjamin  Gregor  has  been  appointed  under  the  direction  of 
our  Lord  as  a  member  of  the  Missions'  Department  of  the  U.A.C. 

Dec.  7.  The  baptism  of  the  little  daughter  born  October  4  to 
Br.  and  Sr.  Wm.  Holland  with  the  name  Sarah  Elizabeth  and  the 
little  son  born  November  15  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Levin  Brietz  with 
the  name  Samuel  Jacob. 

Dec.  15.  After  the  weather  had  been  already  for  some  time 
rougher  than  usual  for  this  time  of  year  today  a  snow  about  an 
inch  deep  fell,  such  a  thing  as  has  not  been  usual  here  for 
several  years,  and  it  stayed  on  longer  than  usual. 

Dec.  28.  The  news  received  yesterday  evening  of  the  death  of 
Br.  Carl  A.  Van  Vleck  in  Greeneville,  Tennessee,  was  announced 
today  to  the  congregation  and  calls  forth  their  sympathy. 

Minutes  of  the  Congregation  Council,  18^5. 

{Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  9.  One  brother  observed  that  the  regulations  concerning 
the  keeping  of  negro  slaves  in  the  community  are  not  always 
observed,  wherefore  he  makes  the  suggestion  of  withdrawing 
this  rule  entirely.  A  lengthy  discussion  was  held  on  this  subject 
without  any  result. 

Jan.  10.  We  went  to  further  consideration  of  the  suggestion 
made  yesterday  with  regard  to  the  negro  regulations  in  Salem 
and  the  idea  of  withdrawing  these  regulations.  It  was  decided 
that  these  rules  should  be  read  and  discussed  individually  and 
the  conversation  took  such  a  turn  that  the  Council  considered 
it  suitable  to  appoint  a  committee  consisting  of  five  brethren 
who  are  to  draft  such  regulations  as  would  be  practicable  for 
our  community  and  which  could  be  more  easily  enforced. 

We  then  went  about  the  election  of  a  new  Auf  seher  Collegium. 
Assistants  to  the  minute  keeper  were  appointed. 

Only  six  brethren  had  the  necessary  number  of  votes,  14  with 
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41  brethren  present.  Br.  Em.  Schober  24  votes,  Br.  Henry 
Schaffner  22,  Charles  Brietz  22,  Henry  Leinbach  20,  Jac.  Siewers 
16,  Charles  Cooper  15.  Since  Brr.  Schaffner,  Siewers  and  Cooper 
were  not  willing  to  serve,  a  second  election  had  to  be  held  for 
the  four  members  of  the  Collegium,  after  which  only  two 
brethren  had  the  necessary  number  of  votes.  They  were  Br.  Fr. 
Fries  16  and  Br.  Sal  Micke  14.  After  the  third  election  only  Br. 
Joshua  Boner  had  the  necessary  number  of  votes,  namely  14, 
and  he  declined  to  serve.  For  the  fourth  time  the  brethren  went 
to  the  polls  and  38  votes  were  turned  in.  Br.  Augustus  Zevely 
was  elected  with  22  votes,  Br.  H.  Leinbach  20  votes,  Br.  Fr. 
Fries  16,  Br.  Aug.  Zevely  16,  Br.  Sal.  Micke  14  and  Br.  Edw. 
Belo  14. 

Feb.  6.  After  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  our  last  meeting 
the  new  regulations  drafted  by  the  five  members  of  the  com- 
mittee about  the  keeping  of  negro  slaves  in  Salem  were  pre- 
sented to  the  Council.  Signed  by  all  members  of  the  committee 
the  report  stated  that  after  thorough  consideration  of  all  cir- 
cumstances the  said  committee  is  unable  to  draft  other  rules 
than  the  ones  existing,  which  would  have  the  possible  expecta- 
tion that  they  would  be  more  strictly  observed  and  be  more  prac- 
ticable. The  speaker  for  the  committee  then  read  everything  re- 
solved in  the  Council  since  the  year  1805  about  the  negro  regu- 
lations and  also  the  negotiations  with  Br.  Fr.  Fries  and  the 
permission  given  him  by  the  Collegium  to  keep  negro  slaves 
for  his  wool  factory.  The  same  brother  then  presented  to  the 
Council  all  his  reasons  for  applying  for  withdrawal  of  all  negro 
regulations  since  they  only  exist  on  paper  and  are  violated  in 
every  respect,  as  he  proved  to  the  Council  in  its  last  meeting. 
The  main  purpose  of  his  suggestion  is  to  put  all  brethren  of  the 
congregation  on  equal  footing  with  Br.  Fr.  Fries  to  whom  per- 
mission was  given  in  1839  to  keep  any  number  of  negroes  in  his 
wool  factory,  as  they  do  not  do  any  special  trade  work  but  are 
merely  working  as  ordinary  casual  laborers.  This  resolution 
seemed  rather  partial  to  said  brother.  If  all  brethren  were  put 
on  an  equal  footing  with  Br.  Fries  it  could  be  found  out  whether 
there  is  any  way  of  arriving  at  a  brotherly  and  friendly  solu- 
tion of  the  negro  problem  in  Salem.  If  this  should  not  prove 
successful,  the  withdrawal  of  the  present  negro  rules  would  not 
open  the  doors  of  Salem  wide  to  any  negroes  that  come  along 
because  in  all  Salem  leases  each  house  owner  is  positively  for- 
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bidden  to  take  any  stranger  into  his  house  without  the  per- 
mission of  the  Diacony.  It  is  therefore  up  to  the  Diacony  to  en- 
force the  negro  regulations  without  consideration  of  person  and 
trade  according  to  the  synod  regulations. 

A  second  brother  stated  that  he  had  had  very  little  share  in 
the  extra  privilege  granted  to  Br.  Fr.  Fries  in  1839  by  the 
Aufseher  Collegium  and  in  vivid  colors  painted  a  picture  of  the 
consequences,  morally  as  well  as  economically,  which  would  re- 
sult from  the  increasing  number  of  negroes  in  Salem.  He  ex- 
pressed his  desire  of  findings  means  to  prevent  this  threat.  After 
further  discussion  the  suggestion  about  withdrawal  of  negro 
regulations  was  rejected.  Only  9  brethren  were  in  favor  of  it. 

One  brother  asked  whether  this  confirmation  of  the  negro 
regulations  obliges  the  Diacony  to  enforce  and  observe  these 
regulations  strictly.  The  brethren  had  not  thoroughly  considered 
the  consequences  of  their  vote  and  a  reconsideration  of  the 
problem  was  decided  on  for  tomorrow  night. 

Feb.  7.  After  the  minutes  were  read  one  brother  observed 
that  he  was  misunderstood  with  regard  to  his  suggestion  of 
withdrawing  the  existing  regulations.  Many  brethren  assumed 
that  he  wanted  to  open  the  doors  to  a  great  number  of  negroes 
in  Salem  so  that  they  could  be  employed  in  all  trades.  To  remove 
misunderstanding  on  this  point  he  made  the  suggestion  that  it 
be  recommended  to  the  Diacony  to  curb  the  increase  of  slaves 
in  the  Salem  Community  according  to  the  power  given  to  this 
authority  by  means  of  the  leases.  It  should  be  the  will  of  the 
Diacony  definitely  that  no  slave  should  be  used  under  any  pre- 
text in  the  various  trades  and  then  it  would  be  possible  to  with- 
draw the  existing  regulations.  The  said  brother  declared  that 
this  suggestion  should  be  extended  to  those  brethren  who  have 
already  employed  negroes  in  their  shops.  The  objection  was  made 
that  too  many  individual  points  are  incorporated  and  it  would 
be  expedient  to  break  it  up  into  separate  suggestions  since  it  is 
possible  that  a  brother  might  want  to  vote  for  one  item  and 
not  for  another.  Reconsideration  postponed  for  two  weeks. 

Br.  Charles  Brietz  and  Sal.  Micke  resigned  from  the  Aufseher 
Collegium  but  agreed  to  postpone  official  resignation  until  our 
next  meeting. 

Feb.  21.  Br.  Fr.  Fries  protested  against  the  expression  of 
"partiality  on  the  part  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium"  and  "an 
entirely  empty  pretext"  under  which  the  hired  negroes  in  his 
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wool  factory  are  employed  as  mere  casual  laborers  and  not 
tradesmen.  He  believes  that  too  much  is  expressed  in  these  words 
and  that  he  and  the  Diacony  are  accused  of  dealings  of  which 
both  parties  are  innocent.  An  objection  was  made  to  his  protest 
that  this  remark  is  entered  in  the  minutes  not  as  the  opinion  of 
the  Council  but  as  that  of  one  individual  member.  A  right  to 
protest  against  the  expressions  was  granted. 

The  suggestion  made  concerning  the  cancellation  of  the  negro 
regulations  was  reread.  The  brother  who  presented  the  sug- 
gestion was  willing  to  break  it  up  into  individual  parts  and 
presented  the  first  part  after  which,  if  it  passed,  the  rest  of  the 
suggestions  would  be  presented.  It  was  "From  now  on  no  more 
negroes  are  to  be  introduced  into  the  Salem  Community."  This 
was  merely  to  refer  to  the  future  and  also  to  be  extended  to  the 
renting  of  slaves.  The  vote  was  36  opposed  and  3  for  the  pro- 
posal. Upon  their  request  the  three  brethren  in  favor  were  listed 
in  the  minutes :  Br.  Schumann,  Jac.  Siewers  and  Charles  Cooper. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  negro  regulations  be  reread  and  re- 
vised item  by  item.  The  first  to  come  up  was  in  regard  to  the 
use  of  slaves  in  trades  in  the  Salem  Community.  The  sugges- 
tion that  a  separate  vote  be  taken  on  the  declaration  of  the  Col- 
legium and  the  rule  itself  was  rejected  by  the  majority  but  the 
entire  regulation  with  the  declaration  of  the  Collegium  was  ac- 
cepted by  25  against  12  brethren. 

The  second  item  about  the  keeping  of  negro  slaves  in  families 
with  the  condition  that  a  bond  be  issued  for  them  (Minutes  of 
February  3,  1820)  with  the  amendment  of  the  second  passage 
of  this  regulation  (Minutes  February  24,  1820)  was  read  and 
discussed.  The  suggestion  was  made  to  cancel  this  rule  entirely 
but  it  was  rejected  by  25  against  12  brethren. 

The  third  point  was  read  referring  to  the  removal  of  negro 
slaves  from  the  Community.  This  was  confirmed  by  the  same 
majority  as  before. 

The  following  then  are  the  rules  about  keeping  negroes  in 
the  Salem  Community : 

1.  Under  no  pretext  is  any  negro  to  be  employed  with  any 
trade  in  the  Salem  Community.  Whether  the  negro  is  purchased 
or  hired  by  a  person  merely  administering  or  owning  the  trade 
is  of  no  concern.  Neither  must  a  negro  be  admitted  who  is 
brought  to  Salem  by  someone  else  to  learn  a  trade  here.  If  any- 
thing like  this  happens,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium 
and  the  Diacony  to  check  this  evil  in  all  seriousness.  Explana- 
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tion:  A  slave  is  to  be  considered  as  actually  employed  with  a 
trade,  only  if  he  does  work  which  could  not  be  done  by  any 
ordinary  casual  laborer. 

2.  If  a  person  cannot  do  all  his  housework  himself,  he  is  to 
ask  the  Aufseher  Collegium  for  permission  to  get  the  neces- 
sary help  in  his  household  by  means  of  a  slave.  The  case  is  to  be 
considered  and  permission  given,  if  found  suitable,  always  under 
the  condition  that  the  applicant  must  present  the  entire  truth 
to  the  Collegium  before  he  takes  the  slave  as  to  how  he  is  going 
to  keep  him,  whether  he  owns  him  or  whether  he  plans  to  hire 
him.  In  a  bond  to  be  given  to  the  proprietor  with  the  double 
value  of  the  slave,  if  he  owns  him  or  the  double  amount  of  an- 
nual rent,  if  he  hires  him,  the  applicant  is  to  oblige  himself  to 
remove  the  slave  within  the  period  of  four  weeks  from  the 
Salem  Community  after  this  is  demanded  by  the  Aufseher  Col- 
legium. Only  with  express  permission  can  he  bring  such  a  slave 
back  to  Salem. 

3.  The  Aufseher  Collegium  is  to  demand  removal  of  a  slave, 
if  reasonable  complaints  are  raised  against  his  conduct,  especi- 
ally in  cases  when  negro  women  become  pregnant.  Removal  is 
also  to  be  effected  if  such  persons  comport  themselves  frivo- 
lously, or  if  reasonable  suspicions  are  established  that  such  a 
slave  is  kept  in  Salem  in  order  to  learn  a  trade  or  a  profession. 

The  Brethren  Edw.  Belo  and  Fr.  Fries  thought  it  necessary 
to  resign  from  the  Aufseher  Collegium.  A  meeting  will  be  held 
on  Monday  to  elect  four  additional  members  of  the  Aufseher 
Collegium. 

Feb.  2U>  With  regard  to  Br.  Fries'  protest  about  the  expres- 
sion used  with  reference  to  his  keeping  of  negroes,  it  was  stated 
that  the  author  of  that  expression,  Dr.  Schumann,  and  Br.  Fries 
have  come  to  terms  with  each  other  over  the  matter  and  the 
former  declared  before  the  Council  that  he  did  not  intend  to 
offend  Br.  Fries  personally,  with  his  expression  of  "totally 
empty  pretext"  for  obtaining  certain  privileges.  Br.  Fries  was 
perfectly  satisfied  with  this  explanation  and  the  matter  was  put 
aside. 

Br.  Henry  Leinbach  resigned  from  the  Aufseher  Collegium. 

In  the  election  only  three  brethren  had  the  necessary  number 
of  votes  to  be  elected,  Br.  Schumann  21,  Br.  Josh.  Boner  and 
Jac.  Siewers  each  had  18.  All  three  declined  to  serve. 

We  went  about  a  second  election  procedure  with  the  following 
five  brethren  receiving  the  necessary  number  of  votes :  Br.  Ephr. 
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Conrad  and  Charles  Kerner  13  each,  Br.  G.  Byhan  12,  Br.  Nath. 
Vogler  and  Ch.  Cooper  11  votes  each.  Only  one  brother,  Br. 
Byhan,  was  willing  to  take  office  as  a  member  of  the  Collegium. 
After  the  third  election  only  Br.  Phil  Lagenauer  had  the  requi- 
site number  of  votes,  15,  and  he  also  rejected  the  office.  After 
the  fourth  election  Br.  John  Chitty  had  the  necessary  votes,  14, 
but  he  cannot  be  elected  for  constitutional  reasons. 

The  suggestion  was  made  for  the  Council  to  adjourn  but  this 
was  rejected  by  the  majority.  For  the  fifth  election  27  votes 
were  turned  in:  Br.  John  D.  Siewers  had  13  votes,  Br.  C.  Suss- 
dorf,  Ch.  Ebert  and  Peter  Fetter  12  votes  each.  Br.  Ebert  did 
not  accept  and  Br.  Thomas  Boner  who  also  had  the  necessary 
number  of  votes  to  be  elected,  followed  his  example.  A  sixth 
election  had  to  take  place  for  one  brother.  No  one  was  elected. 
After  the  seventh  election  Br.  Adam  Butner  received  11  of  26 
votes  and  was  elected  but  he  was  unwilling  to  accept  the  office. 
In  the  eighth  election  Br.  Lewis  Rights  got  15  of  26  votes  and 
was  elected.  He  accepted. 

One  brother  raised  the  question  as  to  how  far  the  merchants 
of  this  community  are  restricted  by  regulations  of  the  Diacony 
for  protection  of  the  Salem  merchants  in  regard  to  the  kind  of 
goods  they  may  keep  for  sale.  Since  no  one  was  able  to  give  a 
satisfactory  answer,  a  committee  was  appointed,  consisting  of 
Br.  Schumann,  Fr.  Fries  and  Thomas  Boner  who  are  to  investi- 
gate what  has  been  decided  in  the  minutes  of  the  Collegium  and 
the  Council  thus  far  with  regard  to  restricting  the  merchants 
for  protection  of  the  tradesmen.  The  committee  will  report  to 
the  Council. 

March  6.  Br.  Van  Vleck  read  a  brotherly  and  friendly  pro 
memoria  addressed  to  the  Council  by  the  Elders'  Conference  in 
which  the  Council  is  asked  to  observe  that  we  are  a  congrega- 
tion of  Brethren  and  that  we  have  to  deal  according  to  such 
brotherly  principles  as  described  by  the  gospel  with  those  who 
have  violated  our  principles.  "Herewith  all  Brethren  who  have 
somehow  violated  the  congregational  orders  are  asked  in  the 
name  of  the  Congregation  Council  for  the  sake  of  peace, 
brotherly  love  and  the  benefit  of  the  entire  community  to  abolish 
anything  which  would  violate  the  congregational  orders,  or  if 
negroes  have  been  purchased  without  giving  the  necessary  bond 
for  them  or  if  such  slaves  have  been  employed  in  Salem  trades, 
have  conducted  themselves  ill,  have  not  been  removed  upon  the 
request  of  the  Diacony  or  were  brought  back  to  Salem  without 
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permission  of  said  authority,  in  short,  if  anything  has  happened 
in  this  regard  which  is  against  the  general  order  of  the  Congre- 
gation. In  such  cases  the  brethren  are  asked  to  discuss  the 
problem  fraternally  with  the  Collegium  or  the  Elders'  Con- 
ference." 

After  reading  this  statement  Br.  Van  Vleck  wished  the  sug- 
gestions of  the  Elders'  Conference  to  be  voted  on  without  debate. 
The  majority  of  the  Council  adopted  the  proposal.  In  the  name 
of  the  Council,  therefore  the  above  request  will  be  announced 
to  all  those  who  have  violated  the  existing  negro  regulations.5 

The  committee  previously  appointed  to  look  into  regulations 
about  restrictions  on  merchants  as  to  their  goods  found  no  such 
restrictions. 

It  was  announced  that  two  brethren  who  were  elected  mem- 
bers of  the  Collegium  on  February  24,  Br.  Lewis  Rights  and 
John  Siewers,  have  declined  this  office  for  various  reasons.  The 
same  was  done  immediately  not  only  by  the  other  members 
elected  the  same  day,  as  Br.  Sussdorf,  Peter  Fetter  and  G. 
Byhan  but  also  Em.  Schober  and  Aug.  Zevely  who  were  elected 
January  10.  The  resignation  of  the  entire  Collegium  makes  a 
new  election  necessary.  The  suggestion  to  hold  this  election  to- 
morrow night  was  declined  by  the  majority.  It  was  reconsidered 
and  adopted. 

March  7.  The  following  were  elected:  Br.  Jac.  Siewers  28, 
Br.  Henry  Leinbach  24,  Em.  Schober  22,  Gottl.  Byhan  20,  Aug. 
Zevely  20,  Charles  Cooper  19  and  Joshua  Boner  18. 

Minutes  of  the  Elders*  Conference,  18^5. 
[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  11.  A  special  committee  appointed  by  the  Congregation 
Council  is  to  study  the  revision  of  the  rules  governing  the  keep- 
ing of  negroes  in  our  congregation  settlement. 

Br.  Wm.  Meinung  declines  definitely  for  various  reasons  to 
conduct  a  proposed  "higher  class"  for  boys. 

0  Decision  of  the  Congregational  Council  in  Salem,  made  March  6,  1845: 

"Decided:  That  herewith  in  the  name  of  the  Congregational  Council  to  all  those  who 
in  one  or  another  way  have  acted  against  the  existing  rules,  a  heartfelt  and  affectionate 
request  goes  out  for  the  sake  of  peace,  from  brotherly  love,  and  for  the  well-being  of  the 
whole  voluntarily  and  without  further  ceremony  to  remove  that  which  has  come  about 
contrary  to  the  Orders,  whether  it  be  that  without  permission  or  without  giving  bond 
negroes  have  been  bought  or  rented  or  have  been  admitted  to  trades  or  if  they  have 
misbehaved,  have  not  been  sent  away  or  have  been  brought  back  without  permission;  in 
short,  if  cause  has  been  given  for  discontent  or  criticism;  and  that  if  they  found  them- 
selves in  embarrassment  because  of  such  a  matter,  they  might  hold  fraternal  conferences 
about  it  with  the  Aufseher  Collegium  or  the  Elders'  Conference."

Jan.  16.  Since  Congregational  Diacony  is  often  criticized  that 
the  tavern  keeps  2  negro  slaves,  one  of  them  a  person  of  known 
bad  character  and  the  other  possessing  little  sense,  the  Elders' 
Conference  felt  bound  to  consider  the  removal  of  these  and 
especially  for  the  reason  that,  to  compel  other  citizens  to  remove 
their  negro  slaves  while  Congregational  Diacony  keeps  them,  is 
detrimental  to  our  morale.  Elders'  Conference  recommends  to 
Aufseher  Collegium  that  the  2  negro  slaves  at  the  tavern  be 
sold  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

Jan.  29.  Br.  Van  Vleck  informed  Elders'  Conference  that  the 
departed  Br.  Kreuser,  on  the  day  before  his  death  asked  that  on 
the  day  following  his  decease  there  should  be  a  lovefeast  for 
the  entire  congregation,  and  after  that,  little  books  were  to  be 
distributed  to  all  the  boys  and  girls  in  the  town  schools,  in- 
cluding the  Infant  School,  in  memory  of  him.  Both  of  these 
requests  were  to  be  carried  out  and  paid  for  out  of  his  estate. 
Regardless  of  the  fact  that  Congregational  Diacony,  as  his 
residuary  legatee,  will  lose  somewhat  by  it,  these  requests  will 
be  carried  out  to  the  letter. 

The  late  Br.  Kreuser  also  has  old  congregation  books  and 
manuscripts,  very  valuable  to  him,  which  he  requested  should 
not  be  sold  or  burned  but  deposited  in  the  Congregational 
Archives.  His  executor,  Br.  Jac.  Blum,  is  in  agreement  with  all 
this. 

Feb.  5.  The  question  came  up  whether  the  baking  of  lovefeast 
buns  should  be  divided  between  the  2  bakers,  Winkler  and  Hall. 
It  was  decided  in  the  negative  because  Winkler  had  his  liveli- 
hood from  his  bakery  and  confectionery  while  Hall  has  another 
trade.  However,  Winkler  was  to  be  advised  that  he  must  bake 
better  buns  than  he  has  been  furnishing  on  some  occasions. 

Feb.  19.  Single  Br.  Edmund  Blum  is  granted  permission  to 
carry  on  his  coppersmith  trade  on  his  own  account,  but  cannot 
be  permitted,  as  he  asks,  to  carry  on  his  trade  in  the  little  house 
on  the  northeast  corner  of  David  Blum's  lot  before  the  latter 
has  signed  his  lease,  which  he  has  not  yet  seen  fit  to  do.  Also, 
Edmund  Blum  must  sign  the  congregational  orders. 

April  2.  The  musicians  complain  that  certain  young  Brr., 
especially  at  services  which  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  pupils 
attend,  occupy  the  organ  loft.  In  order  to  prevent  this  the  door 
of  the  organ  loft  will  be  kept  locked  for  a  time. 
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April  17.  Br.  Jac.  Fulkerson  has  bought  the  house  of  the  late 
Br.  Kreuser  after  both  Elders'  Conference  and  Aufseher  Col- 
legium decided  he  could  be  a  house  owner. 

April  30.  Single  Bro.  Geo.  M.  Swink  who  has  worked  for 
years  in  Salem  as  a  carpenter,  has  applied  to  unite  with  the  con- 
gregation. 

May  21.  The  Regulations  regarding  the  keeping  of  negro 
slaves  and  buying  and  selling  them  have  been  printed  and 
distributed  among  the  members. 

June  25.  The  continued  poor  attendance  at  week  night  serv- 
ices led  to  the  decision  to  have  only  3  such  each  week :  Monday, 
news  of  the  Moravian  Church  the  world  over ;  Wednesday,  Bible 
Study;  Friday,  alternate  singstunde  and  liturgical  service. 

July  16.  The  answer  to  the  Memorial  sent  to  U.A.C.  regard- 
ing the  keeping  of  negro  slaves,  has  been  received.  U.A.C.  ap- 
proves the  desire  of  Elders'  Conference,  Aufseher  Collegium 
and  Congregation  Council  to  stand  by  the  regulations  with 
regard  to  the  same  and  gives  approval  that,  if  there  is  refusal 
to  abide  by  the  Regulations  on  the  part  of  any  citizen,  his  lease 
may  be  terminated.  U.A.C.  hopes  this  will  not  happen  often. 
U.A.C.  says  Salem  is  in  a  different  situation  from  Bethlehem 
where  there  are  more  profitable  businesses;  i.e.,  Salem  has  dis- 
tinct economic  problems. 

In  accordance  with  the  advices  received  from  the  U.A.C, 
Elders'  Conference  calls  upon  Aufseher  Collegium  to  go  forward 
with  the  enforcement  of  the  Regulations  in  a  firm,  but  brotherly 
manner. 

July  23.  In  order  to  help  in  the  present  lack  of  water,  Auf- 
seher Collegium  recommends  to  the  Inspector  of  the  Girls' 
Boarding  School  to  have  a  well  dug  in  the  lower  part  of  the 
former  Congregational  garden,  and  to  have  a  cistern  built  for 
rain  water. 

Sept.  2.  Edw.  Leinbach  has  gone  to  Abingdon,  Virginia,  with 
a  letter  of  recommendation  from  Br.  Van  Vleck,  to  stay  there 
for  a  while  as  music  teacher. 

Sept.  17.  The  Timothy  Voglers  have  agreed  to  take  the  man- 
agement of  the  tavern  for  another  year. 

Oct.  15.  Br.  Alanson  Welfare  is  permitted  to  buy  either  Geo. 
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Folz's  or  Timothy  Vogler's  shop  to  carry  on  his  trade  as  lock- 
smith and  clockmaker. 

Thos.  Wilson  and  family  are  permitted  to  live  in  the  former 
pottery  for  another  year  because  he  wishes  to  send  his  sisters  to 
school  here.  He  has  signed  congregation  orders. 

Minutes  of  the  Auf setter  Collegium,  1845. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  13.  The  Collegium  will  meet  at  intervals  of  two  weeks  on 
the  Monday  night  that  follows  the  Sunday  on  which  the  German 
sermon  is  held. 

Jan.  23.  Single  Sr.  Lydia  Stauber  asked  to  have  her  mother, 
Widow  Eliz.  Stauber,  and  her  Single  Sister  Anna  Gertraut,  both 
of  Bethania  admitted  to  Salem  with  the  promise  that  both 
daughters  are  to  make  a  living  for  their  mother.  They  wish  to 
pay  her  rent  and  other  contributions.  Under  the  condition  that 
those  promises  are  kept  and  that  the  Widow  Stauber  is  never 
a  burden  to  the  Diacony,  the  Collegium  gives  its  approval  for 
these  people  to  move  into  Salem.  The  Warden  is  free  to  rent 
them  a  room  in  the  former  or  the  present  Widows'  House. 

In  reference  to  an  item  in  the  minutes  of  December  19,  1844, 
it  was  reported  that  a  laborer  working  for  the  Warden  will 
kindle  the  fires  in  the  stoves  of  the  Boys'  School. 

Br.  Chr.  Ebert  complains  that  Brr.  Jac.  and  Alexander  Blum 
are  ordering  hats  from  the  North  and  selling  them  in  their  store 
and  thus  are  damaging  his  business.  We  shall  have  to  talk  to 
these  brethren. 

Br.  Francis  Fries  announced  that  he  has  purchased  another 
negro  couple. 

Feb.  3.  Sr.  Hueffel,  Supervisor  of  the  Single  Sisters'  Choir, 
wishes  that  the  matter  of  the  boarding  fees  be  brought  to  a 
conclusion  now.  She  suggests  that  the  rate  for  the  dinner,  namely 
5  cents,  not  be  raised.  In  the  future,  however,  no  deduction  will 
be  made,  if  any  sister  fails  to  take  her  dinner,  except  in  case  a 
sister  works  outside  as  daily  laborer  or  is  absent  for  a  whole 
week.  This  would  gain  more  for  the  Diacony  than  a  raise  in 
boarding  fees.  So  Sr.  Hueffel  states.  The  Collegium  thought  it 
rather  queer  that  any  deductions  from  the  bills  for  several 
days  during  the  week  were  ever  allowed  at  all.  We  approve  the 
suggestion  but  add  that  according  to  the  suggestion  made  De- 
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cember  7,  1844,  extra  rations  from  leftovers  will  have  to  be  paid 
for.  We  are  informed  that  considerable  disorder  is  spreading  in 
the  household  of  the  Sisters'  House.  We  believe  that  it  must 
exceed  the  natural  powers  of  one  sister  to  manage  such  an  ex- 
tended household  as  that  of  the  Sisters'  Diacony. 

Outside  widowed  Sr.  Anna  Schaub  would  like  to  rent  a  room 
in  Salem,  in  case  her  house  in  Liberty  is  sold.  We  do  not 
approve  of  this  since  we  believe  that  she  will  be  able  to  make  a 
better  living  for  herself  and  her  children  in  the  country. 

Feb.  17.  The  married  Br.  Renatus  Schneider  from  Friedland 
who  lives  in  Burchamstown  would  like  to  become  a  member  of 
the  outside  congregation.  His  wife  comes  from  a  Baptist  family 
so  the  Collegium  did  not  like  the  idea  of  granting  this  request. 
Since  his  wife  does  not  now  oppose  the  baptizing  of  children 
and  has  also  stated  that  she  might  like  to  become  a  member  of 
our  congregation  herself,  the  Elders'  Conference  asked  the  Col- 
legium to  consider  his  case  once  more  before  the  Collegium 
grants  permission  to  him.  Before  this  is  done  however  we  shall 
have  to  find  out  whether  the  rumors  are  right  that  Br.  Schneider 
is  operating  a  tippling  shop. 

According  to  the  lease  the  house  of  the  late  Br.  Conrad 
Kreuser  is  to  be  turned  over  to  the  Diacony  for  the  payment  of 
$200.  There  have  applied  for  this  house  Widowed  Sister  Cath. 
Wohlf  arth  and  the  Single  Br.  Jacob  Fulkerson.  The  latter  wished 
to  have  the  matter  settled  soon.  As  we  are  informed  there  are 
even  more  brethren  who  wish  to  buy  this  house,  it  means  that 
the  house  will  have  to  be  put  up  for  public  sale.  We  will  have  to 
wait  until  the  house  has  been  turned  over  officially  by  the  execu- 
tors of  Br.  Kreuzer  since  the  house  does  not  yet  belong  to  the 
Diacony. 

March  17.  There  was  a  dicussion  of  the  regulations  newly 
confirmed  by  the  Congregation  Council  about  the  keeping  of 
negro  slaves  in  our  community.  The  Council  suggests  that  the 
bonds  to  be  issued  by  owners  of  slaves  be  printed  by  the  Diacony. 
Matter  deferred  until  after  Easter. 

The  Collegium  agrees  to  have  a  public  sale  held  soon  at  which 
the  house  of  Br.  Kreuser  with  the  approval  of  the  executors  will 
be  sold  with  stipulations  pertaining  to  Salem  leases.  The  pur- 
chaser can  only  take  over  the  house  after  Sr.  Cath.  Heckedorn 
vacates  it. 
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March  31.  It  was  agreed  unanimously  to  have  the  bonds  for 
the  owners  of  negro  slaves  printed  at  the  expense  of  the  Diac- 
ony.  A  committee  consisting  of  Brr.  Kluge,  Schober  and  Pfohl 
was  appointed  to  supervise  the  rules  and  the  bond  before  they 
were  given  to  the  press. 

Br.  Henry  Winkler  applied  again  for  permission  to  open  a 
regular  tavern  but  this  will  never  be  allowed.  Br.  Jac.  Siewers 
will  tell  him  in  the  name  of  the  Collegium  that  he  should  finally 
cease  turning  in  his  applications,  or  he  may  have  to  consider 
the  consequences. 

The  last  meeting  of  the  Congregation  Council  decided  to 
discuss  and  determine  how  much  is  to  be  paid  to  the  first  diener 
Br.  Gottl.  Byhan  for  his  services,  especially  at  lovefeasts  and 
calling  of  the  funeral  attendants.  He  is  to  be  offered  $25  an- 
nually which  will  have  to  be  raised  by  the  lovefeast  account. 

April  1J>.  Single  Dietrich  Teves  (usually  called  Davis),  Ger- 
man born  and  a  communicant  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  is  apply- 
ing for  admission  to  the  congregation  of  Salem.  He  has  been 
working  in  our  community  for  several  years.  Admission  granted. 

Br.  Jac.  Siewers  has  talked  to  Br.  Henry  Winkler  who  de- 
clared that  he  has  to  do  something  for  maintaining  his  family 
since  he  cannot  make  his  living  solely  as  confectioner.  We  shall 
see  whether  he  takes  further  steps. 

Robert  Wier  and  his  wife  have  been  living  for  several  months 
in  Will  Winkler's  house  without  permission  of  the  Diacony.  Br. 
Winkler  is  to  be  told  to  dismiss  them  since  this  would  otherwise 
set  a  precedent. 

The  Collegium  holds  the  opinion  that  the  Negro  Adam  should 
be  sold  at  the  first  opportunity. 

Br.  Aug.  Zevely  and  Widow  Sr.  Catharina  Wohlfarth  would 
like  to  buy  the  former  Widows'  House.  Decision  deferred. 

Br.  Jac.  Siewers  would  like  to  move  his  house  towards  Traug. 
Leinbach's  lot,  make  an  addition  of  12  feet  to  the  length  of 
the  house  and  remove  the  house  10  feet  from  the  street.  A  cellar 
is  to  be  excavated  under  the  house  and  a  portico  added  in  front. 
No  objections. 

Collegium  also  approves  of  Br.  Josua  Boner's  building  an 
icehouse  on  his  lot. 

April  21.  The  Elders'  Conference  agreed  that  all  those  citi- 
zens who  have  not  yet  signed  their  leases  are  to  do  this  as  soon 
as  possible  before  David  Blum  is  asked  again  since  otherwise  we 
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must  expect  a  lot  of  troubles  and  reproaches  on  his  part.  The 
Collegium  agreed  with  this  since  except  for  D.  Blum  nobody  has 
ever  refused  to  sign  his  lease. 

The  committee  appointed  to  revise  the  negro  rules  found  three 
items  on  which  no  vote  was  taken  in  the  recent  meetings  of  the 
Congregation  Council.  The  committee  wishes  to  know  whether 
these  three  items  are  to  be  inserted  in  the  printed  text.  It  is 
agreed  that  this  should  be  done,  since  all  slave  rules  drafted  in 
1820  have  been  newly  adopted  by  the  Congregation  Council 
without  amendment. 

April  28.  The  idea  of  building  a  new  schoolhouse  for  the 
Boys'  School  and  then  selling  the  present  building  with  the 
building  on  the  lot  divided  between  Dr.  Schumann  and  the  Ad- 
ministration several  years  ago  fell  flat  since  Dr.  Schumann 
will  not  give  up  his  share  in  the  lot  for  the  said  purpose.  There- 
fore the  entire  suggestion  had  to  be  dropped  and  we  returned  to 
the  actual  application  for  buying  the  Widows'  House.  The  Col- 
legium knows  that  if  a  public  sale  is  held  more  bidders  than 
these  two  said  applicants  (  Aug.  Zevely  and  Sr.  Wohlfarth)  will 
be  there.  Even  at  the  prospect  of  getting  a  higher  price  for  the 
house,  the  Diacony  is  not  going  to  open  the  door  for  speculation 
of  those  people  who  are  not  forced  by  circumstances  to  own 
other  houses  and  would  overbid  those  who  do  not  have  living 
quarters  or  wish  to  exchange  theirs  for  good  reasons.  So  the 
Collegium  decided  that  the  former  Widows'  House  should  be  sold 
to  the  highest  bidder  at  a  private  sale  between  the  two  appli- 
cants but  for  no  less  than  $600,  a  sum  which  was  offered  last 
year  but  not  then  accepted  for  various  reasons. 

Br.  John  Chitty  would  like  to  rent  the  rear  part  of  the  former 
Phil.  Blum  plantation  together  with  a  piece  of  woodland.  We 
shall  get  accurate  information  about  the  plans  of  Br.  Chitty. 

Joint  Conference  meeting,  May  2.  The  reason  for  this  meeting 
was  the  application  of  Widow  Louise  Flower-Blum  as  she  was 
formerly  a  member  of  the  Salem  congregation  to  have  her 
daughter  Zuleika  Albertine  buried  in  the  Salem  graveyard. 
Since  she  is  expected  to  return  to  Salem  and  also  all  her  rela- 
tives are  here  there  was  no  objection. 

We  discussed  Br.  Dav.  Blum's  refusal  to  sign  his  lease  and 
decided  that  the  proprietor  is  to  hand  the  lease  over  to  him 
supported  by  several  brethren  with  the  notice  that  he  will  have 
to  sign  his  lease  within  the  time  stated  or  a  legal  procedure 
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would  have  to  be  opened  against  him.  In  case  Br.  Blum  refuses 
he  would  have  to  be  excluded  from  the  congregation. 

May  19.  There  was  again  a  discussion  of  D.  Blum's  refusal 
to  sign  his  lease.  It  was  reported  that  several  brethren  handed 
him  on  May  5  the  statement  mentioned  in  the  last  minutes  in 
which  May  15  was  given  as  the  ultimate  date  by  which  he  would 
have  to  sign  his  lease.  He  did  not  sign  but  turned  in  a  letter 
containing  various  suggestions  which  were  presented  to  the 
Collegium : 

1.  He  would  be  willing  to  sign  the  lease  if  we  do  not  impede 
him  in  operating  any  kind  of  store  so  that  he  can  make  a  living 
for  his  family  and  regain  the  interest  on  $600  paid  for  the 
improvement  of  the  lot. 

2.  If  the  Diacony  refunds  him  $600  plus  interest  and  grants 
him  in  the  course  of  the  same  the  same  privileges  as  other  Salem 
citizens  enjoy,  he  is  willing  to  sign  an  ordinary  Salem  lease. 

He  would  be  willing  to  give  up  lot  and  building  if  he  is  re- 
funded $600  with  interest  and  a  price  for  the  building  which 
would  pay  all  his  expenses  and  trouble  he  had  with  it. 

The  Collegium  does  not  see  how  we  can  accept  any  one  of  the 
suggestions  made  by  Br.  Blum  as  they  either  go  entirely  against 
Congregational  Orders  or  are  absolutely  a  contradiction  to  the 
agreement  made  with  Br.  Blum  so  far.  We  would  either  set  a 
dangerous  precedent  for  the  future  or  would  have  to  give  up 
the  right  of  final  determination  as  Diacony  in  matters  of  con- 
struction. His  suggestion  was  unanimously  voted  down.  We 
agreed  to  return  $2,600  to  David  Blum  and  to  tell  him  that  he  is 
free  to  sell  his  house  to  anyone  approved  of  by  the  proprietor. 
His  answer  is  to  be  returned  in  three  days. 

May  26.  It  was  reported  that  Br.  David  Blum  has  refused 
to  accept  $2,600  which  was  to  be  handed  over  to  him  by  Brr. 
Henry  Leinbach  and  Wm.  Schulz.  He  also  refuses  to  sign  the 
lease  as  he  believes,  according  to  his  statements,  that  in  such 
case  he  would  forego  the  privileges  which  he  bought  by  paying 
$600  and  which  would  entitle  him  to  operate  any  kind  of  busi- 
ness he  likes.  He  would  not  be  willing  to  sell  his  buildings  under 
$4,149  according  to  his  own  calculations. 

Under  these  circumstances  and  in  order  to  make  another  at- 
tempt at  reconciliation  and  to  avoid  a  costly  and  unpleasant 
legal  procedure  the  suggestion  was  made  that  the  Diacony  re- 
turn to  Br.  David  Blum  the  paid  $600  after  deduction  of  the 
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actual  value  of  the  improvement  on  his  lot  at  the  time  he  took 
it  over.  In  this  way  we  hope  a  deal  can  be  made  between  him 
and  Br.  Aug.  Zevely  in  which  he  would  be  willing  to  give  him 
$3,500  for  his  buildings. 

Widow  Sarah  Louisa  Flower-Blum  has  asked  for  readmis- 
sion  to  the  congregation  and  the  Collegium  does  not  object. 

The  question  was  raised  as  to  how  the  dancing  customary  at 
the  Boarding  School  examinations  and  held  in  our  tavern  could 
be  stopped.  It  is  doubted  whether  this  could  be  achieved  through 
any  kind  of  public  prohibition.  We  wish,  however,  to  advise  the 
tavern  keeper  to  stop  dancing  in  the  tavern  as  far  as  possible. 

The  suggestion  was  made  and  supported  that  Br.  Em.  Schober 
dismiss  his  negro  Albert  whose  conduct  is  very  bad.  This  is  to  be 
considered  anew  when  Br.  Schober  is  present. 

In  order  to  avoid  such  difficulties  as  have  originated  from 
the  Dav.  Blum  affair,  the  Collegium  will  in  future  call  each 
applicant  for  building  ground  to  a  private  conference  to  inform 
him  about  our  construction  regulations  as  well  as  the  conditions 
of  the  lease  to  be  signed  by  him.  Only  then  may  the  person  start 
construction. 

May  28.  Br.  Aug,  Zevely  is  now  to  be  paid  $500  by  the  Diac- 
ony  for  the  $600  paid  by  Br.  Blum  for  the  improvement  on  the 
lot  but  only  in  case  he  takes  over  Br.  Blum's  house  and  signs 
a  lease  according  to  which  he  will  receive  $2,000  and  not  more 
for  house  and  improvement  on  his  lot  in  case  the  Diacony  should 
ever  have  to  take  charge  of  the  house.  This  suggestion  was 
accepted  unanimously  by  the  Collegium. 

We  had  not  decided  on  the  rent  which  Sr.  Elis.  Herbst  is  to 
pay  for  her  quarters  and  lot.  In  consideration  of  her  poverty  we 
settled  the  rent  as  $30  per  year,  though  we  realize  that  the 
Diacony  will  suffer  a  loss. 

We  discussed  the  suggestion  made  on  May  26  of  dismissing 
Br.  Em.  Shober's  negro  slave  Albert.  Though  the  Collegium 
does  not  want  to  protect  this  negro  and  his  conduct,  we  do  not 
see  how  he  has  committed  any  moral  crime  that  would  entitle 
us  to  press  his  dismissal  from  the  community  since  we  would 
not  excommunicate  any  other  person  belonging  to  the  Salem  con- 
gregation in  the  same  situation.  The  suggestion  was  withdrawn 
but  Br.  Schober  promised  to  dismiss  the  slave  in  case  his  con- 
duct should  worsen. 
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June  9.  Brr.  Dav.  Blum  and  Aug.  Zevely  have  concluded  their 
deal  and  the  agreement  in  writing  is  to  be  signed  tomorrow. 

Thus  Br.  Zevely  of  course  will  not  buy  the  Widows'  House 
which  therefore  can  be  sold  to  Sr.  Cathrina  Wohlfarth  with  the 
payment  of  $610  which  was  settled  as  the  price  with  a  majority 
of  4  to  2.  A  necessary  application  will  be  required  if  Sr.  Wohl- 
farth wants  to  bring  her  negro  slaves  with  her  into  the  com- 
munity. 

Br.  Will  Winkler  would  like  to  build  an  icehouse  at  the  north- 
west corner  of  the  Boys'  School  garden.  He  would  be  willing 
to  remove  it,  if  required.  Unanimously  disapproved. 

July  21.  We  discussed  in  detail  the  situation  of  the  Single 
Sisters'  Choir  Diacony.  The  suggestion  of  turning  over  the 
household  to  a  married  couple  was  not  accepted,  since  the 
attempt  made  in  this  respect  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Ernst  Vierling 
failed.  The  decision  was  made  to  ask  the  P.H.C.  to  appoint  a 
successor  to  Sr.  Hueffel  as  supervisor  of  the  Single  Sisters' 
Choir  Diacony.  We  realize  from  the  accounts  that  the  economic 
situation  was  good  under  the  old  arrangement  and  since  a 
change  was  made  in  the  year  1842  profits  have  decreased  rapidly. 
It  is  recommended  to  cut  the  number  of  male  helpers  in  the 
household  and  garden  of  the  Sisters'  House.  Too  many  are  em- 
ployed to  find  work.  Those  sisters  who  work  in  the  sisters' 
household  will  have  to  pay  their  medical  treatment  themselves 
in  the  future,  also  the  congregational  contributions.  The  per- 
sonnel receives  full  salary  for  their  services. 

The  remark  was  made  that  the  church  organ  should  be  tuned 
by  an  expert.  It  has  not  been  done  since  it  was  set  up  45  years 
ago.  It  was  suggested  to  make  inquiries  in  Philadelphia  or  New 
York  for  such  a  man  and  also  to  find  out  at  what  price  he  would 
do  the  job. 

Br.  Alexander  Blum  announced  that  he  would  like  to  buy  a 
negro  woman  for  work  in  his  household.  The  answer  is  that  we 
would  prefer  that  he  not  take  any  slave  helpers  into  his  house. 
In  case  he  is  really  forced  to  buy  help  he  will  have  to  give  the 
necessary  bond.  This  led  to  the  suggestion  of  meeting  next  Mon- 
day night  to  discuss  the  further  steps  that  are  to  be  taken  by 
the  Collegium  to  make  the  negro  regulations  actually  effective. 
This  was  the  request  of  the  Congregation  Council. 

Br.  David  Blum  sent  a  letter  to  the  Proprietor  in  which  he 
demands  compensation  for  the  damage  he  suffered  and  the 
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trouble  he  had  to  go  to  in  the  construction  of  his  house,  mainly 
caused  by  the  ill  treatment  of  the  Diacony  toward  him.  The 
Collegium  will  not  answer  this  letter  at  all. 

July  28.  Discussion  of  the  negro  regulations.  Some  time  ago 
a  printed  copy  of  these  regulations  together  with  the  opinion  of 
the  congregation  was  distributed  among  all  families  of  the  con- 
gregation. Up  to  now  nobody  has  come  to  the  proprietor  to  sign 
the  necessary  bond.  The  Collegium  therefore  must  somehow 
make  these  rules  effective. 

The  question  was  raised  as  to  whether  the  required  bonds  are 
of  real  legal  value  and  we  had  to  confess  that  this  question 
can  be  answered  only  by  a  lawyer.  It  was  suggested  that  it  be 
announced  to  all  owners  of  slaves  in  the  congregation  in  the 
name  of  the  proprietor  that  they  have  to  sign  the  required  bonds 
within  the  period  of  one  month.  This  was  unanimously  accepted. 
We  shall  have  to  rely  on  the  statement  of  the  master  about  the 
value  of  the  slave,  the  double  sum  of  which  is  to  be  inserted 
in  the  bond. 

Free  colored  people  who  are  indented  to  someone  in  the  con- 
gregation until  they  are  of  age  are  to  be  considered  as  stranger 
apprentices.  No  bond  is  required  for  them. 

Brr.  Jos.  Stauber  and  Charles  Brietz  are  to  be  informed  that 
they  violate  the  regulations  by  employing  negroes  in  their 
trades.  They  shall  be  permitted  to  keep  their  slaves  in  the  future 
if  they  promise  not  to  employ  them  any  longer  in  their  trades 
except  under  the  limitations  stated  in  the  regulations. 

The  Collegium  generally  held  the  opinion  that  we  should  over- 
look all  the  violations  of  the  negro  rules  which  have  been  com- 
mitted during  the  last  years.  We  shall  see  to  it,  though,  that 
these  regulations  are  considered  and  observed  strictly  from 
now  on. 

Aug.  18.  So  far  no  successor  has  been  appointed  to  Sr.  Huef- 
fel.  As  concerns  the  recommendation  of  the  Collegium  to  dis- 
continue the  habit  of  having  the  Choir  Diacony  pay  the  medical 
bills  for  those  occupied  in  the  kitchen  Sr.  Hueffel  has  replied 
that  in  case  of  illness  the  salary  of  those  people  is  not  continued 
wherefore  the  choir  Diacony  will  have  to  grant  them  this  help 
also  in  the  future.  It  is  agreed  that  this  could  be  done  in  excep- 
tional cases  but  should  not  be  the  rule  because  the  service  which 
those  well  people  receive  free  of  charge  in  the  Sisters'  House 
should  be  considered  a  very  good  help  already. 
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Through  Abr.  Ritter  in  Philadelphia  we  have  received  the 
following  information  concerning  an  expert  who  would  take 
over  the  tuning  of  our  organ.  A  certain  Mr.  Stanbridge,  an 
organ  builder,  offers  to  send  us  two  experts  who  are  to  receive 
$15  per  week  from  the  day  they  leave  Philadelphia  until  their 
return.  Travel  expenses  as  well  as  boarding  fees  would  also 
have  to  be  paid.  All  materials  necessary  for  the  repair  of  the 
organ  will  have  to  be  furnished.  The  expenses  would  well  run 
into  $250  to  $300  and  the  Collegium  could  not  decide.  We  sug- 
gest asking  for  offers  from  other  instrument  builders,  especially 
from  Mr.  Scherr  in  Philadelphia.  We  also  do  not  consider  it 
necessary  to  have  two  men  come  to  Salem  for  this  purpose. 

Re  Minutes  of  July  28,  it  was  reported  that  all  slaveholders 
in  the  community  with  the  exception  of  Charles  Brietz  and  Jos. 
Stauber  have  been  informed  that  they  will  have  to  sign  their 
negro  bonds  within  this  month. 

Br.  Ch.  Brietz  declared  to  two  brethren  of  the  Collegium 
that  he  has  not  used  his  slave  in  his  trade  since  the  meetings 
of  the  Congregation  Council  this  spring  at  which  the  negro 
affair  was  discussed.  He  has  used  him  only  for  such  work  as 
could  be  done  easily  by  a  daily  laborer  and  thus  it  is  allowed  by 
the  regulations.  He  also  does  not  intend  to  teach  him  his  trade 
as  long  as  these  are  valid.  He  is  also  willing  to  give  the  required 
bond.  Brr.  Kluge  and  Jac.  Siewers  are  going  to  talk  to  Jos. 
Stauber  about  his  negro. 

Br.  Evan  Boner  is  to  be  informed  that  he  cannot  take  off 
the  dirt  on  the  hill  next  to  the  Sisters'  House  barn  in  order  to 
fill  up  his  clay  pits  since  this  will  spoil  the  path  to  the  above- 
mentioned  barn. 

Sept.  1.  The  Collegium  suggests  leaving  the  profit  of  the 
Single  Sisters'  Choir  Diacony,  amounting  to  $232.25,  as  a  fund 
to  be  used  some  time  later  for  the  digging  of  another  well  on 
their  lot. 

It  was  announced  that  Single  Sr.  Cath.  Gibbins  has  been 
appointed  assistant  supervisor  in  the  Sisters'  Choir.  She  has 
taken  charge  of  the  management  and  Sr.  Hueffel  will  keep  the 
books  of  the  Diacony. 

Br.  Jos.  Stauber  did  not  give  a  satisfactory  answer  to  the 
inquiry  of  Brr.  Kluge  and  Jac.  Siewers.  He  pretends  that  he 
has  used  his  negro  only  for  simple  smithy  work  but  will  con- 
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sider  the  admonitions.  It  was  announced  that  Br.  W.  Belo  has 
purchased  a  negro  without  giving  notice  to  the  Collegium. 

Br.  Phil.  Reich  complains  that  Br.  Edmund  Blum  sells  tin 
and  iron  ware  in  his  shop  for  outside  Br.  Alex  Hauser  and  thus 
damages  his  business.  Since  Br.  Edmund  Blum  has  merely  re- 
ceived permission  to  work  as  a  coppersmith,  Br.  Aug.  Zevely 
was  asked  to  inform  him  of  the  surprise  of  the  Collegium  that 
he,  as  one  who  only  recently  started  his  trade  in  Salem,  is 
beginning  to  violate  the  rules  already. 

Due  to  the  long  period  of  dry  weather  this  summer  a  number 
of  trees  must  have  died.  The  question  was  raised  whether  we 
should  allow  each  Salem  citizen  to  cut  such  wood,  as  used  to  be 
the  custom.  The  report  was  spread  that  a  considerable  amount 
of  timber  is  being  cut  by  persons  living  in  the  neighborhood.  To 
curb  this  disorder  we  resolved  to  publish  an  advertisement  say- 
ing that  nobody  is  to  be  permitted  in  the  future  to  cut  timber 
on  Salem  territory  without  having  received  permission  from  the 
Warden.  It  is  self-understood  that  only  members  of  the  Salem 
Congregation  will  obtain  this  permission. 

Sept  15.  Since  the  last  meeting  a  letter  from  Mr.  Scherr  was 
received  about  the  repairing  and  tuning  of  our  organ.  It  stated 
that  Mr.  Corrie,  an  organ  builder  in  Philadelphia  will  tune  our 
organ  under  the  following  conditions:  Travel  expenses  and 
board  will  have  to  be  paid  by  the  Salem  Diacony.  During  work- 
days his  salary  is  to  be  $4  per  day.  If  he  sends  his  son,  however, 
who  is  just  as  skillful  and  able  as  his  father,  he  would  work 
for  just  $2.50  per  day.  All  other  conditions  would  be  the  same. 
Material  for  repair  would  have  to  be  furnished.  Thus  if  the  son 
takes  over  the  task,  the  expenses  will  run  to  $125  and  the  Col- 
legium decided  unanimously  to  let  the  young  Mr.  Corrie  come  to 
repair  and  tune  our  organ.  This  is  to  be  done  without  delay  be- 
fore the  beginning  of  the  winter. 

Mr.  Robert  Sloane  from  Greensboro  offers  to  pay  the  price 
of  $250  for  the  tavern  Negro  Adam  and  the  Collegium  agreed 
unanimously  that  we  should  accept  this  offer,  although  it  is  less 
than  we  had  hoped  to  get  for  him. 

Br.  Edmund  Blum  does  not  seem  to  be  willing  to  discontinue 
his  trading  with  tin  and  iron  wares  as  he  maintains  that  this 
belongs  to  his  sphere  of  work.  As  he  was  expressly  granted 
only  the  operation  of  a  copper  smithy,  all  other  trading  will  have 
to  be  prohibited. 
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Oct.  13.  Br.  Edmund  Blum  has  promised  to  sell  out  and  then 
discontinue  his  trade  with  tinwares.  We  shall  see  whether  he 
will  keep  his  promise. 

More  and  more  damage  is  being  done  by  pigs  rambling 
through  the  community  without  any  supervision,  especially  in 
the  Square.  Our  neighbors  Brr.  Henry  and  Edmund  Blum  have 
been  told  repeatedly  to  lock  them  up.  We  shall  now  tell  them 
that  they  will  lose  their  Salem  plantations  unless  they  do  so. 

Outside  Sr.  Anna  Schaub's  request  to  rent  Br.  Chitty's  house 
was  granted  but  she  will  not  be  allowed  to  take  her  sister 
Charity  into  the  house. 

Br.  Chr.  Ebert's  application  for  a  lot  between  that  of  Brr. 
Peter  Fetter  and  Henry  Stolz  had  to  be  denied  for  the  simple 
reason  that  we  have  to  keep  this  place  open  in  order  to  give 
the  cattle  of  the  community  free  access  to  water.  Because  of  Br. 
Fries'  dyeing  shop  the  water  is  polluted  and  undrinkable. 

Br.  Tim.  Vogler,  the  tavern  keeper,  cannot  come  to  terms 
with  Mr.  James  Bland,  the  stage  contractor,  about  the  boarding 
of  drivers  and  feeding  of  the  horses.  The  latter  threatens  to  go 
to  Henry  Winkler  with  his  stagecoaches  and  his  horses,  if  he  is 
not  granted  his  offer  of  $240  per  year.  This  would  also  take  the 
passengers  away  from  the  Salem  tavern.  It  is  our  opinion  that 
we  should  try  to  hold  the  stage  at  the  tavern  for  the  benefit  of 
the  tavern  itself  and  in  order  not  to  give  a  citizen  of  Salem  the 
possibility  of  opening  a  private  tavern.  We  leave  it  to  the  tavern 
keeper  and  the  Warden  to  make  some  agreement  with  Mr.  Bland. 

We  were  led  once  more  to  talk  of  the  fact  that  Br.  Henry 
Winkler  is  keeping  more  or  less  a  private  tavern  already  in  spite 
of  all  admonitions  given  him.  We  consider  it  expedient  to  take 
stricter  measures  against  him.  He  is  to  be  informed  that  he 
should  stop  immediately  keeping  a  tavern  and  he  must  also  give 
up  the  lot  next  to  his  town  lot  which  he  has  been  using  where 
he  was  enabled  to  have  hogs,  horses  etc.  of  other  people  and 
thus  encroach  on  the  rights  of  the  Salem  Tavern. 

In  connection  with  a  discussion  of  the  timber-cutting  on  Salem 
territory  it  was  thought  necessary  to  employ  a  forester  to  super- 
vise the  woodland  of  Salem.  Br.  Lewis  F.  Eberhardt  was  sug- 
gested. He  is  to  receive  $10  per  year.  His  duty  will  be  to  go 
through  the  forest  from  time  to  time,  perhaps  once  a  month,  to 
see  to  it  that  nobody  cuts  timber  without  permission.  He  may 
grant  the  permissions.  For  dry  as  well  as  for  green  wood  he 
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will  collect  the  customary  trunk  fees,  or  may  hand  in  a  list  of 
the  number  of  trees  cut  and  the  Warden  could  then  collect  the 
fees.  No  one  is  to  be  allowed  to  cut  timber  for  fences. 

Single  Br.  Alanson  Wohlfarth  would  like  to  operate  his  gun- 
smith, locksmith  and  watchmaker's  trade  either  in  the  shop  of 
Br.  G.  Volz  or  in  that  of  Br.  Tim.  Vogler.  He  is  given  permis- 
sion but  must  sign  the  congregational  orders. 

The  widowed  Sr.  Cath.  Wohlfarth  will  not  purchase  the 
former  Widows'  House. 

Oct,  30.  Br.  Henry  Winkler  was  warned  whereupon  he  saw 
the  President  of  the  Collegium  with  the  usual  excuses  saying 
that  he  does  not  keep  a  tavern  etc.  We  shall  see  what  effect  our 
notice  makes  on  him  in  the  course  of  time. 

There  was  again  a  complaint  that  in  spite  of  the  warnings 
given  him,  Single  Br.  Edmund  Blum  continues  to  trade  with 
his  wares.  A  few  days  ago  he  received  another  supply  of  sheet 
iron  from  Fayetteville,  which  shows  clearly  that  he  does  not 
intend  to  consider  the  warnings  given  him  by  the  Diacony.  Br. 
Zevely  on  whose  lot  Edmund  Blum  is  working  therefore  is  asked 
to  give  him  notice  for  his  shop,  if  he  continues  to  violate  the 
orders. 

Sr.  Elis.  Rights  asks  the  Diacony  to  refund  to  her  the  travel 
expenses  of  her  son  Constantine  since  he  was  employed  soon 
after  his  arrival  from  Bethlehem  in  the  local  Boys'  School. 
There  are  other  similar  cases  when  parents  had  their  sons 
return  to  Salem  and  soon  after  that  they  entered  school  serv- 
ice, and  no  compensation  was  paid  by  the  Diacony  for  travel 
expenses  from  Pennsylvania;  e.g.,  Brr.  Fr.  Fries  and  Albert 
Butner.  Therefore  we  will  not  make  an  exception  in  the  case  of 
Br.  Constantine  Rights,  since  we  would  merely  create  a  prece- 
dent. 

Mr.  Robert  Sloane  has  stated  now  that  he  will  not  pay  more 
than  $200  for  the  negro  Adam  after  having  offered  $250  for  him 
at  first.  A  definite  answer  was  deferred. 

There  have  been  complaints  that  the  night  watchman  does  not 
attend  his  duty  satisfactorily.  He  does  not  extinguish  the  lamp 
at  the  agreed-upon  time  and  this  causes  a  considerable  waste 
of  oil.  Neither  does  he  go  through  the  community  during  his 
watch.  He  merely  passes  hourly  through  Main  Street  and  until 
the  new  hour  sounds  he  is  not  found  in  the  streets  any  more. 
He  will  be  given  a  lecture  about  his  duty. 
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Nov.  18.  Br.  Aug.  Zevely  has  talked  to  Edmund  Blum  and 
then  given  him  notice  for  his  shop  since  he  refuses  to  give  up 
his  tin  and  iron  ware  trading.  This  caused  the  repeated  remark 
that  several  persons  in  the  community  seem  to  violate  the  con- 
gregational orders  deliberately.  It  therefore  will  be  suggested 
to  the  Elders'  Conference  to  deal  once  and  for  all  time  exactly 
as  the  congregational  orders  prescribe  with  these  obstinate  per- 
sons, namely  exclude  them  from  the  Salem  Congregation.  The 
Collegium  thought  it  might  be  more  impressive  on  those  people 
to  summon  them  before  the  Collegium  and  give  them  their 
admonition  coram  publicum. 

Since  the  price  offered  for  the  Negro  Adam  is  too  low  and 
since  we  do  not  want  to  sell  him  to  a  slave  dealer  the  Collegium 
advised  renting  him  to  a  tavernkeeper  of  the  neighborhood. 

Br.  Henry  Meinung  announced  that  he  has  hired  Coleman 
Jenkins  and  his  son  for  an  indefinite  time.  He  will  have  them 
work  as  blacksmiths  for  his  coachmaking  business  only  and  not 
for  general  blacksmith  work.  We  wish  to  know  the  exact  details 
of  the  contract  under  which  they  are  working  for  Br.  Meinung 
before  giving  permission. 

Br.  Em.  Schober  reports  that  he  is  forced  to  open  a  legal 
procedure  against  Br.  John  Chitty  about  a  debt  that  he  owes 
to  the  estate  of  the  late  Sr.  Haines.  Br.  Schober  is  executor 
of  the  estate. 

Mr.  George  Corrie  from  Philadelphia  is  working  now  on  our 
organs,  repairing  and  tuning  them.  The  Collegium  was  asked  to 
agree  to  certain  improvements  to  be  added  to  our  great  organ. 
This  is  left  to  the  Warden. 

Several  people  of  the  community  complained  that  a  deer  and 
a  goat  are  running  around  in  the  community  and  recently  have 
startled  some  horses. 

Dec.  22.  The  Elders'  Conference  agrees  to  exclude  those  per- 
sons who  do  not  want  to  observe  the  regulations  of  the  Diacony. 
This  is  not  to  be  done,  however,  unless  they  have  first  been 
summoned  before  the  Collegium  and  have  been  given  a  serious 
talk  and  some  time  to  consider  their  violations.  We  decided  to 
summon  Brr.  Edmund  Blum  and  Henry  Winkler  before  the 
Collegium. 

Mr.  Wm.  Gott  from  Greensboro  will  purchase  the  negro  Adam 
from  the  tavern  for  $250.  Collegium  agrees. 

Br.  Dav.  Dunlap  from  Missouri  is  applying  anew  for  admis- 
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sion  to  this  community.  He  also  wishes  to  bring  his  negro  with 
him  whom  he  needs  for  her  service.  The  Collegium  will  not 
hinder  him  from  carrying  into  effect  this  old  desire  of  his.  We 
shall  answer  him  very  candidly  that  we  do  not  have  any  work 
nor  living  quarters  for  him  at  the  moment  and  he  would  have 
to  take  care  of  himself.  He  will  also  have  to  be  informed 
of  our  negro  regulations.  At  his  first  visit  to  the  Salem  com- 
munity this  brother  left  with  great  dissatisfaction  because  he 
did  not  agree  with  various  things  which  he  saw  and  experienced 
in  Salem.  It  will  have  to  be  pointed  out  to  him  that  this  may 
occur  again. 

Single  Br.  Henry  Jac.  Van  Vleck  from  Nazareth  has  arrived 
in  Salem  with  his  parents  and  wishes  to  be  considered  a  member 
of  the  Salem  Congregation.  Single  Sr.  Mary  Kampmann  from 
Bethlehem  also  will  stay  in  Salem  for  a  longer  visit  with  Br. 
and  Sr.  Van  Vleck. 

Br.  Lewis  Rights  would  like  to  take  a  little  negro  girl  into 
his  house,  and  give  her  board  and  room  for  her  work.  He  wishes 
to  know  whether  it  is  necessary  to  issue  a  bond  in  this  case.  We 
do  not  object  to  Br.  Right's  application  since  we  are  convinced 
of  his  honest  intentions.  We  believe,  however,  that  he  should 
give  a  bond,  in  this  case,  of  $25. 

Dec.  29.  Br.  Edmund  Blum  appeared  before  the  Collegium 
and  was  talked  to  about  his  constant  refusal  to  discontinue  the 
trade  with  iron  and  tin  wares.  He  states  that  he  is  not  able  to 
make  his  living  without  this  trading,  since  he  is  not  able  to 
procure  enough  work  as  a  coppersmith.  He  also  believes  that  the 
trading  with  sheet-iron  wares  belongs  to  his  trade.  He  would 
be  willing  to  give  up  the  tinsmithy,  if  he  had  prospects  of  mak- 
ing a  living  as  a  coppersmith  only.  He  does  not  like  the  idea 
of  leaving  the  community  as  his  mother  needs  his  support.  He 
was  dismissed  and  we  talked  about  this  case.  Our  formerly- 
taken  decision  that  Br.  Blum  will  have  to  give  up  the  sheet  iron 
and  tinsmithy  cannot  be  withdrawn. 

The  Collegium  talked  to  married  Br.  Henry  Winkler  about 
his  violation  of  the  express  prohibition  not  to  keep  a  private 
tavern.  Br.  Winkler  tried  to  deny  the  statement  that  he  ever 
kept  a  tavern  but  his  remarks  made  it  quite  clear  and  the  Col- 
legium did  not  doubt  one  minute  that  we  do  not  accuse  him  un- 
justifiably. Almost  as  clearly  it  could  be  realized  that  he  does  not 
want  to  consider  the  prohibition.  After  a  long  discussion  he  was 
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dismissed  with  the  statement  that  he  will  have  to  answer  the 
Collegium  within  eight  days  as  to  whether  he  will  give  up  his 
private  tavern  business  or  not.  We  shall  have  to  wait  for  this 
answer  before  taking  further  steps. 

Next  Monday  the  Collegium  will  talk  with  Br.  Jos.  Stauber 
about  his  employing  a  negro  boy  in  his  smithy. 

Report  of  the  Negro  Congregation  in  and  around  Salem,  1845. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Feb.  11.  I  visited  on  Br.  and  Sr.  Fries*  plantation  where  some 
of  the  negroes  were  sick.  They  were  all  directed  to  the  Physician 
of  body  and  soul  and  the  talk  to  them,  so  they  declared,  was  very 
pleasant. 

March  2.  First  there  was  a  continuation  of  the  reading  of  the 
passion  account  and  then  a  talk  was  given  them  about  the  read- 
ing which,  as  it  seemed,  made  an  impression  on  their  hearts, 
especially  on  the  females,  and  it  was  noticed  that  after  the  meet- 
ing various  ones  stood  together  and  discussed  with  each  other 
what  they  had  heard. 

March  9.  A  negro  woman  began  to  weep  loudly  in  the  meeting 
and  continued  with  that  until  we  had  dismissed  the  meeting. 
Then  she  was  spoken  to,  to  comfort  her  and  she  was  directed  to 
Jesus,  the  One  who  blots  out  sins  with  all  their  wretchedness 
and  sinfulness. 

April  27.  Again  a  good  number  of  negroes  were  in  the  meet- 
ing and  since  on  next  Thursday  the  Ascension  Day  of  our  dear 
Lord  will  be  celebrated  in  Christendom  and  the  negroes  have  to 
work  on  that  day  and  cannot  come  to  church,  this  day  was  cele- 
brated today. 

June  8.  As  the  heat  was  extremely  great,  the  negroes  seemed 
to  be  somewhat  restless  and  the  going  out  and  in  was  more  fre- 
quent than  usual. 

June  16.  Two  communicant  sisters  came  to  us  to  tell  us  that 
it  was  the  wish  of  the  communicant  members  that  in  the  future 
no  negroes  might  be  allowed  as  onlookers  when  we  have  com- 
munion since  as  it  has  been  noticed  they  afterward  speak  only 
indifferently  of  it  and  have  much  to  take  exception  to  and  even 
jest  about  it.  We  will  therefore  in  the  future  as  far  as  possible 
no  longer  allow  outsiders  as  onlookers  at  the  holy  communion. 
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June  22.  The  wish  was  expressed  by  one  of  the  communicant 
brothers  that  before  each  communion  a  little  lovefeast  might  be 
arranged  for  the  communicants  for  which  they  would  bear  the 
expense.  They  thought  that  this  would  be  an  encouragement  for 
the  brothers  and  sisters. 

July  3.  The  negro  Esquire  who  was  in  service  with  Br.  and 
Sr.  Kluge  was  called  suddenly  and  quickly  into  eternity  when 
as  he  was  in  the  act  of  showing  to  another  person  the  way  to  a 
neighbor's  house  he  sank  down  and  died.  We  had  the  joy  of 
observing  that  apparently  the  above-mentioned  death  has  made 
an  impression  on  the  negroes. 

Minutes  of  the  L.A.C.,  1845. 
[Extracts  translated.] 

Feb.  6. 

2.  The  chairman  announced  that  the  single  brother  Alexander 
Christoph  Hege  belonging  at  Friedberg  but  at  present  having 
taken  a  job  with  Br.  Alexander  Blum  in  his  store,  had  expressed 
the  wish  to  belong  to  the  congregation  in  Salem. 

3.  Since  Br.  Hagen  on  the  part  of  the  committee  of  the  school 
to  be  erected  has  asked  the  P.H.C.  for  the  appointment  of  a 
suitable  teacher  by  them,  it  was  pointed  out  that  this  was  not 
possible  just  now  because  no  such  brother  was  unemployed  but 
that  he  could  not  be  prevented  from  asking  Br.  Albert  Butner 
himself  and  if  he  would  take  the  position,  the  conference  would 
not  be  opposed.  As  to  renting  a  house  for  the  school,  Br.  Hagen 
should  speak  further  with  Br.  Kluge  and  Br.  Schulz. 

March  6. 

5.  The  married  John  Knaus  who  has  attended  the  confirma- 
tion instruction  has  applied  to  belong  to  the  congregation  at 
Friedberg  and  has  received  the  approval  of  the  committee  there. 
The  conference  approves  his  request. 

6.  The  chairman  read  some  letters  of  Br.  Houman  from 
Berthelsdorf  and  a  circular  of  the  U.A.C.  containing  the  authori- 
zation of  the  choice  of  a  member  of  the  Mission  Department  in 
the  place  of  the  seriously  ill  Br.  Anders,  and  then  they  took  a 
vote  and  gave  the  first  choice  of  Br.  Van  Vleck  of  Salem  and  the 
second  of  Br.  Malallieu. 

April  3. 

3.  It  was  stated  that  the  married  Br.  Saml.  R.  Schneider 
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living  in  Birchamstown  and  belonging  to  the  congregation  in 
Friedland  would  like  to  join  the  congregation  in  Salem,  but  so 
far  had  not  received  permission. 

9.  Br.  Hagen  announced  that  the  married  Jefferson  Holder 
had  left  the  congregation. 

July  3. 

5.  Br.  Hagen  has  been  invited  with  several  preachers  of  the 
Methodists  to  hold  a  three  days'  meeting  in  Gerbers  Church  to 
try  thereby  to  awaken  a  new  life  in  that  section.  He  was  advised 
to  accept  the  invitation  but  to  act  with  discretion. 

7.  It  was  announced  that  the  older  girl  Elisabeth  Hohns  of 
Clemenstown  will  be  numbered  in  the  future  in  the  congregation 
in  Salem. 

9.  In  Bethania  a  woman  on  her  sickbed  asked  for  baptism  and 
Br.  Hagen  asked  how  he  should  act  in  such  a  case.  It  was  pointed 
out  to  him  that  in  a  case  where  the  sickness  is  serious  and  an 
early  death  to  be  expected  he  should  fulfill  such  a  request  with- 
out further  to-do  if  there  is  otherwise  no  hindrance  in  the  way 
but  if  the  sickness  is  not  serious  to  wait  until  such  a  person  is 
well  again  and  then  to  act  according  to  the  rules  usual  with  us. 

10.  Br.  Senseman  was  asked  by  parents  in  the  neighborhood 
of  Friedberg  to  baptize  their  two-year-old  child.  Since  he  did  not 
know  how  he  should  act  in  such  a  case  he  wanted  to  get  the  ad- 
vice of  the  conference.  It  was  pointed  out  to  him  that  it  was 
really  against  our  rules,  but  that  the  P.H.C.  could  give  him 
permission  to  administer  such  a  baptism  but  that  it  must  be 
asked  for  in  each  individual  case. 

11.  Lewis  Leinbachs  in  Bethania  have  now  withdrawn  from 
the  congregation. 

Aug.  7. 

3.  Br.  Schmidt  recommended  the  widowed  Sister  Anna 
Hauser  and  her  daughter,  Sarah,  both  communicants  of  the 
congregation  in  Bethabara,  who  recently  have  moved  into  the 
Salem  neighborhood. 

5.  The  widowed  sister  Boner  in  Hope  wishes  that  an  orphan 
child,  Jane  Wagner,  taken  by  her  might  be  taken  into  the 
congregation  and  the  committee  members  there  had  no  objec- 
tion. The  conference  will  not  refuse  its  approval  if  the  aforesaid 
girl  herself  wishes  to  be  received  into  the  congregation. 
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Nov.  6. 

1.  Br.  Schmidt  announced  that  the  matters  in  3  of  the  previ- 
ous minutes  had  been  recommended  and  sent  back  to  Bethabara. 

2.  Br.  Schmidt  announced  also  that  the  boy  Samuel  Edwin 
Butner,  son  of  the  dead  John  Butner,  had  been  apprenticed  to 
Lewis  Bolo  and  he  recommends  him  to  the  Elders'  Conference. 

4.  It  was  asked  whether  they  should  now  take  up  the  matter 
of  forming  as  a  congregation  the  brothers  and  sisters  living 
in  the  neighborhood  of  Philadelphia. 

Report  on  the  Wachovia  Country  Congregations 

(Friedland),  1845. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  8.  The  funeral  of  the  widowed  Br.  Philip  Carl  Schott 
who  had  died  very  suddenly  at  the  age  of  69  years  and  6  months. 

April.  On  Easter  Sunday  the  Saal  in  Friedland  could  not 
hold  half  the  listeners  and  since  the  weather  was  cold  and 
cloudy,  the  sermon  could  not  be  given  outdoors,  therefore  many 
had  to  stay  in  the  hallway  in  front  of  the  Saal  and  on  the  steps. 
Many  could  find  no  place  at  all  and  had  to  go  home  right  after 
the  litany. 

May.  This  month  several  of  our  brethren  were  attacked  by  a 
dysentery-like  disease  but  no  one  from  the  congregation  died 
of  it.  Two  people  from  the  neighborhood,  a  mother  and  her  child, 
did  die  and  were  buried  in  the  graveyard  here. 

July  29.  The  funeral  of  the  married  Br.  John  Hein.  He  was 
born  September  22, 1792. 

Aug.  9.  The  funeral  of  the  oldest  member  of  our  Wachovia 
congregations,  the  old,  life-weary  widowed  Sister  Catharina 
Lanius,  m.n.  Rominger,  longing  for  her  eternal  home.  She  had 
52  grandchildren,  128  great-grandchildren  and  4  great-great- 
grandchildren, altogether  193  descendants.  She  died  gently  and 
blessedly  on  the  8th  in  the  arms  of  Jesus  at  the  age  of  90 
years,  2  months  and  22  days. 

Dec.  8.  The  funeral  of  the  Married  Anna  Brendel,  m.n.  Seitz, 
who  after  a  short  but  painful  sickness  finished  her  course  in 
her  43rd  year. 
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Diary  of  the  Congregation  in  Bethdbara,  1845. 

[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  Eleven  people  in  the  congregation  continue  to  suffer 
from  the  fever  and  so  the  attendance  at  the  meetings  was  very 
light  while  even  those  still  in  good  health  were  kept  away. 

Feb.  9.  We  had  the  early  meeting.  The  rest  of  the  meetings 
were  entirely  given  up  since  our  neighbor  W.  Beck,  Sen.,  had 
died  and  his  funeral  was  on  his  land  and  everybody  in  the  place 
went  to  it  as  he  was  a  very  highly  regarded  neighbor. 

Still  10  members  old  and  young  are  suffering  with  fever  and 
among  the  children  there  prevails  a  very  bad  sickness  in  the 
head,  of  which  several  in  the  neighborhood  have  died. 

March  15.  The  funeral  of  the  late  Br.  Hermann  Butner  who 
died  day  before  yesterday,  the  13th. 

April  8.  In  the  morning  at  three  o'clock  was  the  baptism 
of  the  little  daughter  born  March  23  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Benjamin 
and  Rebecca  Krause  with  the  name  Ann  Eliza  Christina.  Her 
end  seemed  to  be  near  but  she  has  recovered. 

April  13.  Since  the  condition  of  health  of  the  brethren  has 
improved  the  meetings  were  according  to  custom  better  attended 
today.  That  can  also  be  said  of  the  children  at  their  children's 
meeting  held  at  one  o'clock.  After  this  meeting  books  will  be  lent 
to  the  children  for  the  week  from  our  Sunday  School  library 
for  them  to  read. 

July  13.  In  the  village  here  was  held  a  memorial  service  and 
oration  for  Jackson  who  recently  died.  The  attendance  was 
about  1,000  people. 

Aug.  19.  The  Single  Brother  John  Joseph  Hein  was  married 
to  the  Single  Sister  Henriette  Dorothea  Spach. 

The  health  of  the  congregation  has  been  better  this  month 
again  than  in  the  previous  month. 

Oct.  19.  The  single  brothers  and  older  boys  here  celebrated 
their  choir  festival  and  the  following  children  were  received  into 
the  boys'  choir:  Theophilus  Theodore  Hein,  Alexander  Edwin 
Hein,  Zedekiah  Augustus  Butner,  (Joseph  Butner's  son),  John 
Henry  Reich,  Samuel  Edwin  Butner,  (John  Butner's  son). 

Nov.  3.  In  the  second  meeting  was  the  baptism  of  the  little 
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son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  John  and  Anna  Catharina  Shor  bom  Sep- 
tember 22  with  the  name  John  Henry. 

Minutes  of  the  Committee  in  Bethabara,  1845. 

[Extracts  translated.] 

Householders'  Conference.  Dec.  7.  It  was  decided  to  admit 
no  outsiders  this  year  to  lovefeasts  held  on  Christmas  and  New 
Year's  weeks.  Such  as  have  belonged  to  the  congregation  and 
wish  to  celebrate  with  their  children  shall  not  be  refused.  Only 
they  must  make  it  known  8  days  ahead  to  the  pastor  and  Saal 
diener. 

Report  of  Bethania  to  the  L.A.C.,  18 45. 

[Extracts  translated.] 

Appendix.  Jan.  28.  The  dear  brothers  and  sisters  had  been 
worried  not  a  little  about  me  when  they  saw  my  horse  without 
bridle  and  with  only  one  stirrup  galloping  down  the  road  with- 
out their  pastor  and  some  had  even  started  out  to  look  for  me. 

Feb.  There  is  in  general  little  complaint  about  sickness  among 
us.  The  church  attendance  is  alternately  good  and  bad  and  as 
to  the  narrow  gate  and  the  narrow  road,  there  are  very  few 
of  them  who  find  it. 

May  4.  The  choir  festival  of  the  girls  and  sisters  was  held 
and  Fiorina  Strub  was  received  into  the  girls. 

May  12.  But  who  knows  what  the  Lord  has  in  mind  of  good 
with  this  family  and  this  whole  very  neglectful  neighborhood 
for  it  seems  probable  that  soon  now  there  will  be  more  preach- 
ing there.  Br.  Michael  Daub  to  whom  I  spoke  of  this  funeral 
was  also  of  the  opinion  that  something  ought  to  be  done  for 
these  poor  people.  Would  it  not  be  good  if  some  preachers  would 
join  together  to  preach  now  and  then  at  Gerbers  Church?  Some 
Methodist  preachers  have  expressed  themselves  as  being  willing 
and  also  have  stated  the  wish  that  some  of  our  pastors  might 
take  part.  So  with  the  Lord  willing  the  pastor  in  Bethania  will 
unite  with  them  for  this  purpose.  The  beginning  will  probably 
be  made  with  a  meeting  for  two  or  three  days.  The  time  has  not 
yet  been  agreed  on. 

Sept.  12.  I  baptized  the  babies  Mary  Harriet  Paulina  and  An- 
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toinette  Louisa,  the  former  the  little  daughter  born  August  1st 
to  Emmanuel  and  Eliza,  m.n.  Krause,  Beck  and  the  latter  the 
little  daughter  born  August  15  to  Andrew  Krause  and  Susan, 
m.n.  Krause,  Krause. 

Oct.  In  the  course  of  these  two  months  the  prayer  meetings 
held  in  various  places  such  as  in  Bethania,  Pfafftown  at  Henry 
Schulz,  Senior's,  David  Shouse's,  Lemly's  have  been  accompanied 
by  the  knowledge  of  the  unmistakable  grace  of  the  Saviour. 

Memorabilia  of  the  Bethania  Congregation,  1845. 

[Extracts  translated.] 

As  if  the  Lord  wanted  directly  to  make  an  especially  deep 
impression  on  us  who  have  suffered  so  much  in  the  previous  year 
with  sickness  and  disaster  as  to  how  he  could  not  only  send 
grief  wholesomely  but  also  give  us  joy  again  and  bless  us,  so  in 
this  year  he  caused  it  to  happen  that  in  a  circumference  of 
several  miles  around  us  the  drought  was  prevailing  almost  un- 
interruptedly on  all  sides  but  here  often  and  very  fruitfully  rain 
fell  on  the  gardens  and  fields  so  that  even  the  corn  harvest  in 
many  cases  was  unusually  abundant  and  good  and  for  that  we 
want  to  render  praise  to  Him.

Diary  of  the  Bethania  Congregation,  1845. 

(Appendix  to  Diary  also  used.) 

[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  6.  I  was  struck  with  pain  in  my  neck  and  on  my  chest 
and  had  to  take  medicine. 

Jan.  11.  A  cedar  hedge  was  planted  along  the  wall  in  front  of 
the  church.  May  the  congregation  likewise  flourish. 

Jan.  15.  Planted  pear  trees  beside  the  yard  gate. 

Jan.  16.  Went  to  Salem.  Had  a  talk  with  Br.  Van  Vleck  about 
our  school  situation. 

Jan.  19.  Snow,  rain  and  sleet. 

Jan.  20.  Slick  ice  and  cold;  thawed  and  became  very  slushy. 
Jan.  24-  Rained  again. 

Jan.  28.  Rode  to  Jas.  Millers  and  from  there  to  Widow  Schors. 
The  latter  not  at  home.  But  on  the  way  to  the  Dutch  Meeting 
House6  to  the  funeral  of  a  married  woman,  Mrs.  Bitting,  I  was 
riding  on  and  I  met  the  Widow  Schor  at  a  house  (Geigers) 
where  a  man  lay  mortally  sick  and  today  was  conscious  again 
after  several  days  of  unconsciousness,  and  I  was  able  therefore 
to  talk  some  with  him  about  the  One  Necessity.  His  situation,

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since  (so  they  say)  he  lived  before  his  sickness  for  himself 
and  the  world,  is  a  matter  of  much  concern.  After  the  sermon 
I  found  that  my  horse  had  got  loose  and  had  gone  home.  I  went 
back  with  Widow  Schor,  had  a  cup  of  coffee  and  then  rode  on 
home  on  another  horse. 

Jan.  29.  Visited  in  the  village  and  had  to  acknowledge  that 
the  spirit  of  God  had  been  of  interest  to  the  hearts  among  us. 

Feb.  5.  Continues  to  be  very  cold  and  stormy. 

Feb.  12.  The  weather  was  very  warm  today.  Began  to  make 
garden.  Planted  a  Buckingham  apple  tree  in  the  northwest  cor- 
ner of  the  garden  behind  the  shed. 

Feb.  16.  Two  children  baptized:  1.  The  little  girl  Jeanette 
Clementina  of  the  single  Lucinda  (Herm.  Butner)  and  the  single 
John  (Abr.  Conrads)  born  on  November  30,  1844  and  2.  Charles 
Henry  the  son  of  Jacob  (Grabs)  and  Lucy  (D.  Butner)  born 
December  24,  1844.  This  was  done  before  the  sermon  to  the 
negroes. 

Feb.  22.  Went  to  Pfafftown  and  baptized  Amos  Edgar,  little 
son  of  Alexander  Transou  and  Martha,  m.n.  Church.  He  was 
born  January  8. 

March  9.  Was  the  baptism  of  the  baby  James  Dallas,  little 
son  of  John  Jos.  Conrad  and  his  wife  Elisabeth,  m.n.  Stauber, 
born  December  26,  1844. 

March  16.  Stormy  and  cold. 

March  20.  Maundy  Thursday.  Sister  Benzien  of  Salem  played 
the  organ  in  the  place  of  Br.  Eugen  Lehman  who  had  gone 
on  a  trip. 

March  21.  Our  little  daughter  Susan  came  down  with  a  seri- 
ous sickness  which 

March  22.  became  so  bad  that  we  expected  she  would  not  live. 

March  23.  The  weather  in  these  passion  week  days  has  been 
unusually  rough  and  cold  and  they  believe  the  pears  have  frozen. 

March  25.  The  baby  is  better. 

April  1.  Sick. 
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April  18.  It  rained  very  hard  toward  evening  and  that  after 
a  drought  of  6  weeks. 

April  23.  Today  and  yesterday  the  church  was  scrubbed. 

April  26.  Baptism  of  James  Edwin  born  March  20,  son  of 
the  married  couple  Br.  Benj.  Pfaff  and  his  wife  Sister  Minerva 
Magdalena,  m.n.  Flynt  (born  July  3, 1817) . 

April  29.  Visited  in  Pfafftown  at  Wm.  Conrad's  whose  5  chil- 
dren are  very  sick. 

May  1.  Baptized  Joseph  Henry  the  litle  son  born  October  23, 
1844  of  Jos.  Leinbach  and  his  wife  Sarah,  m.n.  Brewer. 

May  Jf.  Visited  at  the  Neal  home  whose  youngest  child  seemed 
to  be  mortally  sick.  At  the  request  of  the  parents  I  baptized  him 
(Samuel  Rodman)  born  July  7, 1843. 

May  12.  Visited  at  Peter  Klein's  whose  wife  had  died  this 
morning  after  a  short  sickness.  Undertook  to  hold  the  funeral 
service  in  Dutch  Meeting  House.  This  Klein  family  is  such  an 
abandoned  one,  as  one  can  just  imagine. 

May  29.  We  went  to  Schortown  after  I  had  first  received  the 
support  of  the  Brr.  of  the  Committee  of  the  village  in  connec- 
tion with  the  baptism  of  Esra  Hauser.  I  put  it  up  to  her,  that 
it  was  the  Lord's  will  and  she  requested  it  with  tears,  and 
promised  everything  in  the  power  of  the  Lord  and  then  she 
was  baptized. 

June  7.  The  negro  baby  William  (Wilson's)  died.  It  had  been 
baptized  the  previous  Tuesday  on  its  sickbed.  It  was  born  Feb- 
ruary 9,  1843. 

June  15.  In  the  afternoon  was  an  English  sermon  at  the 
Dutch  Meeting  House  alias  Fesslers  Church  5  miles  northeast 
of  Bethania. 

June  17.  I  went  but  not  on  invitation  to  Jno.  Grabs  to  attend 
a  Methodist  sermon.  But  the  circuit  rider  did  not  come  (His 
name  is  Wesner)  and  since  a  good  number  of  people  had  gath- 
ered, the  sermon  was  turned  over  to  me.  Another  preacher 
(Portiss)  added  a  short  admonition  and  a  prayer.  This  man  is  a 
child  of  God  and  a  miracle  of  grace  for  he  was  formerly  a  very 
wild  man.  Now  he  is  a  childlike  soul.  The  next  morning  I  got 
acquainted  with  another  Methodist  preacher,  Jordan.  The  latter 
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belongs  to  the  old  Methodists,  Portiss  and  Wesner  to  the 
Methodist  Protestants. 

June  22.  There  was  the  negro  sermon  in  English.  Right  after- 
ward a  short  instruction  united  with  the  catechism  was  held 
for  the  negroes.  Eight  of  them  declared  it  their  sincere  wish  to 
turn  to  the  Lord  and  be  saved.  Their  names  were  then  written 
down  and  special  instruction  and  individual  talks  promised,  as 
well  as  for  all  the  rest  as  soon  as  it  happened  that  they  desired 
such  from  their  hearts. 

The  following  question  has  arisen  in  our  congregation,  "How 
shall  we  arrange  that  even  poor  families  may  belong  to  our  con- 
gregation?" The  contribution  for  each  household  runs  to  $6.00 
per  annum,  which  poor  people  can  give  only  with  difficulty. 

July  10.  This  morning  Br.  Ephraim  Strub  died  after  a  sick- 
ness of  more  than  5  weeks  with  severe  dysentery.  His  age  was 
40  years,  3  months  and  10  days. 

July  16.  Baptized  a  negro  baby  Ann  Elisabeth.  She  was  born 
March  22,  1843  to  Susanna  (Transou)  and  Jas.  Gordon  (free). 

July  19.  Went  to  Bethabara  since  I  felt  better  after  the  trou- 
ble with  my  throat.  There  was  there  a  funeral  sermon  in  remem- 
brance of  General  Andrew  Jackson  who  died  June  8,  this  year, 
arranged  by  the  Methodists.  I  came  too  late  and  heard  only  how 
Dr.  Wilson  contrived  a  Bank  Speech.  I  was  sorry  that  I  went. 

July  25.  In  the  evening  there  was  an  hour  of  edification  in 
Pfafftown.  About  10  I  set  out  on  my  way  home.  It  was  very 
dark.  The  lantern  that  I  had  with  me  refused  its  service  so  I 
had  to  dismount  on  account  of  the  darkness  and  lead  the  horse 
until  some  negroes  met  me  with  torches,  and  then  I  mounted 
again  and  let  myself  be  lighted  home. 

Aug.  2.  I  baptized  the  baby  William  Henry.  He  was  born 
March  25,  1845.  The  parents  are  Thos.  G.  Johnson  and  Susan  J. 
Johnson,  m.n.  Holder,  who  live  in  Saddler  Hauser's  house. 

There  has  been  a  great  drought  in  the  country  for  a  long  space 
of  time.  The  mills  can  scarcely  grind  anything,  and  everybody 
streams  to  Mt.  Airy  or  elsewhere  who  cannot  get  meal  ground 
here.  Also  the  Welschcorn  is  very  bad,  except  at  our  place.  It 
seems  as  if  the  Lord  has  made  with  us  a  gracious  exception. 

Aug.  U>  Went  to  Huntsville  about  a  mile  on  the  other  side 
to  attend  a  camp  meeting. 
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Aug.  5.  I  came  home  in  the  evening  and  to  be  sure  with  the 
intention  of  guarding  myself  that  I  will  never  any  more  rail  at 
the  customs  of  other  denominations  but  simply  desire  their 
spiritual  thriving,  but  especially  the  thriving  of  our  own  con- 
gregation that  has  deteriorated  sadly. 

Aug.  17.  The  baptism  of  the  baby  Julia  Elisabeth,  little  daugh- 
ter of  Dr.  G.  F.  Wilson  and  his  wife  Sister  Henrietta  Wilson, 
m.n.  Hauser,  born  July  13,  1845. 

Aug.  23.  The  beginning  of  a  several  days'  meeting  in  the 
Gerbers  Church  not  far  from  Brookstown.  The  pastor  held  the 
first  sermon. 

Aug.  2J*.  There  was  a  German  sermon  by  Br.  Thos.  Pfohl  of 
Salem  in  Bethania.  He  substituted  for  Br.  Hagen.  The  latter 
had  again  gone  to  Gerbers  Church.  About  1,000  people  had  gath- 
ered there  today. 

Aug.  25.  Communion  was  held  and  there  was  a  definite  awak- 
ening among  those  present.  In  the  evening  Br.  Hagen  baptized 
the  married  Elis.  Meyer.  She  received  the  name  Maria. 

Aug.  26.  Br.  Hagen  held  the  first  sermon,  Br.  M.  Doub  the 
second  and  Br.  Jos.  Doub  the  third.  Toward  evening  I  came 
home  full  of  praise  and  gratitude  for  what  the  Lord  had  done 
for  me  and  others  in  these  days. 

Sept.  8.  I  went  to  Salem  and  got  me  another  horse  since  my 
old  one  is  too  broken-down. 

Sept.  17.  Toward  evening  I  had  severe  pain  in  my  limbs  and 
also  an  oppressive  headache  came  upon  me.  I  had  to  stay  in  bed 
until  the  21st. 

Sept.  28.  Could  hold  no  public  meeting  except  a  baptism  of  a 
negro  child  in  my  own  room.  It  was  John  Henry  Nelson  born 
August  31.  The  parents  are  John  Harrison  and  Charity  both 
living  at  Saml.  Wolfs.  This  evening  Br.  Sol.  Conrad  died. 

Sept.  29.  Still  I  am  not  well. 

Oct.  8.  In  the  night  it  rained  violently  until  morning  without 
interruption. 

Oct.  21.  It  was  especially  cold  in  the  night. 

Oct.  26.  The  funeral  sermon  of  the  negro  girl  Sally  who  died 
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some  time  ago.  Baptized  the  baby  Alexander  of  Edm.  Woods 
and  his  wife  Rachel. 

Oct.  30.  I  had  my  birthday.  Already  my  Saviour  has  borne 
with  me  for  30  years  with  great  patience. 

Nov.  1.  Visited  in  Shortown  and  baptized  the  baby  Motiah 
Perry  of  Graham  Holcolm  and  his  wife  Maria  Salome,  m.n. 
Stockburger,  in  Jos.  Stockburger's  home. 

Nov.  6.  In  the  evening  Br.  York  gave  a  lecture  on  elocution, 
grammar  and  geography. 

Nov.  13.  In  the  evening  we  visited  with  Thos.  Lash  who  now 
since  last  Friday  has  been  living  in  his  new  house  west  of  the 
village. 

Nov.  lJf.  Baptism  at  the  home  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Nathl.  Pfan*  to 
whom  the  Lord  had  sent  this  child  on  the  21st.  He  received  the 
name  Francis  Wesley. 

Nov.  21.  I  visited  at  Jacob  Wolf's.  From  there  I  went  to 
Wolf's  graveyard  and  prayed  our  litany  at  the  burial  of  the 
little  daughter  of  the  afore-mentioned  Jacob  Wolf  and  his  wife 
Mary,  m.n.  Bitting.  The  child  died  yesterday. 

Nov.  26.  The  funeral  of  the  Widow  Martha  Hauser,  m.n. 
Clayton,  who  died  day  before  yesterday.  Her  age  was  68  years, 
1  month  and  29  days. 

Nov.  29.  The  little  son  Charles  Edwin  born  on  last  October  28 
to  Br.  and  Sr.  Ephraim  Transou  was  baptized. 

Dec.  1.  I  went  to  the  funeral  of  the  widow  Martha  Wolf,  m.n. 
Sheppard,  who  died  day  before  yesterday. 

Dec.  12.  A  stove  was  tried  out  in  the  Saal  yesterday  and  today 
it  was  found  when  they  made  a  fire  that  the  Saal  could  be 
made  very  pleasantly  warm. 

Dec.  1A.  The  widowed  Sister  Margr.  Miller,  m.n.  Seiz,  died. 
Violent  snowstorm. 

Dec.  21.  Baptized  the  little  son  born  November  23  to  Br.  and 
Sr.  Michl.  Butner  with  the  name  James  Clementine  and  the  little 
son  born  November  8  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Wm.  Lehman  received  the 
name  Thomas  Egbert. 
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Minutes  of  the  Bethania  Committee,  1845. 
[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  26. 

About  the  matter  of  the  stove  and  the  corpse  house  it  was  de- 
cided for  the  present  to  leave  the  whole  matter  of  the  decision  to 
a  meeting  of  the  householders.  This  was  done  on  the  following 
Sunday  after  the  sermon  and  from  the  deliberations  the  follow- 
ing was  the  result :  They  should  collect  first  for  the  corpse  house 
and  only  then  stir  up  the  matter  of  getting  a  stove. 

5.  The  request  of  the  widow  Miicke  (Luth.)  to  join  the  con- 
gregation was  granted  to  her  by  the  committee  as  also  since  then 
by  the  P.H.C.  in  Salem. 

April  13. 

1.  The  pastor  announced  that  the  wife  of  Br.  Benj.  Pfaff, 
Minerva,  m.n.  Flynt,  had  asked  permission  to  join  the  congre- 
gation. This  request  was  approved  for  her.  The  P.H.C.  in  Salem 
has  likewise  given  its  consent. 

3.  The  Single  Sister  Rebecca  Miicke  living  at  the  home  of  Jos. 
Conrad  because  she  is  somewhat  helpless  etc.  can  be  regarded 
as  a  member  if  she  pays  25  cents  a  year.  It  cannot  be  granted 
to  her  by  the  committee  to  be  entirely  free  of  contributing. 

June  1. 

1.  Br.  Benj.  PfafFs  request  for  some  reduction  in  his  contri- 
bution was  again  taken  under  consideration.  The  committee 
thought  through  complying  it  would  make  a  bad  precedent  be- 
cause someone  else  perhaps  might  imitate  the  example  of  Br. 
Pfaff  and  such  would  be  dangerous  to  the  support  of  the  con- 
gregation. 

2.  A  proposal  made  by  the  pastor  that  the  Brotherly  Agree- 
ment should  be  read  before  all  the  Wachovia  country  congre- 
gations and  explained  to  them  was  approved  by  the  committee. 

June  8. 

It  was  assigned  to  the  Brr.  P.  Pfaff,  Eugen  Lehmann,  and  F.  F. 
Hagen  to  go  through  the  accounts  of  the  congregational  treasury 
and  to  find  out  whether  it  could  be  done  to  make  a  general  re- 
duction of  the  contributions  without  injuring  the  condition  of 
the  congregation. 

June  U. 

1.  The  accounts  were  gone  through  and  it  was  the  opinion 
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that  with  the  present  number  of  members  no  reduction  could 
be  made.  1.  Meantime  it  was  assigned  to  the  pastor  to  write 
out  the  accounts  of  the  members  in  the  village  and  to  ask  Br. 
Renatus  Lehman  to  collect  the  arrears  and  also  2.  Likewise 
to  write  out  the  accounts  of  the  nonresidents  and  to  give  them  to 
Br.  Martin  Holder  to  be  collected. 

July  22. 

1.  It  was  granted  to  the  Michel  Sailors  to  belong  to  the  con- 
gregation again.  But  since  they  cannot  pay  the  usual  assessments 
from  poverty,  it  shall  be  left  to  them  because  of  their  needy  cir- 
cumstances to  contribute  according  to  their  means. 

2.  Br.  Martin  Holder  was  asked  to  speak  with  Christian  Pfaff 
and  Mich.  Sailor  about  the  repair  of  the  congregational  garden 
fence  and  to  ask  them  to  look  after  this. 

3.  The  request  was  granted  to  Elisabeth  Meier  (Jacob  Meier's 
wife),  m.n.  Phillips,  to  be  baptized  either  as  a  stranger  or  even 
as  member  of  the  congregation  and  in  the  latter  case  her  contri- 
bution was  set  as  12  V2  cts.  for  each  attendance  on  festival 
days. 

5.  Since  some  negroes  have  asked  for  baptism  and  confirma- 
tion and  thereby  a  special  negro  society  would  be  formed  among 
us,  the  committee  took  the  matter  under  consideration.  The  mat- 
ter itself  seemed  good  and  desirable  to  them,  only  it  was  re- 
garded as  necessary  to  act  with  the  greatest  possible  foresight 
and  care  in  the  reception  of  members  and  in  each  case  where 
possible  to  get  the  written  consent  and  character  witness  from 
the  respective  masters. 

Aug.  31. 

1.  The  following  applicants  for  membership  in  our  congrega- 
tion were  given  permission  by  the  committee  and  their  ac- 
ceptance verified  by  the  P.H.C.  in  Salem:  George  Krause  and 
his  wife;  Friedr.  Holder  and  his  wife;  David  Shouse,  his  wife 
and  2  children  and  the  married  Maria  Elisabeth  Meier,  m.n. 
Phillips. 

Dec.  7. 

1.  It  was  approved  that  an  effort  should  be  made  in  regard  to 
the  desirability  of  bringing  a  stove  into  the  church  Saal,  since 
such  an  attempt  can  be  made  without  further  expense  because  a 
stove  can  be  borrowed.

Memorabilia  of  the  Congregation  in  Friedberg,  1845. 
[Extracts  translated.'] 

As  a  consequence  of  the  universal  dry  weather  in  the  spring 
and  summer,  the  harvest  turned  out  to  be  less  abundant  than  in 
the  previous  year.  Only  a  little  rain  fell  from  the  beginning  of 
March  until  the  first  of  August  and  our  gardens  and  fields  were 
almost  turned  into  wastelands. 

The  state  of  health  of  our  congregation  was  very  good  in  the 
past  year.  Nevertheless  the  number  of  those  who  died  was  rather 
large.  Especially  many  children  died  this  year. 

Minutes  of  the  Committee  in  Friedberg,  1845. 
[Extracts  translated.] 

Feb.  15. 

3.  The  pastor  announced  that  Br.  Jos.  Boeckel  still  wanted 
for  the  present  to  belong  to  the  congregation. 

4.  The  proposal  was  made  to  buy  confirmation  instruction 
books,  if  they  are  used,  at  the  expense  of  the  congregation  and 
to  give  them  to  the  confirmands. 

8.  The  committee  took  $7.78  from  the  debt  of  $10.75  standing 
with  Br.  Thorn.  Pfohl,  as  a  just  debt.  The  rest  seemed  to  be  a 
private  debt. 

April  27. 

3.  It  was  stated  that  it  is  to  be  wished  that  the  Brr.  hymn- 
book,  and  to  be  sure  the  English  be  used  more  in  the  congrega- 
tion. 

4.  It  was  decided  that  the  pastor  buy  a  bound  book  in  Salem 
to  write  in  it  the  English  translation  of  the  Brotherly  Agree- 
ment and  present  it  for  signing  to  those  who  still  have  not 
signed  it. 

June  28. 

It  was  announced  by  the  pastor  that  Br.  Jac.  Mack  had  re- 
ceived permission  to  make  his  fence  up  to  the  southeast  corner 
of  the  field  opposite  the  church.  By  that  a  considerable  meadow 
which  the  pastor  can  also  use  will  be  surrounded  with  a  good 
fence. 

3.  It  was  announced  by  a  Br.  that  Br.  Edward  Foltz  had 
worked  on  Sunday.  The  pastor  promised  to  admonish  him  in  a 
fraternal  manner. 
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Aug.  30. 

2.  It  was  announced  by  a  brother  that  Br.  Geo.  Spach  had 
spoken  hard  about  some  members  of  the  committee.  It  was 
decided  that  the  pastor  and  Br.  John  Geo.  Spach  and  Br.  Geo. 
Tesch  should  enquire  of  Br.  Jac.  Mack  and  if  they  found  reason 
they  should  visit  the  first-named  brother  in  order  to  settle  the 
matter. 

3.  It  was  decided  to  get  a  new  wheelbarrow. 

5.  It  was  considered  advisable  to  hold  the  social  prayer  meet- 
ings7 now  introduced,  where  possible,  in  private  houses. 

Nov.  IJf. 

3.  It  was  announced  that  Dan.  Fishel,  Sen.,  was  drunk.  The 
pastor  promised  to  investigate  and  then  speak  with  him. 

4.  It  was  announced  that  Brr.  Phillip  Reich  and  Edw.  Foltz 
had  held  shooting  matches.  The  committee  expressed  its  dis- 
satisfaction over  the  same  and  decided  to  admonish  the  above- 
mentioned  in  a  kindly  way. 

5.  The  pastor  and  the  Brr.  John  Geo.  Spach  and  Geo.  Tesch 
reported  that  they  had  been  at  Geo.  Spach's  and  had  settled 
the  unpleasant  matter  which  had  been  discussed  in  the  previous 
meeting. 

Diary  of  the  Congregations  of  Friedberg  and  Hope,  1845. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  1.  We  had  in  Friedberg  the  funeral  of  the  late  Christine 
Rominger,  a  widow  from  Stokes  County. 

Jan.  18.  There  took  place  the  funeral  of  Allen  Alexander 
Fischel.  He  was  born  August  21, 1844. 

Jan.  21.  There  died  the  widowed  Sister  Eva  Catharina 
Knauss  in  her  84th  year. 

Feb.  1.  In  lovefeast  I  read  the  writing  from  an  unknown 
friend  in  Germany  in  which  the  members  were  urged  to  unite 
in  a  small  prayer  band  and  to  apply  themselves  more  to  God 
in  prayer. 

On  the  same  day  died  the  youngest  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Jos.

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becca).  She  was  1  year  and  6  months  old.  Sicknesses  of  almost 
every  kind  are  again  frequent  here. 

Feb.  17.  There  died  in  Hope  the  widowed  Lydia  Johnson.  She 
was  born  September  17,  1781  in  Rowan  now  Davidson  County, 
North  Carolina. 

Feb.  23.  There  was  held  in  Hope  the  funeral  of  the  child 
Sarah  Esther  Stype  who  had  died  yesterday.  Her  age  was  7 
months  and  10  days. 

March  2.  In  the  evening  I  attended  a  prayer  meeting  in  John 
Fischer's  house.  Several  brethren  of  the  Methodist  church  gave 
talks  to  the  large  number  who  had  gathered.  Several  such  meet- 
ings had  already  been  held  as  a  result  of  the  writing  from  Ger- 
many. Although  these  prayer  meetings  are  not  so  organized  as 
is  recommended  in  the  before-mentioned  writing,  yet  they  are 
suitable  to  do  much  good  with  God's  help. 

March  16.  The  baptism  of  an  adult  David  Wooseley  and  the 
confirmation  of  7  people  namely  Michael  Fischer,  John  Solomon 
Knaus,  Traugott  Hy.  Spach,  the  married  Juliana  Dulcinea 
Wooseley,  Louisa  Melvina  Spach,  Single  Caroline  Spach  and 
Catharina  Seitz. 

David  Woosley  and  John  Solomon  Knauss  joined  the  con- 
gregation. 

March  23.  Easter.  Early  in  the  morning  the  arriving  breth- 
ren and  strangers  streamed  to  the  house  of  the  Lord.  Between 
600  and  700  were  present  at  the  meetings. 

April  1.  Early  today  died  our  very  aged  Br.  Johannes  Fischel 
after  he  celebrated  his  84th  birthday  yesterday. 

April  10.  There  died  the  child  Naeman  Aug.  Reich  at  the  age 
of  1  year,  7  months  and  29  days. 

April  16.  I  visited  at  the  home  of  the  widowed  Hannah  Holms 
in  Clemmonstown  and  found  her  very  near  her  end.  On  the  eve- 
ning of  the  same  day  she  went  to  sleep  gently  and  blessedly. 

April  17.  Was  the  funeral  in  Hope  of  the  departed  Ephraim 
Hold,  a  noncommunicant  from  Stokes  County.  He  was  75  years, 
7  months  and  15  days  old. 

April  18.  I  was  sent  for  to  go  to  Br.  Jesse  Gladfelter's  since 
Sister  G.  was  very  sick.  At  her  request  I  baptized  her  newborn 
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son  and  imparted  to  her  herself  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  for 
her  home-going. 

April  19.  Today  fell  asleep  Sister  Gladfelter.  Her  age  was  39 
years,  10  months  and  5  days. 

Appendix.  Sicknesses  of  many  kinds  occurred  this  month 
frequently.  The  usual  pleurisy  and  pneumonia  and  other  severe 
colds  were  mostly  to  be  found  among  the  children. 

May  2.  The  funeral  in  Hope  of  Ann  Henrietta  Styers.  She 
was  born  July  17, 1832  in  Friedland. 

May  10.  The  Congregational  Festival  was  celebrated  in  Fried- 
berg.  Six  youths  and  a  single  sister  were  received:  John  Sand- 
ford  Reich,  John  Reich,  Jacob  Harrison  Reich,  William  Roth- 
rock,  Andrew  Erwin  and  Amos  Augustus  Rominger  and  the 
Single  Ann  Melvina  Reich. 

May  11.  Whitsuntide.  Was  the  confirmation  of  five,  namely: 
Franz  Fischel,  Catharina  Fischel,  Lucinda  Spach,  Maria  Knauss, 
Sarah  Lisette  Mack. 

May  18.  There  was  the  annual  celebration  of  the  Stokes 
County  Sunday  School  Union  in  Hopewell.  In  the  absence  of 
the  president  the  vice-president,  Br.  John  Vogler  opened  the 
meeting  with  song  and  prayer. 

May  23.  When  we  came  for  a  visit  to  the  home  of  Susannah 
Hohns,  we  found  her  very  sick  and  apparently  near  her  end. 
Since  there  was  no  one  much  to  watch  there,  we  stayed  with 
Br.  and  Sr.  Christian  Ripples  there.  At  11  o'clock  the  holy 
communion  was  administered  to  the  sick  woman.  But  after  mid- 
night she  got  better  again. 

May  25.  After  the  Cool  Spring  Sunday  School  had  collapsed, 
a  new  one  was  begun  in  the  Pleasant  Fork  Sunday  School  house. 

May  30.  The  funeral  of  the  child  Nancy  Christina  Elisabeth 
Foltz.  She  was  5  months  and  16  days  old. 

June  1.  Confirmation  in  Hope.  The  Single  Sisters  Christine 
Peddycoard,  Martha  Peddycoard  and  Elizabeth  Magdalena  Noll 
were  confirmed.  May  the  Lord  be  very  close  to  our  dear  little 
Hope. 

June  8.  The  funeral  of  the  child  Allen  Jesse  Gladfelter.  He 
was  2  months  and  29  days  old. 
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June  22.  I  learned  that  the  Widowed  Susannah  Hohns  had 
died  suddenly.  The  late  sister  was  born  October  3,  1784  in 
Rowan,  now  Davidson  County. 

Appendix.  We  are  glad  for  a  rather  good  state  of  health  in 
both  congregations  with  the  exception  of  a  few  old  and  weak 
brothers  and  sisters.  May  the  Lord  keep  us  well  in  soul  as  in 
body. 

July  13.  The  Sunday  School  in  Friedberg  is  not  in  such  a 
gratifying  condition  as  one  might  wish.  The  number  of  children 
customarily  present  is  about  50.  The  managers  and  teachers 
however  are  somewhat  too  negligent.  In  Hopewell  the  school 
seems  to  be  in  good  progress.  The  number  of  children  has  risen 
to  63. 

Aug.  8.  In  the  evening  a  so-called  social  prayer  meeting  was 
held  in  Friedberg  at  which  a  great  number  were  present.  This 
was  the  first  evening  meeting  which  had  been  held  for  many 
years.  Several  of  our  brethren  and  a  Methodist  exhorter  took 
part  in  this  meeting.  After  the  end  most  of  the  brethren  stayed 
in  the  Saal  and  Levi  Spach  and  Robert  Fisher  stated  their  great 
anxieties  about  the  safety  of  their  souls.  It  was  discussed  with 
them.  After  another  hymn  and  prayer  we  brought  the  meeting 
to  a  final  end, 

Aug.  13.  Today  we  celebrated  this  great  festival  in  the 
Brethren's  congregation.  Already  in  the  morning  there  was  a 
great  stirring  of  the  hearts  which  reached  the  highest  point  in 
the  holy  communion.  Several  of  the  brethren  felt  themselves 
moved  by  the  grace  which  they  felt  impelled  to  speak  of  and 
some  fell  on  the  necks  of  others  and  wept.  In  fact  few  eyes  re- 
mained dry  and  we  hope  no  heart  remained  cold. 

Aug.  17.  1  baptized  the  twin  children  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Thomas 
Shore  at  their  house.  In  the  evening  there  was  a  prayer  meeting 
in  Friedberg.  During  the  singing  of  a  hymn  a  Methodist  woman 
broke  out  in  loud  words  and  caused  some  disturbance.  May  the 
Lord  however  use  everything  for  His  great  purpose,  our  re- 
demption. 

Aug.  22.  When  we  arrived  at  Sol.  Zimmerman's  this  morning 
we  found  the  Single  Sister  Anna  Fisher  had  already  died  and 
on  our  way  we  heard  that  the  married  Sister  Esther  Rothrock 
( Jac.  Rothrock's  wife)  had  also  died. 
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Aug.  26.  We  went  to  Hope  to  be  present  at  the  Congregation 
Festival.  Nine  were  taken  into  the  congregation:  The  youths 
Alexander  Bevel,  Edward  Bevel,  John  Clemmons,  Michael  Null, 
Christopher  Null,  Augustine  Hanes  and  the  girls  Lavinia  Peddy- 
coard,  Chloe  Peddycoard  and  Caroline  Millikin. 

Sept.  14.  After  the  sermon  in  Hopewell  we  accompanied  the 
body  of  the  deceased  Widow  Graber  to  the  grave.  Her  funeral 
sermon  had  already  been  held  elsewhere. 

Sept.  21.  I  held  a  Sunday  School  talk  in  a  new  school  called 
Chestnut  Grove  about  6  miles  east  of  Friedberg. 

Oct.  10  and  11.  We  had  an  unusually  violent  and  persistent 
rain  by  which  all  streams  were  uncommonly  swollen  and  several 
of  our  brethren  suffered  severe  injuries. 

Oct.  llf.  This  morning  we  were  shocked  by  the  news  of  the 
sudden  death  of  the  married  Br.  Jacob  Foltz.  Yesterday  he 
complained  somewhat  with  sore  throat.  The  pains  became  so 
severe  that  at  four  o'clock  in  the  morning  his  breath  stopped. 
His  age  was  60  years,  6  months  and  5  days. 

Appendix.  The  meetings  are  often  blessed  by  our  Lord  in 
the  most  pleasing  way.  Several  of  our  brethren  and  Christian 
friends  from  other  denominations  take  active  part  in  them. 
They  are  held  under  the  direction  of  the  pastor  always  and  he 
is  present  when  possible. 

Nov.  U.  The  Widowed  Jesse  Gladfelter  and  the  Single  Sister 
Rosina  Fischel  were  married  by  me. 

Nov.  7.  The  funeral  of  Jane  Danields  who  died  on  the  5th 
was  held  in  a  Methodist  Church,  Mt.  Pleasants.  I  conducted 
the  divine  service  at  Mt.  Bethel  and  Clemmonstown. 

Nov.  20.  The  Single  Brother  Edward  Benj.  Fischel  and  the 
Single  Sister  Margaretha  Vogler  were  married  by  me  at  the 
home  of  Philip  Vogler. 

Dec.  1^.  It  rained  the  whole  day  violently.  No  sermon  could 
be  given.  But  since  four  or  six  people  came,  I  held  a  little  meet- 
ing in  our  living  room. 

Dec.  20.  Thomas  Fisher  suddenly  became  very  bad.  We  were 
all  aware  at  once  that  his  hour  had  come.  With  the  singing  of  the 
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hymn  "When  I  can  read  my  title  clear"  he  died.  His  age  was 
55  years,  6  months  and  17  days. 

Memorabilia  of  the  Friedland  Congregation,  1845. 

[Extract  translated.] 

The  preaching  of  the  dear  gospel  was  continued  every  two 
weeks  with  few  exceptions  on  account  of  bad  weather,  not  only 
at  this  place  but  also  since  the  beginning  of  the  year  every  month 
in  the  afternoon  at  Kernersville.

[Archibald  Henderson  says  that  James  K.  Polk's  administra- 
tion as  President  "was  notable  for  the  enactment  of  a  reason- 
able tariff  measure,  for  the  re-establishment  of  the  independent 
treasury,  and,  more  conspicuously,  for  the  fulfillment  of  the 
Tolk  doctrine'  for  the  rounding  out  of  the  continental  United 
States."  The  Oregon  boundary  was  settled  and  a  treaty  signed 
with  Great  Britain.  The  American  Flag  was  raised  in  Cali- 
fornia. 

The  decades  1840-1860  were  great  periods  of  immigration. 
The  potato  famine  in  Ireland  was  responsible  for  much  migra- 
tion from  there.  Also  there  was  heavy  German  immigration. 

Monterrey  was  captured  by  American  troops  on  September 
24  of  this  year. 

A  very  few  of  the  Moravian  young  men  went  as  soldiers  in 
the  Mexican  War.1] 

Memorabilia  of  the  Salem  Congregation,  1846. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

We  had  an  unusually  severe  winter  for  the  climate  here  and 
it  lasted  until  the  spring  months  so  that  still  in  the  beginning 
of  April  the  fruit  trees  already  standing  in  bloom  were  covered 
with  a  garment  of  snow.  But  there  followed  in  comparison  with 
the  previous  year  a  very  wet  spring  whereby  in  the  lowlands  (in 
May)  there  were  some  floods.  Also  the  summer  in  contrast  to 
the  previous  year  was  marked  by  very  violent  downpours  of 
rain  alternating  with  oppressive  heat.  The  health  which  so  far 
had  been  interrupted  up  to  then  only  by  colds  and  some  attacks 
of  fever  began  to  suffer  markedly  in  June  and,  as  the  summer 
progressed,  the  fever  became  worse  and  worse  but  up  to  this 
time  less  in  our  town  itself  than  in  the  surrounding  country, 
where  it  moreover  prevailed  in  the  whole  country.  With  the  com- 
ing of  the  frosts  at  night  in  October  the  fever  to  be  sure  slack- 
ened somewhat  but  since  the  fall  remained  relatively  mild  with 
a  few  exceptions  until  into  December  there  appeared  now  and 
then  some  late  recurrences  of  fever. 

1  One  of  the  boys  in  the  Mexican  War  from  Salem  was  Charles  R.  Reich.  A  story, 
passed  down  through  family  tradition,  says  that  Reich  was  on  duty  on  the  picket  line 
one  night  and  fell  asleep.  As  the  relief  guard  approached  Charles  heard  his  mother's 
voice  call  "Charles,  Charles,  get  up."  He  awoke  just  before  the  guard  arrived.  On  the 
same  night  his  mother,  who  lived  on  the  outskirts  of  Salem,  dreamed  that  Charles  had 
fallen  asleep  and  cried  out  "Charles,  Charles,  get  up."  This  woke  the  family.  The  next 
day  Charles  wrote  to  his  mother  of  his  experience.  She  also  wrote  him  of  what  had  hap- 
pened at  home  of  the  voice  in  Salem  which  was  heard  in  Mexico.  See  "A  Salem  Boy  in 
the  Mexican  War,"  by  W.  S.  Pfohl,  Wachovia  Historical  Society  Papers. 
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Sometimes  there  came  violent  storms  which  now  and  then 
caused  great  harm  on  the  coast  and  laid  on  our  hearts  the  duty 
of  occasional  intercessions  for  our  dear  travelers  who  found 
themselves  on  the  sea. 

The  wheat  did  not  turn  out  very  well  but  on  the  other  hand 
the  oats  were  better  and  the  Welschcorn  and  potato  harvest  was 
far  beyond  that  expected  and  there  was  an  abundance  of  fruit. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Ernst  Vierling  living  formerly  outside  moved  into 
the  town  with  their  children.  Br.  Chr.  Ebert's  house  was  raised 
by  a  story.  The  management  of  the  tavern  here  was  taken  over 
in  the  spring  by  Br.  and  Sr.  Thomas  Boner  in  the  place  of  Br. 
and  Sr.  Tim  Vogler. 

In  the  great  meeting  held  in  London  in  August  of  the  Protes- 
tant Christians  of  different  divisions  of  the  church  and  from 
several  lands  for  the  furthering  of  Christian  unity  we  took  eager 
part  also.  For  our  little  church  was  the  calling  together  directed 
by  our  dear  Lord  now  of  a  synod  of  the  Brethren's  Unity  for 
the  year  1848  of  great  importance.  Also  the  visitation  journey 
assigned  to  the  dear  Brothers  Joh.  G.  Hermann  and  Wm.  Mal- 
lalieu  to  the  West  Indian  Islands  claimed  our  sympathy  and 
intercession. 

It  would  be  very  desirable  that  the  taste  for  the  Word  of  God 
and  the  longing  for  the  enjoyment  of  communal  blessing  might 
be  evidenced  through  the  whole  year  more  than  formerly  through 
regular  and  frequent  attendance  on  our  beautiful  divine  services. 

As  a  missionary  to  the  mountains  of  North  Carolina  there 
arrived  Br.  Gottlieb  Herman  Rude  who  came  here  from  Pennsyl- 
vania called  in  the  place  of  Br.  L.  Reuz  and  he  made  several 
visitations  into  those  mountain  regions  up  into  the  fall. 

May  there  be  success  in  supplying  the  help  for  the  mission  and 
schoolwork  among  the  Cherokees  and  sending  it  to  them  in  the 
course  of  the  coming  spring  where  there  is  now  so  much  encour- 
agement felt  through  the  circumstances  that  the  previous  quar- 
rels between  the  different  factions  of  the  Cherokees  seem  to  be 
settled  by  the  new  agreement  made  in  Washington. 

Commissioned  by  a  party  of  residents  here  Brr.  Jacob  Schulz 
and  Adam  Butner  have  undertaken  a  reconnaissance  trip  to  the 
distant  West  to  look  for  a  suitable  region  for  a  further  settle- 
ment and  on  their  return  they  announced  in  favor  of  the  parcel 
of  land  situated  on  the  Des  Moines  River  in  Iowa. 

Meantime  in  our  immediate  neighborhood  in  the  vicinity  of 
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a  schoolhouse  called  Philadelphia2  a  new  little  congregation  has 
begun  to  be  organized,  whose  members  so  far  have  mostly  be- 
longed to  different  Wachovia  congregations  but  who  could  not 
regularly  attend  their  respective  churches  on  account  of  the  dis- 
tance. They  have  already  been  served  for  several  years  with  the 
preaching  of  the  Word  twice  a  month  alternately  from  Salem 
and  Friedberg.  On  July  26  the  little  congregation  there  was 
organized  through  the  acceptance  of  the  Brotherly  Agreement 
of  the  Wachovia  country  congregations  and  through  a  choice  of 
a  committee  of  their  own.  For  the  time  it  will  be  served  by  Br. 
and  Sr.  Saml.  Huebener  from  Salem  while  Br.  Sensemann  from 
Friedberg  will  likewise  preach  there  once  a  month.  The  families 
of  our  country  congregations  and  of  their  pastors  have  suffered 
more  or  less  from  fever  in  the  summer  and  late  spring  but 
mostly  at  Bethabara  where  almost  every  one  was  down  with  it. 

Br.  Arthur  Van  Vleck  who  had  undertaken  the  winter  school 
not  far  from  the  cotton  factory,  where  also  the  Sunday  School 
for  the  young  people  living  there  is  being  continued  by  some 
Brr.  and  Srr.,  has  made  an  attempt  to  conduct  a  similar  Sunday 
School  for  our  own  little  boys  and  older  boys.  The  Sunday 
Schools  already  established  longer  for  our  girls  and  little  girls 
have  continued  this  year  as  well  as  the  regular  instruction  for 
all  the  young  people  of  the  congregation  in  their  various  divi- 
sions. 

This  year  there  have  entered  the  school  for  little  children  16 
pupils  and  16  have  left.  The  present  number  of  these  little  ones 
is  39. 

In  the  local  Boys'  School  have  entered  8  and  6  have  left.  It 
now  numbers  46  pupils  of  whom  2  are  outsiders. 

The  local  Girls'  School  had  8  new  pupils  and  two  girls  have 
left.  The  number  is  now  34  of  whom  there  are  6  outside  children. 

From  the  number  of  teachers  of  the  Girls'  Boarding  School 
only  one,  namely  Sr.  Susan  Reuz,  has  left  on  account  of  her 
health.  She  continues  to  give  instruction  in  some  classes.  In  her 
place  came  in  Sr.  Francisca  Benzien  to  the  institution.  This  year 
66  pupils  have  returned  to  their  own  families  and  73  new  pupils 
have  entered.  With  the  inclusion  of  7  girls  who  do  not  live  in 
the  school  but  do  attend  the  school  sessions  and  do  not  appear 
in  the  number  of  pupils  of  the  local  Girls'  School  the  total  is  116 
pupils  who  are  entrusted  to  our  care.

Diary  of  the  Congregation  in  Salem,  1846. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  2.  In  the  afternoon  under  the  escort  of  several  brothers 
who  had  gone  to  meet  the  carriage  and  then  ridden  along  with 
it  there  came  the  body  of  the  late  married  Br.  Carl  Anton  Van 
Vleck,  who  had  died  December  21,  1845  at  Greeneville,  Tennes- 
see. He  had  served  earlier  in  Bethania  and  then  in  different 
northern  congregations,  namely  at  the  educational  institutions 
in  Nazareth  and  Bethlehem.  Later  he  had  been  in  charge  of  a 
boys'  school  in  the  above-mentioned  place.  The  body  with  the 
announcement  of  the  horns  from  the  church  tower  was  placed 
in  the  corpse  room  to  be  buried  according  to  the  wish  of  the 
departed  one  in  our  God's  Acre. 

Jan.  Jf.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  son  of  Br.  and  Sr. 
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Chr.  Sussdorf  born  December  15,  1845  with  the  name  Johan 
Wilhelm. 

Jan.  12.  The  funeral  of  the  little  girl  Anna  Margaretha  Rude, 
little  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Geo.  Heinrich  and  Carol  Matilda 
Ruede,  m.n.  Levering,  who  had  been  born  and  baptized  on 
December  28. 

In  the  evening  there  was  a  meeting  of  the  local  Tract  Society, 
in  which  it  was  decided  that  the  colporteur  appointed  a  year 
ago  for  the  northwest  counties  of  our  State  would  continue 
further  in  his  service. 

Jan.  IS.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  daughter  born 
December  27,  1845  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Evan  Boner  with  the  name 
Laura  Cornelia. 

Jan.  18.  The  baptism  of  two  children,  both  of  whom  were  born 
January  3,  namely,  the  little  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Alex.  Blum  with 
the  name  James  Alfred  and  the  little  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr. 
Edw.  Reich  with  the  name  Laura  Elisabeth. 

Jan.  22.  The  marriage  of  the  Single  Brother  William  Edward 
Spach  from  here  to  the  Single  Sister  Eunice  Rebecca  Marshall 
of  the  Friedberg  congregation  but  she  will  in  future  belong  here. 

Feb.  15.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  son  born  on  the  9th 
to  Br.  and  Sr.  Ephr.  Conrad  with  the  name  William  Alexander. 

Feb.  22.  Br.  Blech  baptized  the  little  son  born  on  the  11th  of 
this  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Peter  Fetter  with  the  name  Charles 
Edwin. 

March  2.  There  was  another  rather  deep  snow. 

March  7.  There  died  very  gently  and  blessedly  as  a  result  of  a 
slow  consumption  at  the  age  of  35  years  our  married  Sister 
Sophia  Louisa  Blech,  m.n.  Krause,  wife  of  our  Br.  Carl  Adolph 
Blech,  assistant  preacher  here,  and  Inspector3  of  the  Girls' 
Boarding  School  here,  whose  loss,  both  on  account  of  his  numer- 
ous family  of  children  still  not  grown,  and  his  heavy  duties  of 
office  claimed  our  painful  and  great  sympathy. 

March  10.  In  the  evening  the  single  brothers  who  were  re- 
ceived into  the  choir  in  the  last  two  years  or  those  who  have 
come  into  the  congregation,  a  total  of  14  present,  in  the  presence 


3  The  school  principal. 
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of  some  of  the  brothers  of  the  Elders'  Conference  and  the  Auf- 
seher  Collegium  after  a  short  address  and  a  prayer  were  pledged 
solemnly  to  the  rules  of  the  congregation  which  had  previously 
been  given  them. 

March  19.  Br.  Huebener  performed  the  marriage  of  the  Single 
Br.  Saml.  Chr.  Ruede  from  here  and  the  Single  Sister  Emily 
Nading  in  the  home  of  the  parents  of  the  bride  not  far  from 
Friedberg.  The  young  couple  plans  to  move  to  the  neighborhood 
of  the  Yadkin  and  Br.  Ruede  will  still  be  regarded  as  an  outside 
member  of  the  congregation  in  Salem.  Here  in  the  evening  was 
the  marriage  of  the  Single  Br.  Alex  Kearney  of  Bethania  to  the 
Single  Sr.  Anna  Carolina  Rothrock  of  Friedberg  who  has  lived 
here  several  years.  They  will  be  counted  as  Bethania  members. 

March  22.  Br.  Huebener  baptized  the  little  daughter  born  on 
the  10th  of  this  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Ernst  Vierling  with  the 
name  Sarah  Louisa. 

Br.  Pf  ohl  was  in  Friedland  today  to  announce  to  the  congrega- 
tion that  Br.  and  Sr.  Lewis  Rights  have  received  and  accepted 
an  appointment  as  assistants  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Huebener  in  the 
service  of  that  congregation,  to  go  there  very  soon. 

March  26.  Br.  and  Sr.  Lewis  Rights  who  had  been  received  as 
acoluths4  yesterday  in  the  Elders'  Conference  moved  to  Fried- 
land.  Br.  and  Sr.  Ernst  Vierling  will  move  into  their  house  in 
our  town  very  soon. 

March  29.  Br.  Blech  preached  in  the  school  in  English  where 
it  was  announced  that  the  Single  Sister  Caroline  Blech  will  per- 
form the  duties  of  Inspectress  up  to  the  examination. 

April  2.  It  snowed  heavily  and  this  afforded  a  strange  sight 
since  the  pear  trees  were  already  in  full  bloom. 

April  13.  On  Easter  Monday  the  local  Bible  Society  had  its 
annual  meeting.  Through  the  appointment  of  a  colporteur  for 
the  4  northwest  counties  of  our  state  there  is  opened  a  wide 
field  for  the  spread  of  the  Holy  Scripture  by  our  society.  During 
the  year  there  have  been  given  out  from  our  stock  157  English 
and  3  German  Bibles  and  190  New  Testaments  chiefly  in  our 
county  besides  moreover  a  gift  of  330  Bibles  and  500  New  Testa- 
ments from  the  mother  society  in  New  York  in  the  adjoining 
county  of  Surry.

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Br.  Van  Vleck  made  official  announcement  of  the  synod  of  the 
Brethrens'  Church  fixed  for  the  year  1848. 

April  19.  Br.  Huebener  was  in  Philadelphia  today  where  sev- 
eral applied  for  baptism  and  confirmation  and  perhaps  a  little 
congregation  will  be  established. 

April  26.  Br.  Blech  baptized  the  little  daughter  born  on  the 
15th  of  this  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Traugott  Chitty  with  the 
name  Mary  Elizabeth. 

April  27.  Br.  Henry  Jacob  Van  Vleck  took  the  place  of  Br. 
Wm.  Meinung  who  on  account  of  his  health  had  applied  for 
leave  of  absence  for  an  indefinite  time,  meantime,  from  the  local 
Boys'  School  as  a  teacher. 

May  5.  The  widowed  Sr.  Benigna  Boner  with  her  son  Au- 
gustus and  her  niece  Emma  Senseman  left  on  a  trip  to  West 
Tennessee  to  visit  relatives. 

May  lb.  There  was  a  reading  in  the  evening  at  which  our 
present  supply  of  Nachrichten  printed  or  written  for  the  con- 
gregation was  finished. 

May  16.  The  Wach  had  risen  very  high  and  through  a  flood 
in  the  lowlands  caused  much  damage.  The  health  was  on  the 
whole  such  as  to  be  wished  for  with  the  exception  of  some  colds 
and  some  relapses  of  fever.  Since  the  smallpox  was  showing  it- 
self again  in  our  State  this  spring  a  considerable  number  of 
grown  people  as  well  as  children  were  vaccinated. 

May  18.  Br.  Huebener  held  the  reading  of  the  Gemein  Nach- 
richten of  which  a  new  supply  had  just  come  in  in  time  at  the 
end  of  last  week. 

May  2Jf.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  son  born  on  the  6th 
of  this  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Jac.  Siewers  with  the  name  Jacob 
Daniel. 

May  28.  Was  the  public  examination5  at  the  Girls'  Boarding 
School  and 

May  29.  the  conclusion  of  the  same.  The  number  of  boarders 
was  106.  There  was  present  only  a  moderate  number  of  out- 

5  The  first  public  examination  of  the  pupils  in  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  was  held  on 
June  18,  1808.  This  became  an  annual  event  when  the  pupils  were  questioned  in  English 
and  German,  English  reading,  grammar,  history,  geography,  and  the  use  of  the  globe. 
Specimens  of  writing,  drawing,  painting,  knitting,  tambour  work,  and  other  feminine 
handicrafts  were  inspected. 
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siders  and  since  the  sale  of  strong  drink  had  been  prevented,  it 
went  off  this  time  without  disturbance.  Today  the  Single  Br. 
Gottlieb  Herman  Rude  of  Pennsylvania  arrived  here  by  invita- 
tion to  serve  in  Br.  L.  Right's  place  for  6  months  as  Home  Mis- 
sionary. 

June  1.  Br.  Blech  started  on  a  visit  to  Pennsylvania  today. 

June  6.  Br.  Const.  L.  Rights,  one  of  the  teachers,  in  company 
with  3  other  single  brothers  here  left  on  a  visit  to  Pennsylvania. 

June  12.  The  baptism  of  two  children  by  Br.  Van  Vleck 
namely,  the  little  son  born  May  17  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Lewis  Belo 
with  the  name  Charles  Edward  and  the  little  daughter  born 
on  May  28  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Charles  Brietz  with  the  name  Caroline 
Elisabeth. 

June  H.  In  the  10th  hour  of  the  evening  when  people  had 
gone  to  bed  many  were  overwhelmed  by  the  touching  news  that 
the  married  Br.  Emmanuel  Schober  who  had  just  come  home 
today  from  a  business  trip  had  been  overcome  by  a  stroke  and 
had  died  and  was  dead  before  anyone  could  hurry  to  him.  Sin- 
cere sympathy  is  aroused  for  the  widow  and  children  of  the 
departed  Br.  so  suddenly  deprived  of  husband  and  father.  His 
loss  is  felt  by  the  congregation  since  he  was  for  many  years  a 
member  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium  here  and  he  also  has  served 
in  many  ways  in  his  judicial  capacity. 

June  15.  There  was  on  the  inducement  of  the  government  a 
muster  of  the  local  regiment  of  militia  in  connection  with  the 
forming  of  a  corps  of  volunteers  for  the  war  against  Mexico 
which  had  recently  been  declared.  Since  in  our  town  there  was 
a  state  of  excitement,  the  evening  meeting  was  canceled. 

Toward  evening  the  widowed  Sister  Christiana  Susanna  Van 
Vleck,  m.n.  Kramsch,  arrived  with  her  son  Arthur  and  her 
three  daughters  from  Greeneville,  Tennessee  to  make  her  home 
here. 

June  21.  Br.  Huebener  baptized  the  little  son  born  May  15 
to  Br.  and  Sr.  John  and  Susan  Byerle  with  the  name  James 
Edward. 

June  23.  Br.  H.  Rude  started  out  on  his  first  visit  to  the  Blue 
Mountains  in  the  company  of  Br.  Edwin  Senseman  of  Friedberg. 
The  news  that  an  agreement  had  been  reached  between  our 
government  and  England  caused  great  and  thankful  joy. 
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June  30.  Br.  Blech  came  back  to  us  today  in  good  health. 

July  1.  The  little  boys'  school  opened  again  after  the  vacation. 
Since  Br.  Constantin  Rights  had  not  yet  returned  from  his  trip, 
Br.  Edw.  Leinbach  took  his  place  for  the  time  being. 

July  18.  The  wheat  does  not  seem  to  have  turned  out  so  well 
this  year  as  last  but  the  oats  better  and  Welschcorn,  potatoes 
etc.  promise  an  abundant  harvest  and  there  is  no  lack  of  fruit. 

July  19.  The  local  Women's  Missionary  Society  had  its  semi- 
annual meeting  at  which  a  collection  of  $40  for  the  educational 
institution  to  be  erected  in  Antigua  for  colored  boys,  as  future 
school  and  mission  aid,  was  offered. 

July  24.  Today  at  the  schoolhouse  in  Liberty  or  Burchtown 
a  so-called  union  meeting  began  at  which  several  of  our  Brr. 
as  well  as  preachers  of  the  Methodist  and  other  denominations 
had  been  invited  and  at  which  it  was  left  to  each  one  of  ours  to 
take  part  or  refuse  the  invitation  according  to  his  personal 
conviction. 

July  26.  There  died  after  a  sickness  of  almost  8  weeks  the 
widowed  Sister  Elisabeth  Jane  Herbst,  m.n.  Childers,  at  the 
age  of  50  years,  8  months  and  25  days. 

July  29.  The  Lutheran  preacher  Anthony  here  from  Salisbury 
who  had  been  sent  to  visit  the  churches  formerly  served  by 
the  late  father  Schober  and  who  also  had  preached  in  the  afore- 
mentioned meeting  at  Liberty,  gave  an  English  sermon  in  the 
evening  in  our  Saal  which  was  filled  in  an  unusual  manner. 

July  30.  Another  Lutheran  preacher  by  the  name  of  Jacob 
Scherer  went  through  here.  He  will  take  charge  of  the  previously 
mentioned  churches  for  the  time  being. 

Aug.  2.  In  the  afternoon  in  the  lower  part  of  the  schoolhouse 
of  the  little  boys  by  Br.  Arthur  Van  Vleck  a  beginning  was  made 
with  an  attempt  at  a  Sunday  School  for  young  men.  In  the 
monthly  prayer  meeting  Br.  Van  Vleck  reported  something  from 
the  weekly  Nachrichten  and  from  letters  from  Br.  D.  Z.  Schmidt 
among  the  Cherokees  about  the  traces  of  a  spiritual  awakening 
being  shown  among  them. 

Aug.  3.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  daughter  born  July 
23,  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Phil  Lachenauer  with  the  name  Adelaide  Wil- 
helmina.

Aug.  11*.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  daughter  born 
July  31  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Josua  Boner  with  the  name  Cornelia 
Francisca. 

Aug.  21.  The  new  agent  of  the  American  and  North  Carolina 
Bible  Society  for  the  northern  part  of  the  State,  Rev.  Jas.  Jamie- 
son,  went  through  here  and  took  up  the  spreading  of  the  Bible 
through  our  colporteur  in  this  and  the  adjoining  counties. 

Aug.  25.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  daughter  born  on 
the  16th  of  this  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Rudolph  Christ  with  the 
name  of  Mary  Elisabeth  Keehln. 

Aug.  26.  There  died  after  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  had  been 
bestowed  on  him  for  his  going  home  Br.  Joh.  Chr.  Burkhardt 
who  was  living  at  the  home  of  the  nonresident  Br.  and  Sr.  John 
Butner,  his  children.  He  was  a  widower  and  formerly  a  mis- 
sionary among  the  Creeks  and  was  in  his  75th  year. 

Aug.  30.  Chas.  Eug.  Shober  who  is  away  in  Chapel  Hill  will 
be  numbered  among  the  single  brothers. 

Aug.  31.  Several  cases  of  fever  appeared  from  time  to  time 
in  the  town. 

Sept.  7.  Today  the  Brr.  Jacob  Schulz  and  Adam  Butner  left 
here  for  the  West  to  look  for  a  desirable  place  in  the  northern 
States  of  Ohio  or  Missouri,  if  possible  on  a  navigable  river  for  a 
future  settlement  of  emigrants  from  our  congregation  here.  May 
the  Lord  lead  them  with  his  counsel  and  bring  them  back  safely 
to  their  families. 

Sept.  10.  Br.  Van  Vleck  held  the  children's  meeting  and  in 
the  evening  baptized  the  little  daughter  born  August  24  to  Br. 
and  Sr.  Henry  Winkler  with  the  name  of  Mary  Elisabeth  and  the 
little  son  born  August  30  to  Br.  and  Sr.  August  Fockel  with  the 
name  Christian  Henry. 

Sept.  13.  At  Rippels  Church  there  was  a  meeting  of  the 
Lutherans  who  want  to  interest  themselves  in  their  neglected 
church  children  anew  in  this  section. 

Sept.  18.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  daughter  born 
here  on  the  6th  of  this  month  to  the  outside  Br.  and  Sr.  Francis 
Miller  who  had  come  here  lately  from  Greensboro  with  the  name 
of  Helen  Caroline. 
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Sept.  20.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  daughter  born  on 
the  27th  of  this  month  to  outside  Br.  and  Sr.  Nathan  Blum  with 
the  name  Joanna  Lavinia. 

Sept.  2Jf.  With  hot  and  dry  weather  the  fever  spread  further 
in  the  outlying  section  and  also  in  town. 

Oct.  1.  The  local  Brethrens*  Society  for  the  Furthering  of  the 
Gospel  among  the  Heathen  met  and  approved  contributions  for 
the  building  of  new  meetinghouses  in  New  Spring  Place6  and 
Canaan. 

Oct.  2.  There  came  the  touching  news  of  the  death  of  the  mar- 
ried Sister  Elisabeth  B.  Schmidt,  m.n.  Kummer,  at  Canaan  in 
the  land  of  the  Cherokees  of  gall  fever  after  an  illness  of  only 
three  days. 

The  fever  is  spreading  more  and  more  with  us  and  seems  to 
take  on  a  very  stubborn  character.  Also  Br.  Kluge  got  sick  again 
of  it  and  Br.  Thomas  Pfohl  had  to  hurry  to  his  brother  Theodor 
who  on  his  business  trip  to  the  North  got  sick  in  Baltimore. 

Oct.  3.  Br.  and  Sr.  Bahnson  of  Lancaster  with  their  children 
arrived  here  on  a  visit  to  their  relatives  not  far  from  Bethania. 

Oct.  11.  Those  previously  sick  with  the  fever  were  improving 
but  on  the  other  hand  some  new  cases  developed. 

Oct.  13.  We  received  from  Br.  G.  Bischof  in  Springplace  a 
letter  with  the  painful  news  that  it  had  pleased  the  Lord  to  take 
also  his  dear  wife  after  a  short  sickness  with  the  fever. 

Oct.  18.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  son  born  on  Septem- 
ber 8  to  the  outside  Br.  and  Sr.  Edmund  Schulz  with  the  name 
William  Gideon. 

The  fever  with  which  over  50  people  have  been  sick  already 
in  our  town  seemed  to  subside  with  the  coming  of  frost  at  night. 
By  cowpox  the  citizens  here  have  lost  more  than  a  dozen  of  their 
cows. 

Oct.  21.  Yesterday  the  widowed  Sister  Caroline  Zorn,  m.n. 
Siewers,  arrived  with  her  three  children  for  an  extended  visit 
with  her  relatives  here. 

Oct.  29.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  a  little  daughter  of  the  John

Spring  Place  was  on  the  site  of  the  present  town  of  Spring  Place,  Murray  County,  Georgia. 
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U.  Voglers  here  from  Salisbury  in  the  house  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Lewis 
Bolow  with  the  name  Henriette  Louisa. 

Nov.  5.  The  widowed  Sister  Anna  M.  Bagge,  m.n.  Schnall,  who 
had  already  for  some  time  been  living  at  Bethlehem  but  still 
considered  a  member  here,  today  after  a  short  visit  here  left 
again  for  the  North  and  will  in  future  be  counted  among  the 
members  of  the  congregation  in  Bethlehem. 

Nov.  7.  Br.  Huebener  baptized  in  the  house  of  the  grand- 
mother the  little  daughter  born  on  October  3rd  to  the  outside 
Br.  John  Wagemann  and  his  wife  who  does  not  belong  to  us  with 
the  name  Mary  Ann  Francisca. 

Nov.  17.  Br.  Huebener  baptized  the  little  son  born  on  the 
7th  of  this  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Franz  Fries  with  the  name  John 
William  and  the  little  son  given  on  the  9th  of  this  month  to  Br. 
and  Sr.  Sandford  Schulz  with  the  name  Irwin  Sandford. 

Nov.  27.  The  Brr.  Jac.  Schulz  and  Ad.  Butner  sent  out  to  the 
West  returned  today  from  their  reconnaissance  trip. 

Nov.  29.  In  the  congregational  meeting  today  Br.  Van  Vleck 
made  mention  of  the  congregation  in  Lancaster  which  is  cele- 
brating today  its  jubilee  festival  in  remembrance  of  the  fact 
that  it  is  one  hundred  years  at  the  end  of  this  month  since  in 
the  place  where  their  church  stands  the  gospel  was  announced. 

Dec.  6.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  son  born  November 
10  to  the  outside  Br.  and  Sr.  John  Hall  with  the  name  Cornelius 
Augustin. 

Dec.  11.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  son  born  on  the  4th 
of  this  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Thomas  Pfohl  with  the  name 
Charles  Benjamin. 

Dec.  13.  Br.  Van  Vleck  reported  something  from  a  letter  of 
our  present  correspondent  in  the  U.A.C.,  Br.  Christlieb  Reichel, 
about  the  dangerous  situation  of  our  mission  post  at  Enon  and 
Silo  during  the  Kaffer  war.7 

Dec.  20.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  twin  son  born  on 
the  7th  of  this  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Henry  Rude  with  the  name 
of  John  Augustus. 

Dec.  2Jf.  As  it  was  Christmas  Eve  our  dear  children  had  their

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lovefeast  and  in  the  evening  there  was  a  lovefeast  for  the  con- 
gregation. At  the  conclusion  were  given,  as  had  already  hap- 
pened in  the  meeting  of  the  little  ones,  lighted  wax  candles  to 
the  children. 

Dec.  25.  There  spread  in  our  town  horror  and  sorrow  over 
the  sad  event  that  the  aged  and  mentally  feeble  widowed  Sister 
Maria  Elisabeth  Strohle,  m.n.  Spach,  had  been  found  dead  in 
her  dwelling.  She  had  evidently  had  something  to  do  with  a  fire 
and  had  been  burned  in  her  face  and  the  upper  part  of  her  body 
very  badly,  to  which  was  probably  added  the  fact  that  she  had 
suffered  a  stroke  which  brought  the  end  of  her  life  of  86  years. 

Minutes  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium,  1846. 
[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  5.  The  Collegium  talked  to  Br.  Jos  Stauber  about  his 
employing  a  negro  slave  in  his  smithy.  He  was  asked  to  observe 
the  negro  regulations  sanctioned  last  year  by  the  Congregation 
Council.  We  did  not  achieve  anything,  however,  since  this 
brother  insisted  that  he  does  not  teach  his  negro  anything  of  his 
trade  and  that  he  could  not  be  without  his  assistance.  After  this 
brother  was  dismissed  we  discussed  once  more  the  seeming  im- 
possibility of  carrying  the  congregational  orders  into  effect  with 
the  present  spirit  of  opposition  so  strong  in  this  community. 
We  decided  to  announce  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Congrega- 
tion Council  what  has  been  done  to  carry  the  negro  regulations 
into  effect  and  what  the  situation  of  the  Diacony  is  at  this  point. 

Br.  Ernst  Vierling  wishes  to  know  whether  the  Collegium 
objects  to  his  buying  the  former  Chitty  house,  since  he  wishes 
to  live  in  Salem  for  the  sake  of  his  children's  education.  The 
decision  was  postponed. 

Complaint  was  raised  about  the  noise  caused  by  various  young 
people  at  nighttime  on  the  Square.  Wm.  Steiner,  Eugene  Clewell 
and  Henry  Fetter  were  reported  as  participating  in  this.  Their 
parents  and  masters  are  to  be  asked  to  punish  them  for  such 
conduct  and  to  keep  them  better  supervised  in  the  future. 

Jan.  26.  We  discussed  once  more  the  various  violations  with 
which  the  community  trades  are  mutually  damaged.  Especially 
it  was  noted  that  various  articles  are  sold  in  the  Sisters'  House 
and  the  Cotton  Factory,  by  the  manufacturing  of  which  several 
families  of  this  community  make  their  living. 
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Br.  Alex  Blum  would  like  to  purchase  a  negro  woman  with  a 
ten-year-old  child  to  have  her  help  his  family.  The  Collegium  will 
not  hinder  Br.  Blum  but  we  believe  that  since  he  has  one  negro 
child  in  his  house  already,  three  servants  seem  to  be  too  much 
for  his  family. 

Due  to  the  barrenness  of  the  last  summer  our  neighboring 
communities  are  running  short  of  food.  Various  thefts  thus  have 
recently  been  committed  here  in  Salem  and  since  we  have  to 
expect  that  these  burglaries  will  increase,  the  community  de- 
cided that  a  second  night  watchman  should  be  employed  from 
nine  to  four.  Our  community  has  become  too  large  to  be  suffi- 
ciently guarded  by  one  person.  The  second  watchman  is  to  make 
his  round  very  quietly  without  sounding  his  horn  and  only  in- 
form the  first  watchman  in  case  of  emergency.  It  is  believed  that 
his  salary  can  be  raised  by  private  contributions. 

Feb.  10.  In  case  Widow  Christ.  Van  Vleck,  formerly  of 
Greeneville,  Tennessee,  wants  to  move  to  Salem  with  her  family 
this  spring,  the  Collegium  does  not  object. 

Br.  John  Chitty  wishes  to  be  employed  continually  by  the 
Diacony  in  order  to  make  a  living  to  pay  off  his  debts  in  the 
course  of  time.  Br.  Chitty  knows  the  waterworks  very  well  and 
also  is  very  skillful  in  the  making  of  pumps,  etc.  so  that  he  is  of 
great  help  to  the  Warden.  The  Collegium  advises  accepting  his 
offer  and  his  salary  will  be  settled  later. 

Widow  Sr.  Elis.  Krause-Loesch  would  like  to  rent  living 
quarters  in  Salem  and  would  like  to  make  her  living  by  doing 
various  kinds  of  work.  Relatives  of  hers  also  promised  to  con- 
tribute $50  for  her  maintenance,  which  she  does  not  know,  if  she 
receives  a  room  here  and  also  stays  in  Salem.  The  Collegium  does 
not  feel  like  admitting  her  since  we  are  acquainted  with  her 
character. 

Widow  Sr.  Rebecca  Schober  would  like  to  transform  part  of 
the  building  which  formerly  served  as  a  stable  into  a  washhouse. 
In  the  course  of  time  she  also  wishes  to  install  her  bake  oven 
there.  The  request  was  granted. 

Feb.  16.  Br.  Edw.  Beitel  does  not  want  to  rent  a  previously 
mentioned  outlot  but  would  like  to  take  over  the  one  this  side  of 
James  Hall's  pasture  along  the  Below's  Creek  path,  if  we  will 
lower  the  price  of  the  timber  on  that  lot  from  $9  to  $6.  We 
cannot  agree  to  such  a  lowering  of  price. 

Br.  John  Chitty  believes  that  he  should  be  paid  an  annual 
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salary  of  $150  together  with  his  board  and  the  Collegium  agrees 
to  this. 

Br.  Fr.  Meller,  presently  at  Greensboro,  formerly  belonging  to 
the  Nazareth  community  would  like  to  be  admitted  to  the  Salem 
Congregation  now  that  he  has  married  a  Salem  sister  and  he 
does  not  plan  to  go  back  to  Nazareth.  It  must  be  pointed  out  to 
him  that  even  his  belonging  does  not  mean  that  he  is  permitted 
to  move  into  the  Salem  community  and  establish  himself  as  a 
confectioner  here.  This  would  require  another  application. 

In  the  year  1837  the  children  of  Widow  Rosina  Ebert  promised 
to  support  their  mother  at  least  with  enough  food.  However, 
they  are  not  acting  according  to  their  promise.  It  was  suggested 
to  have  a  member  of  the  Collegium  talk  with  them  to  find  out, 
whether  they  cannot  do  anything  to  support  their  mother.  It 
is  believed  such  a  talk  would  be  without  any  result. 

Br.  Charles  Cooper  plans  to  take  an  orphan,  Lavinia  Boyer, 
about  ten  years  old,  into  his  family  to  educate  her.  This  was 
the  last  wish  of  her  parents  who  died  recently.  There  is  no  ob- 
jection. 

March  3.  It  was  agreed  that  Br.  Francis  Meller  can  be  in  the 
future  considered  an  outside  member  of  the  Salem  Congrega- 
tion under  previously  mentioned  conditions. 

The  Collegium  read  again  a  letter  from  the  local  P.H.C.,  as 
trustees  of  the  Salem  Girls'  Boarding  School,  about  the  disorders 
at  last  year's  examination.  The  Collegium  believes  the  main 
reason  for  the  abominable  conduct  of  various  strangers  at  the 
last  examination  was  the  abusive  drinking  of  alcohol.  We  decided 
that  it  might  be  expedient  not  to  serve  any  such  drinks  in  the 
tavern  at  all  before  and  during  examination  time.  Those  people 
who  have  brandy  for  sale  in  the  community  generally  are  to  be 
asked  not  to  do  so  during  that  time  either.  It  was  also  suggested 
that  the  employment  of  a  skillful  and  courageous  man  as  assist- 
ant to  the  tavernkeeper  would  be  a  help  too.  As  concerns  the 
dancing  in  the  tavern,  the  Collegium  cannot  sanction  it  because 
it  is  against  our  orders  but  how  to  stop  or  curb  it  we  did  not 
know,  since  it  has  become  a  custom  during  recent  years  to  have 
dancing  during  the  evenings  at  examination  time.  The  tavern 
keeper  will  be  asked  to  prevent  it  as  much  as  possible. 

The  Collegium  recommends  having  a  talk  with  Br.  Charles 
Brietz  about  his  debts  to  the  Diacony,  since  one  of  the  securities 
for  his  note  has  died  and  the  other  note  of  more  than  $6,000 
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was  insured  by  a  deed  to  stock  in  1840.  We  do  not  believe  in 
such  deeds  since  the  stock  value  changes  too  frequently. 

March  16.  It  was  reported  that  a  talk  was  held  with  Br. 
Charles  Brietz  about  his  debts  to  the  Diacony.  He  promised  to  do 
everything  possible  on  his  part  to  procure  the  necessary  security. 

Outside-living  Br.  Ernst  Vierling  has  made  a  temporary  deal 
with  Br.  Lewis  Rights  to  buy  his  house  and  move  into  the  com- 
munity. He  is  applying  for  permission.  Hoping  that  his  moving 
into  the  community  will  prove  an  effective  motive  for  Br.  Vierl- 
ing's  attempts  to  abstain  from  alcoholic  drinks,  the  Collegium 
grants  its  consent  to  this  deal  and  also  to  the  moving  of  the  said 
family  into  the  community.  We  wish  however  that  Br.  Vierling 
be  admonished  in  a  brotherly  way  to  follow  a  Christian  way  of 
life. 

Br.  David  Clewell  turned  in  a  double  complaint.  In  the  first 
place  he  stated  that  the  negro  slave  of  his  neighbor,  Br.  Jos. 
Stauber,  insults  his  wife  and  children  by  bad  language  and  that 
after  he  reported  this  to  Stauber,  the  latter  not  only  did  not 
bother  to  admonish  the  slave  but  rather  encouraged  him  to  keep 
up  this  behaviour.  He  also  complains  that  some  time  ago  Stauber 
beat  his  son,  Eugene  Clewell,  after  the  negro  had  teased  the 
boy.  Br.  Clewell  demands  compensation  for  this  unneighborly 
conduct  via  the  Collegium  and  threatens  to  turn  the  case  over 
to  legal  authorities,  if  he  is  not  satisfied.  Having  heard  only  one 
side  of  the  case  the  Collegium  was  not  able  to  make  a  decision. 
It  was  decided  to  summon  both  parties  and  if  possible  arbitrate 
the  matter. 

Br.  Joshua  Boner  has  dismissed  his  rented  free  negro  Jack 
from  the  community  and  has  employed  a  certain  McKaughain  in 
his  place. 

March  17.  Br.  Jos.  Stauber  and  D.  Clewell  appeared  before 
the  Collegium.  Br.  Stauber  declared  immediately  that  he  is  going 
to  punish  his  negro  for  the  rude  behaviour  shown  and  Br. 
Clewell  is  satisfied  with  this  declaration.  Thus  the  case  could  be 
dismissed  with  the  consoling  assurance  that  the  quarrel  between 
the  two  brethren  was  settled  in  a  brotherly  fashion. 

April  17.  The  trustees  of  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  have  de- 
cided together  with  the  Inspector  while  considering  the  intended 
safety  regulations  for  the  tavern,  to  hold  the  public  examination 
this  spring  on  May  28  and  29.  To  improve  the  discipline  among 
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the  visitors  for  the  examination,  the  Elders'  Conference  made 
the  suggestion  of  holding  English  sermons  during  examination 
week  in  the  evenings  and  instead  of  having  a  military  kind  of 
music,  some  other  music  should  be  played,  or  even  better,  none 
at  all.  The  Collegium  does  not  believe  that  the  kind  of  music  so 
far  played  during  examination  week  has  contributed  to  the  gen- 
eral disorder  among  the  visiting  guests,  but  rather  believes  that 
the  cause  of  the  disturbance  is  mainly  the  exaggerated  drinking 
of  liquor.  No  music  during  those  evenings  would  be  very  annoy- 
ing to  the  guests  and  also  would  be  an  insult  to  the  musicians 
whose  only  opportunity  for  making  some  extra  money  for  the 
purchase  of  additional  instruments  is  their  playing  at  examina- 
tion week  meetings.  We  do  not  believe  that  the  visitors  will  like 
other  than  military  music. 

Complaint  has  been  made  against  Single  Sr.  Cath.  Stauber 
saying  that  she  has  ordered  a  new  supply  of  sugar  goods  from 
the  north  and  also  has  started  trading  in  shoes,  perfumery  etc. 
She  is  informed  this  is  strictly  prohibited  and  she  should  stick 
to  her  own  business. 

We  read  a  letter  by  Br.  David  Blum  addressed  to  Br.  Kluge 
as  proprietor  in  which  he  demands  repayment  of  the  $600  paid 
by  him  for  the  improvement  on  the  lot  opposite  the  tavern.  It 
was  testified  by  various  members  of  the  Collegium  that  David 
Blum  has  added  these  $600  to  the  purchase  price  of  the  house 
when  he  negotiated  about  it  with  Br.  Zevely.  This  new  demand 
of  Blum  is  considered  a  mere  dodging.  We  agreed  to  retain  a 
copy  of  this  letter  and  a  similar  one  written  on  July  19,  1845, 
and  then  to  send  back  both  letters  to  him  without  comment. 

Widowed  Sr.  Elis.  Schuster  from  Philadelphia  would  like  to 
rent  for  some  time  the  southwest  room  in  the  second  floor  of  the 
Widows'  House.  This  is  permitted.  It  was  agreed  that  an  annual 
rent  of  $12.50  is  to  be  paid  for  this  room,  for  that  of  Sr.  Hol- 
land, southeast  corner  on  the  second  floor  $15  and  for  that  of 
Sr.  Stockburger's  small  room  next  to  Sr.  Holland  $10. 

The  Collegium  is  not  in  favor  of  extending  the  extra  night 
watch  beyond  April  30,  since  there  is  no  urgent  necessity  for  it 
as  there  was  several  months  ago. 

April  27.  Sr.  Hueffel  wishes  the  Collegium  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  make  the  announcement  mentioned  in  previous  minutes 
to  Sr.  C.  Stauber  or  to  send  it  to  her  in  a  letter.  We  believe  how- 
ever that  it  is  in  keeping  with  our  orders  to  have  her  superiors 
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talk  to  her  before  this  is  done  by  the  Collegium.  In  case  this 
talk  with  Sr.  Hueffel  proves  a  failure,  the  Collegium  will  take 
matters  in  hand. 

Complaint  has  been  raised  again  about  too  much  unnecessary- 
noise  caused  by  the  night  watchman's  tooting  the  hours.  It  was 
reported  that  various  inhabitants  of  the  community  would  rather 
do  without  a  night  watchman  than  suffer  being  disturbed  con- 
tinually during  the  night.  This  is  to  be  announced  to  the  watch- 
man. 

Widowed  Sr.  Rebecca  Fischer  from  Friedberg  would  like  to 
live  with  her  children,  Br.  Wm.  Winkler  and  his  wife,  and  be- 
come a  member  of  the  Salem  Congregation.  There  is  no  objection 
so  long  as  her  children  are  willing  to  care  for  her  so  that  she  is 
no  burden  to  the  Diacony. 

Br.  Joshua  Boner  reported  that  certain  young  people  have 
burnt  a  considerable  amount  of  timber  cut  for  fences  while  they 
were  out  fishing.  This  was  done  at  a  place  where  this  time  of 
year  the  timber  cannot  be  replaced  without  transporting  it 
through  a  cultivated  field,  thus  destroying  part  of  the  seed.  He 
therefore  asks  for  permission  to  cut  down  two  trees  at  that  place, 
for  which  he  is  willing  to  pay  the  usual  trunk  fees.  In  considera- 
tion of  the  circumstances  the  request  is  granted. 

The  local  Temperance  Society  asks  to  use  the  Concert  Hall8 
for  their  weekly  meetings  until  they  are  given  another  meeting 
place  in  Br.  Jac.  Siewer's  former  shop.  Permission  is  granted 
provided  the  band  is  not  hindered  in  its  practicing  in  the  Con- 
cert Hall.  It  was  decided  to  charge  a  fee  of  $5  of  people  who 
exhibit  or  perform  for  payment  of  entrance  fees  in  the  Salem 
Concert  Hall.  It  is  self-understood  they  will  have  to  pay  all 
lighting  expense  etc.  themselves. 

May  11.  Br.  Edmund  Blum  was  given  a  definite  answer  about 
his  tin  shop  by  the  Diacony.  He  says  he  wishes  to  sell  his  tin 
supply  first  and  then  to  restrict  himself  to  the  coppersmith 
trade.  In  the  future  he  also  wishes  to  rent  only  half  the  shop. 

June  4.  The  application  of  Br.  Naeman  Reich  came  up  again 
but  we  could  make  no  decision  since  we  hardly  believe  he  will 
be  a  good  citizen  of  the  Salem  Congregation  because  of  his  un- 
balanced behaviour  and  his  lack  of  strict  principles.  It  is  desir- 
able for  his  seniors  to  talk  with  him  in  a  brotherly  fashion  and 
point  out  to  him  what  is  expected  from  a  Salem  citizen.  In  the 
meantime  he  will  be  asked  to  have  patience. 


8  This  was  on  the  site  of  what  is  now  428  South  Main  Street  in  Winston-Salem. 
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A  serious  talk  was  held  with  the  Single  Sr.  Cath.  Stauber  to 
which  she  replied  essentially  the  following:  Her  trading  with 
candy  is  restricted  mainly  to  the  Girls'  Boarding  School.  She 
has  been  selling  perfumery  for  several  years  without  anybody's 
objecting  to  it.  Sometime  ago  she  sold  shoes  for  Charles  Eber- 
hard  living  in  the  Salem  neighborhood.  However  she  has  stopped 
this  trade.  At  present  she  has  only  a  few  pairs  of  shoes  in  stock 
which  a  pedlar  left  at  her  shop.  She  declared  that  she  could  not 
restrict  herself  to  her  own  business,  since  the  merchants  inter- 
fere with  it  by  selling  hats,  which  actually  should  be  her  privi- 
lege. The  matter  was  discussed  once  more  and  the  opinion  ex- 
pressed that  in  a  choir  house  directly  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Diacony  the  community  regulations  should  be  observed 
with  special  strictness.  We  therefore  cannot  withdraw  our  state- 
ment of  April  17,  that  Sr.  Stauber  is  to  limit  herself  to  her 
business. 

Br.  Timotheus  Vogler  has  announced  that  he  wishes  to  retire 
from  the  tavern  administration  after  November  11.  Br.  Francis 
Meller  has  applied  to  be  his  successor. 

Upon  a  report  from  the  tavern  keeper  the  question  was  raised 
as  to  whether  we  should  procure  another  license  for  the  selling 
of  alcoholic  drinks  in  small  quantities.  The  majority  agreed  that 
we  should  procure  such  a  license  so  as  to  be  legally  authorized 
to  sell  a  small  quantity  of  liquor,  that  is  to  a  traveler.  Otherwise 
we  will  leave  it  to  the  discretion  of  the  tavern  keeper  to  extend 
the  license  to  others  and  to  deal  with  it  according  to  his  own 
opinion. 

July  6.  Br.  Fr.  Fries  has  declared  that  he  does  not  wish  to  be 
considered  a  voluntary  breaker  of  the  rules  referring  to  negro 
slaves  in  the  Salem  Congregation.  He  maintains,  however,  that 
his  lease  differs  from  that  of  other  citizens  of  the  community. 
He  does  not  think  he  has  to  give  a  bond  as  is  demanded  of  other 
people  in  the  community.  He  is  willing,  however,  to  sign  a  bond 
corresponding  to  the  stipulations  of  his  lease.  He  demands  a  con- 
ference with  the  Collegium  and  the  Elders'  Conference,  accord- 
ing to  the  suggestion  of  the  Congregation  Council.  The  Col- 
legium is  willing  to  hear  his  plea  as  soon  as  he  has  returned 
from  his  trip  South.  We  expect  that  in  any  meeting  of  the  Con- 
gregation Council  the  negro  question  will  be  raised  again. 

We  have  talked  with  Sr.  Cath.  Stauber  and  have  learned  that 
she  will  give  up  her  illegal  dealings.

The  instructors  of  the  local  Boys'  School  wish  that  a  new 
piano  be  purchased,  that  is  one  with  additional  keys  as  the 
present  one  is  in  a  poor  state  and  not  sufficient  for  newer  com- 
positions. The  Collegium  does  not  object. 

July  20.  A  report  was  made  of  the  annual  account  and  status 
of  the  Single  Sisters'  Choir  Diacony  and  the  Congregational 
Diacony  from  May  1,  1845,  to  April  30,  1846.  For  the  former  a 
profit  of  $734.49  was  shown  and  for  the  latter  also  a  profit 
of  $224.43%. 

Is  was  suggested  to  use  the  profit  of  the  Sisters'  Diacony  as 


follows :

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Aug,  19.  By  his  request  Br.  Fr.  Fries  came  to  the  meeting 
to  confer  with  the  Collegium  about  his  refusal  to  sign  the  re- 
quested bond  for  the  keeping  of  negro  slaves. 

He  states  the  reason  for  his  refusal  is  the  unconditional 
promise  to  sell  his  slaves  as  soon  as  the  Diacony  should  deem 
this  necessary,  which  each  slaveholder  in  Salem  has  to  give 
according  to  our  instructions.  The  instruction  according  to 
which  the  Collegium  has  to  rule  in  such  cases  is  contained  in 
Section  3  of  the  Negro  Regulations  but  he  says  the  stipulations 
are  rather  vague,  especially  as  concerns  the  use  of  negroes  in 
trades,  so  that  in  signing  this  bond  he  would  submit  to  the 
arbitrary  decision  of  some  ill-meaning  person  who  could  influ- 
ence the  public  according  to  his  own  will  and  pleasure.  This 
would  mean  that  Br.  Fries  could  easily  be  hindered  in  his  busi- 
ness since  his  lease  allows  him  the  use  of  negroes  in  his  trade. 
He  wishes  above  all  the  safeguarding  of  the  material  security 
of  his  family  after  his  death.  He  also  wishes  to  do  away  with 
the  reproach  made  that  he  opposes  the  negro  rules  in  Salem 
generally.  Therefore  he  would  be  willing  to  sign  the  requested 
bond  under  the  following  conditions : 

(1)  He  would  be  willing  to  sign  a  regular  bond,  if  he  should 
be  given  a  regular  lease. 

(2)  He  is  also  willing  to  sign  a  bond  with  the  proviso  that 
in  case  he  is  asked  to  sell  one  of  his  slaves  the  decision 
of  this  request  is  to  be  left  to  five  impartial  house- 
fathers, not  residents  of  the  Salem  Congregation  but 
members  of  the  Unity  of  the  Brethren,  to  whom 
it  should  be  left  to  decide  whether  this  request  is 
backed  sufficiently  by  our  regulations.  A  similar  stipu- 
lation is  found  in  his  lease  in  some  other  connection. 

After  a  long  discussion  of  the  case,  Br.  Fries  was  dismissed 
and  without  taking  any  resolutions  on  the  case,  the  Collegium 
took  up  other  items  on  the  agenda. 

Without  notifying  the  Diacony  Br.  Francis  Meller  and  his 
family  have  moved  to  Salem  to  live  with  the  widowed  Elis.  Reich. 
They  brought  with  them  from  Greensboro  all  their  household. 
The  reason  given  for  this  irregular  procedure  was  that  his  busi- 
ness has  slackened  dangerously  so  that  he  had  to  rent  his  house. 
He  wishes  to  wait  here  in  Salem  for  the  decision  of  his  applica- 
tion to  take  over  the  administration  of  the  Salem  Tavern.  If  he 
should  prove  unsuccessful  in  this,  he  will  look  for  some  other 
business  opportunity. 
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It  was  announced  that  Br.  Tho.  Boner  and  Romulus  Schulz 
from  Salem  and  Br.  Israel  Kerner  from  Cross  Roads  have  also 
applied  for  the  administration  of  the  tavern. 

Aug.  2U.  Single  George  Swink  has  renewed  his  application  to 
become  a  member  of  the  Salem  congregation  and  the  Conference 
wishes  the  opinion  of  the  Collegium.  As  regards  his  character 
there  is  no  objection  but  on  the  other  hand  it  was  observed  that 
with  too  many  joiners  in  the  community  none  of  them  will  after 
a  while  be  able  to  make  a  decent  living. 

Aug.  31.  We  discussed  again  the  election  of  a  tavern  keeper 
and  repeated  that  we  are  not  willing  to  vote  for  Br.  Meller  as 
one  who  is  not  able  to  supervise  his  own  business  successfully 
would  hardly  be  able  to  take  care  of  the  much  larger  Salem 
Tavern  to  our  satisfaction.  It  also  is  a  poor  recommendation 
that  he  moved  into  Salem  without  any  notification  of  the  Diac- 
ony.  We  moreover  believe  that  only  excellent  qualities  can  make 
us  prefer  a  new  tavern  keeper  from  the  applicants  who  are  not 
living  in  the  Salem  community.  We  decided  that  the  salary  of  the 
future  tavern  keeper  is  to  be  the  same  after  which  the  Collegium 
voted  with  the  result  that  Br.  Thomas  Boner  received  5  and  Br. 
Edw.  Reich  4  votes.  Br.  Boner  therefore  is  the  choice  of  the 
Collegium  for  the  administration  of  the  tavern. 

It  was  decided  in  the  last  meeting  of  the  Congregation 
Council  that  probably  very  soon  another  meeting  should  be  held 
to  discuss  the  Salem  negro  regulations.  Thus  we  shall  not  take 
any  decision  for  the  time  being  in  Br.  Fries'  case. 

Sept.  llf.  It  is  reported  that  we  were  wrong  the  last  time  in 
noting  that  Br.  Thomas  Boner's  family  consists  of  four  persons 
only,  since  it  was  found  out  that  he  has  a  little  girl  indented  to 
him  and  also  keeps  a  little  negro  girl  in  his  house. 

The  Elders'  Conference  asked  the  Collegium  whether  we 
thought  it  advisable  to  hold  a  joint  meeting  before  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Congregation  Council  to  discuss  jointly  the 
negro  regulations.  This  meeting  could  clarify  the  position  of 
both  conferences  which  is  to  be  taken  in  the  discussion  of  this 
matter.  The  Collegium  agreed  on  the  joint  meeting. 

Br.  Wm.  Hauser  asked  permission  to  have  a  free  negro  uojf 
indented  to  him.  He  would  not  take  him  into  his  house  until 
March  of  the  coming  year.  As  Br.  Hauser  did  not  state  clearly 
what  he  intends  using  the  boy  for,  the  Collegium  ruled  that 
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he  cannot  expect  us  to  make  a  decision  completely  in  the  dark 
about  his  intentions.  He  is  to  be  notified  of  this. 

Sept.  21.  Joint  Meeting.  The  President  opened  the  meeting 
by  announcing  that  this  meeting  was  being  held  to  discuss 
jointly  the  negro  question  before  the  Congregation  Council 
took  over  the  problem.  A  confidential  report  showed  how  great 
the  difficulties  will  be  if  we  try  to  put  the  said  rules  into  effect. 
After  a  free  exchange  of  opinions  and  ideas  on  the  matter  it 
was  decided  to  modify  the  rules  to  such  an  extent  that  their 
being  put  into  effect  would  be  less  of  a  problem.  The  Conferences 
however  were  not  ready  to  vote  for  a  modification  at  this  time 
but  would  meet  later. 

Br.  Francis  Meller  asked  permission  to  be  allowed  to  stay  for 
the  coming  winter  in  the  house  of  his  mother-in-law,  Sr.  Elis. 
Reich,  and  to  make  his  living  with  the  manufacture  of  cigars. 
No  immediate  decision. 

Sept.  22.  Joint  Conference.  The  President  reported  a  discus- 
sion held  by  Brr.  Van  Vleck,  Huebener  and  Blech  with  Br.  Fr. 
Fries  on  the  negro  question  but  without  success. 

To  find  out  whether  a  modification  of  the  negro  rules  will  be 
practicable,  a  comparison  was  made  between  the  negro  rules 
and  the  congregational  orders  together  with  the  stipulations  of 
the  ordinary  leases  from  which  it  was  learned  that  in  case  of 
annulment  of  the  negro  regulations  these  are  not  fully  replaced 
by  the  congregational  orders  and  the  leases  themselves.  In  the 
discussion  that  followed  various  master  members  of  the  confer- 
ences expressed  doubts  as  to  whether  even  modified  negro  rules 
will  be  observed  in  the  future  and  it  was  decided  unanimously 
that  we  will  leave  the  final  decision  of  this  difficult  problem  to 
the  ruling  of  the  Congregation  Council.  A  meeting  of  that 
body  was  called  for  Friday. 

Oct.  12.  For  lack  of  a  quorum  no  business  could  be  attended 
to  decisively  at  last  Friday's  meeting  of  the  Congregation 
Council.  The  Elders'  Conference  therefore  suggests  the  Col- 
legium made  a  repeated  attempt  to  call  the  Congregation 
Council  in  the  near  future.  It  was  decided  however  to  defer  the 
problem  until  the  fever  epidemic  dies  down. 

The  application  of  Br.  Fr.  Meller  was  discussed  again.  We 
have  had  a  conference  with  Br.  B.  Warner  who  stated  that  he 
cannot  employ  Br.  Meller  in  his  shop  but  that  he  does  not  object 
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if  he  wishes  to  run  a  business  of  his  own.  It  was  decided  to  tell 
Br.  Meller  that  his  arrival  in  Salem  without  permission  of  the 
competent  authorities  is  the  main  obstacle  to  the  granting  of 
permission  to  his  requests. 

At  this  year's  May  meeting  of  stockholders  of  the  Cape  Fear 
Bank  the  directors  of  the  bank  were  commissioned  to  open  a 
branch  bank  here  in  Salem  to  replace  the  existing  agency  of  the 
bank.  The  president  of  this  bank  arrived  in  Salem  some  weeks 
ago  to  take  the  preparatory  steps,  among  which  is  the  necessity 
of  constructing  a  bank  building.  Dr.  Schumann  is  willing  to 
build  this  house  and  rent  it  to  the  bank.  Br.  Schumann  requests 
purchasing  either  the  former  Widows'  House  or  that  of  the 
Meinungs  to  build  a  two-storied  banking  house,  a  fireproof  brick 
building.  He  intends  building  a  house  in  such  a  manner  that  in 
case  the  bank  should  move  out,  this  house  could  be  used  as  quar- 
ters for  a  family.  The  size  of  the  house  cannot  be  determined 
at  present  but  Dr.  Schumann  is  sure  that  it  will  not  be  as  large 
as  that  of  Br.  John  Vogler.  If  the  whole  matter  should  be  put 
through,  the  bank  would  send  strangers  into  the  community  to 
transact  business.  This  could  cause  serious  repercussions  for  our 
old  congregational  regulations  and  institutions  so  we  are  not 
willing  to  be  precipitate  in  deciding. 

Nov.  9.  The  application  of  Br.  Fr.  Meller  to  manufacture 
cigars  in  the  house  of  Sr.  Elis.  Reich  was  brought  up  once  more. 
In  spite  of  his  disregard  for  the  rules  of  admission  to  the  Salem 
community  the  Collegium  will  have  to  grant  his  request  since 
we  realize  that  his  economic  situation  is  so  bad  that  he  does  not 
have  any  other  way  of  making  a  living  for  his  family. 

Since  our  last  meeting  Dr.  Schumann  has  been  appointed 
Cashier  of  the  Branch  Bank  in  Salem  and  last  Friday  Mr.  David 
Stone,  the  clerk  appointed  by  the  directors  in  Wilmington,  ar- 
rived here  with  his  family  to  assist  Dr.  Schumann.  We  hardly 
expect  Dr.  Schumann  to  work  in  this  business  for  a  long  time. 
The  bank  matter  and  Dr.  Schumann's  request  to  build  a  bank 
house  was  discussed  at  length.  Since  it  was  learned  that  it  is 
very  uncertain  whether  the  bank  will  be  established  here  in 
Salem  for  a  long  period  of  time,  it  was  resolved  that  the  Col- 
legium would  ask  Dr.  Schumann  to  meet  with  the  Collegium  to 
discuss  this  item  in  general  and  with  special  regard  to  the  ques- 
tion as  to  whether  he  would  be  willing,  in  case  the  house  is  built, 
to  sign  a  lease  similar  to  that  of  Dr.  Zevely. 
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Br.  Henry  Leinbach  announced  that  he  has  taken  a  Bethabara 
boy  by  the  name  of  John  Reich  into  his  shop  to  teach  him  the 
shoemaker's  trade. 

Br.  John  Vogler  announced  that  he  plans  to  take  his  son 
Elias  as  his  partner  into  his  business  with  the  intention  of  let- 
ting his  son  take  over  in  the  course  of  time.  No  objection  but 
Elias  Vogler  will  have  to  sign  the  congregational  orders. 

Mr.  David  Stone,  bank  clerk,  would  like  to  rent  a  house  in  the 
community  and  bring  various  negro  women  and  one  negro  girl 
with  him.  A  majority  decided  in  his  favor. 

Nov.  16.  It  was  a  misunderstanding  that  made  us  disregard 
the  request  of  Dr.  Leopold  Fries  at  our  last  meeting.  Dr.  Fries 
arrived  recently  from  Germany  and  wishes  to  live  with  his 
relatives  and  establish  himself  as  a  doctor. 

We  read  a  pro  memoria  from  the  Elders*  Conference  in  which 
the  said  conference  declares  that  they  are  not  willing  to  agree 
to  the  permission  given  to  Mr.  Stone  to  rent  a  house  in  our 
community.  They  would  prefer  to  offer  him  special  rates  for  room 
and  board  for  the  time  of  his  stay  in  Salem  in  the  Salem  Tavern. 
Since  this  case  is  a  very  special  one  and  since  also  the  similar 
request  of  Dr.  Fries  has  been  turned  in  to  both  Congregational 
Conferences,  the  Elders'  Conference  suggests  presenting  both 
cases  to  the  Congregation  Council  and,  if  the  Collegium  agrees, 
to  send  a  pro  memoria  to  the  council  in  which  our  reasons  are 
stated  as  to  why  these  two  cases  necessitate  special  considera- 
tion. It  is  also  suggested  that  before  the  council  is  called  for  this 
matter  Dr.  Schumann  in  his  capacity  of  Bank  Cashier  should 
be  given  a  formal  notice  of  our  intention.  We  hope  that  in  the 
course  of  the  next  week  some  clarity  may  be  brought  into  Mr. 
Stone's  case. 

Last  Wednesday  Br.  Thomas  Boner  took  over  the  administra- 
tion of  the  tavern.  The  Collegium  agrees  to  have  the  old  negro 
Tom,  belonging  actually  to  the  Diacony,  left  out  of  the  inventory 
in  the  future  and  rather  leave  him  to  the  use  of  the  tavern 
keeper  in  return  for  which  he  will  have  to  give  him  food  and 
clothes.  The  question  of  selling  Tom  was  raised.  Opinions  on 
that  differed. 

Br.  Fr.  Fries  announced  that  he  has  accepted  as  partner  in 
his  business  his  brother  Henry.  The  Collegium  will  have  to  find 
out  whether  Henry  Fries  has  signed  the  congregational  orders. 

Br.  Chr.  Ebert  announced  that  he  would  like  to  have  a  boy 
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by  the  name  of  Pursail  indented  to  him  to  have  him  as  an 
apprentice  in  the  hatter's  business. 

Dec.  21.  Dr.  Schumann  joined  the  Collegium  for  a  discussion 
of  the  construction  of  a  building  for  the  bank  and  we  learned 
from  him  that  it  is  very  uncertain  as  to  whether  the  branch 
bank  will  remain  in  Salem,  since  the  Wilmington  directors  are 
disposed  rather  unfavorably  toward  Salem.  To  do  everything 
possible  and  to  remove  the  existing  obstacles  he  is  still  willing 
to  build  a  house  for  the  bank.  He  will  not  start  with  the  con- 
struction, however,  until  he  has  received  assurance  in  writing 
by  the  directors  in  Wilmington  that  the  branch  bank  will  re- 
main in  Salem.  When  asked  he  agreed  to  sign  a  lease  with  a 
limited  sum,  that  is  half  the  value  of  the  house  to  give  security 
if  the  Diacony  ever  had  to  take  over  this  house.  He  would  also 
have  a  rent  contract  with  the  bank  cashier  in  which  the  latter 
would  oblige  himself  and  his  family  to  observe  the  Salem  con- 
gregational orders  and  he  would  generally  be  responsible  him- 
self for  the  good  conduct  of  the  bank's  cashier. 

It  was  reported  that  Henry  Winkler  applied  to  the  court  last 
week  for  a  license  to  sell  alcohol  in  small  measures.  This  was  not 
granted.  It  was  also  announced  that  Edward  Reich  is  selling 
such  drinks. 

Dec.  28.  It  was  reported  that  Dr.  Schumann  finds  it  necessary 
to  drop  his  plan  of  building  a  house  for  the  bank.  He  asks 
whether  the  Diacony  would  be  willing  to  furnish  a  building 
for  this  purpose. 

At  the  same  time  Br.  Fr.  Fries  asked  whether  the  Diacony 
would  permit  the  building  or  purchase  of  such  a  house  to  an- 
other member  of  the  Salem  Congregation  and  whether  a  cashier 
belonging  to  our  Salem  Congregation  would  be  allowed  to  make 
the  bank  transactions  in  this  building  and  under  what  condi- 
tions this  could  be  done.  If  a  favorable  reply  was  received,  he, 
Br.  Fries,  might  perhaps  furnish  such  a  house  for  the  bank  in 
place  of  Dr.  Schumann.  A  discussion  was  held  as  to  whether 
the  Diacony  now  owns  a  house  which  would  be  suitable  for  the 
purpose.  The  present  Boys'  School  was  mentioned  as  a  possi- 
bility as  it  would  need  only  a  few  alterations.  Also  the  house 
in  which  Br.  and  Sr.  Huebener  are  now  living  was  mentioned. 
Action  on  the  matter  was  postponed. 
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Minutes  of  the  Elders'  Conference  in  Salem,  1846. 

[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  7.  The  tavern  for  the  past  fiscal  year  shows  a  gain  of 
$240.48.  According  to  agreement,  one  third  of  this  amount  has 
already  been  paid  to  Tim.  Vogler. 

Jan.  16.  The  request  of  the  local  Young  Men's  Missionary 
Society  to  hold  their  annual  lovefeast  in  the  church  is  gladly 
granted.  They  will  invite  the  members  of  other  missionary 
organizations. 

Jan.  28.  There  were  complaints  that  the  work  of  the  trades 
and  business  in  town  is  hurt  by  business  carried  on  in  the  Single 
Sisters'  House  and  by  the  cotton  factory.  It  was  desired  that 
this  evil  might  be  stopped.  Elders'  Conference  doubts,  with  the 
widespread  nature  of  such  trades,  etc.,  that  anything  can  be 
done  to  stop  it. 

April  15.  Elders'  Conference  asks  Aufseher  Collegium  to 
consider  Edmund  Blum's  case  again.  He  says  he  cannot  subsist 
on  his  coppersmith  trade  and  therefore  he  dealt  in  tinware.  He 
says,  also,  that  he  is  bound  to  provide  for  his  mother.  Elders' 
Conference  reflected,  also,  that  he  is  not  the  only  one  in  town 
who  is  violating  his  trade  agreement. 

May  15.  Fr.  Fries  wishes  to  buy  the  former  Meinung  house 
in  order  to  store  wool  in  it  and  perhaps  later  to  let  his  brother 
Henry  have  it.  Decision  was  postponed;  meanwhile  he  is  al- 
lowed to  store  wool  in  it. 

May  27.  Since  the  United  States  is,  unhappily,  engaged  in  a 
war  with  Mexico  at  the  present  time,  the  question  came  up 
whether  the  petitions  in  the  Litany  entitled,  "In  Time  of  War," 
in  the  English  Litany  should  be  prayed.  It  was  decided  that, 
since  the  petitions  are  not  all  applicable  to  the  situation,  not  to 
use  them  for  the  time. 

Sept.  2.  Br.  Solomon  Micke  was  chosen  to  fill  the  vacancy  in 
Aufseher  Collegium  caused  by  the  death  of  Br.  Em.  Schober. 
Elders'  Conference  ratified  this. 

Nov.  4.  After  several  sisters  had  declined  the  proposal,  Sr. 
Cath.  Hein  was  found  willing  to  take  over  the  making  of  the 
lovefeast  coffee,  provided  Single  Sister  Lydia  Fockel  would  help 
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her.  The  latter  agreed,  provided  she  would  be  relieved  of  love- 
feast  contributions. 

Dr.  Leopold  Fries,  recently  arrived  here  from  Europe,  a  rela- 
tive of  our  Fries  here  but  not  a  member  of  the  Moravian  Church, 
has  expressed  his  wish  to  establish  himself  here  as  a  physician. 

Dec.  16.  In  order  to  satisfy  the  desire  of  members  who  do  not 
understand  the  German  language  well,  it  was  decided  to  have 
this  year's  Christmas  sermon  in  English,  and  for  the  sake  of 
strangers  it  was  thought  well  to  have  the  short  sermon  at  the 
watchnight  service  in  English. 

Report  of  the  Little  Negro  Congregation9  in  and  around 

Salem,  1846. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  May  the  Saviour  have  mercy  on  these  poor  black  people 
and  through  His  good  spirit  draw  them  to  Him  so  that  they  also 
may  be  a  reward  of  the  pain  of  Jesus. 

Feb.  1.  The  funeral  of  a  negro  child  of  three  months  and  six 
days  of  age.  There  were  also  some  white  people  present. 

March  1.  Although  the  weather  was  bad  today  so  that  one 
could  scarcely  expect  that  one  of  the  negroes  would  risk  going 
to  church,  still  I  found  when  I  arrived  that  the  church  was 
warmed  and  18  negroes  were  waiting  for  the  meeting. 

March  8.  After  the  meeting  a  negress  asked  to  be  taken  into 
the  negro  congregation.  She  was  told  why  and  on  what  founda- 
tion this  little  congregation  was  founded  and  what  is  demanded 
of  its  members  etc.  and  she  was  commended  to  patience. 

April  5.  Palm  Sunday.  After  the  lovefeast  the  negro  woman 
Sylvia,  owned  by  Boner,  after  having  been  given  instruction 
previously,  was  confirmed  for  her  first  partaking  of  the  holy 
communion  and  the  negro  woman  Nancy,  belonging  to  the 
widowed  Sister  Wohlfahrt  was  taken  into  the  negro  congrega- 
tion. This  negro  woman  had  already  been  a  communicant  with 
the  Methodists. 

April  26.  Since  one  of  our  communicant  sisters  and  another 
negro  woman  who  does  not  belong  to  the  congregation  had  quar- 
reled, we  tried  to  settle  the  matter  between  them  and  succeeded 

9  St.  Philips  Moravian  Church. 
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insofar  that  they  shook  each  other's  hands  and  promised  to 
mention  the  matter  with  not  a  word  more.  Our  communicant 
sister  was  earnestly  spoken  to  and  it  was  plainly  shown  to  her 
what  is  expected  for  the  members  of  our  little  negro  congrega- 
tion and  that  they  should  show  with  their  actions  of  whose 
Spirit  they  are  the  children. 

June  13.  The  funeral  of  a  negro  woman  in  our  graveyard. 
She  had  died  yesterday  at  the  cotton  factory. 

June  23.  I  visited  the  negroes  on  the  plantation  of  Br.  and 
Sr.  Fries  but  as  most  of  them  were  working  in  the  Welschcorn 
fields,  only  some  few  of  them  could  be  given  a  word  of  ad- 
monition. 

June  28.  Since  in  our  meetings  disorder  seems  to  be  getting 
the  upper  hand  so  that  during  them  some  of  those  present  go 
out  and  by  that  each  time  no  little  disturbance  is  caused.  This 
disorder  was  reproved  publicly  in  a  meeting  and  was  seriously 
spoken  of. 

As  concerns  the  inner  progress  of  our  little  congregation,  one 
has  proof  enough  that  one  can,  taken  as  a  whole,  rejoice  over  it. 
It  is  seen  that  with  all  their  weaknesses  and  defections,  still 
their  true  intention  is  to  live  for  the  Saviour  in  this  world. 

The  dear  Sisters  S.  Steiner  and  Williams  have  been  tireless 
every  Sunday,  on  which  meetings  were  held  for  the  negroes, 
in  instructing  the  children  in  holy  truths  and  teaching  them 
verses  and  songs  which  they  learn  by  heart,  in  which  efforts 
the  Saviour  will  surely  give  them  His  blessing. 

July  6.  The  negro  couple  Hercules  and  his  wife  Anna  were 
visited. 

July  7.  The  negro  brethren  on  Br.  and  Sr.  Beierle's  plantation 
as  well  as  those  on  Br.  Wm.  Holland's  plantation  were  visited. 

July  9.  The  negroes  on  Br.  and  Sr.  Fries'  plantation  were 
visited. 

July  10.  The  communicant  members  on  the  widowed  Sister 
Wohlfahrt's  plantation  were  visited. 

Aug.  Since  most  Sundays  camp  meetings  were  held  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  town,  the  meetings  in  our  church  were  scantily 
attended. 
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Oct.  11.  The  meeting  was  opened  by  a  talk  to  the  negroes. 
Then  there  was  read  to  them  a  report  from  Hebron  and  Nain  in 
Labrador  from  the  Missions'  Intelligencer  and  the  meeting  was 
closed  with  prayer.  After  the  meeting  the  negroes  expressed  the 
wish  that  more  often  they  might  have  read  to  them  accounts 
about  our  missions  to  the  heathen.  They  were  promised  that 
this  would  be  done. 

Nov.  1.  The  funeral  sermon  of  the  negro  George  who  died  on 
the  11th  of  the  previous  month  at  the  cotton  factory.  He  be- 
longed to  Mrs.  Webb. 

Nov.  8.  We  partook  of  the  body  and  blood  of  Jesus  in  the 
holy  communion.  Nearly  all  dissolved  in  tears.  After  the  com- 
munion, one  woman  wept  aloud  in  the  church  about  her  feeling 
of  sinfulness.  A  communicant  brother  stepped  up  to  her  and 
encouraged  her  to  hold  fast  to  the  Saviour  since  He  rejects  no 
repentant  sinner,  because  He  is  the  Saviour  of  sinners.  It  was  a 
holy  hour.  To  Him  praise,  thanks  and  honor ! 

Dec.  6.  One  of  our  communicant  sisters  complained  that  she 
had  it  hard  and  had  to  suffer  much  scorn  for  the  sake  of  the 
name  of  Jesus  so  that,  as  she  said,  she  could  scarcely  hold  out 
any  longer.  She  was  directed  to  the  Saviour,  to  lament  to  Him 
her  need  and  to  ask  Him  for  patience  for  in  such  a  case  men 
can  do  nothing  except  to  pray  for  the  offender  that  He  may 
turn  their  hearts  so  that  they  too  may  come  to  recognition  of 
the  truth  and  turn  to  Him. 

Minutes  of  the  L.A.C.,  1846. 
[Extracts  translated.'] 

Feb.  5. 

4.  Eunice  Rebecca  Spach,  m.n.  Marshall,  formerly  belonging 
to  the  congregation  in  Friedberg,  has  now  moved  with  her  hus- 
band to  the  neighborhood  of  Salem  and  will  be  counted  with 
this  congregation  as  a  nonresident  member. 

5.  The  brethren  were  asked  to  hand  in  as  soon  as  possible 
the  copy  of  the  church  books. 

7.  In  the  neighborhood  of  Fessler's  church  where  Br.  Hagen 
is  thinking  of  preaching  next  Sunday  are  several  families  who, 
since  no  preacher  of  their  denomination  has  visited  there  for  sev- 
eral years,  have  children  who  have  not  been  baptized.  Of  these 
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some  are  two  or  three  years  old  and  Br.  Hagen  was  asked  to 
administer  this  sacrament  to  them.  In  this  case  the  conference 
gave  the  desired  permission  for  it. 

8.  Some  masters  in  the  Bethania  section  whose  slaves  have 
announced  themselves  sometime  ago  for  baptism  and  reception 
give  them  a  good  character  witness.  Br.  Hagen  will  now  begin 
soon  instruction  with  them  to  prepare  them  for  baptism.  He  will 
also  try  to  introduce  the  rules  of  the  little  negro  congregation 
at  Salem  there. 

March  5. 

7.  Br.  Senseman  reported  on  his  visit  in  the  region  of  the 
Philadelphia  schoolhouse.  He  had  visited  in  several  families  and 
had  called  together  the  householders  of  the  same  for  a  discus- 
sion at  the  schoolhouse.  At  this  meeting  a  wish  was  expressed 
to  have  a  pastor  of  their  own  living  with  them  to  form  there  a 
congregation.  It  was  reported  that  at  least  10  families  would 
unite  for  a  small  congregation. 

8.  Since  Br.  Martin  was  accused  of  a  crime  and  because  he 
had  no  expectation  of  being  cleared  by  law  he  paid  the  legal 
fine,  although  his  neighbors  considered  him  innocent,  yet  he  was 
advised  to  withdraw  for  this  time. 

9.  Br.  Hagen  asked  whether  he  should  accede  to  the  expressed 
wish  of  remaining  members  of  the  Lutheran  congregation  near 
Fessler's  church  to  form  a  new  congregation  of  the  Lutherans 
living  there  and  serve  them  with  the  Word  and  sacrament,  since 
he  had  intended  to  preach  there  next  Sunday.  He  was  advised 
to  write  a  letter  first  to  the  Lutheran  preacher  Schweisgut  to  ask 
his  opinion  about  it  before  he  took  further  steps  in  this  matter. 

April  2. 

7.  Br.  Huebener  was  commissioned  to  visit  the  brethren  liv- 
ing in  the  region  of  the  Philadelphia  schoolhouse  and  make 
more  particular  investigation.  It  was  here  stated  that  Isaac 
Losch's  wife  would  like  to  attend  instruction  and  renew  her 
baptismal  covenant. 

9.  Br.  Hagen  announced  that  he  and  others  had  in  mind  to 
hold  on  the  9th,  10th  and  11th  a  union  meeting  in  Surry  County 
not  far  from  Sister  Betsey  Conrad's. 

May  7. 

3.  Br.  Schmidt  announced  that  the  widowed  Sister  Mary 
Krause  had  moved  to  Bethania  and  that  Br.  and  Sr.  Chr.  Ebert 
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in  Salem  had  taken  the  10-year-old  little  daughter  of  the  late 
Michael  Reich  in  service. 

4.  The  chairman  announced  that  the  widowed  Sister  Rebecca 
Fischer,  m.n.  Folz,  of  Friedberg  had  received  permission  to  join 
the  congregation  in  Salem  and  now  is  living  there  with  her 
children. 

5.  In  the  neighborhood  of  Philadelphia  schoolhouse  instruc- 
tion for  confirmation  was  begun  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Isaac  Losch 
and  the  married  Lavinia  Norman,  m.n.  Greter,  and  for  baptism 
with  the  married  George  W.  Norman  and  Meredith  Norman. 

7.  A  woman  in  Pfafftown  whose  little  child  was  recently 
baptized  will  probably  ask  to  have  her  other  3-to-4-year-old  bap- 
tized likewise.  Br.  Hagen  asks  how  he  shall  act  in  such  a  case. 
Since  it  appeared  in  the  conversation  with  him  that  the  mother 
herself  had  still  not  been  baptized  he  was  advised  to  recommend 
to  her  to  ask  for  baptism  for  herself  and  then  to  receive  this 
baptism  with  her  child. 

8.  Br.  and  Sr.  Solomon  Hoffman  have  a  child  who  is  now  a 
year  old  and  has  not  been  baptized.  Since  this  is  against  our 
rules,  Br.  Senseman  was  commissioned  to  speak  earnestly  with 
them  and  to  advise  them  and  if  they  persisted  in  violating  this 
rule  that  they  should  rather  be  excluded  from  the  congregation. 

13.  The  chairman  announced  that  Br.  Herman  Rude  had  re- 
ceived and  accepted  a  call  as  home  missionary. 

July  2. 

1.  Br.  Hagen  announced  that  at  the  urgent  request  of  the 
mother  he  had  contrary  to  the  advice  of  the  conference  baptized 
the  previously  mentioned  child. 

5.  In  the  vicinity  of  Fessler's  church  there  lives  a  free  negro 
couple  who  applied  to  Br.  Hagen  to  baptize  their  three  children, 
one  under  a  year,  the  other  two,  three  and  four  years  old.  To 
the  question  as  to  how  he  should  act  here  he  was  told  he  could 
baptize  the  one  without  further  to-do  but  in  the  discussion  of 
the  question  about  the  other  two  the  conference  was  of  the 
opinion  that  one  might  easily  in  such  cases  go  too  far  and  get 
into  difficulties,  so  it  was  decided  to  wait  a  while  with  the  bap- 
tism of  these  children  and  moreover  Br.  Hagen  was  instructed 
to  inquire  first  whether  the  parents  were  baptized  and  have 
joined  any  religious  denomination.  If  the  former  should  not  be 
the  case  it  would  be  the  best  plan  for  the  parents  to  try  to  be 
allowed  to  join  the  little  negro  congregation  being  formed  at 
Bethania  and  then  to  take  further  steps. 
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6.  The  further  correspondence  about  the  serving  of  the  people 
in  the  vicinity  of  Nazareth  (Fessler's)  was  turned  over  to  the 
P.H.C. 

Aug,  6, 

3.  Since  the  little  group  at  Philadelphia  still  has  no  meeting 
or  burial  place  of  its  own,  they  will,  if  deaths  should  occur,  bury 
their  dead  in  the  God's  Acre  of  the  congregation  to  which  such 
members  have  previously  belonged. 

4.  The  Single  Sisters  Hedwig  Oehman  of  Bethania  and 
Catharina  Seitz  of  Friedberg  have  gone  into  service  in  Salem. 
Their  pastors  were  asked  to  send  the  customary  recommenda- 
tions. 

7.  Upon  the  writing  of  Br.  Hagen  to  the  Lutheran  preacher 
Sweisgut  he  and  also  Mr.  Anton  were  commissioned  by  the  synod 
in  this  area  to  get  better  acquainted  with  the  situation  of 
Lutheran  churches  standing  empty.  They  have  expressed  the 
wish  that  Br.  Hagen  might  continue  with  the  instruction  begun 
in  the  Nazareth  church  and  that  the  rest  of  us  continue  as 
formerly  with  the  preaching  in  the  other  churches.  They  also 
announced  that  the  preacher  Jacob  Scherer  has  been  appointed 
to  serve  these  congregations  and  to  preach  in  the  various 
churches  from  time  to  time. 

11.  Br.  Senseman  was  permitted  to  baptize  Solomon  Hoff- 
man's child  at  home. 

12.  The  members  of  the  conference  spoke  to  each  other 
frankly  about  the  so-called  union  meeting  held  from  July  24 
to  August  4  at  Birchamtown. 

Nov.  5. 

5.  The  Single  Sister  (communicant)  Lisetta  Mack  of  Fried- 
berg has  moved  to  Salem  and  is  recommended  by  her  pastor. 

6.  The  married  Anna  Smith,  m.n.  Philipps,  who  formerly 
belonged  to  the  congregation  at  Friedland  has  withdrawn  from 
there  and  has  joined  the  Methodists  with  her  husband. 

Dec.  3. 

3.  The  Single  Sisters  Louisa  Spach  of  Friedberg,  Maria  Tran- 
sou  of  Philadelphia  (both  noncommunicants)  and  the  com- 
municant Sister  Leanna  Schaub  of  Bethania,  and  also  the  boy 
John  Reich  of  Bethabara  have  for  the  time  gone  to  work  in 
Salem. 

4.  Br.  Hagen  announced  that  the  Negress  Milly,  a  former 
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member  of  the  Methodist  congregation,  was  asking  for  reception 
in  the  negro  congregation  there  as  was  the  free  negress  Lucy 
Hein  whose  husband  is  attending  the  instruction  for  confirma- 
tion and  has  received  holy  baptism. 

Diary  of  Matters  taken  up  in  the  L.A.C.  (Philadelphia) ,  1846. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

April  16.  I  visited  in  several  families  at  Philadelphia  and 
discussed  with  them  the  forming  of  a  congregation  there.  All 
were  inclined  toward  it  and  3  announced  themselves  for  con- 
firmation. 

April  19.  On  the  next  Thursday  religious  instruction  is  to  be 
begun  with  two  people  who  have  asked  for  baptism  and  with 
another  or  several  who  might  join  them  and  it  will  be  continued 
weekly. 

May  31.  Two  Brr.  were  baptized  and  two  sisters  confirmed. 
After  this  meeting  we  had  to  linger  another  hour  in  the  school- 
house  to  wait  out  a  heavy  thunderstorm  during  which  several 
trees  were  entirely  struck  down  in  the  vicinity. 

June  6.  The  holy  communion  was  held  for  the  first  time  in 
this  place.  There  were  17  communicants  and  3  onlookers  present. 

July  26.  There  was  an  English  sermon  at  Philadelphia  and 
an  audience  of  about  30  people,  mostly  adults  belonging  to  us. 
After  the  sermon  the  Brotherly  Agreement  was  read  aloud  and 
explained  and  8  of  those  present,  only  heads  of  families,  signed 
it  and  others  intend  to  sign  it  next  time.  After  this  the  3  Brr. 
Isaac  Losch,  Petrus  Transou  and  Meredith  Norman  were  elected 
as  members  of  the  committee  and  thus  this  little  congregation 
was  organized. 

Minutes  of  the  Committee  in  Bethabara,  1846. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Dec.  20.  It  was  decided  to  admit  for  Christmas  Eve  only  such 
of  our  neighbors  as  applied  for  it  and  all  former  members  of 
this  congregation  with  their  children  who  wish  it.  Outsiders 
will  not  be  admitted. 
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Diary  of  the  Congregation  of  Bethabara,  1846. 

[Extracts  translated."] 

Feb.  15.  It  was  announced  that  the  older  girl  Emily  Ingrum 
at  the  home  of  Br.  and  Sr.  John  Butner  has  received  permission 
to  join  the  congregation. 

March  7.  There  were  two  funerals.  One  was  of  the  widowed 
Sister  Christina  Schor  who  had  been  operated  on  on  the  fifth 
for  a  growth  on  her  left  leg  and  this  caused  her  death  on  the 
next  day.  She  was  75  years,  1  month  and  2  weeks  old.  The 
second  was  the  child  Christian  Franklin  Pratt,  little  son  of  our 
neighbors  William  and  Johanna  Pratt.  He  died  of  whooping 
cough  at  the  age  of  6  months  and  2  days. 

March  29.  Three  babies  were  baptized:  the  little  son  of  Br. 
and  Sr.  Christian  and  Mary  Butner  born  January  21  with  the 
name  Allen  Alexander;  Edwin  and  Margaretha  Hein's  little  son 
born  December  2  of  the  past  year  with  the  name  John  William 
and  Saml.  and  Lucinda  Hein's  little  daughter  born  March  20 
this  year  with  the  name  Minerva  Angelina. 

April  24.  The  funeral  of  Br.  Michael  Reich  who  died  yester- 
day morning. 

April  26.  A  baptism  in  which  the  little  son  born  to  John  and 
Eva  Ranks  on  March  8  was  baptized  with  the  name  Parmenio 
Alexander. 

April  30.  The  little  daughter  born  on  the  23rd  of  this  month 
to  Br.  and  Sr.  Joseph  and  Henriette  Hein  was  baptized  while 
sick  at  the  home  of  her  grandparents  Br.  and  Sr.  Spach  with  the 
name  Angelina  Francisca. 

May  3.  The  single  sisters  here  and  older  girls  celebrated  their 
choir  festival.  The  Single  Sister  Emily  Ingrum  was  admitted  to 
the  congregation  and  the  girl  Hortencia  Krause  to  the  girls' 
choir. 

In  these  days  several  misunderstandings  which  had  disturbed 
the  peace  among  the  brethren  and  their  families  were  with 
God's  help  put  aside  and  ended. 

May  10.  The  little  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Charles  and  Carolina 
Rank  born  March  14,  was  baptized  with  the  name  Robert 
Gustavus. 
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May  2U.  The  baptism  of  the  little  son  born  on  March  12  to 
our  neighbor  Bonaparte  and  Eliza  Dougins  with  the  name  Bart- 
let  Yancy. 

July  12.  In  this  week  several  people  in  and  outside  the  village 
had  colds  and  fever. 

July  26.  Only  few  came  to  the  meeting  since  almost  in  every 
house  there  were  cases  of  fever. 

Aug.  9.  The  baptism  of  the  little  daughter  born  June  28  to 
our  neighbors  Josua  and  Louisa  Butner  with  the  name  Sarah 
Jane.  There  was  no  sermon  today  on  account  of  the  many  cases 
of  fever. 

Aug.  16.  The  meetings  had  to  be  canceled  on  account  of  the 
many  cases  of  fever. 

Aug.  18.  The  funeral  of  the  late  Josua  Butner  who  died  yes- 
terday at  the  age  of  34  years,  8  months  and  8  days. 

Aug.  23.  Again  no  meetings  because  of  the  many  fever  cases. 

Aug.  25.  This  evening  died  the  married  Sister  Rebecca  Krause 
at  the  age  of  38  years,  7  months  and  13  days. 

Aug.  16.  Appendix.  The  sick  were  industriously  visited  until 
finally  also  we  got  the  fever  with  which  my  wife  was  especially 
sick. 

Sept.  6.  The  bell  was  rung  for  our  monthly  prayer  meeting 
but  no  one  came  for  almost  everybody  in  and  outside  of  the  vil- 
lage had  the  fever  and  some  were  seriously  sick. 

Sept.  13.  Again  only  about  8  people  were  able  to  come  to  the 
meetings. 

Sept.  20.  The  meetings  had  to  be  canceled  because  no  one 
came  again. 

Sept.  27.  There  were  so  many  present  that  the  German  ser- 
mon could  be  given. 

Appendix.  The  fever  is  not  subsiding  and  the  majority  are 
having  relapses. 

Oct.  6.  Was  the  funeral  of  the  little  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Charles 
Benjamin  and  Carolina  Rank,  Robert  Gustavus,  who  had  died 
on  the  4th  of  the  fever  at  the  age  of  only  6  months  and  20  days. 
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Oct.  lb.  Was  the  funeral  of  the  child,  Minerva  Angelina  Hein, 
little  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Samuel  Benjamin  and  Lucinda 
Hein  who  died  yesterday  the  13th  of  fever  at  the  age  of  only  6 
months,  3  weeks  and  4  days. 

Oct.  25.  The  fever  is  beginning  to  subside  somewhat  and  the 
state  of  health  is  on  the  whole  better. 

Nov.  1.  There  were  again  so  many  relapses  of  fever  that  since 
it  rained  the  meetings  were  again  canceled. 

Nov.  6.  The  funeral  of  Alfred  Herman  Pratt,  the  little  son 
of  William  and  Hannah  Pratt  who  died  yesterday  at  the  age  of 
3  years,  7  months  and  16  days. 

Nov.  22.  There  are  still  some  sick  of  the  fever. 

Nov.  29.  In  the  past  week  several  have  come  down  again 
with  the  fever. 

Dec.  31.  At  the  end  of  the  year  our  Saal  was  again  crowded. 
We  were  greatly  disturbed  by  the  unmannerly  behaviour  of  some 
young  people  from  the  neighborhood  with  their  shooting  in  front 
of  our  church  during  the  divine  service. 

Diary  of  the  Congregation  in  Bethania,  1846. 

[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  1.  At  the  funeral  of  the  wife  of  Jacob  Wolf,  m.n.  Bitting, 
who  died  yesterday,  I  prayed  the  funeral  litany  at  the  family 
burial  place  of  the  late  Martha  Wolff  (widow) . 

Jan.  5.  I  visited  at  the  home  of  Robert  Church  to  whom  the 
Single  Sister  Lavinia  Pfaff  was  married  a  short  time  ago. 

Jan.  6.  I  held  a  meeting  at  the  home  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Solomon 
Transou  at  which  a  number  of  negroes  were  present. 

Jan.  13.  I  rode  through  Bethabara  and  beyond  to  Henry 
Liebengut's  where  I  preached  in  the  evening.  I  spent  the  night 
there. 

Jan.  16.  I  cleared  out  and  put  in  order  the  congregation 
archives  house. 

Feb.  1.  The  baptism  of  the  baby  William  Alexander  Lash  of 
Br.  Wm.  Lash  and  his  wife  Ann,  m.n.  Hughes.  He  was  born 
June  7,  1845. 
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Feb.  8.  I  preached  at  Simon  Geiger's  house  and  baptized  6 
children. 

Feb.  H.  It  rained  and  sleeted  and  stormed  the  whole  day 
almost  without  ceasing  until  way  into  the  night. 

Feb.  15.  The  weather  was  cold  and  very  stormy  and  the 
road  bad.  The  baptism  of  a  negro  baby. 

March  1.  Today  there  was  the  baptism  of  a  grown  single 
negro,  Br.  James,  with  a  very  sincere  feeling  of  the  nearness 
of  Jesus.  He  received  the  name  James  Christian.  He  belongs 
to  the  married  Danl.  Spiess.  In  this  meeting  the  married  Lydia 
belonging  to  the  Sister  Sarah  Stolz  was  received  into  the  mem- 
bership of  the  Brr.  congregation  and  from  now  on  the  above- 
mentioned  James  Christian,  Lydia  and  her  two  children  formed 
a  little  negro  congregation  in  Bethania.  The  weather  was  very 
bad  and  it  stormed  and  hailed  violently. 

March  7.  At  the  request  of  Br.  Schmidt  I  went  to  Bethabara 
today  and  gave  the  talk  at  the  funeral  of  the  widowed  Sister 
Christine  Shor  and  of  the  child  Franklin  Pratt. 

March  22.  The  baptism  of  Sarah  Ann  (Thos.  Loesch's) . 

March  31.  The  whooping  cough  is  appearing. 

April  5.  Palm  Sunday.  Confirmation  of  the  following  persons : 
The  married  Br.  David  Shouse,  Single  Brr.  Josua  Leinbach, 
Reinhold  Oehman,  Married  Sr.  Lydia  Wolf,  m.n.  Transou,  Single 
Sisters  Maria  Schor,  Julina  Shore,  Delilah  Holder  and  Leanne 
Shaub. 

April  11.  Went  to  the  Nazareth  church  (Fessler's  Church) 
and  preached  there. 

April  2J>.  Fell  from  my  horse. 

April  28.  Went  to  Pfafftown.  Baptized  Eml.  Sailor's  little 
daughter  who  was  sick. 

April  29.  I  baptized  two  children  at  the  home  of  Jno.  B. 
Miller,  theirs  and  Levi  Shore's. 

May  9.  Went  to  Red  Plains  the  other  side  of  the  Yadkin  River 
in  the  neighborhood  of  F.  Glenn  and  preached. 
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May  17.  A  child  was  baptized  in  the  Nazareth  Church.  Allen 
Smith's. 

May  19.  Baptized  John  Foltz's  little  son  and  held  an  evening 
meeting  in  Pf afftown. 

June  lb.  Baptism  of  the  baby  James  Benjamin  (Dr.  Jones'). 
Afternoon  a  funeral  sermon  in  Nazareth  Church.  (Margaret 
Hargraves.) 

June  28.  In  the  afternoon  went  to  Crooked  Run  were  I 
preached. 

July  7.  Went  to  Salem.  Sister  Emilie  Reichel  accompanied 
me  back  and  began  the  school  in  Bethania  on  the  8th  as  teacher. 

July  8.  Visited  at  Charles  Philips'  whose  mother  lay  in  the 
last  stages. 

July  12.  Baptized  two  negro  children. 

July  19.  A  funeral  sermon  at  Gerber's  Church  in  connection 
with  the  death  of  5  negro  children. 

July  23.  Visited  several  who  were  sick  with  fever  in  the 
village. 

July  26.  In  the  forenoon  was  instruction  for  children,  German 
litany  and  English  sermon  preached  by  Br.  Arthur  Van  Vleck. 
In  the  afternoon  I  went  to  Liberty  and  from  there  to  Salem. 

July  27.  In  the  forenoon  held  holy  communion  and  preached 
in  the  afternoon  at  Liberty.  Came  back  home  in  the  evening. 

July  28.  Preached  at  Simon  Geiger's. 

July  29.  Preached  at  the  Nazareth  Church. 

July  30.  Had  a  visit  from  Br.  Jac.  Scherer  of  Virginia, 
Lutheran  Missionary  in  Stokes  and  Davidson.  Visited  Nath. 
Pfaff,  Benj.  Pfaff,  Michl.  Hauser,  Jesse  Conrad,  Geo.  Krausen, 
Hy.  Schulz,  Sen.,  and  Sandy  Flynt. 

Aug.  9.  Baptism  of  Mary  Ann  Philips,  a  widow,  m.n.  Klein. 

Aug.  18.  Went  to  Bethabara  and  held  the  funeral  of  Josua 
Butner  who  died  yesterday. 

Aug.  22.  Was  at  Silo  church  and  preached. 
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Aug.  26.  Preached  in  the  evening  at  Antioch. 

Aug.  31.  In  the  last  week  various  ones  have  come  down  with 
the  fever. 

Appendix: 

Aug.  Jf.  There  was  a  well-attended  sermon  in  the  house  of 
the  widow  Schausse,  about  four  miles  north  of  Bethania. 

Aug.  7.  Preached  in  the  Daub  Church10. 

Aug.  8.  Preached  in  Spanish  Grove.11 

Sept.  6.  My  wife  was  delivered  safely  of  a  little  son  and  for 
this  we  thank  the  Lord  most  sincerely.

Did 
not  feel  well  myself.

Sept.  28.  In  the  evening  had  chills  and  fever  and  suffered  from 
this  affliction.

11  This  was  in  the  Olivet  Moravian  Church  community.  The  Olivet  Moravian  Sunday- 
School  was  organized  here. 
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Oct.  16.  I  visited  at  Lemlys  where  in  the  evening  their  young- 
est child  was  baptized  William  Augustus. 

Oct.  23.  In  the  field  work  I  got  a  violent  pain  in  my  back 
and  went  to  bed. 

Oct.  30.  I  am  31  years  old  and  owe  the  Saviour  infinite  thanks 
for  His  grace  which  He  has  shown  me  a  poor  sinner. 

Appendix.  In  order  to  report  something  of  the  inner  progress 
of  the  congregation  here  it  would  be  well  to  say  that  our  dear 
Saviour  still  abides  with  us  and  awakens  souls,  is  gracious  and 
takes  us  under  His  faithful  care  so  that  one  cannot  fail  to  con- 
tinue comforted  and  full  of  faith  in  His  service.  He  who  has 
already  done  so  much  has  still  more  in  mind.  The  special  festi- 
val days  are  well  attended  and  have  been  blessed  unmistakably. 
It  remains  however  to  be  wished  that  also  the  usual  Sunday 
meetings  were  better  attended.  This  staying  away  is  however  a 
custom  in  the  country.

The 
weather  was  especially  favorable  yesterday  and  today  for 
churchgoing  and  with  the  beautiful  moonlight  many  people  were 
able  to  come. 

Dec.  31.  Just  as  at  Christmas  also  today  there  was  unusually 
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fine  warm  weather,  good  roads  and  bright  moonlight  so  that 
the  dear  distant  brethren  could  well  come  and  go  home  again. 
Also  for  that  we  thank  the  Lord. 

Memorabilia  of  the  Congregation  at  Bethania,  1846. 
[Extracts  translated. ] 

There  was  definitely  more  sickness  than  in  the  previous  year, 
especially  in  the  late  summer  and  fall.  Probably  only  a  few  were 
spared  attacks  of  fever  and  in  many  families  it  seemed  to  rage 
with  special  severity.  In  most  cases  the  attacks  of  fever  did  not 
hold  on  long  and  yielded  to  the  remedies  applied  to  them  under 
the  blessing  of  the  Lord  very  soon  and  at  the  end  of  this  year  we 
are  glad  that  we  all  with  very  few  exceptions  enjoy  good  health. 

As  concerns  the  real  purpose  of  our  communal  organization 
here,  namely  the  awakening,  edification  and  preparation  of  souls 
for  the  enjoyment  of  everlasting  rest  which  is  God's  purpose  for 
his  people,  we  must  for  the  praise  of  the  Lord  lay  our  witness 
at  the  feet  of  the  Saviour  that  His  blessing  has  been  bestowed 
on  us  also  here  in  great  measure. 

Minutes  of  the  Committee  in  Bethania,  1846. 
[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  19. 

2.  It  was  settled  on  that  two  chains  be  procured  for  holding 
closed  the  two  little  doors  in  the  church  wall. 

April  10. 

1.  The  Brr.  of  the  committee  gave  their  consent  sanctioned 
by  the  P.H.C.  in  Salem  for  the  reception  of  Sister  Carolina 
Kearney,  m.n.  Rothrock,  Sandy's  wife,  into  the  congregation 
here. 

2.  Br.  Alex  Kearney's  church  dues  shall  be  $2.50  per  annum 
besides  paying  the  weekly  contribution  twice. 

3.  It  was  determined  that  henceforth  for  all  outsiders  who 
wish  a  grave  in  our  God's  Acre,  without  exception,  a  charge  of 
$4.00  shall  be  made. 

4.  Br.  Thos.  Shulz,  who  has  applied  for  a  reduction  of  his 
contributions,  is  to  be  asked  to  withdraw  his  proposal. 
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1.  It  was  decided  to  release  all  widows  from  baking  for  choir 
and  communion  lovefeasts. 

2.  It  was  decided  on  and  assigned  to  a  Br.  to  order  a  wheel- 
barrow from  Br.  Joseph  Leinbach  and  a  wagon  from  Br.  Pete 
Transou. 

3.  An  old  widow  Mary  Philips,  m.n.  Klein,  desired  to  receive 
instruction  for  baptism  and  through  baptism  to  be  received  into 
the  church.  The  committee  approved  this  request  and  left  it  to 
the  pastor  to  handle  it  according  to  his  judgment. 

4.  The  two  widowed  Sisters  Maria  Rank  and  Marg.  Pfaff 
are  granted  freedom  from  making  contributions  by  the  com- 
mittee. 

5.  It  was  regarded  as  just  that  Sister  Reb.  Leinbach  after  the 
passing  of  this  year  as  the  other  single  sisters  should  also  pay 
87%  cents  per  annum. 

6.  It  was  also  decided  that  the  single  sisters  should  pay  noth- 
ing until  they  were  21  years  old. 

7.  The  committee  found  it  good  to  assess  the  single  brothers 
who  are  communicants  $1.50  per  annum  and  noncommunicants 
with  $1.00. 

8.  The  contributions  of  Br.  Renatus  Lehman  were  set  at  $3.00 
per  annum. 

9.  The  contributions  of  Br.  Benj.  Pfaff,  since  his  wife  is  a 
noncommunicant,  were  set  at  $2.50  to  the  congregation  treasury 
and  a  weekly  contribution  of  $1.50. 

Oct.  10 

2.  It  was  regarded  as  necessary  to  investigate  the  drain  in 
the  lower  garden  and  also  through  drainage  of  the  water  to  fill 
up  the  hollows  because  through  this  summer  much  of  the  garden 
has  stood  under  water. 

3.  There  was  also  motion  of  the  filling  in  of  the  church  road. 
Ezra  Hauser  is  to  be  asked  to  work  at  that. 

4.  Also  the  path  of  the  graveyard  is  to  be  covered  with  tan- 
bark  and  measures  to  be  taken  for  that. 

Nov.  1. 

1.  Br.  Jos.  Transou  with  his  wife  has  taken  over  the  office  of 
first  Saaldiener. 

2.  For  week  dieners,  Br.  and  Sr.  Wm.  Lehman  were  selected, 
and  likewise  Br.  Reinhold  Oehman. 
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3.  Joseph  Stockburger  and  his  wife  have  applied  for  read- 
mission  and  it  was  approved  and  later  also  by  the  P.H.C. 

Dec.  13. 

1.  The  yearly  contribution  of  the  widowed  sisters  shall  be 
raised  from  75  to  87%  cents,  for  the  future  year. 

2.  Also  it  was  decided  that  the  yearly  contribution  of  married 
women  (whose  husbands  are  still  not  members)  is  to  be  set  at 
$1.50. 

3.  The  single  Brothers  Wesley  Kearney  and  Alvin  Butner 
shall  each  be  paid  50  cents  for  pumping  the  bellows  on  the 
organ. 

6.  That  the  iron  stove  be  put  in  the  church  was  denied  for 
this  winter. 

Dairy  of  the  Congregations  at  Friedberg  and  Hope,  1846. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  25. 1  held  the  funeral  of  the  deceased  Martin  Rippel.  This 
morning  Br.  Christian  Miller  had  died. 

Appendix.  The  state  of  health  of  the  congregation  has  been 
very  good  in  the  past  three  months. 

Feb.  10.  I  visited  in  Philadelphia  under  the  authorization  of 
the  L.A.C.  to  find  out  the  opinion  of  the  brethren  in  that  vicinity 
about  the  forming  of  a  new  congregation  there. 

Feb.  21.  There  was  a  meeting  in  Philadelphia  about  the  be- 
fore mentioned  matter.  Only  a  few  were  present.  It  was  believed 
that  if  an  energetic  preacher  lived  there  and  looked  after  the 
congregation  regularly,  soon  a  considerable  flock  could  be 
gathered.  Some  brothers  and  sisters  belonging  in  Friedberg  and 
Hope  do  not  seem  willing  to  leave  their  congregations. 

Feb.  26.  The  marriage  of  the  Single  Sister  Anna  Spach  to 
James  Eakels  of  Davidson  County  in  Br.  Geo.  Spach's  home. 

Appendix.  Feb.  15.  Our  school  has  been  interrupted  very 
much  by  the  cold  winter  and  the  bad  weather  but  is  held  regu- 
larly when  possible.  The  committee  or  Board  of  Managers  meets 
every  third  Sunday  in  the  month.  The  managers  perform  their 
duty  with  much  faithfulness  but  the  teachers  are  somewhat 
indifferent. 
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March  15.  In  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  board  of  our  Sun- 
day School,  Br.  Jacob  Mack  promised  to  serve  as  teacher  of  the 
first  men's  class. 

Our  Sunday  School  would  make  right  good  progress  if  the 
teachers  who  usually  consist  of  unmarried  people  would  per- 
form their  duties  regularly. 

March  18.  Was  passion  week  observance  in  Br.  J.  G.  Spach's 
house. 

March  22.  In  the  afternoon  I  preached  in  Pleasant  Fork.12 

March  28.  Passion  observance  in  Br.  Jos.  Rothrock's  home. 

April  U.  I  heard  that  Theop.  Foltz's  wife  was  very  sick.  We 
went  there  and  I  knelt  in  prayer  beside  the  sickbed.  She  seemed 
very  frightened  and  was  admonished  to  turn  to  the  Saviour.  In 
her  pain  she  cried  to  the  Saviour  but  asked  to  be  made  well 
again,  not  for  forgiveness  of  her  sins.  I  reminded  her  to  do  the 
latter. 

April  7.  I  performed  the  marriage  of  the  Single  Brother 
Gottlieb  Spach  to  Susan  Kreutzf  usser  Jno.  Kreutzf  usser's  in 
home. 

April  10.  Good  Friday.  This  day  was  spent  with  blessing  in 
Friedberg.  Although  we  often  lie  down  weary  under  the  burden 
of  our  wide-extended  work,  and  often  have  to  cry  out  "Who  is 
good  here,"  yet  always  the  enjoyment  of  the  holy  communion 
with  this  dear  congregation  serves  for  complete  revival  and 
encouragement.  May  the  Lord  give  us  many  such  days. 

April  12.  Easter  Sunday.  It  rained  rather  hard  and  it  seemed 
as  if  only  a  few  could  accompany  us  in  the  Easter  celebration 
but  between  8  and  9  the  brethren  and  many  outsiders  began  to 
arrive  here.  The  number  rose  to  5  or  6  hundred.  We  went  in  good 
order  with  the  singing  of  hymns  to  God's  Acre.  In  regard  to  the 
singing  of  the  congregation,  recently  especially  during  passion 
week  it  has  improved.  This  is  the  case  chiefly  in  the  singing 
of  the  English  verses,  as  the  solid  German  verses  are  understood 
and  enjoyed  by  only  a  few. 


12  The  site  of  the  Pleasant  Fork  Church  was  about  450  feet  in  front  of  the  present 
Griffith  School  in  Forsyth  County.  Land  was  purchased  on  June  9,  1823,  by  19  men 
who  lived  in  the  community  for  a  building  which  was  used  as  a  place  of  worship  for  any 
denomination.  A  one-room,  log  building  was  used  for  Sunday  School  and  church  services 
until  September  17,  1868,  when  a  new  building  was  erected  which  is  still  used  as  a  non- 
denominational  meeting  place. 
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April  lb.  I  visited  in  several  families  and  invited  children 
who  are  12  years  old  to  instruction  for  reception  into  the  church. 

April  18.  We  were  surprised  in  the  evening  by  the  sad  news 
that  Maria  Peddycoard,  a  communicant  sister  in  Hope  had  done 
away  with  herself  in  the  most  painful  manner. 

April  19.  I  went  to  try  to  comfort  the  sorrowing  family,  but 
what  can  a  poor  human  being  say  in  such  a  case.  He  can  do  no 
more  than  weep  with  the  weeping.  I  shall  never  forget  this  sad 
day. 

May  12.  Today  we  celebrated  in  Friedberg  our  congregational 
festival.  Twenty  children  were  received.  Names :

May  27.  This  morning  I  was  sent  for  to  go  to  our  neighbor 
David  James  (Jacobus).  I  found  him  near  his  end  and  at  his 
request  I  baptized  him.  The  scenes  around  his  deathbed  were 
heart-rending.  His  wife  and  three  children  were  on  their  knees 
around  him  and  streams  of  tears  flowed  from  all  eyes.  About  an 
hour  after  his  baptism  he  died  gently  and  blessedly.  His  age  was 
35  years,  11  months  and  5  days. 
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May  31.  The  confirmation  of  5  people.  Names:  The  married 
Alfred  Ebert,  the  single  Lisetta  Henrietta  Walk,  Angelina  Char- 
lotte Ernst,  Eliza  Elizabeth  Rothrock,  Sarah  Rosina  Padgett. 

June.  During  the  first  week  I  was  very  busy  at  home  with 
work  in  the  meadow  and  field. 

June  lb.  The  Sister  Sarah  Daniels  died  in  Hope. 

June  20.  When  we  got  home  we  found  Br.  Hermann  Ruede 
there  who  asked  me  to  accompany  him  on  a  mission  journey 
to  the  mountain  sections  of  Virginia. 

June  21.  I  gave  an  address  to  the  Cool  Spring  Sunday  School 
which  was  begun  there  sometime  ago. 

June  23.  Today  Br.  Ruede  and  I  started  from  Salem  to  Vir- 
ginia by  the  mail  stage. 

July  27.  I  participated  with  several  preachers  and  other 
Christians  in  the  holy  communion  at  Liberty  under  the  direction 
of  Michael  Daub.  In  the  afternoon  I  had  the  pleasure  of  hear- 
ing two  very  fine  sermons  by  Mr.  Anthony  Luther,  preacher 
from  Salisbury  and  by  Br.  Hagen. 

July  28.  In  the  morning  I  preached  in  Liberty.  This  union 
meeting  was  attended  by  a  great  number  of  people  from  Salem 
and  vicinity  with  much  interest  and  lively  zeal. 

Aug.  9.  On  account  of  the  whooping  cough  which  prevails 
greatly  among  the  children  the  Sunday  School  has  been  post- 
poned until  fall. 

Aug.  15.  Br.  Conrad  Fischel  died.  I  had  visited  him  daily 
during  the  week  and  had  prayed  several  times  at  his  bedside. 

Aug.  16.  1  held  the  funeral  sermon  of  the  deceased  Friedrich 
Spach  at  his  home  about  four  miles  from  Friedberg. 

Aug.  18.  We  heard  the  sad  news  that  Lavinia  Peddycoard  of 
Hope  had  hanged  herself.  We  went  to  Hy.  Berril's  and  I  tried 
to  comfort  the  deeply  grieved  Sister  Berril,  m.n.  Peddycoard,  by 
religious  conversation. 

Aug.  19.  Went  to  Br.  Peddycoard's  home  and  found  the  family 
in  the  most  pitiful  condition.  I  tried  to  comfort  them  but  who  can 
do  that?  Only  the  Lord.  Since  the  committee  had  given  the 
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family  permission  at  Hope  to  bury  the  body  in  the  Hope  grave- 
yard we  went  on  there. 

Appendix.  Aug.  10.  The  funeral  of  the  deceased  Cath.  Kim- 
mel. 

Sept.  6.  Today  was  preaching  at  Hope  and  Philadelphia.  The 
number  of  listeners  was  small  in  both  places  because  of  much 
sickness. 

Sept.  13.  I  rode  to  Hopewell  and  was  present  at  a  Lutheran 
three-day  meeting.  In  the  evening  after  my  return  to  Friedberg 
I  heard  the  sad  news  that  the  child  Lewis  Spach  had  died  un- 
expectedly. 

Sept.  lJf.  The  divine  service  was  held  in  these  days  at  Hope- 
well. In  addition  I  am  to  assist  in  renewing  the  Lutheran  con- 
gregation in  that  neighborhood. 

Sept.  23.  I  was  sent  for  in  a  great  hurry  to  go  to  Br.  and  Sr. 
David  Fischel  since  their  youngest  son  was  apparently  sick  to 
death.  I  baptized  him  with  the  name  John  William. 

Sept.  25.  We  visited  in  the  Reedy  Creek  neighborhood.  With 
the  permission  of  the  P.H.C.  I  baptized  Sol  Hoffman's  18- 
month-old  son. 

This  month  many  were  very  sick  with  fever  and  few  families 
were  spared.  However  only  few  were  dangerously  sick. 

Oct.  2.  The  funeral  of  the  child  John  William  Fischel  who  died 
Friday  evening.  His  parents  were  David  and  Lydia,  m.n.  Glad- 
felter,  Fischel. 

Oct.  11.  I  heard  that  the  little  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Solo- 
mon Hege  had  become  sick  and  died.  Her  name  was  Julia  Elisa- 
beth. 

Oct.  lJf.  Today  in  Hope  was  the  funeral  of  the  child  Nancy 
Maria  Stype  who  died  yesterday.  She  was  not  of  the  congrega- 
tion. 

Oct.  25.  Today  my  wife  took  to  bed  again  with  the  fever. 

Oct.  26.  This  morning  the  child  Allen  Timotheus  Mack  died. 

Oct.  30.  I  rode  to  Solomon  Rothrock's  and  baptized  their 
youngest-born  child.  She  received  the  name  of  Sarah  Sophia. 
The  children  seem  especially  to  suffer  this  fall.  Since  the  be- 
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ginning  of  July  six  have  been  buried  in  our  God's  Acre. 
May  the  Lord  animate  anew  His  cause  among  us. 

Nov.  3.  Today  was  the  funeral  of  Sarah  Kreutzfusser  who 
died  on  the  first  in  the  evening.  She  was  not  our  member. 

Nov.  6.  This  morning  Br.  Jonathan  Miller  died. 

Nov.  29.  This  morning  right  after  midnight  we  were  blessed 
and  made  happy  by  the  safe  birth  of  our  first-born  son. 

The  health  situation  of  the  congregation  in  the  past  month 
was  very  good.  The  weather  was  mostly  mild.  Unfortunately 
we  have  not  made  as  much  progress  in  the  love  toward  Jesus  as 
might  be  desired. 

Appendix.  Nov.  10.  The  funeral  in  Hope  of  John  Fletcher 
who  died  on  the  8th.  He  did  not  belong  to  us. 

Dec.  Jf.  I  rode  to  Hope  but  found  the  Sister  Maria  Hauser 
already  in  the  blessed  heavenly  rest.  Her  age  was  56  years,  5 
months  and  27  days. 

Dec.  2Jf.  Today  the  Christmas  celebration  took  place  in  Hope. 
In  the  afternoon  was  the  funeral  of  Isabella  Fletcher,  m.n. 
Davis,  an  outsider,  who  died  yesterday.  She  was  a  widow  and 
her  age  was  73  years,  6  months  and  11  days. 

Although  this  year  has  been  especially  hard  for  Hope,  still 
our  Lord  has  helped  us  through  happily.  May  He  also  be  with 
us  in  the  new  year  and  animate  His  cause  anew. 

Minutes  of  the  Committee  of  Friedberg,  18b6. 
[Extracts  translated.'] 

April  18. 

2.  The  pastor  announced  that  he  had  spoken  with  Br.  Danl. 
Fischel  on  account  of  his  previously  mentioned  sin  and  that  he 
acknowledged  the  deed  with  repentance  and  promised  improve- 
ment. 

3.  Br.  Christian  Spach  reported  that  he  had  spoken  with  Br. 
Philip  Reich  about  a  shooting  match  held  by  him  and  that  he 
promised  that  such  should  never  happen  again. 

4.  It  was  announced  that  the  Brr.  Jos.  Rothrock  and  Wm. 
Fischel  had  conducted  themselves  intemperately  at  public  sales 
and  the  pastor  has  requested  to  speak  with  them. 

5.  It  was  announced  by  one  Br.  that  he  has  been  asked  by 
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another  person  to  bring  before  the  committee  the  matter  of 
whether  it  would  be  advisable  to  hold  a  special  meeting  in  the 
manner  of  class  meeting  among  other  denominations.  This  was 
left  to  the  pastor  who  under  the  guidance  of  the  P.H.C.  has  the 
care  of  the  spiritual  matters  of  the  congregation.  The  brothers 
however  all  agreed  that  it  would  be  very  desirable  that  former 
speaking  which  has  now  come  somewhat  into  disuse  should  be 
begun  again  and  that  as  much  as  possible  we  might  abide  by  the 
custom  of  our  old  brothers. 

6.  It  was  decided  that  the  whole  company  should  work  on 
the  stable  roof  on  the  27th  of  April. 

May  31. 

2.  Christian  Hege  was  elected  treasurer. 

3.  The  Communion  and  Lovefeast  Stewards  of  the  past  year 
presented  their  accounts  to  the  committee.  It  was  reported  that 
there  was  a  balance  of  $12.00  with  the  communion  steward 
and  with  the  lovefeast  one  of  $4.98%  in  favor  of  the  Gemein 
treasury.  The  treasurer  himself  had  a  balance  of  $1.75  in  his 
hands. 

4.  There  was  a  discussion  of  the  division  of  the  brethren  into 
companies  and  after  a  talk  this  arrangement  was  left  to  the 
pastor. 

Aug.  29. 

4.  Since  the  lovefeast  kettle  is  broken,  it  was  decided  to  buy 
a  new  one  and  if  possible  to  pay  for  it  from  a  subscription. 

6.  It  was  decided  to  store  the  bricks  at  the  schoolhouse  if  the 
owner  of  the  land  on  which  the  house  stands  is  willing. 

7.  The  committee  discussed  working  on  Sunday,  in  pressing 
times  and  was  unanimous  in  the  matter  that  one  should  keep 
the  Sabbath  strictly  in  the  congregation  because  it  is  a  com- 
mandment and  because  others  take  offense  from  it. 

Nov.  lb. 

2.  The  committee  went  through  the  catalogue  and  found  it 
desirable  to  strike  out  several  names. 

3.  Since  during  the  last  year  several  strangers  were  buried 
in  the  graveyard  and  the  $3  demanded  for  each  was  often  not 
paid,  it  was  seen  to  be  necessary  to  press  for  payment. 

4.  It  was  decided  to  invite  the  gravedigger,  Br.  Jesse  Mack, 
if  possible  to  be  present  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  committee 
to  ask  whether  he  would  be  willing  to  lower  the  price. 
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Memorabilia  of  the  Friedberg  Congregation,  1846. 

{Extracts  translated.] 

During  the  summer  months  the  school  was  in  session  again  in 
Cool  Spring,  even  though  not  all  too  successful.  The  school 
[Sunday  School]  in  Pleasant  Fork  was  continued  without  ob- 
stacles and  seemed  to  be  blessed  by  our  dear  Lord.  There  were 
several  attempts  to  revive  the  school  at  Hopewell.  It  is  in  ses- 
sion again  at  the  present  time  and  we  ask  the  Lord's  blessing 
upon  this  work. 

Besides  the  preaching  in  Friedberg  and  Hope,  the  worker 
[minister]  preached  once  every  month  in  Philadelphia,  Hope- 
well and  Pleasant  Fork.  He  also  preached  in  Chestnut  Grove 
and  Liberty  occasionally.  He  visited  the  mountains  of  Virginia 
and  preached  there. 

Minutes  of  the  Committee  in  Friedland,  18^6. 
{Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  25. 

1.  They  spoke  again  of  the  dilapidated  condition  of  the  church 
building  and  went  on  to  say  that  it  would  probably  be  better  to 
build  a  new  one. 

2.  Hereupon  several  questions  directed  by  the  P.H.C.  to  the 
committee  were  set  forth : 

a.  Whether  the  committee  and  also  the  majority  of  the  con- 
gregation wishes  to  have  a  pastoral  couple  of  their  own  and 
whether  they  would  think  now  of  considering  the  matter  of 
filling  the  place.  The  unanimous  reply  to  this  was  that  the 
former  was  the  general  wish  and  that  their  opinion  was  to  fill 
the  place  as  soon  as  possible,  in  order  to  keep  the  congregation 
together. 

b.  How  much  would  they  think  the  congregation  would  con- 
tribute to  the  support  of  such  a  couple?  To  this  question  the 
opinion  was  given  that  the  congregation  would  be  willing  to 
farm  all  the  land  for  the  pastor  and  they  thought  the  members 
would  contribute  at  least  $50  but  in  order  to  collect  this  or  still 
more  they  would  rather  not  act  according  to  the  old  plan  but 
rather  open  a  subscription  in  which  each  member  would  pledge 
to  contribute  according  to  his  means  and  circumstances.  Also 
they  would  think  that  the  congregation  would  be  willing  to  clear 
about  an  acre  in  addition  to  the  rest  of  the  fields. 
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c.  Since  sometime  ago  a  young  Br.  was  rejected,  the  ques- 
tion was  asked  as  to  whether  they  would  be  willing  to  take  such 
a  one  who  would  be  regarded  as  an  assistant  of  Br.  Huebener, 
would  live  with  them  and  hold  most  of  the  meetings,  but  Br. 
and  Sr.  Huebener  would  be  in  charge  of  festival  occasions  and 
would  be  there  for  German  sermons.  All  were  satisfied  with  this 
plan,  indeed  they  would  be  glad  to  have  a  younger  couple. 

Feb.  18.  Congregation  Council. 

1.  Br.  Christian  Nissen,  a  married  man,  was  chosen  for  the 
committee  in  place  of  the  deceased  Br.  John  Hein. 

2.  It  was  proposed  on  the  part  of  the  committee  to  clear  an- 
other little  piece  of  land  at  the  lower  end  of  the  fields.  The  coun- 
cil gave  its  approval  and  commissioned  the  committee  to  see  to 
it  as  soon  as  possible. 

Feb.  22. 

3.  Br.  Nissen  will  in  the  future  take  over  the  management  of 
the  lovefeast  kitchen. 

4.  Since  the  southern  boundary  of  the  congregational  land  is 
uncertain  and  moreover  with  the  future  enlarging  of  the  God's 
Acre  more  land  will  be  needed,  Br.  Gottlieb  Seitz  was  found 
willing  to  sell  a  piece  of  his  old  field  of  several  rods'  width  along 
the  border  of  the  congregation. 

5.  The  cost  of  the  fields  was  counted  up  which  at  the  agreed 
price  runs  to  $38  and  15  cents. 

March  8.  Congregation  Council. 

3.  There  was  a  discussion  of  the  repair  of  the  old  church 
or  the  building  of  a  new  one  and  in  order  to  do  nothing  hastily 
the  Brr.  Philip  Schneider,  Michael  Miller,  Gottlieb  Seitz,  Ru- 
dolph Ried  and  Philip  Lagenauer  were  appointed  as  a  commit- 
tee to  inspect  the  house  thoroughly  and  investigate  and  they  are 
to  report  at  the  next  council  meeting. 

March  16. 

2.  A  letter  was  read  aloud  from  the  P.H.C.  containing  the 
announcement  that  Br.  Chr.  Lewis  Reuz  had  received  and  ac- 
cepted a  call  as  assistant  of  the  pastor  here  with  the  service 
of  the  congregation  and  the  committee  was  asked  for  its  ap- 
proval which  was  unanimously  given. 

March  22.  Congregation  Council. 

2.  The  committee  that  had  been  named  reported  that  they  in 
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accordance  with  their  instructions  had  investigated  the  church 
building  and  found  so  many  rotten  timbers  in  it  that  in  their 
opinion  it  could  no  longer  be  repaired.  The  council  therefore 
commissioned  the  above-mentioned  investigation  committee 
meanwhile  to  draw  up  a  plan  for  a  new  church  building,  to 
estimate  the  approximate  cost  and  then  to  report  to  the  next 
council  meeting  which  could  discuss  the  matter  as  to  whether 
it  should  undertake  such  building  or  not. 

3.  Since  Br.  and  Sr.  Lewis  Rights  wish  to  move  here  next 
Thursday,  they  discussed  the  matter  of  helping  them  with  their 
household  effects  and  the  following  brothers  were  willing  to 
help  with  their  moving:  Wm.  Schneider  with  a  wagon  and  two 
horses,  Wm.  Gibbins  with  a  wagon  and  one  horse,  Philip  Lage- 
nauer  with  a  wagon  and  two  or  four  horses  according  as  was 
needed  and  Gottlieb  Seitz  and  Wm.  Ried  each  with  a  wagon 
and  a  horse.  Also  our  neighbor  Jacob  Smith  was  willing  with  a 
small  wagon  and  a  horse  to  help,  if  it  turned  out  that  more 
wagons  were  needed.

[James  K.  Polk  was  President  of  the  United  States.  Condi- 
tions in  this  country  were  very  favorable  as  contrasted  with  the 
famine  continuing  in  Scotland  and  Ireland  and  the  cholera  which 
was  raging  in  Asia  and  eastern  Europe. 

It  was  an  era  of  railroad  building  and  the  first  western  rail- 
road to  connect  important  cities  was  built  this  year. 

By  October,  1847,  telegraph  posts  were  set  up  from  Raleigh 
to  Charleston,  and  the  first  message  went  over  the  wires  from 
the  latter  city  to  Petersburg  on  February  14, 1848.] 

Memorabilia  of  the  Congregation  at  Salem,  18^7. 
{Extracts  translated."] 

Although  the  war  with  a  neighboring  republic,  alas !,  continued 
outside  the  boundaries  of  our  Federation  of  States,  still  we 
within  it  enjoyed  the  blessings  of  peace,  together  with  our  fellow 
citizens.  (Only  one  former  member  of  the  local  congregation  en- 
listed in  it,  and  that  to  the  great  sorrow  of  his  family.) 

While  other  countries,  namely  Scotland  and  Ireland  had  to 
suffer  famine  in  an  almost  unexampled  manner,  we  had  in  our 
so  blessed  land  to  rejoice  over  the  abundance  of  all  means  of 
life  so  that  from  our  superabundance  great  supplies,  in  part  as 
Christian  gifts  of  love,  were  able  to  be  sent  to  those  hard-pressed 
regions  of  the  world. 

Even  if  with  us  the  wheat  as  well  as  the  potatoes  and  fruit 
perhaps  was  not  so  abundant  as  in  many  still  more  fruitful 
years,  the  Welschcorn  harvest  turned  out  very  favorably. 

While  in  those  heavily  tried  lands  there  followed  on  the  op- 
pressive famine  also  deadly  epidemics  and  meanwhile  the  ter- 
rible cholera  raged  in  some  Asian  countries  and  also  touched 
even  the  eastern  part  of  Europe,  we  enjoyed,  taken  as  a  whole, 
a  rather  good  state  of  health. 

Late  summer  and  fall  were  marked  by  frequent  and  violent 
rainstorms.  During  the  year  were  built  in  our  town  a  new  dwell- 
ing (Br.  Edwin  Beitel's)  and  two  workshops  (of  the  Brr.  Jul. 
Steiner  and  Elias  Vogler)  and  other  houses  were  enlarged  or 
improved  (as  Br.  Ernst  Vierling,  Br.  James  Fischer,  and  the 
former  Meinung  house  now  taken  over  by  Br.  Francis  Fries). 
Further  in  the  place  where  the  former  Widows'  House  stood  at 
the  expense  of  the  congregation  Diacony  a  new  brick  building 
for  the  use  of  the  Branch  of  the  Cape  Fear  Bank  established 
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here  was  erected  and  has  already  been  taken  in  use  in  part. 
The  public  square  in  the  middle  of  the  town  has  got  a  new  fence. 

On  May  4,  on  which  day  also  the  similar  conference  of  the 
northern  provincial  group  met,  the  meeting  of  ministers  and 
representatives  of  the  Wachovia  congregation  began  in  the  Little 
Saal  here  with  prayer  and  supplication  for  the  gracious  assist- 
ance of  our  Lord  and  the  guidance  of  His  good  spirit. 

On  the  28th  the  conference  adjourned  until  they  might  receive 
the  results  of  the  actions  in  the  similar  meeting  in  Bethlehem. 
After  the  report  of  the  latter  had  come,  came  the  second  division 
of  the  conference  here  to  consider  the  affairs  of  Salem  again  at 
which  a  preliminary  revision  of  the  rules  was  undertaken.  A  de- 
tailed report  of  these  actions  has  since  been  prepared  and  it 
has  been  published  in  the  form  of  an  abstract. 

The  widowed  Sister  Maria  Denke  who  left  here  in  the  spring 
of  1845  for  Montauban  in  southern  France  with  some  protegees 
for  the  institution  returned  toward  the  end  of  this  year  in  safety 
under  the  protection  of  the  Lord.  And  the  widowed  Sister  Caro- 
line Zorn  with  her  three  children  after  a  stay  of  a  year  in  our 
midst  has  gone  back  to  Bethlehem. 

The  widowed  Br.  Gilbert  Bischof  of  New  Springplace  was 
married  on  October  14  at  Bethlehem  to  the  widowed  Sister 
Clarissa  M.  Warner,  m.n.  Kern,  who  had  returned  from  the 
Danish  West  Indies.  They  arrived  on  November  10  happily  at 
St.  Louis,  Missouri,  from  where  he  within  ten  days  hoped  to 
reach  his  post.  This  happened. 

In  the  last  months  of  the  year  a  beginning  was  able  to  be  made 
of  an  attempt  at  a  mission  among  the  negroes  at  Woodstock1 
in  east  Florida  not  far  from  St.  Mary's,  Georgia.  After  several 
attempts  had  failed  there  was  final  success  when  a  couple  was 
found  for  this  new  post  as  the  married  couple  Jacob  Friedrich 
and  Matilda  Amalia  Siewers,  m.n.  Winkler,  after  receiving  an 
appointment  to  it,  took  it  with  confidence  in  the  assistance  of 
the  Lord.  Br.  Siewers'  parents  had  served  many  a  year  in  the 
mission  on  the  Danish  Islands  and  his  mother  in  the  congrega- 
tion here  was  now  vouchsafed  to  dedicate  her  eldest  son  as 
formerly  her  only  daughter,  Sister  Zorn,  to  mission  service.  In 
Florida  a  church  was  already  built  and  provision  made  for  the 
missionaries'  home  and  support.  So  the  Wachovia  congregation 

1  Mr.  Alberti,  owner  of  a  large  estate  at  Woodstock,  visited  Salem  in  1847.  He  had  sent 
a  number  of  requests  to  the  Moravian  Church  to  begin  a  mission  among  the  Negroes  on 
his  estate.  A  church  and  parsonage  had  already  been  built.  Jacob  F.  Siewers  went  to 
Woodstock  and  served  there  from  1847  to  1850.  He  was  succeeded  by  J.  A.  Friebele  who 

served  two  years  before  the  mission  was  discontinued. 
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in  the  course  of  this  year  has  seen  7  adult  brothers  and  sisters 
with  their  children  leave  its  midst  for  mission  posts.  By  this 
means  may  the  interest  in  the  great  work  among  the  heathen 
which  the  Lord  has  entrusted  to  our  Brr.  have  received  a  new 
impulse. 

After  Br.  Herman  Rude  in  the  course  of  the  summer  had 
visited  several  times  in  the  mountain  section  of  Virginia  and 
elsewhere  and  had  concluded  his  service  as  a  missionary  of  our 
Home  Missionary  Society,  Br.  Zevely  in  company  with  Br. 
Hagen  of  Bethania  made  two  visits  to  the  section  so  long  served 
by  him  and  there  was  talk  in  the  vicinity  of  Volunteer  Gap 
again  about  their  wish  that  a  brother  from  the  congregation 
might  live  among  them  to  instruct  them  and  their  children.  But 
nobody  has  been  found  for  this. 

We  took  great  interest  in  the  calling  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Martin 
Hauser  of  Hope,  Indiana  to  New  Salem,  Illinois  where  they 
after  their  arrival  suffered  from  fever  and  later  before  winter 
moved  into  the  new  pastor's  house. 

Members  of  the  congregation  at  Bethania  who  have  settled 
in  the  neighborhood  of  Pilot  Mountain  and  the  Yadkin  River 
and  on  account  of  the  distance  can  attend  church  only  seldom 
have  expressed  the  wish  of  being  served  with  the  Word  and  the 
sacrament  from  Bethania,  in  which  they  will  be  accommodated 
according  to  his  means  by  the  pastor  Br.  Hagen  whose  wife 
was  very  sick  at  Easter  but  to  our  joy  is  well  again. 

On  our  part  we  have  just  cause  to  complain  of  the  indifference 
toward  Him  and  the  deviations  from  His  mind  and  this  when  we 
look  back  on  the  year  that  has  hastened  by  must  make  us  humble 
in  the  dust.  This  lamentable  indifference  has  shown  itself  among 
other  ways  also  through  the  neglect  of  the  means  of  grace  on  the 
part  of  so  many.  Now  with  the  weak  attendance  of  the  evening 
meetings  to  make  an  effort  according  to  the  ideas  set  in  motion 
in  the  Preparatory  Provincial  Conference2  to  awaken  more  in- 
terest, a  weekly  meeting  on  Thursday  evenings  alternating  in 
German  and  English  language  has  been  proposed. 

In  the  school  for  little  children  10  pupils  have  entered  and  27 
have  left.  The  present  number  is  22.  After  many  years  of  faith- 
ful service  in  this  school  for  which  we  implore  the  blessing  of 
the  best  Friend  of  children  for  our  Sister,  Sarah  Steiner,  this 
dear  teacher  because  of  increasing  feebleness  at  the  end  of  the 


2  A  conference  which  was  held  in  preparation  for  the  General  Synod  of  1848. 
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year  has  yielded  her  service  to  the  Sister  Carolina  Sophia  Pfohl 
who  already  occasionally  helped  her. 

In  the  local  Boys'  School  in  which  Br.  Arthur  L.  Van  Vleck 
served  as  teacher  for  a  while  in  the  place  of  Br.  Albert  J.  But- 
ner  who  was  suffering  with  fever  12  new  pupils  have  entered 
and  13  have  left  and  the  present  number  is  consequently  45  of 
whom  one  is  an  outsider. 

The  local  Girls'  School  has  15  girls,  as  new  pupils,  and  12 
have  left.  It  therefore  numbers  at  present  38  of  whom  6  are 
outsiders. 

The  notable  increase  of  outside  boarders  in  the  Girls'  Boarding 
School  here  necessitated  an  extension  of  space  and  therefore  in 
February  an  8th  room  was  built  and  new  teachers  came  in :  the 
Sisters  Amelia  Reichel,  Eliza  Senseman,  Augusta  Hall,  Clemen- 
tina Pfohl,  Harriet  Butner,  and  Sophia  Foltz.  Of  these  the  first 
two  mentioned  left  and  also  Sisters  Melinda  Senseman  and 
Augusta  Hagen. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  year  96  new  pupils  among  them 
some  children  from  the  congregation  have  entered  and  58  have 
left  the  institution.  The  number  in  the  school,  pupils  who  live 
there,  at  the  end  of  the  year  is  147  and  there  are  also  9  pupils 
who  are  not  counted  in  the  local  Girls'  School.  Altogether  there 
are  156.

Diary  of  the  Congregation  in  Salem,  18 %7. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  1.  To  the  great  sorrow  of  his  widowed  mother  and  his 
brothers  and  sisters  who  live  here,  the  single  Br.  Charles  Reich, 
still  accounted  a  member  here  but  now  living  in  Salisbury,  had 
enlisted  as  a  volunteer  and  left  today  after  a  short  farewell 
visit  in  Salem. 

Jan.  7.  After  a  repeated  storm  it  became  very  cold,  which 
was  the  more  penetrating,  since  it  had  recently  been  so  warm 
that  the  difference  was  between  50  and  60  degrees. 

Jan.  18.  In  the  vicinity  of  Philadelphia  there  died  in  her  65th 
year  the  married  Sister  Maria  Magd.  Henning,  m.n.  Seiler,  who 
had  joined  the  little  congregation  formed  there.  Since  no  grave- 
yard has  been  established  there,  she  was  in  accordance  with 
her  wish  buried  in  our  God's  Acre. 

Jan.  19.  Br.  Huebener  in  the  adjacent  county  performed  the 
marriage  of  the  Single  Brother  Naeman  Benj.  Reich  and  the 
Single  Sister  Martha  Ann  Emily  Harris.  They  intend  to  settle 
in  Bethania. 
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Jan.  2U.  The  Sister  Elis.  Senseman  entered  the  longed-for  rest 
at  the  age  of  52  years  after  long  suffering.  Br.  Huebener 
preached  in  the  place  of  Br.  Edwin  Senseman,  her  son,  who  was 
at  the  side  of  his  dying  mother. 

Jan.  29.  Today  the  Elders'  Conference  finished  the  review  of 
the  synodal  account  begun  on  the  15th  for  the  year  1836  in 
their  group.  The  time  of  the  Preparatory  Provincial  Conference 
was  discussed  and  set  in  the  P.H.C.  yesterday  and  in  the  Elders' 
Conference  today. 

Feb.  5.  At  this  time  there  visited  us  a  Christian  friend  from 
Florida,  by  the  name  of  Alberti,  who  had  earlier  sent  $150  to 
New  York  for  the  support  of  our  colporteur  and  had  sent  us  $50 
for  the  benefit  of  our  little  work  here  for  the  negroes.  Now  his 
concern  was  to  get  a  missionary  of  our  church  for  the  negroes 
of  his  section  and  also  a  white  teacher  for  the  white  youth  of  his 
vicinity. 

Feb.  6.  To  the  married  Brother  Jno.  Jacob  Blum  who  had 
been  threatened  with  blindness  for  a  rather  long  time  and  re- 
cently had  suffered  with  dropsy,  but  was  very  seriously  sick 
within  the  past  few  days,  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  was  admin- 
istered for  his  home-going,  whereupon  he  fell  asleep  gently  in 
the  66th  year  of  his  life.  He  leaves  a  widow  greatly  grieving. 

Feb.  7.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  daughter  born  on 
December  28,  1846  to  the  nonresident  Br.  and  Sr.  John  Butner 
with  the  name  of  Sophia  Regina. 

Feb.  12.  The  blessing  of  the  Lord  for  his  home-going  was  ad- 
ministered to  Francis  Irwin,  the  long-suffering  little  son  of  Br. 
and  Sr.  Christian  Ebert,  whereupon  he  went  to  sleep  at  the  age 
of  2  years,  10  months  and  18  days. 

Feb.  lJf.  In  the  afternoon  the  congregation  had  already  gath- 
ered in  the  Saal  for  the  funeral  of  the  child  Francis  Irvin  Ebert, 
when  a  change  noticed  in  the  body  caused  the  family  by  the 
opinion  of  a  doctor  to  make  a  postponement  of  the  burial.  This 
was  announced  in  a  short  speech  by  Br.  Van  Vleck  to  the  congre- 
gation and  after  a  suitable  hymn  and  prayer  the  group  was  dis- 
missed. 

Feb.  16.  Since  on  the  body  of  the  child  Francis  I.  Ebert  plain 
evidences  of  genuine  death  had  appeared,  the  funeral  took  place 
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today  at  one  o'clock.  In  the  evening  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the 
little  daughter  born  on  January  11  to  the  nonresident  Br.  and 
Sr.  Edward  Spach  with  the  name  Emma  Amelia. 

Feb.  17.  With  the  wet  weather  persisting,  colds  got  stronger 
and  stronger  hold. 

Feb.  27.  The  Young  Men's  Missionary  Society  had  its  monthly 
meeting.  It  approved  a  contribution  of  $22  for  the  expenses  of 
travel  for  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Mack  of  Friedberg  who  have  re- 
ceived and  accepted  a  call  to  service  with  the  Cherokee  mission. 

March  1.  Br.  Huebener  when  he  was  riding  back  to  Friedland 
experienced  protection  when  he  fell  off  his  horse  without  being 
seriously  injured. 

March  3.  In  response  to  an  invitation  which  they  had  received 
the  Brr.  Van  Vleck,  Kluge,  Pfohl  and  Huebener  accompanied 
by  the  blowing  of  trombones  went  to  Friedland  for  the  corner- 
stone laying  of  the  new  church  there  which  is  to  be  built  on  the 
same  place  where  the  old  one  stood  and  is  to  be  connected  with 
the  home  of  the  pastor  to  be  erected  later. 

Yesterday  Br.  Huebener  had  performed  the  marriage  of  the 
Single  Sister  Sus.  Charlotte  Blum  to  the  Single  Samuel  C.  Smith 
who  has  been  appointed  to  the  post  office  position  here,  in  the 
house  of  her  father.  She  is  going  to  his  plantation  with  her  hus- 
band but  will  still  be  counted  as  a  nonresident  member  here. 

March  7.  There  was  a  meeting  of  the  nonresident  Brr.  of  the 
congregation  here  in  connection  with  the  election  of  delegates 
from  their  number  for  the  approaching  Preparatory  Provincial 
Conference. 

March  12.  We  are  having  a  late  and  wet  spring. 

March  18.  In  a  meeting  of  the  Elders'  Conference  Br.  and  Sr. 
Edward  Jacob  Mack  were  received  as  acoluths. 

March  21.  In  Friedberg  there  took  place  at  the  request  of  the 
brethren  there  the  ordination  of  Br.  Edwd.  Jac.  Mack  as  a 
deacon  of  the  Brr.  church,  for  which  Br.  Van  Vleck  had  gone 
there  yesterday. 

April  Jf.  With  Br.  Pfohl  presiding  in  the  little  Saal  a  meeting 
of  the  nonresident  members  of  the  congregation  here  was  held 
and  they  elected  Br.  Jacob  Shulz  from  their  number  as  a  dele- 
gate to  the  approaching  Preparatory  Provincial  Conference. 
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April  5.  This  forenoon  there  started  Br.  and  Sr.  Edw.  Jacob 
Mack  with  their  two  small  children  and  accompanied  by  her 
sister  Gertraut  Spach  in  a  wagon  driven  by  Br.  Traugott  Chitty 
from  here  to  Guyandot  on  the  Ohio  to  continue  the  further 
journey  from  there  to  their  post  among  the  Cherokees  by  water. 

Today  our  Bible  Society  had  its  annual  festival.  During  the 
year  from  our  stock  64  Bibles  and  108  New  Testaments  have 
been  given  out  in  Stokes  County.  For  the  remaining  three  north- 
western counties  the  mother  society  in  New  York  has  approved 
and  sent  us  for  the  second  time  300  Bibles  and  500  New  Testa- 
ments. 

April  6.  Br.  and  Sr.  Joh.  Ren.  Schmidt,  present  workers  in 
the  little  congregation  in  Bethabara,  who  had  asked  for  their 
release,  moved  back  to  Salem. 

April  16.  In  the  morning  ice.  In  the  afternoon  there  died  in 
the  home  of  her  mother  the  widowed  Sister  Mary  Ann  Jarvis 
of  the  Hope  congregation  who  after  the  death  of  her  husband 
and  because  of  her  own  dangerous  sickness  some  weeks  ago 
had  come  here  to  be  cared  for  with  her  two  little  children.  Her 
age  was  34  years. 

April  22.  An  Indian  of  the  Cherokee  nation  went  through  our 
town.  That  is  now  a  rare  occurrence. 

April  23.  The  Congregation  Council  chose  the  delegates  of 
this  congregation:  Namely  the  following  8  brethren:  Friedrich 
Hein.  Schumann,  Joh.  Vogler,  Joh.  Chr.  Blum,  Joh.  Salome 
Mucke,  Joh.  Chr.  Wilh.  Fries,  Franz  Levin  Fries,  Ephr.  Conrad, 
Aug.  Theoph.  Zevely. 

April  25.  Br.  Huebener  baptized  in  the  Saal  the  little  son 
sent  April  3  to  the  nonresident  Sister  Louisa  Brendel,  m.n. 
Schulz,  whose  husband  James  Brendel  does  not  belong  to  our 
congregation,  with  the  name  Romulus  Alexander.  At  the  same 
time  Br.  Van  Vleck  in  the  home  of  the  grandmother,  the  wid- 
owed Sister  Mary  Holland,  m.n.  Hamilton,  in  the  Widows'  House 
the  two  orphaned  little  daughters  of  the  late  widowed  Sister 
Mary  Ann  Jarvis,  m.n.  Holland,  of  the  Hope  congregation  whose 
deceased  husband,  James  Jarvis,  had  inclined  to  the  Baptists. 
The  older  Bethinia  Hamilton  was  born  June  30,  1845  and  the 
younger  Annetta  Rebecca  January  22,  1847  not  far  from  Hope. 
Both  children  will  now  be  counted  in  the  congregation  here.  Br. 
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Kluge  was  in  Bethabara  where  Br.  Hagen  was  entering  his 
service. 

May  3.  There  arrived  from  Hope,  Indiana,  Br.  Martin  Hau- 
ser  called  as  pastor  of  the  little  congregation  in  New  Salem, 
Illinois  and  appointed  to  the  Preparatory  Provincial  Conference 
here,  with  the  wagon  which  had  taken  Br.  and  Sr.  Jac.  Mack  to 
Guyandot  on  the  Ohio.  He  was  safe  and  in  good  health.  With 
him  came  his  two  daughters  Anna  and  Emeline  for  education  in 
the  school  here  and  also  the  boy  Benj.  Chitty  who  after  a  stay 
of  several  years  with  him  is  now  returning  to  his  father  here. 

May  4.  The  first  session  of  the  Preparatory  Provincial  Con- 
ference in  connection  with  the  approaching  Synod  was  solemnly 
opened.  It  met  forenoon  and  afternoon  in  the  Saal  and  in  this 
first  week  considered  the  special  affairs  of  the  country  congre- 
gations here. 

May  10.  The  first  section  of  the  Preparatory  Provincial  Con- 
ference concluded  today  their  deliberations  about  the  country 
congregations. 

May  lJf.  The  assembled  Preparatory  Provincial  Conference 
met  for  deliberation  on  general  matters. 

May  17.  The  Preparatory  Provincial  Conference  met  as  a 
whole  again. 

May  18.  The  second  division  of  the  Preparatory  Provincial 
Conference  began  consideration  of  affairs  of  the  town  congrega- 
tion Salem. 

May  19.  A  sort  of  cholera  epidemic  began  to  prevail  and  at- 
tacked several. 

May  20.  Professor  Schmucker  of  the  Lutheran  Seminary  in 
Gettysburg  went  through  here.  A  chimney  in  Br.  Jac.  Reich's 
house  caught  on  fire,  Fortunately  it  was  put  out. 

May  21.  Br.  Hauser  started  his  trip  back  to  Hope,  Indiana 
with  the  post. 

May  25.  The  second  division  of  the  Preparatory  Provincial 
Conference  began  again  its  deliberations  on  the  affairs  of  Salem. 

May  27.  We  are  having  a  wet  early  summer. 

May  28.  After  the  Preparatory  Provincial  Conference  had 
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finished  its  deliberations  so  far  as  it  seemed  able  to  do  anything, 
it  adjourned  for  an  indefinite  time. 

June  6.  We  had  frequent  storms  at  this  time  and  there  ap- 
peared a  sort  of  dysentery,  and  cases  of  fever. 

June  18.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  son  born  on  the 
7th  of  this  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  William  Leinbach  with  the  name 
John  Benjamin. 

June  25.  The  little  boy  Julius  Conrad  experienced  protection 
when  he  was  thrown  out  of  a  wagon  without  being  dangerously 
hurt. 

July  Jf.  There  took  place  in  a  solemn  meeting  the  ordination  of 
the  married  Br.  Christian  Reuz  who  has  been  appointed  as  as- 
sistant for  the  congregation  in  Friedland,  as  a  deacon  of  the 
Brethren's  church. 

July  11.  The  collection  announced  at  the  sermon  last  Sunday 
for  the  benefit  of  our  brethren  in  Ireland  suffering  from  the 
great  famine,  and  which  Br.  Huebener  collected,  ran  to  $200. 

July  12.  Since  Br.  Albert  I.  Butner,  the  teacher  in  the  town's 
Boy's  School  was  sick  with  the  fever,  Br.  Arthur  L.  Van  Vleck 
took  his  place  for  a  while. 

July  18.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  son  born  June  21 
to  Br.  Fr.  Wm.  Holland  and  his  wife,  not  belonging  to  us,  with 
the  name  John  Winfield.  In  the  afternoon  the  Women's  Mission- 
ary Society  had  its  semiannual  meeting  and  approved  a  contri- 
bution of  $40  for  the  Cherokee  Mission. 

July  22.  The  supplementary  sessions  of  the  Preparatory  Pro- 
vincial Conference  finished  their  deliberations. 

July  25.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  congregational  meeting 
Br.  Alanson  Emerson  Wohlf ahrt  was  commended  to  the  Lord  in 
prayer.  He  has  received  and  accepted  a  call  as  mission  and 
school  assistant  among  the  Cherokees  and  intends  to  leave  here 
in  the  course  of  the  week. 

July  26.  The  whole  Preparatory  Provincial  Conference  met 
together  for  common  considerations. 

July  28.  In  a  meeting  of  the  Elders'  Conference  and  the  L.A.C. 
Br.  Alanson  E.  Wohlf  ahrt  was  received  as  acoluth.  The  sections 
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of  the  Preparatory  Provincial  Conference  concerned  with  the 
affairs  of  the  town  Salem  congregation  ended  their  sessions 
today. 

July  29.  Today  there  traveled  a  company  of  Brr.  in  wagons 
from  here  to  Iowa  to  look  for  land  and  with  them  the  single 
Br.  Al.  Wohlfahrt  to  cover  a  part  of  his  trip  with  them. 

Aug.  3.  Today  the  sessions  of  the  Preparatory  Provincial 
Conference  were  brought  to  a  close  in  a  common  meeting  of  all 
divisions. 

Aug.  7.  This  morning  there  died  of  a  nervous  fever  the  mar- 
ried Sister  Anna  Johanna  Ackerman,  m.n.  Spach,  at  the  age 
of  51  years,  5  months  and  11  days. 

Aug.  8.  Today  there  celebrated  Br.  and  Sr.  Isaac  and  Dorothea 
Elisabeth  Boner,  m.n.  Meyer,  in  their  family  circle  their  fiftieth 
wedding  anniversary.  Of  their  5  children  the  4  sons  and  15 
grandchildren  are  living  and  all  are  of  this  congregation. 

Aug.  15.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  son  born  on  the 
3rd  of  this  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Alexander  Blum  with  the  name 
Franklin  Leonidas. 

Aug.  24.  Today  there  died  the  Single  Sister  Barbara  Leinbach 
at  the  age  of  63  years. 

Aug.  30.  At  this  time  there  was  much  anxiety  over  mad 
dogs.  A  cow  bitten  by  one  of  them  had  to  be  killed.  Several 
cows  also  died  of  an  epidemic. 

Aug.  31.  Br.  Huebener  baptized  today  a  little  son  born  on 
July  17  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Alexander  Hauser  in  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina  with  the  name  William  Holland. 

Sept.  H.  In  the  evening  a  sermon  was  preached  by  Br.  Joseph 
H.  Kummer  who  came  here  at  the  end  of  last  week  from  the 
Danish  West  Indies  Mission. 

Sept.  23.  The  funeral  of  the  older  girl  Anna  Lavinia  Sense- 
man  who  died  unexpectedly  on  the  21st. 

In  the  evening  was  the  marriage  of  Br.  Joseph  H.  Kummer 
and  the  Single  Sister  Amalie  Caritas  Reichel  from  here,  teacher 
in  our  Girls'  Boarding  School.  The  afore-mentioned  sister  had 
with  the  proposal  of  marriage  at  the  same  time  received  a  call 
to  service  in  the  mission  in  the  Danish  West  Indies. 
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Sept.  25.  Late  in  the  evening  there  arrived  the  widowed  Br. 
Otto  Tank3  of  Surinam  on  a  journey  to  Europe  in  the  company 
of  Br.  Eugen  Fruauf,  Inspector  of  the  Girls'  Boarding  School 
at  Lititz,  a  visit  very  interesting  for  us. 

Sept.  29.  In  a  meeting  of  the  Elders'  Conference  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  Brr.  Tank,  Fruauf  and  Kummer,  the  married  Sister 
Amalie  C.  Kummer,  m.n.  Reichel,  was  received  as  an  acoluth. 

Oct.  1.  Brr.  Tank  and  Kluge,  who  went  with  Brr.  Fruauf  and 
Pfohl  to  Bethabara  and  Bethania  on  the  way  back  experienced 
a  momentary  protection  when  the  horse  with  their  wagon  went 
backwards  into  a  ditch  without  its  being  upset. 

Oct.  2.  Early  today  the  dear  Brr.  Tank  and  Fruauf  went  back 
again  to  Pennsylvania. 

Oct.  5.  Br.  and  Sr.  Jos.  Kummer  left  here. 

Oct.  8.  After  a  noisy  day  because  of  the  exercise  of  the  militia 
the  evening  liturgy  was  canceled. 

Oct.  lJf.  There  arrived  for  a  visit  with  us  Br.  and  Sr.  Henry  A. 
Schulz  with  their  three  children  and  the  Single  Sister  Lou. 
Hoeber  of  Nazareth. 

Oct.  20.  The  marriage  of  the  single  Brother  Gottlieb  Herman 
Rude  and  the  Single  Sister  Carolina  Beata  Burkhardt.  They  will 
live  in  the  neighborhood  of  Salem. 

Oct.  21.  Br.  Van  Vleck  performed  the  marriage  of  the  single 
Brother  Elias  Vogler  and  the  Single  Sister  Emma  Antoinette 
Reich. 

Oct.  28.  In  the  evening  Br.  Van  Vleck  started  the  weekly 
meeting  proposed  in  the  Preparatory  Provincial  Conference  with 
a  talk  and  prayer,  this  is  to  be  held  alternately  in  German  and 
English.  The  minister  will  make  public  such  writings  or  matters 
as  seem  to  him  to  need  elucidation  or  about  which  the  brethren 
would  like  explanations.  At  the  same  time  prayer  will  be  offered 
for  a  visitation  of  new  grace,  for  which  this  time,  as  a  guide,  a 
consideration  of  the  77th  Psalm  gave  encouragement. 

3  The  Reverend  Niels  Otto  Tank  was  a  man  of  private  wealth  who  served  as  a  home 
missionary  at  Green  Bay,  Wisconsin.  He  proposed  the  founding  of  a  Moravian  Church  in 
Wisconsin  and  offered  to  contribute  $10,000  in  coupon  bonds  plus  $10,000  worth  of  land 
provided  the  church  could  match  it.  He  went  so  far  as  to  apply  for  a  charter  for  the 
institution  but  the  proposal  was  not  accepted  by  the  church. 
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Oct.  31.  The  dedication  of  the  new  little  church  at  Friedland 
took  place.  The  Salem  trombone  band  announced  each  meeting. 

Nov.  6.  Br.  and  Sr.  Huebener  went  today  to  the  delayed  celebra- 
tion of  the  married  peoples'  festival  and  the  holy  communion  at 
Friedland  and  on  this  occasion  took  farewell  of  the  congregation 
there  which  will  now  be  served  by  Br.  and  Sr.  Lewis  Reuz  alone. 

Nov.  8.  Br.  and  Sr.  Hy.  Schulz  left  for  Bethlehem  again  with 
their  children. 

Nov.  16.  The  marriage  of  the  widowed  outside  Br.  Josua  Reuz 
to  the  Single  Sister  Margaret  Waterson. 

Nov.  19.  In  a  meeting  of  the  Elders'  Conference  Br.  and  Sr. 
Jacob  Friedrich  and  Matilda  Amalia  Siewers,  m.n.  Winkler, 
called  to  the  beginning  of  a  mission  among  the  negroes  in  East 
Florida,  were  received  as  acoluths. 

Nov.  21.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  son  born  October 
29  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Wm.  Hy.  White  with  the  name  George  Henry. 

Nov.  28.  In  the  evening  in  a  solemn  meeting  of  the  adult  con- 
gregation with  the  inclusion  of  the  older  boys  and  girls,  the 
married  Br.  Jacob  Friedrich  Siewers  in  consequence  of  his  call 
to  the  beginning  of  a  mission  among  the  negroes  in  East  Florida 
at  the  request  of  the  so-called  Christian  friend  Alberti,  who 
with  his  wife  was  also  present,  was  ordained  as  a  deacon  of 
the  Evangelical  Brethren's  Church  by  Br.  Van  Vleck. 

Dec.  7.  In  a  concluding  prayer  our  Br.  and  Sr.  Jac.  Friedr. 
Siewers  in  connection  with  their  approaching  departure  with 
their  3  youngest  children  for  Woodstock  in  East  Florida  were 
specially  commended  to  the  Lord.  This  followed 

Dec.  8.  early  after  a  heartfelt  farewell,  namely  by  their  three 
daughters  who  are  staying  here  for  their  education. 

Dec.  10.  The  Singstunde  was  not  held.  A  concert  was  given. 

Dec.  20.  The  chief  Brr.  met  for  the  choice  of  a  delegate  of  the 
Salem  congregation  for  the  approaching  synod  of  the  Brr. 
Unity  which  fell  to  Wm.  H.  Van  Vleck,  the  assistant  minister 
of  the  congregation,  who  asked  for  some  time  to  think  it  over. 

Dec.  22.  The  chief  brethren  met  again  to  whom  the  accept- 
ance of  the  duty  assigned  to  the  one  chosen  as  delegate  was  an- 
nounced by  the  presiding  officer. 
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Dec.  28.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  little  daughter  born  on 
the  14th  of  this  month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Evan  Boner  with  the  name 
Ellen  Rebecca. 

Dec.  29.  The  marriage  of  the  single  Br.  Johann  Dietrich 
Tewes  to  the  Single  Sister  Henriette  Angelica  Winkler,  which 
Br.  Van  Vleck  performed. 

Report  of  the  Negro  Church  in  Salem  for  18 %7 

( only  three  months). 

[Extracts  translated.'} 

From  the  negro  church  only  the  following  brief  report  is 
to  be  made : 

The  Sunday  meetings  have  with  few  exceptions  during  the 
time  been  held  regularly  but  they  have  been  attended  very  ir- 
regularly by  the  negroes. 

At  times  there  were  present  around  80,  in  fact  sometimes  100 
at  a  meeting  and  again  only  20  to  30.  Especially  in  the  last  three 
months  they  attended  unusually  irregularly  and  this  probably 
may  be  ascribed  to  the  fact  of  the  many  more  frequent  meetings 
of  the  Methodists  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  town. 

In  regard  to  the  real  little  negro  congregation,  it  goes  its  quiet 
way  and  if  one  talks  with  individual  members  there  can  be  re- 
joicing over  the  condition  of  their  hearts.  Especially  in  regard 
to  the  celebration  and  partaking  of  the  holy  communion  one 
senses  that  most  of  them  really  experience  grace,  love  the 
Saviour  and  have  given  Him  their  hearts  as  His  property  and 
are  trying  to  live  for  Him  in  this  world. 

The  communion  days  are  truly  such  for  the  little  congrega- 
tion and  such  was  especially  April  18  when  we  were  aware  of 
the  nearness  of  the  Saviour  in  an  especially  comforting  manner, 
when  no  eye  remained  dry  and  we  all  promised  through  His 
grace  to  remain  true  to  Him  to  the  end.  Such  days  always  serve 
for  our  encouragement,  when  one  sometimes  becomes  discour- 
aged if  everything  would  seem  as  if  in  vain  that  one  is  doing 
for  these  poor  blacks,  but  then  again  we  are  encouraged  to  invite 
them  to  come  to  Jesus. 

As  concerns  the  negroes  in  the  town  and  neighborhood,  though 
they  come  at  times  in  right  good  numbers,  one  cannot  say  that 
the  word  of  the  Cross  which  is  announced  to  them  makes  any  im- 
pression on  their  hearts.  On  our  part  there  has  been  no  lack 
of  reminders,  admonitions  and  warnings  but  it  all  seems  to  be 
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fruitless  even  if  they  come  to  the  meeting  and  listen,  as  it  seems, 
attentively  to  the  word  of  God,  when  one  must  remark  and  see 
that  as  soon  as  they  have  left  the  church  the  Word  has  fallen 
on  stony  ground  or  by  the  way  where  it  can  be  trodden  on  or  not 
come  up.  Most  especially  the  fondness  for  playing  has  been  in 
evidence  among  them  so  that  whenever  there  is  a  call  to  the 
meetings  they  do  not  allow  themselves  to  be  disturbed  in  their 
play  and  either  come  in  with  disturbance  and  a  noisy  entrance 
a  half  hour  after  the  meeting  time  or  do  not  come  at  all.  We  can 
do  nothing  other  than  pray  thus:  Lord,  have  mercy  on  these 
sheep  wandering  in  darkness  and  error.  This  situation  among 
the  adults  has  a  great  influence  on  the  children  and  youth  for 
these  also  more  and  more  are  beginning  to  withdraw  from  the 
instruction  in  the  holy  truths  which  the  sisters  usually  impart 
to  them  after  the  meeting. 

Jan.  3.  In  the  sermon  the  attention  of  the  negroes  was  called 
to  the  necessity  of  thinking  of  that  which  serves  for  our  peace, 
while  it  is  still  today  since  we  know  not  when  the  Lord  is  coming 
to  call  us  from  this  world ;  and  they  were  earnestly  admonished 
to  make  use  of  the  opportunity  to  hear  the  word  better  than  has 
happened  heretofore. 

Jan.  10.  Since  the  weather  was  very  disagreeable  today  there 
were  only  40  negroes  at  the  meeting.  An  address  was  given  on 
Math.  28 :  19,  20,  which  was  listened  to  with  great  attentiveness 
and  the  meeting  was  closed  with  prayer. 

Jan.  17.  There  was  a  fine  number  of  negroes  present  and  all 
listened  with  reverence  and  in  great  silence. 

Jan.  24.  In  spite  of  the  bad  weather  and  the  roads  there  came 
about  50  negroes  for  the  meeting.  First  an  address  was  given 
them  and  then  some  mission  Nachrichten  from  the  Missionary 
Intelligencer  were  read  to  them  and  after  another  talk  the  meet- 
ing was  closed  with  a  prayer.  All  were  very  quiet  and  attentive. 

Feb.  7.  A  part  of  the  church  litany  was  prayed  and  then  an 
address  held  for  them. 

Feb.  lJf.  Br.  Saml.  Thorns.  Pfohl  gave  the  sermon  to  a  good 
number  of  negroes  who  listened  with  great  reverence  but  some 
negroes  who  went  out  and  in  during  the  meeting  will  have  to  be 
earnestly  admonished  to  keep  order. 
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Feb.  28.  Only  a  few  negroes  were  in  the  meeting  since  the 
weather  was  very  bad.  After  a  talk  to  those  present  we  began 
the  reading  of  the  account  of  the  passion  of  our  dear  Lord  and 
it  was  listened  to  with  quiet  and  eager  attention.  There  were 
only  3  couples  present  that  belong  to  the  little  congregation. 
There  were  about  30  not  belonging  to  the  congregation. 

Aug.  29.  In  spite  of  the  meetings  held  by  the  Methodists  at 
the  Cotton  Factory  today  contrary  to  our  expectation  about  60 
negroes  were  in  our  meeting.  A  short  address  was  given  to  them, 
then  there  was  read  to  them  from  the  memoir  of  a  former  mis- 
sionary in  the  West  Indies  and  they  were  urgently  admonished 
that  they  like  their  countrymen  in  the  West  Indies  might  turn 
to  the  Lord.  They  listened  quietly  and  with  attention. 

Minutes  of  the  Elders*  Conference  in  Salem,  18 %7. 
[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  6.  After  Aufseher  Collegium  had  been  discussing  the 
proposal  of  Dr.  Schuman  to  build  a  building  to  be  rented  by  the 
Cape  Fear  Branch  Bank,  Dr.  Schuman  later  changed  his  mind 
completely  and  proposed  for  Aufseher  Collegium  to  consider 
whether  Congregational  Diacony  itself  would  arrange  a  build- 
ing for  the  bank,  e.g.,  the  present  Boys'  School  building.  At  the 
same  time,  Br.  Fr.  Fries  had  the  question  presented,  whether  an 
inhabitant  of  Salem  would  be  permitted  to  erect  a  building  for 
the  bank  in  which  the  business  would  be  carried  on  by  an  out- 
sider. If  so,  he  might  want  to  erect  the  building. 

Aufseher  Collegium  reflected  on  Dr.  Schuman's  proposal,  but 
there  were  many  angles  to  consider.  Finally  it  was  decided  to 
submit  to  Congregation  Council  the  following : 

1.  Would  Congregation  Council  sanction  that  the  busi- 
ness of  the  bank  be  carried  on  by  a  man  not  belonging  to  the 
congregation  ? 

2.  If  Congregational  Directory  after  further  deliberation 
should  want  to  adapt  the  present  Boys'  School  building  for  a 
bank,  would  Congregation  Council  approve? 

Br.  Adam  Butner  offers  his  house  and  other  improvements  on 
the  lot  to  Congregational  Diacony  for  $2,500.00,  since  he  says 
he  cannot  maintain  his  family  here  and  plans  to  move  west. 

Congregation  Council  is  to  be  convened  next  Thursday. 
Elders'  Conference  thought  best  to  have  the  bank  matter  pre- 
sented to  this  body  in  a  Memorial. 
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Julius  Steiner  is  permitted  to  set  up  his  trade  as  wheelwright 
here  and  he  is  granted,  also,  the  building  lot  north  of  Hy.  Wink- 
ler's, with  a  front  of  120  feet,  according  to  his  wish. 

Jan.  13.  Congregation  Council  met  January  8  and  11.  In 
the  first  meeting  the  questions  with  regard  to  the  Cape  Fear 
Branch  Bank  [see  January  6]  were  answered  almost  unani- 
mously in  the  affirmative.  In  the  Council  of  January  11  the 
special  Regulations  with  regard  to  keeping  of  negroes  were 
crossed  out  after  they  had  been  viewed  in  relation  to  Congrega- 
tional Regulations  and  the  terms  of  the  leases.  The  Congrega- 
tional Conferences — Elders'  Conference  and  Aufseher  Collegium 
— therefore  are  referred  to  the  latter  for  future  handling  of 
the  negro  problem. 

The  new  Aufseher  Collegium  elected  was  as  follows :  Hy.  Lein- 
bach,  Constantine  Rights,  Rud.  Christ,  Hy.  Shaffner,  Eph.  Con- 
rad, Nath.  Vogler,  Sandf  ord  Schulz. 

Jan.  20.  Considering  the  possibility  of  adapting  the  Boys' 
School  building  for  the  Cape  Fear  Branch  Bank  and  all  the  ques- 
tions involved,  the  expenses  in  connection  with  such  a  project — 
and  the  same  for  any  other  house  proposed — Aufseher  Collegium 
unanimously  rejected  Dr.  Schuman's  suggestion. 

Since  the  question  of  Br.  Fries  [see  January  6,  paragraph  1] 
has  been  answered  affirmatively  by  Congregation  Council, 
Aufseher  Collegium  also  answered  it  affirmatively  on  condition 
that  Br.  Fries  present  an  acceptable  sketch  of  a  proposed  build- 
ing and  that  the  building  would  be  rented  to  strangers  only 
from  year  to  year. 

Feb.  17.  Br.  Fr.  Moeller  applied  to  remain  in  Salem  and  to 
open  a  bakery  and  confectionery  chiefly,  as  he  said,  for  the  sake 
of  his  mother-in-law,  Widow  Eliz.  Reich,  who  is  infirm  and 
needs  the  care  of  her  children.  Meanwhile  he  has  already  opened 
a  bakery  and  Aufseher  Collegium  thought  well  not  to  take  up 
his  application  now. 

March  10.  Fr.  and  Hy.  Fries  have  given  Aufseher  Collegium 
a  list  of  persons  employed  by  them  in  the  woolen  factory  and 
in  their  household :  7  white,  16  colored,  together  23. 

April  lb.  A  wish  has  been  expressed  that  the  spiritual  con- 
cerns and  the  purely  business  matters  in  the  direction  of  the 
congregation  might  be  done  separately.  Elders'  Conference 
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doubted  that  this  would  be  possible  in  the  Moravian  Church 
where  the  inner  and  outer  concerns  of  individual  and  congrega- 
tional life  are  so  intimately  linked  together:  the  direction  by 
one  Unity  of  its  component  parts. 

Sr.  Sarah  Steiner  is  willing  to  hold  a  public  examination  for 
her  Infant  School  and  wishes  to  know  the  best  time.  Br.  Hue- 
bener  will  tell  her  that  if  she  does  not  want  to  have  her  examina- 
tion before  that  of  the  Girls'  Boarding  School,  the  week  of  the 
examination  of  the  Boys'  School  would  be  open  to  her,  the  day 
yet  to  be  determined. 

April  28.  Sr.  Christiana  Van  Vleck  is  permitted  to  buy  Edwin 
Beitel's  house.  The  latter  has  asked  for  the  middle  part  of  the 
former  pottery  building,  to  make  a  workshop  out  of  it,  which  is 
granted. 

The  Salem  Mill  Company  has  been  dissolved,  partly  by  the 
death  of  J.  Jac.  Blum,  partly  because  John  Vogler  has  with- 
drawn and  sold  his  interest  to  the  heirs  of  the  former.  The 
administrators  of  J.  Jac.  Blum  are  to  be  notified  that  Congrega- 
tional Directory  will  apply  for  changes  in  the  present  lease. 

June  2.  Edwin  Beitel  has  bought  John  Chitty's  house.  Since 
Beitel  is  also  making  preparations  to  build  a  new  house  along 
the  street  he  is  to  be  told  he  must  first  submit  a  sketch  for 
approval. 

Fr.  Fries  announced  that  he  had  rented  the  paper  mill  for 
several  years  and  that  he  wished  to  carry  on  a  small  trade  in 
the  former  Meinung  house,  mainly  to  get  in  rags  for  the  paper 
mill,  as  his  predecessor  had  done.  He  did  not  plan  to  have  a  real 
store.  Permission  was  given. 

June  16.  John  Vogler  wishes  to  build  a  1-story  brick  shop, 
15  x  32  ft.,  between  his  house  and  the  Bagge  house.  Granted. 

July  lb.  There  was  joint  discussion  in  Aufseher  Collegium 
and  Elders'  Conference  about  the  title  to  the  Salem  land  which 
is  held  in  Trust  by  the  Unity's  Proprietor  and  is  handed  down 
by  him  to  his  successor.  It  is  argued  that  the  Salem  Congrega- 
tion must  make  a  demand  that  this  Trust  be  dissolved.  It  has  to 
do  with  the  sale  of  a  house,  etc.,  to  a  stranger  in  case  neither 
a  member  nor  Congregational  Diacony  would  want  to  buy  it. 
For  the  dissolving  of  such  a  Trust  Agreement  the  approval  of 
Unity's  Elders'  Conference  would  have  to  be  gotten. 
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Aug.  Jf.  The  Single  Sisters'  Diacony  has  a  surplus  of  $943.50. 

The  negro  graveyard  is  to  be  used  only  for  such  who  belong 
to  the  negro  congregation  or  have  been  in  service  in  Salem.  But 
this  does  not  apply  to  negro  factory  workers. 

Sept.  8.  There  was  considerable  discussion  in  Elders'  Con- 
ference about  the  economy  of  the  Single  Sisters'  House  where 
Sr.  Cath.  Gibbins  has  for  2  years  been  a  wonderful  help  to  Sr. 
Hueffel  as  assistant  Vorsteherin.4  Sr.  Gibbins  has  been  invalu- 
able in  the  great  work  of  the  boarding  of  the  Girls'  Boarding 
School  pupils.  She  is  minded  now  to  give  up  her  office  because 
she  cannot  get  along  well  with  Br.  Steiner.  Various  proposals 
were  made  but  to  date  no  solution  had  been  found. 

Sept.  15.  Br.  and  Sr.  Jac.  Siewers  have  received  a  call  to 
mission  service  among  the  negroes  in  East  Florida.  They  are 
disposed  to  accept  the  call  if  they  can  arrange  their  affairs  here 
and  satisfy  their  creditors. 

The  Young  Men's  Missionary  Society  is  permitted  the  use  of 
the  middle  room  of  the  former  pottery  for  their  museum  on 
condition  that  they  put  it  in  shape  themselves,  for  which  pur- 
pose Congregational  Diacony  contributed  $10.00  and  grants 
them  to  get  "sleepers"  from  the  Salem  woods.  In  case  the  pot- 
tery should  be  sold  Congregational  Diacony  will  give  the  Young 
Men's  Missionary  Society  some  reimbursement  for  the  improve- 
ments. 

Sr.  Cath.  Gibbins  is  willing  to  continue  in  her  service  in  the 
Single  Sisters'  House  if  Br.  Steiner  steps  out  and  Br.  Bleck 
does  not  make  undue  demands  about  the  boarding  of  the  Girls' 
Boarding  School  pupils. 

Sept.  22.  In  place  of  Srs.  Emilia  Reichel  and  Augusta  Hagen 
who  have  stepped  out  of  their  teacher's  office  in  the  Girls'  Board- 
ing School,  Srs.  Clementine  Pfohl  and  Harriet  Butner  have 
entered. 

Oct.  13.  Br.  Alex  Blum  takes  over  the  store  of  his  late  father, 
J.  Jac.  Blum  and  has  given  Congregational  Diacony  2  notes  for 
its  share  in  the  estate  of  J.  Jac  Blum:  one  for  $2,700.00  with 
good  security;  the  other  for  $3,000.00,  secured  to  the  Warden 
by  a  Deed  of  Trust  on  the  buildings. 

Nov.  19.  When  Br.  and  Sr.  Jac.  Siewers  go  to  their  mission 


4  The  business  manager  and  treasurer  of  a  congregation  or  choir. 
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service  in  eastern  Florida  they  will  leave  their  3  oldest  daugh- 
ters here  in  the  Girls'  Boarding  School.  Sr.  Lucinda  Bagge  has 
undertaken  to  care  for  the  oldest,  Caroline;  Br.  Siewers  will 
pay  the  customary  fees  for  congregation  children  for  the  other 
two. 

Dietrich  Tewes  has  taken  over  Jac.  Siewers7  new  house.  He 
was  later  permitted  to  marry  Single  Sister  Henrietta  Winkler. 

Dec.  20.  Br.  Wm.  Henry  Van  Vleck  was  elected  in  Congrega- 
tion Council  as  delegate  of  Salem  Congregation  to  the  General 
Synod  in  Europe.  He  was  also  elected  unanimously  to  be  repre- 
sentative of  Elders'  Conference  at  Synod. 

Minutes  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium,  18  U7. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  4.  Br.  Theod.  Pfohl  announced  that  he  has  taken  the  boy 
Julius  Micke  as  clerk  in  his  store  to  replace  single  Br.  Matthias 
Huebener  who  plans  to  move  to  Lititz. 

Jan.  11*.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Congregation  Council 
the  negro  rules  thus  far  existing  were  annulled  and  the  keeping 
of  negroes  will  be  regulated  in  the  future  merely  by  the  congre- 
gational orders  and  the  lease.  It  will  be  necessary  for  the  Col- 
legium and  the  Elders'  Conference  to  hold  a  joint  meeting  to 
clarify  what  stand  the  conferences  will  take  in  the  negro  ques 
tion  in  the  future  especially  in  regard  to  the  use  of  negro  slaves 
in  the  trades. 

The  married  Sr.  Maria  Magdalena  Henning,  a  member  of  the 
congregation  in  Philadelphia,  who  seems  near  the  end  of  her 
life  wishes  to  be  buried  in  our  graveyard.  Since  the  just-men- 
tioned congregation  does  not  yet  have  their  own  burying  place, 
her  request  is  granted  under  the  condition  that  the  new  congre- 
gation establish  a  graveyard  for  its  members  as  soon  as  possible 
and  also  under  the  condition  that  none  of  the  other  members  of 
her  family  ever  base  his  claim  for  being  buried  in  Salem  on  the 
exceptional  permission. 

Jan.  18.  After  the  president  recalled  to  the  Collegium  from 
former  minutes  what  was  done  for  the  establishment  of  the 
Branch  Bank  here  in  Salem,  he  reported  that  at  the  last  meet- 
ing of  the  Congregation  Council  the  latter  answered  both 
questions  presented  to  him  by  the  Collegium  positively.  With  the 
condition  that  he  and  his  family  will  observe  the  congregational

orders  a  clerk  from  outside  the  congregation  will  be  allowed  to 
transact  bank  business  in  Salem.  There  was  a  discussion  once 
more  of  Dr.  Schumann's  suggestion  of  having  the  Diacony  fur- 
nish a  house  in  which  the  bank  could  be  established  connected 
with  the  idea  of  using  the  Boys'  School  for  this  purpose.  Again 
the  Collegium  doubted  how  long  the  bank  would  remain  in 
Salem.  It  would  be  desirable  to  help  the  Diacony  with  increased 
receipts  by  renting  the  Boys'  School  but  the  Diacony  considered 
it  a  great  risk  to  spend  $1,500  with  the  uncertainty  of  a  profit- 
able return  since  any  annual  meeting  of  stockholders  could  re- 
move the  bank  from  Salem.  In  case  the  bank  was  removed  we 
should  have  to  consider  selling  the  former  schoolhouse  and  this 
would  not  be  easy  because  it  would  have  to  be  enlarged  consid- 
erably for  the  purposes  of  the  bank. 

Apart  from  economic  aspects  it  was  brought  up  that  a  private 
citizen  could  deal  much  more  easily  with  the  strange  official  than 
the  Diacony  would.  It  was  unanimously  decided  that  the  Boys' 
School  should  not  be  furnished  as  a  house  for  the  bank.  It  was 
agreed  that  a  private  citizen  could  furnish  such  a  house  but  it 
was  self  understood  that  such  a  house  is  to  be  rented  only  from 
year  to  year  according  to  congregational  orders  and  that  the 
Diacony  is  to  be  informed  of  necessary  items  before  it  is  started. 

Feb.  1.  We  discussed  the  request  of  Dr.  Leopold  Fries  to  be 
allowed  to  settle  as  a  doctor  here  in  Salem.  He  does  not  belong 
to  the  Unity  of  the  Brethren.  He  has  stated  that  he  is  not  sure 
about  wanting  to  stay  here  permanently  but  wishes  to  have  per- 
mission to  stay  for  an  indefinite  time  as  yet.  He  does  not  wish  to 
become  a  member  of  the  congregation  as  he  is  not  well  ac- 
quainted with  the  orders  and  aims  of  the  Unity  of  the  Brethren. 
We  investigated  our  orders  and  found  that  a  stranger  is  per- 
mitted to  live  in  Salem  for  an  indefinite  period  of  time  under 
special  circumstances  but  nothing  is  said  about  the  strangers 
carrying  on  any  kind  of  business.  Dr.  Fries'  request  had  to  be 
denied. 

Br.  Francis  Meller  would  like  to  stay  in  Salem  as  this  is  the 
wish  of  his  mother-in-law  and  also  a  necessity  as  she  needs  the 
care  of  her  daughter  in  her  present  ailing  condition.  He  asked  to 
be  allowed  to  run  a  bakery  and  confectioner's  shop  in  which  he 
also  would  like  to  sell  soda  water  but  no  alcohol.  Decision  was 
deferred. 

Br.  Jacob  Reich  would  like  to  build  a  small  barn  on  the  land 
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he  rented  next  to  the  Girls'  School  garden.  It  is  to  be  situated 
on  the  corner  where  the  land  leading  to  Widow  Wohlfarth's 
branches  off  the  road  to  H.  Blum's.  No  objection. 

Feb.  15.  It  was  reported  that  after  the  Elders'  Conference 
approved  our  resolution  Dr.  L.  Fries  was  informed  that  he 
could  not  establish  himself  in  Salem.  He  states  that  he  will  have 
to  stay  in  Salem  until  he  knows  the  English  language  sufficiently 
and  until  he  has  found  a  place  where  he  can  settle  and  make 
his  living.  He  asked  that  this  not  be  considered  insubordination 
toward  the  ruling  of  the  Collegium.  He  cannot  be  forbidden  to 
stay  in  Salem  as  a  visitor.  We  wish  him,  however,  to  take  down 
the  sign  which  he  has  hung  up.5 

The  Congregation  Council  commissioned  the  Collegium  to 
take  care  of  a  new  fence  around  the  square.  A  plan  for  a  new 
paling  fence  was  presented  and  approved. 

The  Collegium  offers  a  reward  of  $5  for  a  report  of  those 
persons,  so  far  unknown,  who  destroyed  some  of  our  street 
lamps  some  weeks  ago  so  that  a  legal  procedure  may  be  started 
against  them  by  the  wish  of  the  Congregation  Council. 

March  1.  In  regard  to  Br.  Meller's  request  he  was  to  be 
asked  according  to  congregational  orders  from  what  means  he 
plans  to  establish  his  bakery  and  also  where  he  intends  to  open 
his  shop. 

A  letter  from  Dr.  Fries  was  read  in  which  he  thanks  the  Col- 
legium. He  has  taken  down  his  sign. 

The  teachers  of  the  local  Boys'  School  have  complained  about 
the  condition  of  the  schoolhouse  yard.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
Inspector  of  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  keeps  his  horse  and  his 
cow  there  and  also  uses  the  shed  at  the  street  side,  the  said  yard 
has  taken  on  such  a  disorderly  appearance  that  the  instructors 
now  request  the  Collegium  to  make  it  clear  to  the  Inspector  that 
he  will  have  to  limit  himself  to  his  own  territory.  The  com- 
plaints are  reasonable  and  the  Warden  has  been  commissioned 
to  ask  the  Inspector  to  find  another  place  for  his  horse  and  his 
cow. 

5  "Dear  Herr  Doctor, 

I  must  now  in  the  name  of  the  local  Elders'  Conference  and  the  Aufseher  Col- 
legium announce  to  you  that  they  are  not  opposed  to  your  wish  to  stay  for  sometime  as 
a  visitor  in  Salem  but  the  just-mentioned  authorities  wish  on  their  part,  that  you  take 
down  your  sign,  inasmuch  as  it  might  give  rise  to  misunderstanding  and  misinterpretation.

Salem,  February  18,  1847. 
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The  single  Br.  Israel  Loesch  from  Bethania  has  been  ap- 
pointed bank  cashier  to  replace  Br.  Schumann. 

March  15.  Br.  Francis  Meller  has  been  talked  to  and  he 
assured  us  that  he  has  the  necessary  means  to  open  a  business 
as  intended.  He  still  has  the  equipment  used  for  the  same  pur- 
pose while  he  lived  in  Greensboro  and  as  he  does  not  intend  to 
engage  in  a  big  business,  no  extraordinary  expenses  would  be 
involved.  He  does  not  yet  know  where  he  will  open  his  shop, 
but  if  permission  is  granted  he  will  try  to  find  a  suitable  place 
in  the  lower  part  of  the  community.  Although  the  Collegium  is 
still  rather  dubious  about  the  way  in  which  he  arrived  in  Salem 
six  months  ago,  we  realize  the  ailing  condition  of  his  mother-in- 
law  makes  the  help  of  his  wife  in  her  household  indispensable 
and  therefore  we  cannot  refuse  his  request. 

The  request  of  Br.  Fr.  Fries  to  buy  the  former  Meinung  house 
was  discussed  again.  The  Collegium  believes  it  can  only  be  of 
advantage  to  the  Diacony  to  sell  this  tumble-down  house  and 
the  Warden  is  to  find  out  from  Br.  Fries  how  much  he  would 
pay  for  it. 

April  7.  It  was  reported  that  Br.  Fr.  Fries  offers  to  pay  $600 
for  the  Meinung  house.  We  feel  that  we  should  ask  at  least 
$700  for  it.  The  Warden  was  commissioned  to  sell  it  to  Br. 
Fries  if  he  would  pay  this  price. 

Br.  Israel  Loesch,  the  cashier  of  the  local  Branch  Bank,  asks 
the  Collegium  to  provide  a  banking  house  and  living  quarters 
for  the  cashier,  as  otherwise  the  bank  will  be  forced  to  remove 
the  bank  from  Salem.  The  directors  in  Wilmington  have  com- 
missioned him  to  rent  a  suitable  house  in  Salem  for  the  said 
purpose  for  a  number  of  years.  Br.  Loesch  suggests  the  present 
Boys'  School  and  adds  that  it  would  not  be  necessary  to  add  a 
second  story  to  the  house  or  make  additional  construction  as 
was  formerly  demanded.  He  plans  to  transact  business  in  the 
lower  corner  room  and  it  would  be  sufficient  to  have  a  special 
vault  built  for  the  safekeeping  of  the  bank  papers  and  to  have 
the  house  thoroughly  renovated.  The  main  problem  is  to  find 
another  location  for  the  Boys'  School. 

Single  Brr.  Levin  Belo  and  Eli  Reich  would  like  to  rent  the 
south  part  of  the  former  pottery  in  order  to  run  their  respec- 
tive businesses  there,  saddler  and  shoemaker  namely.  The  Col- 
legium does  not  object  to  Br.  Levin  renting  this  shop  and  at- 
tending to  his  business  there,  under  the  condition  that  he  signs 
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the  congregational  orders.  Since  Eli  Reich,  however,  does  not 
belong  to  Salem  but  to  Bethabara,  he  cannot  be  allowed  to  run 
any  kind  of  business  here. 

April  12.  Members  of  the  Collegium  who  inspected  the  Mein- 
ung  house  found  it  in  even  more  ruinous  condition  than  expected. 
It  was  therefore  suggested  to  offer  the  house  to  Br.  Fr.  Fries 
for  $600,  if  he  is  unwilling  to  pay  more  for  it.  Unanimously 
approved. 

The  bank  cashier  received  a  letter  from  the  directors  in  Wil- 
mington in  which  they  agree  to  rent  the  present  Boys'  School 
for  a  number  of  years.  They  prefer  to  rent  for  a  fixed  sum,  that 
is  $250.  The  directors  give  assurance  that  the  bank  will  remain 
in  Salem  at  least  for  so  many  years  that  the  Diacony  will  not 
suffer  financial  damage  from  it.  The  Collegium  believes  this  is 
sufficient  rent,  if  the  necessary  repairs  and  furnishing  are  taken 
care  of,  so  that  the  $250  annually  would  amount  to  about  10% 
of  the  house's  value.  If  other  changes  are  asked  for  in  the  future, 
it  would  be  only  reasonable  to  raise  the  rent.  It  was  unanimously 
agreed  after  discussion  to  rent  the  local  schoolhouse  for  the  use 
of  the  Branch  Bank  and  to  have  a  new  school  constructed  by 
the  Diacony  on  the  lot  next  to  Br.  Kremer. 

Single  Br.  Eli  Reich  belonging  to  Bethabara  has  now  applied 
for  admission  to  the  Salem  Congregation.  As  the  intention  of  his 
request  is  quite  clear  from  a  report  in  our  last  minutes  and  since 
we  do  not  need  any  more  shoemakers  in  Salem,  his  request  was 
declined. 

Br.  Augustus  Fockel  would  like  to  fence  in  a  small  part  of 
woodland  near  his  plantation  to  keep  his  pigs  from  the  Salem 
streets.  As  he  intends  to  include  one  of  the  small  runs  leading  to 
the  waterworks,  the  Warden  will  have  to  inspect  the  site  and 
give  him  permission,  if  there  will  be  no  disadvantage  to  the 
waterworks.  He  will  also  have  to  agree  to  remove  the  fence,  if 
this  is  demanded  of  him. 

April  16.  It  was  reported  that  Br.  Fr.  Fries  has  bought  1-he 
former  Meinung  house  for  $600  cash. 

The  reason  for  the  special  meeting  today  was  that  since  our 
last  meeting  the  cashier  of  the  Branch  Bank  in  Salisbury  came 
to  Salem  to  transact  bank  business  and  inspected  the  Boys' 
School.  His  opinion  is  that  the  lower  corner  room  and  the  ad- 
joining room  are  too  damp  for  the  purposes  of  the  bank  and  this 
has  been  observed  by  brethren  of  the  community  before.  Mr. 
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Davis  also  thought  the  rear  buildings  too  near  the  main  building 
and  it  is  the  wish  of  both  bank  cashiers  that  the  Diacony  build 
a  new  two-story  house  in  the  place  of  the  former  Widows'  House, 
a  brick  building  the  size  of  the  present  one  to  be  used  by  the 
bank.  Roof,  window  shutters  and  doors  could  be  made  of  wood 
as  in  ordinary  buildings.  The  house  would  have  to  have  a  fire- 
proof vault.  The  two  cashiers  hold  that  the  letter  of  the  direc- 
tors in  Wilmington  does  not  allow  them  to  promise  a  higher 
rent  than  $250.  For  various  reasons  the  Collegium  decided  to 
build  such  a  house.6 

April  26.  The  Collegium  was  presented  the  plan  for  the  new 
banking  house  and  approved  it. 

It  was  reported  that  Br.  Evan  Boner  has  sold  his  two  out- 
lots  near  the  factory  totaling  4  acres  to  Mr.  Banner  for  $50. 
We  shall  have  to  ask  Br.  Boner  about  this. 

May  31.  Br.  Evan  Boner  informed  us  that  he  gave  the  said 
outlots  to  Banner  under  the  condition  that  Mr.  Banner  returns 
them  to  him  should  he  ever  move  away  from  the  community. 
Since  Br.  Boner  is  not  entitled  to  turn  over  the  land  he  has 
rented  from  the  Diacony  to  any  other  person  and  especially  not 
without  the  permission  of  the  proprietor  and  since  these  outlots 
have  been  surveyed  for  the  express  use  of  citizens  of  the  Salem 
congregation,  Br.  Boner  is  to  be  informed  that  he  will  have  to 
return  the  lots  to  the  Diacony  as  we  realize  that  he  does  not 
have  further  use  for  them. 

Br.  D.  D.  Kuehln  complains  about  the  rain  water  gathering 
in  the  rear  street  and  running  through  the  ditch  in  his  lot  to- 
wards Main  Street.  This,  he  says,  causes  him  many  incon- 
veniences and  he  would  like  to  know  whether  part  of  the  rain 
water  could  perhaps  be  drained  near  Jac.  Reich's  stable.  The 
Warden  will  inspect  the  place. 

The  question  came  up  as  to  whether  it  is  practicable  to  ask 
the  tavern  keeper  not  to  sell  any  alcoholic  drinks  during  this 
year's  examination  days.  It  was  agreed  unanimously  to  inform 
Mr.  Boner  of  this  resolution. 

Br.  Fr.  Fries  has  rented  the  Schober  Paper  Mill,  and  he 
reports  that  he  like  former  paper  manufacturers  has  ordered  a 
few  goods  to  be  exchanged  for  old  rags.  He  does  not  intend  how- 
ever, to  open  a  real  store.  The  Collegium  cannot  stop  Br.  Fries 


fl  The  bank  building  still  stands  at  500  South  Main  Street.  Bank  Street,  which  runs  to 
the  side  of  the  building,  was  named  for  this  institution. 
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from  such  transactions  as  others  have  been  allowed  the  privilege 
under  the  same  condition. 

Various  persons  have  raised  their  voices  saying  that  the 
square  fence  should  be  painted.  A  subscription  has  been  circu- 
lated in  the  community  to  cover  at  least  part  of  the  expense. 
So  far  $50  have  been  raised  and  it  is  hoped  it  will  be  more. 

Br.  Van  Neman  Zevely  offers  to  care  for  the  old  tavern  negro 
Tom  for  the  rest  of  his  life  and  also  to  see  to  it  that  should  he 
outlive  him,  he  will  be  taken  care  of  in  his  old  age.  Decision 
deferred. 

June  1U.  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Wilson7  who  does  not  belong  to  the 
congregation  but  who  has  been  living  in  Salem  for  about  7  years 
now  asks  the  Diacony  for  permission  to  rent  a  lot  outside  the 
community  on  Salem  territory — where  the  continuation  of  Main 
Street  crosses  the  road  to  Bethabara,  that  is  %  of  a  mile  north 
of  Salem.  On  that  lot  he  would  like  to  build  a  house  valued  at 
$1,000  to  $1,500.  His  reason  for  the  request  is  that  nobody  of 
the  same  business  has  settled  in  or  near  Salem  so  far  and  it 
should  be  very  convenient  for  the  members  of  the  Salem  Con- 
gregation to  have  him  in  their  immediate  neighborhood.  He 
would  observe  the  congregational  orders  as  he  has  done  so  far. 
Decision  deferred. 

June  28.  We  discussed  the  request  of  Br.  Van  Neman  Zevely 
about  old  Tom.  Since  our  last  meeting  we  had  the  opportunity  of 
talking  to  the  tavern  keeper  about  this  negro  and  learned  he 
would  give  him  away  very  unwillingly.  In  case  Tom  left  him  he 
would  have  to  take  someone  else  in  his  place.  This  together 
with  the  doubt  that  if  Br.  Zevely  took  Tom,  he  would  still  leave 
him  in  the  community  caused  the  Collegium  to  decline  Br. 
Zevely's  request. 

A  certain  Mr.  Day  from  Milton,  a  mulatto,  however  in  his 
neighborhood  a  man  of  good  reputation,  would  like  to  send  his 
16-year-old  daughter,  educated  in  the  North,  to  Br.  Susdorff 
in  order  that  he  may  give  her  music  lessons.  Br.  Susdorff  would 
like  the  opinion  of  the  Collegium  as  to  whether  this  is  thought 
advisable.  The  Collegium  does  not  think  it  objectionable  if  Br. 
Susdorff  takes  the  girl  into  his  house  for  some  time  and  gives 
her  the  requested  music  instruction. 

July  12.  We  discussed  again  the  request  of  Mr.  Thomas  J. 


7  Thomas  J.  Wilson  built  the  first  house  in  Winston  on  this  property.  It  was  located 
on  what  is  now  the  corner  of  Main  and  Second  Streets. 
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Wilson  but  will  wait  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Collegium  for 
a  final  decision. 

July  19.  We  reconsidered  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Wilson's  case.  Al- 
though we  have  no  objection  to  him  personally,  we  are  doubtful 
about  granting  his  request  as  this  may  create  a  precedent  for 
others  not  wanted  in  Salem.  On  the  other  hand  the  Collegium 
must  realize  the  advantage  to  the  Salem  citizens  of  having  a 
schooled  lawyer  in  our  neighborhood  and  therefore  the  Collegium 
voted  finally  6  to  2  in  favor  of  Mr.  Wilson's  request  but  only 
under  special  conditions  which  must  be  specified  to  him  in  the 
lease  given  him,  namely,  that  the  Diacony  could  never  be  forced 
to  take  over  his  house  but  does  keep  the  right  of  pre-emption 
and  that  in  such  a  case  the  price  set  for  the  house  is  to  be 
determined  by  a  number  of  impartial  persons.  In  case  the  Diac- 
ony should  not  want  to  buy  the  house,  Mr.  Wilson  would  be  free 
to  sell  it  to  any  buyer  approved  by  the  proprietor.  Mr.  Wilson 
would  also  have  to  limit  himself  to  the  profession  of  lawyer 
strictly  and  must  not  take  up  any  other  kind  of  business  which 
could  inflict  harm  or  damage  on  others  in  the  congregation. 

Aug.  9.  It  was  reported  that  the  Elders'  Conference  has  no 
personal  objection  to  Mr.  Wilson  nor  to  the  conditions  set  by 
the  Collegium  nor  to  his  staying  in  the  community.  However  it 
bids  the  Collegium  to  consider  that  it  might  be  better  under 
the  present  circumstances  to  wait  with  the  final  decision  until 
after  next  year's  synod. 

Aug.  16.  The  Collegium  is  not  convinced  that  we  will  gain 
anything  by  deferring  the  final  decision  re  Mr.  Thomas  Wilson. 
We  believe  that  after  the  synod  the  same  conditions  will  prevail 
that  make  a  favorable  decision  so  difficult  now.  Also  the  Col- 
legium does  not  agree  in  keeping  the  applicant  in  uncertainty 
any  longer  about  his  case.  It  agreed  then  to  announce  to  Mr. 
Wilson  under  the  conditions  mentioned  under  minutes  of  July 
19,  that  he  is  permitted  to  construct  a  house  on  Salem  land  and 
this  only  because  we  have  come  to  know  him  as  an  honorable 
man  and  because  his  living  in  our  neighborhood  will  be  only 
of  advantage  for  the  tradesmen  in  the  Salem  community. 

Aug.  30.  It  was  announced  to  Mr.  Thomas  Wilson  that  his 
application  was  granted.  He  expresses  thanks  to  the  Diacony  for 
the  privilege  granted  him.  He  asks  whether  in  case  he  should 
sell  his  house  to  a  member  of  the  Salem  congregation  the  buyer 
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would  be  under  the  same  restrictions  as  he  now  is.  The  Col- 
legium holds  the  opinion  that  the  buyer  would  not  be  under  any 
other  restrictions  than  those  of  a  Salem  citizen.  A  committee 
was  appointed  to  survey  his  lot  always  with  regard  to  the  Salem 
streets  and  their  continuation  in  the  future.  He  is  granted  a 
front  of  100  feet  at  the  old  Bethabara  road  on  the  other  side  of 
the  second  valley  north  of  the  community.  The  depth  of  the  lot 
is  equal  to  those  between  Main  and  Salt  Streets. 

Br.  Gottlieb  Byhan  suggested  at  the  last  L.A.C.  that  in  the 
future  only  those  negroes  should  be  buried  in  the  Salem  grave- 
yard for  negroes  who  belong  to  the  local  negro  congregation  or 
who  have  lived  in  Salem  for  some  time.  During  the  last  years 
it  has  become  the  custom  to  bury  all  negroes  of  the  vicinity  in 
this  graveyard  even  if  they  did  not  care  to  come  into  the  church 
while  living.  The  Collegium  agrees  with  this  suggestion  but  it 
will  be  necessary  for  Br.  Byhan  to  announce  this  resolution 
occasionally  in  the  negro  church. 

Sept.  13.  The  appointed  committee  surveyed  the  lot  for  Mr. 
Wilson.  The  Collegium  granted  Mr.  Wilson's  request  for  an- 
other 50  feet  at  the  north  side  of  his  lot.  It  was  decided  that 
Mr.  Wilson  would  have  to  pay  town  lot  rent  for  the  house. 

About  the  burying  of  negroes  in  their  graveyard  in  Salem  the 
L.A.C.  wishes  to  know  whether  the  negroes  working  in  the  cot- 
ton factory  are  under  the  restrictions  previously  mentioned.  The 
opinion  is  that  those  negroes  are  considered  living  outside  the 
community  and  therefore  cannot  be  buried  in  the  local  negro 
graveyard. 

We  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  present  forester,  L.  F. 
Eberhardt,  does  not  look  after  his  duty  as  he  should.  We  shall 
therefore  have  to  have  a  talk  with  him. 

Oct.  11.  The  Public  School  Committee  in  this  district  has  re- 
quested having  a  schoolhouse  built  between  Henry  Stolz  and  the 
outlot  of  Br.  Peter  Fetter  and  promises  that  no  timber  is  to  be 
cut  down  around  the  house.  The  Collegium  would  rather  have 
the  committee  choose  another  suitable  site  for  the  schoolhouse. 
We  fear  that  if  the  cattle  in  the  upper  part  of  the  community  are 
led  to  the  trough  the  children  will  cause  disorder  and  perhaps 
even  mistreat  the  animals  which  is  reported  to  have  happened 
at  our  present  schoolhouse. 

The  Collegium  allowed  single  Br.  Tryphonius  Schauss  to  es- 
tablish himself  in  the  coppersmith  trade. 
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The  instructors  of  the  Boys'  School  complain  again  that  the 
Inspector  of  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  still  keeps  his  horse  and 
manure  pile  on  the  grounds  of  the  Boys'  School. 

Nov.  22.  Orrin  Mitchell  who  does  not  belong  to  the  congre- 
gation but  who  for  sometime  has  been  in  the  service  of  the  Girls' 
Boarding  School  wishes  to  be  permitted  to  rent  a  few  rooms  in 
the  community  where  he  wants  to  live  after  having  married  a 
local  single  sister.  The  Inspector  of  the  Boarding  School  gives 
him  a  good  recommendation.  According  to  the  synod  resolution 
strangers  who  do  not  belong  to  the  congregation  cannot  be  al- 
lowed to  set  up  permanent  living  quarters  in  Salem.  The  Col- 
legium wishes  a  longer  time  for  consideration. 

The  local  Society  of  the  Sons  of  Temperance  wishes  to  hold 
its  meetings  again  in  the  music  hall.  No  objection. 

Dec.  1U.  The  request  of  Single  Orrin  Mitchell  was  discussed 
again  and  the  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Collegium  decided 
in  his  favor  under  the  condition  that  he  sign  the  necessary  regu- 
lations. 

Dec.  27.  The  Mill  Company  is  not  allowed  longer  to  cut  timber 
free  of  charge  on  the  Salem  land  but  on  the  other  hand  the  Mill 
Company  is  no  longer  obliged  to  pay  the  State  tax  on  100  acres 
of  land. 

In  case  the  lease  should  expire  or  the  Mill  Company  wishes  to 
sell  the  mill,  the  Diacony  cannot  be  forced  to  buy  but  retains  the 
right  of  pre-emption.  If  the  Diacony  does  not  make  use  of  this 
right,  the  Mill  Company  is  free  to  sell  the  mill  to  any  purchaser 
approved  by  the  proprietor.  The  request  of  the  Mill  Company 
to  rent  the  land  beyond  the  creek  and  include  it  in  the  lease 
does  not  seem  practicable  to  the  Collegium  since  this  would 
enlarge  the  mill  tract  unnecessarily.  If  the  Mill  Company  merely 
wants  to  rent  the  land  there  is  no  objection  on  the  part  of  the 
Collegium. 

Minutes  of  the  L.A.C.,  1847. 
[Extracts  translated.] 

Feb.  4. 

5.  It  was  announced  that  Br.  Henry  Schulz  of  Bethania  would 
be  willing  to  donate  30  acres  of  land  for  furthering  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  congregation  at  Philadelphia. 
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6.  Several  negroes  from  the  neighborhood  last  summer  joined 
the  Methodists  on  the  occasion  of  the  camp  meeting  and  had 
communion  with  them.  Now  some  of  these  would  like  to  partake 
of  this  high  benefit  and  also  the  communion  lovefeast  with  our 
little  congregation  each  time.  Br.  Byhan  asked  whether  their 
request  should  be  granted.  On  this  matter  the  following  instruc- 
tion was  given.  Each  such  negro  must  present  a  satisfactory 
writing  of  proof  that  he  is  a  genuine  member  of  such  a  congre- 
gation and  he  cannot  then  join  in  each  time  according  to  his  own 
free  will  but  every  time  at  least  the  Sunday  previously  must 
inform  Br.  Byhan  and  receive  from  him  special  permission,  and 
also  such  a  person  must  take  some  part  in  the  expenses  belong- 
ing to  the  lovefeast. 

March 

3.  The  married  Sisters  Martha  Reich,  m.n.  Harris,  and  Lau- 
retta Theiss,  m.n.  Stockburger,  both  communicants  of  Salem 
have  moved  to  Bethania  and  wish  to  belong  to  this  congregation. 
They  were  recommended  to  Br.  Hagen  in  the  matter.  The  hus- 
band of  the  former  was  confirmed  in  Salem  but  through  long 
absence  and  negligence  has  essentially  withdrawn  from  the  con- 
gregation. He  was  recommended  to  Br.  Hagen  especially  since 
he  has  stated  to  him  that  he  might  sometime  join  again.  The  hus- 
band of  the  latter  is  a  communicant  of  the  Methodists  but  wishes 
to  partake  of  communion  at  Bethania  as  a  guest.  The  confer- 
ence has  no  objection  to  this  request. 

4.  The  Single  Sisters  Lucy  Spach  and  Lisetta  Mack  of  Fried- 
berg  who  were  in  service  for  a  while  in  families  in  Salem  have 
returned  home. 

5.  It  was  stated  that  the  married  couple  Jacob  and  Rebecca 
Baumgarten  who  have  applied  for  reception  into  the  congrega- 
tion in  Salem  were  advised  rather  to  join  Bethabara  or  Phila- 
delphia. 

8.  The  girl  Emmeline  Louisa  Stanley  living  with  Br.  and  Sr. 
Holder  at  Bethania  has  applied  to  be  present  at  instruction  for 
confirmation  and  join  the  congregation.  The  committee  has  no 
objection  to  this.  This  girl  was  baptized  some  years  ago  by  the 
Methodist  preacher  Bethel  and  the  question  was  asked  as  to 
whether  after  receiving  instruction  she  could  be  a  communicant 
member  without  confirmation,  if  she  asked  for  that.  The  con- 
ference seemed  to  be  against  that,  but  rather  felt  that  confirma- 
tion was  necessary  since  she  had  really  still  been  a  child  when 
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she  was  baptized  but  postponed  the  decision  of  this  matter  to  see 
whether  the  girl  would  apply  for  communion.  The  conference 
had  no  objection  to  receiving  her  but  recommended  to  Br. 
Hagen  to  discuss  the  matter  first  with  her  parents. 
10.  Christopher  Schaubs  separated  again  yesterday. 

April  8. 

4.  The  Single  Sister  Angeline  Kimmel  of  Friedberg  has  en- 
tered service  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Kluge. 

5.  It  was  announced  that  the  Preparatory  Provincial  Confer- 
ence would  begin  on  May  4.  The  delegates  are  to  be  provided  for 
in  the  tavern,  if  they  cannot  be  accommodated  with  their  rela- 
tives. 

6.  The  widowed  Sister  Mary  Ann  Jarvis  with  her  children  of 
Hope  is  making  a  rather  long  visit  with  her  mother  in  Salem. 

July  11. 

4.  No  one  has  yet  been  found  for  the  mission  in  East  Florida. 

5.  Br.  Huebener  will  continue  to  be  connected  for  sometime 
with  the  congregation  in  Friedland  but  will  be  occupied  more 
with  the  little  congregation  in  Philadelphia. 

6.  Brr.  Herman  and  Mallalieu  are  probably  now  in  Bethlehem 
and  have  intended  in  company  with  Br.  Goepp  to  start  on  their 
journey  from  Boston  on  August  1. 

10.  The  little  congregation  at  Philadelphia  has  quietly  pro- 
gressed. 

11.  The  Single  Sister  Lydia  Hauser  of  Bethabara  has  gone 
into  service  at  the  home  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Saml.  Schulz. 

13.  The  Single  Sister  Catharina  Seitz  of  Friedberg  has  en- 
tered service  at  the  home  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Haman. 

14.  Since  several  negroes  from  the  neighborhood  have  for- 
mally joined  the  Methodists  but  still  come  with  their  children 
to  have  them  baptized  here,  Br.  Byhan  in  reply  to  his  question 
as  to  how  he  should  act  in  such  cases  was  advised  to  refer  such 
to  their  own  preachers  except  in  case  of  necessity.  Also  since 
many  in  the  neighborhood  are  burying  their  negroes  without 
question  in  the  negro  graveyard  and  it  will  soon  be  full,  it  was 
stated  that  since  it  belongs  to  congregation  land,  this  matter 
should  be  referred  to  the  Elders'  Conference  and  the  Aufseher 
Collegium. 

Sept  2. 

1.  It  was  announced  that  the  Aufseher  Collegium  with  the 
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approval  of  the  Elders'  Conference  has  decided  that  only  such 
negroes  as  belong  to  the  negro  congregation  or  live  in  the  village 
are  to  be  buried  in  the  future  in  the  negro  graveyard.  Br.  Byhan 
was  commissioned  to  make  this  decision  known  in  the  negro 
church. 

5.  In  the  vicinity  of  Pfafftown  there  has  been  arranged  a 
meeting  of  several  days  which  is  to  begin  on  September  25.  Since 
it  is  expected  that  most  of  the  brethren  of  Bethania  will  attend 
this,  Br.  Hagen  brought  up  the  idea  of  letting  the  meetings  on 
these  days  in  this  congregation  under  the  authorization  of  the 
committee  be  canceled  and  of  his  preaching  there.  This  was  re- 
fused him  by  the  conference. 

7.  The  married  Elias  Schaub  of  Bethania  and  his  wife  have 
for  some  considerable  time  now  been  at  odds  with  each  other 
and  Br.  Hagen  has  tried  to  reconcile  them  with  each  other  but  he 
has  not  succeeded.  He  was  advised  to  make  another  attempt  and 
if  he  should  not  succeed  to  take  one  or  two  members  of  the  com- 
mittee to  seek  to  bring  about  a  reconciliation  between  them. 
If  this  did  not  succeed,  the  committee  is  to  take  the  matter  in 
hand. 

8.  The  married  Br.  Jno.  Sandford  Reich  of  Friedberg  will  in 
the  future  be  numbered  with  the  congregation  in  Bethania. 

Nov. 

2.  Philadelphia :  This  little  congregation  has  sought  out  a  spot 
for  building  a  church  and  has  cleared  it  off. 

3.  A  new  catechism  was  given  the  Brr.  for  consideration. 

Diary  of  the  Actions  in  the  Country  Congregations  out  from 
Salem  (Philadelphia),  1847. 

[Extracts  translated.] 

April  18.  There  was  a  sermon  at  Philadelphia.  After  it  Br. 
Isaac  Loesch  was  elected  as  a  delegate. 

Sept.  26.  A  little  piece  of  land  was  cleared  where  the  new 
buildings  are  to  stand. 

Oct.  5.  At  Mattheus  Hege's  I  conducted  the  funeral  of  his 
mother  who  after  a  long  sickness  died  yesterday  afternoon  at 
the  age  of  about  71  years. 
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Diary  of  the  Congregation  in  Bethabara,  1847. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  3.  There  died  the  widowed  Sister  Anna  Johanna  Hauser 
gently  and  blessedly  at  the  age  of  59  years,  9  months  and  12 
days. 

Jan.  2U.  In  spite  of  the  severe  cold  this  month  several  of  our 
brethren  in  and  out  of  the  village  suffered  from  fever. 

Feb.  7.  There  was  a  baptism  in  which  the  little  son  born 
August  29  of  last  year  to  our  neighbors  Andrew  and  Adeline 
Bouser  was  baptized  with  the  name  John  William. 

Feb.  21.  After  the  litany  a  notice  of  the  P.H.C.  was  read 
to  the  older  members  in  which  they  were  authorized  to  choose 
as  a  delegate  one  brother  for  the  Preparatory  Provincial  Con- 
ference to  be  held  in  Salem  in  April.  Br.  John  Spach  was  chosen. 

Feb.  28.  The  meetings  were  canceled  since  most  of  the  people 
in  the  village  were  suffering  from  influenza  or  fever  again. 

March  7.  The  married  Sister  Catharine  Spach,  m.n.  Knaus, 
went  gently  and  blessedly  home. 

March  27.  The  funeral  of  the  child  Thomas  Alexander  Spach, 
little  son  of  our  Br.  and  Sr.  Josua  and  Christine  Spach  who  died 
yesterday  afternoon  at  the  age  of  2  years,  9  months  and  14  days. 
This  child  had  the  misfortune  to  fall  into  a  kettle  of  boiling  soup 
and  to  be  burned  in  such  a  way  that  in  less  than  two  hours  to 
the  deepest  pain  of  his  parents  he  died. 

This  was  the  50th  body  which  has  been  buried  in  the  8  years 
of  our  service  here  in  the  Bethabara  God's  Acre. 

April.  Easter  morning.  The  reading  of  the  resurrection  story, 
after  which  with  a  few  words  my  humble  service  with  the  dear 
congregation  here  was  brought  to  a  close  and  I  took  a  heartfelt 
farewell  of  them. 

April  25.  Br.  C.  F.  Kluge  of  Salem  introduced  Br.  Franz 
Florentin  Hagen,  pastor  of  the  congregation  in  Bethania  to  the 
congregation  here  as  their  pastor  pro  tern. 

May  16.  Baptism  of  the  child  Lydia  Catherine  Spach,  little 
daughter  of  Joshua  and  D.  Christina  Spach  born  March  27,  1847. 
Afterward  there  was  a  meeting  of  the  people  to  discuss  the 
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matter  of  a  Sunday  School.  The  officers  were  appointed  and  the 
next  Sunday  was  set  for  the  beginning  of  this  Sunday  School, 
the  Lord  willing. 

July,  The  people  enjoyed  better  health  than  has  been  the  case 
for  a  number  of  years.  The  meetings  are  being  well  attended. 

Aug.  13.  Baptism  of  the  widowed  Mahela  Butner,  m.n.  Rhea 
(who  received  the  baptismal  name  Elisabeth)  and  likewise  the 
confirmation  of  7  persons:  Married  Br.  and  Sr.  Joshua  and 
Christine  Spach,  Wm.  and  Elisabeth  Drott,  Single  Srs.  Lydia 
Hauber,  Antoinette  Butner,  Emily  Ingram. 

"Our  God's  little  lamb  was  in  our  midst."8 

Aug.  31.  Today  since  it  was  the  festival  of  the  single  brothers 
and  older  boys,  there  was  a  blessed  lovefeast  at  which  when  the 
opportunity  was  offered  him,  one  of  the  brethren  gave  a  heart- 
felt and  touching  address  to  the  others  and  urged  them  to  live 
entirely  for  the  Saviour. 

Oct.  13.  There  was  a  prayer  meeting  in  the  evening  in  a  near- 
by schoolhouse.  The  spirit  of  God  prevails  among  the  people  and 
there  is  a  remarkable  awakening  among  them. 

Oct.  17.  In  the  afternoon  was  the  funeral  sermon  of  the  late 
deceased  young  man,  Junius  Krause  who  died  on  the  27th  of 
May  in  Monterrey,  Mexico.  From  his  letters  to  his  mother  and 
from  other  sources  it  was  evident  that  he  had  gone  home  with  a 
living  belief  in  his  Saviour.  His  age  was  19. 

Oct.  23.  The  brethren  and  neighbors  in  the  vicinity  of  Betha- 
bara  about  one  mile  west  had  in  the  past  days  and  weeks  estab- 
lished a  place  for  a  protracted  meeting.  They  had  an  altar  be- 
tween 2  big  trees  and  in  front  of  it  had  put  up  a  rather  large 
roof  under  which  benches  enough  were  arranged  for  perhaps 
2  to  3  hundred  people. 

Nov.  1.  The  dedication  service  of  the  new  Saal  in  Friedland. 
May  the  Saviour  continue  to  bless  our  country  congregations 
and  edify  them  and  so  do  as  He  would  have  them  do.  My 
Saviour!  Hast  Thou  not  also  another  blessing  for  Bethabara? 

Nov.  5.  For  next  Thursday  a  meeting  of  the  members  of  the 
congregation  in  Bethabara  has  been  set  to  listen  to  the  rules 


8A  verse  from  the  German  Moravian  hymnal  of  this  day  begins  "Our  God's^  Little 
Lamb  is  in  our  midst."  An  English  translation  of  this  hymn  has  not  been  found  in  any 
of  the  English  Moravian  hymnals. 
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and  regulations  of  the  congregation  which  must  then  be  signed. 
It  is  high  time  that  those  of  the  congregation  do  away  with 
what  is  evil. 

Nov.  17.  The  confirmation  of  7  people:  Brr.  Saml.  Hein,  John 
Shore,  Thomas  Hauser;  Srr.  Henrietta  Hein,  Amanda  Krause, 
Eliza  Pratt,  Emily  Reich. 

Nov.  21*.  At  the  Bethania  mill  held  the  funeral  of  the  late 
Lewis  Reich  who  died  some  days  ago. 

Nov.  28.  A  meeting  of  householders  and  the  election  of  a  new 
committee.  Four  brothers  were  elected.  Names:  Jos.  Spach, 
Joseph  Krause,  Christian  Hauser,  Thos.  Spach. 

The  inner  progress  of  this  congregation  has  been  for  some- 
time extremely  bad  and  godless  so  that  the  Brr.  of  the  congre- 
gation stand  in  very  bad  repute  with  many  and  are  by  no  means 
all  guiltless. 

Dec.  6.  Toward  evening  in  the  southern  part  of  the  village  a 
horse  was  killed  by  falling  into  a  ditch,  into  which  another  horse 
had  almost  fallen  from  a  bridge.  They  were  the  horses  of  a  span 
of  four.  The  bridge  had  no  railing. 

Dec.  7.  Visited  today  in  the  village  and  tried  to  smooth  over 
matters. 

Dec.  12.  Thos.  Spach's  little  son  was  baptized  and  likewise  in 
Charles  Rank's  home  their  little  son  was  baptized. 

Dec.  23.  Preached  at  Jacob  Reich's.  A  small  number  of  neigh- 
bors had  assembled. 

Minutes  of  the  Committee  in  Bethabara,  1847. 
[Extracts  translated."] 

March  28. 

The  inventory  of  the  things  in  the  Gemeinhouse  was  ap- 
proved and  handed  over  to  Br.  John  Butner. 

1.  It  was  announced  that  Br.  and  Sr.  Schmidt  who  have 
served  the  congregation  here  almost  eight  years  for  several 
reasons  have  asked  repeatedly  and  urgently  for  their  release 
from  their  present  post  and  received  permission  from  the  P.H.C. 
to  move  to  Salem  soon  after  Easter.  At  the  request  of  the  P.H.C. 
our  dear  Br.  Francis  F.  Hagen,  pastor  of  the  congregation  in 
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Bethania,  has  been  appointed  with  the  approval  of  the  commit- 
tee there  to  take  over  the  associate  service  of  the  congregation 
here  for  the  time  being.  He  and  his  dear  wife  are  in  this  intent 
commended  to  the  confidence  and  intercession  of  the  congrega- 
tion here. 

2.  The  Gemeinhouse  may  not  be  rented. 

3.  If  the  opportunity  should  arise  of  renting  the  land,  this 
must  not  be  done  without  taking  up  the  matter  with  the  ad- 
ministrator and  only  under  the  condition  that  the  rent  be  for  the 
advantage  of  the  congregation  treasury  and  also  the  repair  of 
the  fences  must  be  taken  care  of. 

April  25. 

1.  Br.  Hagen  will  if  possible  preach  here  every  two  weeks  in 
the  afternoon. 

2.  The  festival  days  must  be  celebrated  on  such  days  as  the 
circumstances  make  necessary,  best  perhaps  on  weekdays  es- 
pecially if  the  particular  day  falls  on  a  weekday.  Perhaps  one 
might  be  able  also  in  case  of  need  to  expect  help  from  Salem. 

3.  Half  of  the  annual  salary  [$24]  to  be  paid  to  the  pastor 
living  here  is  to  be  given  to  the  present  pastor,  namely  $12.  Br. 
Hagen  declares  himself  completely  satisfied  with  this. 

July  31.  (All  Brr.  present.) 

5.  The  need  of  trimming  the  trees  in  front  of  the  Gemein- 
house and  Saal  because  the  roof  is  suffering  injury  from  them 
was  brought  up  and  it  was  decided  to  do  something  about  it. 

6.  It  was  also  mentioned  that  the  graveyard  was  overgrown 
with  grass  and  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  gravedigger  to  get 
rid  of  the  grass. 

7.  The  question  as  to  whether  the  Widow  Elisabeth  Leinbach, 
m.n.  Holder,  could  be  released  from  contributing  to  the  congre- 
gation was  not  denied,  as  she  has  namely  declared  her  wish  to 
have  that  done. 

Aug.  31. 

The  pastor  announced  that  Thomas  Hauser  has  applied  to 
become  a  member  of  the  congregation  here.  The  committee  gave 
its  complete  approval  to  this  request. 

Nov.  28.  Householders'  Meeting.  (20  members  present) 
3.  It  was  decided  to  invite  all  pupils  of  the  Sunday  School  to 
the  Christmas  lovef east. 
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Dec.  25. 

On  this  occasion  the  catalog  of  the  congregation  was  gone 
through  and  corrected  and  a  new  one  was  to  be  made. 

Dec.  26. 

Since  the  present  steward  of  this  congregation  has  resigned 
his  office,  as  according  to  the  Brotherly  Agreement  the  com- 
mittee has  been  commissioned  to  elect  a  new  one,  they  requested 
Br.  Thomas  Spach  to  take  over  this  office  and  he  promised  to 
do  so. 

2.  They  found  it  fair  that  the  sum  of  $20.70  advanced  by  the 
present  steward  for  the  pastor's  salary  should  be  paid  to  him  as 
soon  as  possible. 

Diary  of  the  Congregation  in  Betkania,  18  U7. 

[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  6.  I  visited  in  the  village.  About  noon  I  blessed  the  sick 
Milley  (at  Loesch's) .  She  died  in  the  evening. 

Jan.  7.  The  late  Milley  was  buried  in  a  new  graveyard  that  is 
soon  to  be  laid  out.  It  became  bitter  cold  toward  evening. 

Jan.  13.  An  English  sermon  one  mile  above  Walnut  Cove 
(Wm.  Lash) .  Well  attended. 

Feb.  1*.  A  very  cold  day.  In  the  afternoon  I  performed  the 
marriage  ceremony  of  Solomon  Thiess  and  the  Single  Sister 
Lauretta  Stockburger  in  the  home  of  the  parents. 

Feb.  7.  Beginning  of  instruction  of  negro  children.  The  single 
sisters  and  older  girls  Lauretta  Butner,  Maria  Butner,  Emilie 
Stolz,  and  Clarinda  Oehman  took  charge  of  it.  The  intention  is, 
if  the  Saviour  wills,  to  continue  with  it  every  two  weeks.  Today 
there  were  26  present. 

Feb.  10.  Today  I  stayed  at  home.  Our  little  Johannes  right 
sick. 

Feb.  18.  Colporteur  Cain  was  here  and  appointed  me  as  his 
assistant  and  left  for  me  books  and  tracts  for  dispensing. 

Feb.  26.  Married  two  negro  couples  at  Lemleys. 

Feb.  28.  A  child  baptism  at  Sandy  Kearneys  (Little  daugh- 
ter). 
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March  7.  Visited  at  Br.  John  Spach's  whose  wife,  m.n.  Hau- 
ser,  had  died  about  a  half  hour  before  my  arrival. 

March  16.  Visited  at  Christoph  Shaub's.  His  wife  is  no  longer 
with  him ! 

March  17.  Early  today  James  George,  Conrad's  miller,  fell 
dead.  When  he  got  out  of  bed,  he  had  a  stroke. 

March  18.  Today  died  the  widowed  Br.  Petrus  Hauser  at  the 
age  of  82  years,  2  months  and  18  days. 

March  19.  Held  the  funeral  of  the  late  Jas.  George  at  the 
house  by  the  mill.  From  there  went  to  a  graveyard  not  far  from 
Tim.  Holder's  where  the  deceased  was  buried. 

March  29.  Sr.  Hagen  continues  to  be  sick. 

March  30.  It  got  very  much  worse  with  Sister  Hagen  while  I 
was  away  on  a  visit  at  Maria  Schor's  and  burying  M.  Hauser's 
negro  girl  in  the  new  graveyard.  Was  awake  the  whole  night 
with  my  dear  wife. 

March  31.  Sister  Hagen  very  sick.  Visit  and  help  from  Salem. 

April  1.  Sister  Hagen's  sickness  is  a  congestive  typhus  fever. 

April  2.  Sister  Hagen's  sickness  got  worse  and  worse. 

April  3.  Sister  Hagen  weaker.  There  is  grave  doubt  about  her 
recovery. 

April  U.  Right  after  midnight  Sister  Hagen  was  blessed  for 
her  home-going,  since  the  doctor  and  everybody  had  given  up 
hope  for  her  recovery  and  her  end  was  expected  at  any  hour. 
But  see  there !  The  Saviour  helped  in  the  great  need  for  toward 
evening  she  asked  by  signs  for  a  tablet  and  pencil  and  wrote  for 
she  could  no  longer  speak,  that  she  believed  she  might  get  well 
again.  From  that  hour  on  she  seemed  to  improve. 

April  17.  Today  there  died  after  a  24  hour  sickness  the  single 
Br.  Gottlib  Jacob  Schaub  at  the  age  of  26. 

April  18.  Instead  of  the  English  sermon  today  was  the  elec- 
tion of  two  delegates  of  the  congregation  here  to  the  Prepara- 
tory Provincial  Conference  which  is  approaching. 

April  26.  In  the  afternoon  Br.  Kluge  introduced  the  writer

of  this  to  the  congregation  in  Bethabara  as  their  interim 
pastor. 

May  2.  There  was  a  child  baptism  at  Johnsons'. 

May  5.  Attended  the  Preparatory  Provincial  Conference  in 
Salem. 

May  17.  Went  to  Salem  to  the  conference  but  came  down  with 
fever  and  had  to  stay  in  bed  until  the  20th. 

May  20.  Returned  to  Bethania  but  came  down  with  fever 
again. 

May  29.  Geo.  Holder's  child  was  baptized. 

June  8.  Today  they  began  to  repair  the  Gemeinhouse. 

June  28. 1  visited  several  brethren  in  the  neighborhood  of  John 
Conrad's.  There  seems  to  be  a  desire  to  form  a  little  congregation 
there. 

June  29.  I  visited  in  the  vicinity  of  Pilot  Mountain  and  there 
also  the  wish  was  expressed  that  a  congregation  of  the  Brethren 
might  be  founded. 

July  U.  A  meeting  at  Pleasant  Valley  schoolhouse  and  after- 
ward a  gathering  of  the  neighbors  to  talk  about  the  establishing 
of  a  Sunday  School  there.  The  necessary  preliminaries  were 
taken  care  of  and  the  following  Sunday  set  for  the  beginning. 

July  10.1  visited  the  Philip  Pfaff's.  Here  I  baptized  their  sick 
child. 

July  22.  Attended  the  Salem  division  of  the  Preparatory  Pro- 
vincial Conference. 

Avpendix.  July  U-  In  the  evening  Br.  Senseman  preached. 
There  were  right  many  there  but  mostly  negroes. 

Aug.  3.  There  died  the  married  Sister  Philipina  Christine 
Conrad,  widow  Hauser,  m.n.  Loesch,  at  the  age  of  59  years  and 
4  months. 

Aug.  7.  I  felt  so  poorly  that  at  Dr.  Schuman's  advice  I  did  not 
go  to  Crooked  Run  to  preach. 

Aug.  12.  The  single  Brother  J.  Sandfd.  Reich  was  united  in 
holy  matrimony  with  the  Single  Sister  Emilie  Stolz  in  her 
mother's  home. 
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Aug.  16.  Accompanied  Br.  Zevely  on  a  visit  to  the  mountain 
section  of  Carroll  County,  Virginia,  and  returned  the  25th. 

Aug.  30.  This  afternoon  Abr.  Conrad's  negress  Fanny  died. 

Sept.  U.  After  the  sermon  in  Crooked  Run  a  gathering  of  the 
following  from  this  neighborhood,  brethren  and  friends  namely 
Br.  and  Sr.  Jno.  Grabsen,  Sol  Spoenhauer,  Jacob  Spoenhauer, 
was  held  and  the  wish  was  expressed  that  not  only  as  so  far 
every  four  weeks  there  might  be  a  sermon  preached  in  this 
neighborhood  but  also  that  the  Holy  Communion  might  be  ad- 
ministered here  which  has  already  for  the  present  been  granted 
by  the  P.H.C. 

Sept.  11.  I  went  on  the  road  to  the  new  Busch  Church  near 
Nath.  Pfaffs. 

Sept.  12.  Baptism  of  3  negro  babies  in  the  pastor's  home. 

Sept.  20.  Went  to  Blackburns  protracted  meeting. 

Sept.  21.  Sister  Hagen  went  to  Salem  (for  the  time)  for  the 
marriage  of  her  sister  Emilie  Reichel  to  the  single  Brother  Jos. 
Kummer,  missionary  from  St.  Croix. 

Sept.  22.  Was  at  Jacob  Baumgarten's  and  held  the  funeral  of 
his  late  wife  who  died  on  Monday. 

Sept.  25.  Went  to  a  meeting  place,  a  wood  near  Pfafftown,  to 
take  part  in  a  meeting  of  several  days  there. 

Oct.  3.  The  children  met  in  the  Gemeinhouse  and  were  spoken 
to  individually  and  it  truly  seems  that  the  Saviour  has  worked 
in  many  a  one  of  their  tender  hearts. 

Oct.  J>.  Br.  Zevely  arrived  and  in  the  afternoon  we  set  out  on 
a  visit  into  the  mountain  sections  in  Patrick  and  Carroll 
counties  in  Virginia. 

Oct.  12.  We  returned. 

Nov.  7.  I  gave  a  funeral  sermon  in  Nazareth  Church  (for  four 
negroes  who  had  died)  and  afterward  baptized  3  negro  children. 

Nov.  lb.  Confirmation  of  6  persons.  Names:  Sandford  Reich, 
Minerva  Pfaff,  Lizetta  Pfaff,  Charlotte  Pfaff,  Elisabeth  Sailor, 
Melinda  Pfaff. 

One  who  also  wanted  to  be  confirmed  and  had  received  per- 
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mission  was  sick  and  had  to  stay  at  home,  which  cost  her  many 
tears.  Her  name  is  Lucinda  Sailor. 

Nov.  15.  Visited.  It  became  night  and  I  lost  my  way  in  the 
woods,  but  soon  came  on  the  track  again  and  finally  arrived  at 
home. 

Nov.  18.  I  visited  the  old  Br.  Heinr.  Shulz  for  the  last  time. 
He  was  very  weak  and  went  home  about  one  minute  before 
midnight. 

Nov.  20.  The  Brr.  Solomon  and  Joseph  Spoenhauer  were  con- 
firmed. 

Nov.  21.  I  visited  with  the  negro  Br.  James  (Spiess's)  over 
whom  I  must  rejoice. 

Nov.  23.  Today  I  went  to  Julius  Caesar  Glassock's  to  ad- 
minister baptism  to  him.  He  is  very  sick.  Since  it  continued  to 
be  very  stormy  only  a  few  people  were  there  and  the  baptism 
was  postponed. 

Nov.  2U.  I  went  on  invitation  to  the  Bethania  mill  and  held 
the  funeral  of  Lewis  Reich  who  died  day  before  yesterday. 

Dec.  1.  Rainy,  cold  and  icy. 

Dec.  9.  I  rode  to  German  town  and  visited  the  prisoners  in 
prison  and  talked  to  them.  One  did  not  answer.  Another  who 
recently  12  miles  from  here,  it  is  said,  in  a  drunken  brawl  had 
murdered  his  own  Br.  by  throwing  a  stone  at  him,  declared 
himself  repentant  and  intended  to  take  refuge  with  the  Saviour. 

Dec.  11. 1  baptized  the  above  mentioned  Julius  Caesar  Glassock 
and  his  little  son,  Julius  Spencer.  So  now  he  belongs  to  the  con- 
gregation which  has  been  formed  in  this  neighborhood. 

Dec.  11*.  In  the  morning  it  rained  and  stormed  hard.  Toward 
noon  it  cleared  and  was  very  cold.  This  was  very  much  to  be 
desired,  as  we  slaughtered. 

Minutes  of  the  Committee  in  Bethania,  1847. 
[Extracts  translated. 1 

Jan.  10. 

2.  The  request  of  Melinda  Pfaff,  m.n.  Stockburger,  married 
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to  our  Br.  Philip  Pfaff,  to  belong  to  the  congregation  here  was 
approved  by  the  committee. 

3.  Permission  was  also  given  to  the  girl  Emmeline  Stanley 
who  lives  at  the  home  of  Friedrich  Holder  to  join  the  congre- 
gation. 

4.  A  proposal  to  lay  out  a  new  graveyard  for  negroes  was 
presented  and  approved. 

5.  The  question  as  to  whether  a  new  copper  kettle  for  the 
Gemeinhouse  should  be  procured  since  the  present  one  leaks 
was  answered:  Let  them  mend  it. 

Jan.  17. 

1.  The  Brr.  approved  the  proposal  to  make  the  drain. 

2.  In  regard  to  the  new  negroes'  graveyard  it  was  still 
further  decided  that  the  pastor  should  try  to  collect  the  means 
for  building  a  fence  by  collections  and  that  75  cents  should  be 
paid  for  each  grave  by  the  owners  of  the  negroes  and  a  grave- 
stone be  procured  on  which  at  least  the  name  and  date  of  death 
should  be  marked.  Further,  when  the  graveyard  has  been  ar- 
ranged for,  the  gate  is  to  stay  closed  and  the  key  kept  in  the  Ge- 
meinhouse. When  a  grave  is  to  be  made,  it  is  to  be  reported  to  the 
pastor  who  then  goes  out  and  points  out  the  place  the  grave  is 
to  be  made.  In  a  case  where  a  negro  dies  who  belongs  to  the 
congregation  and  his  master  is  not  willing  to  give  the  75  cents 
for  his  grave,  a  burial  place  is  to  be  given  him  anyway. 

3.  The  committee  approved  that  an  effort  be  made  to  bring 
religious  instruction  to  negro  children  through  storytelling  and 
talks. 

4.  The  matter  of  the  wash  kettle  was  brought  up  again.  To 
the  report  that  it  has  been  mended  but  it  still  leaks  the  reply 
was  made  that  a  new  one  should  be  bought  but  it  should  be  iron. 

Jan.  24. 

1.  To  the  question  as  to  whether  repairing  of  the  house  was 
not  needed,  the  committee  said  that  Br.  H.  Butner  should  be 
asked  to  take  care  of  it. 

3.  It  was  approved  that  until  Palm  Sunday  each  Tuesday  eve- 
ning a  passion  week  sermon  should  be  preached. 

Feb.  21. 

It  was  approved  for  John  Conrad's  wife  (on  the  river)  to  be- 
come a  member  of  our  congregation  by  baptism. 
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March  21. 

Br.  C.  F.  Kluge  announced  to  the  Brr.  of  the  committee  that 
it  was  the  wish  of  the  P.H.C.  that  Br.  Hagen,  pastor  here, 
beside  his  present  service  should  also  undertake  the  serving  of 
the  congregation  in  Bethabara,  to  which  after  some  considera- 
tion the  Brr.  gave  their  consent  under  the  definite  proviso  that 
the  congregation  here  should  give  up  nothing  of  its  customary 
service. 

April  2b. 

Br.  Herman  Butner,  as  delegate  from  here  to  the  Preparatory 
Provincial  Conference  to  be  held  in  Salem  was  present. 

This  meeting  of  the  committee  was  arranged  for  by  our  com- 
municant brothers  and  under  their  authorization  the  following 
memorial  was  prepared : 

Memorial  of  the  congregation  in  and  around  Bethania  to 
the  Preparatory  Provincial  Conference  of  the  Wachovia 
congregation  to  be  held  in  Salem  in  the  month  of  April 
1847  and  in  regard  to  the  Synod  of  the  Brethren  of  the 
Unity  planned  for  1847. 

After  on  April  18  as  a  result  of  a  document  of  the  Wachovia 
P.H.C.  a  meeting  of  the  communicant  Brr.  of  the  congregation 
in  and  around  Bethania  had  been  held  (21  Brr.  were  present) 
and  then  the  two  Brr.  Herman  Butner  with  19  votes  and  Solo- 
mon Pfaff  with  16  had  been  chosen  as  delegates  of  the  congre- 
gation here  to  the  above-mentioned  Preparatory  Provincial  Con- 
ference in  Salem  and  had  accepted  the  appointment,  it  was  re- 
called that  it  was  now  time  that  the  congregation  in  and  around 
Bethania  should  make  known  to  these  their  delegates  their  even- 
tual desires  to  the  Preparatory  Provincial  Conference  where- 
upon it  was  left  unanimously  to  the  existing  committee  here  by 
the  congregation  to  take  the  afore-mentioned  desires  in  consid- 
eration and  to  compose  them  according  to  their  discretion  and 
then  with  suitable  voucher  it  should  be  handed  over  to  the  dele- 
gates for  presentation  to  the  Preparatory  Provincial  Confer- 
ence. Particularly  however  the  congregation  assured,  as  suit- 
able, their  delegates  unconditionally  independent  speech  and 
freedom  of  voice,  because  it  places  complete  confidence  in  its 
dear  representatives. 

Nevertheless  the  local  committee  met  on  Saturday  the  24th 
and  in  the  presence  of  one  delegate,  Br.  Herman  Butner,  (the 
other  delegate  could  not  be  present)  it  was  unanimously  decided 
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to  have  the  following  points  in  the  name  of  the  congregation  laid 
before  the  approaching  Preparatory  Provincial  Conference  in 
Salem  by  the  delegates  for  further  consideration,  as  are : 

1.  While  we  as  members  of  the  congregation  here  in  Bethania 
cannot  do  otherwise  than  herewith  bear  witness  to  our  gratitude 
that  our  dear  Saviour  has  allowed  our  forefathers,  us  and  our 
dear  children  to  delight  in  so  many  blessings  in  the  bosom  of  the 
Brr.  and  that  we  look  on  it  as  a  great  grace  if  we  can  have  a 
part  in  these  congregational  blessings,  thus  we  wish  to  bring  to 
attention  a  circumstance  which  is  that  we  are  subjected  to  a 
deep  and  painful  lack  in  a  congregational  training  and  even  in 
a  practical  education  for  our  children,  which  on  our  part  cir- 
cumstances seem  to  forbid  us  to  help  and  so  we  feel  moved  here- 
with to  request  sincerely  that  it  be  taken  under  advisement  as 
to  whether  it  would  not  only  be  possible  but  useful  and  blessing- 
bringing  for  our  congregation  and  the  neighborhood  near  and 
far,  if  a  boarding  school  for  boys  were  erected  here  and  we 
wish  to  have  this  request  referred  to  the  proper  place  for  de- 
cision. 

2.  We  declare  herewith  that  we  consider  it  the  high  calling 
of  the  brethren  not  only  through  the  influence  which  our  educa- 
tional institutions  exert  on  the  youth  of  the  congregation  but 
also  on  those  outside  children  lacking  our  care,  to  be  effective 
for  the  furthering  of  the  cause  of  our  Saviour  but  especially 
also  through  preaching  and  gatherings  of  the  congregation  to 
win  souls  for  the  Saviour  and  to  be  sure  from  the  midst  of  our 
fellow  citizens,  citizens  of  this,  our  fatherland,  which  gives  and 
affords  us  the  priceless  freedom  of  religion  and  we  therefore 
here  raise  our  voice  in  favor  of  a  proposal  to  be  made  by  the 
Preparatory  Provincial  Conference  to  the  synod  that  measures 
might  be  taken  to  further  the  spread  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ 
through  the  service  of  the  Brr.  congregation  here  in  the  United 
States  and  especially  in  the  West  and  that  a  plan  for  the  carry- 
ing out  of  this  ultimate  purpose  be  laid  before  the  synod  for 
approval. 

3.  In  truth  we  desire  herewith  to  give  evidence  of  our  opinion 
that  we  recognize  it  as  very  desirable  and  agreeable  to  God  and 
also  recommend  it  to  the  approval  of  the  synod  that  at  such 
times  when  it  is  publicly  seen  that  the  Saviour  is  preparing  to 
build  His  Zion  one  should  not  stand  back  but  that  all  our 
strength  should  be  exerted  and  if  the  people  desire  it,  whether 
it  be  in  the  already  existing  congregation  or  outside,  stand  at 
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their  service  so  often  and  so  richly  with  the  gospel  as  possible, 
indeed  2  or  3  or  more  days  after  each  other  and  to  be  sure  with 
the  united  work  of  several  Brr.  praise  the  bloody  grace  of  the 
Saviour  to  His  people;  especially  in  hours  of  prayer  and  edi- 
fication, in  bands  and  groups  be  favorable  to  individual  souls 
for  the  right  grace  so  that  also  the  gifts  lying  in  the  brothers 
and  sisters  be  wakened  to  the  private  and  public  best  interest 
and  brought  into  use.  For  this  holy  and  necessary  purpose  we 
also  recommend  that  in  the  Preparatory  Conference  a  plan  of 
work  fitted  to  the  customs  of  the  land  and  its  needs  as  well  as 
to  the  present  spirit  of  the  time  be  worked  out  and  laid  before 
the  synod. 

4.  Since  we  have  heard  that  at  present  there  is  talk  of  a 
separation  of  the  American  congregation  from  the  rest  of  the 
Unity,  we  declared  herewith  that  such  a  measure  would  be  dis- 
approved from  our  hearts,  and  as  thus  far  also  in  the  future 
we  wish  to  remain  under  the  control  of  the  general  synod  of  the 
U.A.C.  and  its  representatives  and  its  authority  thus  far  used, 
but  we  add  the  following  request  that  between  the  general 
synods  of  the  whole  Unity  at  least  an  American  synod  be  held 
and  to  be  sure  for  the  maintenance  of  union  with  the  Unity  as 
a  whole  under  the  presiding  of  a  brother  chosen  by  lot  from  the 
U.A.C,  and  that  the  conclusions  of  the  Provincial  Synod  about 
American  affairs  be  allowed  to  be  settled,  if  such  can  be  done 
without  prejudice  to  the  welfare  of  the  Unity  as  a  whole.  We 
also  add  that  it  would  be  highly  desirable  if  at  once  after  such 
a  Provincial  Synod  by  the  afore-mentioned  brother  from  the 
U.A.C.  in  company  with  another  chosen  also  by  lot  from  our 
American  H.C.  a  visitation  as  exact  as  possible  of  all  American 
congregations  and  posts  might  be  undertaken  from  which  we 
expect  many  blessings  from  the  Saviour. 

That  the  above  memorial  expresses  the  mind  and  will  of  the 
committee  in  Bethania  and  is  to  be  regarded  as  their  wish, 
we  attest  in  the  name  and  under  the  authorization  of  this  com- 
mittee with  the  subscribing  of  our  names  and  with  heartfelt 
greetings  remain  bound  in  love  to  you.

2.  At  their  requests  admission  was  granted  to  our  congre- 
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gation  of  the  single  Charlotte  and  Lisette  (Christian)  Pfaff 
and  likewise  to  John  Conrad  (on  the  river)  who  has  also  de- 
clared his  wish  in  this  respect. 

June  6. 

1.  The  need  of  a  workman  for  the  repair  of  the  Gemeinhouse 
was  taken  under  consideration  and  it  was  decided  the  Brr. 
Jacob  Werner  and  Reinhold  Oehman  should  be  asked  to  look 
after  it. 

2.  It  was  suggested  by  the  head  Saaldiener  (Br.  Transou) 
that  some  dieners  were  not  so  prompt  as  was  becoming.  They 
considered  it  necessary  to  do  something  in  this  matter. 

Aug.  29. 

2.  The  head  Saaldiener  brought  to  mind  that  the  wheat  con- 
tribution was  not  in  as  good  order  as  it  should  be,  on  which 
the  Brr.  took  up  the  matter  and  wanted  to  do  something  about  it. 

3.  Also  the  idea  was  expressed  that  they  could  help  in  the 
diener  affair  by  arranging  a  special  occasion  for  the  Saaldiener 
along  with  the  Brr.  and  Srr.  who  help  with  the  music  and  also 
with  the  Brr.  of  the  committee,  when  their  special  function 
was  presented  in  the  congregation  and  then  they  should  be 
stirred  on  to  mutual  confidence  in  each  other  and  a  little  love- 
feast  should  bind  them  together. 

Nov.  7. 

The  Brr.  Wm.  Hy.  Van  Vleck  and  C.  F.  Kluge  of  Salem  were 
present.  Some  other  Brr.  from  the  village  had  been  invited  to 
be  present. 

1.  Br.  Van  Vleck  announced  that  the  request  of  the  congre- 
gation here  to  the  Preparatory  Provincial  Conference  recently 
held  in  Salem  in  regard  to  the  establishing  of  a  Boarding  School 
in  Bethania  has  been  taken  under  consideration  and  that  at  the 
request  of  the  Preparatory  Provincial  Conference  the  Brr.  of 
the  P.H.C.  in  Salem  would  be  willing  to  investigate  the  matter 
more  carefully.  In  the  name  of  the  P.H.C.  Br.  Van  Vleck  made 
known  the  following  thoughts  about  the  establishing  of  such  an 
institution. 

1.  That  the  P.H.C.  had  thought  it  would  be  most  advisable 
to  proceed  carefully  in  the  beginning  and  begin  in  a  small  way 
and  to  this  end  at  first  to  engage  only  one  teacher  and  to  assure 
him  of  a  definite  salary  (about  $200  for  the  first  year).  Ques- 
tion: If  the  school  money  would  not  cover  this  salary,  would 
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the  citizens  be  willing  in  Bethania  to  help  supply  something  of 
that  lacking  in  the  first  year  and  how  much? 

2.  Since  they  probably  must  not  for  the  time  risk  the  cost 
of  building,  nothing  was  left  except  to  use  the  schoolroom  in  the 
Gemeinhouse,  but  since  this  room  and  also  the  hall  and  steps 
were  in  need  of  repairs,  the  question  arises:  Are  the  citizens 
in  Bethania  willing  to  take  care  of  these  improvements,  as  well 
as  to  supply  tables,  benches,  stove,  cupboard,  etc.  ? 

3.  Since  also  for  the  first  year  it  will  be  impractical  to  take 
care  of  the  boarders  in  the  school  building,  nothing  is  left  ex- 
cept to  lodge  them  in  homes  of  families  for  a  time  until  further 
construction  can  be  made.  Question:  Will  the  citizens  in  Beth- 
ania be  willing  to  take  over  the  board  and  lodging  of  the  pupils  ? 

4.  As  stated,  this  effort  to  start  a  school  would  be  for  now 
looked  upon  only  as  a  trial  for  a  year.  If  they  have  a  good 
prospect  later,  they  might  with  the  Lord's  blessing  take  further 
steps. 

5.  As  to  school  materials,  such  as  books,  maps  etc.  the  Brr. 
are  willing  to  supply  them  from  Salem. 

6.  The  brothers  asked  to  lay  the  above-mentioned  matters 
before  a  meeting  of  the  citizens  and  to  make  a  report  on  it  later. 

7.  The  necessity  of  painting  the  Gemeinsaal  both  inside  and 
outside  was  taken  under  advisement,  but  it  was  found  desirable 
to  postpone  it  somewhat  longer. 

8.  It  was  announced  that  Jacob  Spoenhauer  no  longer  be- 
longs to  the  congregation. 

9.  On  his  application  Christian  Pfaff  with  his  minor  chil- 
dren was  readmitted  to  the  congregation  by  the  Committee  and 
the  P.H.C.  Also  the  following  persons  were  approved  for  con- 
firmation on  August  14  by  the  committee  and  the  P.H.C. :

Nov.  10. 

Several  citizens  met  in  the  Gemeinhouse  among  whom  were 
three  who  do  not  belong  to  the  congregation.  Ths  pastor  laid 
before  this  meeting  the  above  proposals  and  questions  of  the 
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P.H.C.  They  were  pleased  over  the  prospect  of  getting  a  school. 
Willingness  was  evidenced  by  those  present  for  taking  part  in 
the  establishment  of  the  school. 

1.  In  answer  to  the  question  as  to  whether  the  citizens  were 
willing  to  help  supply  something  to  the  end  of  the  year  for  the 
lacking  salary  for  the  teacher,  the  reply  was  that  they  would 
pay  half  of  it  but  in  case  there  was  a  surplus  at  the  end  of  the 
first  year,  half  of  it  should  come  to  those  in  Bethania  who  had 
helped  bear  the  first  expenses. 

2.  Also  the  citizens  present  were  willing  to  undertake  the  im- 
provements mentioned  for  the  Gemeinhouse  and  right  away  on 
this  evening  for  this  purpose  $19.50  was  subscribed,  which 
would  be  due  as  soon  as  it  had  come  to  the  point  that  the  in- 
tended institution  was  to  be  begun. 

3.  Some  of  the  brethren  present  and  their  friends  declared 
themselves  willing  for  the  first  year  to  board  the  pupils  in  their 
families  and  it  was  believed  that  still  others  would  be  found 
willing  to  do  that. 

(Later  the  subscription  for  covering  the  expense  with  the 
arranging  of  a  schoolroom  in  the  Gemeinhouse  etc.  ran  to  $32.) 

Minutes  of  the  Committee  of  Friedberg,  184-7, 
[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  2. 

It  was  decided  to  cover  the  porch  roof  on  the  north  side  and 
Christian  Rippel  promised  to  deliver  1,000  shingles  at  $2  a 
thousand. 

The  companies  shall  work  on  the  repair  as  soon  as  possible. 
April  24. 

2.  The  pastor  presented  a  proposal  of  the  gravedigger,  Br. 
Jesse  Mack.  He  proposed  namely  to  lower  the  price  of  graves 
somewhat.  He  will  dig  the  graves  of  adults  for  $1.50  and  the 
smaller  ones  for  $1  without  however  finding  the  boards.  If  he 
is  to  do  the  latter  also,  he  asks  $1.50  for  each  individual  grave. 
The  first-mentioned  proposal  was  adopted  by  the  committee. 

3.  Since  Br.  Rippel  cannot  deliver  the  whole  number  of 
shingles  for  the  porch  roof  he  was  commissioned  to  buy  700 
more  at  congregation  expense  as  cheaply  as  possible.  The  roof- 
ing will  be  done  by  companies  under  Danl.  Spach,  Sen.,  and  Geo. 
Tesch. 
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4.  Br.  Danl.  Spach  announced  that  he  had  named  as  dieners 
Br.  and  Sr.  William  Weaver  in  place  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Mack 
who  have  gone  to  serve  in  the  mission  among  the  Cherokees. 
The  committee  approved  this. 

Aug.  28. 

5.  Since  for  some  years  strangers  have  been  buried  in  our 
graveyard  without  the  payment  of  the  settled  $3,  it  is  believed, 
it  might  be  worthwhile  to  demand  the  money  anew,  especially 
because  at  present  only  a  little  is  left  in  the  treasury  and  a  con- 
siderable debt  is  not  covered. 

The  treasurer  was  authorized  to  pay  4  or  5  dollars  to  Br. 
Theodor  Pf ohl  in  Salem  to  cover  a  debt  owed  to  him. 

Nov.  30. 

By  authorization  of  the  Preparatory  Provincial  Conference 
held  last  May  the  Brr.  Van  Vleck  and  Kluge  were  on  hand  to 
advise  with  the  committee  about  an  increase  in  the  small  salary 
of  the  pastor. 

2.  After  a  thorough  exchange  of  ideas  about  the  matter  men- 
tioned it  was  decided  to  abide  by  the  present  regulation  and  to 
urge  that  it  be  observed  generally  where  possible.  It  was  be- 
lieved that  from  the  60  whole  families  in  the  congregation  be- 
sides several  half  (widows  and  widowers)  surely  50  could  pay 
the  contributions.  Since  the  rest  are  almost  too  poor  to  do  it, 
the  committee  is  free  to  excuse  them.  The  contributions  of  50 
would  give  the  pastor  an  adequate  salary  since  it  was  quite  gen- 
erally agreed  that  a  more  systematic  demand  and  collection  of 
contributions  would  surely  bring  more  for  the  pastor,  it  was 
decided  that  the  pastor  should  keep  a  regular  book  while  the 
accounts  of  all  householders  were  systematically  entered  and 
that  each  captain  of  a  company  should  have  a  book  with  his 
members,  which  at  every  meeting  of  the  committee  should  be 
compared  with  the  book  of  the  pastor. 

If  a  Br.  or  several  Brr.  do  not  pay  their  contributions  in  good 
time,  the  captain  is  to  remind  them  in  a  kindly  way. 

3.  No  Br.  is  to  be  relieved  of  any  debt  without  its  being 
granted  by  a  formal  decision  of  the  committee. 

5.  Since  some  Brr.  in  the  near  vicinity  of  Friedberg  who 
cannot  easily  pay  their  contributions  would  prefer  to  work  the 
congregational  land  for  the  pastor,  the  collector  is  to  aid  the 
pastor  by  reminding  these  Brr.  at  the  right  time  about  the 
matter. 
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6.  To  get  this  system  started  one  must  talk  it  over  in  a 
friendly  way  and  not  use  strict  discipline. 

Diary  of  Friedberg  and  Hope,  184-7. 

[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  19.  During  the  last  half  of  this  week  I  was  in  Salem  at 
the  home  of  my  parents  since  my  dear  mother  was  very  sick  and 
was  rapidly  approaching  her  home-going  after  a  sickness  of  a 
whole  year.  Friday  the  22nd  she  was  blessed  by  Br.  Van  Vleck 
and  Sunday  afternoon  the  24th  she  departed  in  a  very  gentle 
and  blessed  manner. 

Jan.  30.  In  the  evening  I  was  sent  for  to  go  to  the  home  of 
Br.  and  Sr.  Thos.  Spach  to  baptize  their  youngest-born  little 
son  who  was  very  weak  from  fever. 

Feb.  3.  The  funeral  in  Hopewell  of  the  deceased  child  Thomas 
Zimmerman. 

Feb.  U.  Today  I  held  the  funeral  of  the  deceased  Catherina 
Lang  in  the  Possum  Town  church. 

Feb.  5.  In  Hope  the  funeral  of  the  deceased  James  Jarvis. 

Feb.  23.  Br.  Jacob  Frey  had  died  at  the  age  of  51  years  and 
11  days. 

Feb.  2k.  The  funeral  in  Hope  of  the  married  Henry  Beroth,  a 
nonmember  from  Stokes  County. 

Feb.  28.  I  held  the  funeral  of  the  youth  Henry  Granderson 
Krause  who  died  on  the  evening  of  the  26th  in  Hope.  He  was  a 
son  of  the  sister  of  the  recently  deceased  Jacob  Frey. 

March  1U.  There  preached  in  Friedberg  David  Weesner,  a 
local  preacher  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 

March  15.  I  held  in  Good  Hope  the  funeral  of  the  deceased 
Solomon  Hanes. 

March  1 7.  This  morning  there  died  Salome  Fischel  at  the  age 
of  36  years  and  19  days. 

March  21.  There  was  a  solemn  ordination  service  when  Br. 
Edward  Jacob  Mack,  who  has  received  a  call  to  service  with  the 
mission  among  the  Cherokees,  was  ordained  as  a  deacon  of  the 
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Brethren's  Church  by  Br.  Van  Vleck.  This  meeting  was  es- 
pecially interesting  because  such  a  service  had  never  before 
taken  place  in  Friedberg. 

March  2U.  We  were  at  Chr.  Hege's  who  celebrated  his  jubilee 
birthday. 

April  1.  Between  the  meetings  in  Hope  there  was  an  elec- 
tion of  a  delegate  for  the  Preparatory  Provincial  Conference  to 
be  held  in  May.  Br.  Christian  Seitz  was  elected. 

April  Jf.  Easter  Sunday,  In  the  morning  it  rained  so  hard 
that  the  meeting  had  to  be  postponed  for  an  hour.  There  was  a 
great  throng  of  people  present. 

April  20.  I  found  the  sick  Wesley  Peck  much  worse  than  yes- 
terday. In  the  evening  when  I  visited  again  at  Br.  Jesse  Mack's 
I  found  W.  P.  dead.  He  did  not  belong  to  the  congregation. 

April  20.  The  marriage  of  the  single  John  W.  Thomas  to  the 
Single  Sister  Eleanor  Boeckel  in  Tobias  Boeckel's  home. 

May  2.  Sermon  by  A.  Norman,  Circuit  Preacher  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  Davidson  County. 

May  9.  The  funeral  in  Friedberg  of  the  suddenly  deceased 
Elisab.  Miller,  not  belonging  to  the  congregation. 

May  12.  Congregational  festival.  The  following  children  were 
received :  Names :  Solomon  Augustus  Spach,  Andrew  Peter  Glad- 
felter,  Mary  Magdalena  Spach,  Anna  Seitz,  Sarah  Anna  Kimmel. 

May  16.  I  held  the  memorial  sermon  of  the  deceased  married 
Maria  Hoffman,  m.n.  Schneider,  in  the  Good  Hope  Church. 

May  23.  Whitsunday  confirmation  and  baptism.  Names:  The 
married  Rahel  Isabella  Ebert,  the  Single  Eveline  Boggs,  the 
married  Philip  Rominger,  the  married  Sr.  Anna  Rosina  Ro- 
minger,  the  widowed  Sr.  Elizabeth  Wohlfarth,  the  married 
Amanda  Spach,  the  single  Elizabeth  Vogler,  Anna  Melvina 
Reich,  Elizabeth  Jannetta  Spach,  Louisa  Spach. 

May  26.  There  died  Thomas  Spach  (Jos.)  who  had  been  very 
sick  with  a  pain  in  his  side.  He  was  a  single  brother  and  his 
age  was  36  years,  11  months  and  16  days. 

June  2.  We  visited  again  the  sick  Sister  Spach.  In  the  night 
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between  3  and  4  she  died  gently  and  blessedly.  Her  age  was  29 
years,  1  month  and  5  days.  (Elisabeth  Spach,  m.n.  Tesch.) 

June  15.  Although  I  was  still  not  well  we  went  to  Hope  where 
I  conducted  the  funeral  of  Andreas  Werner  who  had  died  sud- 
denly. He  was  buried  on  the  Jarvis  plantation. 

June  27.  In  the  morning  after  the  usual  opening  of  the  Sun- 
day School,  I  gave  instruction  to  the  first  two  classes,  men  and 
women,  in  the  holy  truths.  This  will  be  held  regularly  in  the 
morning  of  the  second  and  fourth  Sundays  in  the  month. 

July  18.  I  held  the  memorial  sermon  for  the  deceased  Lucy 
Spach,  widow  of  Friedrich  Spach  at  her  home. 

July  28.  I  visited  at  Sol  Fischers  and  Swaim's  where  the 
mother  Sarah  Spach  lives  since  the  death  of  her  son. 

July  31.  I  rode  to  Clemmonstown  and  gave  instruction  to 
Mary  Frey,  daughter  of  the  late  Jacob  Frey  as  preparation  for 
her  reception  in  the  Hope  congregation  at  the  congregational 
festival.  As  her  sister  Lydia  had  recently  been  very  sick,  she 
could  not  be  present  this  time.  The  former  lives  with  Sr.  Mary 
Clemmons  and  the  latter  with  Dr.  Mclver.  Both  parents  are 
dead. 

Aug.  19.  We  visited  some  families  in  the  vicinity  of  Fried- 
land.  We  did  not  find  Br.  and  Sr.  Reuz  at  home  but  we  were  able 
to  have  a  view  of  the  new  church  as  far  as  it  has  progressed. 

Aug.  26.  The  congregation  festival  in  Hope.  Because  of  the 
high  water  we  had  to  go  far  around.  A  new  committee  was 
chosen  consisting  of:  Christian  Seitz  as  lovefeast  steward, 
Friedrich  Null  as  communion  steward  and  George  Fischer  as 
collector. 

Two  were  taken  into  the  congregation.  Names:  Lydia  and 
Maria  Frey. 

Aug.  29.  I  attended  a  several  days'  meeting  of  Lutherans  in 
Hopewell.  This  month  as  well  as  the  whole  spring  and  summer 
was  unusually  wet.  The  hay  harvest  which  begins  in  August, 
was  made  very  difficult  by  rain  and  floods. 

Sept.  21.  Today  my  sister  Anna  Lavinia  who  was  visiting  in 
our  home  became  so  violently  sick  that  one  had  to  despair  of  her 
recovery.  After  a  serious  struggle  over  repentance  she  was  com- 
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pletely  reconciled  with  her  Saviour  and  felt  joy  over  her  de- 
parture and  being  with  Jesus.  My  dear  father  and  oldest  sister 
with  the  doctor  came  from  Salem  but  all  remedies  applied  were 
in  vain.  In  the  evening  with  the  singing  of  a  verse  she  departed 
gently  and  blessedly  at  the  age  of  15  years  and  almost  7  months. 

Sept.  22.  We  took  her  lifeless  body  to  Salem. 

Sept.  29.  We  heard  the  news  that  Louisa  James,  m.n.  Boeckel, 
had  died.  She  was  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 

In  this  month  many  of  our  brethren  were  sick  with  fever  but 
no  one  died  of  it. 

Oct.  9.  There  was  religious  instruction  for  the  youths  in 
Pleasant  Fork.  So  far  this  instruction  has  been  well  attended. 

Oct.  10.  The  sermon  in  Hopewell  was  in  the  German  lan- 
guage since  the  young  people  who  are  usually  present  had  gone 
to  a  Baptist  meeting  being  held  for  several  days  at  Friendship 
and  my  audience  consisted  of  older  people,  many  of  whom  pre- 
fer the  German  language. 

This  month  has  not  been  lacking  in  encouraging  and  discour- 
aging experiences.  The  cornhuskings  very  frequent  this  fall 
became  very  harmful  often  to  our  young  people  since  at  them 
the  behaviour  of  many  was  disgraceful.  As  concerns  the  health 
of  the  region,  it  has  again  been  rather  good.  But  there  are  here 
and  there  as  usual  sick  people  suffering  from  colds. 

Nov.  21.  Since  the  weather  this  month  was  very  mild,  sick- 
ness was  feared.  This  anxiety  was  not  without  reason.  Pains  in 
the  side  and  violent  headaches  appeared. 

Dec.  5.  On  my  way  to  Hope  I  learned  the  news  that  yesterday 
afternoon  after  an  illness  of  some  days  the  widowed  Br.  Green- 
bury  Peddycoard  had  died.  His  age  was  72  years,  7  months  and 
14  days. 

Nov.  11.  Friday.  We  were  surprised  by  the  sad  news  that  the 
Single  Sister  Anna  Melvina  Reich  had  died  last  night.  This  was 
the  more  surprising  since  we  had  seen  her  well  in  the  home  of 
her  parents  last  night.  She  was  to  have  been  married  next  week. 
Her  age  was  21  years  and  23  days. 

Nov.  18.  I  was  called  in  the  night  to  Phillip  Reich's  since  their 
son  Jacob  Harrison  was  sick  with  a  violent  headache.  I  stayed 
until  the  next  morning. 
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Nov.  19.  The  single  Brother  Jacob  Harrison  Reich  died.  His 
age  was  16  years,  11  months  less  3  days. 

Nov.  23.  I  performed  the  marriage  in  James  Thomas'  house 
of  the  single  Constantine  Reich  and  Cath.  Thomas. 

Nov.  25.  We  were  surprised  by  the  news  that  the  married 
Elizabeth  Spach,  m.n.  Schott,  had  died.  Her  age  was  39  years, 
8  months  and  2  days. 

Nov.  31.  On  my  way  to  Hope,  I  stopped  at  the  home  of  G. 
Spach  and  at  the  request  of  the  mother  baptized  the  little  daugh- 
ter of  the  married  negroes  William  and  Maria  (Polly). 

Friedland  Diary,  1847. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Feb.  1.  A  number  of  brethren  came  to  commence  the  framing 
of  the  new  church. 

Feb.  8.  Visited  George  Rued,  found  him  dying,  prayed  at  his 
bedside  and  shortly  after  he  expired. 

Feb.  9.  Buried  George  Rued.  He  was  the  oldest  son  of  Br. 
Charles  Rued  and  Elisabeth,  m.n.  Vogler.  He  was  born  on  the 
3rd  of  November,  1809  and  by  his  parents  presented  to  the  Lord 
in  the  ordinance  of  holy  baptism  on  the  18th  of  the  same  month. 
He  was  received  into  the  congregation  on  the  18th  of  February 
in  1822  and  married  on  the  27th  of  August  1835  to  Maria  Mar- 
garet, daughter  of  Frederick  Hine  and  Elisabeth,  m.n.  Vogler. 
This  union  was  blessed  with  4  children,  1  daughter  and  3  sons, 
all  of  them  still  living. 

Feb.  1^.  At  the  close  of  the  preaching  service  the  infant 
daughter  of  Amos  and  Eliza  Steward  born  the  27th  of  Novem- 
ber 1846  was  baptized  and  named  Eliza  Jane.  I  preached  at 
Kernersville. 

Feb.  16.  Buried  Frederick  Hine.  He  attained  the  age  of  77 
years,  3  months  and  5  days.  He  was  born  November  9,  1769  at 
Broad  Bay  and  was  brought  to  North  Carolina  by  his  parents 
in  1772  and  was  married  April  8,  1788  to  the  Single  Sister 
Elisabeth  Vogler.  Their  family  numbers  12  children,  7  of  whom 
are  still  alive. 

Feb.  18.  Congregation  Festival.  The  day  being  very  unfavor-

able  on  account  of  the  rain  Br.  Van  Vleck  was  unable  to  be  with 
us.  The  majority  of  the  congregation,  however,  came  and  the 
usual  meetings  were  held.  First  an  introductory  meeting  from 
the  daily  Word.  Second  a  congregational  conference  in  refer- 
ence to  tearing  down  the  old  church  in  which  it  was  concluded 
to  set  apart  the  first  day  of  March  for  that  purpose.  After  this 
conference  was  a  lovefeast  during  which  Br.  Huebener  read  a 
circular  from  the  P.H.C.  announcing  that  the  General  Synod 
would  meet  in  Germany  in  1848  and  that  previously  there  would 
be  a  provincial  preparatory  conference  consisting  of  lay  dele- 
gates and  the  ministers  of  the  different  congregations  to  as- 
semble at  Salem  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  matters  to  lay 
before  the  body  for  their  deliberation  and  sanction. 

Feb,  29.  Preached  from  the  84th  Psalm  verses  10  and  11,  it 
being  the  last  Sabbath  preaching  which  was  to  be  held  in  our 
old  chapel  it  was  to  all  present  a  solemn  and  interesting  occasion. 

March  1.  Commenced  removing  our  venerable  church  and 
by  night  the  whole  was  torn  down  and  the  principal  part  of  the 
rubbish  was  removed.  Br.  Huebener  spent  part  of  the  day  with 
us  and  on  his  way  here  he  was  thrown  from  his  horse  but  provi- 
dentially preserved  without  injury. 

March  3.  The  Brr.  Van  Vleck,  Huebener,  Kluge  and  Pfohl 
came  to  officiate  in  the  ceremonies  of  laying  the  cornerstone. 
The  Salem  Band  of  Sacred  Music  likewise  lent  their  aid. 

Br.  Huebener  opened  the  ceremonies  by  an  address  after 
which  the  copper  box  prepared  for  the  purpose  during  the  sing- 
ing of  a  hymn  (given  out  by  Br.  Pfohl)  was  soldered  by  Br. 
John  Vogler  and  placed  in  the  cavity  by  Br.  Van  Vleck.  This  box 
contained  a  Bible,  hymnbook,  textbook  and  a  sheet  of  paper 
upon  which  was  recorded  the  names  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  the  Vice-President,  the  Governor  of  this  State, 
the  Provincial  Conference,  the  Committee  of  Friedland,  the 
building  committee,  the  laborers,  the  number  of  the  congrega- 
tion at  the  close  of  last  year,  and  the  number  of  our  congrega- 
tions in  the  Wachovia  Province.  After  the  box  was  placed  in  the 
cavity,  a  preparation  of  hydraulic  cement  was  put  on  and  on 
that  a  portion  of  lime,  mortar  and  then  the  capstone  was  let 
down  by  the  ministerial  brethren.  Br.  Van  Vleck  then  standing 
upon  the  stone  offered  an  appropriate  prayer.  Br.  Kluge  then 
gave  out  a  hymn  which  was  sung  together  with  the  benediction. 
The  brethren  then  commenced  raising  the  new  building. 
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March  28.  Palm  Sunday.  Read  the  history  of  the  day  and 
then  preached.  Then  an  election  of  the  committee  was  held 
and  the  subscription  for  the  maintenance  of  the  minister  was 
renewed  and  a  steward  appointed  to  collect  the  same. 

April  11.  Two  children  were  baptized:  Lewis  Sandford  Davis, 
son  of  John  Davis  and  Elisabeth,  m.n.  Clause,  born  November 
23,  1846  and  Lorenzo  Franklin,  son  of  Jacob  Weavel  and  Cath. 
Regina,  m.n.  Hine,  born  November  17, 1846. 

May  23.  Preached  the  funeral  of  Mess,  a  colored  woman  be- 
longing to  Br.  Charles  Reed. 

Aug.  3.  Preached  the  funeral  of  Paulina  Congo  at  Waugh 
Town  who  died  yesterday  morning. 

Aug.  6.  Br.  Huebener  preached  in  the  German  language  and 
afterward  Alexander  Snyder  and  his  wife  Mary  Elisabeth,  m.n. 
Reed,  were  received  into  full  communion  in  the  church  by 
confirmation. 

Aug.  13.  Br.  Huebener  kept  the  first  meeting  during  which 
the  Single  Sister  Fiorina  Reed  was  confirmed. 

Aug.  20.  Br.  Jno.  Vogler  and  myself  had  a  "Social  Prayer 
Meeting"  at  the  house  of  Br.  Wm.  Gibbins. 

Aug.  31.  The  consecrating  service  commenced  at  10  o'clock. 
Br.  Wm.  H.  Van  Vleck  officiating  both  in  the  German  and  Eng- 
lish language  and  afterwards  a  sermon  was  delivered  by  Br. 
Henry  S.  Shultz  of  Bethlehem.  Br.  Kluge  officiated  at  a  love- 
feast  during  which  there  was  a  collection  taken  for  building 
expenses.  The  choir  of  Sacred  Music  from  Salem  under  the 
supervision  of  Br.  Joshua  Boner  was  present  and  lent  aid  in 
adding  to  the  solemnities  of  the  occasion.  Thus  in  closing  our 
report  for  the  month  we  find  ourselves  engaged  in  a  work  to 
which  not  only  the  congregation  in  Friedland  but  the  brethren 
and  sisters  in  other  congregations  looked  with  ardent  desire. 
The  temporal  structure  is  finished  and  consecrating  festivities 
in  progress  "but  unless  the  Lord  build  the  house,  they  labor 
in  vain,  that  build  it."  0  that  He  would  hearken  to  the  prayer 
of  His  people  and  incline  His  ear  graciously  to  their  supplica- 
tions to  renew  the  spiritual  structure  and  make  the  glory  of  this 
latter  house  exceed  the  former  by  bringing  many  sons  and 
daughters  to  God. 
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Nov.  7.  Baptized  a  child  of  Francis  B.  Castle  and  Anna 
Benigna,  m.n.  Keller,  at  their  house.  The  child  was  named 
Francis  Henry  and  it  was  born  on  May  18, 1846. 

Nov.  28.  After  the  sermon  there  were  baptized  James  Francis, 
infant  son  of  Saml.  R.  Snyder  and  Martha,  m.n.  Whicker,  born 
October  18,  and  Nancy  Emaline  Louisa,  infant  daughter  of 
Andrew  Kinnamon  and  Elisabeth  Barbara,  m.n.  Reed.  The  child 
was  born  October  20,  1847. 

Dec.  26.  Baptized  the  infant  son  of  David  and  Susannah 
Swaim,  m.n.  Gibbins.  The  child  was  born  November  2  and  was 
named  Jonathan  Elijah.  Afterwards  read  the  report  of  the 
Preparatory  Provincial  Conference. 

Minutes  of  the  Committee  of  Friedland,9 18J+7. 

March  1U.  The  question  was  asked  whether  it  would  not  per- 
haps be  best  to  remove  the  preaching  to  some  house  if  one  could 
be  obtained  instead  of  having  it  in  the  open  air  until  the  new 
church  can  be  finished.  The  committee  deems  it  inexpedient  and 
prefer  erecting  a  temporary  stand. 

The  cultivation  of  the  field  was  next  considered,  a  part  to  be 
sown  in  oats  by  Brr.  John  G.  Seides,  Philip  Laugenauer,  Chris- 
tian Nissen  and  the  rest  to  be  planted  in  corn  by  the  Brr.  Wm. 
Snyder,  foreman,  Philip  Snyder,  Alex  Snyder  and  Henry  Rued. 

March  28.  Meeting  of  Heads  of  Families.  The  subscription 
for  the  ensuing  year  for  the  maintenance  of  a  pastor  was  dis- 
cussed and  on  motion  of  a  member  it  was  agreed  to  hand  round 
a  new  subscription  list  to  be  permanent  and  each  member  is  to 
consider  himself  bound  to  pay  so  much  annually. 

The  newly  elected  committee  then  chose  Br.  Emanuel  Rued 
from  their  number  for  steward  and  the  subscription  list  was 
handed  to  him. 

June  16.  Br.  Philip  Snider  presented  his  account  as  lovefeast 
steward  commencing  18th  February  1845  and  '46  and  the  sum 
of  3  dollars  and  Sl1/^  cents  of  surplus  on  hand  in  favor  for 
congregation. 

A  deed  not  having  been  obtained  for  some  land  bought  of  Br. 
John  G.  Seides  and  surveyed  last  spring  Br.  Rights  was  re- 
quested to  confer  with  Br.  Kluge  to  ascertain  to  whom  this 
deed  must  be  made  and  report  to  the  next  meeting. 


9  The  Minutes  of  the  Committee  of  Friedland,  1847,  were  written  in  English. 
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Br.  Seides  stated  that  the  resident  minister  had  no  horse  and 
asked  whether  it  would  not  be  well  to  endeavor  to  obtain  one  by 
subscription.  The  proposition  was  acceded  to  on  the  part  of  the 
committee  and  a  paper  started  to  be  handed  round  by  the  Brr. 
Seides  and  Wm.  Snider  and  another  person  yet  to  be  chosen. 

Sept.  5.  By  referring  to  the  minutes  of  the  6th  of  June  the 
land  question  was  again  brought  forward  and  disposed  of  in 
the  following  manner  viz:  The  committee  agreed  to  allow  Br. 
Seides  four  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  acre  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
treasury,  Br.  Seides  to  make  a  deed  for  said  land  to  Br.  Kluge. 

The  wheat  crop  for  the  ensuing  year  was  taken  into  consider- 
ation and  a  company  appointed  to  attend  to  the  same,  consisting 
of  Winfield  Hine,  foreman,  Philip  Snider  (miller) ,  Saml.  Reed, 
Phoebe  Hine,  Rudolph  Reed  and  Charles  Reed.  Br.  Philip  Snider 
(Cornelius)  promised  to  see  Br.  Hine,  hand  him  the  list  and 
request  him  to  see  the  rest  and  ascertain  whether  they  would 
accept  the  arrangement. 

The  fourth  paragraph  of  the  minutes  of  the  6th  of  June  stat- 
ing that  a  subscription  paper  had  been  circulated  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  the  means  for  purchasing  a  horse,  Br.  Seides  re- 
ported that  he  had  taken  said  subscription  to  Kerner's  Ville  and 
it  had  not  yet  been  returned,  but  Br.  John  Kerner  promised  to 
inquire  for  it  and  endeavor  to  do  something  in  the  matter. 

The  resident  minister  expressed  a  wish  to  ascertain  the  sense 
of  this  committee  whether  if  circumstances  would  admit  of  it,  it 
would  not  be  practicable  for  him  to  keep  school  some  3  months 
during  the  winter  season  and  gave  as  a  reason  that  last  winter 
he  had  to  furnish  his  own  firewood  and  did  not  have  the  means 
to  employ  someone  to  do  it ;  hence,  he  had  to  attend  to  it  himself, 
whereas  if  he  had  been  keeping  school  he  might  have  therewith 
obtained  the  means.  The  committee  thought  these  difficulties 
could  be  removed  by  appointing  companies  to  come  at  stated 
periods  and  attend  to  this  matter  but  concluded  to  defer  the 
subject  for  definite  action  to  the  next  meeting  and  Br.  Rights 
to  act  in  reference  to  the  school  according  to  his  conviction  of 
duty. 

Oct.  17.  Br.  Seides  reported  that  he  had  been  to  Br.  Kluge's 
but  that  the  deed  for  the  land  had  not  been  prepared  for  his 
signature.  Committee  agreed  if  the  deed  was  signed  in  the  in- 
terval of  another  meeting  and  a  voucher  obtained  of  the  fact 
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from  Br.  Kluge,  Br.  Seides  is  to  take  his  money  out  of  the 
treasury  without  any  further  orders. 

The  procuring  of  firewood  for  the  use  of  the  resident  minister 
was  next  considered  and  it  was  thought  the  better  way  to  ob- 
tain this  end  would  be  to  divide  the  congregation  into  companies 
consisting  of  six  persons  to  every  company  to  come  on  the 
ground  at  stated  periods  to  cut  and  haul  wood.  The  congrega- 
tion was  so  divided. 

Nov.  7.  The  lovefeast  cups  borrowed  from  Salem  not  having 
been  returned  the  question  was,  "Who  will  take  upon  himself 
this  duty?"  Br.  Miller  declared  himself  ready  to  take  them  home. 

The  season  being  advanced,  it  was  thought  best  to  place  the 
stove  in  the  church  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible  and  Brr.  Seides 
and  Em.  Reed  declared  themselves  willing  if  assistance  could 
be  obtained  to  carry  it  in,  to  attend  to  putting  it  up  on  tomorrow. 

The  committee  was  asked  by  the  "laborer"  whether  the  com- 
mittee would  be  willing  for  a  family  to  have  their  lovefeast  free 
of  charge  for  sweeping  the  church.  Committee  gave  their  con- 
sent if  anyone  could  be  found  willing  to  do  it. 

Thursday,  Bee.  16.  Br.  Israel  Kernels  company  came  to  cut 
and  haul  wood.  They  were  all  here. 

Thursday,  Dec.  23.  Br.  Henry  Rued's  company  came  to  get 
wood.  All  attended  but  Philip  Spach  and  Saml.  Rued.
